Johnston  presided,  and  where  Senators  Watkins,  Welker,  and  Butler 
were  also  present,  the  reports  of  the  Territorial  Commission  on  Sub- 
versive Activities  for  the  years  1951, 1953, 1954,  and  1955  were  ordered 
printed  in  connection  with  the  hearing  record. 

They  therefore  appear,  in  the  order  of  the  years  in  which  they  were 
submitted,  as  appendixes  I,  II,  and  III  to  hearing,  volume  No,  41,  of 
the  subcommittee's  series  on  Scope  of  Soviet  Activity  in  the  United 
States.

INTRODUCTORY 

The  Commission  on  Subversive  Activities  of  the  Territory  was  created  by 
Joint  Resolution  5,  Special  Session  Lavps  of  Hawaii,  1949,  which  took  effect 
upon  approval  by  the  Governor  of  Hawaii  on  October  26,  1949.  The  seven  com- 
missioners were  appointed  on  December  2,  1949,  and  qualified  for  office  soon 
thereafter.  One  appointee  subsequently  failed  of  confirmation  and  the  vacancy 
thereby  created  has  not  been  filled. 

The  purposes  of  the  inquiry  committed  to  this  commission,  and  its  powers  and 
duties,  are  set  forth  in  Joint  Resolution  5. 

In  the  summer  of  1949  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  United 
States  House  of  Representatives,  commenced  its  investigation  of  communism 
in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii.  By  the  time  this  commission  was  appointed,  the 
congressional  committee's  preparatory  work  on  the  mainland  had  been  com- 
pleted and  its  agents  were  working  in  Hawaii.  In  the  interest  of  not  duplicating 
the  work  of  the  Washington  investigators,  the  commission  determined  not  to 
employ  a  full  staff  and  commence  its  own  investigation  until  the  public  hear- 
ings of  the  congressional  committee  in  Honolulu  were  concluded. 

A  subcommittee  of  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  held  public 
hearings  in  Honolulu,  April  10  to  19,  1950.  A  total  of  66  resident  witnesses,  from 
the  four  major  islands  of  the  Territory,  were  called  or  volunteered  to  testify. 
Of  those  subpenaed,  39  refused  to  answer  questions  concerning  their  knowledge 
of  or  participation  in  Communist  activities.  This  group,  later  to  become  known 
in  Hawaii  as  the  "Reluctant  39",  was  cited  by  Congress  for  contempt.  All  39 
then  were  indicted  in  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Hawaii. 
On  the  basis  of  recent  decisions  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  of  the 
Ninth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  the  trial  judge,  who  heard  the  cases  without 
jury,  directed  the  acquittal  of  all  defendants. 

Testimony  taken  before  the  congressional  subcommittee  at  Honolulu  in  1950 
is  reported  in  three  printed  volumes.  Hearings  Regarding  Communist  Activities 
in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii — Parts  1,  2  and  3.  The  full  committee  has  published 
two  studies  as  a  result  of  the  Hawaii  investigation,  Report  on  Hawaii  Civil 
Liberties  Committee,  a  Communist  Front,  dated  June  23,  1950,  and  Report  on 
the  Honolulu  Record,  dated  October  1, 1950.  *  *  * 

The  Commission  on  Subversive  Activities  undertook  its  mission  and  has  con- 
ducted its  activities  with  the  thought  always  in  mind  that  it  is  dealing  with  the 
repiitations,  sensibilities  and  fortunes  of  every  person  who  might  come  to  its 
attention.  It  has  proceeded  with  the  awareness  that  it  was  constituted  to  find 
facts,  not  to  act  as  a  prosecutive  arm  of  government.  Its  professional  staff  is 
composed  entirely  of  persons  with  considerable  previous  experience  in  Federal 
agencies  charged  with  the  investigation  of  subversive  activities.  Every  person 
employed  in  its  office  had,  in  earlier  Federal  employment,  been  given  a  security 
clearance  to  handle  classified  information. 

In  its  factfinding  work,  this  commission  has  been  confronted  with  numerous 
difficulties  wliich  have  limited  its  operations.  The  existence  of  the  Smith  Act, 
and  the  enactment  in  19.50  of  the  McCarran  Act,  have  provided  Communists  and 
their  fellow  travelers  with  a  means  of  thwarting  the  legal  process  of  investiga- 
tive authorities.  The  impunity  with  which  39  witnesses  refused  to  answer  ques- 
tions of  a  congressional  conmiittee  in  Honolulu  in  April  1950,  and  their  subsequent 
acquittal  of  contempt  of  Congress  charges,  gave  heart  to  those  who  have  reason 
to  fear  investigations  of  subversive  activities.  The  simultaneous  existence  of 
another  Territorial  body  conducting  an  inquiry  in  the  same  field  reduced  the 
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effectiveness  of  this  commission.  It  reports  with  satisfaction,  however,  that  in 
almost  all  instances  it  has  enjoyed  the  wholehearted  cooperation  of  Territorial 
and  county  agencies,  officers  and  employees  whom  it  has  called  upon  to  assist  it. 
And,  within  the  limits  of  their  authority  and  policies,  all  agencies  of  the  Federal 
Government  with  which  the  commission  has  dealt  have  rendered  valuable  as- 
sistance. 

In  the  time  allotted,  this  commission  has  not  been  able  to  make  a  complete 
investigation  of  every  person,  organization,  or  institution  that  might  be  of  inter- 
est to  the  legislature.  Primary  attention  has  been  given  to  persons  in  public 
employment,  and  particularly  to  teachers.  This  document  should  be  considered 
as  a  survey  report  only.  This  commission  has  attempted  to  present  the  report 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  most  readily  usable  by  the  reader.  The  main  report 
is  in  narrative  form  and  contains  only  a  minimum  of  detail  about  certain  .specific 
topics  and  organizations.  Additional  data  is  contained  in  the  appendices  to 
which  reference  is  made  in  the  narrative.  Most  of  the  appendices  concerning 
organizations  present  only  such  information  as  has  been  obtained  incidentally, 
as  most  of  the  topics  of  the  appendixes  have  not  been  made  the  subjects  of  specific 
investigations. 

The  mere  mention  of  any  per.son,  organization  or  institution  in  this  report 
is  not  meant  to  imply  subversive  activity  on  his  or  its  part,  unless  this  commis- 
sion states  a  conclusion  to  that  effect  or  unless  the  facts  obviously  so  show. 
When  the  commission  describes  anyone  as  a  "Communist"  or  as  a  "Communist 
Party  member,"  it  is  meant  that  the  particular  person  has  been  identified  as 
such  on  evidence  deemed  sufficient  l)y  this  commission,  and  that  such  person 
has  not  been  shown  by  satisfactory  evidence  to  have  disassociated  himself  from 
the  Communist  movement. 

This  commission  has  tried  diligently  to  minimize  errors  of  every  possible  type 
in  this  report.  Should  any  person,  organization  or  institution  deem  itself  ag- 
grieved by  any  statement  in  this  report,  this  commission  will  accord  a  prompt 
hearing  on  the  matter. 

CONCEPT  OF  "SUBVERSIVE  ACTIVITIES" 

The  legislative  directive.  Joint  Resolution  5,  specifies  various  types  of  sub- 
versive activities.     These  fall  into  three  basic  categories  : 

(1)  Activities  of  persons  who  "seek  to  destroy  by  force,  threats,  or  sab^>- 
tage,  liberties  and  freedom  guaranteed  by  or  provided  for  in  the  United 
States  Constitution  (Joint  Res.  5,  sec.  2(a)   (2) )  ; 

(2)  Activities  of  persons  who  "advocate  the  overthrow  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  or  of  the  Territory  by  force  or  violence  or  other  un- 
lawful means"  (Joint  Res.  5,  sec.  2(a)  (5) )  :  and 

(3)  Activities  of  persons  who  "seek  to  subject  the  United  States  and  the 
Territorv  to  the  domination  of  anv  foreign  nation"  (Joint  Res.  5,  sec.  2  (a) 

(3)). 
Illustrative  of  the  three  general  types  of  persons  or  groups  of  persons  who 
have  engaged  in  subversive  activities  in  the  United  States  are  the  following: 

(1)  The  Ku  Klux  Klan,  which  has  been  classified  by  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral of  the  United  States  as  having  "adopted  a  policy  of  advocating  or  ap- 
proving the  commission  of  acts  of  force  and  violence  to  deny  others  their 
rights  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States"  : 

(2)  The  Industrial  Workers  of  the  World,  whicli  has  not  operated  in  the 
interests  of  a  foreign  power,  but  has  been  classified  by  the  Attorney  General 
as  an  organization  which  "seeks  to  alter  the  form  of  government  of  the 
United  States  by  unconstitutional  means"  ;  and 

(3)  The  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.  (its  subdivisions,  subsidiaries,  and 
affiliates),  which  operates  in  the  interests  of  a  foreign  power  and  which 
has  been  classified  by  the  Attorney  General  as  an  organization  which  "seeks 
to  alter  the  form  of  government  of  the  United  States  by  unconstitutional 
means." 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  catgeories  of  organizations,  the  Attorney  General's 
list  includes  "Fascist"  and  "totalitarian"  groups,  the  former  composed  prin- 
cipally of  prewar  pro-Nazi  Germany  and  pro-Fascist  Italy  .societies,  and  the 
latter  of  prewar  pro-Japan  organizations.  Since  organizations  of  those  types 
were  active  in  furthering  the  interests  of  foreign  nations  against  the  United 
States,  they  are  considered  by  this  commission  to  have  engaged  in  "subversive 
activities."  This  is  mentioned  only  because  this  commission  has  sought  infor- 
mation on  all  types  of  organizations  listed  by  the  United  States  Attornpy  Gen- 
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eial,  even  though  the  results  of  inquiry  in  that  regard  were  negative,  insofar  as 
activities  \A-ithin  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  are  concerned. 

This  commission  believes  that  every  person,  alone  or  in  concert  with  others, 
is  entitled  to  exercise  his  constitutional  rights,  even  though  such  exercise  may 
include  the  open  advocacy  of  substituting  for  our  present  form  of  government 
one  which  each  commissioner  personally  would  abhor.  The  essence  of  the 
right  to  advocate  a  change  in  our  form  of  government  is  that  it  shall  be  exercised 
in  a  constitutional  manner,  or,  simply  stated,  by  advocating  amendment  of  the 
Constitution  in  the  manner  provided  for  therein.  There  is  no  constitutional  right 
to  change  our  present  form  of  Government  in  any  other  manner-. 

Movements  which  seek  to  alter  the  form  of  American  Government  by  uncon- 
stitutional or  illegal  means  are  to  be  abhorred,  as  are  those  which  are  designed 
to  deprive  any  person  of  his  rights  guaranteed  by  law.  Such  movements  which, 
in  addition,  are  conducted  in  the  interests  of  a  foreign  power — as  is  the  Com- 
munist movement  in  the  United  States — are  doubly  to  be  condemned. 

Pursuant  to  provisions  of  the  McCarran  Act,  the  United  States  Attorney  Gen- 
eral has  filed  with  the  Subversive  Activities  Control  Board,  in  Washington,  a  peti- 
tion, which,  if  upheld,  will  act  to  proscribe  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.  That 
petition,  setting  forth  facts  determined  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  is 
the  finest  summary  on  the  subject  of  the  Communist  Party,  its  techniques  and 
operations,  and  its  relation  to  the  U.  S.  S.  R.,  that  has  come  to  the  attention  of 
this  commission.  It  states  the  authoritative  position  of  the  Federal  Government 
on  the  foremost  subversive  organization  in  this  country.  The  petition  is  repro- 
duced in  full  as  appendix  C  to  this  report. 

Additional  background  information  of  value  concerning  the  Communist  move- 
ment is  contained  in  a  report  of  the  Maryland  Commission  on  Subversive  Ac- 
tivities, dated  December  30, 1948. 

COMMUNISM 

General 

In  presenting  its  findings,  the  commission  believes  it  necessary  to  make  certain 
observations  on  its  concept  of  "Commimism"  and  related  terms  used  in  this 
report. 

"Communism,"  as  used  herein,  is  the  movement  directed  by  the  international 
Communist  headquarters  in  Moscow  (whether  called  the  Communist  Interna- 
tional (Comintern)  or  the  Information  Bureau  of  the  Commiuiist  Parties 
(Cominform)  in  furtherance  of  the  imperialistic  foreign  policy  and  external  mili- 
tary ambitions  of  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics.  As  such,  it  effects  a 
calculated  and  subversive  penetration  of  those  nations  whom  Soviet  Russia  would 
control  or  weaken.  It  uses  both  legal  and  illegal  means.  It  employs  chiefly 
the  citizens  or  subjects  of  foreign  nations  to  work  in  their  respective  countries 
against  their  own  nations.  Nearly  all  of  its  activities  are  of  a  conspiratorial 
nature. 

In  the  penetration  of  foreign  countries,  the  Comintern  and  the  cominform  have 
operated  chiefly  through  domestic  Communist  Parties  which,  however,  do  not 
always  bear  that  name.  In  Canada,  for  example,  the  Labour-Progressive  Party 
has  been  the  party  of  Communists,  while  in  the  United  States  its  counterpart  is 
called  the  Communist  Party.  This  commission  has  considered  the  proposition 
that  the  Communist  Party  is,  in  the  United  States,  a  lawful  political  party.  That 
contention  is  rejected  on  the  basis  of  abundant  authority. 

As  used  herein,  the  terms  "Communism"  and  "communism"  (the  one  capitalized 
and  the  other  not)  are  not  synonymous.  "Communism"  refers  to  the  fifth-column 
operations  directed  or  encouraged  by  Soviet  Russia  in  other  nations,  while 
"communism"  refers  to  the  politico-economic  or  philosophical  system  advocated 
by  Karl  Marx  and  others  of  various  schools  of  communist  thought. 

"Marxism,"  as  used  herein,  connotes  a  system  of  theories  and  rules  of  action 
advocated  by  Karl  Marx.  It  may  be  considered  a  species  of  "communism,"  but 
is  not  synonymous  with  "Communism."  A  "Marxist"  is,  therefore,  one  who  holds 
substantially  the  views  of  Karl  Marx. 

Because  of  the  affinity  which  Marxists  almost  invariably  hold  or  develop  for 
Soviet  Russia,  the  commission  has  considered  it  necessary  to  include  withiin  the 
scope  of  its  inquiry  a  study  of  Marxist  "discussion  groups"  and  Marxist  publica- 
tions in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii.  That  it  would  be  unrealistic  to  neglect  Marxist 
groups  in  any  survey  of  Communist  operations  in  a  democratic  county  is  forcibly 
illustrated  by  the  findings  of  the  Canadia^n  Roval  Commission. 
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A  "Communist,"  so  considered  by  tills  commission,  is  one  who  linowingly  assists 
(or  reasonably  should  know  he  is  assisting)  the  furtherance  of  Communism, 
while  a  "communist"  is  a  believer  in  the  theory  of  "communism"  (sometimes 
referred  to  as  "pure"  communism  to  distinguish  it  from  fifth-column 
CommuJiism). 

The  Communist  may  be  of  several  types,  and  is  not  necessarily  a  member  of 
the  Communist  Party.  There  are  "open"  and  "secret"  party  members.  "Secret" 
members  are  those  whose  identities  are  known  to  a  very  few  persons  within  the 
Communist  apparatus.  A  "secret  comrade"  may  be  known  only  to  national  or 
district  Communist  Party  headquarters,  and  not  be  known  to  the  party  organiza- 
tion of  the  region  where  he  lives  or  works.  So-called  open  Communist  Party 
members  are  also  of  several  types,  one  being  the  person  who  has  publicly  pro- 
claimed himself  as  a  member  (such  as  William  Z.  Foster,  national  chairman  of 
the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A. ;  William  Schneiderman,  chairman  of  district  13 
of  the  party ;  and  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii),  and  another  being  the  person  whose  "open"  status  is  known  within 
local  party  circles  but  who  has  never  publicly  identified  himself  as  a  member 
(such  as  Dr.  John  E.  Reinecke,  Jack  Deuichi  Kimoto,  Dwight  James  Freeman, 
and  other  local  Communists  hereinafter  mentioned).  Furthermore,  there  are 
persons  who  consciously  adhere  to  and  support  Communism  without  formally 
joining  the  Communist  Party.  This  Commission  considers  such  persons  to  be 
"Communists"  if  they  function  as  such,  regardless  of  their  lack  of  formal  mem- 
bership in  the  party.  In  fact,  it  is  reported,  in  recent  years  the  Communist 
Party,  as  a  security  measure,  has  not  permitted  certain  "secret  comrades"  to  join 
the  party.  It  would  be  unrealistic  to  exclude  such  persons  from  the  category 
of  "Communists." 

The  commission  believes  that  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States  of 
America  functions  primarily  and  ultimately  in  the  interests  of  the  U.  S.  S.  R.  and, 
in  so  doing,  is  subversive  of  American  constitutional  government,  national  and 
local.  Its  subdivision  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii,  is,  likewise,  subversive. 

From  the  standpoint  of  susceptibility  to  Communist  penetration,  the  Territory 
of  Hawaii  occupies  a  position  somewhat  different  from  that  of  most  portions  of 
the  United  States.  Being  what  tourists  have  come  to  know  as  the  "Crossroads  of 
the  Pacific,"  Hawaii  is  vulnerable  to  infusion  of  Communist  influences  from  two 
continents.  This  is  true,  not  only  because  of  Hawaii's  geographical  position,  but 
also  because  languages  of  the  Orient,  as  well  as  English,  are  spoken  in  Hawaii. 

The  Period  1917-37 

Although  it  has  sometimes  been  stated  that  the  Communist  Party  operated  in 
Hawaii  in  early  1925,  when  Paul  Crouch  and  Walter  Trumbull.  United  States 
Army  enlisted  men.  were  court-martialed  at  Schofield  Bari'acks.  Oahu,  on  charges 
growing  out  of  what  appeared  to  be  organized  Communist  activity,  no  formal 
groups  affiliated  with  the  international  Communist  movement  existed  in  Hawaii 
at  that  time.  Nor  did  the  Crouch-Trumbull  discussion  group  make  a  lasting 
mark  on  the  Hawaiian  scene. 

In  his  hook,  Out  of  the  Night,  published  in  1941  under  the  pen  name  of  "Jan 
Valtin,"  Richard  J.  H.  Krebs.  reports  his  several  visits  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
about  192r>.  Then  a  travelling  maritime  Communist,  Krebs  visited,  according  to 
his  account,  the  ports  of  Honolulu  and  Hilo.  In  his  book,  Krebs  reports  his 
contacts  with  Communist  Party  groups  and  agents  in  many  ports  of  the  world, 
but  he  mentions  no  such  contacts  in  Hawaii.  However,  he  does  report  having 
met  several  Communist  sympathizers  here,  and  relates  his  per.sonal  distribution 
of  Communist  literature  in  the  islands.  He  writes,  also,  of  his  report  to 
Comintern  headquarters  in  Moscow  on  recommended  Communist  action  in 
Hawaii.  The  inference  to  be  drawn  from  Krebs'  account  is  that  no  formal  Com- 
munist Party  organization  existed  in  Hawaii  in  192.5. 

In  the  ]920's  Marxism  made  its  appearance  in  a  small  group  of  the  alien  Japa- 
nese working  class  in  Hawaii.  The  newspaper,  Yoen  Jiho  ((Jarden  News),  labor 
weekly  in  the  Japanese  language,  commenced  puhlicatinn  on  the  island  of 
Kaiiai  in  1922.  Among  its  editors,  managers,  and  contributors  have  been  a  num- 
ber of  Marxists  and  Communists,  including  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto,  Communist 
Party  leader  mentioned  later  in  this  report,  and  Oinjiro  "Hoknsan"  Arashiro, 
alien  Japanese  who  has  been  identified  with  Marxist  and  pro-Communist  activi- 
ties for  many  years.  Both  recently  served  as  editors  of  Hawaii  Star,  Communist- 
line  weekly  published  in  Honolulu. 
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About  1929  or  1930,  a  small  core  of  pro-U.  S.  S.  R.  Marxists  became  evident  on 
the  island  of  Maui.  Two  groups  of  persons  of  Japanese  ancestry,  Maui  Doshi 
Kai  and  its  youth  section,  Maui  Doshi  Seinen  Kai,  came  into  being.  That  these 
organizations  were  engaged  in  Marxist  activity  is  deduced  from  their  publica- 
tion, hereinafter  discussed.  It  will  be  noted  in  annex  2  that  their  Marxist 
discussion  groups  met  at  many  places  on  Maui.  About  the  same  time,  there  was 
formed  in  Honolulu  a  group  of  alien  and  citizen  Japanese  residents  who  called 
themselves  the  Yuai  Kai  (Friendship  Society).  A  small  core  of  its  leaders  were 
Marxists,  but  general  membership  participation  was  of  a  social  nature.  Branches 
of  Yuai  Kai  appear  to  have  existed  on  the  four  main  islands,  but  only  the  activi- 
ties of  the  groups  on  Oahu  and  Maui  were  of  consequence.  On  Maui  the  leaders 
of  Maui  Doshi  Kai  were  referred  to  as  "the  Yuai  Kai  group,"  but  membership 
of  the  two  organizations  was  not  identical. 

For  several  years  iu  the  early  1930's  a  group  of  young  men,  most  of  whom 
had  recently  returned  from  Japan,  held  Marxist  discussions  in  their  servants' 
quarters  at  the  MacDonakl  Hotel  in  Honolulu.  Their  group  had  no  formal  mem- 
bership requirements,  by-laws  or  dues.  They  detested  the  militarists  who  then 
controlled  Japan.  This  group  published  Haguruma  (translated  "Gear"  or 
"Cog-Wheel"),  hereinafter  mentioned.  About  1934-37,  after  publication  of 
Haguruma  had  ceased,  the  MacDouald  Hotel  group  attracted  to  its  informal 
discussions  several  non-Japanese  persons,  chief  among  whom  were  a  University 
of  Hawaii  instructor,  a  few  university  students  and  trade-unionists  of  the  Hono- 
lulu waterfront  and  of  the  merchant  marine. 

In  the  year  1931  publication  of  the  weekly  Japanese  newspaper,  Shin  Jidai 
(NeAA-  Era),  was  commenced  on  Maui.  Its  first  editor  was  Ginjiro  "Hokusan" 
Arashiro,  previously  mentioned.  The  Maui  Doshi  Kai,  of  which  Arashiro  was  a 
leading  member,  backed  the  publication.  Writing  in  Shin  Jidai,  Arashiro  ad- 
versely criticized  Japan's  action  iu  the  Manchurian  incident,  as  a  result  of  which 
he  was  removed  as  editor.  In  1932  he  commenced  publication  of  Hibana  ( Spark) , 
Marxist  periodical. 

Communist  Party  and  Marxist  literature,  printed  in  the  Japanese  language, 
was  disseminated  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  in  the  early  1930's.  Such  literature 
was  printed  locally  as  well  as  introduced  from  abroad.  Among  local  Marxist 
publications  were  Arashiro's  Hibana,  just  mentioned,  which  first  appeared  in 
1932;  Toso  (Strife),  published  by  Maui  Doshi  Seinen  Kai  about  1933-34,  and 
"Haguruma,"  organ  of  the  MacDonald  Hotel  group.  From  Japan  and  the  con- 
tinental United  States,  local  Mai'xists  received  other  tracts,  chiefly  translations 
into  Japanese  of  formal  works  of  Marx,  Lenin,  Stalin,  et  al.  During  this  period 
a  Japanese  bookstore  in  Honolulu  stocked  imported  Marxist  literature. 

In  many  respects,  Japan's  several  overseas  communities  of  which  that  in 
Hawaii  was  one  of  the  most  important — mirrored  conditions  in  the  homeland  in 
the  early  1930's.  At  that  time,  Hawaii's  140,000  persons  of  Japanese  extraction 
included  .some  admirers  of  the  militarists,  as  well  as  those  who  could  be  clas.sed 
as  antimilitarists.  Important  issues  in  Japan  usually  were  discused  by  the  Jap- 
anese people  in  Hawaii,  with  consequent  division  of  opinion.  Thus,  the  1928-31 
fusion  in  Japan  of  Communists,  Marxists,  liberals,  et  al.,  under  the  banner  of 
antimilitarism  found  its  counterpart  in  Hawaii.  And,  since  politics  makes 
strange  bedfellows,  many  of  the  antimilitarist  Japanese  in  Hawaii  found  them- 
selves influenced  by  the  persuasive  ideas  of  Marxists  among  them.  It  is  in  the 
light  of  these  facts  that  the  character  of  Marxist  activity  among  the  Japanese 
people  in  Hawaii  during  the  early  1930's  must  be  judged.  At  the  same  time,  it 
cannot  be  overlooked  that  the  activities  and  writings  of  the.se  Marxists  were 
strongly  anticapitalist  and  pro-U.  S.  S.  R.  As  regards  topics  which  concerned 
the  United  States  or  the  Soviet  Union,  or  both,  these  Marxists  took  a  pro- 
U.  S.  S.  R.  position  and  were  neither  pro-  nor  anti-United  States.  Also,  these 
observations  should  be  made :  that  a  small  number  of  the.se  Marxists  of  the  early 
1930's  have  continued  to  be  active  in  Communi.st  Party  and  pro-Communist  causes 
down  to  the  present  writing,  but  the  majority  of  them  have  long  since  ceased  to 
exhibit  any  pro-U.  S.  S.  R.  tendencies. 

Of  the  local  Marxist  publications  mentioned,  this  commission  has  examined 
and  obtained  translations  of  some  issues  of  Hibana  and  Toso.  Copies  of 
Haguruma  have  not  been  located,  but  its  Marxist  content  has  been  admitted 
and  explained  by  two  of  its  contributors.  Hibana  (Spark),  whose  red  cover 
was  embellished  with  a  hammer  and  sickle,  admittedly  derived  its  name  from 
Lenin  Iskra  (also  translated  Spark).  Toso,  whose  name  Strife  was  meant 
to  suggest  class  struggle,  proclaimed  its  love  for  Soviet  Russia,  not  only  in  its 
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Japanese  section  but  also  in  its  English  pages.  And  Hagurunia,  whose  Cog- 
Wheel  name  symbolizes  the  "industrial  worker"  (the  essential  proletarian), 
reportedly  presented  a  strong  Marxist  viewpoint,  but  it  was  criticized  by  other 
Marxists  for  leftwing  infantilism.  Because  Toso  and  Hibana  were  much  more 
openly  pro-U.  S.  S.  R.  and  Marxist  than  even  the  literature  issued  by  the  Com- 
munist Party  of  Hawaii  in  later  years  selected  translations  from  those  two  publi- 
cations are  submitted  herewith  in  annexes  2  and  3. 

About  the  time  that  the  MacDouald  Hotel  group  (publishers  of  Hagurunia) 
was  going  out  of  existence,  because  of  lack  of  interest  and  results,  and  after 
the  Marxist  activity  among  Maui's  Japanese  population  largely  had  subsided 
the  first  appearances  of  the  present-d;iy  Coimnunist  Party  of  Hawaii  (a  subdi- 
vision of  District  13  of  the  Commiinisi  Pnrty  «>f  the  United  States  of  America) 
were  seen  in  Hawaii.  The  primary  target  for  proselytizing  by  the  Communist 
Party  of  the  United  States  of  America  lay  in  tlie  longshore  workers  of  Hawaii's 
two  main  waterfronts  at  Honolulu  and  Hilo. 

For  some  years,  radical  merchant  seamen  (Communist  Party  travelers  and 
members  of  Uie  subversive  International  Workers  of  the  World)  had  visited 
Hawaii.  Krebs,  alias  Jan  Valtin,  was  one  of  the  early  Communist  visitors.  In 
the  plans  of  either  the  IWW  or  the  Communist  Party,  it  was  inevitable  that  the 
recruitment  of  members  in  Hawaii  soon  would  be  undertaken.  This  became  the 
task  of  the  Communists  of  the  mid-1930's,  whose  ranks  by  then  included  many 
militant  ex-IWW  members. 

After  his  successes  in  the  1934  and  1936  maritime  strikes,  it  evidenlly  became 
the  assigned  ta.sk  of  Harry  Rentou  Bridges  to  develop  the  interests  of  the  f'om- 
numist  Party  in  Hawaii.  There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  Brids-^es  then  knew 
that  some  Marxist  sentiment  already  existed  among  resident  Japanese  intellec- 
tuals and  agricultural  workers.  Being  ther:.  as  now,  a  militant  waterfront  labor 
leader,  his  infiltration  of  Hawaii  for  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States 
of  America  was,  therefore,  directed  first  at  the  waterfront  working  class,  of  what- 
ever race  they  might  be. 

It  is  reliably  reported  that  as  of  1936,  there  were  slightly  m(n-e  than  60  Com- 
munist Party  members  among  the  waterfront  and  maritime  workers  in  Hawaii. 
Most  of  these,  however,  were  nonresident  seamen  whose  membership  in  tlie  Com- 
munist Party  was  acquired  on  the  mainland.  They  visited  Hawaii  periodically 
and  could  indulge  in  proselytization  of  local  longshore  workers. 

The  period  193."")  37  was  one  of  travail  on  tlie  Honolulu  waterfront  as  far  as 
attempts  at  unionization  of  longshore  workers  was  concerned.  Several  labor 
leaders  sought  to  control  the  longshoremen.  Disjjutants  for  union  leadership 
competed  for  the  help  of  Harry  Bridges,  who  had  the  power  to  grant  a  local 
longshoremen's  union  charter.  The  period  was  not  favorable  to  the  best  develop- 
ment of  Communist  Party  operations  on  the  Honolulu  waterfront. 

However,  at  Hilo,  on  the  island  of  Hawaii,  the  waterfront  workers  were  almost 
completely  unionized  by  1936  and  were,  therefore,  ready  to  receive  a  charter  from 
Bridges.  The  leader  of  the  Hilo  longshoremen  at  that  time  was  Harry  Lehua 
Kamoku,  who  has  been  identified  as  one  of  Hawaii's  Communist  Party  leaders. 

In  1936  Kamoku  organized  what  may  have  been  the  first  cell  of  the  Communist 
Party  ever  to  exist  in  Hawaii.  Coniposed  entirely  of  Hilo  waterfront  workers, 
the  Hilo  cell  was  first  known  as  the  Travellers'  Club.  About  the  time  that  the 
Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  (a  regional  subdivision  of  District  13,  CP-USA> 
was  organized,   the  Travellers'  Club  changed  its  name  to  "Coninnmisl    P:irty." 

The  Period  1937-41 

Tlie  first  traces  of  formal  organization  and  activity  of  a  Hawaii  section  of 
the  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States  of  America  (CP-USA)  are  to  be 
found  in  late  1937  or  early  1938.  It  was  then  that  Jack  W.  Hall  reportedly 
started  to  live  the  dual  role  of  an  ILWU  leader  and  a  Communist  Party  organ- 
izer. The  relationship  of  Bridges  and  Hall  in  this  regard  was  the  subject  of 
testimony  by  Louis  F.  Budenz,  former  high  Communist  Party  functionary,  at 
Seattle,  Wash.,  on  January  27,  1948,  before  the  Joint  Legislative  Fact-Finding 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  of  the  Washington  Legislature.  The 
following  is  reported  at  page  48  of  tho  first  report  of  that  committee : 

"Q.  Professor,  what  reiationshiii,  if  any,  does  Alaska  and  Hawaii  play  in 
the  Communist  program? 

"A.  Well,  they  are  considered  of  great  importance.  The  infiltration  of  Hawaii 
has  been  a  rather  important  part  of  the  Comnnniist  program.  WpII.  T  know  that 
ill  19.39  this  came  up,  because  certain  changes  had  to  be  made  in  the  infilti-ntion 
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process  in  Hawaii.  This  process  was  directed  largely  from  Califoruia  district, 
however,  not  from  Washington,  but  the  idea  was  to  infiltrate  Hawaii  in  every 
way  possible  among  the  teachers,  among  the  workers  there,  who  in  my  opinion 
sadly  need  organization,  but  it  is  a  crime  that  this  need  for  organization  should 
be  misrepresented  by  any  Communist  abuse  of  it.  At  any  rate,  the  idea  was 
both  among  the  workers  and  among  the  teachers  every  place  possible,  to  in- 
filtrate Hawaii. 

"Q.  That  was  a  definite  plan  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"A.  It  had  been  going  on  at  least  for  a  couple  of  years  to  my  knowledge  prior 
to  about  1939,  yes,  that  period,  because  I  attended  conferences  where  a  change 
had  to  be  made  in  the  methods  of  infiltration. 

"Q.  What  plans — how  did  they  intend  to  do  that — through  what  vehicle? 

"A.  Well,  they  intended  to  do  that  largely  through  the  activities  of  Harry 
Bridges  and  the  fact  that  he  could  send  organizers  into  Hawaii  who  would 
actually  be  Communists,  but  under  the  guise  of  being  unionists.  One  of  these 
men  was  Jack  Hall,  and  there  were  a  number — there  were  several  others. 

"Q.  Did  the  Communist  Party  use  Harry  Bridges? 

"A.  Most  decidedly.  He  was  charged — that  is  to  say,  the  California  district 
also  had  a  responsibility,  but  he  was  charged  with  the  infiltration  of  Hawaii. 

"Q.  Do  you  know  Harry  Renton  Bridges? 

"A.  Yes,  sir. 

"Q.  You  are  referring  to  the  president  of  the  International  Longshore  Work- 
ers Union? 

"A.  Nobody  else ;  yes,  sir. 

"Q.  Is  he  a  member,  or  has  he  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"A.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party,  yes,  sir.  Under  Com- 
munist discipline  always  up  to  the  time  I  left  the  party. 

"Q.  And  you  participated  in  these  conferences  where  the  program  was  made 
that  was  forwarded  to  him  to  carry  out? 

"A.  That's  correct. 

"Q.  Did  you  ever  get  any  reports  as  to  whether  he  did  carry  it  out  or  not? 

"A.  We  had  reports  that  Jack  Hall  was  active  for  the  party  in  Hawaii,  and 
Mr.  Hall,  I  understand,  Is  the  representative  of  Mr.  Bridges.  There  were  sev- 
eral other  names  mentioned  also,  their  local  names,  and  just  for  the  moment 
I  can't  recall  them. 

"Q.  In  party  circles,  how  did  you  know  Harry  Bridges — by  what  name? 

"A.  Well,  we  just  called  him  Bridges  as  a  rule  in  the  Communist  national 
headquarters.  *  *  *" 

Although  Jack  W.  Hall  often  has  stated  publicly  that  he  is  not  connected 
with  the  Communist  Party  and  its  activities  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  the 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  of  the  United  States  House  of  Represent- 
atives names  Hall  as  the  leader  of  that  movement. 

During  August  1937  Dr.  John  Ernest  Reinecke  returned  to  Honolulu  after 
having  completed  his  study  for  the  doctor  of  philosophy  degree  at  Yale  Uni- 
versity. Upon  his  return  to  Honolulu,  Dr.  Reinecke  was  employed  as  an  instruc- 
tor in  anthropology  at  the  University  of  Hawaii  for  the  1937-38  academic  year, 
after  which  his  contract  was  not  renewed.  In  October  1937  Dr.  Reinecke  gath- 
ered about  him  a  small  group  of  self-styled  "liberals"  whom  he  organized  into 
an  organization  known  as  the  Honolulu  Chapter  of  the  Interprofessional  Associa- 
tion. About  a  dozen  of  its  members  have  since  been  identified  as  members  of 
the  Communist  Party.  A  more  detailed  report  on  the  IPA  is  contained  in 
annex  5. 

Early  in  1938  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto  returned  to  his  home  in  Honolulu  after 
reportedly  gaining  Communist  Party  experience  in  California.  Prior  to  going  to 
the  mainland  in  1931,  Kimoto  was  well  known  as  a  Marxist  in  Hawaii.  It  has 
been  said  by  a  former  Communist  Party  member  who  was  in  the  party  with 
Kimoto  that  William  Schneiderman,  present  chairman  of  Distrit  13,  CP-USA, 
instructed  Kimoto  before  his  return  to  Hawaii.  It  was  Kimoto  who  recruited 
Ichiro  Izuka  into  the  Communist  Party  on  the  island  of  Kauai  in  1938.  Eight 
years  later  Izuka  was  to  leave  the  party  and  then  publish  his  expose,  The  Truth 
About  Communism  in  Hawaii,  a  pamphlet  naming  Kimoto,  Hall,  Dr.  Reinecke, 
and  other  leaders  of  the  subversive  organization  that  came  to  be  known  as  the 
Communist  Party  of  Hawaii. 

"  While  there  is  some  reason  to  believe  that  Kauai  may  have  been  selected  as  a 
proving  ground  for  Communist  action  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  before  the  wai', 
the  direction  of  the  party  was,  nevertheless,  centered  in  Honolulu.  The  govern- 
ing and  controlling  body  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  in  1939  was  the 
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central  committee  (later  called  the  executive  board),  which  met  in  Honolulu 
where  its  members  resided.  The  central  commitee  then  reportedly  was  com- 
posed of  the  following  five  persons  : 

JackKimoto  (chairman) 

Jack  W.  Hall 

Jack  H.  Kawano 

Dr.  John  E.  Reinecke 

Ah  Quon  Leong 
Hall  and  Kawano  were  labor  leaders ;  Kimoto,  a  journalist ;  Dr.  Reinecke,  a 
teacher ;  and  Miss  Leong,  a  recent  graduate  of  the  University  of  Hawaii.     All 
were  United  States  citizens. 

During  the  prewar  years  Commimists  participated  in  organizing  several  asso- 
ciations in  Honolulu.  The  largest  and  most  effective  of  these  was  the  Inter- 
professional Association,  Honolulu  Chapter,  in  the  formation  of  which  Dr. 
John  E,  Reinecke  assisted  in  late  1937.  The  prewar  organization  of  the  same 
name  which  functioned  in  many  parts  of  the  United  States  has  several  times 
been  denominated  a  Communist  front  by  official  bodies.  The  Honolulu  chapter 
was  chiefly  a  group  of  "intellectuals" — teachers,  social  workers,  and  other  white- 
collar  workers.  Not  only  did  this  group  follow  the  Communist  line  on  matters 
seemingly  unrelated  to  Soviet  Russia  and  communism,  but  it  supported  the 
Communist  position  on  issues  involving  the  Communist  Party  or  Russia.  The 
great  majority  of  adherents  to  the  IPA  were  not  (and  have  not  since  become) 
Communists. 

In  1940  the  IPA  achieved  disfavor  in  the  community,  at  the  same  time  finding 
itself  with  a  decreasing  membership.  Its  adherence  to  the  Russian  line  prior 
to  Germany's  attacking  the  U.  S.  S.  R. — manifested  partly  by  its  propaganda  for 
peace  and  against  involvement  of  the  United  States  in  the  European  war — 
continued  despite  the  sharpest  turns.  Thus,  after  Germany  attacked  Russia  in 
June  1941,  the  IPA  did  an  about-face  and  pressed  for  all-out  American  aid  to 
the  enemies  of  Germany.  In  1941  the  IPA  changed  its  name  to  the  Honolulu 
Forum.  The  group  known  as  the  IPA  and  the  Honolulu  Forum  was,  in  1941, 
classified  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  as  a  Communist  organization. 
Concurrently  with  the  Interprofessional  Association  there  existed  in  Honolulu 
another  group,  the  American  Friends  of  the  Chinese  People,  whose  mainland 
parent  organization  has  been  classified  as  a  Communist  front.  All  known  mem- 
bers of  the  American  Friends  of  the  Chinese  People  in  Hawaii  also  held  member- 
ship in  the  IPA,  and  some  of  them  were  (or  later  became)  formal  members  of 
the  Communist  Party.  The  national  American  Friends  of  the  Chinese  People 
organization  was  conceived  to  further  the  Russian  line  on  China,  that  is,  to  sup- 
port China  in  its  struggle  against  Fascist  Japan  and  to  favor  the  Chinese  Com- 
munists in  their  struggle  against  the  government  of  Chiang  Kai-shek  and  the 
Kuomingtang.  (Additional  information  concerning  the  American  Friends  of  the 
Chinese  People  is  contained  in  annex  6. ) 

In  1941  the  central  committee  of  the  Commimist  Party  of  Hawaii  was  still 
composed  of  five  members.  Only  one  change  had  occurred  since  1939,  that  of 
Robert  W.  McElrath  replacing  Jack  H.  Kawano.  McEIrath's  wife,  nee  Ah  Quon 
Leong,  remained.    The  group  in  1941  reportedly  was  composed  of — 

Jack  Denichi  Kimoto 

Jack  AV.  Hall 

Dr.  John  E.  Reinecke 

Ah  Quon  Leong  McElrath 

Robert  W.  McElrath 

The  Period  1941-45 

Upon  the  outbreak  of  war  with  Japan  on  December  7,  1941,  the  Territory  of 
Hawaii  was  placed  under  martial  law,  with  consequent  imposition  of  stringent 
security  measures  unfavorable  to  Communist  Party  operations  and  other  sub- 
versive activities.  Travel  and  curfew  restrictions  in  the  islands  effectively 
minimized  opportunities  of  holding  Communist  meetings  in  secrecy.  Establish- 
ment of  censorship  over  all  means  of  communication  between  Hawaii  and  the 
mainland  cut  off  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  from  District  13,  CP-USA, 
headquarters  in  San  Francisco. 

By  order  of  the  central  committee  of  the  local  Communist  Party,  all  local 
Communists  were  ordered  to  cease  holding  party  meetings  until  further  notice. 
Fear  of  searches  by  military  authorities  led  Communists  to  destroy  or  secrete 
their  party  records  and  Communist  literature,  a  notable  example  of  which  was 
the  burial  of  Comm\mist  books  and  papers  at  Koko  Head,  Oahu.    That  the  Com- 
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munists  deemed  it  necessary  to  adopt  such  secretive  measures— even  at  a  time 
when  the  United  States  and  Soviet  Russia  were  active  allies — is  but  further 
persuasive  evidence  of  the  illegal  and  conspiratorial  nature  of  Communist  Party 
activities  and  of  the  realization  of  that  nature  by  party  leaders. 

Due  to  the  sudden  stroke  of  war,  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  found  itself 
confronted  with  three  difficult  tasks : 

(1)  To  maintain  intact  and  functioning  a  nucleus  of  the  party ; 

(2)  To  reestablish  regular  communications  with  district  13,  San  Fran- 
cisco ;  and 

(3)  To  keep  alive  the  progressive  interest  of  those  non-Communists  vs^ho 
before  the  war  supported  such  causes  as  the  Honolulu  Chapter  of  the  Inter- 
Professional  Association. 

During  the  period  of  the  first  6  months  of  the  war — roughly  until  after  the 
American  success  at  the  Battle  of  Midway — organized  party  activities  ceased  to 
exist.  Paradoxically,  the  conditions  of  war  which  had  driven  the  local  party 
underground,  provided  two  perhaps  unforeseen  benefits : 

(1)  The  arrival  in  Hawaii  of  many  Communists  in  the  Armed  Forces, 
among  defense  workers,  and  in  the  augmented  merchant  marine,  many  of 
whom  could  make  contact  with  local  party  leaders  and  give  new  ideas  and 
force  to  the  local  movement ;  and 

(2)  The  wartime  period  of  amity  between  the  United  States  and  Soviet 
Russia,  with  resultant  lessened  awareness  among  public  officials  of  the  ulti- 
mate dangers  of  the  Communist  movement,  was  favorable  to  the  infiltration 
of  party  members  into  the  Government  service. 

Shortly  after  the  Battle  of  Midway,  leaders  of  the  Communist  movement  in 
Honolulu  reportedly  brought  into  being  a  series  of  meetings  at  the  homes  of  cer- 
tain Communists  and  Communist  sympathizers.  These  meetings,  usually  held 
in  the  daytime  on  Sundays  or  holidays,  were  planned  as  a  means  of  bringing  to- 
gether the  formal  resident  and  visiting  Communists  and  local  progressives  under 
conditions  approximating  the  relationship  of  such  persons  in  prewar  front  organi- 
zations. At  the  same  time,  these  meetings — which  were  not  formal  Communist 
Party  functions,  but  were  a  combination  of  socials  and  discussion  groups — acted 
to  maintain  liaison  on  an  outwardly  innocent  basis  among  prewar  party  mem- 
bers, at  the  same  time  keeping  them  cognizant  of  developments  and  changes  in 
the  Commimist  Party  line.  As  such,  they  constituted  a  method  of  maintaining 
some  semblance  of  unity  among  party  members  and  prospective  party  members 
until  such  time  as  the  executive  board  should  see  fit  to  order  the  party  reactivated. 

Since  the  wartime  discussion  meetings  could  be  used  as  a  cover  for  maintaining 
liaison  among  prewar  Commimists,  as  well  as  for  the  development  of  future 
party  members  and  for  keeping  up  the  interest  of  Communist  sympathizers  in 
issues  of  interest  to  the  party,  attendance  at  the  meetings  was  not  confined  to 
party  members. 

Another  project  sponsored  and  supported  by  Honolulu  Communists  during 
1942  and  1943  was  the  collection  of  funds  for  Russian  War  Relief,  Inc.,  from 
service  personnel,  civilian  war  workers,  and  local  residents. 

Communication  of  written  and  oral  messages  between  Communist  leaders  in 
Hawaii  and  district  13,  San  Francisco,  during  the  war  had  to  be  maintained 
through  the  medium  of  merchant  seamen  who  acted  as  couriers.  Such  couriers 
usually  made  contact  in  Honolulu  with  one  or  the  other  of  two  leading  Commu- 
nists. Of  particular  interest  among  these  visting  merchant  marine  personnel 
was  Ralph  Vernon  Vossbrink,  one  who  settled  in  Honolulu  after  the  war  and  be- 
came a  leading  figure  in  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii.  For  several  years  after 
Vossbrink  settled  in  Honolulu,  his  San  Francisco  employer  used  3571  Pahoa 
Avenue  (the  residence  of  Dr.  Reinecke)  as  Vossbrink's  Honolulu  address,  al- 
though he  lived  elsewhere. 

The  wartime  discussion  groups  previously  mentioned  continued  until  the  Hono- 
lulu Labor  Canteen  (see  Annex  7)  was  opened  on  August  5,  194.5.  Later  meet- 
ings of  the  group,  several  of  which  might  be  held  on  the  same  day  at  difl'erent 
homes  of  Communists  in  Honolulu,  appear  to  have  been  centrally  planned,  al- 
though the  primary  evidence  necessary  to  establish  the  full  picture  rests  with 
some  of  the  so-called  reluctant  39  whose  constitutional  right  to  refuse  to  incrimi- 
nate themselves  concerning  their  conspiratorial  activities  recently  has  been 
judicially  recognized. 

Another  wartime  activity  of  interest  to  the  Honolulu  Communist  group  was 
the  Labor  Political  Action  Committee  (L-PAC),  which  was  formed  to  promote 
the  candidacies  in  the  1944  elections  of  persons  favorable  to  labor.     Several  of 
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the  leading  workers  and  speakers  of  the  L-PAC  were  Communists  who  had  been 
active  in  tlie  earlier  discussion  meetings  of  1942^3.  However,  because  organized 
labor  was  weak  during  the  war  and  because  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii 
was  then  underground,  the  L-PAC  enjoyed  little  success. 

Because  America  generally  was  not  fully  on  guard  during  the  war,  so  far  as 
meeting  the  issue  of  communism  is  concerned,  it  was  inevitable  that  Communists 
should  work  their  way  into  positions  of  trust  in  the  Federal  and  local  govern- 
ments. Such  was  the  case  in  Hawaii.  Jack  W.  Hall  became  a  wages  and  hours 
inspector  for  the  Territorial  department  of  labor  and  industrial  relations  and 
later  was  appointed  to  the  Police  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu. 
Jack  Denichi  Kimoto  was  employed  by  the  OflBce  of  War  Information,  despite 
the  fact  that  this  agency  was  in  a  position  to  learn  officially  of  Kimoto's  recoi'd 
of  communism.  Other  Communists  found  positions  in  other  Territorial  depart- 
ments, particularly  in  the  department  of  public  welfare,  as  well  as  in  the  sensitive 
Office  of  Postal  Censorship  (Federal).  None  of  these  persons,  however,  still 
retains  a  Federal  or  local  government  position  in  Hawaii. 

The  plan  of  local  Communists  to  maintain  a  party  nucleus  intact  during  the 
war  and,  along  with  it,  to  continue  the  interest  of  non-Communist  progressives, 
bore  fruit  in  mid-1945  when  the  Honolulu  Labor  Canteen  was  established  on 
Richards  Street,  opposite  the  Honolulu  Post  Office.  Represented  as  a  worth- 
while civic  venture,  the  proposal  for  establishment  of  the  canteen  drew  support 
from  capital  and  labor,  from  government  officials  and  individual  ciitzens.  These 
diverse  interests  contributed  the  necessary  financial  support  to  launch  the  project, 
but  few  persons  other  than  Communists  thereafter  showed  much  interest  in 
shaping  the  policies  of  the  canteen,  which  soon  oriented  itself  along  Communist 
lines.  Not  imtil  the  canteen's  operations  were  in  high  gear  was  it  exposed. 
Repercussions  of  tliis  soon  reached  as  far  as  the  floor  of  Congress,  helping  to 
insure  the  demise  of  the  canteen. 

One  of  the  movements  carried  on  at  the  canteen  was  that  of  the  Oahu  Service- 
men's Committee  for  Speedier  Demobilization,  composed  of  a  group  of  members 
of  the  Armed  Forces,  many  of  whose  leaders  were  also  active  in  the  canteen. 
(See  annex  8.)  Its  purpose  appears  to  have  been  to  give  effect,  in  Hawaii,  to 
the  international  Communist  plan  to  stir  up  agitation  for  speedy  demobilization 
of  tlie  Armed  Forces  of  all  non-Communist  powers.  Internationally,  the  move- 
ment "to  bring  the  boys  home  quickly"  was  conceived  to  disarm  and  weaken  the 
potential  enemies  of  the  Soviet  Union  which,  meanwhile,  maintained  its  military 
forces  at  desired  strength. 

The   Postwar  Period 

The  Honolulu  Labor  Canteen  did  not  close  without  assisting  in  the  formation 
of  other  organizations  of  particular  interest  to  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii, 
which  was  itself  reactivated  in  late  1945.  The  Hawaii  Asosciation  for  Civic 
Unity,  a  group  which  was  to  be  used  for  good  by  its  many  non-Communist  mem- 
bers and  for  Communist  purposes  by  an  adroit  Communist  minority,  was  an  out- 
growth of  the  canteen.  The  Hawaii  Youth  for  Democracy,  University  of  Hawaii 
student  organization,  was  closely  linked  with  the  canteen,  if  not  planned  there. 
The  Honolulu  chapter  of  the  National  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Colored  People,  a  national  organization  of  legitimate  purpose,  was  encouraged 
in  its  activation  by  the  canteen. 

The  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States  of  America  was  formally  reacti- 
vated in  July,  1945.  It  adopted  a  new  constitution  and  in  all  respects  represented 
itself  to  be  a  new  organization.  The  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  was  revived 
in  the  fall  of  1945.  The  executive  board  of  the  party  in  Hawaii  in  the  fall  of 
194fi,  reportedly  was  composed  of  the  following  persons  :

The  primary  task  confronting  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  after  the  war 

was  to  build  a  formal  structure  of  basic  meeting  units  (locally  referred  to  in 

most  instances  as  groups  or  branches — the  equivalents  of  cells  or  fractions) .    The 

activation  of  party  units  proceeded  primarily  along  the  lines  of  grouping  mem- 
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bers  according  to  their  economic  classifications ;  for  example,  laboring  men  were 
assigned  to  groups  largely  of  their  own,  while  professional  persons  and  white- 
collar  workers  would  compose  other  groups.  Units  were  assigned  names  de- 
scriptive of  the  geographical  region  in  which  they  met  (for  example,  the  Puunui 
group,  which  met  in  the  Puunui  section  of  Honolulu)  or  of  the  activity  with 
which  they  were  associated  (for  example,  McCabe  group,  composed  of  long- 
shoremen employed  by  McCabe,  Hamilton  &  Renny,  Ltd.,  Honolulu  stevedoring 
firm ) . 

Ichiro  Izuka,  who  attained  some  prominence  in  the  local  Communist  Party 
circles  during  193S^G,  published  a  booklet  entitled,  "The  Truth  About  Com- 
munism in  Hawaii"  in  late  1947.  Part  IV  of  that  work,  captioned  "Reactivation 
of  the  Communist  Party  after  World  War  II,"  covers  well  the  subject  at  hand. 
Izuka  has  several  times  testified  under  oath  concerning  the  matters  contained 
in  his  booklet.  On  the  witness  stand  he  has  greatly  augmented  his  published 
story.  He  is  considered  to  be  a  credible  witness  on  matters  concerning  Com- 
munist Party  organization.  He  has  suffered  much  because  of  his  efforts  on  be- 
half of  the  Nation. 

During  194.5-47  there  existed  at  least  15  basic  units  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii,  called  branches,  11  of  which  were  located  on  the  island  of  Oahu.  Not 
all  of  these  branches  existed  at  the  same  time,  due  to  several  factors.  One  was 
that  when  a  branch  attained  too  large  a  membership,  it  was  desirable  (and  con- 
formable to  traditional  party  security  practice)  to  divide  the  basic  meeting  unit 
into  two  or  more  branches.  Thus,  the  waterfront  branch,  which  greatly  increased 
its  membership  in  1946,  was  split  into  two  groups.  These  were  called  the  McCabe 
branch  and  the  Castle  &  Cooke  branch. 

Cells  of  the  Communist  Party  which  are  believed  to  have  existed  at  one  time 
or  another  during  1945-47  were  referred  to  as  : 

Castle  &  Cooke  branch 

Hawaii  branch  ( island  of  Hawaii ) 

Kaimuki  branch 

Kauai  branch  ( island  of  Kauai ) 

Lanai  branch  (island  of  Lanai) 

Makiki  branch 

Manoa  branch 

Maui  branch  (island  of  Maui) 

McCabe  branch 

Miscellaneous  branch  (Honolulu) 

Moiliili  branch 

Punchbowl  branch 

Puunui  branch 

Waikiki  branch 

Waipahu  branch 
(All  branches  were  in  Honolulu  unless  otherwise  noted.) 

It  is  to  be  understood,  however,  that  a  branch  might  itself  sometimes  meet  in 
separate  sections.  For  example,  the  Hawaii  branch,  having  most  of  its  mem- 
bers among  sugar  workers  and  longshoremen,  would  have  separate  meetings  at 
Olaa  and  Hilo.  Party  members  who  were  connected  with  the  sugar  industry 
met  at  Olaa,  while  meetings  of  waterfront  Communists  were  conducted  at  Hilo. 
Coordination  among  branches  on  Oahu  has  been  maintained  through  a  cen- 
tralized executive  board,  with  each  branch  represented  by  one  member  on  the 
executive  board.  The  executive  board,  in  turn,  acting  for  the  whole  party  in 
Hawaii,  has  maintained  contact  with  branches  and  individual  members  on  the 
islands  other  than  Oahu.  Communist  Party  procedures  require  that  the  local 
executive  board  maintain  contact  with  district  13,  San  Francisco,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  receiving  party  instructions,  transmitting  reports,  remitting  dues  col- 
lections, maintaining  membership  records,  and  the  like. 

A  few  local  trade  unions,  being  those  whose  national  organizations  have  been 
expelled  from  the  CIO  because  of  Communist  leadership  or  for  follov/ing  the 
Communist  line,  have,  through  the  actions  of  some  of  their  leaders,  furthered  the 
Communist  cause  in  Hawaii  in  the  postwar  period.     These  unions  are  the — 
International  Longshoremen's  and  Warehousemen's  Union    (ILWU) 
National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  (MC  and  S) 
United  Public  Workers  of  America  (UPWA) 
United  Office  and  Professional  Workers  of  America  (UOPWA) 

The  MC  and  S  is  the  subject  of  annex  18  of  this  report ;  the  UPWA,  of  annex 
20:  and  the  UOPWA.  of  annex  21.     The  Federation  of  Ai'chitects,  Engineers, 
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Chemists,  and  Technicians,  which  merged  with  the  UOPWA  after  the  war,  is  the 
subject  of  annex  22. 

Communists  serving  as  oflficers  of  some  of  these  unions  have  used  their  union 
positions  to  aid  subversive  causes.  In  some  instances,  communism  has  been  fo.s- 
tered  by  individual  union  leaders,  in  others  by  leaders  acting  in  concert ;  in  some 
cases,  the  activity  has  been  sponsored  by  a  single  union,  in  others  by  several 
unions  acting  together.  Among  the  ways  in  which  one  or  more  of  these  unions 
or  their  leaders  have  furthered  the  interests  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii 
since  the  end  of  World  War  II  are  : 

(1)  Dissemination  of  openly  identified  Communist  Party  propaganda. 

(2)  Support  of  disguised  Communist  propaganda  through  financial  and 
other  aid  to  local  Communist-line  publications. 

(3)  Maintenance  of  a  large  volume  of  Communist-slanted  radio  propa- 
ganda. 

(4)  Sponsoring  the  appearance  in  Hawaii  of  Paul  Robeson,  famous  bari- 
tone and  well-known  Communist  sympathizer. 

(5)  Sponsoring  the  lecture  tour  of  Hawaii  by  Celeste  Strack,  educational 
director  of  the  Communist  Party  of  California. 

(6)  Assisting  in  the  establishment  and  financial  maintenance  of  the  Ha- 
waii Civil  Liberties  Committee,  cited  as  subversive  by  the  Attorney  General 
of  the  United  States  and  by  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  of 
the  United  States  House  of  Representatives. 

(7)  Sending  union  members  to  the  Communist-front  California  Labor 
School. 

(8)  Sponsoring  rebroadcasts  locally  of  commentaries  by  Sidney  Roger, 
pro-Communist  San  Francisco  radio  figure. 

Since  the  war,  the  largest  measure  of  direction,  control  and  financing  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  has  lain  with  the  Communist  leaders  of  some  of  the 
expelled  CIO  unions.  The  spread  of  communism  in  Hawaii  has,  therefore,  been 
roughly  as  far  and  as  wide  as  that  of  the  Couimunist-domiuated  unions.  Where 
those  unions  have  been  strong  (for  example,  on  the  waterfronts  and  in  the  cane- 
fields)  the  Communist  Party  has  been  strong,  and  where  those  unions  have  been 
weak  (for  example,  on  Federal  reservations  and  in  the  educational  institutions) 
the  party  has  been  weak.  It  is  unfortunate  that  some  trade  unions  in  Hawaii 
have  been  subverted  by  Communists,  for  this  commission  believes  that  one  of  the 
firmest  cornerstones  of  a  strong  and  democratic  America  should  be  and  is  found 
in  organized  labor. 

With  the  reactivation  of  full-scale  Communist  Party  activities  in  1945-46,  the 
party  seems  to  have  determined  to  enter  strongly  into  the  field  of  politics — to 
indulge  in  so-called  political  action.  Communists  took  a  prominent  part  in  the 
activities  of  the  CIO  Political  Action  Committee  (CIO-PAC)  in  1946.  All  but 
one  of  the  CIO-PAC  officers  were  members  of  the  Coumiunist  Party.  The 
CIO-PAC  was  designed  primarily  to  work  among  and  win  the  support  of  Hawaii's 
workingmen.  It  could  not,  however,  expect  to  influence  other  classes  of  the 
electorate  in  the  same  degree.  This  suggested  the  desirability  of  employing  other 
means  to  influence  persons  other  than  trade  unionists.  Chiefly  due  to  the 
activities  of  Marshall  L.  McEuen,  codirector  of  the  CIO-PAC,  there  became 
active  in  Honolulu  in  August  1946,  an  organization  later  to  be  known  as  The 
Liberal  Legislation  League  (at  first  tentatively  called  Citizens'  Political  Action 
Committee).  AVhile  it  formally  voted  to  have  no  direct  affiliation  with  the 
CIO-PAC,  the  LLL  cooperated  closely  with  CIO-PAC.  Its  purpose  was  to  pro- 
duce, from  sources  available  to  LLL  members,  information  on  social  injustices 
and  other  causes  which  the  CIO-PAC,  with  its  wide  membership  and  large 
financial  resources,  could  exploit.     (For  details  of  the  LLL,  see  annex  12.) 

In  1946  there  was  formed  by  citizens  in  Honolulu  a  consumers'  organization 
called  the  Honolulu  Consumers  Council.  Because  the  council  represented  a  type 
of  organization  that  Communists  have  long  attempted  to  turn  to  their  own  ends, 
it  soon  became  an  object  of  Communist  infiltration.  (See  annex  14.)  Except 
for  the  HCLC,  perhaps  no  public  group  in  Hawaii  has  had  in  its  membership 
such  a  large  number  of  Communists.  It  stands  to  the  credit  of  the  great  majority 
of  members  of  the  council,  however,  that  the  infiltrators  were  never  able  to 
convert  this  organization  into  a  "front"  for  the  Communist  Party.  As  of  the 
present  writing,  the  council  remains  in  existence  (having  recently  been  reacti- 
vated) and  is  firmly  in  non-Communist  hands. 

In  the  late  fall  of  1946  the  first  Territorial  convention  of  the  Communist  Party 
was  held.  Attended  by  about  100  party  members,  the  convention  of  party  leaders 
and  more  important  members  met  in  lengthy  session  on  a  Sunday  at  Kokokahi 
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Camp,  Kaneohe,  Oalm.  Security  measures  had  been  taken  in  advance  to  avoid 
detection  of  tlie  meeting.  No  attendant  was  allowed  to  talie  notes.  In  ttie 
organizational  structure  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  the  Territorial  con- 
vention (comparable  to  the  State  convention  of  the  party  in  a  State)  is  the 
highest  body,  next  above  the  executive  board.  This  commission  has  information 
as  to  only  one  meeting  of  the  Territorial  convention. 

In  connection  with  the  stepped-up  postwar  Communist  Party  recruitment  pro- 
gram, district  13  sent  Dwight  James  Freeman  to  Honolulu  in  October  1946  to  act 
as  an  organizer.  He  attended  and  spoke  at  Communist  meetings  on  Oahu  and 
elsewhere.  He  appeared  at  meetings  in  an  unequivocal  capacity,  as  a  Com- 
munist official,  whereas  other  local  party  leaders  liave  many  times  appeared  at 
meetings  under  such  circumstances  that  they  could  later  claim  to  have  been 
acting  in  the  capacity  of  a  union  leader  or  political  actionist.  Freeman  has  not 
been  known,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Communist-front  HCLC,  to  have  been  pro- 
minent in  any  meeting  other  than  those  of  the  Communist  Party.  Soon  after 
his  arrival  in  Hawaii  in  1946,  Freeman  appeared  at  a  meeting  at  the  home  of 
Yasuki  Arakaki  at  Olaa,  Hawaii.  Arakaki  was  and  is  an  ILWU  official  and 
has  been  one  of  the  top  Communist  Party  members  on  the  island  of  Hawaii.  All 
persons  present  at  the  meeting  were  Communists,  and  all  but  Freeman  were 
ILWU  members.  At  the  meeting.  Freeman  outlined  plans  for  increasing  party 
membership.  Since  he  wished  to  recruit  members  from  among  the  sugarworkers 
on  Hawaii,  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  work  through  Communists  having  access 
to  the  various  plantations.  It  was  evidently  liis  plan  to  accomplish  this  through 
ILWU  officials  on  the  plantations.  Freeman's  purpose  at  the  meeting  at  Arakaki's 
home  was  to  "brief"  those  who  were  to  assist  him. 

Since  coming  to  Hawaii,  Freeman  has  served  on  the  executive  board  of  the  local 
Communist  Party  and  was  one  of  the  39  witnesses  wlio  claimed  his  privilege 
against  self-incrinunation  wlien  called  to  testify  before  a  congressional  committee 
in  April  1950. 

Traces  of  the  Marxist  groups  of  the  early  1930's  reappeared  in  1946  with  the 
establishment  of  Nichibei  Minshu  Kyokai  (Japanese  American  Association  for 
Democracy),  hereinafter  called  the  JAAD.  Included  in  the  membership  of  that 
organization  were  some  persons  who  had  been  members  of  Marxist  discussion 
groups  in  Honolulu  and  on  the  islands  of  Kauai  and  Maui  many  years  before. 
Persons  prominent  in  the  JAAD  were  responsible  for  founding  the  Hawaii  Star, 
a  weekly  newspaper  which  since  its  first  publication  in  March  1947  lias  consist- 
ently followed  the  Communist  Party  line.  Annex  28  contains  a  more  detailed 
treatment  of  this  periodical. 

The  editor  of  the  Hawaii  Star  during  much  of  its  existence  has  been  Jack 
Denichi  Kimoto,  Communist  previously  mentioned.  He  was  active  in  Japanese 
Marxist  groups  in  1930  and  earlier  and,  in  1938,  after  7  years'  residence  in  Cali- 
fornia, returned  to  Honolulu.  Through  his  position  as  editor  of  the  Hawaii  Star 
and  his  affiliation  with  the  JAAD,  on  the  one  hand,  and  his  membership  on  the 
executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  Kimoto  has  constituted  a 
possible  link  between  some  of  the  earlier  Marxists  and  the  formal  Communist 
Party  of  Hawaii.  Tliat  such  connection  exists  is  further  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  the  nucleus  of  the  JAAD  chapter  at  Waipahu,  Oahu,  was  composed  of 
Communists. 

In  late  November  1947,  Hawaii's  Communist  Party  leaders  began  to  lay  the 
groundwork  for  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  an  organization  which  was 
to  become  the  largest  and  most  effective  Communist-front  group  ever  to  appear 
in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii.  The  occasion  for  the  establishment  of  the  HCLC  was 
the  suspension  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  John  E.  Reinecke,  Honolulu  public-school  teachers, 
on  charges  growing  out  of  their  Communist  Party  activities.  The  Committee  on 
Un-American  Activities,  United  States  House  of  Representatives,  published  a 
report  of  its  investigation  of  the  HCLC  on  June  23,  1950.  The  Committee's  con- 
clusion is  quoted : 

"The  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  is  in  unanimous  agreement  that 
the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee  is  a  subversive  organization  initiated  and 
operated  by  Communists  for  the  sole  purpose  of  expanding  the  influence  of  the 
small  Communist  minority  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii.  This  finding,  which  has 
been  elaborated  upon  in  the  foregoing  report,  is  the  result  of  investigations  con- 
ducted in  the  Territory  by  the  members  and  staff  of  the  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities  in  October,  November,  and  December  1949  and  March  and 
April  1950." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  at  a  prior  date  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United 
States  officially  classified  the  HCLC  as  a  Communist  organization,  and  because 
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the  Congress  has  caused  the  HCLO  to  be  further  exposed,  this  commission  has 
not  seen  fit  to  expend  any  concentrated  effort  to  develop  further  information. 
However,  in  the  course  of  other  work,  this  commission  has  discovered  additional 
significant  information  fortifying  the  previous  Federal  evaluations  of  the  HCLC 
as  a  subversive  Communist  organization. 

It  has  been  determined  that  the  plans  to  bring  the  HCLC  into  existence  were 
formulated  in  late  November  1947  by  the  Oahu  CIO  Council.  The  two  representa- 
tives of  the  Oahu  CIO  Council  who  were  chosen  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  the 
HCLC  were  Ralph  Vossbrink,  representing  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards,  and 
McEuen,  former  codirector  of  the  1946  CIO-PAC,  who  was  then  connected  with 
the  ILWU.  The  authorization  of  Vossbrink  and  McEuen  to  proceed  with  this 
project  was  embodied  in  a  so-called  off-the-record  motion  unanimously  adopted 
by  the  council.  As  is  often  true  in  setting  up  Communist-front  organizations, 
Vossbrink  and  McEuen  attempted  to  induce  a  non-Communist  of  liberal  tenden- 
cies and  of  good  reputation  in  the  community  to  head  the  new  organiza- 
tion. This  attempt  failed,  and  the  oflScers  of  the  HCLC  at  all  times  were  Com- 
munist Party  members  or  others   of  definite  Communist  orientation. 

It  has  also  been  determined  that  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  Charles  K. 
Fujimoto  would  publicly  identify  himself  as  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party 
of  Hawaii  on  October  15,  1948,  was  known  in  advance  by  HCLC  leaders,  in 
whose  organization  Fujimoto  was  an  active  member.  (In  annex  15,  see  letter 
which  was  sent  to  HCLC  members  under  date  of  October  11,  1948.)  The  letter 
announced  an  HCLC  dance  to  be  held  on  October  15,  the  day  on  which  Fujimoto 
made  his  announcement.  As  scheduled,  Fujimoto  was  introduced  at  the  social 
event  and  was  termed,  in  effect,  "the  HCLC  member  of  the  year."  This  party 
was  held  at  the  ILWU  pavilion  at  pier  11,  Honolulu,  adjoining  ILWU  head- 
quarters. 

Thanks  to  the  widely  publicized  exposure  of  the  HCLC  in  the  congressional 
hearings  held  in  Honolulu  in  April  1950,  the  HCLC  boiled  down  to  a  hard  core  of 
identified  Communists  and  Communist  sympathizers. 

In  the  latter  part  of  19.50,  the  HCLC  announced  that  by  unanimous  action  of 
its  membership  it  had  changed  its  name  to  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  and 
had  affiliated  with  the  National  Civil  Rights  Congress,  a  leading  Communist- 
front  group  on  the  mainland.  Stephen  T.  Murin,  identified  Communist  Party 
member,  continued  as  chairman  of  the  organization. 

This  commission  believes  that  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  is  but  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  subversive  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee  and  that,  by 
affiliating  with  the  National  Civil  Rights  Congress,  the  group  has  shown  its  true 
character  as  a  Communist-front  organization.  (See  annex  17  for  further  in- 
formation concerning  the  HCRC.) 

Early  in  1949,  when  the  number  of  unemployed  persons  in  Hawaii  was  great. 
Communist  Party  leaders  were  among  those  responsible  for  the  organization  of 
agroup  called  the  Unemployed  Workers'  Organization  of  Hawaii.  (See 
annex  18.) 

The  Period  of  the  Korean  War 

Because  of  historic  events  in  China  and  Korea  during  the  past  few  years  and 
of  the  Communist  interest  therein,  the  commission  has  attempted  to  determine 
whether  any  persons  or  groups  in  Hawaii  are  engaged  in  subversive  activities  in 
aid  of  the  Korean  or  Chinese  Communists.  While  it  has  been  found  that  there 
are  persons  in  Hawaii  who  are  opposed  to  the  Chiang  Kai-shek  regime,  it  has  not 
been  determined  that  these  persons  are  in  any  way  aiding  the  Communist  move- 
ment in  the  Territory. 

However,  the  situation  as  regards  sympathy  for  the  Korean  Communists  ap- 
pears to  be  different.  In  Hawaii's  Korean  community  there  are  two  leading 
political  factions,  the  pro-Syngman  Ree  group  and  the  anti-Rhee  group.  There 
are  appearances  of  pro-Communist  activities  within  the  anti-Rhee  group.  The 
Korean  National  Herald,  with  a  circulation  of  about  4.50  copies,  has  criticized 
United  State  policy  in  Korea  in  its  editorials  and  has  opposed  United  Nations 
"intervention"  in  Korea.  When  this  newspaper  was  editorially  reprimanded  by 
the  Honolulu  Advertiser,  the  Communist-line  Honolulu  Record  came  to  its  de- 
fense. The  Korean  National  Herald  and  its  editor  are  favorably  mentioned  in 
Our  World,  weekend  feature  section  of  the  Communist  Daily  People's  World, 
issue  of  February  2, 1951. 

This  commission  has  examined  a  copy  of  a  magazine.  New  Korea,  dated  March 
1950,  bearing  the  imprint  of  a  publisher  at  Canton,   China.     This  magazine, 
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which  was  circulated  in  Honolulu,  is  anti-American,  anti-Rhee,  and  pro-Com- 
munist. It  features  a  full-page  photograph  of  Kim  Il-sung,  Communist  premier 
of  North  Korea,  and  extols  the  virtues  of  communism  in  North  Korea  and  Russia. 
The  following  is  quoted  from  the  magazine  : 

"South  Korea  is  a  Hell 

"The  miserable  conditions  of  the  South  Korean  people  under  the  puppet  regime 
of  Syngman  Rhee  is  beyond  description. 

******* 

"The  Rhee's  government  consists  of  national  traitors  and  gangsters.  The 
ruling  method  of  Syngman  Rhee  is  murder  and  looting." 

A  photograph  in  New  Korea  is  captioned:  "The  weeping  survivors  of  mur- 
dered victims.  The  man  standing  in  background  is  an  American  G.  I.  helping 
to  murder  the  Korean  people."  The  extent  of  local  circulation  of  this  magazine, 
and  the  identities  of  persons  responsible  therefor,  have  not  yet  been  determined. 
Only  the  March  1950  issue  has  been  found. 

The  Korean  Independence,  published  in  the  English  and  Korean  languages, 
by  the  Korean  In.lependenee  News  Co.,  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  is  also  circulated  in 
Hawaii.  The  .7  ^ri-nry  31,  1951,  issue  of  this  publication,  obtained  by  the  Com- 
mission on  Subversive  Activities  in  Honolulu,  manifests  the  Communist  line  on 
the  Korean  "ar.  The  first  page  of  the  English  section  has  a  banner  headline, 
"How  United  States  Provoked  the  Korean  Civil  War,"  while  another  headline 
acros'^  the  second  page  reads,  "How  United  States  Engineered  Plot  for  the 
Korean  Civil  War."  Both  pages  of  the  English  section  are  taken  up  with  a  single 
article,  the  content  of  which  is  anti-United  States,  anti-Rhee  and  pro-Communist 
Korea. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  the  Korean  war,  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  has 
curtailed  almost  all  activity  that  would  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  the  public. 
During  that  period,  the  only  openly  identified  Communist  propaganda  dissemi- 
nated in  Hawaii  has  been  a  handbill  which  is  reproduced  below  : 

"Prevent  World  War  III 

"Atomic  war  threatens  the  people  of  the  world.  President  Truman  increased 
that  danger  when  he  ordered  military  action  against  the  peoples  of  Asia.  His 
orders  speeding  our  troops,  bombers  and  warships  against  the  Korean  people  can 
only  lead  to  world  disaster. 

"The  military  provocation  in  Korea  was  planned  as  a  smokescreen  behind 
which  to  intervene  against  the  struggle  for  independence  of  the  peoples  of  Korea, 
China,  Formosa,  the  Phlippines,  Vietnam,  Indonesia  and  Malaya.  These  people 
want  the  right  to  determine  their  own  destiny.  They  have  that  right  just  as 
we  had  the  same  right  to  form  into  a  nation  during  the  American  Revolution 
against  the  British  Tories. 

"But  President  Truman  and  his  administration  have  decided  otherwise.  They 
have  decided  to  force  the  puppet  Syngman  Rhee  upon  the  Korean  people — 
that  same  Syngman  Rhee  whose  administration  was  completely  repudiated  and 
defeated  in  the  last  South  Korean  election.  It  is  an  attempt  to  nullify  the  will 
of  the  Korean  people  which  was  expressed  in  the  last  election  by  force  of  Ameri- 
can arms.  It  is  the  application  of  the  same  policy  of  trying  to  force  the  corrupt 
Chiang  Kai-shek  upon  the  Chinese  people — the  same  Chiang  Kai-shek  who  was 
run  out  of  China  by  the  Chinese  people. 

"In  an  attempt  to  justify  this  military  invasion,  Truman  is  using  Hitler's 
method  of  crying  'Communist  aggression.'  But  what  is  the  truth?  It  is  known 
by  the  United  States,  the  United  Nations  and  the  world  that  the  Soviet  Union  with- 
drew its  troops  from  Korea  a  year  and  a  half  ago.  Even  our  local  papers  tell  us 
that  there  are  no  Soviet  troops  in  Korea  today. 

"Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  becoming  increasingly  clear  that  the  United 
States  Government  is  carrying  on  the  policy  of  ^'all  Street  big  business  to 
dominate  the  world. 

"Think  clearly,  fellow-Americans :  consider  the  facts  deeply.  Our  country,  our 
sons  and  daughters,  are  in  grave  danger.  At  first  it  was  military  supplies,  and 
Naval  and  Air  Force  aid.  A  few  days  later  it  was  a  few  battalions  of  Americn 
troops ;  now  it  is  divisions  and  whole  armies.  Next  it  will  be  atomic  bombs  and 
the  wholesale  slaughter  of  millions  of  people.  Such  a  course  can  only  lead  to 
a  third  world  war  with  the  existence  of  all  the  people  of  the  world  at  stake. 
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"Such  a  course  can  be  stopped  by  the  united  demand  of  the  people  for  peace. 

"Demand  a  halt  to  the  aggressive  military  adventures  of  our  administration 
before  they  touch  off  worldwide  atomic  war. 

"Hands  off  Korea.  Demand  the  immediate  withdrawal  of  United  States  war- 
ships, Air  Force,  and  troops  and  an  end  to  shipment  of  arms  to  the  puppet  re- 
gimes in  Korea,  Formosa,  Vietnam. 

"Ban  the  atomic  bomb  and  declare  that  government  an  enemy  of  mankind  that 
first  uses  it. 

"We  must — all  of  us  who  cherish  freedom,  who  abhor  atomic  death  for  hun- 
dreds of  millions — unite  our  ranks,  combine  in  a  solid  front  of  the  people  for 
peace. 

"Let  your  desire  for  peace  be  heard. 

"Issued  by  The  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  P.  O.  Box  3886. "" 

Although  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii, 
has  continued  his  propagandizing  efforts  on  a  limited  scale,  no  other  persons 
in  Hawaii  have  publicly  admitted  current  Communist  Party  affiliation.  No 
reliable  record  of  the  number  of  Communist  Party  members  in  Hawaii  has 
been  found  locally,  but  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  Director  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation,  testified  before  a  Senate  committee  in  Washington,  in  1950,  that 
there  were  160  members  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii. 

Following  the  Communist  practice  of  changing  the  name  of  an  organization 
that  has  developed  an  unsavory  reputation,  the  Communist-front  Hawaii  Civil 
Liberties  Committee  became  aflSliated  with  the  Civil  Rights  Congress,  national 
CJommunist-front  group,  in  October,  1950,  and  thereupon  adopted  the  title,  Ha- 
waii Civil  Rights  Congress.  A  magazine  entitled  "News,"  an  inflammatory 
publication  issued  by  the  Civil  Rights  Congress,  has  appeared  in  Hawaii  dur- 
ing the  past  several  months.  Its  content  is  almost  completely  Communist  in 
nature. 

The  formal  organization  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  during  the  past 
year  is  not  known.  The  party  is  well  underground,  for  two  principal  reasons : 
first,  the  exposure  provided  by  the  April  1950,  hearings  conducted  in  Honolulu 
by  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  and,  second,  by  the  war  in 
Korea.  It  must  be  assumed,  however,  that  the  Communist  Party  apparatus  has 
been  maintained  intact  as  far  as  top  direction  and  control  are  concerned,  al- 
though individual  "cells"  may  be  inactive.  Just  as  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii  went  underground  during  World  War  II,  yet  reappeared  stronger  thnn 
ever  after  the  war.  so  may  it  do  again  unless  continued  vigilance  is  maintained 
to  detect  and  expose  its  conspiratorial  operations. 

CoMMt'NiST  Party  Propaganda 

Propaganda  of  the  Communist  Party  which  has  in  the  past  been  disseminated 
in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  has  been  of  several  types,  printed  and  oral.  It  has  ap- 
peared in  .several  languages.  Sometimes  it  has  been  produced  locally,  and  other 
times  introduced  from  oversea.  Its  sole  and  continuing  purpose  has  been  to  im- 
plement the  Communist  line,  that  is.  to  urge  support  of  the  Communist  side  of 
various  issues.  It  sometimes  has  been  openly  labeled  as  Communist  Paity 
propaganda — for  example,  the  occasional  leaflets  distributed  in  the  name  of  the 
party  and  the  one  radio  talk  given  by  Charles  K.  Fujimoto.  as  so-called  chair- 
man of  the  Communist  Party  of  Flawaii — but  usually  its  true  nature  as  Commu- 
nist material  has  been  concealed,  better  to  insure  its  reading  and  acceptance 
by  the  uncritical  or  uninitiated. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  section  of  the  report,  consideration  is  given  only  to 
propaganda  initiated  by  the  formal  Communist  Party  and  its  afl^liates  and  not 
to  Marxist  tracts,  such  as  were  printed  in  the  Japanese  language  and  circulated 
into  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  more  than  20  years  ago. 

LEAFLETS 

Many  people  have,  until  recent  years,  come  to  consider  the  throwaway  leaflet 
as  the  chief,  if  not  only,  type  of  Communist  propaganda  device.  A  person  is 
likely  to  have  seen  or  read  of  the  mass  distribution  of  such  leaflets  in  Ameri- 
can industrial  centers  where  the  Communist  Party  has  operated  openly,  inid  of 
the  passing  out  of  throwaways  at  Hyde  Park  in  I>ondou  incidental  to  soapbox 
orations  by  Communists.  However,  the  propaganda  leaflet  has  been  little  used 
bv  the  Pai-tv  in  Hawaii,  because  at  no  time  sinf^o  its  formation  has  it  ojiorated 
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openly  as  does  its  counterparts  in  California,  New  York,  and  other  sections  of 
the  country. 

It  is  recorded  by  Richard  Krebs  that,  in  1925,  upon  visiting  Hawaii  on  a  ship 
that  had  sailed  from  California,  he  went  ashore  at  Hilo  and  distributed  Com- 
munist propaganda  leaflets.  He  also  reports  that  he  submitted  a  propaganda 
plan  for  Hawaii  to  the  Comintern.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  his  suggestions, 
whether  or  not  known  to  local  Communists  in  later  years,  have  been  followed  by 
them  in  many  respects. 

In  June  19:58,  at  a  rally  of  strikers  at  Aala  Park,  Honolulu,  George  Mayen- 
schein,  a  merchant-marine  Conmuniist,  distributed  Communist  handbills.  In  con- 
tent, the  leaflets  stated  the  Communist  Party's  endorsement  of  the  strikers  and 
called  upon  other  groups  in  the  community  to  support  them.  In  the  body  of  the 
leaflet,  mention  was  made  of  the  ''Hawaiian  section  of  the  American  Communist 
Party,"  while  the  foot  of  the  sheet  bore  the  signature,  "Communist  Party,  Hono- 
lulu branch."  When  interviewed  by  the  press,  Mayenschein  disclaimed  author- 
ship of  the  leaflets  or  oflScial  connection  with  the  Communist  Party  hei'e,  saying 
that  he  was  a  mem))er  of  the  party  but  was  not  its  official  agent  in  Honohilu. 

In  1940,  several  practice  blackouts  were  held  in  Honolulu.  During  the  course 
of  one  of  these  drills,  leaflets  originated  by  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii 
appeared  in  public  pla'-es.  The  message  contained  in  the  leaflets  was,  in  sub- 
stance, this :  "Do  not  cooperate  in  the  trial  blackout  unless  you  want  to  'black 
out'  your  civil  liberties." 

Shortly  before  the  commencement  on  June  15,  1946,  of  the  maritime  strike 
which  involved  Hawaiian  and  Pacific  coast  ports,  Ralph  Vossbrink,  then  assist- 
ant Honolulu  port  agent  of  the  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards, 
openly  distributed  on  the  Honolulu  waterfront  copies  of  a  Communist  leaflet 
supporting  tlie  seamen.  The  handbill  bore  the  imprint  of  "The  Waterfront 
Committee,  Communist  Party,  San  Francisco,  Seattle,  Portland,  Pedro,  Hono- 
lulu," and  concluded  with  the  urging,  "Join  the  Communist  Party."  Questioned 
by  the  press  concerning  his  motive  for  distribiiting  this  literature,  Vossbrink  is 
quoted  as  having  said  : 

"However,  none  of  the  political  parties  other  than  the  Commimist  party  has 
made  leaflets  on  the  strike  situation  available  to  us,  and  we  would  welcome  such 
leaflets  from  the  Republican  and  Democratic  Parties. 

"Speaking  for  my  own  organization,  we  will  welcome  support  from  all  groups 
and  political  parties.  I  will  make  available  to  our  membership  leaflets  and  papers 
issued  by  such  adverse  groups  as  the  Christian  Science  Monitor  and  the  Daily 
Worker." 

Whereas  the  leaflet  distributed  by  Vossbrink  apparently  was  prepared  on  the 
mainland,  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  subsequently  prepared  and  distributed 
its  own  mimeographed  leaflets,  usually  crude  in  typography  and  content.  None 
of  the.se  is  of  such  importance  as  to  require  reproduction  in  this  report,  and  it 
will  sufiice  to  mention  a  few  of  the  themes  of  the  leaflets  : 

(1)  Opposition  to  the  Mundt-Nixon  (Communist  control)  bill  pending  in 
Congress,  1948. 

(2)  Opposition  to  all  Government  committees  charged  with  the  duty  of 
investigating  and  exposing  the  Communist  Party. 

( 3 )  Support  of  socialism. 

(4)  Opposition  to  the  Honolulu  daily  press. 

(5)  Support  of  the  international  Communist  position  that  in  the  event  of 
a  war  with  Soviet  Rus.sia.  the  Communists  would  not  flgbt  against  the 
TT.  S.  S.  R. 

(6)  Support  of  the  international  Communist  position  calculated  to  weaken 
American  superiority  in  the  atomic  field. 

(7)  Opposition  to  constituted  Federal  and  Territorial  government  au- 
thorities. 

Nearly  always  interspersed  with  the  themes  just  mentioned  were  innocuous  or 
noncontroversial  proposals  to  make  the  main  dose  palatable,  for  example : 
"Retard  unemployment." 

"National  policy  of  peaceful  cooperation  with  other  peoples  of  the  world." 
"Reduction  of  public-utility  rates  without  I'eduction  in  service." 
"Extended  social  insurance  benefits." 

PUBLICATIONS 

There  is  no  openly  identified  newspaper  or  other  publication  of  the  Communist 
Party  printed  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii.     However,  there  are  several  news- 
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papers  printed  locally  whose  content  is  such  as  to  suggest  Communist 
authorship. 

The  Honolulu  Record,  a  weekly  published  in  Honolulu  since  August  1948,  has 
been  described  by  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  United  States  House 
of  Representatives,  as  a  "Communist  front."  Certain  additional  material  not 
presented  in  that  committee's  report  is  presented  in  annex  24  hereto. 

The  Hawaii  Star,  published  weekly  in  Honolulu  since  March  1947,  is  the  sub- 
ject of  annex  23  to  this  report.  Since  April  1948,  this  publication  has  ap- 
peared in  the  Japanese  lajiguage,  whereas  previously  it  also  had  an  English 
section.  It  can  be  concluded  from  the  material  set  forth  in  annex  23  that 
the  Hawaii  Star  has  a  heavy  content  of  Communist  propaganda. 

Both  the  Honolulu  Record  and  Hawaii  Star  carry  many  news  reports  and 
much  editorial  comment  concerning  world  events.  The  presentation  of  these 
matters  has  been  generally  in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  the  Daily  People's 
World,  one  of  the  two  leading  Communist  dailies  in  the  United  States.  For 
purposes  of  comparison  this  commission's  staff  has  made  a  study  of  the  content 
of  the  Honolulu  Record,  of  the  Hawaii  Star,  and  of  the  Daily  People's  World  for 
the  same  S-month  period  in  1950.  This  study  has  revealed  a  marked  similarity 
of  material  appearing  in  the  three  publications  and  has  shown  no  significant 
differences  among  them. 

Circulation  of  the  Daily  People's  World  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  has  been 
encouraged  by  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  whose  members  have  used 
various  means  to  circulate  it.  It  has  been  made  available  to  the  rank  and  file  of 
some  unions  by  their  leaders.  In  its  last  sworn  statement  of  ownership,  the 
Daily  People's  World  declared  that  the  publishing  corporation  had  no  stock- 
holders and  that  the  sole  bondholder  was  George  R.  Andersen,  240  Montgomery 
Street,  San  Francisco,  Calif.  An  individual  of  that  name  at  that  address  is  one 
of  the  chief  attorneys  for  the  ILWU. 

There  is  also  circulated  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  a  biweekly  called  Ti 
Mangyuna  (The  Pioneer),  printed  in  the  Ilocano  dialect.  Its  editor  is  Koji 
Ariyoshi,  who  is  also  editor  of  the  Honolulu  Record.  These  publications  and  the 
Hawaii  Star  are  published  at  the  same  plant  in  Honolulu.  No  analysis  of  the 
content  of  Ti  Mangyuna  has  been  made  by  this  commission,  but  it  is  known  that 
it  publishes  some  of  the  articles  and  photographs  which  appear  in  the  Honolulu 
Record. 

In  recent  months  there  has  been  circulated  in  Hawaii  a  magazine  titled 
"News."  The  cover  and  general  format  of  this  magazine  bears  a  marked  sim- 
ilarity to  that  of  the  weekly  news  magazine,  Time.  News  is  published  by  the 
Civil  Rights  Congi-ess  of  New  York  City.  It  is  circulated  in  the  Hawaiian 
Islands  by  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress,  an  affiliate  of  the  publisher.  The 
Civil  Rights  Congress  is  generally  considered  to  be  one  of  the  largest  Com- 
munist-front organizations  in  the  United  States. 

News  presents  the  imadulterated  Communist  line  on  such  issues  as  defense 
of  Communists,  criticism  of  housing  conditions,  praising  well-known  Communist 
sympathizers  such  as  Paul  Robeson,  denunciation  of  General  MacArthur  and  all 
investigations  of  communism,  and  advocacy  of  the  so-called  Russian  "peace" 
programs. 

Certain  trade-union  newspapers  circulated  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  have  been 
examined  and  a  Communist  line  content  noted  in  some.  This  is  not  to  say  that 
such  publications  do  not  also  present  legitimate  trade-union  news,  for  they  do. 
However,  where  such  publications  are  controlled  by  Communist-led  unions,  the 
papers  are  also  used  for  Communist  purposes. 

RADIO 

Shortly  after  he  announced  that  he  had  assumed  the  chairmanship  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  Charles  K.  Fujimoto  gave  a  talk  over  a  Honolulu 
radio  station,  outlining  the  alleged  program  of  his  party.  This  is  the  only 
known  broadcast  sponsored  and  paid  for  by  the  Communist  Party  and  openly 
identified  as  such. 

However,  certain  other  radio  programs  in  the  English.  Japanese,  and  Ilocano 
lanofuages  have  been  broadcast  regularly  over  a  radio  network  in  the  Hawaiian 
Islands.  These  programs  are  sponsored  by  the  ILWU.  and  the  amount  of  money 
spent  annually  to  sustain  them  is  very  large.  While  legitimate  news  and 
commentaries  of  interest  to  trade  unionists  may  be  said  to  constitute  the  greater 
part  of  these  broadcasts,  the  u.se  of  them  as  a  means  to  disseminate  Communist 
propaganda  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  is  clear.     In  March  1949,  Walter  Stack. 
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a  merchant-marine  Communist,  was  interviewed  on  one  of  tliese  networli  pro- 
grams. He  presented  tlie  viewpoint  the  Communist  Party  on  a  number  of 
topics.  While  his  invitation  to  speali  on  that  program  may  have  been  the  result 
of  individual  action,  and  not  action  of  the  sponsoring  union,  the  fact  remains 
that  the  union  did  not  repudiate  tlie  broadcast. 

In  fact,  it  should  be  stated  at  this  point  that  no  instance  of  criticism  of  the 
Communist  Party  by  the  HvWU  has  come  to  the  attention  of  this  Commission. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Propaganda  may  be  dissemiuaed  in  many  ways,  and  this  Commission  has  not 
attempted  to  make  a  complete  analysis  of  all  Communist  propaganda  in  the  Ter- 
ritory. It  must  be  pointed  out  that  any  means  by  which  one  person  may  in- 
fluence the  thinking  and  actions  of  another  constitutes  a  medium  of  propaganda. 

The  sponsorship  of  the  speaking  tour  of  Celeste  Strack  in  1948  provided  an- 
other means  of  spreading  the  Communist  line  in  Hawaii.  Miss  Strack,  educa- 
tional director  of  the  Communist  Party  of  California,  was  brought  to  Hawaii  as  a 
defense  witness  in  the  Reinecke  case.  She  made  a  tour  of  the  various  islands 
and  spoke  to  many  audiences.  She  openly  presented  the  Communist  Party  view- 
point on  many  topics.  Her  trip  was  reported  in  a  feature  article  which  appeared 
in  the  Daily  People's  World,  Communist  newspaper  published  on  the  west  coast. 
Her  travel  throughout  the  Hawaiian  Islands  was  financed  by  the  ILWU. 

Communists  have  caused  to  be  conducted  various  rallies,  which  have  provided 
a  means  for  further  disseminating  the  Communist  line. 

Discussion  Groups 

A  study  of  Communist  tactics  in  various  countries  during  the  past  several 
decades  shows  that  in  those  areas  where  the  Communist  Party  has  carried  on 
underground  operations,  the  "development"  of  persons  for  recruitment  into  the 
party  has  been  accomplished  effectively  through  the  medium  of  the  "study  group," 
or,  as  it  is  more  often  called  locally,  the  "discussion  group."  Such  groups  are 
of  many  types,  varying  from  an  apparently  innocent  gathering  of  persons  to  dis- 
cuss current  events  on  an  organized  basis,  to  a  full-fledged  Communist  course 
openly  identified  as  such.  Between  those  extremes  lies  the  group  which  studies 
formal  Marxism-Leninism  (often  with  reference  to  current  problems),  but  which 
is  not  identified  to  the  participants  as  being  directed  by  the  Communist  Party. 
This  section  of  the  report  is  concerned  chiefly  with  discussion  groups  and  study 
groups  not  identified  to  the  participants  as  Communist  directed.  It  does  not 
embrace  courses  held  for  persons  who  have  already  joined  the  party. 

The  subversive  dangers  which  are  inherent  in  Communist  and  Marxist  study 
groups  are  dramatically  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  which 
investigated  wartime  Russian  espionage  in  Canada.  The  Commission  on  Sub- 
versive Activities  believes  that  parts  of  that  report  illustrate  beyond  any  doubt 
the  seductive  nature  of  Communist  study  groups. 

It  is  generally  known  that  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.,  has  been  built  upon 
cell-like  units  (variously  called  cells,  fractions,  clubs,  branches,  and  the  like) 
which  often  have  been  the  outgrowths  of  discussion  groups.  So-called  intel- 
lectuals usually  are  drawn  into  the  party  through  discussion  groups  rather 
than  l)y  diiect  approach. 

It  was  the  study  group  that  offered  Communist  leaders  in  Canada  (who  were 
acting  under  the  orders  of  Russian  espionage  agents)  the  vehicle  which  they 
used  to  induce  certain  Canadians  to  betray  their  country  through  the  willing  dis- 
closure of  t()p-se<-ret  scientific  and  military  information.  Tlie  results  obtained 
through  this  process  were  truly  phenomenal  when  one  considers  that  many  of 
the  subverted  persons  were  not  even  members  of  the  Communist  Party  and  some 
did  not  even  realize  that  they  were  being  used  against  their  own  nation. 

During  the  late  1920's  and  early  1930's^at  a  time  when  the  Japanese  Govern- 
ment was  exerting  a  strong  effort  to  stamp  out  communism  within  the  Empire — 
there  existed  in  Hawaii  several  active  Marxist  groups  whose  membership  was 
composed  of  persons  of  Japanese  ancestry,  of  both  alien  and  United  States  citi- 
zen status.  These  Marxist  groups  held  regular  study  group  meetings  at  several 
places  in  Honolulu  and  on  the  islands  of  Maui  and  Kauai. 

With  one  notable  exception,  these  Marxist  groups  were  led  by  persons  who  came 
to  Hawaii  from  Japan  or  by  persons  whose  indoctrination  in  Marxist  ideology 
was  received  from  persons  who  were  natives  of  Japan.  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto. 
until  recently  editor  of  the  pro-Communist  Hawaii  Star,  was  the  leader  .>f 
Marxist  study  gToui)s  during  the  ]930's. 
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About  1934-36,  other  persons,  including  maritime  and  waterfront  union  leaders 
and  a  University  of  Hawaii  instructor  and  students,  held  informal  Marxist  dis- 
cussions at  the  MacDonald  Hotel  and  at  several  other  places  near  the  university. 
These  groups  supported  the  Honolulu  labor  newspaper,  Voice  of  Labor,  with 
which  Jack  W.  Hall,  waterfront  labor  leader,  and  Oeorge  Goto,  MacDonald  Hotel 
group  member,  were  associated.  Ichiro  Izuka,  ex-Communist  Party  member, 
has  written  that  Hall  and  Gk»to  influenced  him  toward  communism  in  1938- 

Among  the  first  study  group  meetings  conducted  by  a  member  of  the  Communist 
Parry  of  Hawaii  were  those  held  during  1938  and  1939  at  the  home  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  John  E.  ReinecKe,  .3571  Pahoa  Avenue.  Honolulu.  At  those  meetings.  Dr. 
Reinecke,  who  usually  acted  as  leader  of  the  group,  conducted  the  discussions 
of  current  events,  interpreting  them  in  the  light  of  Marxist-Leninist  teaching. 
He  used  pamphlets  issued  by  International  Publishers,  which  has  been  described 
by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  as  "an  organ  of  the  Communist 
Party." 

Semiprivate  discussions  of  world  affairs,  international  politics,  and  current 
events  were  frequent  outgrowths  of  Interprofessional  Association  meetings  in 
Honolulu  during  1937-41.  These  discussions  sometimes  were  held  at  homes  of 
various  IPA  members,  a  number  of  whom  are  known  to  have  been  sympathetic 
toward  Russia  and  toward  Marxist-Leninist  ideology.  Many  of  these  informal 
discussions  centered  about  topics  which  offered  excellent  opportunity  for  the 
injection  of  Marxist-Leninist  thought.  Several  persons  who  participated  in 
these  discussions  were  well  schooled  in  the  teachings  of  Marx,  Engels  and  Lenin. 

During  the  summer  of  1941  meetings  of  another  Marxist-Leninist  study  group 
were  held  at  the  Honolulu  residence  of  a  woman  who  left  the  Territory  some 
years  ago.  Participants  in  these  study  group  meetings  were  students  at  the 
University  of  Hawaii  and  other  youthful  residents  of  Honolulu.  This  .group's 
devotion  to  the  Communist  cause  is  evident  from  the  literature  that  formed  the 
basis  for  their  study  and  discussion.  All  were  provided  with  and  encouraged  to 
read  thoroughly  the  writings  of  Mai-x,  Engels,  and  Lenin.  A  portion  of  this 
literature  was  brought  to  the  Territory  by  Communist  couriers  aboard  Matson 
ships.  One  of  the  leaders  of  this  group,  David  Evans  Thompson,  has  been  iden- 
tified as  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  in  the  postwar  period. 

Military  restrictions  imposed  after  the  outbreak  of  war  with  .Japan  brought  a 
temporary  cessation  of  Communist  Party  meetings  and  Communist  study  group 
meetings.  However,  shortly  after  the  Battle  of  Midway  (June  1942)  Cimniu- 
nist  leaders  inaugurated  a  series  of  meetings  at  the  homes  of  certain  Conmui- 
nists  and  Communist  sympathizers,  the  most  prominent  of  whom  was  Dr.  John 
E.  Reinecke.  These  meetings  were  designed  to  maintain  contact  among  party 
members  and  prospective  party  members  until  such  time  as  the  party  might  he 
officially  reactivated.  They  were  effectively  employed  as  a  "cover"  for  main- 
taining liaison  among  prewar  Communists  and  Communist  sympathizers,  as 
well  as  for  the  possible  "development"  of  future  party  members.  Through  these 
meetings,  party  members  and  sympathizers  were  exposed  to  developments  and 
changes  in  the  Communist  Party  line. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Honolulu  Labor  Canteen  in  August,  1945,  the  wartime 
meetings  at  various  private  homes  ceased  and  the  energies  of  the  members  of 
such  groups  were  directed  toward  the  success  of  the  canteen.  Shortly  after 
the  canteen  closed  about  June  1946,  a  Marxist-Leninist  indoctrination  study 
group  was  begun  at  the  home  of  Dr.  John  E.  Reinecke.  The  first  course  offered 
was  taught  by  Dr.  Reinecke  himself.  A  subsequent  course  was  conducted  by 
David  Hyun.  '  Each  course  was  of  approximately  9  or  10  weeks  duration.  If  an 
individual  completed  the  course  satisfactorily,  he  was  approached  and  asked  to 
become  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Richard  M.  Kageyama  testified  he- 
fore  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Conmiittee  in  April  1950,  that  after 
having  completed  the  course  at  Dr.  Reineeke's  home  he  was  asked  to  become  a 
formal  Communist  Party  member,  and  did  so.  Literature  distributed  at  the 
Reinecke  residence  included  the  writings  of  Karl  Marx.  Joseph  Stalin,  V.  I. 
Lenin,  Freiderich  Engels,  and  Eugene  Dennis. 

A  more  advanced  Marxist-Leninist  study  group  met  weekly  during  the  summer 
of  1946  at  a  home  in  the  Makiki  district  of  Honolulu.  It  was  called  a  "current 
events"  discussion  group.  The  leaders  were  .servicemen  from  the  mainland  who 
were  well-schooled  in  Marxist-Leninist  ideology.  These  leaders  employed  the 
usual  Communist  technique  of  choosing  some  facet  of  current  political  or  social 
thought  or  some  particular  news  event,  and  evaluating  it  in  the  light  of  current 
Communist  interpretation.     Some  of  the  persons  who  attended  meetings  of  thi^ 
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discussiou  gi-oup  appear  to  have  beeu  already  influenced  by  previous  exposure  to 
Comnuinist  Interpretation. 

A  third  postwar  study  group  lield  its  weekly  meetings  during  the  summer  of 
1946  at  a  residence  at  3526  Kaihee  Street,  Honolulu,  where  several  Communists 
resided.  Almost  all  of  the  members  of  this  group  were  students  of  the  University 
of  Hawaii  and  members  of  Hawaii  Youth  for  Democracy,  a  campus  organization 
described  in  annex  10.  Discussion  leaders  were  Charles  K.  Fu.1imoto,  who  in 
mid-October  1948  identitied  himself  as  the  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii,  and  his  wife,  p]ileen  T.  Fujinioto.  ( Jeanette  M.  Xakama,  who  lived  at 
the  home  where  tliese  meetings  were  held,  and  Charles  K.  Fujinioto  refu.sed  to 
testify  before  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  in  April  1950  con- 
cerning their  knowledge  of  Communist  activities.)  The  principal  subject  matter 
discussed  at  the  Kaihee  Street  meetings  was  the  status  of  the  so-called  pro- 
gressive movements  throughout  the  world.  The  discussion  leaders  applied  the 
term  "progressive  movi'ments"  to  the  efforts  of  revolutionary  elements  to  over- 
throw the  governments  of  such  countries  as  Greece,  India,  Indonesia,  Iran,  and 
Korea.  The  tenor  of  their  remarks  left  a  clear  implication  that  the  United  States 
and  England,  the  so-called  western  democracies,  were  guided  solely  by  capi- 
talistic and  inii)erialistic  principles.  Among  the  authors  of  the  literature  studied 
and  discussed  at  the  Kaihee  Street  residence  w^ere  Karl  Marx,  Freiderich  Engels, 
William  Z.  Fo.ster,  and  Rev.  Hewlett  Johnson  (the  "Red  dean  of  Canterbury"). 
Discus.sion  leaders  also  provided  copies  of  The  Communist  Manifesto  for  the 
participants. 

Beginning  in  February  1948.  a  class  in  basic  Marxism  met  weekly  at  the  home 
of  Robert  Greene,  2181-J  Kalia  Road,  Honolulu.  He  is  a  former  chairman  of 
the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  leading  postwar  Communist-front  organ- 
ization in  Hawaii.  A  former  Communist  Party  member  testified  before  the 
House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  in  April  1950  that  he  observed  Greene 
in  attendance  at  a  Communist  Party  meeting  in  Honolulu.  Additional  classes  in 
Marxism  were  held  during  the  early  mcmths  of  1948  at  the  home  of  Dwight 
James  Freeman,  Communist  Party  organizer  in  Hawaii. 

Only  recently  has  thi.s  commission  uncovered  certain  evidence  concerning  some 
postwar  Communist  study  groups.  Therefore,  it  is  not  possible  to  include  in  this 
report  as  full  a  presentation  as  may  I>e  available  in  the  future.  It  has  been  indi- 
cated, however,  that  among  the  participants  in  these  groups  have  been  some 
persons  who  are  now  public  employees.  A  number  of  these  employees,  when 
interviewed,  have  concealed  their  participation  in  these  groups.  This  suggests 
the  possibility  that  some  may  have  developed  the  "ethic  of  conspiracy"  men- 
tioned by  the  Canadian  Royal  Commission.  As  to  any  sucli  public  employees, 
the  need  for  a  loyalty-review  procedure  is  evident. 

Communists  in  Public  Employment 

There  are  around  15,000  employees  of  the  Territorial  and  county  governments, 
about  5,000  of  whom  are  in  the  department  of  ptiblic  instruction  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Hawaii.  In  conducting  its  inquiry,  this  commission  has  been  unable  to 
investigate  the  pnssibilities  of  subver.sive  activities  on  the  part  of  all  public  em- 
ployees. In  the  time  allotted,  it  was  found  that  specific  attention  could  be  given 
to  only  a  few  government  departments.  This  commission  determined  that  sur- 
veys be  made  of  the  department  of  public  instruction  and  the  University  of 
Hawaii.  In  addition,  certain  individiml  cases  of  other  public  employees  were 
given  investigative  attention. 

The  general  survey  conducted  by  this  commission,  and  an  analysis  of  all  infor- 
mation received  by  it  from  various  sources,  fails  to  reveal  the  presence  now  of 
any  proven  Communists  in  public  employment.  In  public  ofBce  there  is,  however, 
one  person,  Shigeo  Takemoto,  a  member  of  the  civil-service  commission,  county 
of  Maui,  who  claimed  his  privilege  against  self-incrimination  when  asked  ques- 
tions concerning  Communist  activities  by  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Com- 
mittee in  1050.  However,  in  1949  he  executed  the  Territorial  form  of  loyalty 
oath,  which  includes  a  statement  that  he  was  not  then  and  for  5  years  previously 
had  not  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party. 

In  examining  official  records  concerning  public  employees,  this  commission  hfis 
concluded  that  it  would  be  desirable  that  a  standard  form  of  personnel  record, 
similar  to  that  kept  on  Federal  civil-service  employees,  be  maintained  on  every 
officer  and  employee.  In  many  instances  valuable  investigative  time  would  not 
have  been  expended  on  collateral  searches  had  the  files  checked  contained  the 
desired  information.     In  conjunction  with  its  recommendations,  as  stated  at  the 
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end  of  the  report,  this  commission  believes  that  any  loyalty -review  program  thar 
might  be  adopted  by  the  Territory  would  necessarily  have  to  have,  as  the  basis  for 
the  review  of  individual  cases,  an  adequate  required  personal  history  form. 

There  have  been  times  in  the  past  when  Communists  have  been  elected  or  ap- 
pointed to  public  oflBce.  It  is  not  believed  that  the  voters  of  the  Territory  know- 
ingly would  ever  have  placed  a  Communist  in  office  and  that  no  department  head 
would  have  permitted  a  known  Communist  to  obtain  or  remain  in  Territorial  or 
county  office  or  employment.  Unless,  however,  some  standardized  procedure  for 
the  detection  of  subversives  in  public  office  and  employment  is  established,  the 
possibility  will  always  exist  that  other  Communists  will  be  elected  to  office  or 
serve  as  public  emi)loyees. 

DEPARTMENT    OF    PUBLIC    INSTRUCTION 

The  importance  to  the  Communist  Party  of  placing  its  members  in  a  position 
where  they  can  indoctrinate  young  people  is  well  recognized,  and  the  obvious  way 
of  attaining  that  end  is  thi'ough  infiltrating  the  educational  system.  The  position 
of  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.,  with  reference  to  the  schools  and  the  tasks 
assigned  by  it  to  Connnunist  teachers  are  shown  in  annex  1.3. 

It  is  mainly  because  of  the  known  interest  of  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.,  in 
the  schools  that  this  commission  conducted  a  survey  of  the  Territorial  depart- 
ment of  public  instruction.  The  investigation  was  conducted  chiefly  through  a 
study  of  official  records,  interviews  with  many  witnesses  on  the  four  main  islands 
of  the  Territory,  and  testimony  taken  under  oath. 

The  reason  for  surveying  any  school  system  for  evidence  of  subversive  activi- 
ties is  not  only  to  detect  the  presence  of  any  Communist  personnel,  but  also  to 
determine  the  general  jiattern  of  Communist  operations  relating  to  the  schools, 
if  present.  Nowadays,  however,  it  is  not  generally  possible  to  identify  Commu- 
nists by  their  own  admissions.  In  most  cases  they  may  be  exposed  only  by  Com- 
munist Party  documents  or  through  testimony  of  ex-Communists.  It  has  become 
increasingly  difficult  to  obtain  such  evidence.  Emphasis  must  therefore  be  laid 
on  ascertaining  matters  of  personal  conduct  and  ethics  which  tend  to  show  pro- 
Communist  inclinations,  rather  than  proof  of  forn)al  membership  in  a  subversive 
group. 

This  commission  believes  that  the  participation  of  teacliers  in  Communist- 
front  organizations  easily  can  earn  for  them  the  general  i-epute  of  being  Com- 
munists, or  at  least,  of  being  pro-Communist  in  their  sympathies.  In  the  case 
of  teachers,  their  acquiring  such  a  reputation  tends  to  impair  public  confidence 
in  tlie  schools,  and  their  individual  actions  in  association  with  persons  engaged 
in  subversive  activities  will  set  an  unwanted  example  for  students  to  follow. 

In  the  course  of  its  survey,  this  commission  has  given  specific  attention  to 
the  cases  about  .^0  teachers  who  have  served  in  the  public-school  system  since 
World  War  II.  A  small  number  of  those  teachers  have  participated  in  pro- 
Communist  activities,  but  no  evidence  has  been  discf)vered  that  would  prove  the 
presence  now  of  a  single  Communist  in  the  department  of  public  instruction. 
However,  because  of  the  stringent  security  measu)-es  now  practiced  by  T'om- 
raunists,  no  one  can  warrant  with  certainty  that  any  school  system  is  entirely 
fi-ee  of  Communist  personnel. 

UNIVERSITY    OF    HAWAII 

This  commission's  investigation  concerning  the  I'niversity  of  Hawaii  was 
limited  to  the  matter  of  communism,  there  having  l)een  no  evidence  obtained  to 
indicate  any  other  type  of  subversive  activity  thei-e.  The  inquiry  concerned 
faculty  members,  students,  employees,  and  campus  organizations,  and  was  con- 
ducted generally  in  the  same  manner  as  was  the  survey  of  the  public-school  sys- 
tem.   A  more  detailed  report  is  contained  in  annex  1.3. 

During  19.3.^>-41  a  few  faculty  members  and  students  at  the  university  became 
interested,  almost  entirely  from  an  intellectual  standpoint,  in  the  study  and  dis- 
cussion of  INIarxist  philosophy.  This  activity  was  largely  of  an  unorganized 
nature,  although  it  did  often  involve  association  with  offcampus  groups.  A 
chapter  of  the  pro-Communist  American  Student  Union  (see  annex  2.5)  was 
organized  at  the  university  in  the  fall  of  19.38,  but  gained  littlt'  recognition  and 
became  defunct  in  a  year  or  two. 

In  the  fall  of  1937,  Dr.  .John  E.  Reinecke,  then  an  instructor  at  the  university, 
helped  organize  the  pro-Communist  Interprofe.ssional  Association.  Honolulu 
chapter.     (See  annex  f). )      Several  university  faculty  members  and  students  were 
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connected  with  the  IPA,  either  as  meuibers,  attendants  at  its  meetings,  or  guest 
speakers.  It  does  not  appear,  however,  that  the  character  of  the  ITA  was  appre- 
ciated fully  by  persons  at  the  university. 

For  about  a  year  after  World  War  II,  there  existed  at  the  university  a  student 
organization  called  the  Hawaii  Youth  for  Democracy.  That  it  patterned  itself 
after  the  American  Youth  for  Democracy,  a  subversive  and  Communist  group  on 
the  mainland,  and  was  of  specific  interest  to  tlie  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  is 
apparent.  (See  annex  10.)  A  significant  influence  on  the  HYD  appears  to  have 
been  exerted  by  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  who  during  1945-46,  was  employed  as  a  re- 
search chemist  at  the  Hawaii  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  a  division  of  the 
university.  Fujimoto.  who  resigned  his  university  position  in  1948,  to  assume  the 
chairmanship  of  the  Communist  I'arty  of  Hawaii,  led  discussion  groups  for 
university  students  at  his  home  during  1946.  Some, of  these  students  were 
leaders  in  the  HYD. 

A  very  few  members  of  the  university  staff  (faculty  and  employees)  have  been 
associated  with  pro-Communist  causes  since  World  War  II,  but  no  evidence  has 
been  obtained  to  indicate  that  any  of  them,  other  than  Fujimot(»,  has  attempted 
to  influence  student  thinking  toward  communism. 

Stephen  T.  Murin  and  Claude  W.  White,  students  enrolled  at  the  university, 
are  of  some  interest.  Murin,  who  formerly  lived  in  Pennsylvania  and  came  to 
Hawaii  in  1947,  has  been  identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist 
Party  in  his  home  State.  He  was  so  identified  by  IMatthew  Cvetic,  a  former  I'BI 
undercover  agent  in  the  Communist  Party  in  western  Pennsylvania.  Murin 
has  served  as  chairman  of  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  a  Communist 
front  organization.  In  the  fall  of  1950  that  group  changed  its  name  to  Hawaii 
Civil  Rights  Congress  and  affiliated  itself  with  the  Civil  Rights  Congress,  well 
known  national  Communist-front  organization.  Murin  continued  as  chairman 
of  the  HCRC  until  he  was  succeeded  by  Claude  W.  White  in  February  1951.  At 
that  time  Murin  became  vice  chairman  of  the  HCRC.  There  is  no  evidence  at 
hand  to  indicate  either  of  these  students  has  attemped  to  further  the  interests 
of  the  HCRC  on  the  university  campus. 

The  survey  made  by  this  Commission  failed  to  disclose  that  any  Communists 
are  employed  by  the  University  of  Hawaii.  The  present  administration  and 
faculty  appear  to  be  conscious  of  the  danger  of  communism  and  have  taken  steps 
to  keep  it  from  the  campus. 

PonriCAL   Action 

Not  until  the  year  1946  were  Communists  to  become  prominent  in  the  elections 
of  the  Territory.  It  was  in  that  year  that  the  CIO  Territorial  Political  Action 
Committee  (usually  referred  to  as  CIO-PAC)  was  activated.  Because  the  CIO- 
PAC  has  been  the  subject  of  investigation  by  the  House  Un-American  Activities 
Committee,  no  further  discussion  of  that  matter  appears  necessary.  However, 
this  commission  believes  that  no  unfavorable  implication  should  be  drawn 
against  any  person  merely  because,  as  a  candidate  in  1946,  he  accepted  the 
endorsement  of  the  CIO-PAC. 

The  next  major  effort  of  the  Communist  Party  in  the  field  of  political  action 
was  its  infiltration  and  attempt  to  control  the  Democratic  Party  of  Hawaii  in 
1948.  In  the  election  of  Democratic  Party  precinct  club  officers  in  April  1948,  the 
Communists  exerted  strong  efforts  to  win  control  of  certain  clubs.  As  a  result  of 
their  concerted  efforts,  they  and  persons  directly  subject  to  heir  influence  won  a 
sizable  minority  of  the  precinct  club  offices.  Because  of  their  control  of  some 
precinct  clubs,  the  Communists  were  able  to  obtain  appointment  of  persons  of 
their  choice  as  election  officials. 

The  Communist  infiltration  of  the  Democratic  Party  appears  to  have  been 
planned  well  in  advance,  because  by  the  time  the  Territorial  convention  of  the 
Democratic  Party  was  held  at  McKinley  High  School  Auditorium,  Honolulu,  on 
May  2,  1948,  a  relatively  large  number  of  Communists  had  been  chosen  as  dele- 
gates or  alternate  delegates  to  that  convention.  Information  available  to  this 
Commission  indicates  that  41  Communist  Party  members  held  credentials  at 
the  convention.  Of  those,  five  had  been  members  of  the  executive  board  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  Hawaii : 

Jack  AV.  Hall 

Koichi  Imori 

Jack  H.  Kawano 

Jack  Denichi  Kimoto 

Ralph  V.  Vossbrink 
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Several  Communist  Party  members  secured  appointments  to  the  standing  com- 
mittees of  the  Democratic  convention. 

Previous  to  the  holding  of  the  convention,  Jack  H.  Kawano  and  Isaac  K. 
Kauwe,  who  have  admitted  their' former  Communist  Party  membership,  were 
elected  to  the  Territorial  Central  Committee  of  the  Democratic  Party.  Another 
person  elected  to  that  committee  was  Thomas  S.  Yagi,  one  of  he  "Reluctant  39." 

In  May  1948,  two  identified  members  of  the  Communist  I'arty  were  elected 
officers  of  the  Oahu  County  Committee  of  the  Democratic  Party. 

There  is  evidence  that  illegal  means  may  have  been  employed  either  by  or  for 
the  benefit  of  Communists  who  infiltrated  the  Democratic  Party  in  1948.  To 
illustrate:  Three  persons  not  legally  domiciled  in  the  30th  Precinct.  4Lh  District, 
executed  false  declarations  that  they  resided  theie.  All  three  chose  the  same 
address,  that  being  the  home  of  an  employee  in  the  ILWU  regional  office.  One 
of  the  false  registrants  was  similarly  employed.  All  three  of  the  false  registrants 
have  been  identified  with  the  ILWU  or  with  the  leftwing  element  of  the  Demo- 
cratic Party.  As  a  result  of  their  actions,  the  three  persons  were  able  to  obtain 
official  positions  in  the  1948  elections,  two  as  inspectors  of  election  and  the  other 
as  clerk.  Another  elector  of  the  30th  Precinct  brought  statutory  proceedings  in 
1950  to  debar  the  three  false  registrants  from  the  rolls  of  the  precinct.  After 
a  hearing,  the  board  of  registration  of  electors,  District  of  Oahu.  ordered  the 
names  of  all  three  stricken.  In  those  proceedings,  one  respondent  admitted  that 
he  had  improperly  registered  in  the  30tli  Precinct. 

Two  witnesses  subpenaed  to  testify  during  the  proceedings  of  this  com.mission 
admitted  their  membership  in  the  Democratic  Party  and  that  they  were  Demo- 
cratic precinct  club  and  election  officials  in  the  1948  elections.  When  asked  to 
provide  information  concerning  the  Communist  Party's  plan  to  infiltrate  and  con- 
trol the  Democratic  Party,  each  of  these  witnesses  refused  to  testify,  invoking 
the  right  against  self-incrimination. 

In  1949,  many  Democrats  began  to  examine  critically  the  status  of  their  party. 
In  Jime  1949,  a  resolution  was  introduced  before  the  Territorial  central  com- 
mittee which  required  tliat  all  prospective  Democratic  Party  members  swear  that 
they  were  not  and  had  never  been  memliers  of  the  Commimist  Party  or  any  other 
subversive  organization.  However,  after  a  bitterly  contested  3-hour  session 
highlighted  by  an  exchange  of  invectives  between  the  "right"  and  "left-wing" 
committee  members,  the  resolution  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  8-7  (15  committee 
members  being  absent). 

In  January  19r)0.  it  was  announced  that  all  units  of  the  ILWU  had  been  noti- 
fied to  establish  "political  committees"  before  February  1.  These  committees 
were  to  function  in  connection  with  the  election  of  delegates  to  the  Hawaii  State 
Constitutional  Convention  to  be  held  in  April  19.o0.  The  political  committees 
were  to  remain  intact  for  the  fall  elections  as  well. 

In  the  constitutional  convention  election,  two  of  the  63  offices  were  won  by 
Richard  M.  Kageyama,  a  former  member  of  the  Communist  Party,  and  Frank 
G.  Silva.  one  of  the  "Reluctant  39".  The  reported  connection  of  these  two  men 
with  Communist  activities  was  not  known  to  the  electorate  at  the  time.  Kage- 
yama resigned  from  the  convention  after  testifying  before  the  House  Un-Ameri- 
can Activities  Committee  that  he  was  at  one  time  a  member  of  the  Communist 
Party.  Silva  was  subi)enaed  by  the  Hou.se  Un-American  Activities  Committee, 
but  refused  to  testify  on  the  ground  that  his  testimony  might  tend  to  incriminate 
him.  Silva  was  asked  to  resign  from  his  office  of  delegate  to  the  constitutional 
convention,  but  refu.sed  to  do  so.    He  was  then  expelled  from  the  convention. 

Since  the  Communist  infiltration  of  the  Democratic  Party  was  exposed  by 
the  House  committee  hearings,  the  Democratic  Party  has  split  into  "right"  and 
"left"  groups.  Within  each  group  there  are  many  persons  who  are  actively  seek- 
ing to  remove  all  traces  of  Communist  influence  from  the  Democratic  Party. 

Observations  bt  the  Commission 

Perhaps  the  most  serious  aspect  of  the  problem  of  coml)ating  subversive  activi- 
ties is  the  uncritical  acceptance  by  many  persons  of  the  propaganda  of  subversive 
groups  and,  strangely,  a  reluctance  to  accept  (or  even  examine  the  basis  for) 
authoritative  warnings  of  the  dangers  of  communism.  This  strongly  suggests 
that  the  average  jjcr.son  has  not  been  adequately  prepared — in  the  schools  and 
churches,  at  home,  and  by  the  pres.s — to  comprehend  the  nature  of  communism. 

This  commission  believes  that  the  battle  against  communism  and  other  sub- 
versive movements  must  be  waged  on  two  fronts.  On  the  one  side,  all  institutions 
of  education  and  propagation  of  knowledge  must  be  dedicated  to  the  proposition 
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that  all  persons  within  their  reach  shall  be  apprised  of  the  heritage  of  America 
and  the  ideals  of  democracy.  So  grounded,  they  will  not  trade  their  birthright 
of  constitutional  liberties  for  an  illusory  facade  of  perfection  which  hides  a 
totalitarian  despotism.  On  the  other  side,  there  is  need  for  a  continuing  study 
and  exposure  of  all  subversive  movements  by  properly  constituted  agencies. 
Federal  and  local. 

This  ((mimission  believes  that  American  governments  and  private  institutions 
have,  in  general,  until  recent  times  failed  to  inform  the  American  people  of  the 
true  nature  of  communism,  which  appears  in  this  country  in  the  guise  of  the 
Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.  and  a  myriad  of  "fronts,"  Communist-line  publica- 
tions, and  other  knowing  and  unwitting  elements  of  the  Communist  apparatus. 
To  place  but  a  share  <»f  the  blame,  the  schools  must  be  named  as  among  those  who 
have  failed  in  this  task. 

Many  persons  who  testified  before  this  commission,  or  were  interviewed  by 
its  staff,  were  educated  in  the  piiblic  schools  of  Hawaii.  Several  who  admitted 
some  connection  with  Communist  activities  volunteered  the  criticism  that  they 
had  not,  but  should  have,  been  warned  in  school  against  the  dangers  of  commu- 
nism. One  witness  before  this  commission,  at  the  conclusion  of  his  testimony, 
asked,  "May  I  make  one  final  statement  before  I  leave?"  He  then  volunteered 
these  remarks : 

"I  believe  that  a  lot  of  this  thing  would  not  have  come  about  if  the  American 
education  system  had  been  changed,  had  approached  this  thing  in  a  more  real- 
istic manner.  Just  as  venereal  disease,  sex,  and  any  other  thing  has  been  a 
hush-hush  subject.  Because  this  is  the  reason  why  I  am  firmly  convinced  of 
this,  is  because  up  until  the  time  I  was  approached  by  Charlie  Fujimoto  I  had 
no  inkling  of  what  the  Communist  Party  was  about.  My  sole  purpose  was  to 
better  the  unions  in  Hawaii  and  the  people,  the  children  today  and  the  children 
to  come.  If  they  are  still  hush-hush  on  this  matter  it  is  a  bad  thing.  "Let's  not 
talk  about.'  I  think  that  is  one  of  the  main  reasons  why  such  a  rapid  growth 
during  1946  and  1947  took  place  within  the  Communist  Party,  because  I  say  it  is 
easily  75  percent  of  them  that  don't  know  what  the  heck  they  were  going  into. 
And  I  think  it  is  about  time  that  we  make  a  realistic  approach  to  this  matter  and 
let  the  people  of  Hawaii  and  of  the  United  States  know  just  what  the  heck  it  is 
about.  And  if  by  letting  them  know,  letting  the  people  honestly  know  what  this 
is  all  about,  if  in  the  future  they  feel  that  that  is  the  form  of  government 
they  want,  then  it  is  up  to  the  American  people.  That  is  democracy,  I  believe. 
But  to  keep  it  hidden  and  then  to  have  some  guy,  who  is  a  professional  out  to 
recruit,  to  come  up  and  present  it  to  them,  well,  gentlemen,  it  is  just  like  shooting 
fish  in  a  barrel.    That  is  the  way  I  feel  about  it." 

It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  this  commission  that  some  teachers  consider 
the  subject  of  communism  to  be  a  "controversial  issue"  and  that,  in  conformity 
with  certain  professional  doctrines,  it  should  be  taught  with  no  attempt  on  the 
part  of  the  teacher  to  influence  the  student's  judgment.  This  commission  be- 
lieves that  most  subjects  should  be  taught  impartially,  leaving  it  to  the  student 
to  decide  each  issue  for  himself,  but  points  out  that  the  good  or  evil  of  commu- 
nism (that  is,  of  the  Russian-directed  penetration  of  the  United  States)  is  no 
more  a  controversial  issue  than  is  treason.  The  policy  of  the  United  States  is 
clear  on  that.  This  commission  concurs  with  the  view  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  D.  W.  Harold  Loper.  that  "where  the  question  of  commu- 
nism is  concerned,  such  academic  impartiality  is  a  sign  of  uncritical  think- 
ing."   (See  annex  13.) 

It  is  believed  that  it  should  be  the  policy  of  our  schools  to  see  that  teachers 
apprise  themselves  of  the  facts  concerning  communism  and  that  the  curriculum 
contain  provision  for  imparting  those  facts  to  students. 

A  serious  problem  is  presented  in  the  form  of  the  self-styled  "liberal"  who 
in.sists  on  his  right  to  support  causes  without  knowing  (and,  seemingly,  without 
caring)  what  the  true  natures  of  those  causes  are.  This  uncritical  acceptance  of 
things  as  they  seem  to  be  presents  a  problem  to  be  solved  by  those  who  shape 
individual  thinking  and  public  opinion,  not  by  legislation. 

The  recent  remarks  of  a  Federal  judge  in  Hawaii,  having  been  made  during 
the  incumbency  of  this  commission  and  being  related  to  matters  within  its  in- 
quiry, are  deemed  a  matter  of  necessary  comment.  In  April  lO.IO,  the  Committee 
on  Un-American  Activities  of  the  United  States  House  of  Representatives  held 
public  hearings  in  Honolulu.  At  these  hearings,  39  witnesses  refused  to  answer 
questions  touching  their  alleged  Communist  Party  affiliations,  as  result  of  which 
they  were  indicted  and  tried  in  the  United  States  District  Court  for  Hawaii  for 
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the  offense  of  contempt  of  Congress.  The  presiding  judge  acquitted  the  39 
accused,  basing  his  judgment  on  a  recent  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court.  Concerning  that  decision  and  the  local  judge's  interpretation  thereof, 
this  commission  expresses  no  opinion.  However,  after  having  directed  the  ac- 
quittals and  having  disposed  of  the  justiciable  matters  pending,  the  judge  then 
gratuitously  expressed  his  personal  views  on  the  subject  of  the  Comnuuiist  Party 
in  Hawaii.  That  he  cared  to  do  so,  whether  on  the  bench  or  as  a  private  citizen, 
was  his  luidoubted  right ;  but.  that  he  should  express  the  view,  concerning  the 
Communist  Party,  that — "So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  people  who  choose  to  may 
belong  to  it,"  is  believed  by  this  commission  to  be  extremely  regrettable,  consider- 
ing the  source.    ( See  annex  4. ) 

This  commission  also  believes  that  the  individual  and  concerted  actions  of  some 
persons,  who,  under  the  banner  of  anticommunism,  have  attempted  to  preempt 
the  governmental  function  of  investigation  and  exposure  of  communism  in 
Hawaii,  have  been  ill  advised.  The  motives  of  persons  so  engaged  have  been 
varied,  and  it  is  not  said  that  they  were  not  good,  but  the  participants  seldom 
have  been  equipped  by  training  or  with  authority  to  perform  their  self-appointed 
tasks.  Libelous  lists  of  names  of  alleged  "subversives"  have  been  circulated. 
"Guilt  by  association,"  in  the  sheerest  sense  of  the  phrase,  has  been  advocated. 
"Book  burning"  has  been  suggested. 

Recalling  its  earlier  statement  that  the  attack  on  communism  must  be  two- 
fold— through  education  and  liy  the  maintenance  of  proper  security  procedixres — 
this  commission  strongly  suggests  that  individual  citizens  and  their  clubs  and 
other  organizations  concentrate  their  energies  in  this  field  on  making  American 
democracy  work  and  continue  to  work,  and  that  they  leave  the  matter  of  inves- 
tigating and  exposing  subversive  persons  to  the  proper  governmental  authorities. 

OTHER  SUB.TECTS  OF  INVESTIGATION 

In  conducting  its  inquiry,  the  commission  on  subversive  activities  has  at- 
tempted to  determine  whether  any  subversive  activities,  other  than  communism, 
are  current  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii.  In  that  regard,  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  list  of  organizations  classified  by  the  United  States  Attorney  Gen- 
ei-al  as  "totalitarian,"  "Fascist,"  "subversive,"  and  the  like. 

No  evidence  of  the  existence  of  fascism  was  discovered.  In  addition  to  the 
usual  methods  of  inquiry,  an  investigator  of  the  commission  interviewed  Charles 
K.  Fujimoto,  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  and  Stephen  T. 
Murin,  who  was  then  chairman  of  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress,  successor  to 
the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  a  Communist-front  organization.  Each 
was  asked  whether  he  had  any  information  tending  to  show  the  existence  of 
Fascist  activities  in  Hawaii.  Each  replied  in  the  negative.  Fujimoto  added 
that  he  considered  a  certain  local  anti-Communist  organization  to  be  "Fascist," 
but  that  he  did  not  think  that  its  individual  members  were  Fasists.  (The  de- 
scription of  anti-Communist  groups  as  "Fascist"  is  universal  among  Commu- 
nists.) Two  other  persons  identified  as  Communists  in  sworn  testimony  were 
asked  if  they  had  any  evidence  of  fascism  here.     They  offered  none. 

This  commission  also  has  attempted  to  determine  whether  there  exist  in  the 
Territory  of  Hawaii  any  pro-Japan  organizations  that  might  be  classified  as 
"totalitarian"  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States.  The  results  of 
this  investigation  were  negative.  Although  there  were  in  Hawaii  at  the  end 
of  AVorld  War  II  a  very  few  alien  Japanese  who  apparently  held  the  view  that 
Japan  had  not  been  defeated  (this  die-hard  element  being  referred  to  as  "katta 
gumi"),  it  appears  that  no  significant  number  of  persons  still  hold  that  belief, 
that  those  who  do  are  not  an  organized  group,  and  that  they  are  not  engaged 
in  subversive  activities. 

Except  for  organizations  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report,  no  evidence  was 
found  that  would  indicate  the  presence  in  Hawaii  of  any  group  cited  by  the 
Attorney  General,  or  of  any  other  organizations  or  activities  that  could  be  termed 
"subversive"  within  the  concer>t  of  the  legislature,  as  expressed  in  Joint  Resolu- 
tion 5. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

On  the  basis  of  the  facts  reported  above,  the  Commission  on  Subversive 
Activities  recommends  that  the  legislature  consider  the  enactment  of  appropriate 
legislation  to  accomplish  the  following  ends  : 

(A)  That  a  review  be  made  of  the  loyalty  of  public  oflScers  and  employees 
in  a  manner  similar  to  that  which  has  been  conducted  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment since  1947. 
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(B)  That  the  loyalty  review  program  be  supervised  by  a  territorial  loyalty 
board,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

(C)  That  every  person  applying  for  public  employment  and  every  person 
who  is  required  by  Territorial  law  to  take  and  subscribe  a  loyalty  oath  be 
required  to  execute  under  oath  and  file  with  the  Territory  a  personal  history 
statement,  the  form  of  which  statement  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Territorial 
loyalty  board  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor. 

(D)  That  the  investigation  of  individual  cases  which  may  be  required 
under  the  loyalty  review  program  be  conducted  by  an  independent  investi- 
gative agency  to  be  provided  for  by  appropriate  legislation,  but  that  the 
determination  of  such  cases  rest  with  the  Territorial  loyalty  board. 

(E)  That,  except  for  such  requirements  as  the  legislature  may  see  fit 
to  prescribe  by  statute,  the  Territorial  loyalty  board  may,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  having  the  force  and  effect 
of  law  in  connection  with  the  loyalty  review  program. 

(F)  That  the  form  of  loyalty  oath  now  required  of  public  oflScers  and  em- 
plovees  be  amended  so  as  to  be  in  the  words  prescribed  by  the  legislature 
in  1941. 

(G)  That  any  public  officer  or  employee  called  to  testify  before  any  lawful 
court,  board,  commission,  officer  or  other  agency  having  the  power  to  subpena 
witnesses  and  take  testimony  who  shall  refuse  to  appear,  or  having  appeared 
shall  refuse  without  right  or  under  claim  of  privilege  of  the  right  against 
self-incrimination  to  answer  any  questions  touching  his  public  office  or  em- 
ployment or  his  qualifications  therefor  (including  matters  affecting  loyalty), 
shall  forthwith  be  vacated  of  his  office  or  discharged  from  his  employment, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

(H)   That  an  appropriate  Territorial  agency  or  officer  be  empowered  and 
directed  to  study  and  expose  subversive  propaganda  being  disseminated  in 
the  Territory. 
This  Commission  has  considered  various  other  proposals  for  legislation  in  the 
field  of  subversive  activities.    It  does  not  recommend  statutes  that  would  dupli- 
cate Federal  legislation  already  in  effect. 

Annex  1 

(Ichiro  Izuka,  active  in  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  during  1938-46,  pub- 
lished a  booklet.  The  Truth  about  Communism  in  Hawaii,  in  November  1947. 
No  person  named  as  a  Communist  by  Izuka  has  sued  him  for  libel.  Many  per- 
sons named  as  Communists  in  the  pamphlet  have  refused  to  answer  questions 
concerning  their  Communist  Party  affiliations  and  activities,  claiming  their 
privilege  against  self-incrimination. 

(Part  IV  of  Izuka's  story,  which  in  general  is  corroborated  by  other  evidence, 
is  quoted  below.) 

Reactivation  of  the  Communist  Party  After  World  War  II 

The  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii  was  reactivated  in  November  194.5.  For 
some  months  before  this,  our  leading  Communists  were  active  in  what  were 
known  as  community  discussion  groups.  The  leading  spirits  were  Dr.  Reinecke, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  McElrath,  Peter  and  Alice  Hyun,  Eileen  Fujimoto,  "Jack" 
Kimoto,  Jack  Kawano,  and  myself.  This  group  moved  from  district  to  district, 
to  engage  in  public  discussion  on  subjects  of  community  interest.  Usually  mid- 
dle class  and  professional  people  were  invited  to  attend  through  personal  contacts 
by  party  members.  These  meetings  attracted  school  principals,  teachers,  wel- 
fare workers  and  a  sprinkling  of  manual  workers. 

They  were  a  success  and  had  the  effect  of  increasing  the  prestige  of  our  lead- 
ing Communists  in  the  community.  None  of  the  good  middle  class  people  who 
attended  had  any  idea  that  they  were  being  led  by  Communists,  but  to  me,  look- 
ing at  it  from  the  inside,  this  activity  merely  constituted  another  front  activity. 

When  orders  came  to  reactivate  the  party,  the  discussion  groups  were  dropped. 
Three  cells,  clubs,  or  fractions  were  formed  at  once.  I  was  told  that  since  I 
was  not  in  a  CIO  union  I  should  attend  the  meetings  of  the  miscellaneous  group, 
composed  of  people  from  the  drydocks,  A.  F.  of  L.,  machinists  union,  and  so 
forth.  The  first  meeting  of  this  group  was  held  in  Waikiki  in  the  house  of 
Elizabeth  Bristow,  secretary  to  Jack  Hall.  Present  were  Ernst  Arena,  Ralph 
Vossbrink,  Jack  Hall,  K.  Imori,  Robert  McElrath,  Frank  Thompson,  Elizabeth 
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Bristow,  and  myself.     The  first  order  of  business  was  the  election  of  officers 
which  reulted  as  follows : 

Chairman,  Jack  Hall 

Literature  director,  Ralph  Vossbrink  (he  was  the  individual  who  caused  some 
excitement  in  Honolulu  by  passing  out  Communist  literature  on  the  water- 
front). 

Educational  director,  Robert  McElrath 

Treasurer,  Ichiro  Izuka 

As  treasurer,  I  kept  a  card  in  code  showing  the  name  of  each  member,  his 
Communist  Party  book  number,  the  monthly  dues,  initiation  fee,  and  the  month 
and  date  of  payment  of  dues.     A  photostat  of  this  card  is  shown  below. 

[Card  not  reproduced  here,  but  see  Izuka  exhibit  12,  at  p.  1406  of  Heafrings 
Regarding  Communist  Activities  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii — Part  1,  published 
by  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  U.  S.  House  of  Representatives.] 

This  card  requires  decoding  since  I  was  instructed  to  keep  the  information 
confidential  and  to  devise  a  system  of  recording  which  I,  alone,  could  understand. 
The  first  symbol  in  column  I  is  a  Russian  "A"  and  stands  for  Ernest  Arena.  In 
the  next  column  is  his  book  number,  which  was  74515,  in  column  three  is  $1  dues 
for  the  month  of  November  1945.  He  received  a  raise  in  wages  in  January  1940, 
which  raise  required  him  to  pay  dues  of  S2  a  month.  The  second  symbol  in  col- 
umn I  is  a  Russian  "B"  and  stands  for  Ralph  Vossbrink.  The  third  is  a  Jap- 
anese character  and  indicates  Jeanette  Nakama.  The  fourth  symbol  is  a  Russian 
"H"  and  stands  for  Jack  Hall.  The  fifth  is  a  Japanese  character  and  stands 
for  Imori.  The  sixth  is  an  English  "I"  and  stands  for  Izuka.  The  seventh  sym- 
bol is  a  Russian  "M"  and  stands  for  McElrath.  The  eighth  symbol  down  is 
Russian  "T"  for  Mr.  Frank  Thompson,  then  the  IIAVU  international  repre- 
sentative in  the  islands.  The  ninth  is  a  Japanese  character  and  stands  for  Ralph 
Tokunaga.  The  following  "O"  stands  for  Wilfred  Oka.  The  card  shows  he 
joined  the  party  and  paid  his  dues  in  February  1946.  The  other  names  indicated 
on  the  card  are  as  follows :  Okuhara,  then  of  the  carpenters  union,  joining  in 
June  1946,  Wallace  Ho,  who  didn't  pay  any  dues  here  because  he  was  paid  up 
in  San  Francisco  and  was  waiting  for  his  transfer  card ;  David  Thompson  also 
waiting  for  transfer  card ;  Peggy  Uesugi,  not  then  a  member,  merely  a  prospect. 
This  girl  joined  later  for  job  security,  I  believe.  She  was  secretary  to  Tukio 
Abe,  secretary-treasurer  of  the  ILWU,  Local  137.  Next  is  her  husband  who  is  an 
employee  of  the  Mutual  Telephone  Co.  It  is  quite  likely  he  joined  the  party 
also  to  make  his  wife's  job  secure.  I  am  quite  sure  he  knows  nothing  about  Com- 
munism. The  next  is  Pauline  Rosenthal  who  was  waiting  for  a  transfer  card 
from  San  Francisco,  then  Abe,  a  member  of  the  National  Maritime  Union,  and 
Mrs.  Abe,  his  wife.  At  the  bottom  of  the  card  is  the  Russian  "B"  to  represent 
Elizabeth  Bristow  who  left  in  January  of  1946  for  New  York. 

Later  on  more  clubs  or  fractions  were  formed,  first  on  Oahu,  and  later  on 
Hawaii,  Kauai,  Maui,  and  Lanai.  I  now  give  a  brief  account  of  these  fractions. 
Since  none  of  us  party  members  were  permitted  to  keep  written  minutes  or  rec- 
ords it  will  readily  be  understood  that  much  is  now  forgotten  and  much  I  never 
heard  about.  Party  discipline  requires  that  a  member  ask  no  questions  about 
other  fractions.  Therefore,  I  have  only  the  sketchiest  information  and  know 
only  the  most  active  members  in  the  party. 

The  description  which  follows  is  as  of  1946  before  my  resignation  from  party 
membership  in  November  1946.  As  already  mentioned,  there  were  three  gi-oups 
at  first  after  reactivation  of  the  party.  As  these  groups  increased  in  size  it  was 
decided  by  the  executive  board  to  divide  them  up  so  as  to  have  a  separate  group 
or  fraction  in  each  district  where  there  were  party  members.  Thus  there  was  a 
Kaimuki  group,  with  Dr.  John  Reinecke  as  chairman.  This  cell  met  at  Reinecke's 
home  at  3571  Pahoa  Street.  I  estimate  that  there  were  from  10  to  15  in  his  cell, 
including  Mrs.  Aiko  Reinecke,  Mrs.  Peggy  Uesugi  and,  at  first,  Ernest  Arena. 
Arena  later  joined  the  Moilili  group  because  he  was  a  worker  and  a  trade  union- 
ist, while  the  Kaimuki  group,  composed  largely  of  so-called  intellectuals,  con- 
cerned itself  with  education.  Arena  was  secretary-treasurer  of  ILWU  Local 
150.  As  an  example  of  the  so-called  educational  work,  Dr.  Reinecke  told  me 
during  one  of  his  numerous  visits  to  pier  11,  which  you  might  say  was  head- 
quarters both  for  IliWU  and  the  Communist  Party,  that  the  executive  board  of 
the  party  had  assigned  to  the  Kaimuki  and  Moilili  groups  the  job  of  strengthen- 
ing the  Hawaii  Youth  for  Democracy.  Reinecke  was  once  a  teacher  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Hawaii.    Charles  Fujimoto  was  chairman  of  the  Moilili  group  and  a 
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chemist  employed  by  the  university.    It  was  natural  that  these  two  should  be- 
come most  active  in  promoting  Hawaii  Youth  for  Democracy. 

Other  members  of  the  Moilili  group  were  Wilfred  Oka,  Koichi  Imt)ri,  Ralph 
Tokunaga,  and  Jeanette  Nakama,  in  whose  house  at  Kaihee  Lane  the  group  usu- 
ally met.  A  word  should  be  said  about  the  occupations  of  some  of  these  people. 
Wilfred  Oka  was  once  with  the  YMCA.  From  there  he  went  to  the  Carpenters 
Union  (AFL)  as  assistant  business  agent.  When  he  was  forced  out  he  secured 
a  job  with  the  teamsters  union.  He  was  assigned  first,  if  I  remember  rightly, 
to  organize  Honolulu's  taxi  drivers.  This  was  around  October  or  November  of 
1945,  or  perhaps  even  earlier.  While  he  was  with  the  teamsters,  Oka  was  re- 
cruited for  the  party  by  Imori  in  January  1946,  after  which  he  brought  about  a 
switch  in  the  affiliation  of  the  taxi  drivers  from  AFL  to  Culinary  and  Service 
Workers  Union  (CIO)  organized  by  Ralph  Vossbrink.  At  this  particular  time 
the  party  line  required  that  party  members  do  all  in  their  power  to  secure  the 
afl51iation  of  as  many  AFL  unions  as  possible  with  the  CIO.  Oka,  as  a  good  party 
member,  immediately  went  to  work  as  a  kind  of  casual  organizer  for  CIO  unions 
in  Hawaii,  all  of  which  are,  more  or  less,  controlled  by  the  Communist  Party 
through  party  members  placed  in  strategic  positions  in  these  unions. 

Koichi  Imori  received  his  training  in  trade  union  work  from  the  local  Brewery 
Workers  Union  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  James  Cooley.  This  was  back  in 
1938^1.  For  a  short  period  Imori  was  trying  to  interest  garage  and  service  sta- 
tion employees  in  the  United  Auto  Workers  of  America  (CIO).  This  union  was 
too  long  making  up  its  mind  whether  or  not  to  grant  a  charter  over  here,  so  Imori 
got  himself  a  job  with  Morgan  Haywood,  business  representative  of  the  Inter- 
national Association  of  Machinists,  an  independent  union.  He  was  forced  out  of 
this  job  and  was  picked  up  by  Mr.  Arthur  Rutledge  of  the  AFL  Teamsters  on 
November  1,  1946.  He  was  given  a  job  as  business  agent  of  local  904,  Gasoline 
and  Oil  Drivers  Union. 

The  party  was  much  in  favor  of  having  party  members  like  Imori  occupy  key 
positions  in  unions  like  the  Machinists  and  Teamsters.  Imori  was,  in  fact,  a  use- 
ful pipeline  of  information  for  the  party.  From  discussions  within  the  party,  in 
which  I  myself  participated,  I  believe  it  is  correct  to  say  that  Imori  was  planted, 
first  in  the  machinists  then  in  the  teamsters,  by  the  party  itself.  Later  Rutledge 
assigned  Imori  to  help  Mookini  raid  the  ILWU  in  the  pineapple  industry.  You 
will  remember  Mookini  was  ousted  from  the  ILWU  as  president  of  the  Pineapple 
Union,  Local  152.  This  assignment  was  too  much  for  Imori.  He  resigned  May  23, 
1947,  and  Rutledge  publicly  denounced  him  as  a  Communist.  Rutledge  had  dis- 
covered he  was  taking  subscriptions  among  the  AFL  members  for  the  People's 
World,  and  Rutledge,  with  some  justification,  said  that  the  People's  World  is 
the  west  coast  edition  of  the  Daily  Worker,  New  York  publication  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  of  the  United  States  of  Ajnerica. 

Ralph  Tokunaga  of  the  Moilili  cell  was  president  of  the  Marine  Engineering  and 
Dry  Dock  Workers  Union,  aflSliated  with  the  ILWU.    It  is  not  an  accident  or  a  . 
coincidence  that  Tokunaga  is  president  of  this  union.    The  party  planned  it  that 
way.    The  party  needs  people  it  can  trust  in  such  positions,  and  who  could  be 
more  trustworthy  from  a  Communist  Party  point  of  a  view  than  a  party  member? 

Jeanette  Nakama  at  one  time  was  secretary  to  the  port  agent  of  the  National 
Maritime  Union  (CIO)  in  Honolulu.  She  resigned  at  about  the  time  President 
Curran  of  the  NMU  was  denouncing  President  Harry  Bridges  of  the  ILWU  and 
the  Communists  within  his  own  union.  Later  I  read  in  the  newspapers  that  she 
had  joined  the  staff  of  the  department  of  public  welfare  in  Honolulu. 

The  next  cell  or  fraction  is  the  Manoa  group — the  most  important  of  them  all. 
This  fraction  included  Jack  Hall,  his  wife  Yoshiko  Hall,  David  Thompson,  re- 
search director  of  ILWU,  Robert  McElrath,  international  representative  of  ILWU 
and  Pauline  Rosenthal,  oflSce  manager  of  ILWU  offices  at  pier  11. 

The  Puunui  group  was  an  offshoot  of  the  Waikiki  cell  which  had  been  split 
into  three  groups,  Puunui,  Manoa,  and  Moilili.  The  Puunui  group  was  first  or- 
ganized in  August  1946,  at  a  regular  Wednesday  night  meeting  of  the  Waikiki 
group,  which  in  this  case  was  held  in  my  home  at  2714  Liliha  Street.  Later  it 
met  regularly  at  this  address.  The  reason  for  forming  the  Puunui  group  was 
that  the  original  group  was  getting  too  large  and  it  was  becoming  more  difficult 
to  keep  these  meetings  secret.  Chairman  of  the  group  was  Ralph  Vossbrink  and 
the  treasurer  was  Willis  Wong.  Other  members  were :  Easter  Doyle,  of  the  Dry 
Dock  Workers  Union  and  president  of  the  Oahu  Council ;  Wallace  Ho,  an  em- 
ployee of  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards,  active  also  in  organizing  the  Culinary 
and  Service  Workers  Union  with  Vossbrink ;  and  Rachel  Saiki,  who  was  a  star 
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witness  in  the  NLRB  S.  H.  Kress  case  in  1938,  and  who  assisted  in  organizing 
Spud's  Laundry  when  she  was  for  a  time  employed  there.  After  I  was  in 
disgrace  with  the  party  for  supporting  that  long-time  friend  of  labor,  Mr.  Borth- 
wick,  in  the  delegate  race,  this  group  met  in  Wally  Ho's  home  at  62  Laimi  Road. 
The  McCabe  group  (mostly  employees  of  the  McCabe  Co.)  was  led  by  Jack 
Kawano,  president  of  Local  137,  ILWU,  and  later  temporary  president  of  the 
consolidated  waterfront  local  which  included  longshoremen  all  .over  the  Territory. 
Other  members  were  Ben  "Big  Nose"  Kaahawinui  and  Julian  Napuuuui,  an 
executive  board  member  of  local  137.  The  Castle  and  Cooke  group  was  composed 
mostly  of  employees  of  Castle  &  Cooke  Terminals.  Eileen  Fujimoto,  wife  of 
Charles  Fujimoto,  was  chairman  and  also  a  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the 
Communist  Party,  representing  this  group.  She  earns  her  living  as  secretary  to 
Jack  Kawano.  Another  member  was  Joseph  "Joe  Blurr"  Kealalio,  who  was  vice 
president  of  ILWU  Local  137.  Another  was  Richard  Shigemitsu,  executive 
board  member  of  local  137,  who  was  also  elected  by  secret  order  of  the  party  to 
the  committee  for  maritime  unity,  about  April  1946. 

Early  in  1946  all  members  of  the  ILWU,  who  were  also  members  of  the  party, 
made  up  a.  group  generally  referred  to  as  the  ILWU  group.  Later  it,  like  the 
Waiki  group,  became  too  large  and  was  split  up  into  three — Castle  and  Cooke, 
McCabe,  and  the  Sugar  group.  I  attended  many  meetings  of  the  ILWU  group 
when  it  met  at  Kimoto's  home  at  2162  Makanani  Drive  in  Alewa  Heights.  These 
meetings  discussed  such  matters  as  the  CMU  convention,  ILWU-PAC,  the  coming 
struggle  in  sugar,  etc. 

As  to  the  CMU  convention,  it  happened  that  there  were  too  many  Communist 
Party  members  in  the  ILWU  who  wished  to  run  for  delegate  in  the  Unity  con- 
ference in  San  Francisco  and  there  were  intelligent  non-Communist  union  mem- 
bers who  also  made  the  race  for  delegate.  The  ILWU  is  entitled  to  5  delegates, 
2  from  the  waterfront  and  8  for  sugar,  pineapple,  and  miscellaneous.  As  regional 
director  of  the  ILWU,  Jack  Hall  appointed  the  delegates  except  those  for  the 
longshoremen.  This  could  not  happen  to  the  waterfront  local  because  it  is  under 
the  control  of  Jack  Kawano,  its  president,  and  there  were  too  many  experienced 
longshore  union  men  who  were  anxious  to  go  to  San  Francisco  themselves.  The 
nominations  were  by  petition,  I  believe.  At  any  rate,  there  were  too  many 
nominations.  In  the  ILWU  cell  of  the  Communist  Party,  the  situation  was  dis- 
cussed and  plans  made  to  solve  the  problem  of  too  many  candidates.  In  the  cell 
meeting  (I  was  there  and  heard  it  all)  Richard  Shigemitsu  of  local  137  was 
selected  as  the  party  candidate  to  run  with  Harry  Kamoku  of  the  Hilo  Union, 
Local  136.  Other  party  members  were  ordered  to  decline  in  favor  of  Shigemitsu. 
In  obedience  to  the  order  Jack  Kawano  and  Joseph  Kealalio  and  Ben  Kaahawinui 
declined  nominations.  The  next  problem  was  to  get  the  rank  and  file  of  the 
union  to  vote  for  the  party  candidates  rather  than  for  the  non-Communists. 
There  were  two  such  non-Communist  candidates  on  the  ballot,  Yoruku  Fukuda, 
long  time  executive  board  member  of  local  137,  later  cochairman  with  Marshall 
McEuen  of  ILWU-PAC,  and  a  Mr.  Hoopili.  Fukuda  was  popular  because  he  was 
an  oldtimer,  coolheaded,  intelligent,  and  one  of  those  who  did  much  to  build 
the  ILWU  in  the  early  days.  Shigemitsu  on  the  other  hand,  was  hotheaded, 
arbitrary  and  abusive.  He  was  particularly  unpopular  with  the  Japanese  be- 
cause whenever  they  were  slow  to  accept  or  understand  his  Communist  propa- 
ganda he  would  call  them  "Buddaheads"  and  other  uncomplimentary  names. 

At  the  cell  meeting  it  was  decided,  however,  that  all  party  members  were  to 
"go  all  out"  for  Harry  Kamoku  and  Richard  Shigemitsu.  The  popularity  of 
Kawano,  "Big  Nose"  Kaahawinui,  Levi  Kealoha,  and  John  Elias  did  the  job  for 
Shigemitsu.  All  the  above-named  Communists  pleaded  with  the  workers  to 
vote  for  Kamoku  and  Shigemitsu.  The  result  was  that  Kamoku  and  Shigemitsu 
went  to  the  conference  of  the  Committee  for  Maritime  Unity  as  longshore  dele- 
gates. The  party  discipline  and  organization  won  against  popular  candidates 
with  no  machine  backing. 

The  story  I  have  just  told  you  is  important  because  it  gives  a  good  example  of 
the  technique  by  which  the  Communist  Party,  though  small  in  membership,  can 
and  does  control  the  ILWU  here,  a  union  claiming  between  30,000  and  40,000 
members.  Until  the  rank  and  file  understand  the  Communist  Party  methods  of 
control,  and  learn  to  combat  them  by  counterorganization,  the  Communist  Party 
will  continue  its  control.  In  sugar,  in  pineapple,  and  in  PAC  similar  methods 
were  used  with  the  same  results. 

Returning  to  these  Oahu  Communist  cells,  another  was  the  Punchbowl  group. 
It  was  composed  of  office  workers  and  so-called  intellectuals.     David  Hyun,  a 
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young  Korean,  was  the  leader  of  the  group  and  its  delegate  to  the  executive  board 
of  the  Communist  Party.  I  have  no  information  about  this  group  except  that 
Hyun  definitely  did  represent  the  group  on  the  executive  board. 

Out  in  the  country  there  was  the  Waipahu  group,  including  Tadashi  Castner 
Ogawa,  president  of  the  sugar  local  145,  unit  No.  1,  and  "Major"  Hideo  Okada, 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  local.  Another  party  member  of  this  group  assigned 
to  build  up  the  Communist  Party  in  Kahuku  was  Harry  Shigemitsu,  brother 
of  Richard.     He,  too,  was  a  business  agent. 

On  the  other  islands  there  are  Communist  Party  cells.  On  Kauai  the  group 
includes  Robert  Kunimura,  president,  of  the  Kauai  sugar  local,  No.  149,  whose 
election  was  planned  and  achieved  by  the  party  last  year.  Another  is  Yoshikazu 
Morimoto,  secretary-treasurer  of  local  149.  Under  the  new  consolidation  which 
has  recently  taken  place,  two  new  business  agents  were  appointed  for  Kauai.  I 
know  both  are  Communists  because  I  got  to  know  them  in  the  party.  In  fact, 
they  were  recruited  just  before  I  resigned.  Slim  Shimizu  and  Frank  Silva,  the 
latter  once  a  field  luna  on  McBryde  plantation.  Here's  the  picture  for  you. 
The  Communist  Party  plans  to  put  party  members  into  key  union  positions,  espe- 
cially positions  with  salaries  attached,  and  always  succeeds  because  there  is  no 
organized  opposition,  not  even  any  knowledge  among  most  of  the  members  about 
the  party  and  how  it  works. 

Sometimes  an  intelligent  non-Communist  who  believes  in  the  American  way 
and  has  helped  build  the  union,  wants  to  serve  the  union  in  an  official  capacity. 
Take  Representative  Matsuki  Arashiro,  who  long  before  the  war  was  president 
of  the  McBryde  sugar  local.  He  would  have  liked  to  have  been  appointed 
secretary-treasurer  or  business  agent  on  Kauai.  But  he  was  not  a  member  of 
the  Communist  Party  and  he  would  not  join.  I  know,  because  I  asked  him  to 
join.  And  I  didn't  ask  him  just  because  I  felt  like  it.  He  was  discussed  as  a 
prospect  by  the  party  and  it  was  decided  he  should  be  contacted.  He  made  no 
response.  Therefore  the  Communist  Party  could  not  trust  him  to  take  orders. 
Instead,  Morimoto  was  made  the  principal  representative  on  Kauai.  Arashiro 
was  passed  over  again  when  Shimizu  and  Silva  were  appointed  to  paid  positions. 

On  the  big  island  the  Communist  group  was  composed  of  Harry  Kamoku, 
president  of  ILWU,  local  136,  Bert  Nakano,  secretary-treasurer  of  local  136,  and 
Yasuki  Arakaki,  who  was  president  of  the  Olaa  Local  148.  Arakaki  was  a  fine 
exami»le  of  party  missionary  worker.  For  a  long  time  he  was  violently  opposed 
to  the  tactics  of  Jack  Hall  and  Frank  Thompson,  international  representative. 
He  was  against  consolidation  of  the  locals  and  bitterly  resented  dictation  by 
Hall  and  Thompson.  Something  had  to  be  done  about  him.  Early  in  1946  12 
ILWU  people  were  hand-picked  by  Comrade  Jack  Hall,  regional  director  of 
ILWU,  to  go  to  San  Francisco  for  training,  not  to  mention  indoctx-ination.  Hall, 
assisted  by  McElrath  and  other  top  union  leaders,  who,  of  course,  were  also  top 
party  members,  made  up  a  list  of  union  members  who  were  either  Communists 
or  good  prospects  for  the  party.  Arakaki  had  militance  and  intelligence.  Inside 
the  party  he  could  be  very  useful.  Outside  the  party  he  could  be,  and  was,  a 
trouble  maker.  Therefore,  he  must  be  recruited  and  then  made  subject  to  party 
discipline.  So  he  and  Thomas  Yagi,  secretary-ti-easurer  of  local  144  (Maui), 
both  non-Communists,  were  selected  to  go  to  San  Francisco  to  imdergo  training 
for  union  leadership.  The  night  l)efore  Arakaki  left  on  the  boat,  Kimoto  and 
Charles  and  Eileen  Fujimoto  talkpd  to  him  until  3  o'clock  in  the  morning. 
Finally  they  persuaded  him  to  join  the  party.  The  argument  that  won  him  over 
was  that  joining  the  party  was  the  only  way  to  control  Hall  and  Thompson 
because  they,  too,  were  subject  to  party  discipline.  I  was  not  present  during 
Arakaki's  conversion  to  communism.  I  only  know  what  the  Fujimotos  them- 
selves told  me  about  his  conversion  and  that  he  has  since  been  a  party  comrade. 

When  he  arrived  in  San  Francisco,  he  was  made  much  of,  had  his  picture  and 
an  article  in  the  Dispatcher,  oflicial  organ  of  the  international  union.  Overnight 
he  became  a  big  shot.  More  important,  he  now  obeys  orders  without  question. 
However,  the  party  was  not  successful  in  converting  Yagi.  Morimoto,  then  a 
recent  convert,  told  me  that  the  reason  the  party  could  not  get  Yagi  was  because 
he  was  a  Roman  Catholic. 

That,  I  think,  is  sufficient  about  the  party  cells.  A  little  shoidd  be  added  about 
the  structure  of  the  party  in  Hawaii,  which  follows  the  mainland  pattern.  Each 
cell  or  group  elects  a  delegate  to  the  executive  board  which  is  the  supreme 
authority  in  Hawaii,  but  in  turn  is  responsible  to  California.  Before  I  resigned 
in  November  1946,  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii  was 
as  follows  :  Denichi  Jack  Kimoto,  chairman ;  Dr.  John  Reinecke,  treasurer ;  also 
James  Freeman,  Mrs.  Ah  Quong,  (Robert)  McElrath,  Jack  H.  Kawano,  Charles 
Fujimoto,  Eileen  Fujimoto,  Ralph  Vossbrink,  and  David  Hyun.    James  Freeman 
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was  the  full-time  party  organizer  for  the  Territory  and  was  sent  from  California 
to  do  party  work  exclusively. 

The  executive  board  elects  a  smaller  secretariat  to  carry  on  between  meetings 
of  the  executive  board.  In  1946  it  consisted  of  Dr.  John  Reinecke,  Kimoto,  and 
James  Freeman.  It  made  decisions  which  could  not  wait  until  regular  executive 
board  meetings.  In  addition  to  those  on  the  regular  executive  board,  Jack  Hall, 
Robert  McElrath,  and  other  important  party  members  such  as  Henry  Schmidt, 
are  called  in  when  more  important  and  immediate  problems  are  up  for  discussion. 
Also,  outside  island  members,  such  as  Arakaki,  Kamoku,  and  Morimoto,  attend 
meetings  of  the  executive  board  when  the  unions  they  represent  send  them  to 
Honolulu  and  pay  their  exi)enses.  We  might  say  that  the  union  feeds  the  party 
and  in  return  the  party  controls  the  union  in  the  interests  of  party  policies  and 
objectives.  These  i)olicies  and  objectives,  of  course,  are  geared  to  the  policies 
and  objectives  of  the  Soviet  Union.    If  the  one  changes,  the  other  changes.

PREFACE 

Popularisation  of  the  movement  in  Hawaii — how  should  the  movement  in  Hawaii 
be  promoted? 

The  proletarian  youth  movement  should  not  be  directed  toward  the  Socialists 
and  the  somewhat  aroused  and  conscious  laborers  alone.  It  should  also  be 
directed  towards  the  laborers,  who  are  suffering  from  political  oppression  in  this 
modern  capitalistic  society,  to  arouse  and  accelerate  their  political  dissatisfaction 
and  discontent.  It  should  be  offensively  promoted  into  a  popular,  systematized 
undertaking  by  exposing  the  scandalous  crimes  of  the  ruling  classes. 

Judging  from  the  conditions  in  Hawaii  today,  [we  find  that]  the  poverty  of 
the  laborers  and  their  discontent,  dissatisfaction  and  antagonism  toward  the 
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capitalistic  administration  of  today  are  greater,  if  not  worse,  than  in  other 
countries.  Although  they  are  demanding  various  resistance  against  present-day 
society,  there  are  no  good  leaders  and  popular  organs,  based  on  Marxism,  to  lead 
and  urge  them  on.  The  unemployed  Filipino  demonstration,  the  movement  to  get 
a  lower  electric  rate  for  laborers,  the  demand  for  higher  pay  of  the  Japanese  un- 
employment relief  workers  and  the  opposition  against  the  dollar  a  month  tuition 
for  high  school  students  are  excellent  opportunities  for  the  recruiting  of  laborers 
and  students  into  our  organization.  In  spite  of  this,  the  proletarian  organizations 
in  Hawaii  are  indifferent  to  these  facts  and  are  making  no  effort  to  popularize 
the  Marxist  movement  through  the  execution  of  these  problems. 

Through  this  organ,  through  study  groups  and  lectures  and,  going  a  step 
further,  through  practice,  we  should  accelerate  the  antagonism  against  present- 
day  society  appearing  in  various  forms  and  shapes  and  work  on  the  widespread 
oppressed  masses  with  a  conscious  and  planned  leadership  and  a  movement,  based 
on  the  guiding  spirit  of  Marxism  and  Leninism,  thus  making  our  contact  with 
them  as  intimate  as  possible  through  it. 

Only  when  this  class  mission  is  carried  out  will  the  consolidation  of  the  unor- 
ganized laboring  masses  of  Hawaii  will  be  possible.  And  that  task  will,  of  neces- 
sity, be  a  task  that  must  be  carried  out  by  proletarian  youth.  Therefore,  based 
on  a  popular  foundation,  this  organization  should  endeavor  to  create  a  foothold 
within  student,  youth,  and  other  organizations  and  plan  to  keep  in  touch  with 
and  unite  with  them.  We  should  not  merely  restrict  ourselves  to  an  interest 
in  Marxism  and  in  the  various  problems  in  Hawaii,  but  should  manifest  our  de- 
termination to  participate  courageously  in  this  movement  and  carry  out  the 
mission  as  members  of  the  proletarian  movement  in  Hawaii. 

Brief  comments  on  Hawaiian  events 

Strikes  are  gradually  beginning  to  take  place  in  various  places  in  Hawaii.  The 
Filipino  strikes  at  Aiea  and  Waianae  are  examples.  Although  they  [the  labor- 
ers] have  been  driven  like  horses  and  cows  for  10  hours  [a  day]  and  have  been 
receiving  70  or  80  cents  a  day,  it  is  rather  strange  that  they  have  remained 
silent  until  today.  Furthermore,  since  unemployment  is  constantly  increasing, 
there  is  no  telling  when  an  incident  may  occur  in  Hawaii.  Even  on  the  main- 
land lately,  strikes  are  breaking  out  in  various  localities,  and  it  appears  that 
they,  for  the  most  part,  have  been  successful.  The  revolutionary  workers  of 
Hawaii  should  not  miss  the  opportunity  to  win  over  the  masses.  Regardless  of 
how  small  a  movement,  it  should  be  directly  supported  if  it  is  a  problem  that 
concerns  the  interests  of  the  proletariat.- 

The  workers  engaged  in  unemployment  relief  projects  have  had  their  wages 
reduced  by  15  percent  and  their  work  to  4  days  a  week.  Furthermore,  since  a 
portion  of  their  wages  is  taxed,  the  poor  are  suffering  by  becoming  poorer.  Since 
they  are  gradually  awakening  to  what  they  are,  the  revolutionary  workers  who 
have  infiltrated  the  relief  projects  should  establish  liaison  with  the  secretariat 
of  this  magazine  and  start  a  movement  to  win  over  the  unorganized  laborers. 

In  view  of  the  times,  the  antihigh  school  $10  ttiition  movement,  started  with 
the  Maui  Doshi  Kai  as  leader,  is  a  movement  that  cannot  be  ignoretl.  Since  it 
has  already  passed  the  lower  house  [of  the  legislature]  an  "anti"  resolution 
should  be  forwarded  to  the  Governor  to  protest  against  the  high-handed  oppres- 
sion against  the  proletarian  citizens.  Since  this  is  a  movement  not  only  of  the 
Maui  Doshi  Kai,  but  also  of  the  proletarian  students  of  Hawaii,  it  is  a  movement 
in  which  the  comrades  on  each  island  should  unite  and  take  part.  Fighters  of 
the  Hibana  and  the  Hawaii  Yuai  Kai,  rouse  yourselves  into  action. 

The  picnic  of  the  Maui  Doshi  Kai  was  indeed  colossal.  The  Maui  Doshi  Kai 
is  the  only  popular  organization  in  Hawaii.  Its  revolutionary  leaders  should 
guide  the  masses  tinder  the  guiding  principles  of  Marxism  and  Leninism,  and 
through  the  efforts  of  its  revolutionary  leaders,  the  organization  will  become 
a  revolutionary  one  and  will  be  able  to  win  over  the  greater  portion  of  the  masses.

"Let  us  wish  for  our  brothers  in  other  countries,  that  their  fight  may  very  soon 
result  in  the  desired  victory ;  that  the  time  may  soon  come  when  there  are  neither 
masters  nor  slaves,  neither  capitalists  nor  workers,  when  all  will  work  equally 
and  all  will  enjoy  life  reasonably  and  on  equal  terms. 

"Comrades,  if  we  act  unitedly  and  harmoniously,  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  we,  also,  in  firmly  welded  ranks,  shall  be  able,  without  distinction  of  race 
or  creed,  openly  to  join  this  common  fight  of  all  the  workers  of  all  countries 
against  the  capitalists  in  the  whole  world. 

"Our  muscular  arm  will  be  raised  and  the  shameful  chains  of  slavery  will 
fall ;  the  working  people  of  our  Russian  country  will  rise,  and  the  capitalists 
and  all  other  enemies  of  the  working  class  will  be  filled  with  terror. 

"Comrades !  The  crises  of  capitalism  are  deepening  day  by  day,  and  the  con- 
flict of  the  present  social  system  are  known  by  every  workingmen  who  are  in  a 
poor  condition.  Now  it  is  the  best  time  to  fight  against  the  capitalists.  Wake 
up  every  proletariat !" 

[Issue  of  April-May  1934] 

This  issue  of  Toso  contains  many  items  extolling  the  virtues  of  Soviet  Russia 
and  features  the  writings  of  a  number  of  contemporary  Russian  Communists. 
Among  such  items  are : 

(A)  A  translation  of  Molotov's  speech,  "The  16th  Anniversary  of  the 
October  Revolution." 

(B)  A  translation  of  the  first  chapter  of  a  book  Capitalism,  written  by 
Govlenko  [phonetic],  presented  in  Toso  under  the  caption,  "Proletarian 
Political  Science." 

( C )  The  first  of  a  series  on  daily  life  in  Farm-Labor  Russia. 

A  lengthy  article,  not  reproduced  in  this  appendix,  presents  a  plan  for  "Organiz- 
ing and  Strengthening  the  Proletarian  Movement  in  Hawaii."     It  provides  a 
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plan  for  organizing  Marxists  into  basic  units  (cells),  for  having  district  com- 
mittees on  each  major  island,  and  for  establishing  a  Territorial  central  com- 
mittee. The  article  argues  the  need  for  recruiting  new  members  and  for  the 
distribution  at  cost  of  Marxist  and  Communist  newspapers  to  workers  on  the 
plantations  and  in  the  cities.  It  is  further  urged  that  "the  comrades  on  Maui 
should  take  positive  action  to  join  the  Maui  Doshi  Kai,"  which  should  have 
representation  on  the  central  committee  of  the  Territory-wide  Marxist  or- 
ganization. 

Concerning  the  observance  of  May  1  each  year,  another  article  argues  that 
Lei  Day  (May  1)  in  Hawaii  is  a  capitalist  institution  "to  benumb  the  dissatis- 
faction of  the  workers,"  whereas  in  Socialist  countries  May  1  is  "the  day 
to  hold  a  world  demonstration  to  show  international  brotherhood  and  class  unity 
of  the  workers  of  the  world."    The  article  concludes : 

"*  *  *  Prom  a  class  point  of  view,  we  Japanese  should  take  joint  action  with 
them  [the  Filipino  workers]  and  make  every  effort  to  abolish  Lei  Day  and  to 
inaugurate  May  Day  in  Hawaii." 

The  balance  of  this  annex  contains  translations  of  other  articles  in  the 
April-May  1934  issue. 

PREFACE 

The  bourgeois  nations  of  the  world  all  are  clamoring  for  an  imperialistic  war. 
The  armament  expansion  of  the  bourgeois  governments  greatly  thickens  the 
dark  clouds  of  burglary  war,  and  it  must  be  said  that  it  is  indeed  very  regrettable 
that  even  the  proletarian  masses  are  blindly  following  the  bourgeoisie  and  are 
clamoring  for  a  bourgeois  war. 

An  imperialistic  war  is  a  burglary  war  of  the  bourgeoisie,  whose  aim  is  the 
depredation  of  colonial  settlements.  Through  this  desperate  measure,  the 
capitalists,  adopting  a  policy  to  tide  them  over  their  own  panic  and  prey  upon  the 
proletarian  masses,  will  loot  the  colonial  settlements.  The  Manchurian  problem 
in  the  Orient  is  a  historical  fact  that  proves  this.  The  fact  that  a  bourgeois 
war  is  nothing  but  a  scheme  to  expand  the  rights  and  interests  of  capitalists  who 
prey  upon  the  working  masses,  should  be  readily  understood  from  the  bitter  ex- 
perience of  the  European  War  [1914-18],  and  the  sufferings  our  farmers  and 
laborers  experienced  as  a  result  of  it  are  still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  all.  The 
bourgeoisie  is  again  attempting  to  bring  upon  the  working  masses  these  suffer- 
ings. Knowing  or  not  knowing  this,  the  laboring  masses  appear  to  be  intoxicated 
with  joy  for  war.  It  is  indeed  shameful  that  the  laboring  masses  are  in  such 
an  apathetic  state  and  are  carrying  out  anticlass  actions,  and  it  consequently 
means  nothing  but  the  shackling  of  the  proletarian  class. 

What  should  we  poletarians,  confronted  by  this  crisis,  do?  This  is  a  serious 
problem.  The  proletariat  of  every  nation  should  band  together  under  the  ban- 
ner of  Marxism  to  reject  flatly  the  burglary  policy  of  the  bourgeoisie  and  under- 
take an  antiwar  demonstration  at  this  time,  and  they  should  protect  Soviet 
Russia,  the  fatherland  of  farmers  and  laborers,  and  support  the  development  of 
Soviet  China.  Tliis  is  the  problem  cast  before  the  eyes  of  the  laboring  masses. 
If  this  movement  is  ignored,  the  freedom  of  the  proletariat  cannot  be  realized.

Dear  comrades,  16  years  have  passed  since  the  founding  of  the  Soviet  Union, 
the  fatherland  of  the  proletarians,  and  through  the  untiring  struggle  of  you 
dear  comrades  she  has  developed  day  by  day  into  a  state  not  permitting  the  opti- 
mism of  the  bourgeoisie.  The  5-year  plan  has  been  accomplished  successfully, 
and  the  second  5-year  plan  will  show  to  the  world  the  further  greatness  of  the 
Soviet  Union.  As  a  result,  the  life  of  our  comrades  in  that  country  will  be  im- 
proved ;  the  uneducated  will  be  educated ;  the  unemployed  will  be  given  work ;

THE   FIRST   ANNIVERSARY   OF   TOSO 

THE   AGGRAVATION    OF   CLASS    STRUGGLEI  IN    HAWAII 

IS   THE   IMPORTANT    MISSION    OF   TOSO 

By  Hisakichi  Muneyama 

It  was  in  April  of  last  year  that  our  Toso  was  published  with  the  class  fighting 
spirit  of  revolutionary  youth  and  the  class  support  of  the  enthusiastic  workers 
in  various  localities.  It  has  published  six  issues  since,  and  this  month  is  its  first 
anniversary.  We  are  happy  to  publish  and  send  to  the  comrades  in  the  various 
localities  tliis  commemoration  number  to  celebrate  this  memorable  first  anniver- 
sary and  May  Day. 

When  we  review  the  proletarian  movement  of  Toso  for  the  past  j^ear,  we  real- 
ize that  our  efforts,  from  the  international  revolutionary  standpoint,  have  been 
very  insignificant.  Of  course,  w^e  exerted  considerable  elTort  among  the  first  gen- 
eration Japanese  and  achieved  considerable  success  in  the  recruitment  of  com- 
rades tlirough  the  discussion  meetings  held  in  various  localities.  However,  on 
discovering  that  our  proletarian  movement  was  not  effective  by  directing  it  only 
toward  the  understanding  portion  of  the  workers,  we  began  the  publication  of  an 
English  section  as  a  first  step  toward  the  recruitment  of  American  citizens  of 
Japanese  ancestry.  On  the  other  hand,  we  urged  the  purchasing  and  reading  of 
proletarian  literature  written  in  English,  but  for  several  reasons  it  made  no 
progress  and  resulted  only  in  making  a  portion  of  the  American  citizens  of 
Japanese  ancestry  understand.  Such  aspects  as  these,  I  believe,  should  be  ser- 
iously reconsidered.  Furthermore,  some  of  tlie  reasons  contributing  to  tlie  failure 
of  our  plan  to  make  sufficient  progress  were  as  follows : 

1.  The  inability  to  create  circles  within  the  camps  because  of  interference 
with  the  discussion  meetings  held  in  the  plantation  camps. 

2.  The  failure  to  promote  an  organized  movement  aimed  at  solidarity,  be- 
cause of  unsatisfactory  liaison  with  the  young  comrades  on  the  other  islands. 

3.  Tlie  failure  to  hold  study  meetings  among  our  comrades  systematically. 

4.  The  impossbiility  of  working  thoroughly  on  the  American  citizens  of 
Japanese  ancestry. 

5.  The  failure  of  the  movement  to  develop  into  an  international  one  because 
of  inability  to  establish  class  contact  with  the  fighters  of  other  nationalities. 

6.  The  counter-measures  of  bourgeois  education  given  to  our  young  boys 
and  girls. 

The  above  mentioned  movements  are  the  important  tasks  assigned  to  our  Toso, 
and  they  are  matters  that  should  be  absolutely  realized  regardless  of  the  diffi- 
culties confronted.  Fortunately,  our  comrades  lately  have  come  to  reconsider 
these  aspects  and  since  they  recognize  the  importance  of  the  recruitment  of 
American  citizens  of  Japanese  ancestry  and  the  establishment  of  class  liaison 
with  young  comrades  on  the  other  islands,  they  are  making  preparations  for  the 
holding  of  a  delegates'  conference  and  our  movement  eventually  will  become 
greatly  revolutionized  and  organized  through  tlie  efforts  of  our  young  comrades. 
The  strengthening  of  the  Hawaiian  proletarian  movement,  which   has  failed 
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several  times  in  the  past,  and  its  structure  should  be  furthered  into  an  interna- 
tional and  revolutionary  one  through  the  liquidation  of  the  bad  aspects  learned 
through  bitter  failures. 

The  workers  of  Hawaii,  deprived  of  their  freedom  to  a  greater  extent  than  the 
workers  in  any  other  country,  are  awaiting  for  the  development  of  the  proletarian 
movement.  Consequently,  we  firmly  believe  that  considerable  results  will  be 
achieved  should  an  international  proletarian  movement,  supported  by  the  unity 
of  the  revolutionary  comrades,  be  carried  out.  On  welcoming  May  Day  and  the 
first  anniversary  of  Toso,  we,  young  comrades  in  Hawaii,  should  band  together 
more  firmly  and  make  the  proletarian  movement  in  Hawaii  a  revolutionary  one. 

LATE  EDITORIAL   NOTES 

Through  the  enthusiastic  support  of  the  revolutionary  workers  of  Hawaii,  we 
have  been  able  to  present  to  you  the  first  issue  of  the  second  volume  of  Toso. 

The  promotion  of  an  international  revolutionary  labor  movement  and  the  ag- 
gravation of  the  class  struggle  in  Hawaii  have  greatly  increased  the  importance 
of  the  mission  assigned  to  Toso.  The  class  support  and  cooperation  of  you,  the 
revolutionary  workers,  will  enable  the  fulfillment  of  Toso's  mission. 

Take  a  copy  of  Toso  to  your  projects,  your  factories,  your  villages,  your  planta- 
tions, your  places  of  work  and  aboard  ships.

IN    THE    UNITED    STATES    DISTRICT    COURT    FOR    THE    TERRITORY 

OF  HAWAII 

United   States  of  Amesiica,   Plaintiff  vs.  John  L.  Akana,  Defendant 

Criminal  No.  10,336  and  other  consolidated  cases 

ORAL    OPINION 

Hon.  Delbebt  E.  Metzgee,  Judge. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing  the  court  announced  that  it  would  enter  a 
judgment  of  acquittal  as  to  the  remaining  34  defendants,  5  of  the  39  defendants 
having  been  acquitted  in  former  proceedings. 

Defendants'  counsel  having  made  a  lengthy  statement  and  read  a  mimber  of 
editorials  from  the  Honolulu  Advertiser  and  the  Star-Bulletin  published  after 
the  congressional  Un-American  Committee's  hearing  at  which  the  defendants 
refused  to  answer  questions  upon  the  grounds  of  self-incrimination,  and  counsel 
having  asked  the  court  to  instruct  the  United  States  attorney  to  bring  these 
publications  before  the  grand  jury  as  contempt  of  court  cases,  the  judge 
remarked : 

"I  don't  advise  the  United  States  attorney  as  to  his  duties.  Now,  so  far  as 
you  have  made  it  known  to  me  here,  these  matters  all  occurred  before  these  cases 
were  before  this  court.  If  counsel,  or  anyone  else  concerned,  feel  that  they 
have  been  libeled  or  damaged  in  their  profession  by  these  articles  or  editorials, 
they  would  have  their  recourse.  I  don't  feel  that  it  is  in  any  respect  incumbent 
upon  the  court  to  inaugurate  any  proceedings  of  any  sort  to  correct  that  kind  of 
publication  unless  or  until  it  gets  into  court  in  the  form  and  nature  which  would 
bring  some  proceeding  in  court. 
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"This  court  has  dealt  with  these  cases  just  as  it  conceives  the  law  to  be  in 
connection  with  them.  Tlie  court  certainly  doesn't  put  approval  on  the  matter 
of  anyone  being  in  a  position  where  they  find  that  it  might  incriminate  them  to 
answer  whether  they  are  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  or  in  any  way 
affiliated  with  it.  I  should  hope  that  the  defendants  here  would  not  get  in  a  posi- 
tion of  that  sort  again. 

"The  Communist  Party,  or  any  member  of  it,  have  their  rights  in  courts  of 
law  of  the  land,  according  to  the  understanding  of  the  court  as  to  the  meaning 
of  the  laws,  but  we  all  know  that  the  Communist  Party,  no  matter  what  good 
features  there  may  be  in  the  platform  in  certain  of  its  respects,  we  know  that 
it  is  in  very  ill  standing  throughout  the  United  States.  It  was  brought  into 
the  country  originally  from  a  foreign  country,  and  it  was  brought  in  for  the 
purposes  of  the  government  of  the  foreign  country. 

"Now,  I  don't  know  what  the  American  Communist  Party  is  or  how  much  it 
differs  from  the  Soviet  Communist  Party.  I  haven't  concerned  myself  about 
that.  But  I  do  know  that  there  hasn't  been  any  way  to  explain  to  the  American 
public  that  the  American  Communist  Party  is  not  an  offshoot  and  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  foreign  Soviet  Communist  Party.  And  I  know  that  there 
are  many  persons,  not  to  mention  the  numerous  publications  in  the  United  States, 
that  consider  the  Communist  Party  inimical  to  the  interests  of  America  and  the 
American  people.  So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  people  who  choose  to  may  belong 
to  it,  but  I  just  merely  express  the  hope  that  none  of  our  local  people  are  con- 
taminated and  brought  into  ill  will  of  others  in  the  community  by  association 
with  the  Communist  Party.  It  has  engendered  lots  of  ill  will  and  hatred,  and 
the  only  way  that  I  know  how  that  can  ever  be  overcome  is  that  the  Communist 
Party,  if  it  is  a  party,  or  the  people  who  express  themselves  as  being  Communists, 
that  they  simply  go  out  of  that  business  and  not  flaunt  it  amongst  others,  because 
as  long  as  they  do,  it  is  going  to  continue  to  make  lots  of  trouble  for  many  citi- 
zens, whether  they  are  involved  one  way  or  the  other  in  connection  with  them." 

The  court  later  extended  these  remarks  by  saying : 

"Because  of  the  fear  and  hatred  of  the  American  public  toward  communism 
there  has  grown  a  tendency  and  disposition  to  make  laws  toward  its  suppression 
and  toward  discovery  of  persons  who  are  members  of  such  organization  or  allied 
organizations ;  that  Congress  and  other  legislative  bodies  are  adopting  such  sup- 
pressive measures,  some  of  which  may  in  time  be  very  detrimental  in  general 
public  interests,  as  they  have  a  tendency  to  lead  toward  a  police  state  of  in- 
vestigation and  governance,  a  thing  abhorent  to  the  American  people.  Com- 
munistic propaganda  in  the  United  States  certainly  tends  to  promote  such  laws  as 
a  means  of  immediate  self-protection,  and  American  adherents  to  communism 
should  take  heed  as  to  what  they  are  doing." 

Annex  5 
Intebpeofessional  Association   (Honolulu  Chaptee)   and  Honolulu  Fobum 

The  Interprofessional  Association  and  its  successor,  the  Honolulu  Forum,  ex- 
isted in  Honolulu  during  the  period  October  1937  to  December  1941,  and  is  of 
particular  interest  because  it  was  the  first  large  organization  in  Hawaii  to  follow 
the  Communist  Party  line  and  because  it  was  the  Honolulu  affiliate  of  the 
National  Interprofessional  Association,  which  was  classified  as  a  Communist  front 
by  the  Massachusetts  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  in  1938  and 
by  a  similar  California  committee  in  1948.  Dr.  John  E.  Reinecke,  a  member  of 
the  prewar  central  committee  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  was  the 
moving  spirit  in  organizing  and  maintaining  the  Honolulu  chapter. 

The  aims  and  purposes  of  the  organization,  as  stated  on  its  membership  cards, 
were: 

"To  support  the  principles  of  democracy  in  every  field ;  to  combat  fascism  and 
all  other  undemocratic  movements  in  whatever  field  they  may  appear ;  to  uphold 
the  civil  liberties  of  the  people  of  Hawaii;  to  support  actively  the  unionization 
of  island  workers;  to  encourage  and  work  with  other  organizations  committed 
to  liberal  and  democratic  principles ;  in  short,  to  be  a  force  for  democracy  and 
liberalism  in  Hawaii." 

When  applying  for  membership,  the  individual  agreed  to  the  foregoing  prin- 
ciples of  the  organization  and  indicated  his  assent  through  his  signature  appended 
below  the  following  paragraph  which  appeared  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  card : 

"I  am  in  accord  with  the  above  principles  and  purposes  and  hereby  apply  for 
membership  in  the  Honolulu  Interprofessional  Association." 
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The  following  statement  of  purposes  is  taken  from  the  IPA's  proposed  consti- 
tution : 

"1.  The  Honolulu  chapter  of  the  Interprofessional  Association  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  chapter)  is  a  chapter  of  the  Interprofessional  Association,  a 
national  organization.  It  therefore  subscribes  to  the  general  policies  of  the 
Interprofessional  Association,  but  reserves  the  power  to  act  autonomously  and 
with  regard  to  local  conditions  and  needs. 

"2.  The  chapter  is  a  nonpartisan  organization.  It  is  not  affiliated  with  any 
political  party,  labor  union,  or  other  organization,  but  reserves  the  right  to 
cooperate  with  any  organization  and  to  endorse  such  of  its  policies  as  the  chapter 
deems  worthy  of  support,  without  being  committed  to  the  program  of  that 
organization. 

"3.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  chapter :  to  support  the  principles  of  democracy  in 
every  field;  to  combat  fascism  and  all  undemocratic  movements  in  whatever 
field  they  appear  ;  to  uphold  the  civil  liberties  of  the  people  of  Hawaii ;  to  support 
actively  unionization  of  Hawaiian  Island  workers ;  to  encourage  and  work  with 
other  organizations  committed  to  liberal  and  democratic  principles ;  in  short,  to 
be  a  force  for  democracy  and  liberalism  in  Hawaii." 

It  will  be  noted  that  while  the  IPA  was  specifically  dedicated  to  combating 
"fascism,"  it  did  not  oppose  communism.  This  is,  of  course,  characteristic  of 
pro-Communist  organizations,  and  implies  a  willingness  to  accept  one  form  of 
totalitarian  government  but  not  another. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  membership  of  the  organization  there  was  an  asso- 
ciate membership  for  persons  subscribing  to  the  policies  of  the  chapter  but  unable 
to  attend  meetings  regularly.  Like  the  active  members,  the  associate  members 
were  required  to  pay  regular  dues,  though  they  were  not  allowed  to  vote. 

The  dues  of  the  Interprofessional  Association  were  set  at  50  cents  for  6  months, 
payable  semiannually. 

When  the  Territorial  legislature  was  in  session  the  IPA  waged  a  campaign  to 
defeat  certain  legislation,  notably  a  bill  that  would  require  an  oath  of  allegiance 
from  public  employees  and  a  proposal  for  an  antisabotage  statute.  Such  legis- 
lation traditionally  has  been  opposed  by  the  Communist  Party  and  its  satellites. 

The  IPA  espoused  the  cause  of  labor  and  rendered  financial  and  moral  as- 
sistance to  local  labor  unions  and  their  leaders,  but  its  legislative  program  was 
largely  negative  in  character.  At  one  IPA  meeting  the  sentiment  was  expressed 
by  a  majority  of  members  present  that,  during  the  legislative  session  then  in 
progress,  the  main  effort  of  the  IPA  should  be  directed  toward  killing  legisla- 
tion rather  than  toward  getting  its  own  proposals  enacted. 

During  the  period  1938-40,  the  IPA  generally  met  biweekly  at  the  Honolulu 
YWCA  and  at  times  at  the  Church  of  the  Crossroads.  Meetings  usually  featured 
a  talk  by  a  competent  speaker,  such  as  a  University  of  Hawaii  professor,  a 
visiting  author,  or  a  labor  leader.  In  most  instances  these  talks  were  followed 
by  a  question-and-answer  discussion  period.  The  general  membership  meet- 
ings sometimes  were  followed  by  smaller  discussion  group  sessions  at  the  homes 
of  members. 

The  IPA  was  addressed  on  several  occasions  by  Jack  W.  Hall 
and  Jack  H.  Kawano,  leading  Communists  in  the  local  labor  movement  (who  did 
not,  however,  openly  reveal  their  Communist  Party  status),  and  by  Francis  H. 
Bartlett,  Jr.,  a  writer  and  "intellectual,"  whose  Communist  Party  membership 
was  announced  at  a  IPA  meeting. 

Throughout  its  existence  the  IPA  exhibited  an  unusually  sympathetic  interest 
in  the  Soviet  Union,  which  was  the  subject  of  many  talks  before  the  organiza- 
tion. Other  chief  foreign  topics  of  interest  to  the  IPA  were  China  and  Spain. 
Anna  Louise  Strong,  pro-Communist  writer  of  international  note,  addressed 
the  IPA.  One  of  its  members,  Samuel  Reisbord,  spoke  on  "Soviet  Art."  Dr. 
William  H.  Taylor  of  the  University  of  Hawaii  gave  a  talk  about  the  Ukraine, 
"the  bread  basket  of  Russia."  The  pro-Russia  bent  of  the  IPA  can  be  attributed 
partly  to  the  fact  that  at  least  seven  of  its  members  had  lived  in  or  had  visited 
Russia,  No  instance  is  known  of  the  IPA's  ever  having  taken  a  position  con- 
trary to  the  Communist  "line,"  and  it  is  known  that  the  organization  had  an 
"anti-anti-Communist"  characteristic,  that  is,  it  opposed  those  who  criticized 
Russia  or  Communism,  foreign  or  domestic. 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  the  membership  of  the  IPA,  Honolulu  chapter,  at 
one  time  or  another  included  at  least  20  persons  who  were  at  the  time  or  who 
subsequently  became  Communist  Party  members.  Prominent  in  the  activities  of 
the  organization,  and  an  officeholder  during  most  of  its  existence,  was  Dr.  John 
E.  Reinecke,  who  was  called  before  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Com- 
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mittee  iu  April  1950,  aud  refused  to  testify  concerning  his  Communist  activities. 
Dr.  Reinecke  and  his  wife,  Aiko  T.  Reinecke,  also  a  Communist,  were  charter 
members  of  the  Honolulu  chapter.  They  and  two  other  Communists,  Adele 
Kensinger  and  Ah  Quon  Leong,  were  active  in  directing  the  affairs  of  the  IPA 
and  in  shaping  its  policies. 

Many  of  the  individuals  who  applied  for  membership  in  the  IPA  were  sponsored 
by  persons  known  to  be  Communists.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  one  in- 
stance Dr.  Reinecke  and  Ah  Quon  Leong,  another  Communist  Party  member, 
sponsored  the  application  of  a  University  of  Hawaii  student  who  subsequently 
became  a  Communist  Party  member. 

The  IPA  was  made  up  of  a  fairly  representative  gioup  of  people  from  every 
walk  of  life,  including  housewives,  students,  members  of  the  Armed  Forces, 
and  labor  representatives,  and  was  not,  as  its  name  implies,  confined  to  tlie  pro- 
fessional class. 

The  average  attendance  at  meetings  of  the  IPA  at  the  height  of  its  existence 
was  about  80  persons,  but  interest  later  dropped  off  considerably  and  at  times 
there  were  but  10  present.  The  organization  increased  in  popularity  from  its 
inception  until  the  start  of  the  European  war  in  September  1939,  largely  be- 
cause its  original  program  was  not  objectionable.  However,  during  the  period  of 
the  Hitler-Stalin  Pact,  the  group's  conformance  to  the  Russian  "line"  alienated 
many  regular  attendants  and  caused  the  IPA  to  fall  into  increasing  disrepute. 

During  June  1940,  the  IPA  distributed  printed  "peace"  notices  through  the 
mails.    One  such  notice  printed  on  a  posted  card,  is  quoted  in  full : 

"it's  not  oub  war 

"1.  The  present  war  is  not  purely  one  of  right  versus  wrong.  American 
sympathy  for  the  Allies  must  not  blind  us  to  the  fact  that  rival  empires  are 
fighting — as  in  1914-18 — for  the  control  of  colonies  and  for  their  own  national 
interests.  Insofar  as  the  war  is  of  this  nature,  there  is  neither  reason  nor 
excuse  for  American  participation  in  it,  regardless  of  its  outcome. 

"2.  The  claim  of  Great  Britain  that  she  is  fighting  primarily  for  the  cause  of 
democracy  is  belied  by  her  refusal  to  grant  democratic  rights  to  the  great  ma- 
jority of  her  subject  peoples. 

"3.  If  America  is  drawn  into  the  war,  the  American  democratic  tradition  (al- 
ready attacked)  will  be  the  first  casualty.  We  cannot  serve  democracy  in  the 
world  if  we  sacrifice  democracy  at  home. 

"4.  The  immediate  duty  of  America  is  to  continue  the  task  of  building  a 
wholesome  civilization  within  our  own  borders.  'There  is  nothing  in  our 
present  emergency' — to  quote  our  President — 'to  justify  a  retreat,  any  retreat, 
from  any  of  our  social  objectives'.  But  if  we  join  the  war,  a  retreat  from  the 
American  way  of  life  is  inevitable. 

"We  must  meet  the  fatalist  propaganda,  'I  wonder  how  long  before  we  get  in?' 
with  the  challenge :  'We're  NOT  getting  in !     It's  not  our  war  !' 

"If  you  are  among  the  96  percent  of  Americans  who  want  to  stay  out  of  the 
war :  Pass  this  card  along.  Discuss  it  with  friends.  Get  in  touch  with  us  and 
help  maintain  the  will  to  remain  neutral. 

"Church  of  the  Crossroads  Peace  Study  Group  and  Interprofessional  Associa- 
tion, Post  Office  Box  2402,  Honolulu,  Telephone  76002." 

The  foregoing  message  conforms  exactly  to  the  Communist  Party  propaganda 
line  that  was  widely  disseminated  throughout  the  United  States  during  the 
period  of  the  Hitler-Stalin  Pact,  August  1939,  to  June  1941.  Telephone  76002 
was  the  phone  number  of  Dr.  Reinecke.  Little  is  known  concerning  the  Church 
of  the  Crossroads  Peace  Study  Group  except  that  a  number  of  IPA  members  were 
active  in  it.  It  appears  to  have  been  of  short  duration  and  to  have  been  used 
by  the  IPA  for  the  latter's  purposes.  The  church  group  refused  to  join  with 
the  IPA  in  sending  out  a  third  propaganda  message,  according  to  a  press  report 
of  June  22, 1940,  which  stated,  in  part : 

"The  third  card  in  a  series  of  three  to  have  been  mailed  by  the  Church  of  the 
Crossroads  Peace  Study  Group  and  the  Interprofessional  Association  will  not  be 
sent — at  least,  not  by  the  Crossroads  group.  *  *  * 

"Since  a  misunderstanding  has  arisen  and  since  the  executive  board  feels  that 
there  was  no  opportunity  given  the  membership  of  the  church  to  express  its  opin- 
ion and  that  there  is  a  little,  if  any,  religious  significance  to  the  statements, 
it  was  voted  by  the  members  of  the  executive  board  that  the  Interprofessional 
Association  be  a.sked  to  send  out  any  further  material  under  its  own  name 
only  *  *  *." 

72723 — 57 — pt.  41a,  I 4 
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Monetary  contributions  were  made  by  the  IPA  not  only  to  local  labor  organiza- 
tions but  also  to  several  national  Communist-front  organizations  and  to  other 
groups  favorably  interested  in  causes  then  supported  by  the  Communists.  In 
one  instance  the  sum  of  $360  vpas  remitted.  Among  the  organizations  with 
which  the  IPA  cooperated  were — 

United  American  Spanish  Aid  Committee 
Friends  of  the  Abraham  Lincoln  Brigade 
American  Friends  of  the  Chinese  People 
Consejo  Nacional,  S.  I.  A. 

Dr.  Reinecke  sent  the  Consejo  Nacional  the  sum  of  $14.30,  stating  that  the 
IPA  "should  like  to  have  [this  money]  used  toward  the  settlement  of  Spanish 
refugees  in  Mexico." 

As  early  as  February  1938,  the  IPA  sponsored  parties  and  social  events  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  aid  the  Loyalist  cause  in  Spain.  During  the 
period  of  the  Spanish  Civil  War,  July  18,  1936,  to  March  29,  1939,  a  major  project 
of  all  Communists  in  the  United  States  was  the  raising  of  funds  for  the  Loyalists. 
The  IPA,  for  example,  sponsored  a  party  at  the  Pan-Pacific  Union  Building  in 
Manoa  Valley,  Honolulu,  on  the  night  of  February  12,  1938 — Lincoln's  Birth- 
day— and  it  was  announced  that  the  proceeds  of  the  event  would  be  used  for 
medical  aid  for  the  "Lincoln  Battalion"  (probably  the  Abraham  Lincoln  Bri- 
gade). 

Another  major  project  of  the  American  Communists  during  the  existence  of 
the  IPA  was  to  give  aid  to  China  in  it.s  struggle  against  Japan.  For  this  pur- 
pose, the  Communists  organized  a  number  of  fronts  throughout  the  United  States. 
One  of  these  organizations,  the  American  Friends  of  the  Chinese  People,  had  a 
branch  in  Honolulu.  (See  annex  6).  The  IPA  is  known  to  have  held  at  least 
one  dance  and  to  have  turned  the  proceeds  thereof  over  to  the  American  Friends 
of  the  Chinese  People.  It  is  significant  to  note  that  all  identified  local  members 
of  the  latter  organization  were  also  members  of  the  IPA. 

The  IPA  went  on  record  as  approving  the  activities  of  individuals  endeavoring 
to  keep  the  United  States  out  of  the  European  war.  Cables  were  sent  to  Presi- 
dent Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  and  Secretary  of  State  Cordell  Hull,  advising  that 
the  IPA  favored  lifting  the  embargo  to  permit  the  United  States  to  sell  munitions 
to  the  Spanish  Loyalists.  The  January  4,  1940,  issue  of  the  Congressional  Rec- 
ord, at  page  47,  reports  that  there  was  laid  before  the  Senate  a  resolution,  adopted 
by  the  Honolulu  chapter  of  the  IPA,  requesting  that  the  United  States  keep  out 
of  the  European  war.  This  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Senate  Committee 
on  Foreign  Relations. 

In  addition  to  the  "peace"  cards  circulated  by  the  IPA,  copies  of  the  foregoing 
resolution  demanding  that  the  United  States  keep  out  of  any  European  conflict 
were  prepared  and  distributed.  It  is  of  interest  that  the  resolution  adopted  by 
the  IPA  bears  a  marked  similarity  to  a  resolution  circulated  by  the  Hilo  Indus- 
trial Union  Council  of  Hilo,  T.  H.  ,of  which  Harry  Lehua  Kamoku  was  chairman. 
Kamoku  was  one  one  of  the  earliest  active  members  of  the  Commimist  Party 
in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii.  It  was  Kamoku  who  suggested  the  adoption  of 
such  a  resolution  to  Dr.  Reinecke,  who  presented  the  matter  to  the  IPA. 

The  IPA  expressed  its  leanings  toward  labor  by  endeavoring  to  obtain  the 
names  of  propertyowners  who  could,  when  necessary,  furnish  bail  for  arrested 
strikers.  The  organization  likewise  held  various  social  events,  the  proceeds  of 
which  were  contributed  to  the  defense  fund  for  certain  Honolulu  labor  leaders 
who  were  arrested  on  charges  growing  out  of  labor  actions.  Prominent  among 
these  labor  leaders  was  Jack  W.  Hall,  one  of  the  "Reluctant  39,"  who  recently 
appeared  before  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  in  Honolulu  and 
refused  to  testify  concerning  his  Communist  Party  status.  According  to  the 
reasoning  of  Reinecke,  this  use  of  IPA  funds  was  in  line  with  the  policy  of  the 
organization,  inasmuch  as  the  IPA  was  definitely  on  the  side  of  labor.  Financial 
assistance  was  also  given  to  the  ILWU  and  donations  were  made  to  the  strike 
fund  during  the  Honolulu  Rapid  Transit  strike  of  1941.  Moral  assistance  was 
also  given  the  strikers  in  the  form  of  stickers  to  be  displayed  on  cars  during 
the  strike  and  by  way  of  entertainment. 

During  1938  Dr.  Reinecke  announced  at  an  IPA  meeting  the  formation  of  a 
new  organization  called  the  Progressive  League,  the  purposes  of  which  were  to 
encourage  and  support  progressive  candidates  for  the  legislature,  and  to  aid  in 
promoting  liberal  legislation,  especially  regarding  labor.  Dr.  Reinecke  advised 
the  IPA  membership  that  the  organization  had  been  represented  at  the  meetings 
already  held  by  the  Progressive  League.  The  IPA  membership  agreed.  There- 
after the  IPA  participated  in  activities  of  the  Progressive  League,  especially  in 
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matters  concerned  with  the  National  Labor  Relations  Board  and  with  various 
labor  unions. 

On  March  15,  1940,  the  IPA  met  jointly  with  the  Sociology  Club  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Hawaii.  Dr.  Reinecke  spoke  on  labor  problems  in  Hawaii  and  on  the 
uphill  struggle  of  organized  labor  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

That  the  IPA's  "agitation  in  behalf  of  neutrality"  (to  use  Dr.  Reinecke's  term) 
was  responsible  for  a  loss  of  membership  and  for  a  failing  public  confidence  in 
the  organization  will  be  seen  from  the  letter  reproduced  below  :

August  19,  1940. 

Dear  Associate  :  This  letter  is  addressed  to  present  and  former  members  of  the 
Inter-Professional  Association  and  to  several  people  who,  although  not  formally 
members,  have  been  interested  in  it. 

During  the  first  2  years  of  its  existence  (1937-89)  the  IPA  was  interested 
chiefly  in  local  problems.  Its  activity  even  in  local  affairs  subjected  it  to  some 
unfavorable  criticism  and  pressure,  which  resulted  in  the  inactivity  of  some 
members.  Nevertheless  the  IPA  until  a  few  months  ago  maintained  a  fairly 
constant  active  membership  and  was,  we  believe,  an  organization  of  reasonable 
effectiveness  in  our  community.  Of  recent  months,  however,  the  active  member- 
ship has  declined  to  so  small  a  number  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  IPA  to 
take  serious  stock  of  its  program. 

Some  members  have  undoubtedly  become  inactive  because  their  personal  affairs 
or  other  organizational  activities  leave  them  no  spare  time.  But  on  the  whole, 
we  surmise,  it  is  the  deepening  cleavage  of  public  opinion  since  September  1, 
1939,  that  has  most  affected  the  IPA. 

Our  most  active  members  have  felt  that  the  most  immediate  pressing  task 
before  a  liberal  group  such  as  the  IPA  is  agitation  in  behalf  of  neutrality ;  for 
in  war  time  most  of  our  democratic  liberties  would  automatically  be  suppressed. 
With  this  in  mind,  the  IPA  sent  out  a  series  of  postcards  which  aroused  much 
comment,  some  of  it  highly  unfavorable,  some  just  as  highly  favorable.  Inci- 
dentally this  action  has  cost  us  the  resignation,  for  different  reasons,  of  four 
members. 

Three  courses  are  now  open  to  the  IPA.  (1)  It  can  go  ahead  as  a  militant 
organization  agitating  for  neutrality  and  against  measures  which  it  feels  will 
both  restrict  democratic  liberties  in  time  of  peace  and  make  it  easier  to  regiment 
public  opinion  in  favor  of  war.  To  continue  on  this  path  involves  publicity ;  it 
will  mean  severe  criticism  and  probably  for  some  of  us  a  certain  amount  of  dan- 
ger. If  the  IPA  is  to  take  this  course,  it  should  in  fairness  to  the  whole  member- 
ship have  a  membership  imited  on  the  essentials  of  its  program.  (For  example, 
what  stand  should  the  IPA  take  on  such  a  measure  as  conscription?)  And  it 
must  have  a  membership  active  in  carrying  out  whatever  program  it  adopts. 

(2)  The  IPA  can  become  a  mildly  liberal  discussion  group,  interested  in  local 
problems  of  not  too  controversial  a  nature.  In  this  way  it  may  do  some  good, 
meanwhile  avoiding  the  most  unfavorable  forms  of  criticism  and  pressure.  But 
this  course,  too,  calls  for  an  interested  and  active  membership. 

(8)  The  IPA  can  disband. 

We  are  calling  a  special  meeting  at  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  on  Friday,  August  23,  at 
7 :  30  p.  m.,  to  discuss  and  decide  the  future  of  the  IPA.  As  a  suggested  starting 
point  for  discussion,  we  ask  that  you  look  over  the  attached  memorandum  of  a 
letter  which  one  of  our  members  has  proposed  be  sent  to  the  Chicago  Emergency 
Peace  Mobilization  (meeting  August  31  to  September  2) . 

If,  because  of  other  engagements,  you  cannot  be  present,  will  you  please  write 
us  as  fully  as  possible  your  candid  opinion  of  what  the  course  of  the  IPA 
should  be. 

Is  the  IPA  important  and  useful  enough  to  keep  going? 

If  the  IPA  is  to  go  on,  what  shall  be  its  direction  ? 

Is  the  IPA  is  to  go  on,  how  active  a  part  can  you  play  in  keeping  it  going?

"memo  of  letter  proposed 

"The  IPA  endorses  the  Chicago  Emergency  Peace  Mobilization  as  a  valuable 
move  to  reduce  the  war  hysteria  sweeping  our  country. 
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"The  IPA  believes  there  is  no  use  iu  spending  money  for  national  defense  if 
we  do  not  deserve  democracy  at  home. 

"The  IPA  believes  that  democracy  can  best  be  served  by  avoiding  commitments 
that  would  draw  us  into  the  present  essentially  imperialist  struggle. 

"The  IPA  while  approving  of  adequate  defense  measures,  and  not  opposed  in 
principle  to  conscription,  believes  that  the  pending  conscription  bill  will  be 
of  more  use  to  regiment  the  Nation  (particularly  organized  labor)  than  to  pro- 
vide an  efficient  armed  force. 

"The  IPA  opposes  the  use  of  our  National  Guard  outside  the  borders  of  United 
States  territory.  It  feels  that  the  United  States  Government  is  not  exerting 
sufficient  efforts  to  build  up  a  genuinely  democratic  front  in  the  Americas  against 
Fascist  influence  both  European  and  American. 

"The  IPA  opposes  the  numerous  measures,  either  proposed  or  now  in  force, 
which  have  as  their  purpose  or  their  tendency  the  limitation  of  civil  liberties 
and  democratic  rights." 

The  foregoing  letter  was  considered  by  the  IPA  membership  at  a  meeting  held 
August  23,  1940,  at  which  time  the  majority  voted  to  continue  the  IPA  as  a 
pressure  group.  Two  members  voted  for  dissolution  of  the  organization,  while 
two  abstained  from  voting. 

The  IPA's  disrepute  in  the  community  caused  the  members  to  change  its  name 
to  the  Honolulu  Forum  in  1941.  After  the  German  attack  on  Russia  in  June 
1941,  the  IPA-Honolulu  Forum  organization  abandoned  its  love  of  "neutrality" 
and  called  for  all-out  aid  to  the  Allied  cause,  of  which  Soviet  Russia  was  then 
a  beleaguered  member.  At  one  of  its  last  meetings  before  the  United  States 
entered  the  war,  the  organization  or  one  of  its  members  made  available  to  those 
present  copies  of  the  People's  World,  west  coast  Communist  newspaper.  At  the 
same  meeting,  Marshall  L.  McEuen,  who  was  to  become  one  of  the  "Reluctant 
39"  before  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  in  1950,  spoke  on  the 
subject  of  "Capitalism". 

As  noted  in  the  main  report  of  the  commission,  formal  Communist  Party  and 
front  activities  abruptly  ceased  on  December  7,  1941,  when  Pearl  Harbor  was 
attacked.     The  Honolulu  Forum  went  out  of  existence  at  the  same  time. 

Annex  6 
American  Friends  of  the  Chinese  People 

The  national  organization  of  the  above  name,  which  had  a  chapter  or  affili- 
ated group  in  Honolulu  before  the  war,  has  been  the  subject  of  several  investi- 
gations in  mainland  jurisdictions.  In  1948,  the  California  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities  cited  the  American  Friends  of  the  Chinese  People  "as  a 
Communist  front." 

The  California  Committee's  Fourth  Report  (1948)  contains  considerable  infor- 
mation about  this  organization.  The  following  passages  are  quoted  from  that 
report  (pp.  142-14.5)  : 

"This  Red  front  falls  under  the  general  heading  of  'Pro-Communist  Chinese 
Front  Organizations.'  The  American  Friends  of  the  Chinese  People  was  organ- 
ized to  support  the  Chinese  Communist  thrust  against  the  National  Chinese  Gov- 
ernment. Closely  cooperating  with  this  Communist  group  were  Theater  Arts 
Committee,  League  of  Women  Shoppers,  Amei-ican  League  for  Peace  and  De- 
mocracy, Medical  Bureau  for  Spain,  Progressive  Women's  Council,  International 
Workers  Order,  Workers  Alliance,  and  the  International  Labor  Defense. 

"The  Communist  International  has  always  been  deeply  interested  in  develop- 
ments in  China.  It  looks  upon  the  revolutionary  movement  in  China  as  an  ally 
of  the  Russian  revolution  and  a  bulwark  against  attack  upon  the  Soviet  Union. 
Manuilsky  declared  that  'revolutionary  China  *  *  *  can  become,  in  alliance  with 
the  U.  S.  S.  R.,  the  greatest  world  factor  in  far  eastern  politics  *  *  *  In  alli- 
ance with  the  world  proletariat,  with  its  vanguard — the  Communist  world  party, 
China  shall  and  will  become  the  guardian  of  peace,  the  fighter  against  imperialist 
wars  on  the  Pacific' 

"The  Communist  Party  of  the  United  States  together  with  its  various  auxiliary 
front  organizations,  in  carrying  out  the  line  laid  down  by  the  Communist  Inter- 
national on  China,  has  passed  through  various  states  in  accordance  with  the  vari- 
ations in  the  relations  between  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  Government  of  China. 
These  activities,  while  proclaimed  as  being  in  behalf  of  the  Chinese  people,  were 
at  all  times  dictated  by  the  current  exigencies  of  Soviet  diplomacy. 

"The  Friends  of  the  Chinese  People  was  launched  January  4,  1933,  to  specialize 
in  work  in  the  Chinese  field.    In  January  1934,  the  magazine  China  Today  made 
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its  first  appearance.  The  word  'American'  was  added  to  the  organization's  name 
in  1935  as  part  of  the  general  streamlining  process  during  the  Popular  Front 
period.  J.  W.  Phillips,  Hansu  Chan,  and  Frederick  Spencer,  were  coeditors  of 
China  Today. 

"Waldo  Frank  laid  down  the  current  Communist  line  in  the  December  19.34 
issue  of  China  Today,  protesting  'against  American  and  European  aid  for  Chiang 
Kai-shek.'  The  united  front  of  the  democracies  against  the  Fascist  aggressors, 
adopted  by  the  Communist  International  after  1935,  saw  the  American  Friends 
of  the  Chinese  People  in  a  typical  Communist  'about  face.'  China  Today  now 
started  screaming  for  'collective  security'  and  declared  that  'neutrality  leads 
straight  to  war'  and  deplored  the  'twilight  of  isolation.' 

"This  period  was  marked  by  friendliness  between  the  government  of  Chiang 
Kai-shek  and  the  Communists.  The  February  1939  issue  of  China  Today  pub- 
lished an  article  entitled  'Two  Fathers  of  Their  Countries,'  dealing  with  George 
AVashington  and  Chiang  Kai-Shek. 

"The  Stalin-Hitler  pact  in  August  1939,  was  the  signal  for  another  reversal  of 
Communist  policy  in  its  Chinese  fronts.  The  American  Friends  of  the  Chinese 
People  and  its  collaborating  organizations  became  vigorously  antiwar,  isolation- 
ist and  antiadministration. 

"In  April  of  1941  the  Communists  adopted  a  new  attitude  toward  Chiang  Kai- 
shek,  raising  the  cry  of  national  unity  in  China.  Chiang  had  formed  an  'Anti- 
Communist  Northwest  Military  Council.'  Other  Communist-front  organizations 
joined  the  American  Friends  of  the  Chinese  People  in  its  campaign  of  pressure 
upon  the  Chinese  Government. 

"Following  Hitler's  Invasion  of  Russia  in  June,  1941,  the  American  Friends  ot 
the  Chinese  People  followed  the  other  Communist  fronts  in  an  about-face  in 
favor  of  war." 

Inasmuch  as  the  American  Friends  of  the  Chinese  People,  Honolulu  chapter, 
ha8  been  out  of  existence  for  some  years,  no  detailed  investigation  of  it  has  been 
conducted  by  this  commission.  However,  incidental  to  other  inquiries,  the  com- 
mission  has    obtained    information    of    value    concerning    this   organization. 

All  persons  known  to  the  commission  to  have  been  connected  with  the  local 
organization  have  been  otherwise  identified  as  being  Communists  or  Communist 
sympathizers,  and  all  such  persons  were  also  connected  with  the  Honolulu  chap- 
ter of  the  Interprofessional  Association  which  is  the  subject  of  another  section 
of  this  commission's  report. 

The  Honolulu  chapter  of  the  American  Friends  of  the  Chinese  People  was  in 
existence  from  around  early  1938  to  1940.  A  principal  activity  of  this  Honolulu 
chapter  was  to  support  the  Chinese  against  Japan's  aggression.  In  this  connec- 
tion, a  benefit  dance  was  held  "for  the  relief  of  Chinese  victims  of  Japanese  ag- 
gression." An  admitted  ex-Communist,  active  with  the  local  group  in  early  1938, 
has  explained  that  the  organization  "had  a  boycott  Japan  program." 

Another  main  objective  of  the  Honolulu  chapter  was  to  favor  the  Chinese  Com- 
munist movement  against  the  Kuomintang. 

The  Interprofessional  Association  cooperated  with  the  American  Friends  of  the 
Chinese  People  in  connection  with  supporting  the  Chinese  against  Japan's  ag- 
gression and  in  favoring  the  Chinese  Communist  movement  against  the  Kuomin- 
tang. 

Annex  7 

Honolulu  Labor  Canteen 

This  organization  came  into  being  on  August  5,  1945,  with  the  opening  of  a 
center  on  Richards  Street,  Honolulu.  One  of  the  speakers  on  that  occasion  was 
Norval  D.  AVelch,  Jr.,  of  the  National  Maritime  Union.  (Welch  was  identified 
as  a  Communist  by  one  George  W.  Crosby  in  an  afladavit  filed  with  California 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities. )  The  canteen  received  support  and  finan- 
cial aid  from  the  Army,  Navy,  local  business  concerns,  newspapers,  fraternal 
and  civic  organizations,  and  churches.  The  idea  for  its  formation  originated 
with  the  local  AFL  and  CIO  labor  leaders.  Shortly  after  the  canteen  began 
operations,  the  AFL  withdrew  its  support,  leaving  the  CIO  in  control. 

The  stated  purposes  of  the  canteen  were  to  promote  harmonious  relations 
among  laborers,  warworkers,  service  personnel,  and  Honolulu  residents  generally. 

The  canteen  had  no  formal  membership  requirements  and  charged  no  dues. 
Its  doors  were  open  to  anyone  wishing  to  use  its  facilities.  Its  funds  were  ob- 
tained from  contributions  of  individuals,  organizations,  business  houses,  the 
armed  services  and  labor  unions,  particularly  the  ILWU.  Most  of  its  visitors 
were  member  of  the  Armed  Forces. 
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Among  the  persons  known  to  have  been  oflScers  of  the  Canteen  were :

In  the  early  part  of  1946,  Osakoda  took  over  the  directorship  from  Mrs. 
Guinier  at  the  invitation  of  Jack  Kawano,  ILWU  leader  who  was  a  member  of 
the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  in  that  year. 

In  carrying  out  its  program  the  canteen  conducted  a  weekly  Sunday  forum, 
maintained  a  library,  conducted  classes,  and  presented  entertainment  programs. 
Among  the  topics  discussed  at  the  Sunday  forums  were :

Although  the  Oahu  Servicemen's  Committee  for  Speedier  Demobilization  was 
not  an  official  part  of  the  Honolulu  Labor  Canteen,  it  used  the  facilities  of  the 
canteen.  One  of  the  canteen's  Sunday-forum  topics  was,  What's  the  Score  on 
Demobilization?  Upon  dissolution  of  the  demobilization  committee,  it  gave  one- 
third  of  its  funds,  about  $118,  to  the  canteen. 

Another  organization  which  grew  out  of  Sunday  forums  at  the  canteen  was 
the  Hawaii  Association  for  Civic  Unity.  Many  Communists  active  in  the  canteen 
infiltrated  the  new  association. 

Communist  literature  was  made  available  at  the  canteen  for  anyone  desiring 
to  read  it.  Subscriptions  to  the  Daily  Worker  were  sold  and  this  publication 
was  used  for  reference  in  canteen  classes.     Petitions  were  posted  calling  for  the 
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discontinuance  of  shipments  of  guns  and  ammunition  to  China  and  the  ousting 
of  Franco  from  power  in  Spain. 

A  choral  group  sponsored  by  the  canteen  presented  a  large  number  of  Russian 
songs  in  its  programs. 

In  addition  to  mainland  Communists  previously  mentioned,  some  local  Com- 
munists were  active  at  the  canteen.  They  included  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Reinecke, 
Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  Eileen  Fujimoto,  Alice  Hyun,  Robert  McElrath,  Ah  Quon 
McElrath,  Adele  Kensinger,  and  Jack  Hall. 

Some  of  the  leftwing  leaders  of  the  Communist-inspired  Hawaii  Youth  for 
Democracy,  a  student  organization  at  the  University  of  Hawaii,  were  also  active 
at  the  canteen. 

Others  active  in  the  canteen  were  members  of  the  prewar  Interprofessional  As- 
sociation (Honolulu  chapter).  The  pro-Communist  activities  of  the  IPA  are 
treated  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

About  June  1946,  the  canteen  closed  its  Richards  Street  center  and  moved  its 
records  to  the  office  of  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  Union. 

An  outgrowth  of  the  canteen  was  a  labor  school  conducted  in  the  evenings  at 
McKinley  High  School,  June  24  to  July  29, 1946. 

It  is  evident  that  few  activities  of  the  Honolulu  Labor  Canteen  were  free  of 
Communist  purpose  or  direction.  However,  this  was  not  readily  perceptible  to 
most  of  those  whose  support  and  financial  assistance  enabled  the  canteen  to 
operate. 

Annex  8 

Oahu  Servicemen's  Committee  foe  Speedier  Demobilization 

A  major  worldwide  program  of  the  Communist  International  after  World  War 
II  was  to  effect  the  weakening  of  the  armed  forces  of  the  democratic  nations 
while  Soviet  Russia  remained  militarily  strong.  A  chief  propaganda  tactic  used 
was  to  clamor  for  speedy  demobilization  of  the  Allied  forces  (other  than  the 
Russian).  Many  of  the  "bring  our  boys  home  now"  movements  in  the  United 
States  were  Communist  inspired. 

The  Oahu  Servicemen's  Committee  for  Speedier  Demobilization,  which  claimed 
a  membership  of  3,000  servicemen  stationed  in  Hawaii,  falls  into  the  pattern  of 
such  Communist  activity.  Concerning  this  organization,  Congressman  George  A, 
Dondero,  in  January  1946  made  the  following  statement : 

"The  labor  canteen  in  Honolulu,  which  has  been  a  hotbed  of  Communist  propa- 
ganda among  the  soldiers  stationed  in  the  vicinity,  is  today  the  headquarters  of 
the  so-called  Oahu  Servicemen's  Committee  for  Speedier  Demobilization.  The 
head  of  this  canteen  is  Ewart  G.  Guinier,  a  well-known  New  York  Communist, 
fired  by  the  New  York  Civil  Service  Commission  in  June  1942." 

The  servicemen's  committee  was  formed  in  the  latter  part  of  1945,  shortly  after 
the  founding  of  the  Honolulu  Labor  Canteen.  Three  of  the  figures  prominent 
in  its  formation  and  activities  were  David  Livingston,  Ewart  G.  Guinier,  and 
Joseph  Nahem,  all  servicemen,  whose  activities  in  the  labor  canteen  are  covered 
in  a  separate  appendix.  Although  the  committee  was  not  a  part  of  the  Honolulu 
Labor  Canteen,  there  was  a  close  alliance  of  work  and  thought  of  the  two  organ- 
izations. The  committee  used  the  facilities  of  the  canteen  for  some  of  its  meet- 
ings, and  the  canteen  in  turn  sponsored  on  its  Sunday  forum,  held  December  9, 
194.5,  the  topic.  What's  the  Score  on  Demobilization? 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Livingston  and  Guinier  were  members  of  a  com- 
mittee of  seven  selected  by  the  subject  organization  to  go  to  Washington,  D.  C, 
to  present  the  "GI  point  of  view"  to  Congressmen.  It  is  also  noteworthy  that 
Livingston,  Guinier,  and  Nahem  appeared  at  a  Sunday  forum,  held  December  2, 
1945,  sponsored  by  the  canteen  on  the  topic,  Soviet  Russia.  The  forum  was  pre- 
sided over  by  Livingston,  with  Guinier  and  Nahem  as  speakers. 

The  committee  actively  agitated  for  demobilization  by  holding  rallies  at  local 
military  establishments,  and  on  one  occasion  presented  their  "demands"  person- 
ally to  one  of  the  highest  ranking  officers  on  Oahu.  This  activity  in  some  in- 
stances led  to  the  issuance  of  orders  prohibiting  demobilization  demonstrations 
at  military  installations. 

When  the  committee  became  defunct  in  early  1946,  a  balance  of  .$.3.54.82  hjft  in 
its  treasury  was  divided  into  3  equal  parts  and  donated  to  the  USO,  the  1946 
March  of  Dimes  campaign,  and  the  Honolulu  Labor  Canteen. 
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Annex  9 
Hawaii  Association  for  Civic  Unity 

The  Hawaii  Association  for  Civic  Unity  was  formed  in  November  1945  by  a 
group  ostensibly  concerned  witli  the  problem  of  racial  discrimination  in  the 
Hawaiian  Islands.  The  organization  was  inspired  by  the  existence  of  similar 
groups  on  the  mainland  and  its  purpose,  to  further  civic  unity,  principally  in  the 
field  of  racial  relations.  The  HACU  came  about  as  a  result  of  forums  held  at  the 
Honolulu  Labor  Canteen  concerned  with  racial  discrimination  allegedly  prac- 
ticed at  Hickam  Field,  Oahu.  (The  Honolulu  Labor  Canteen  was  an  organization 
which  followed  the  Communist  Party  line  in  many  of  its  endeavors.) 

The  purposes  of  HACU  were  set  out  in  the  constitution  as  follows : 

"aBTICLE  II — OBJECTS 

"Section  1.  The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  better 
understanding  and  unity  among  people  of  various  racial,  cultural,  religious  and 
national  backgrounds. 

"Section  2.    The  promotion  of  equality  of  opportunity. 

"Section  3.    The  promotion  of  social  progress  and  better  standards  of  living. 

"Section  4.  The  elimination  of  discrimination  because  of  race,  color,  sex, 
creed,  national  origin,  political  belief  or  economic  status." 

Dues  of  the  Hawaii  Association  for  Civic  Unity  were  set  at  $1  a  year  and  the 
membership  during  the  time  the  organization  was  at  its  height  reached  nearly 
200. 

A  HACU  brochure  entitled  "Purposes  and  Program"  contains  the  following  ad- 
ditional information   concerning  the  organization  and  its  functions : 

"How  does  it  work? 

"The  HACU  works  for  the  attainment  of  its  objective  through  : 

"1.  Research  and  study  by  the  membership  of  those  conditions  in  the  com- 
munity that  tend  to  divide  people  into  groups.  The  following  committees  have 
been  created  for  this  purpose :  Race  Relations,  Health,  Social  Welfare,  Legisla- 
tion, Education,  and  Employment. 

"2.  Monthly  bulletin  summarizing  the  activities  of  the  HACU  and  reports  of 
the  various  committees. 

"3.  Forums  and  public  meetings  designed  to  disseminate  information  and  to 
mobilize  public  support  for  action  approved  by  the  organization  and  programs 
of  cultural  nature  designed  to  promote  its  objectives. 

"4.  Cooperation  with  other  civic  and  social  organizations  in  such  activities 
which  may  be  deemed  constructive  and  wise  by  the  HACU. 

"5.  Social  action  on  specific  issues  of  discrimination. 

"6.  Social  functions  designed  to  bring  members  and  their  guests  together  to 
promote  better  understanding." 

The  first  meeting  of  the  HACU  was  held  at  the  Nuuanu  Congregational 
Church  at  Honolulu,  with  the  Rev.  Mineo  Katagiri  acting  as  chairman.  At 
this  meeting  Stanley  Miyamoto  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  committee  for 
the  constitution.  During  the  latter  part  of  1945  or  early  1946,  the  HACU 
held  a  mass  meeting  which  was  attended  by  about  500  persons.  Thereafter, 
meetings  were  held  at  least  twice  a  year,  at  the  call  of  the  executive  council. 
However,  the  executive  council  met  monthly. 

Officers  of  the  Hawaii  Association  for  Civic  Unity  were :

As  is  so  often  true  with  organizations  of  interest  to  the  Communist  Party, 
the  officers  and  committee  chairman  of  HACU  were  generally  non-Communists. 
However,  Communist  influence  was  exerted  upon  the  organization  through  Com- 
munist influence  was  exerted  upon  the  organization  through  Communist  Party 
members  who  sat  on  the  executive  council  of  HACIT  and  who  took  an  active 
part  in  the  committee  work  and  general  meetings. 

Dr.  John  E.  Reinecke  and  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto.  local  Commimists  of  long 
st:inding.  were  members  of  the  execiitive  r-ouncil.     The  membership  of  the  or- 
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ganization  included  about  25  Communists,  some  of  the  more  prominent  of  whom 
were:

Though  a  wide  membership  was  solicited,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  one 
instance  an  application  for  membership  by  an  individual  known  to  be  anti- 
Commuuist  was  vehemently  opposed  by  the  executive  council.  The  strength  of 
the  Communist  element  in  this  organization  is  further  evidenced  by  the  relatively 
higher  attendance  of  the  left  wing  group  at  meetings  concerned  with  the  policies 
of  the  organization. 

The  HACU  attempted  to  secure  the  enactment  of  a  Fair  Employment  Practices 
Act,  in  order  to  minimize  alleged  racial  discrimination  in  local  labor  matters. 
The  members  of  the  organization  disagreed  among  themselves  on  the  procedure 
to  be  followed.  There  was  some  opinion  among  certain  members  that  an  FEPA 
was  not  a  satisfactory  solution  to  the  problem.  HACU  set  out  to  improve  certain 
local  conditions,  and  succeeded  in  making  some  progress  in  this  endeavor.  The 
organization  at  times  commended  people  for  their  efforts  to  improve  racial 
Tf^l  fi  f"!  on  ^ 

By  letter  dated  July  20,  1948,  Nobuko  Suzuki,  secretary  of  HACU,  notified 
all  members  that  a  meeting  would  be  held  on  July  30,  to  act  on  the  following 
proposals : 

1.  To  dissolve  the  organization, 

2.  To  dispose  of  the  funds  in  its  treasury,  and 

3.  To  dispose  of  its  files,  records,  and  correspondence. 

The  final  meeting  of  HACU  was  held  on  July  30,  1948,  at  the  Church  of  the 
Crossroads,  Honolulu.  Ralph  V.  Vossbrink,  well  known  Honolulu  Communist, 
acted  as  chairman.    Among  the  other  Communists  were :

The  major  item  of  business  concerned  the  disposition  of  the  sum  of  slightly 
over  $600  in  the  treasury  of  the  organization.  A  report  of  the  executive  coun- 
cil was  laid  before  the  meeting  as  the  suggested  basis  for  action  in  disposing 
of  the  funds.  Among  the  recommended  beneficiaries  were  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liber- 
ties Committee,  a  Communist  front  organization ;  the  Honolulu  chapter  of  the 
National  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Colored  People,  which  was  then 
heavily  infiltrated  by  Communists  (including  some  of  those  also  in  HACU)  ; 
and  the  widow  of  a  Cuban  Communist  labor  leader  who  recently  had  been  killed. 
Action  of  the  membership  deleted  the  name  of  the  Cuban  lady  from  the  list  and 
added  the  Salvation  Army  Women's  Home,  of  Honolulu,  and  the  Honolulu  Rec- 
ord, contemplated  Communist-line  publication  whose  first  issue  did  not  appear 
until  several  davs  after  the  dissolution  of  HACU. 

After  attending  to  certain  administrative  obligations  concerned  with  finances, 
those  in  attendance  voted  to  distribute  the  remaining  funds  as  follows :

The  funds  were  later  so  distributed. 

It  was  thereafter  voted  at  the  final  meeting  to  deposit  the  records  of  HACU 
with  the  Archives  of  Hawaii,  btit  that  was  not  done. 

The  short  history  of  HACU  illustrates  once  again  the  manner  in  which  an 
organization  of  intended  high  purpose  can,  through  the  perseverence  of  a  small 
minority  of  Communists,  be  perverted  to  ends  which  ultimately  negate  the 
original  intention  of  the  majority.  The  dangers  of  domination  of  HACU  by 
outside  interests  are  not  dangers  that  could  be  detected  only  after  the  fact,  but 
were  apparent  to  some  members  of  the  organization  during  its  existence.  In 
1947  one  respected  and  well-informed  member  of  HACU  expressed  himself  sub- 
stantially as  follows : 
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"Active  in  Honolulu  are  the  ILWU-PAC  and  HACU,  both  of  which  appear 
to  have  a  largely  overlapping  membership.  There  also  appear  to  be  a  few 
key  people  who  are  prominent  in  both  organizations  and  who  seem  to  be  doing 
the  major  portion  of  the  work.  Growing  in  this  community  is  a  conviction 
that  the  latter  organization  is  merely  a  front  for  ILWU-PAC.  This  is  an 
unfortunate  development  since  many  people  with  a  more  or  less  liberal  and  pro- 
gressive point  of  view,  who  do  not  see  exactly  eye  to  eye  with  PAC,  wiU  refuse  to 
become  associated  with  HACU,  for  example,  if  they  are  convinced  in  their  own 
minds  that  HACU  is  a  captive  of  PAC.  The  meeting  on  February  24  made  it 
appear  that  at  any  time  PAC  wishes  to  do  so,  it  can  call  the  tune  in  the  civic 
unity  organization." 

Annex  10 

Hawaii  Youth  fob  Democbacy 

The  Hawaii  Youth  for  Democracy  (popularly  known  as  the  HYD)  was  active 
on  the  University  of  Hawaii  campus  during  1945-46.  Although  not  directly 
aflBliated  with  the  American  Youth  for  Democracy,  it  was  a  prototype  of  that 
organization.  The  American  Youth  for  Democracy,  the  direct  successor  of  the 
Young  Communist  League,  has  been  the  subject  of  numerous  investigations  by 
Federal  and  State  agencies.  The  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  of  the 
United  States  House  of  Representatives  in  1947  described  the  American  Youth 
for  Democracy  as  having  been  formed  for  the  purpose  "of  exploiting  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  a  foreign  power  the  idealism,  inexperience,  and  the  craving  to  join 
which  is  characteristic  of  American  college  youth."  The  American  Youth  for 
Democracy  was  affiliated  with  the  World  Federation  of  Democratic  Youth  which 
was  formed  in  London  in  1945  at  the  World  Youth  Council.  At  Prague  in  1946 
the  World  Federation  of  Democratic  Youth  was  transformed  into  the  Interna- 
tional Union  of  Students. 

The  Hawaii  Youth  for  Democracy  was  conceived  by  persons  connected  with 
the  Honolulu  Labor  Canteen  and  subsequently  encouraged  by  the  Communist 
Party  of  Hawaii.  Originally  it  was  planned  to  form  a  branch  of  the  national 
American  Youth  for  Democracy  at  the  University  of  Hawaii,  but  finally  the 
name  HYD  was  decided  upon  by  a  group  of  the  local  students,  probably  because 
the  American  Youth  for  Democracy  had  already  been  exposed  as  a  Commimist 
front.  However,  a  comparison  of  the  constitutions  of  the  Hawaii  Youth  for 
Democracy  and  the  American  Youth  for  Democracy  reveal  many  striking  simi- 
larities.   Such  a  comparison  is  set  out  at  the  close  of  this  annex. 

The  "principles  and  purposes  of  the  Hawaii  Youth  for  Democracy,  and  con- 
stitution" were  adopted  October  5,  1945,  and  submitted  to  university  authorities 
shortly  thereafter.  The  following  is  quoted  from  the  portion  on  principles  and 
purposes : 

"We  aline  ourselves  with  all  the  other  forces  that  are  democratic,  just  and  pro- 
gressive, and  we  join  hands  with  the  youth  of  other  lands  in  fighting  everything 
that's  reactionary  and  oppressive  to  the  welfare  of  the  mass  as  a  whole. 
"We  pledge  ourselves  to  continue  to  fight  fascism  because  fascism  means : 

"The  persecution  of  national  and  racial  minorities. 

"The  suppression  of  creative  expressions  of  people. 

"The  continuance  of  further  aggressive  wars. 

"The  exploitation  of  people. 

"The  stripping  of  people  of  popular  liberties. 
"But  fascism  does  not  end  with  the  military  defeat  of  Germany  and  Japan. 
Fascism  does  not  end  as  long  as  we  have  anti-Negro  practices,  anti-Semitism,  anti- 
Catholicism,  labor-baiting,  and  red-baiting.    Fascism  will  continue  as  long  as  we 
tolerate  such  bigotry. 

"World  unity 

"We  will  work  toward  the  ideals  set  forth  in  the  Atlantic  Charter.  We  will 
work  toward  making  feasible  the  proper  functioning  of  the  UNO  planned  at  San 
Francisco. 

"We  will  aid  the  people  of  liberated  countries  in  their  course  to  determine  their 
own  form  of  government  unhampered  by  forces  attempting  to  suppress  demo- 
cratic government  be  granted  to  colonial  countries. 

"Youth  as  the  future  of  tomorrow 

"We  urge  youth  to  enter  energetically  into  the  political  life  of  our  community 
and  Nation  to  pass  legislation  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  the  people. 
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"Youth's  Hawaii 

"We  look  forward  eagerly  to  a  Hawaii  free  of  discrimination — racial,  social, 
religious,  and  otherwise. 

"We  firmly  belive  education  is  the  safeguard  of  democracy.  Probaly  nowhere 
else  does  the  unique  character  of  island  society  exist — where  multiple  racial, 
social  and  national  groups  live  together  in  such  a  small  area.  Realizing  this  posi- 
tion we  concert  our  energy  even  more  to  make  Hawaii  the  ideal  example  of  har- 
monious coexistence  of  the  diverse  groups — diverse  as  yet  in  their  cultures,  but 
united  in  their  desire  for  democracy." 

The  stated  aims  of  this  organization  are  quoted  from  article  II,  section  1 
of  its  constitution : 

"The  Hawaii  Youth  for  Democracy  is  a  character-building  organization. 
Through  education  it  aims  to  foster  social  consciousness  and  democratic  action 
among  the  youth  of  Hawaii.  It  is  dedicated  to  the  preservation  of  the  spirit  of 
democracy  and  freedom." 

That  the  actual  aims  of  the  organizations  were  somewhat  different  from  those 
stated  above  is  apparent  from  the  nature  of  its  activities. 

On  November  30,  194."),  the  HYD  submitted  an  application  for  official  recogni- 
tion as  a  campus  students'  organization.  On  February  9,  1946,  the  organization 
was  recognized  on  condition  that  article  VI  be  deleted  from  its  constitution. 
Article  VI  provided,  "The  organization  shall  issue  such  publications  as  is  deemed 
necessary  and  take  measures  to  insure  their  circulation." 

The  organization  filed  with  the  proper  university  authorities  two  rosters  of 
members,  but  it  is  known  that  some  students  not  listed  on  the  rosters  of  mem- 
bers, but  it  is  known  that  some  students  not  listed  on  the  rosters  were  or  sub- 
sequently became  active  in  HYD  matters.  The  roster  contains  the  names  of 
several  students,  no  longer  enrolled  at  the  University  of  Hawaii,  who  have  been 
identified  with  Communist  activities  both  in  Hawaii  and  on  the  mainland. 

While  the  HYD  was  active,  it  held  its  identified  meetings  on  the  university 
campus,  usually  once  a  week.  However,  undisclosed  meetings  of  certain  HYD 
personnel  with  Communists  were  held  elsewhere  and  will  be  discussed  later  in 
this  annex. 

The  HYD  had  an  education  committee,  an  activities  committee,  a  finance  com- 
mittee, and  a  public  relations  committee.  One  of  the  projects  of  the  education 
committee  of  HYD  was  stated  as  follows  : 

"Since  international  problems  are  of  vital  concern  to  youth  today,  the  educa- 
tion committee  will  prepare  full  reports  on  the  subjects  listed  below.  These  re- 
ports, when  completed,  will  be  published  as  newsletters  for  general  distribution 
by  the  public  relations  committee.  From  these  reports  the  activities  committee 
will  draw  up  programs  of  action  for  the  HYD  when  necessary.  The  topics  at 
present : 

"American  foreign  policy 

"The  United  Nations  Organization 

"Palestine 

"The  Levant  States 

"The  Pan  Arab  movement 

"Tlie  world  colonial  problem 

"Mandates  and  international  trustee.ship 

"Indonesia 

"Indochina 

"China 

"Philippines 

"Korea 

"Puerto  Tti"o 

"Central  America 

"South  America 

"Greece 

"Africa 

"The  right  of  the  international  trade  union  movement  to  representation  in  UNO 

"Internationalization  of  the  atomic  bomb 

"Occupation  policies  in  Germany 

"Occupation  policies  in  Japan 

"UNRRA 

"The  policy  of  extraterritorialty" 
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(It  is  significant  tliat  tlie  countries  named  in  the  foregoing  list  are  tliose  whose 
governments  Russia  and  her  propagandists  in  the  United  States  have  criticized 
and  attempted  to  undermine.  Conversely,  and  also  in  conformity  witli  the  Com- 
munist line,  certain  foreign  countries  not  subject  to  criticism  by  Russia  and  its 
followers  are  not  listed,  notably  the  U.  S.  S.  R.  itself  and  satellite  Poland,  Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary,  Rumania,  etc.) 

Also  in  the  HYD  program  was  the  proposal  to  "oppose  every  effort  of  Fascist- 
minded  monopolists  to  destroy  or  weaken  our  democracy."  There  was,  however, 
no  opposition  to  communism  expressed  in  the  HYD  program. 

The  activities  of  the  HYD  show  the  true  purpose  of  the  organization.  Articles 
appearing  in  Ka  Leo  O  Hawaii,  the  University  of  Hawaii  student  publication, 
reported  the  following  HYD  activities. 

The  HYD  supported  a  campus  movement  to  send  a  representative  to  the  World 
Youth  Council  held  in  London  in  1945,  but  the  project  was  not  begun  in  sufficient 
time  to  allow  a  representative  to  reach  London  in  time  for  the  council's  meeting. 

An  announcement  in  Ka  Leo  O  Hawaii  by  the  student  body  president,  an  HYD 
member,  reveals  that  the  HYD  was  in  charge  of  International  Students  Day 
which  was  sponsored  on  the  campus  by  the  Associated  Students  of  the  University 
of  Hawaii.  International  Students  Day  was  a  worldwide  movement  com- 
memorating the  Prague  students'  resistance  to  the  Nazis.  (The  ASUH — As- 
sociated Students  of  the  University  of  Hawaii — is  an  organization  to  which  all 
students  of  the  university  belong.) 

A  movement  was  started  on  the  campus  to  send  a  representative  from  the 
university  to  attend  the  International  Students  Council  to  be  held  in  Prague, 
November  18-23,  1945.  A  suggestion  was  made  at  a  meeting  of  the  student 
council  of  the  Associated  Students  of  the  University  of  Hawaii  that  a  former 
student  of  the  University  of  Hawaii  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces  in  Europe  be 
sent  to  this  "World  Student  Conference.  This  suggestion  was  approved  and  a 
committee  of  three  appointed  to  investigate.  The  three  committeemen  were 
HYD  members.  As  a  result  of  their  efforts  a  member  of  the  Armed  Forces 
stationed  in  Europe  was  approved  by  the  War  Department  and  received  per- 
mission of  the  State  Department  to  attend  the  conference.  (The  meeting  in 
Prague,  Czechoslovakia,  is  variously  referred  to  in  Ka  Leo  O  Hawaii  as  Inter- 
national Students  Day,  World  Student  Conference,  World  Student  Congress  and 
International  Students  Congress. )  The  University  of  Hawaii  representative  re- 
ported by  letter  that  the  Central  Union  of  Czechoslovakia  Students  organized 
the  Intei-national  Students  Congress  for  1945  and  that  attempts  had  been  made 
to  set  up  a  world  organization  of  students,  a  student's  exchange,  an  international 
press  bureau,  and  a  sports  program.  He  also  stated  that  Communist  and  So- 
cialist elements  were  present  at  the  Congress.  The  stimulus  for  all  of  the  fore- 
going projects  originated  with  the  HYD. 

In  1946,  an  HYD  member  whose  mother  and  several  uncles  are  Communists, 
attended  an  American  Youth  for  Democracy  conference  in  New  York  as  the  rep- 
resentative of  the  University  of  Hawaii  organization. 

In  late  April,  1946,  the  HYD  sponsored  a  forum  on  the  subject  of  Russian 
foreign  policy.  The  speakers  were  Ralph  V.  Vossbrink,  Dr.  John  A.  Rademaker, 
assistant  professor  of  sociology,  and  Dr.  Allan  F.  Saunders,  associate  professor  of 
history.  The  HYD  was  accused  of  having  a  completely  one-sided  forum  with  all 
speakers  praising  Soviet  Russia.  In  defense  the  HYD  maintained  that  the  per- 
sons who  had  been  invited  to  speak  from  the  opposite  viewpoint  failed  to  attend. 

Ichiro  Izuka  testified  before  the  House  Un-Amei'ican  Activities  Committee  that 
he  attended  a  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Communist  Party  in 
1946  at  which  it  was  decided  that  since  the  Kaimuki  branch  of  the  party  had 
no  direct  concern  with  union  activity  (few  of  its  members  were  ILWU  personnel), 
it  should  be  given  responsibility  for  the  development  of  HYD.  Dr.  John  E. 
Reinecke  and  Charles  K.  Fujimoto  were  assigned  to  direct  that  activity.  The 
results  of  the  executive  committee's  decision  are  to  be  found  in  a  Marxist  discus- 
sion group  that  met  weekly  at  the  home  of  Charles  K.  Fujimoto  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1946.  Dr.  Reinecke  also  attended  occasional  meetings  of  that  group  and 
on  one  occasion  he  delivered  a  lecture  on  the  labor  movement  in  Hawaii.  At  an- 
other meeting  Fujimoto  distributed  copies  of  the  Communist  Manifesto.  Sev- 
eral who  attended  the  Fujimoto  di.seussion  group  were  students  at  the  University 
of  Hawaii  and  oflicers  in  the  HYD.

Nationai,  Association  for  Advancement  of  Colored  People  (  Honolulu  Branch  ) 

This  national  organization,  commonly  referred  to  as  the  NAACP,  had  an  active 
branch  in  Honolulu  during  the  period  1946-49.     Previous  attempts  to  organize 
such  a  group  in  Honolulu  were  made  about  1939  and  again  shortly  after  the  war 
started,  but  were  unsuccessful. 
The  purposes  of  the  organization,  as  stated  on  its  membership  card,  are : 
"1.  To  educate  America  to  accord  full  rights  and  opportunities  to  Negroes. 
To  fight  injustice  in  courts  when  based  on  race  prejudice. 
To  pass  protective  legislation  in  State  and  Nation  and  defeat  discriminatory

bills 

"4.  To  secure  the  vote  for  Negroes  and  teach  its  proper  use. 

"5.  To  stimulate  the  cultural  life  of  Negroes. 

"6.  To  stop  lynching." 

As  has  been  the  experience  of  a  number  of  NAACP  chapters,  the  Honolulu 
branch  became  an  object  of  Communist  infiltration.  This  activity  by  Communist 
Party  members  and  sympathizers  was  noticeable  in  1947,  and  by  1948  had  become 
a  matter  of  serious  concern  to  non-Communists  in  the  organization.  The  interest 
of  Communists,  who  try  continually  to  foment  racial  disunity  under  the  guise  of 
exposing  alleged  racial  discrimination,  is  obvious. 

The  officers  and  directors  of  the  Honolulu  branch  in  1948  included  Negroes, 
Caucasians,  and  Japanese.  Two  of  the  10  directors,  Charles  K.  Fujimoto  and 
Eileen  N.  Fujimoto,  were  members  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist 
Party  of  Hawaii.  Several  other  NAACP  directors  were  affiliated  with  the 
Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  principal  postwar  Communist  front  organiza- 
tion in  Hawaii. 

Dr.  John  E.  Reinecke,  a  leading  local  Communist,  took  an  active  part  in  the 
local  NAACP.  Frank  Marshall  Davis,  a  writer  of  inflammatory  racial  articles 
for  the  Communist-line  Honolulu  Record,  also  has  been  afl51iated  with  the 
organization. 

In  December,  1948,  a  local  NAACP  election  was  held  in  which  Communist 
Party  members  and  their  collaborators  attempted  to  gain  full  control  of  the 
organization.  Two  attempts  were  made  to  elect  a  president  but  each  time 
62  votes  were  cast — 31  for  the  rightwing  candidate  and  31  for  the  leftwing 
condidate. 

As  a  result  of  this  deadlock,  and  realizing  the  Honolulu  chapter  of  the  NAACP 
was  thoroughly  infested  with  Communists  and  fellow  travelers,  Mrs.  Catherine 
Christopher,  the  acting  president,  laid  the  matter  before  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  national  NAACP.  That  body,  on  November  14,  1949,  voted  to  revoke  the 
charter  of  the  Honolulu  branch  of  the  NAACP.  The  reasons  given  were  the 
failure  to  complete  the  holding  of  an  election  ;  the  difference  of  the  racial  issues 
in  Hawaii,  as  compared  to  mainland  United  States ;  and,  because  that  difference 
and  the  distance  of  the  Honolulu  branch  from  the  national  office  made  it  difficult 
to  supervise  the  activities  and  program  of  the  branch  adequately  and  properly. 
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Annex  12 
Liberal  Legislation   League 

This  organization,  which  existed  in  Honolulu  from  August  20,  1946,  to  May  23, 
1947,  is  of  interest  because  its  formation  appears  to  have  been  conceived  by  the 
Territorial  CIO  Political  Action  Committee  to  serve  as  a  medium  for  furthering 
the  aims  of  CIO-PAC  in  nonorganized  labor  circles.  CIO-PAC  was  a  Communist- 
controlled  group.  Six  of  its  seven  officers  have  been  identified  as  members  of 
the  Communist  Party. 

The  LLL  was  organized  at  a  meeting  held  on  August  20,  1946,  by  an  organiza- 
tion tentatively  called  the  Citizens  Political  Action  Committee.  Marshall  Mc- 
Euen  opened  this  meeting  by  explaining  that  several  people  had  expressed  an 
interest  in  forming  a  citizens  PAC  and  that  he  had  called  this  meeting  to  discuss 
the  formation  of  such  an  organization.  He  said  that  if  a  CPAC  were  formed 
it  should  exist  independently  of  the  CIO-PAC,  as  was  the  practice  on  the  main- 
land, but  that  the  two  organizations  could  work  closely  together.  At  this 
meeting  it  was  agreed  that  contact  should  be  made  with  the  National  CPAC 
as  soon  as  the  local  organization  was  formed.  McEuen  pointed  out  that  the 
local  CPAC  could  perform  a  useful  service  by  supplying  the  local  CIO-PAC  with 
information  concerning  social  injustices.  The  CIO-PAC,  he  said,  would  use 
that  information  to  press  for  social  improvements,  but  would  protect  the  identity 
of  its  source  of  information. 

Another  meeting  was  held  on  August  27,  1946,  with  Marshall  McEuen  pre- 
siding. By  a  formal  vote  it  was  determined  that  the  CPC  should  have  no  direct 
affiliation  with  the  CIO-PAC.  This  followed  McEuen's  suggestion  made  at  the 
previous  meeting.  Communists  John  E.  Reinecke  and  Ah  Quon  McElrath,  noted 
for  their  interest  in  political  action,  were  present  at  this  meeting. 

At  the  September  3,  1946,  meeting  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to 
draft  a  constitution.  It  was  determined  that  the  organization  should  be  an 
unaffiliated,  nonpartisan  group,  with  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  a  liberal  social- 
legislative  program.    A  four-member  policy  committee  was  appointed. 

The  name  "Liberal  Legislation  League"  was  formally  adopted  at  the  meeting  of 
September  11,  1946,  and  the  constitution  of  the  organization  adopted.  A  report 
was  given  by  the  chairman  of  the  platform  committee.  A  three-member  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  secure  biographical  data  on  candidates  for  the  coming 
election.  A  member  gave  a  report  on  a  CIO-PAC  meeting,  stating  that  few  can- 
didates had  committed  themselves  on  the  1946  CIO-PxVC  platform.  A  perma- 
nent chairman,  secretary,  and  treasurer  were  elected. 

The  object  of  the  LLL,  as  stated  in  its  constitution,  was  to  protect,  maintain, 
and  promulgate  legislation  in  the  interest  of  the  community. 

At  a  meeting  held  September  20,  1946,  a  3-member  ways  and  means  committee 
of  the  LLL  was  activated. 

On  October  11,  1946,  the  platform  of  the  LLL,  read  at  its  meeting,  was  as 
follows : 

(a)   A  Territorial  FEPC. 
(&)   Civil-rights  bill. 

(c)  Revision  of  "regressive"  tax  laws  so  that  those  who  can  pay  more  do 
so.    Establishment  of  a  tax  commission  to  make  a  thorough  study  of  taxes. 

(d)  Upward  revision  of  the  minimum-wage  law  to  provide  for  an  Ameri- 
can standard  of  living — a  standard  compatible  with  decency  and  health. 

(e)  Low-cost  housing  provided  by  the  Government,  by  means  of  legislation 
assuring  low-cost  homes  compatible  with  decency  and  health. 

At  an  LLL  meeting  held  November  1,  1946,  donations  were  solicited  to  pay  for 
a  full-page  advertisement  to  be  placed  in  the  Honolulu  Star-Bulletin  on  Novem- 
ber 2,  1946.  More  than  $200  was  collected  and  the  necessary  balance  pledged. 
An  officer  of  the  LLL  agreed  to  underwrite  payment  of  the  bill.  The  advertise- 
ment presented  the  replies  of  30  candidates  to  certain  questions  which  were 
designed  to  clarify  their  positions  on  issues  then  current  in  Hawaii.  Among  the 
questions  asked  of  candidates  were  those  concerning  the  LLL's  proposals  for 
"needed"  legislation  on  civil  rights  and  for  a  Fair  Employment  Practices  Act. 
Other  issues  covered  included  statehood,  housing,  taxation,  a  minimum-wage  law, 
and  child-care  centers.  The  proposed  FEPA  and  civil-rights  legislation  were 
highly  controversial  issues.  The  Communist  Party  has  made  capital  of  such 
issues  on  the  mainland  in  order  to  highlight  racial  discrimination  as  one  of  the 
"diseases"  of  our  democracy.  At  the  November  1  meeting  it  was  reported  that 
all  non-Caucasian  candidates  favored  the  civil-rights  and  FEPA  bills,  but  that 
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the  Caucasian  candidates  stated  either  that  no  racial  prejudice  existed  in  Hawaii 
(hence  there  was  no  need  for  such  legislation)  or  flatly  opposed  it.  At  the  same 
meeting  study  group  chairmen  were  named  to  head  committees  on  taxation  and 
expenditure,  health  and  welfare,  education,  industrial  relations,  and  citizens' 
rights. 

For  3  months  after  election  day,  1946,  the  organization  held  no  meetings. 
However,  it  conducted  an  analysis  of  election  results  and  worked  on  a  program 
to  be  presented  to  the  1947  legislature. 

The  next  meeting  of  LLL  was  held  on  February  14,  1947.  It  was  voted  to 
accept  the  offer  of  the  CIO-PAC  to  provide  radio  time  for  an  LLL  program  on 
February  16.  The  script  for  this  program  was  prepared  by  three  of  the  most 
active  LLL  members.  At  this  meeting  an  LLL  member  stated  that  he  would 
attempt  to  gain  the  support  of  the  American  Veterans  Committee,  Chapter  1,  of 
Honolulu,  for  the  LLL'&  proposed  legislative  rules. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  LLL  was  held  on  May  23,  1947.  It  was  decided  to 
suspend  all  meetings  during  the  summer  and  replace  them  with  a  study  group 
that  would  plan  a  future  LLL  program.  A  professor  at  the  University  of  Hawaii 
had  been  contacted  by  two  representatives  of  the  LLL  and  had  prepared  a  course 
of  reading  for  such  study  group. 

Sixty-three  persons  have  been  identified  with  this  organization.  Six  have 
been  identified  as  Communists.  However,  non-Communists  held  nearly  all  the 
offices  and  committee  assignments.  However,  this  did  not  prevent  the  LLL's  being 
used  to  serve  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  conceived  by  CIO-PAC,  acting  through 
Marshall  McEuen. 

Annex  13 

Public  Education  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii 

introductory 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  the  educational  field  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii 
is  divided  into  five  categories  : 

(a)  Department  of  public  instruction. 

( b )  University  of  Hawaii,  including  extension  division. 

(c)  Adult  education. 

(d)  Private  schools,  kindergarten,  grade,  and  high. 

( e )  Private  schools,  miscellaneous. 

In  order  that  the  reader  may  judge  the  extent  to  which  education  is  of  direct 
concern  to  pupils,  parents,  teachers,  and  employees  of  educational  institutions 
in  the  Territory,  and  is  therefore  of  indirect  concern  to  all,  certain  statistics  are 
presented  below. 

The  following  figures  are  approximate  as  of  January  1,  1951  (except  for  the 
University  of  Hawaii,  which  is  as  of  February  15, 1951)  : 


(a)  Department  of  public  instruction 

(h)  University  of  Hawaii 

(c)  Adult  education 

(rf)  Private  scliools 

(e)  Private  schools ---

As  of  September  1950,  there  were  17  teachers'  and  other  affiliated  organizations 
in  the  Territory,  including  the  Hawaii  Education  Association  with  a  membership 
of  approximately  3,200  teachers. 

The  April-May-June,  1950,  issue  of  the  Parent-Teacher  News  Bulletin  stated 
that  there  were  130  parent-teacher  associations  with  membership  of  39,180. 

Because  of  the  size  of  this  field,  and  the  limited  time  at  the  disposal  of  this 
commission,  it  was  obvious  at  the  cutset  that  all  types  of  schools  could  not  be 
covered,  so  it  was  decided  to  concentrate  on  surveys  of  the  University  of  Hawaii 
and  the  department  of  public  instruction.  Even  in  this  restricted  field  only  a 
preliminary  investigation  was  practicable  and  this  report  should  be  considered 
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as  a  survey  report  and  evaluated  accordingly.  The  survey  was  conducted  through 
the  medium  of  interviews  on  all  major  islands,  the  study  of  official  records,  and 
the  examination  of  witnesses  under  oath. 

Directives  to  Communist  teachers 

The  position  of  the  Communist  Party,  with  reference  to  the  schools,  was 
recorded  in  an  issue  of  The  Communist,  formerly  the  official  monthly  organ  of  the 
Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.  Its  editor,  Earl  Browder,  was  general  secretary  of 
the  party.  In  it  were  published  authoritative  monographs  expounding  the  party's 
philosophy  and  giving  program  directions  for  party  activity.  In  its  May  1937, 
issue  The  Communist  cai-ried  an  article  stating : 

"Party  and  YCL  (Young  Cf)mmuuist  League)  fractions  set  up  within  classes 
and  departments  must  supplement  and  combat  by  means  of  discussions,  brochures, 
etc.,  bourgeois  omissions  or  distortions  in  the  regular  curriculum.  Marxist- 
Leninist  analysis  must  be  injected  into  every  class.  In  addition  to  this,  serious 
education  on  immediate  social  problems  and  in  Marxism-Leninism  must  be  under- 
taken indei^ndently. 

"A  peoples  movement  around  the  schools  can  thus  transform  the  latter  into 
popular  forms  for  progressive  social  action,  ultimately  into  forms  for  the  revolu- 
tion." 

Obviously  such  a  program  could  not  be  carried  out  openly,  as  such  activity 
would  lead  to  an  exposure  of  the  party.  Therefore,  in  order  to  accomplish  the 
desired  results,  without  exposure.  Communist  teachers  are  instructed  in  the  meth- 
ods to  be  used.  Following  is  quoted  an  article  entitled,  "The  Schools  and  The 
People's  Front,"  which  also  appeared  in  the  May  1937,  issue  of  The  Communist : 

"Communist  teachers  cannot  afford  to  ignore  this  fact — that  they  are  in  con- 
tact with  the  children  of  the  masses,  that  they  are  responsible  for  training  these 
children.  They  must  realize  that  the  primary  function  of  the  school  is  to  educate 
these  children,  and  this  will  be  true  to  a  much  greater  extent  in  a  socialist  society 
than  now.  Communist  teachers  are,  therefore,  faced  ^^■ith  a  tremendous  respon- 
sibility. They  must  consider  not  only  their  own  teacher  problems,  but  the  prob- 
lem of  the  children.  They  must  fight  for  the  latter.  They  must  mobilize  the 
other  teachers  in  this  fight.  They  must  take  advantage  of  their  positions,  with- 
out exposing  themselves,  to  give  their  students  to  the  best  of  their  abiliy  work- 
ing class  education. 

"To  enable  the  teachers  in  the  party  to  do  the  latter,  the  party  must  take  care- 
ful steps  to  see  that  all  teacher  comrades  are  given  thorough  education  in  the 
teachings  of  Marxism-Leninism.  Only  when  teachers  have  really  mastered 
Marxism-Leninism,  will  they  be  able  skillfully  to  inject  it  into  their  teachings 
at  the  least  risk  of  exposure  and  at  the  same  time  to  conduct  struggles  around 
the  schools  in  a  triily  Bolshevik  manner.  [In  Communist  terminology  the  word 
"Bolshevik"  implies  great  approbation,  since  the  goal  of  the  Communist  is  to 
equal  the  stern  revolutionary  zeal  of  the  pre-1017  Russian  Communists  (Bol- 
shevik!).] Such  teachei's  can  also  be  used  to  advantage  to  conduct  classes  in 
Marxism-Leninism  for  workers  generally,  and  many  such  teachers  should  be 
assigned  not  to  school  units  but  to  factories  or  industrial  units,  where  they  cau 
be  of  great  aid  in  party  education,  in  helping  with  leaflets,  shop  papers,  etc. 
Others  can  play  an  important  role  in  the  educational  activities  of  the  YCL." 

This  article  further  elaborates  on  the  technique  of  disguised  indoctrination, 
explaining  the  methods  to  be  used  in  classes  on  literature,  languages,  history, 
geography,  the  natural  sciences,  and  mathematics. 

With  reference  to  the  relationship  between  Commimist  teachers  and  rural 
community  activities,  The  Communist  (May  1937)  directs: 

"In  rural  communities,  teachers  who  are  among  the  few  educated  people,  are 
looked  up  to  with  tremendous  respect.  They  are  in  a  position  to  become  com- 
munity leaders. 

"As  a  means  of  mobilizing  the  people  in  the  villages  and  countryside,  steps 
should  be  taken  to  try  to  send  Communist  teachers  into  rural  communities 
where  they  could  become  active  in  all  community  organizations. 

"The  party  should  work  actively  within  parent-teachers'  association  and  all 
similar  organizations." 

Department  of  Public  Instruction 

Available  information  indicates  the  pre.sence  of  subversive  activity  by  a 
oublie  school  teacher  in  Hawaii  as  early  as  1935.     This  evidence  concerns  John 
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Ernest  Reinecke,  then  a  teacher  employed  by  the  department  of  public  instruc- 
tion at  Honokaa,  island  of  Hawaii.  He  subsequently  attained  considerable 
prominence  when  he  and  his  wife,  Aiko  T.  Reinecke,  were  suspended  from  public 
teaching  positions  and  later,  after  a  hearing  before  the  commissioners  of  public 
instruction,  were  dismissed. 

The  actions  of  Reinecke  in  connection  with  the  Communist  Party  and  with 
various  front  organizations  are  covered  elsewhere.  His  activities  while  a 
public-school  teacher  received  wide  publicity  in  later  years  through  the  medium 
of  public  hearings  of  his  dismissal  case  and  the  press  and  are  a  matter  of 
official  record.  This  commission,  therefore,  has  not  attempted  to  record  in  its 
report  all  information  developed  during  those  hearings.  It  suffices  to  say  that 
the  evidence  at  hand  clearly  establishes  Reinecke  to  have  been  an  important 
Communist  Party  leader  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  for  more  than  a  decade, 
and  further  establishes  that  Mrs.  Reinecke  shared  her  husband's  communistic 
views  and  activities. 

Reinecke  was  first  employed  by  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  on  September  1,  1927. 
During  the  period  1927-29  he  was  assigned  as  a  teacher  to  Konawaena  School 
on  the  island  of  Hawaii.  During  1929-30  he  was  at  Leilehua  School  on  the 
island  of  Oahu.  He  was  granted  special  leave  from  September  1,  1930,  to  August 
31,  1931,  and  during  that  time  he  attended  Yenchiug  University  in  China. 
Reinecke  returned  to  Honolulu  in  .July  1931,  and  was  assigned  to  Honokaa 
Junior  High  School,  where  he  remained  until  the  end  of  the  193.5  school  year. 

Evidence  introduced  at  his  dismissal  hearings  established  that  Reinecke  had, 
during  1935,  corresponded  with  one  Samuel  Weinman,  author  of  the  pamphlet 
Hawaii,  a  Story  of  Imperialist  Plunder.  A  letter  dated  May  29,  1935,  addressed 
to  "Dear  Comrade  Reinecke,"  signed,  "S.  Weinman"  (Government  exhibit 
No.  39),  indicated  that  Reinecke  had  been  collaborating  with  Weinman.  In 
that  letter  Reinecke  was  asked  to  furnish  "specific  information  concerning  Ha- 
waii" because  it  was  needed  by  "another  comrade."  Some  of  the  "pressing 
questions"  to  which  answers  were  desired  "at  once"  were : 

"What  is  the  condition  of  the  peasantry?  How  many  are  there;  how  many 
acres  each  holding?  *  *  * 

"You  say  the  group  has  been  studying  the  situation  in  Hawaii.  What  ex- 
actly have  they  been  studying,  and  can  we  have  copies  of  their  collective  studies 
for  use  here?     *     *     * 

"Has  the  group  formulated  their  ideas  as  to  what  is  the  next  step  in  Hawaii? 
*  *  * 

"From  here  it  seems  to  us  that  it  is  time  to  do  more  than  study.  Isn't  it 
time  that  struggles  were  developed  under  the  leadership  of  the  CP  group?  *  *  *" 

The  following  passages  from  the  same  letter  may  be  relevant  to  the  fact  that 
a  formal  Communist  Party  organization  was  established  in  Hawaii  about  2  or 
3  years  later : 

"I  received  your  letter,  which  I  read  with  a  great  deal  of  interest.  I  expect 
to  make  a  practical  use  of  your  list  of  contacts.     Thanks  *  *  * 

"We  have  discussed  linking  the  Hawaiian  movement  to  the  one  in  the  United 
States.     We  plan  to  do  something  definite  about  it  shortly  *  *  * 

"It  would  be  well  if  you  could  get  this  letter  into  the  hands  of  the  CP  group 
and  have  them  communicate  with  us  directly,  telling  us  what  we  can  do  specifi- 
cally to  aid  them." 

The  pamphlet  Hawaii,  A  Story  of  Imperialist  Plunder,  which  Reinecke  ad- 
mitted he  had  read,  was  published  in  1934  by  International  Pamphlets,  799 
Broadway,  New  York,  N.  Y.  A  publishers'  note  on  the  back  cover  of  the  pamphlet 
states  that  it  was  prepared  under  the  direction  of  Labor  Research  Association, 
whose  address  was  determined  to  be  80  East  11th  Street,  New  York,  N.  Y. 
Weinman's  addresSj  as  shown  on  his  letter  to  Reinecke,  was  room  634,  80  East 
11th  Street,  New  York  City. 

The  record  of  hearings  before  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities, 
United  States  House  of  Representatives,  80th  Congress,  with  reference  to  H.  R. 
1884  and  H.  R.  2122  (bills  to  curb  or  outlaw  the  Communist  Party  in  the  United 
States),  describes  the  sponsors  of  the  Weinman  pamphlet  as  follows  : 

"The  Labor  Research  Association,  80  East  11th  Street,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  pub- 
lishes montlily  the  Economic  News,  sold  and  distributed  through  Communist 
bookshops.  The  Communist  press  frequently  quotes  from  it.  The  association 
occasionally  Issues  books  which  are  published  and  distributed  by  the  Interna- 
tional Publishers  of  New  York,  the  Communist  publishing  house.  Its  releases, 
service,  and  books  are  consistently  along  the  Communist  Party  line,  and  they  are 
as  a  rule  timed  with  the  party's  agitation  and  pressure  moves.  *  *  *" 
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The  Labor  Research  Association  also  has  been  authoritatively  described  as 
follows : 

(A)  Cited  as  subversive  and  as  an  affiliate  of  the  Communist  Party  (At- 
torney General's  letter  to  the  Loyalty  Review  Board,  released  December 
4,  1947). 

(B)  A  direct  auxiliary  of  the  Communist  Party.  (Special  Committee  on 
Un-American  Activities  Report,  March  29, 1944,  p.  47. ) 

(C)  Cited  as  a  completely  Communist-controlled  organization.  (.Cali- 
fornia Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  Report,  1948,  p.  47. ) 

(D)  "One  of  the  creations  of  the  Communist  Party  *  *  *  founded  by 
Robert  W.  Dunn,  a  prominent  Communist."  (Masachusetts  House  Commit- 
tee on  Un-American  Activities  Report,  1938,  p.  380.) 

Report  No.  309  of  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  dated 
April,  1947,  states : 

"Within  the  year  1934  the  following  American  Communists  contributed  articles 
to  the  International  Press  Correspondence  (Imprecorr),  official  weekly  press  or- 
gan of  the  Communist  International ;  *  *  *  Samuel  Weinman.  *  *  *" 

International  Press  Correspondence  was  described  by  the  same  committee  in 
a  report  dated  January  3,  1939,  as  "The  organ  of  the  Communist  International." 

The  Agit-Prop  (agitation  and  propaganda)  division  of  the  Comunist  move- 
ment in  the  United  States  is  of  major  importance  to  that  movement.  That  divi- 
sion and  its  fronts  operate  publishing  houses  which  issue  books,  pamphlets  and 
other  printed  matter.  It  appears  that  Labor  Research  Association,  International 
Pamphlets  and  International  Press  Correspondence  were  a  part  of  this  division. 
It  follows  that  Weinman  was  a  part  of  the  Agi-Prop  division  of  the  Communist 
movement  in  the  United  States  and  that  Reinecke  apparently  was  a  voluntary 
collaborator  in  its  activity. 

Excerpts  are  quoted  below  from  Government  Exhibit  No.  11  of  the  Reinecke 
hearings,  which  received  considerable  publicity  when  introduced  in  evidence. 
The  document,  entitled  "Section  III — What  Must  We  Do?"  admittedly  was  written 
by  Reinecke. 

"V.  The  youth  of  Hawaii  are  at  present  scarcely  aware  of  the  economic  and 
political  movements  going  on  throughout  the  world.  Every  effort  must  be  bent 
to  bring  them  to  full  class  consciousness — to  read  understandingly  and  to  see 
where  they  stand.  Radical  literature  should  be  distributed  and  a  bookstand 
established  in  Honolulu.  Probably  as  soon  as  possible  a  newspaper  should  be 
established  to  express  radical  views. 

"Close  contacts  between  Hawaiian  comrades  and  mainland  centers  should  be 
established.  Students  going  to  the  States  should  be  contacted  and  propagan- 
dized on  the  mainland,  so  that  some  at  least  will  return  more  than  mere  satisfied 
dentists  and  doctors." 

Reinecke  testified  that  he  wrote  the  document  in  193.5,  and  the  inference  is 
that  a  bookstand  for  the  distribution  of  radical  (Communist)  literature  did  not 
exist  in  Honolulu  at  that  time.  It  may  be  only  coincidental,  but  it  is  of  interest, 
that  the  Hawaiian  Book  Exchange,  also  known  as  the  Nuuanu  Second-Hand  Book 
Store,  was  established  about  the  year  1936,  and  that  Communist  literature  was 
available  in  a  restricted  upstairs  section  of  this  store. 

Reinecke  also  testified  at  the  hearings  that  he  had  made  copies  of  New  Masses 
available  to  students,  and  that  the  publication  had  a  Marxist  slant.  Attorney 
General  Francis  Biddle  is  quoted  in  the  Congressional  Record,  September  24, 
1943,  as  referring  to  this  publication  as  "Communist  periodical."  Other  descrip- 
tions of  New  Masses  are  quoted  herewith  : 

"Nationally  circulated  weekly  journal  of  the  Communist  Party  *  *  *  whose 
ownership  was  vested  in  the  American  Fund  for  Public  Service  (Garland  Fund) ." 
( Special  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  Report,  March  29, 1944,  pp.  48  and 
75  ;  also  cited  in  Reports,  January  3,  1939,  p.  80 ;  and  June  25,  1942,  pp.  4  and  21. ) 

"Until  its  recent  merger  with  Mainstream,  the  New  Masses  has  been  the 
weekly  journalistic  voice  of  the  Communist  Party.  Its  first  appearance  was  as  a 
monthly.  As  the  Masses,  it  was  suppressed  by  the  United  States  Government 
for  its  subversive  policies."  Mainstream  was  launched  by  the  Communist  Party 
in  January  1947,  dealing  with  the  field  of  literature  and  creative  arts.  ( Califor- 
nia Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  Reports,  1947,  p.  160  and  1948,  p.  340.) 
"Issued  from  Communist  presses  and  distributed  by  the  Communists'  Progres- 
sive Book  Shop  in  Boston,  Mass."  (Massachusetts  House  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities  Reports,  1938,  pp.  281  and  443. ) 

No  evidence  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission  that  public  school- 
teachers in  the  Territory  now  are  imposing  communistic  doctrines  upon  students 
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in  their  classes,  or  that  they  are  slanting  class  discussions  of  political  and  con- 
troversial issues  to  the  left,  or  to  their  own  views. 

Obviousl.v,  a  communlstically  slanted  textbook  would  be  of  inestimable  value 
to  Communist  teachers  in  their  assigned  task  of  injecting  Marxism-Leninism 
into  their  classes.  A  survey  of  textbooks  used  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  has  not  been  undertaken  by  this  Commission.  However,  it  was  noted 
that  the  Building  America  series  of  teaching  materials,  which  the  California 
Board  of  Education  has  banned  for  their  pro-Communist  content  and  authorship, 
still  remains  on  the  approved  list  for  use  in  Hawaii's  schools. 

A  survey  of  local  pro-Communist  organizations  discloses  that  a  very  few 
teachers  have  been  active  in  varying  degrees  in  these  groups.  In  some  cases 
they  have  been  among  the  originators  of  the  organizations.  The  teaching  pro- 
fession was  represented  in  such  pro-Commimist  groups  as  the  Intei'-Professional 
Association,  the  Honolulu  Labor  Canteen  and  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Com- 
mittee. The  activities  of  these  organizations  are  covered  elsewhere  in  this 
Commission's  report. 

One  of  the  tasks  which  the  Communist  Party  considers  of  great  importance 
is  the  unionization  of  schoolteachers  and  students.  The  following  extracts  are 
taken  from  the  May  1937  issue  of  The  Communist : 

"We  [the  Communist  Party]  must  boldly  counterpose  to  *  *  *  reactionary 
programs  a  progressive  philosophy  of  education  which  vitalizes  the  slogan  which 
is  the  motto  of  the  American  Federation  of  Teachers  'Democracy  in  Education ; 
Education  for  Democracy'.  This  motto  can  give  the  slogan  for  a  farmer-labor 
philosophy  of  education,  which  must  be  developed  as  a  rallying  call  to  educators 
out  of  the  morass  of  pragmatism,  away  from  medievalism,  forward  toward  Marx- 
ism-Leninism. 

"The  rebelliousness  of  schoolchildren,  directed  against  a  part  of  the  state 
machinery  itself,  is  something  that  Communists  cannot  afford  to  ignore.  This, 
together  with  their  desire  for  knowledge  and  social  life,  must  form  the  starting 
point  of  our  work  among  students  in  the  schools. 

"Insofar  as  is  possible,  the  broad  mass  students'  organization  for  this  purpose 
should  be  the  American  Student  Union  which,  as  union  for  students  must  fight 
first  and  foremost  for  their  immediate  economic  needs.  [Note  :  The  American 
Student  Union  is  the  subject  of  annex  25  of  this  report.] 

"The  task  of  the  Communist  Party  must  be  first  and  foremost  to  arouse  the 
teachers  to  class  consciousness  and  to  organize  them  into  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Teachers,  which  is  the  main  current  of  the  American  labor  movement. 

"The  American  Federation  of  Teachers  must  concern  itself  primarily  with  the 
immediate  problems  of  the  teachers — salary,  tenure,  academic  freedom,  etc. 
However,  the  task  of  the  party  must  be  to  draw  the  organized  teachers  into  a 
realization  of  the  wider  problem  of  the  labor  movement." 

The  United  Public  Workers  of  America,  a  national  union,  has  attempted  to 
organize  public-school  teachers  in  the  Territoi'y  of  Hawaii.  During  the  month 
of  September  1946,  the  Organizing  Committee,  Teachers  Local  No.  653,  UPWA- 
CIO,  sent  circulars  to  public-school  teachers  in  Honolulu  announcing  a  prelimi- 
nary meeting  for  the  organization  of  teachers  into  local  653  of  the  UPWA.  The 
meeting  was  scheduled  for  10  a.  m.,  Saturday,  October  13,  1946,  and  was  to  be 
held  in  the  YWCA,  Honolulu.  The  circular  stated  that  the  Hawaii  Education 
Association,  to  which  the  great  majority  of  local  teachers  belong,  was  partly 
dominated  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  and  did  not  touch  upon 
"*  *  *  the  hundred  and  one  sore  points  of  our  daily  life  as  professional  workers." 
It  also  explained  that  the  UPWA  was  allied  with  what  it  called  the  most  power- 
ful political  force  in  Hawaii,  the  CIO  union  movement.  The  Hawaii  Education 
Association  issued  a  circular  dated  October  10,  1946,  to  its  members,  challenging 
statements  in  the  UPWA  circular.  The  meeting  was  held  as  scheduled,  with 
about  60  persons  present.  A  reliable  observer  stated  that  a  majority  of  those 
present  were  not  favorable  to  UPWA  and  were  there  to  defend  HEA.  Several 
public-school  teachers  are  known  to  have  been  active  in  this  UPWA  movement. 
Several  teachers  stationed  on  islands  other  than  Oahu  collaborated  with  a 
UPWA  organizer.  All  the  teachers  identified  as  active  participants  in  this  ac- 
tivity had,  for  other  suflicient  reasons,  come  to  the  attention  of  this  Commission. 
However,  an  informed  source  estimates  that  at  no  time  were  there  more  than 
25  teachers  affiliated  with  the  UPWA  in  Hawaii  and  that  as  of  a  very  recent 
date,  there  were  no  local  teachers  known  to  be  in  that  organization. 

This  Commission  has  not  concerned  itself  with  teachers'  associations  per  se, 
but  has  been  interested  in  the  UPWA  because  of  its  national  reputation  for  Com- 
munist leadership  and  activities.     The  Fourth  Report  of  the  California  Com-

mittee  on  Un-American  Activities,  issued  in  1948,  states  that  nearly  every  na- 
tional leader  and  officer  of  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America  has  a  long 
Communist  record.  One  of  the  national  UPWA  oflScers,  Ewart  Guinier,  was 
prominent  in  the  activities  of  the  Honolulu  Labor  Canteen,  where  he  gained  the 
friendship  of  several  Honolulu  public-school  teachers.  One  of  these  teachers, 
who  later  used  Guinier's  residence  as  a  mailing  address  while  visiting  in  New 
York  City,  was  in  the  forefront  of  those  attempting  to  promote  the  UPWA's 
recruitment  of  teacher  members  in  Hawaii.  (Further  information  concern- 
ing the  UPWA  will  be  found  in  annex  20. ) 

The  task  of  the  Communist  Party — "to  draw  the  organized  teachers  into  a 
realization  of  the  wider  problem  of  the  labor  movement" — would  appear  to  have 
been  at  least  partially  successful  in  the  Territory.  Dr.  Reinecke's  long  and 
close  association  with  the  Communist-dominated  ILWU  is  too  well  known  to  re- 
quire further  comment.  However,  other  public-school  teachers  with  a  prounion 
and  antimanagement  attitude  have  been  very  active  in  local  labor-union  affairs. 
This  has  brought  some  of  them  into  sympathetic  association  with  Communist 
labor  leaders.  For  example,  in  1947  a  public-school  teacher  on  the  Island  of 
Hawaii  acted  as  an  adviser  for  a  labor-union  newspaper,  Union  Prometheus, 
while  another  public-school  teacher  was  a  contributor  to  the  same  publication. 
This  newspaper  is  of  interest  because  some  of  its  content  clearly  appears  to 
have  been  communistic. 

Union  Prometheus  was  a  bimonthly  mimeographed  paper  published  by  ILWU 
Local,  142,  at  Pahala,  Kau,  T.  H.  The  masthead  of  the  first  edition,  dated 
January  13,  1947,  lists  one  Pahala  teacher  as  "adviser."  She  continued  to  be 
listed  as  "adviser"  up  to  and  including  the  June  9,  1947,  edition  of  the  paper. 
In  the  February  10,  1947,  issue  a  Honokaa  teacher  was  identified  as  "contribu- 
tor," and  was  listed  as  such  thereafter  up  to  and  including  the  June  9  issue. 
These  two  teachers  were  recruited  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  from 
the  mainland  for  the  1945-46  school  year.  At  the  expiration  of  the  1946-47 
school  year  they  returned  to  the  mainland  and  submitted  their  resignations. 

The  first  edition  of  Union  Prometheus  stated  that  the  main  purpose  of  the 
paper  was  "to  promote  a  better  understanding  of  unionism  and  our  affiliation 
with  the  labor  movement."  An  article  on  CIO-PAC  activity  states  that  "PAC 
did  a  darn  good  job  for  its  first  broad-gage  experiment  in  political  activity  *  *  * 
In  1948  we  will  put  in  a  peoples  legislature  *  *  *"  Another  article  comments 
on  a  reduction  in  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  budget,  saying :  "Eng- 
land spends  6  percent  of  her  national  iiicome  on  education,  Russia  spends  14 
percent,  and  the  United  States  spends  the  magnificent  sum  of  1.4  percent  of  its 
national  income."     The  author  of  the  latter  comment  is  not  identified. 

The  January  27,  1947,  edition  of  Union  Prometheus  states  that  a  letter  has 
been  received  from  American  Relief  for  Greek  Democracy  in  regard  to  the  adop- 
tion of  a  Greek  orphan.  It  is  explained  that  this  can  be  done  by  making  con- 
tributions, and  that  this  matter  will  be  discussed  at  the  next  meeting  of  local 
142,  unit  2.  (American  Relief  for  Greek  Democracy  is  described  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  as  a  "Communist  front,"  of  whose 
sponsors  18  were  either  directors  or  sponsors  of  another  noted  front,  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  American-Soviet  Friendship.) 

An  article  in  the  February  10,  1947,  edition  criticizes  the  Honolulu  Elks' 
Spearhead  for  Americanism  campaign  against  communism.  Excerpts  from  that 
article  are  quoted : 

"Wasn't  Lincoln  in  his  time  considered  a  radical?  If  communism  had  been 
known,  the  slaveholders  would  have  called  him  a  Communist." 

"Lincoln  also  (as  any  Lincolnia  student  knows)  said  that  if  the  government 
didn't  suit  the  majority  of  the  people,  the  people  have  the  right  to  change  it." 

"Going  back  to  Lincoln's  words — 'all  men  are  created  equal' — how  can  they 
explain  their  fraternal  constitution  which  excludes  all  but  members  of  the 
white  race  from  becoming  Elks?" 

The  February  24  edition  comments  on  the  convening  of  the  Territorial  legis- 
lature, and  the  political  solidarity  of  the  various  ILWU  locals  and  units  of  west 
Hawaii  under  the  leadership  of  Koichi  Ariyoshi  (not  to  be  confused  with  his 
brother,  Koji  Ariyoshi,  editor  of  the  Honolulu  Record).  An  article  entitled 
"On  the  Alert"  define  terms  which  may  be  used  during  the  legislative  session 
and  which  in  many  cases,  it  was  explained,  are  used  to  "smear"  a  person  rather 
than  to  clearly  define  his  beliefs.  The  definition  of  communism  contained  in 
the  article  is  quoted  : 

"Communist :  A  person  favoring  that  system  of  government  by  which  the 
means  of  production  and  distribution  are  owned  and  managed  by  the  Govern- 
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ment,  with  the  goods  produced  being  shared  by  all  citizens.  Contrary  to  common 
"belief  the  Communist  does  not  advocate  violence." 

This  commission  invites  particular  attention  to  the  last  sentence  of  the  above 
definition,  to  which  emphasis  has  been  added.  The  italicized  statement  repre- 
sents a  standard  contention  of  the  Communist  Party.  Its  falsity  has  been  gen- 
erally recognized  by  the  Congress,  the  courts,  and  the  American  people. 

The  April  21,  1947,  edition  suggests  a  visit  to  the  oflSce,  where  Truth  About 
Unions  and  Why  Work  for  Nothing  are  available.  These  booklets  were  said  to 
have  been  written  by  one  Leo  Huberman,  who,  according  to  the  Third  Report  of 
the  California  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  1947,  is  identified  with 
many  Communist  Party  fronts.  An  editorial  in  that  edition  states  that  "we 
are  looking  for  young  people  who  are  interested  in  labor  movement  so  that  we 
can  send  them  to  labor  school  in  the  mainland."  Reference  apparently  was  made 
to  the  California  Labor  School,  to  which  the  ILWU  has  sent  many  of  its  mem- 
bers. That  school  is  described  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  as 
a  "subversive  and  Communist  organization"  and  by  the  California  Committee 
on  Un-American  Activities  as  an  "expanded  Communist  Party  institution  for 
the  purpose  of  disseminating  Communist  propaganda." 

The  June  9,  1947,  edition  carries  a  front-page  box  notice  inviting  attention  to 
the  fact  that  Henry  Wallace's  speech  and  appeal  to  the  American  people  appears 
on  pages  5  and  6.  It  explains  that  although  the  bill  for  a  loan  to  Greece  and 
Turkey  already  had  been  passed  by  Congress  and  approved  by  the  President,  the 
newspaper  is  presenting  a  "very  good  speech"  made  by  Henry  Wallace  which 
explains  why  he  opposed  the  bill. 

The  Union  Prometheus  of  July  9,  1947,  contains  an  article  on  Red  baiting  and 
quotations  from  Why  Work  for  Nothing.  The  latter  compares  the  plantation 
worker  to  the  "slave  under  slavery"  and  to  the  "serf  under  feudalism." 

Teachers  have  been  connected  with  the  Honolulu  Record  as  stockholders  and 
as  contributors  to  its  news  columns.  The  United  States  House  Un-American 
Activities  Committee,  in  a  report  dated  October  1,  1950,  concludes  that  the 
Honolulu  Record  is  a  front  for  the  Communist  Party.  Further  information  con- 
cerning this  publication  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  commission's  report. 
The  discussion  here  of  the  Honolulu  Record  is  confined  to  its  relation  to 
education. 

The  Honolulu  Record  has  made  many  efforts  to  interest  persons  connected  with 
education.  Complimentary  copies  have  been  mailed  to  public-school  teachers  and 
to  University  of  Hawaii  faculty  members,  followed  by  letters  pointing  out  that 
it  is  an  "independent"  newspaper,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  give  a  fresh  inter- 
pretation of  events  which  will  affect  all,  and  to  do  it  from  the  viewpoint  of  the 
majority  instead  of  the  so-called  vested  interests. 

The  June  8,  1950,  edition  of  the  Honolulu  Record  carries  a  front-page  article 
headlined,  "Kona  Principal  Sends  Sons  to  Nearby  Private  School."  It  was  date- 
lined  "Kona,  Hawaii"  under  the  byline,  "By  Special  Correspondence."  The  article 
was  concluded  in  the  next  edition  of  the  Honolulu  Record,  also  on  the  front 
page,  and  was  headed,  "Independent-Minded  Teacher  Resigns  From  Konawaena 
Hi."    These  articles  are  quoted  in  full : 

"kona  principal  sends  sons  to  nearby  private  school 

"By  Special  Correspondence 
"(This  is  the  first  of  two  articles  on  Kona) 

"Kona,  Hawaii. — Mark  Sutherland,  principal  of  Konawaena  High  School,  sends 
his  two  sons  to  the  Waipuilani  School,  a  private  institution  near  Konawaena  for 
this  district's  'social  register'  families. 

"Whether  Mr.  Sutherland  regards  Konawaena,  which  he  heads,  not  good  enough 
for  his  sons  or  whether  he  sends  them  to  Waipuilani  to  'keep  up  with  the  Joneses' 
is  a  question  which  is  often  asked  in  private  conversation  among  people  here. 

"Say  lie  is  haole 

"While  the  residents  here  are  curious  about  Sutherland's  reason  for  sending 
his  children  to  Waipuilani,  they  do  not  think  his  behavior  is  odd. 

"  'After  all,  he  is  a  haole,'  they  say. 

"There  is  no  question  in  the  minds  of  these  people  that  if  the  handful  of  in- 
fluential haole  ranchers  sent  their  children  to  Konawaena,  they  would  naturally 
bring  pressure  on  the  Territorial  and  county  governments  and  the  department  of 
public  instruction  for  vast  improvements. 
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"Konawaena  High  and  Elementary  School  Is  the  only  high  school  in  this  dis- 
trict. It  is  the  second  largest  school  on  this  island,  with  an  enrollment  of  about 
1,000  students  in  all  departments. 

"Issue  is  not  Sutherland 

"A  farmer  recently  told  this  writer,  while  discussing  Konawaena  that  'our 
children  are  cheated.' 

"He  commented  that  while  Mr.  Sutherland  is  in  the  good  graces  of  the  haole 
ranchers  whose  influence  is  powerful  enough  to  remove  principals  and  teachers 
from  Kona,  the  issue  in  education  here  is  not  Sutherland — it  remains,  as  it  was 
before  the  present  principal  came  to  Konawaena,  'The  people  versus  the  ranchers.' 

"The  only  solution  for  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  real  education  in  Kona 
and  at  Konawaena  is  for  the  DPI  to  heed  the  desires  and  aspirations  of  the  thou- 
sands of  Japanese,  Hawaiians,  Filipinos,  and  Latin  Americans  for  their  children 
to  be  given  a  fair  chance,  this  farmer  said.  Konawaena  could  stand  a  lot  of  im- 
provement. 

"Sutherland  has  enjoyed  immunity  from  attacks  and  criticisms  of  the  'social 
register'  group,  but  he  has  been  the  target  of  considerable  criticism  by  the 
teachers,  the  Coffee  Leaders'  Association,  students,  and  some  parents.  Parents 
have  talked  of  circulating  petitions  for  his  removal  from  Kona,  but  this  has  been 
discouraged  by  some  who  feel  that  removing  Sutherland  is  not  the  answer. 

"Big  shots  satisfied 

"Some  of  the  powerful  figures  in  this  community  among  the  land  barons, 
bankers,  and  the  representatives  of  American  Factors,  Ltd.,  are  Walter  D. 
Ackerman,  Sr.,  Sherwood  Greenwell,  D.  M.  Frazer,  Francis  Cushingham,  and 
Linzy  C.  Child.  It  is  said  among  the  coffee  planters  and  independent  business- 
men that  the  economically  powerful  are  satisfied  with  Mr.  Sutherland  for  the 
present. 

"When  Mr.  Sutherland  ran  for  the  constitutional  convention  from  group  H, 
including  south  Kona  and  Kau,  it  was  tacitly  understood  among  the  people  that 
the  big  interests  were  behind  him. 

"In  the  primary,  Mr.  Sutherland  received  290  votes  in  all,  64  of  them  from 
Kealakekua  (Kahauloa  precinct)  where  he  lives.  In  the  same  election,  Peter 
Kawahara,  a  teacher  at  Konawaena,  received  664  votes,  and  in  the  general 
election  was  elected  with  almost  as  many  votes  from  Kealakekua  as  his  prin- 
cipal received  in  all  during  the  primary.  Kawahara  lives  at  Holualoa,  another 
precinct. 

"Behind  the  surface  quietness  of  this  beautiful  district,  hemmed  in  by  lava 
on  both  ends,  is  a  growing  protest  among  the  people,  who  feel  that  they  are 
cheated. 

"(To  be  concluded.)" 

"independent-minded  teacher  eesigns  from  konawaena  hi 

"Special  Correspondence 
"(Second  of  Two  Articles  on  Kona) 

"Kona,  Hawaii. — The  recent  resignation  of  Mrs.  Helene  Hale  from  Kona- 
waena High  School  has  been  hush-hushed,  but  behind  the  unsuccessful  move 
ot  whip  the  independent  public-school  teacher  into  silence  and  conformity  is  the 
story  of  education  controlled  by  the  'social  register'  families. 

"Mark  Sutherland,  principal  of  Konawaena  High  School,  sends  his  two  sons 
to  the  Waipuilani  School,  a  private  institution  near  Konawaena,  which  is  at- 
tended by  children  of  the  'social  register'  elements.  While  these  families  regard 
Konawaena  as  'unfit'  for  their  children,  they  have  a  strong  say  in  the  policy 
and  program  at  the  public  school.  And  this  has  meant  control  over  the  conduct 
of  teachers  and  even  their  family  members. 

_  "Mrs.  Hale's  resignation  may  not  have  come  about,  observers  here  say,  if  Wil- 
liam Hale,  her  husband,  had  not  run  for  the  constitutional  convention  as  dele- 
gate from  west  Hawaii.  At  least,  they  comment,  pressure  would  not  have  been 
brought  during  the  election  campaign. 

"Hale,  a  former  schoolteacher  at  Konawaena  who  resigned  voluntarily  2  years 
ago,  blasted  the  'sacred  cows'  of  Kona  in  his  campaign  speeches.  People  who 
had  heard  of  the  move  to  'get'  Mrs.  Hale  commented  that  the  action  was  prob- 
ably intended  by  the  'ruling  interests'  to  scare  the  candidate  Hale  into  keeping 
his  mouth  shut  about  certain  matters  during  the  rallies. 
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"The  candidate,  among  other  things,  blasted  the  Greenwell  lands  in  mauka 
Kona  as  a  symbol  of  the  antiquated  economic  system  that  was  holding  back  the 
development  of  the  district.  He  hit  the  system  of  leased  land.  The  farmers 
and  merchants  listened  and  liked  it. 

"Principal  has  visitors 

"While  Hale  was  blasting  away  from  the  stump,  three  members  of  the  'com- 
munity' called  on  Sutherland  to  inquire  why  he  did  not  fire  Mrs.  Hale. 

"Who  comprise  this  'community'? 

"The  Hales  say  it  is  the  'social  register'  class,  very  small  in  number,  led  by  the 
land  barons,  bankers,  and  the  representatives  of  American  Factors,  Ltd.,  and 
includes  such  men  as  Y>'alter  D.  Ackerman,  Sr.,  Sherwood  Greenwell,  D.  M. 
Frazer,  Francis  Cushingham,  and  Linzy  C.  Child. 

"Sutherland,  put  under  pressure,  called  Mrs.  Hale  into  conference  and  de- 
manded 'loyalty  to  the  (Sutherland's)  administration,'  the  Record  learned. 
Mrs.  Hale  stood  on  her  right  to  criticize  anything  that  jeopardized  the  safety  of 
the  students  or  herself,  such  as  frequently  locking  the  doors  of  the  gymnasium 
during  assembly  periods,  except  for  1  or  2  entrances  located  close  to  one  another. 
The  gymnasium  is  regarded  as  a  fire  hazard. 

"Complaints  against  Mrs.  Hale 

"The  complaints  against  Mrs.  Hale  brought  out  by  'three  members  of  the 
community,'  the  Record  was  informetl  by  a  reliable  source,  included  these  points : 
That  Mrs.  Hale  asked  embarrassing  questions  about  the  laud  monopoly,  attended 
Buddhist  services  on  occasion,  socially  associated  with  nonhaoles  on  all  economic 
levels,  did  not  attend  Christ  Church  where  the  'social  register'  families  and  their 
associates  congregate,  and  permitted  her  daughter  to  take  part  in  Japanese 
dances. 

"When  such  complaints  were  brought  against  Mrs.  Hale,  people  here  recalled 
that  2  years  ago  Hale's  immediate  reason  for  resigning  was  along  the  same  lines. 
He  was  then  told  not  to  sponsor  among  his  students  a  program  dealing  with 
Japanese  history  and  culture,  because  the  community'  might  not  like  it. 

"Sutherland,  in  Mrs.  Hale's  recent  case,  asked  his  superiors  in  the  department 
of  public  instruction  to  transfer  her  'as  soon  as  it  is  practicable.'  This  happened 
when  Hale  was  campaigning.  A  district  superintendent  arranged  a  hearing 
on  charges  brought  against  Mrs.  Hale,  but  no  copy  of  the  charges  was  ever 
given  her. 

"Charges  not  proved 

"The  hearing  was  held  and  the  district  superintendent,  it  is  reported,  stated 
that  the  charges  did  constitute  insubordination,  a  ground  for  dismissal  from  the 
system.  It  was  said,  however,  that  it  was  not  shown  during  the  hearing  that 
Mrs.  Hale  had  refused  to  obey  a  direct  order. 

"Mrs.  Hale  received  permission  to  introduce  her  charges  of  inefficiency  against 
the  administration,  which  she  later  did  in  a  letter.  But  she  did  not  agree  to 
'keep  her  mouth  shut'  pending  the  next  meeting. 

"Mrs.  Hale  told  the  Record  she  resigned  because  the  pattern  of  the  hearing 
appeared  to  be  the  same  as  that  so  frequently  used  in  Hawaii — put  the  non- 
conformist and  liberal  on  the  defensive  and  then  conciliate  all  the  issues  out  of 
the  dispute.  In  the  end,  the  teacher  might  be  retained,  but  so  would  the  faults 
that  caused  her  to  criticize  in  the  first  place. 

"Mrs.  Hale's  grievances  against  the  principal,  observers  say,  can  now  be  acted 
upon  by  the  DPI  without  her  case  interfering,  since  she  has  voluntarily  left  her 
position.  But  the  DPI  thus  far  has  not  taken  up  these  criticisms.  And,  at  the 
same  time,  residents  of  this  district  have  refrained  from  circulating  a  petition 
asking  for  Sutherland's  removal.  Such  an  action  was  discussed  by  the  farmers, 
but  they  were  discouraged  by  haoles  not  in  the  'social  register'  class. 

"  'Whether  Sutherland  is  removed  or  not  removed  is  not  the  real  question,' 
observed  an  old  timer  here.  'It's  for  the  DPI  to  put  its  feet  down  and  stop 
letting  the  "social  register"  crowd  dictate  how  the  school  for  the  common  people 
Is  to  be  run,'  "  (Honolulu  Record,  June  15,  1950). 

It  is  noted  that  the  second  article  states  that  Mrs.  Hale's  husband,  William 
Hale,  also  had  resigned  from  his  teaching  position  at  Konawaena  2  years 
previously.  William  Hale  again  was  mentioned  by  the  Honolulu  Record  on 
August  17, 19.50 : 

"William  Hale,  who  constantly  tears  into  the  vital  issue  of  landlordism  and 
gave  the  Greenwells  and  Kona's  so-called  Big  Five  a  bad  time  during  the  last 
constitutional  convention  campaign,  is  a  potential  Democratic  candidate  for  the 
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House.  Coffee  planters  will  again  turn  out  to  listen  to  the  facts  of  life  and  the 
haole  landlords  and  ranchers  will  chew  their  fingernails  in  burning  anger.  *  *  *" 

The  Hales  were  recruited  by  the  department  of  public  instruction  from  the 
mainland  for  the  1947-48  school  year.  Both  expressed  a  preference  for  duty  on 
the  island  of  Hawaii — he  for  an  outlying  section  and  she  for  Konawaena  High 
School,  Kealakekua,  T.  H.  He  resigned  on  July  15,  1948,  and  she  resigned  in 
1950.    He  gave  as  his  reasons  for  resigning : 

"I  am  convinced  that  a  truly  educational  program  is  imiwssible  of  achievement, 
because  of : 

(1)  The  low  level  of  teaching  personnel,  both  kamaaina  and  malihini 
[i.  e.,  both  long-time  residents  and  newcomers]. 

(2)  The  overexpansion  of  supervisory  functions  in  Honolulu,  in  some 
cases  with  inadequate  and  inexperienced  individuals, 

(3)  The  department  policy  in  regard  to  the  discussion  of  communism, 

(4)  Interpretation  of  policy  in  regard  to  the  preservation  and  dissemina- 
tion of  oriental  culture, 

(5)  Segregation  of  students  racially  by  means  of  so-called  English  stand- 
ard schools  in  contradiction  to  the  decision  of  the  Federal  court  in  the  Santa 
Ana,  Calif.,  case,  and 

(6)  Overcentralization  of  administrative  functions  in  Honolulu,  to  the 
detriment  of  isolated  districts  such  as  Kona." 

It  is  believed  that  Hale's  reason  numbered  (3) — "The  departmental  policy  in 
regard  to  the  discussion  of  communism" — refers  to  department  of  public  instruc- 
tion principals'  circular  No.  948,  dated  March  16,  1948,  signed  by  Superintendent 
W.  Harold  Loper.  This  circular  was  entitled,  "Zeal  for  American  Democracy," 
and  was  issued  when  the  Hales  were  teaching  at  Konawaena  school.  It  requested 
that  principals  and  their  staffs  inform  the  central  office  of  their  reaction  to  the 
statements  made  in  it,  including  any  criticism  or  any  suggestion  for  modification 
or  extension  of  it. 

Copies  of  Dr.  Loper's  circular  were  presented  to  the  teachers  at  Konawaena 
school  at  a  faculty  meeting  on  April  12,  1918.  There  was  considerable  opposition 
voiced  to  the  circular.  Faculty  members  speaking  in  opposition  to  the  circular 
were  more  numerous  than  those  supporting  it.  The  teachers  being  not  iu  agree- 
ment, a  motion  was  adopted  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  pick  out  the  consist- 
encies or  inconsistencies  of  Circular  No.  943  on  zeal  for  American  democracy  and 
submit  a  revision  of  the  circular  to  the  faculty  at  another  meeting.  Mrs.  Hale 
was  appointed  chairman  of  the  committee.  The  committee,  in  turn,  could  not 
reach  an  agreement,  so  it  was  decided  to  submit  a  questionnaire  to  the  individual 
teachers  to  be  answered  without  their  identity  being  revealed. 

At  a  general  teachers'  meeting  held  on  May  3,  1948,  the  committee  chairman 
presented  a  report  of  the  committee's  analysis  of  the  completed  questionnaires. 
The  questionnaires  themselves  were  not  presented.  It  was  voted  to  send  the 
analysis  and  individual  comments  written  in  the  questionnaires  to  the  superin- 
tendent, Dr.  Loper. 

In  the  following  presentation,  the  first  part  in  each  instance  presents  a  para- 
graph of  Dr.  Loper's  circular,  and  the  second  part  shows  the  vote  of  teachers 
on  Dr.  Loper's  statement  and  presents  the  comments  of  individual  teachers 
thereon. 

PAEAGRAPH    1 

"The  professional  obligation  of  the  teacher  to  remain  neutral  on  controversial 
issues,  to  present  impartially  the  facts  and  arguments  on  both  sides  of  any  ques- 
tion, may  result  in  some  uncertainty  on  the  subject  of  communism.  Such  uncer- 
tainty, if  it  exists,  is  no  doubt  increased  by  the  confusion  deliberately  fostered  by 
Communists.  The  propaganda  that  teachers  are  threatened  with  gag  rule,  that 
fear  has  silenced  tliem.  is  in  itself  a  crafty  suggestion  that  they  need  to  be  afraid. 
The  fact  that  some  States  recognize  a  political  party  called  Communist  may  give 
rise  to  some  honest  doubts.  Teachers  have  shown  a  commendable  disposition  to 
su.spend  judgment,  where  individual  loyalties  have  been  questioned,  until  the 
facts  are  in  and  the  evidence  heard.  But  this  virtue  can  easily  be  exploited  by 
subversive  forces.  It  is  a  simple  trick  to  interpret  silence  as  a  sign  of  timidity. 
And  finally  the  very  devotion  of  teachers  to  the  cause  of  civil  liberties  may  disarm 
them  for  the  encounter  with  communism  unless  clear  thinking  and  full  discussion 
prevail." 

The  teachers'  vote  on  this  was :  Agree,  18 ;  disagree,  15 ;  abstained,  2. 

Comments  made  by  the  teachers  were  : 

"There  is  much  inconsistency  of  thought ;  also,  the  paragraph  conveys  the  idea 
that  although  teachers  are  thinking  critically,  they  can  easily  be  exploited  by 
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subversive  forces.    These  reflect  a  deplorable  lack  of  confidence  in  the  intellectual 
ability  of  teachers. 

•  •••••• 

"If  subversive  forces  can  exploit  something,  can  it  be  a  virtue? 

"The  ideas  are  confused  and  contradictory.  If  free  discussion  and  impartial 
presentation  are  virtues,  why  will  they  not  be  adequate  when  the  subject  of  com- 
munism arises? 

******* 

"The  assumption  that  we  must  encounter  communism  is  not  clear. 

*  *  *  m  *  *  m 

"A  liberal  teacher  is  branded  communistic  whether  that  is  true  or  not.  It  has 
happened  here. 

******* 

"How  can  you  imply  that  'the  very  devotion  of  teachers  to  the  cause  of  civil 
liberties  may  disarm  us  for  the  encounter  with  communism  unless  clear  thinking 
and  full  discussion  prevail'  and  in  the  same  paragraph  tell  us  that  'to  present  im- 
partially the  facts  and  arguments  on  both  sides  of  the  question  may  result  in  un- 
certainty on  the  subject  of  Communism'? 

******* 

"American  democracy  versus  commimism?  How  could  we  remain  neutral  on 
such  controversial  issues?  The  point  to  stress  here  is  for  teachers  to  emphasize 
not  only  the  principles  of  democracy  but  democracy  in  action. 

******* 

"It  is  not  propaganda  that  we  are  afraid  of  gag  rule.  This  circular  is  evidence 
of  gag  rule,  and  an  attempt  by  certain  parties  to  tell  us  what  and  how  to  teach." 


PABAGEAPH    2 

"Two  distinctions  need  to  be  made  sharp  and  clear  to  dispel  any  such  con- 
fusion. First  we  must  differentiate  positively  between  the  appropriate  attitude 
of  the  teacher  toward  controversial  issues  in  general  and  the  role  of  the  teacher 
with  respect  to  communism.  Then  we  need  to  contrast  boldly  the  principles  of 
American  democracy  with  the  cunning  strategy  of  the  Communist  Party." 

The  teachers'  vote  on  this  was :  Agree,  23 ;  disagree,  13 ;  abstained,  0. 

Comments  made  by  the  teachers  were :  "How  can  we  differentiate  between 
controversial  issues  in  general  and  the  issue  of  communism? 

******* 

"I  see  no  need  for  any  such  distinctions. 

******* 

"  'The  role  of  the  teacher'  is  not  clear.  The  definition  of  'American  De- 
mocracy' seems  necessary. 

******* 

"How  can  that  be  done?  Do  we  know  what  these  cunning  strategies  are?  The 
FBI  has  a  hard  time  discovering  that. 

******* 

"If  we  are  familiar  with  the  cunning  stragety  of  the  Communist  Party. 
******* 

"In  the  last  sentence  does  the  word  'principles'  come  in  the  same  category 
as  the  word  'strategy'?  We  are  accustomed  to  comparing  one  apple  with 
another. 

******* 

"The  teacher  must  use  the  democratic  method  in  the  discussion  of  communism 
or  democracy  or  the  democratic  method  fails  of  its  purpose. 

******* 

"There  are  no  sharp  distinctions :  for  a  democracy,  we  have  a  very  undemo- 
cratic way  of  living. 

******* 

"I  see  no  need  to  differentiate  between  communism  and  any  other  contro- 
versial issue." 

******* 
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PABAGBAPH    3 

"The  seriousness  of  the  problem  is  clear  enough  and  becoming  clearer  every 
day.  The  magazines  are  full  of  it.  Press,  radio,  and  oflBcial  reports  have 
brought  it  into  sharp  focus.  The  tragedy  of  Czechoslovakia  may  be  due  to 
re-enactment  in  Italy.  Then  France  may  be  next.  It  can't  happen  here,  we 
hope;  but  if  not,  it  will  be  because  we  stop  it  now.  Current  events  in  Europe 
show  the  pattern  of  'intimidation,  fraud  and  terror'  by  which  free  countries 
are  taken  over.  The  discrimination  we  need  here  will  depend  upon  sober  judg- 
ment, not  emotional  propaganda.  A  brief  review  of  the  contrast  and  conflict 
between  communism  and  American  democracy  may  lead  to  a  profitable  exchange 
of  ideas  concerning  the  problem." 

The  teachers'  vote  on  this  was :  Agree,  28 ;  disagree,  6 ;  abstained,  2. 

Comments  made  by  the  teachers  were :

It  does 
not  present  a  debatable  question  which  has  two  sides  for  good  Americans,  for 
it  would  destroy  the  very  possibility  of  effective  difference  of  opinion  on  all  other 
issues.  And  yet  our  defense  against  it  is  not  the  method  of  the  secret  police 
and  the  firing  squad.  Our  defense  is  education.  It  is  our  responsibility  to  lead 
youth  to  an  understanding  of  how  our  freedom  depends  upon  constitutional 
government,  what  the  alternative  of  tyranny  under  absolute  power  would  be  like, 
and  what  duties  and  responsibilities  we  have  as  citizens  of  democracy.  We  have 
inherited  a  system  and  a  tradition  of  holding  our  representatives  responsible  to 
the  will  of  the  majority,  and  of  respecting  the  rights  of  minorities.  We  place 
supreme  value  on  individual  human  personality  and  make  the  state  subservient 
to  that  end.

But  to  allow  Communism  to  grow  by 
granting  to  it  the  status  of  any  other  controversial  issue,  feeding  on  ignorance 
and  injustice,  is  blindness  indeed.  Free  speech  and  majority  rule  are  character- 
istics of  democracy,  not  of  Communism.  If  he  who  would  destroy  free  siieech 
claims  it  as  a  right,  we  would  do  well  to  remember  that  liberalism  is  not  called 
upon  to  commit  suicide  in  the  name  of  consistency.

Some  of  these  comments  clearly  indicate  that  certain  teachers  took  a  de- 
structive attitude  toward  various  statements  made  in  the  circular.  Other  state- 
ments raise  doubts  whether  some  of  these  teachers  are  "possessed  of  the  ideals 
of  democracy"  required  under  the  statutes. 

The  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  sponsored  their  annual  5-minute 
speech  contest  for  the  senior  high  schools  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  in  Novem- 
ber 1948.  The  contest  was  approved  by  the  commissioners  of  public  instruction. 
It  was  imusual  in  that  a  junior  at  Kaimuki  High  School  delivered  a  speech  favor- 
ing communism.  This  occasioned  much  comment  and  the  incident  later  was 
given  considerable  publicity  in  the  local  press.  This  matter  came  to  the  atten- 
tion of  Delegate  Joseph  R.  Farrington,  then  in  Washington,  D.  C,  who,  on  March 
21,  1949,  requested  of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  an  immediate 
report.  A  lengthy  telegram  reporting  the  circumstances  was  sent  to  Delegate 
Farrington  2  days  later.  This  matter  is  discussed  here  because  of  the  unusual 
publicity  it  received.  The  student  delivered  this  speech  on  November  17,  1948. 
Its  subject  was,  "Few  Things  You  Don't  Know  About  Communism  in  America." 
On  November  23,  1948,  the  supervising  principal,  Honolulu  schools,  held  a  con- 
ference with  the  principal  of  Kaimuki  High  School,  and  the  case  was  reviewed. 
It  was  found  that  the  principal  was  not  present  when  the  speech  was  delivered, 
having  been  called  from  the  assembly  hall  to  answer  a  telephone  call.  At  the  con- 
ference it  was  decided  that  there  was  no  basis  for  suspecting  disloyalty  on  the 
part  of  any  member  of  the  staff,  and  that  any  other  "fuss  or  investigation  would 
militate  against  a  positive  intelligent  program  of  education  which  we  believe  is 
the  best  antidote  to  false  propaganda."  In  February  1949,  this  case  came  to  the 
attention  of  the  commissioners  of  public  instruction,  who  believed  that  any  sug- 
gestion of  communism  in  the  schools  could  best  be  disposed  of  by  exposure  to 
public  view  rather  than  by  silence.  They  ordered  the  matter  reopened.  The  prin- 
cipal of  Kaimuki  High  School  on  February  17,  1949,  submitted  a  report  of  an  in- 
vestigation conducted  by  him.  A  further  and  more  complete  investigation  was 
made  by  a  member  of  the  supervising  principal's  office,  and  his  report  was  sub- 
mitted on  February  23, 1949. 

These  administrative  investigations  indicated  that  the  student  had  selected 
her  speech  topic  of  her  own  free  will,  and  that  her  choice  was  motivated  by  a  de- 
sire to  be  different,  and  not  by  any  pro-Communist  leaning.  It  was  further  de- 
veloped that  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  self-styled  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party 
of  Hawaii,  assisted  this  student  in  the  preparation  of  the  speech.  Her  contact 
with  Fujimoto  apparently  was  established  through  her  own  efforts,  there  being 
no  indication  that  any  influence  on  the  part  of  anyone  connected  with  the  school, 
or  anyone  else,  was  exerted  on  her. 

The  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  submitted  by  the  supervising 
principal's  representative  stated  that  it  had  been  decided,  a  few  days  after  the 
speech  was  delivered,  that  the  best  course  of  action  was  to  give  the  incident  as 
little  publicity  as  possible,  to  take  action  to  counteract  any  damage  already  done, 
and  to  see  that  such  incidents  do  not  occur  in  the  future.  It  was  also  stated  that 
all  but  1  of  12  Kaimuki  High  School  faculty  members  interviewed  believed  that 
undue  publicity  would  react  unfavorably  against  the  public  schools  and  would 
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cause  unfair  criticism  to  be  directed  at  members  of  the  Kaimulci  faculty  and 
student  body.    The  supervising  principal's  investigator  recommended : 

"1.  That  no  unnecessary  publicity  be  given  this  incident. 

"2.  That  positive  steps  be  taken  to  see  that  such  mistakes  are  not  repeated. 

"3.  That  all  reports  in  the  hands  of  the  board  be  carefully  scrutinized,  and 
that  statements  tending  to  smear  the  good  name  of  the  principal,  members  of  the 
faculty,  or  students  at  Kaimuki  High  School  be  stricken  from  the  record. 

"4.  That  a  supplement  to  Circular  No.  943  be  issued  by  the  department  clarify- 
ing certain  points  if  found  to  need  clarification,  and  to  further  caution  teachers 
and  administrators  against  other  possible  authoritarian  movements,  groups  and 
ideologies  whose  adherents  seek  to  sidetrack  young  people  in  their  search  for 
knowledge  by  presenting  a  distorted  and  one-sided  picture  of  whatever  economic 
or  social  question  happens  to  be  under  discussion  at  the  time."  (Note. — Circular 
No,  943  entitled  "Zeal  for  American  Democracy"  is  discussed  elsewhere  in  this 
report. ) 

As  a  result  of  the  Kaimuki  High  School  case,  the  school  commissioners  on 
February  2.5,  1949,  adopted  the  following  policy  : 

"Teachers  should  be  alert  to  the  possibility  of  Communist  propaganda  from 
sources  outside  the  school  system  being  introduced  into  the  thinking  of  students 
in  connection  with  essay  and  speech  contests.  One  instance  of  this  has  recently 
been  reported  and  thoroughly  investigated. 

"Constant  vigilance  is  essential  for  two  reasons.  Not  only  must  we  guard 
against  subversive  groups  thus  gaining  'back  door'  access  to  the  public  schools 
and  indirectly  using  the  classrooms  as  a  forum  for  their  propaganda,  but  equally 
important  is  our  responsibility  for  the  education  of  the  individual  student  who 
may  be  misled  by  antidemocratic,  totalitarian  doctrine. 

"Loyal  teachers  will  know  how  to  develop  appreciation  of  democracy  and  faith 
in  American  institutions.  The  appropriate  educational  method  is  simple  but  effec- 
tive. One  teacher,  for  example,  in  dealing  with  a  student  who  had  made  a  bid 
for  attention  by  repeating  Communist  Party  line  propaganda,  found  that  mere- 
ly holding  the  student  responsible  for  I'eading  and  presenting  the  arguments 
against  communism  was  sufficient  to  counteract  any  subversive  influence  and 
begin  to  build  in  the  student  the  intelligent  and  informed  loyalty  essential  to 
good  citizenship." 

The  apparent  attitude  of  "suppression"  noted  in  this  case  has  been  observed 
in  a  few  persons  connected  with  the  department  of  public  instruction.  "While 
most  administrative  officials  and  teachers  contacted  have  cooperated  freely  and 
fully  with  this  commission,  a  few  have  been  reluctant  to  discuss  matters  which 
might  reflect  unfavorably  on  the  department.  In  general,  however,  the  cooper- 
ation of  department  of  public  instruction  personnel  has  been  excellent  and  has 
greatly  assisted  the  commission  in  carrying  out  its  mission. 

Astudy  of  the  textbooks  used  in  the  public  schools  has  not  been  made  by 
this  commission.  However,  it  was  learned  that  the  Building  America  series  of 
books  were  on  the  approved  book  list  of  the  department  of  public  instruction. 
In  view  of  the  nature  of  these  books,  a  limited  investigation  was  made. 

The  California  State  Board  of  Education  adopted  these  books  in  1947.  Wide- 
spread public  protest  was  voiced  both  before  and  after  the  adoption,  and  the 
controversy  was  injected  into  the  California  Legislature  in  January  1947.  On 
March  27,  1948,  the  Senate  Investigating  Committee  On  Education  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Legislature  submitted  its  third  report  entitled,  "Textbooks."  This  report 
consists  of  120  pages  and  deals  entirely  with  the  Building  America  series. 

For  competent  authority  to  evaluate  the  possible  communistic  content  of  the 
Building  America  series,  Mr.  R.  E.  Combs,  for  10  years  counsel  to  the  various 
committees  of  the  legislature  mandated  to  investigate  subversive  activities,  was 
engaged.     His  report  to  the  committee  stated : 

"Pursuant  to  your  request  I  have  made  a  critical  study  of  the  thirty  booklets 
comprising  the  Building  America  series  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether 
they  contain  Communist  propaganda.  I  have  examined  the  text  material,  illus- 
trations, and  captions,  and  have  checked  the  background  of  the  authors  listed  in 
the  bibliography  of  each  volume.  Some  of  the  booklets  contain  no  Communist 
propaganda.  Others  contain  it  in  abundance.  The  majority  of  these  books  are 
slanted  in  such  a  manner  that  they  pointedly  disparage  the  American  way  of 
life  by  criticizing  the  defects  and  failing  to  devote  commensurate  attention  to 
the  benefits.  In  many  instances  the  text  material  is  erroneous.  Frequently  the 
most  insidious  and  effective  propaganda  is  accomplished  through  the  illustra- 
tions and  captions. 
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"It  is  impossible  to  properly  evaluate  these  books  without  taking  them  one 
by  one,  paying  particular  attention  to  the  documented  aflBliations  with  known 
Communist-front  organizations  of  the  authors  whose  texts  are  listed  in  the 
bibliographies — the  authors  and  professional  educators  whose  works  provide 
the  material  on  which  the  Building  America  series  is  based." 

In  his  report  Mr.  Combs  points  out  that,  "It  is  conceivable  that  a  Communist 
may  write  material  that  contains  no  propaganda,  although  such  a  thing  is 
unlikely.  It  is  also  conceivable  that  a  non-Communist  may  unwittingly  write 
Communist  propaganda,  but  that  is  even  more  unlikely.  If  there  is  a  covey  of 
writers  who  have  been  affiliated  with  a  long  series  of  front  organizations  and 
they  unite  in  providing  basic  material  for  a  series  of  supplementary  texts  for 
use  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  in  our  public  schools,  then  obviously  such 
books  should  be  viewed  with  suspicion.  That,  as  will  be  seen,  is  precisely  the 
case  with  the  Building  America  series."  His  report  discloses  that  there  were 
50  Building  America  authors  who  were  aflSliated  with  Communist-front  organiza- 
tions. 

The  California  committee,  in  its  report  of  March  27,  1948,  to  the  senate,  con- 
cluded :  "The  committee  finds  the  Building  America  books  to  be  unfit  for  use 
in  our  schools  *  *  *." 

The  textbook  committee  of  the  California  State  Board  of  Education  with- 
drew their  approval  of  these  textbooks  and  they  are  no  longer  on  the  approved 
list  for  California  schools. 

On  August  2,  1949,  the  Territorial  department  of  public  instruction  issued 
Principals'  Circular  No.  1001  on  the  subject  of  "Building  America."  This  circular 
stated : 

"Because  these  booklets  have  been  questioned  by  some  as  possibly  including 
subversive  propaganda,  we  have  had  a  comprehensive  resurvey  of  the  whole  series 
made  for  the  information  of  principals  and  teachers." 

Excerpts  from  a  report  submitted  by  the  committee  making  this  study  follows: 

"1.  In  addition  to  the  examination  of  the  one-huudred-odd  booklets,  I  have  read 
the  third  report  of  the  Senate  Investigating  Committee  on  Education,  Textbooks, 
of  the  California  Legislature  published  in  1948.  This  deals  at  some  length  with 
tne  material  in  question. 

"2.  Most  of  these  materials  are  a  valuable  asset  to  the  teaching  of  social 
studies.  In  my  opinion,  they  are,  by  and  large,  completely  devoid  of  any  attempt 
to  put  over  Communist  propaganda." 

In  this  report,  four  pamphlets  were  selected  which  were  questioned.  Recom- 
mendations for  their  future  use,  if  any,  are  noted  below : 

Civil  liberties :  "I  believe  that  a  mature  boy  or  girl  on  the  10th,  11th,  or  12th 
grade  level  might  use  this  material." 

Spanish  speaking  people :  "Placement  on  10th,  11th,  or  12th  grade  level — not 
gi-ades  7,  8,  or  9." 

Russia :  "I  recommend  that  this  be  completely  removed  from  the  approved 
book  list." 

Our  Constitution :  "Use  on  the  10th,  11th,  or  12th  grade  levels." 

It  was  also  stated  in  this  report :  "There  may  be  other  volumes  of  the  Building 
America  series  which  are  objectionable  to  some  people.  If  we  keep  in  mind,  how- 
ever, that  their  primary  purpose  is  to  focus  the  students'  attention  on  our  na- 
tional problems,  it  is  obvious  that  they  must  dwell  on  controversial  issues.  This 
is,  of  course,  their  greatest  strength  as  teaching  materials.  To  expect  anyone 
to  write  materials  in  these  areas  which  is  not  objectionable  to  some  segment  of 
our  population  is  to  expect  the  impossible.  For  this  reason,  and  with  the 
exceptions  noted  above,  I  fail  to  see  any  great  harm  done  to  our  young  people 
through  their  use."  The  closing  paragraph  of  the  principals'  Circular  No.  1001 
states: 

"In  line  with  the  study  and  recommendations  indicated  above,  I  would  sug- 
gest that  you  remove  volume  10,  No.  3,  December  1944,  entirely  from  the  approved 
list  and  from  the  library  shelves ;  and  that  use  of  the  other  three  volumes  be 
restricted  to  the  more  mature  students  on  the  10th,  11th,  and  12th  grade  levels 
under  close  supervision  of  the  principal,  department  head,  or  social  studies 
teacher." 

An  analysis  of  the  facts  shows  that  the  opinions,  findings,  and  actions  of  the 
Territorial  department  of  public  instruction  are  almost  diametrically  opposed 
to  those  of  the  California  Senate  Investigating  Committee  on  Education  and  the 
California  State  Board  of  Education.     The  actions  in  California  were: 

(a)   The  California  committee  found  these  books  unfit  for  use  in  Cali- 
fornia schools. 
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(6)  The  textbook  committee  of  the  California  State  Board  of  Education 
withdrew  their  approval. 

(c)   The  books  were  removed  from  the  approved  list. 
In  Hawaii,  the  following  actions  were  taken  : 

{aa)  The  local  committee  found  these  books,  by  and  large,  completely- 
devoid  of  any  attempt  to  put  over  Communist  propaganda,  but  recommended 
the  removal  of  the  volume  on  Russia  from  the  approved  list.  It  was  also 
recommended  that  three  other  volumes  be  used  only  on  10th,  11th,  and  12th 
grade  levels. 

(bb)  The  sui.i  rintendent's  Circular  No.  1001  suggests  the  removal  of  the 
volume  on  Russia,  and  that  the  use  of  the  other  volumes  be  restricted  to 
mature  students  under  close  supervision  of  the  principal,  department  head, 
or  social  studies  teacher. 

(cg)  The  books,  with  the  exception  of  the  volume  on  Russia,  were  not  re- 
moved from  the  approved  list. 
A  large  majority  of  the  public-school  teachers  who  have  been  of  interest  to  the 
commission  either  have  been  hired  from  the  mainland  or  have  a  background  of 
considerable  mainland  education.  During  the  school  year  1950-51  there  were 
76  mainland  teachers  hired.  It  is  expected  that,  for  several  years  to  come,  an 
average  of  100  mainland  teachers  will  be  brought  to  Hawaii  each  year.  Such 
teachers  usually  are  assigned  to  rural  Oahu  and  to  islands  other  than  Oahu. 
This  commission's  survey  establishes  that  most  of  the  public-school  teachers 
who  have  had  any  close  contact  with  subversive  elements  in  Hawaii  have  had 
a  mainland  background,  tending  to  suggest  that  some  mainland  teachers  have 
been  recruited  who  are  not  qualified,  in  that  they  are  not  "possessed  of  the  ideals 
of  democracy"  required  by  Territorial  law. 

The  present  method  of  determining  the  qualifications  of  prospective  teachers 
does  not  require  that  they  submit  complete  personal  history  statements.  The 
current  application  form  requires  that  complete  information  relative  to  an  ap- 
plicant's education  and  teaching  experience  be  furnished,  and  two  character 
references  be  listed.  It  is  also  required  that  the  application  be  accompanied  by 
two  letters  of  recommendation.  There  is  no  requirement  that  the  applicant 
account  for  time  spent  in  pursuits  other  than  studying  and  teaching.  For  in- 
stance, the  application  of  a  teacher  who  was  of  particular  interest  to  this 
commission,  listed  attendance  at  various  schools  and  colleges  for  14  years  and 
teaching  positions  held  for  5  years,  but  there  was  no  accounting  for  a  period  of 
8  years  since  the  last  teaching  position. 

One  of  the  major  objectives  of  the  Communists  is  to  infiltrate  the  schools.  It 
is  believed  that  subversives  would  to  some  extent  be  deterred  from  applying  for 
teaching  positions  in  Hawaii  if  all  teacher  applicants  were  required  to  submit 
complete  personal  history  declarations  under  oath. 

UNIVERSITY   OF   HAWAII 

A  survey  of  the  extent  and  pattern  of  subversive  activities  was  made  of  the 
University  of  Hawaii  through  the  medium  of  interviews,  study  of  records,  and 
interrogation  of  informed  and  qualified  observers.  Faculty,  students,  campus 
organizations,  and  employees  of  the  university  were  covered  in  this  study.  While 
all  nature  of  subversive  activities  including  fascism,  nazism,  and  communism 
were  explored,  this  investigation  ultimately  revolved  itself  about  communism  in 
the  absence  of  any  evidence  of  fascism  and  nazism. 

In  about  1935  the  first  sign  of  an  intellectual  interest  in  Marxist  philosophy 
and  communism  was  shown  by  a  few  members  of  the  faculty  and  students.  No 
organized  group  participation,  but  rather  individuals  having  a  common  interest, 
were  drawn  together  and  occasionally  would  join  others  offcampus  to  discuss 
with  them  Marxism  and  communism. 

The  first  appearance  of  organized  activity  of  a  possible  pro-Communist  nature 
was  evidenced  by  the  formation  of  a  local  chapter  of  the  Aerican  Student  Union 
in  the  fall  of  1938.  At  that  time  two  students  from  the  mainland,  both  just  out 
of  the  merchant  marine,  were  active  in  forming  the  chaptei*.  The  American 
Student  Union,  which  was  cited  as  a  Communist-fi-ont  organization  by  the  At- 
torney General  of  the  United  States,  is  covered  more  fully  elsewhere  in  this 
report.  It  is  interesting  to  note  tbat  in  March  1948,  one  of  these  merchant-sea- 
man students  sent  a  letter  of  protest  to  the  DPI  in  connection  with  the  suspension 
of  Dr.  .Tohn  E.  Reinecke.  The  activities  of  the  local  ASU  chapter  apparently 
were  not  taken  too  seriously,  even  though  some  of  its  activities  paralleletl  the 
Communist  Party  line.     Symptomatic  of  the  tenor  of  the  times  were  the  writings 
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of  a  student  columnist  in  Ka  Leo  O  Hawaii,  whose  "line"  during  1937-39  can 
be  summed  up  in  three  words :  anti-Fascist,  pi-o-Communist,  atheistic. 

In  about  October  1937,  a  chapter  of  the  pro-Communist  Interprofessional  Asso- 
ciation was  formed  in  Honolulu.  (See  annex  5.)  While  this  organization  was 
not  affiliated  with  the  imivei'sity,  it  attempted  to  draw  itself  close  to  the  uni- 
versity by  attracting  professors  and  students  to  its  membership  and  having 
faculty  members  as  speakers.  Dr.  John  E.  Reineclce,  who  was  a  faculty  member 
at  the  time  the  IPA  was  formed,  was  very  active  in  organizing  the  chapter  and 
in  carrying  out  its  program.  Dr.  Reinecke  in  later  years  became  a  leading  figure 
in  the  Communist  movement  in  Hawaii. 

In  the  postwar  period  commencing  in  the  fall  of  1945  the  Hawaii  Youth  for 
Democracy  was  started  at  the  university  and  existed  for  about  a  year.  This 
organization  patterned  itself  after  the  American  Youth  for  Democracy  on  the 
mainland.  A  report  in  fuller  detail  on  IIYD  is  covered  elsewhere  in  this  i-eport. 
(See  annex  10.)  Charles  K.  Fujimoto  is  known  to  have  counseled  some  of  the 
leading  members  of  HYD,  apparently  for  the  piirpose  of  furthering  the  aims  of 
the  Communist  Party.  Fujimoto,  at  the  time,  was  a  research  chemist  with  the 
Hawaii  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  a  branch  of  the  University  of  Hawaii. 

The  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  a  Communist-front  organization,  now 
Tinown  as  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress,  was  headed  by  Stephen  T.  Murin, 
a  student  at  the  Uuivresity  of  Hawaii.  Claude  W.  W^hite,  also  a  student  at  the 
university,  acted  as  chairman  of  the  HCLC  for  a  short  period.  In  February 
19.51,  White  became  chairman  of  the  HCRC,  while  Murin  was  elected  vice  chair- 
man. 

In  October  1948,  Charles  K.  Fujimoto  resigned  his  university  position  and  pub- 
licly declared  himself  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii. 

One  member  of  tbe  faculty  and  one  employee  of  the  university  each  have  held 
one  share  of  stock  in  the  Honolnlu  Record,  a  Communist-line  publication.  A 
former  employee  of  the  university  also  owned  stock  in  the  publishing  company. 

Annex   14 
Honolulu  Consumers'  Council 

The  Honolulu  Consumers'  Council,  originally  known  as  the  Honolulu  Con- 
sumers' Conniiittee,  was  first  organized  with  a  meeting  held  at  the  YWCA  on 
September  11,  1946.  Mary  Lou  McPherson,  who  was  consumer-relations  officer 
for  OPA,  was  chairman  at  this  meeting.  Persons  attending  were  representatives 
of  schools,  labor  organizations,  social  agencies,  veterans'  organizations,  women's 
clubs,  and  other  community  organizations.  The  persons  at  the  meeting  were 
fairly  representative  of  groups  truly  interested  in  a  consumers'  program. 

The  council  was  proposed  to  organize  in  self-defense  against  infiated  prices 
which  were  felt  sure  to  occur  with  the  removal  of  OPA  price  controls.  Four 
major  objectives  were  announced  : 

(o)   Better  spending  skills  for  the  local  consumei'S. 

( b )  Better  business  practice  by  the  local  merchants. 

(c)  More  effective  enforcement  of  laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  so 
that  honest  and  fair  dealing  could  be  realized. 

id)  Better  housing,  clothing,  and  feeding  for  local  residents. 
By  mid-1947  the  council  had  200  persons  on  its  mailing  list  either  as  members  or 
as  being  interested  in  its  program.  Gus  H.  Webling  was  president ;  Melda 
Whitman,  vice  president ;  and  Miss  Mildred  Towle,  secretary-treasurer.  Meet- 
ings at  first  were  held  about  twice  a  month  and  later  monthly.  On  January 
"29,  1947,  the  first  large  meeting  was  held.  About  80  persons  attended.  At  this 
7neeting  the  following  committees  were  set  up  : 

(c)   Publicity:  Ruth  Robbins,  Harriet  Argenbright,  Doris  Ozaki,  Eileen 
Fujimoto,  K.  Omori. 

(?>)   Finance:  Marshall  McEuen,  Mr.  Fullard  Leo,  Peter  Ting,  Mrs.  David 
Hyun,  John  F.  G.  Stokes. 

(c)   Program  :  Ralph  Vossbrink,  Mrs.  R.  A.  Garroway,  Gladys  Paton,  Fred 
Taniguchi,  Thomas  Maunapau,  Koichi  Imori. 
At  this  meeting  a  need  for  a  treasury  was  discussed  and  Marshall  McEuen 
pledged  $50  from  the  CIO. 

The  council  endeavored  to  realize  the  objectives  outlined  previously.  It  worked 
on  price  surveys  and  price  posting,  distributed  consumer  material,  gave  demon- 
strations in  food  preparation,  counseled  wise  spending,  and  worked  for  legisla- 
tion beneficial  to  the  consumer  and  opposed  legislation  unfair  to  him. 
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Of  the  five  members  named  on  the  publicity  committee,  Doris  Ozaki  and  Eileen 
Fujimoto  have  been  identified  as  Communists.  Of  the  five  members  on  the  fi- 
nance committee,  Marshall  McEuen  was  one  of  the  "reluctant  39."  Of  the  six 
members  on  the  prorgam  committee,  Ralph  Vossbrink,  Koichi  Imori,  and  Fred 
Taniguchi  have  been  identified  as  Communists.  With  Communists  in  important 
committee  positions,  they  vrere  in  a  powerful  position  to  promote  their  own 
proposals  and  oppose  matters  that  they  did  not  favor.  With  a  total  of  200  per- 
sons interested  in  the  program,  it  is  evident  that  the  Communists,  although 
small  in  number  as  compared  to  the  entire  body,  were  in  strategic  positions  and 
held  power  out  of  proportion  to  their  actual  numbers.  Of  the  200  persons  whose 
names  appear  on  the  council's  1947  membership  list,  about  one-sixth  were  mem- 
bers of  the  Communist  Party  or  persons  who  have  been  identified  in  various  pro- 
Communist  activities.  Communists  in  the  council  included  not  only  those  prom- 
inent in  labor  unions,  but  also  professional  men  and  white-collar  workers.  Among 
the  members  who  have  been  identified  as  Communists  were  :

David  E.  Thompson,  who  is  named  in  Ichiro  Izuka's  testimony  as  a  Communist, 
proposed  a  campaign  on  the  Matsou  freight-rate  issue.  At  a  meeting  of  the  coun- 
cil on  February  21,  1947,  a  committee  was  set  up  to  secure  the  necessary  data  to 
protest  the  Matson  freight  rate  increase.  At  a  meeting  held  August  20,  1947, 
David  Hyun,  who  acted  as  executive  chairman  of  the  Matson  freight-rate  com- 
mittee, reported  the  work  of  the  committee  in  collecting  information  to  deter- 
mine the  actual  cost  to  consumers  in  dollars  and  cents.  Major  responsibility 
for  the  work  of  this  committee  was  to  be  carried  by  Jean  McKillop,  James  King, 
and  Cyril  Bristow.  The  council  was  the  only  body  that  filed  an  intervening  brief 
to  the  United  States  Maritime  Commission  to  protest  a  proposed  increase  of 
fi'eight  rates  of  the  Matson  Navigation  Co. 

A  conference  was  called  on  February  21,  1947,  with  representatives  of  19 
identified  Honolulu  organizations  and  others  present.  Of  the  groups  represented 
at  that  meeting,  there  is  evidence  of  Communist  infiiltration,  control,  or  attempt 
to  control  of  the  following : 

CIO  Political  Action  Committee 

International  Longshoremen's  and  Warehousemen's  Union. 

Liberal  Legislation  League 

Hawaii  Association  for  Civic  Unity 

United  Ofiice  and  Professional  Workers  of  America,  Local  190 

A  number  of  the  Communists  who  were  members  of  the  council  were  also 
members  and  active  with  the  five  groups  named  above. 

On  May  12,  1949,  soon  after  the  start  of  the  stevedore  strike,  a  council  meet- 
ing was  held  and  a  motion  carried  to  suspend  meetings  until  September  of  that 
year.  This  meeting  was  the  last  held  until  1951.  By  September  1949,  We,  the 
Women  and  an  organization  called  Sensible  Shoppers  were  functioning  on  price- 
survey  work  and  the  council  felt  that  the  work  could  be  ably  carried  on  by  them. 

Because  the  majority  of  the  general  membership  of  the  Honolulu  Consumers' 
Council  was  alert,  intelligent,  and  not  Communist,  the  Communists  in  the  organ- 
ization were  not  able  to  turn  the  council  to  their  own  ends  .suflBciently  to  say  that 
they  "captured"  it.  Although  the  Communists  were  able  to  "use"  the  council 
in  some  respects,  the  control  of  the  organization  has  remained  firmly  in  the  hands 
of  elected  non-Communist  officers.  It  can  be  recorded  with  satisfaction  that,  at 
a  reactivation  meeting  of  the  council  held  in  January  1951,  Communists  were 
conspicuous  by  their  absence. 

Annex  15 

NlCHIBEI   MiNSHU   KTOKAI    (JAPANESE  AMERICAN   ASSOCIATION    FOR  DEMOCRACY) 

An  August  17,  1946,  the  Nichibei  Minshu  Kyokai  (Japanese  American  Asso- 
ciation for  Democracy),  hereinafter  called  the  JAAD,  was  organized  in  Honolulu. 
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Most  of  the  persons  prominent  in  its  formation  were  alien  Japanese.  Amcaig  its 
leaders  were  Ginjiro  "Hokusan"  Arashiro,  Rev.  Gashu  "Seikan"  Higa,  Jack 
Denichi  Kimoto,  Shutei  Mayeshiro,  Genjiro  Jinbo  and  Paul  Minori  "Toshihide" 
Kaneko. 

Following  Japan's  defeat  in  1945  there  was  a  belief  held  among  a  few  local 
Japanese,  particularly  aliens  and  the  "Kibei"'  (United  States  citizens  of  Japa- 
nese ancestry  who  were  educated  in  Japan,  then  returned  to  Hawaii)  that  Japan 
had  not  lost  the  war.  These  diehards  were  called  katta  gumi.  The  JAAD  was 
formed  ostensibly  to  enlighten  the  katta  gumi  group,  to  give  guidance  in  demo- 
cratic thinking  to  backward  Japanese  residents  here,  and  to  assist  the  postwar 
democratic  movement  in  Japan.  Its  officers  were  Reverend  Higa,  president; 
Arashiro,  secretary  ;  and  Kaneko,  treasurer. 

A  translation  of  a  handbill  distributed  by  the  JAAD  in  1947  stated  its  program 
as  follows : 

(a)  To  strive  for  the  democratic  education  of  the  residents  of  Hawaii. 

( 6 )   To  cooperate  in  the  various  democratic  movements  within  America. 

(c)  To  support  the  democratic  movement  in  Japan. 

(d)  To  cooperate  in  the  statehood  movement  in  Hawaii. 

(e)  To  participate  in  the  movement  to  acquire  naturalization  rights  for 
the  Japanese  in  Hawaii  and  the  mainland  United  States. 

(/)   To  strive  for  the  elimination  of  all  racial  discrimination. 

In  carrying  out  its  program  the  JAAD  decided  that  a  "democratic"  newspaper 
should  be  sponsored,  resulting  in  the  establishment  of  the  Hawaii  Star  in  March 
1947.  However,  there  developed  within  the  JAAD  group  some  disagreement  over 
the  title  of  the  paper.  The  self-styled  "right"  element  preferred  the  title  "Minshu 
Shimbun"  ("Democratic  News"),  while  the  "left"  group,  led  by  Kimoto,  Ara- 
shiro and  Mayeshiro,  succeeded  in  having  the  name  "Hawaii  Star"  adopted. 
Kimoto,  who  became  first  editor  of  this  paper,  had  a  long  record  of  Communist 
activity.    A  report  on  the  Hawaii  Star  is  presented  in  Annex  2.3. 

The  dispute  on  naming  the  paper  was  the  first  sign  of  a  rift  developing  in 
the  organization  between  the  "left"  and  "right"  factions.  Another  incident  show- 
ing such  friction  came  about  with  the  sponsorship  by  the  JAAD  of  speeches  to 
be  given  by  Dr.  Ikuo  Oyama  in  mid-1947,  on  the  new  (postwar)  constitution  of 
Japan,  of  which  Dr.  Oyama  was  advertised  as  one  of  the  framers.  Several  of 
the  "left"  group  opposed  the  plan  to  sponsor  these  lectures,  probably  because 
publicizing  the  new  constitution  might  reflect  favorably  on  General  MacArthur's 
occupation  policies.  (The  Communist  line,  as  presented  in  the  Hawaii  Star,  is 
consistently  anti-MacArtbur. ) 

In  addition  to  the  main  Honolulu  .TAAD  group,  a  chapter  was  established  at 
Waipahu,  Oahu,  and  was  known  as  the  Waipahu  Branch.  An  advertisement 
appearing  in  the  Hawaii  Star,  September  11,  1947,  extended  to  that  branch  the 
congratulations  of  29  persons  whose  names  appeared  at  the  foot  of  the  advertise- 
ment. About  half  of  the  29  are  identified  members  of  the  Honolulu  JAAD  group, 
and  23  were  stockholders  in  Hawaii  Star.  The  membership  of  the  Waipahu 
Branch  of  the  JAAD  in  1948  became  the  nucleus  of  the  Waipahu  chapter  of  the 
subversive  HCLC. 

Although  purporting  to  be  an  organization  pledging  itself  "to  contribute  toward 
the  progress  and  realization  of  democracy,"  as  stated  in  its  handbill  of  August  17, 
1946,  some  of  its  organizers  were  intent  on  using  the  JAAD  in  a  pro-Communist 
manner.    The  policy  of  Hawaii  Star,  its  offspring,  clearly  shows  this. 

It  is  noted  that  of  the  JAAD  members  who  are  reported  to  have  been  with  the 
"right"  faction  and  in  disagreement  with  the  Hawaii  Star  editorial  policy,  five 
were  listed  as  stockholders  in  the  Hawaii  Star  in  its  last  annual  corporation 
exhibit  filed  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

The  JAAD  is  reported  to  have  gone  out  of  existence  by  the  middle  of  1948. 

Annex  16 

HAWAn  CrviL  LiBEETiEs  Committee 

In  late  November  1947,  Hawaii's  Communist  Party  leaders  began  to  lay  the 
groundwork  for  the  HCLC,  the  largest  and  most  effective  Communist  front  to 
appear  in  the  Territory.  The  occasion  for  HCLC's  formation  was  the  suspen- 
sion of  Dr.  John  E.  Reinecke  and  his  wife,  Aiko,  from  teaching  positions  with 
the  department  of  public  instruction  on  charges  growing  out  of  their  Communist 
Party  activities.  Claiming  to  be  nonpolitical  and  not  interested  in  the  defense 
of  communism,  the  HCLC  professed  to  devote  itself  to  the  protection  of  civil 
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rights.  The  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  United  States  House  of 
Repi-esentatives,  published  a  report  of  its  investigation  of  the  HCLC  on  June  23, 
1950,  and  classified  that  organization  as  a  Communist  front.  In  view  of  the 
House  committee's  report  and  because  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States 
has  classified  the  HCLC  as  Communist,  only  significant  information  not  con- 
tained in  the  House  committee's  report  is  contained  herein. 

The  HCLC  was  formed  in  late  1947  at  the  instigation  of  the  Oahu  CIO  Council. 
Two  representatives  of  the  Oahu  CIO  Council  who  laid  the  groundwork  for  the 
HCLC  was  Ralph  V.  Vossbrink  of  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  Union  and 
Marshall  L.  McEuen,  former  co-director  of  the  1946  CIO-PAC  who  was  then  em- 
ployed by  the  ILWU.  An  "off  the  record"  motion  unanimously  adopted  by 
the  council  gave  Vossbrink  and  McEuen  authorization  to  proceed  with  the 
project,  which  they  at  the  time  termed  "A  Civil  Rights  Defense  Connnittee." 
Vossbrink  and  McEuen  made  an  attempt  to  induce  a  non-Communist  of  liberal 
tendencies  and  good  reputation  to  lead  the  proposed  organization.  This  attempt 
to  give  the  organization  the  face  of  liberal  leadership  failed.  Instead,  the 
HCLC  was  led  at  all  times  by  persons  closely  connected  with  the  Communist 
Party. 

The  HCLC  was  aware  in  advance  of  the  intention  of  the  Communist  Party 
of  Hawaii,  publicly  to  identify  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  an  HCLC  member,  as  chair- 
man of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii.  In  this  connection  the  HCLC  sent 
the  following  letter  dated  October  11,  1948,  to  its  members : 

'•Dear  Member  :  Enclosed  please  find  invitations  to  a  special  dance  sponsored 
by  the  HCLC  which  will  be  held  on  the  Lanai  at  pier  11  Terminal  Building  this 
Friday,  October  15, 1948. 

"This  affair  is  very  important  as  an  announcement  will  be  made  during  the 
intermission  which  will  be  of  utmost  interest  to  all. 

"Please  contact  your  friends  and  invite  them  to  come  to  this  very  special 
affair. 

"The  donation  is  payable  upon  admission,  so  bring  your  invitation  with  you. 
"Sincerely, 

"Hawaii  Ciatl  Liberties  Committee." 

The  "very  important"  announcement  mentioned  in  the  second  paragraph  of 
this  letter  was  the  planned  inti'oduction  of  Fujimoto,  who  earlier  that  day  had 
announced  his  Communist  Party  status,  to  the  persons  present  at  the  dance. 
The  purpose  of  the  dance  was  to  honor  Fujimoto  as  HCLC's  "member  of  the 
year."  Stephen  Murin  and  others  made  impromptu  speeches  in  which  they 
congratulated  P^ujimoto  for  his  courage  in  sacrificing  his  position  at  the  Uni- 
versity Agricultural  Experiment  Station  to  become  a  full-time  Communist  Party 
worker  for  the  betterment  of  the  people  of  the  Territory.  Fujimoto  acknowledged 
their  sentiments  and  thanked  the  HCLC  for  its  understanding  of  his  beliefs. 

The  HCLC  sponsored  the  free  showing  of  the  motion  picture.  Native  Land, 
at  the  Library  of  Hawaii  on  April  2.3, 1948.  This  film  was  heavy  with  propaganda 
directed  toward  creating  unrest  and  uncertainty  in  the  minds  of  the  people  as  to 
the  functioning  of  our  democratic  system.  The  minutes  of  the  HCLC  reveal 
that  this  film  was  also  to  be  shown  at  a  meeting  to  l)e  held  at  Waipahu,  Oahu,  on 
May  22, 1948. 

The  HCLC  sent  a  cablegram  to  Communist-line  Congressman  Vito  Marc- 
antonio,  congratulating  him  on  his  efforts  to  defeat  the  Mundt-Nixon  bill. 

The  minutes  of  the  HCLC  dated  July  20,  1948,  record  that  a  picket  line  was 
to  be  formed  outside  the  building  where  the  Reinecke  dismissal  cases  were  to  be 
heard  and  that  printed  material  would  be  given  away.  Eileen  Fujimoto  was 
to  be  in  charge  of  the  picket  line  and  Cyril  Bristow  was  to  compose  the  throwaway 
material.  Such  a  picket  line,  featuring  Communists  and  fellow  travelers,  did 
materalize. 

Other  speciments  of  the  type  of  throwaway  material  distributed  by  the  HCLC 
are  its  pamphlet.  The  Un-Americans  Are  Here,  attacking  the  commission  on 
subversive  activities,  and  one  called  Mugity  Wumpus  by  Mike  Qiiin.  Both  are 
satirical  Communist  propaganda.  Mike  Quin  is  a  staif  writer  for  the  Daily 
Peoples'  World. 

In  addition  to  distributing  pamphlets  printed  of  its  own,  the  HCLC  sent  out 
with  its  June-July  Bulletin,  dated  July  12,  1950,  one  copy  of  the  Civil  Rights 
Congress  pamplilet  entitled  "Argument  to  the  Jury  of  Richard  Gladstein  in 
the  New  York  Communist  Trail."  Although  the  HCLC  distributed  literature 
printed  by  the  Civil  Rights  Congress,  It  did  not  become  afiiliated  with  this  largest 
national  Communist-front  organization  until  October  1950. 
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In  June  1949,  the  HCLC  had  made  application  to  the  superintendent  of  build- 
ings, city  and  county  ol!  Honolulu,  T.  H.,  for  permission  to  use  a  schoolroom 
for  a  HCLC  membership  meeting.  The  superintendent  of  buildings  refused  to 
grant  this  permission.  A  further  request  was  made  by  the  HCLC  for  the  use 
of  a  school  auditorium  for  a  public  meeting  on  April  10,  1950,  and  this  was 
refused.  The  HCLC  then  advised  the  superintendent  of  buildings  that  it  was 
advised  that  his  refusal  was  unlawful.  Although  taking  the  stand  that  the 
superintendent's  action  was  unlawful,  the  HCLC  has  never  done  anything  about 
filing  suit  in  this  connection. 

A  news  item  appearing  in  the  Honolulu  Star-Bulletin,  September  25,  1950, 
reports  that  the  executive  board  of  the  HCLC  had  adopted  a  resolution  attack- 
ing the  passing  of  the  McCarran  Act  by  Congress.  The  resolution  called  on 
President  Truman  to  veto  this  bill. 

An  interesting  sidelight  offering  some  insight  into  the  gullibility  of  some  of 
the  members  of  the  HCLC  regarding  the  true  purpose  of  the  organization  was 
shown  by  a  statement  made  by  a  member  who  reasoned  that  with  the  exception 
of  Fujimoto,  none  of  the  HCLC  members  could  be  Communists,  because,  during 
his  association  with  the  HCLC,  no  attempts  were  made  to  indoctrinate  him,  nor 
was  he  invited  to  join  the  Communist  Party.  This  failure  to  perceive  that  any 
such  action  by  the  party  would  have  exposed  the  HCLC  as  a  Communist  "arm" 
and  thus  negated  its  value  to  the  party,  was  apparently  shared  by  many  persons 
who  at  one  time  were  interested  in  the  work  of  the  HCLC. 

On  June  13,  1948,  the  HCLC  held  a  picnic  at  Kokokahi  Camp,  Kaneohe,  Oahu. 
A  Territorial  convention  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  was  held  at  the 
same  place  in  the  latter  part  of  194G. 

In  a  special  HCLC  bulletin  dated  September  15,  1950,  the  HCLC  executive 
board  discussed  the  matter  of  affiliation  with  the  Civil  Rights  Congress.  It  was 
announced  that  a  general  membership  meeting  would  be  held  on  September  22, 
1950,  at  the  C.  M.  &  S.  Hall,  108  North  King  Street,  Honolulu,  to  discuss  and 
vote  on  this  recommendation.  The  bulletin  further  stated  "This  will  be  our  last 
chance  to  meet  before  the  next  attack  by  the  un- Americans." 

Since  the  widely  publicized  exposure  of  the  HCLC  as  a  result  of  the  congres- 
sional hearings  in  April  1950,  the  HCLC  has  boiled  down  to  a  hard  core  of 
Communists  and  willing  Communist  collaborators.  For  a  short  time  the  re- 
maining members  discontinued  their  meetings,  but  later  resorted  to  a  system  of 
meeting  in  private  homes. 

The  HCLC's  changing  its  name  to  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  conforms  to 
the  usual  practice  of  Communist-front  organizations,  which,  upon  exposure  of 
their  true  nature,  either  dissolve  themselves,  reappear  in  a  completely  new  guise, 
or  take  a  new  name.  The  HCRC  is  actually  a  protraction  of  the  HCLC,  al- 
though the  new  organization  does  not  enjoy  the  support  of  as  many  people  as  did 
the  HCLC  prior  to  its  exposure  by  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee. 

Throughout  its  existence  the  HCLC  did  much  more  to  foster  racial  antagonism 
than  it  did  to  encourage  racial  unity.  It  promoted  disresi)ect  for  constituted 
authority  and  for  established  institutions  and  turned  its  best  efforts  toward  the 
advancement  of  the  Communist  cause. 

Annex  17 

Hawaii  Civn,  Rights  Congress 

The  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  purporting  to  be  an  organization  fighting 
for  civil  liberties  in  Hawaii  was  formerly  known  as  the  Hawaii  Civil  Libeilies 
Committee  which  had  been  cited  by  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee 
as  a  Communist-front.  The  HCLC  after  the  change  in  name  to  the  HCRC  in 
October  1950,  affiliated  with  the  national  Civil  Rights  Congress,  cited  as  a  sub- 
versive and  Communist  organization  by  the  Attorney  General's  Office  (citations 
by  Official  Government  Agencies  of  Organizations  and  Publications  found  to  be 
Communist  or  Communist  Fronts,  p.  26).  The  national  Civil  Rights  Congress 
was  formed  in  April  1946,  as  a  merger  of  two  other  Communist-front  organiza- 
tions, the  International  Labor  Defense  and  the  National  Federation  for  Constitu- 
tional Liberties. 
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The  below-quoted  letter  sent  out  by  the  HCRC  on  November  29,  1950,  is  indica- 
tive of  its  interests  in  its  fight  on  the  side  of  the  Communists : 

Hawaii  Cmi-  Rights  Congress, 
Box  2120,  Honolulu,  November  29, 1950. 

Deae  Friend  and  Member  :  You  have  been  a  part  of  the  fight  for  civil  liberties 
in  Hawaii.  That  fight  has  been  led  by  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee, 
which  last  month  affiliated  with  the  Civil  Rights  Congress.  Your  participation 
in  this  all-important  struggle  will  now  assume  greater  effectiveness. 

The  mounting  pressures  initiated  by  reactionary  political  and  economic  forces 
are  taking  their  frightful  toll  in  America.  The  result  is  that  fewer  people  are 
called  upon  to  bear  the  brunt  of  the  attack.  In  Hawaii,  the  task  of  those  who 
fight  for  constitutional  government,  for  the  right  to  work,  the  right  to  speak 
and  think  without  fear,  is  especially  hard.    This  you  know. 

You  know,  too,  that  the  culmination  of  our  fight  will  be  reached  soon.  Judge 
Delbert  E.  Metzger  has  set  January  3  as  the  date  on  which  the  case  against 
Hawaii's  39  most  aggressive  fighters  against  reaction  may  begin.  Many  of  that 
39  were  members  of  the  HCLC.  Most  are  not,  but  all  face  the  sam-^  fate:  To 
recant,  to  deny,  the  validity  of  their  lives  and  that  for  which  they  h  \e  fought, 
on  pain  of  imprisonment  if  they  do  not. 

The  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  will  stand  by  all  those  who  are  facing  trial. 
The  HCRC  has  the  specific  responsibility  of  maintaining  the  defense  of  those 
who  are  its  members.  Our  special  task  will  be  that  of  helping  to  pay  the  terrific 
costs  of  preparing  their  defense.    Their  defense  is  in  the  best  hands. 

Our  financial  situation  is  desperate.  Our  treasury  is  low.  The  freedom  of  our 
members,  your  friends,  Hawaii's  finest  working  people,  is  the  immediate  issue. 
But  more  basically,  the  freedom  of  every  American,  and  especially  your  freedom — 
since  you,  too,  are  a  fighter — is  at  stake. 

We  ask  you  to  help,  to  give  now  all  the  financial  aid  you  can  to  those  who  are 
fighting  for  you.    You  have  helped  before  by  standing  with  us. 
Make  a  contribution,  a  good  one,  to  help  support  the  fight. 
No  gift  you  give  this  Christmas  will  be  more  worthwhile.

A  news  item  in  the  Honolulu  Record  dated  January  4,  1951  states  that  at  a 
party  held  in  Honolulu,  T.  H,  December  30,  1950,  guests  signed  a  petition  for  the 
release  of  David  Hyun,  (who  was  arrested  on  a  warrant  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif., 
under  the  McCarran  Act) . 

In  another  item  appearing  in  the  Honolulu  Record  on  February  15,  1951,  it  is 
reported  that  Stephen  Murin,  former  chairman,  was  succeeded  by  Claude  "White 
as  chairman.  Stephen  JNIurin  was  elected  vice  chairman ;  Evelyn  Murin,  sec- 
retary :  and  Robert  Kempa,  treasurer.  Murin  is  one  of  the  "reluctant  39"  who 
were  acquitted  in  United  States  District  Court  before  Judge  Delbert  E.  Metzger, 
who  upheld  the  right  of  the  defendants'  refusal  to  answer  questions  on  affiliation 
with  the  Communist  Party  on  the  grounds  of  self-incrimination.  The  meeting 
referred  to  in  the  above  news  item  was  held  at  108  North  King  Street,  Honolulu, 
T.  H.,  which  is  the  address  of  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  Union,  an  organ- 
ization which  was  disaffiliated  from  the  CIO  because  of  its  Commimist  leadership. 

Recently  the  HCRC  has  put  on  a  drive  for  membership  and  solicitation  of 
funds  enclosing  with  an  application  form,  the  copy  of  a  pamphlet  callpd  News 
which  is  a  publication  of  the  national  CRC.  One  of  these  was  mailed  to  a 
prominent  public  official. 

In  the  December  21.  1950,  issue  of  the  Honolulu  Record  appears  an  advertise- 
ment placed  by  the  HCRC  extending  Christmas  greetings  to  the  Honolulu  Record 
"from  its  cofighters  for  civil  rights  for  all  people  in  this  Territory."

Unemployed  Workers'  Organization  of  Hawaii 

A  standard  agitation  tactic  of  tbe  Communist  Party  is  to  criticize  the  capital- 
istic system  (including  governments  of  capitalistic  countries)  for  the  fact  of 
unemployment,  thereby  implanting  in  the  minds  of  unemployed  persons  a  critical 
attitude  toward  the  government  which  later  may  ripen  into  a  desire  to  overthrow 
the  government.     Taken  in  this  context,  tlie  Unemployed  "Workers'  Organization 
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of  Hawaii,  wliicli  existed  in  Honolulu  during  1949,  is  of  interest  in  any  appraisal 
of  local  subversive  activities. 

On  March  31,  1949,  at  1  p.  m.,  on  the  grounds  at  lolani  Palace,  Honolulu,  a 
rally  was  held  to  interest  unemployed  persons  in  doing  something  about  the 
unemployment  situation  in  Hawaii.  It  is  perhaps  more  than  a  coincidence  that 
the  meeting  was  called  for  March  31  at  the  palace  grounds.  The  palace  grounds 
was  itself  a  most  appropriate  place  for  such  a  meeting  because  there  was  located 
on  the  grounds  the  office  of  the  Territorial  Employment  Service,  to  which  un- 
employed persons  went  in  search  of  work. 

Handbills  had  been  passed  out  advertising  the  rally.  The  leaflets  called  upon 
the  unemployed  to  unite  so  their  demands  would  carry  more  weight  with  "the 
politicians,"  upon  whom  their  plight  was  blamed. 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  one  handbill  denied  that  the  organization  was 
suggesting  that  the  government  be  overthrown,  but  it  urged  that  something  be 
done  about  the  situation  legally.  The  approach  used  is  common  in  Communist 
agitation  practice.  The  throwaway  bore  a  cartoon  of  a  prosperous  looking  in- 
dividual tossing  a  coin  to  some  "hungry  workers"  who  are  saying,  "We  want 
bread,"  to  which  the  prosperous  one  replies,  "Let  'em  eat  cake."  The  remainder 
of  the  leaflet  is  set  forth  below : 

"Just  as  that  big  shot  is  telling  the  hungry  workers  'Let  'em  eat  cake'  and 
tossing  them  a  quarter,  so  did  a  greedy  and  notorious  Queen  of  France,  Marie 
Antoinette,  back  in  the  18th  century.  The  starving  workers  of  Paris  who  wanted 
work  or  bread  got  organized  and  did  something  about  their  hardhearted  govern- 
ment and  big  bosses — they  organized  and  overthrew  their  government,  installing 
one  that  gave  them  bread. 

"It  is  not  suggested  that  you  overthrow  the  government  of  the  Territory  which 
refuses  to  recognize  our  growing  unemployment  problem  and  do  something  about 
it,  but  it  is  suggested  that  you  organize  to  do  something  about  your  situation  in  a 
legal  way !    Don't  forget  to  come  to  the  unemployed  rally. 

"Time  :  This  Thursday  (March  31)  at  1  p.  m. 

"Place :  lolani  Palace  bandstand. 

"Music :  By  Joe  Keawe. 

"Speakers :  TV.  K.  Bassett,  assistant  to  the  mayor ;  Antonio  Rania,  president 
of  Sugar  "Workers  (in  Ilocauo)  ;  Gorman  Noland,  small-businessman;  Henry 
Epstein,  United  Public  Workers ;  Rudy  Eskovitz,  Marine  Cooks ;  Jack  W.  Hall, 
ILWU." 

The  guiding  hand  behind  the  movement,  according  to  Robert  McElrath,  who 
was  the  first  speaker  at  the  March  31  rally,  was  the  ILWU  faction  in  Honolulu. 
As  a  speaker  at  this  rally.  Jack  Hall  promised  the  aid  of  the  ILWU  in  the  form 
of  advice,  legal  talent,  and  any  other  facilities  of  the  ILWU  which  might  be 
necessary  to  form  the  UWOH. 

A  steering  committee  was  chosen  at  the  March  31  rally,  and  it  is  of  interest 
to  note  that  the  ILWU  and  the  Communist  element  present  managed  the  entire 
proceedings,  making  and  seconding  motions,  offering  to  serve  on  the  committees, 
and  otherwise  railroading  measures  through  the  meeting.  Among  those  attend- 
ing the  rally  were :

Doris  Ozaki.  who  acted  as  secretary  at  the  rally,  recorded  the  names  of  many 
men  who  volunteered  to  serve  on  the  steering  committee.  Officers  of  the  organ- 
ization were  not  elected  at  the  lolani  Palace  meeting,  but  were  to  be  selected 
at  a  later  date. 

It  has  been  reported  that  the  person  later  elected  president  of  the  Unemployed 
Workers'  Organization  of  Hawaii  was  one  Lois  Barbara  Fames.  She  was  at  one 
time  chairman  of  the  civil-rights  committee  of  the  subversive  HCLC.  has  been 
on  the  staff  of  the  Honolulu  Record,  and  more  recently  identified  with  the  Hawaii 
Civil  Rights  Congress,  Honolulu  aflSliate  of  one  of  the  largest  Communist-front 
organizations  in  the  United  States. 

Robert  Greene,  prominent  in  the  leftwing  element  of  the  Honolulu  chapter  of 
the  NAACP  and  one-time  chairman  of  the  subversive  HCLC,  was  the  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  UWOH.  Greene  previously  conducted  a  Marxist  discussion  group 
at  his  home  in  Honolulu. 
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The  UWOH  had  its  first  headquarters  at  the  ILWU  regional  office,  pier  11, 
Honolulu.  However,  in  December  1949,  when  the  UAVOH  made  another  attempt 
to  interest  the  unemployed,  it  no  longer  maintained  an  office.  As  of  that  date, 
the  ILWU  no  longer  backed  the  group. 

Little  activity  seems  to  have  resulted  from  the  opening  rally  of  the  UWOH. 
However,  on  December  14,  1949,  handbills  were  again  distributed  in  the  name 
of  the  Unemployed  Workers'  Organization  of  Hawaii.  They  called  upon  the  un- 
employed to  unite.  The  leaflet  of  December  14  promised  that  a  later  handbill 
would  tell  the  unemployed  how  and  where  to  join.  This  leaflet,  like  that  of 
March  31,  blamed  "the  politicians"  for  the  plight  of  the  unemployed.  It  urged 
the  unemployed  to  unite  in  political  action  to  improve  their  circumstances. 

Since  December  1949,  nothing  further  has  been  heard  of  this  organization. 

Annex  19 
National  Union  or  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards 

The  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards,  with  headquarters  in  San 
Francisco,  is  headed  by  Hugh  Bryson,  a  close  ally  of  Harry  Bridges,  and  the 
ILWU.  The  M.  C.  and  S.  union  has  publicly  opposed  United  States  military  aid 
to  South  Korea  and  called  on  the  administration  to  "immediately  cease  American 
armed  intervention  in  Korea,"  "reaffirming  the  M.  C.  and  S.  position  for  peace 
against  war"  (Honolulu  Advertiser,  July  1,  1950).  The  M.  C.  and  S.  union  also 
favored  a  policy  of  recognition  of  the  People's  (Communist)  Government  of 
China  (Honolulu  Star-Bulletin,  August  23,  1950).  It  also  declared  itself  "against 
the  injustice  in  the  Harry  Bridges  case." 

Hugh  Bryson,  head  of  the  M.  C.  and  S.,  has  been  identified  as  a  Communist 
(see  Third  Report  of  California  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  Com- 
mittee, 1947,  pp.  149,  151,  IGO,  163-166).  Richard  Gladstein,  attorney  for  Harry 
Bridges  and  the  ILWU,  was  identified  as  having  presided  at  a  top-faction  Com- 
munist Party  meeting  at  the  home  of  Hugh  Bryson,  at  which  meeting  plans 
were  made  to  put  the  Communists  in  control  of  the  M.  C.  and  S.  by  the  adoption 
of  a  new  "Gladstein  constitution"  (Third  Report,  California  Committee  on 
Un-Amei"ican  Activities,  p.  165) . 

The  M.  C.  and  S.  union  was  ousted  from  the  CIO  by  a  vote  of  41  to  1  by  the 
CIO  executive  board  on  August  29,  1950,  for  following  the  Communist  Party  line. 
At  the  same  time  (August  1950)  the  ILWU  was  expelled  by  the  CIO  executive 
board  by  a  vote  of  41  to  2. 

Eddie  Tangen,  international  secretary-treasurer  of  the  il.  C.  and  S.,  appeared 
as  a  guest  speaker  :it  a  meeting  held  by  the  former  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Com- 
mittee, now  known  as  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  on  June  13,  1949  (Hono- 
lulu Record,  June  16,  1949).  He  has  served  as  instructor  in  a  Communist  school, 
the  Pacific  Northwest  Labor  School  in  Seattle,  Wash.,  and  has  been  active  with 
the  Civil  Rights  Congress  in  protesting  legal  action  against  the  12  Communist 
leaders  in  New  York.  Joe  Johnson,  an  organizer  for  the  M.  C.  and  S.  on  the 
mainland,  was  a  guest  speaker  at  an  HCLC  meeting  held  March  21,  1949  (Hono- 
lulu Record,  March  24,  1949).  Joe  Johnson  was  a  speaker  before  the  Fillmore 
section  of  the  Communist  Party  in  San  Francisco  in  1948.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  California  Labor  School,  a  recognized  Communist 
project,  and  has  actively  protested  the  trial  of  the  top  United  States  Communist 
officials  in  New  York  City  (House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  report  on 
HCLC,  pp.  19-20). 

Wallace  Ho,  Honolulu  port  agent  of  the  M.  C.  and  S.  union,  was  identified  as  a 
Communist  by  Ichiro  Izuka  and  Easter  Doyle  during  the  Hou.se  Un-American 
Activities  Committee  hearings  held  in  Honolulu,  in  April  19.50.  With  Icliiro 
Izuka's  testimony  a  letter  was  introduced  as  an  exhibit  wherein  Wallace  Ho 
was  identified  as  chairman  of  the  trial  committee  of  the  territorial  executive 
board  of  the  Comnuinist  Party  in  Hawaii,  in  connection  with  Izuka's  expulsion 
from  the  party.  Wallace  Ho  owns  100  shares  of  stock  in  the  Honolulu  Record 
which  has  been  cited  as  a  Communist  publication.  The  Daily  People's  World, 
April  11,  1949,  discloses  tb.at  Wallace  Ho  was  a  representative  for  tb;^  Civil 
Rights  Congress  at  San  Francisco.  Calif. 

Ralph  V.  Vossbrink,  present  executive  secretary  of  the  United  Public  Workers 
of  America,  Local  646,  representative  for  the  Culinary  and  Service  Workers 
Union,  and  for  3  years  president  of  the  Oahu  CIO  Council,  came  to  Honolulu  in 
1945  as  a  patrolman  for  the  M.  C.  and  S.  union.  As  president  of  the  Oahu  CIO 
Council,  Vossbrink  signed  a  protest  which  was  sent  to  United  States  Attorney 
General  Tom  Clark,  demanding  a  stop  to  persecution  of  people  accused  of  being 
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Communists  (Honolulu  Star-Bulletin,  Nov.  29,  1948).  Vossbrink  handed 
out  leaflets  prepared  by  the  Waterfront  Committee,  Communist  Party,  San  Fran- 
cisco, Seattle,  Portland,  Pedro,  Honolulu  in  connection  with  the  nationwide 
maritime  strike  scheduled  for  June  15,  1946  (Honolulu  Advertiser  and  Star- 
Bulletin,  June  14,  1946).  Vossbriuk  was  one  of  the  so-called  Reluctant  39.  He 
was  also  prominent  in  the  activities  of  the  Honolulu  Labor  Canteen.  For  several 
years  after  the  war,  the  San  Francisco  office  of  M.  C.  and  S.  carried  Ralph  Voss- 
brink on  its  records  as  residing  at  3.571  Pahoa  Avenue,  Honolulu,  the  home  of 
Dr.  John  E.  Reinecke.  Ichiro  Izuka  in  his  testimony  before  the  House  Un- 
American  Activities  Committee,  stated  that  Ralph  Vossbrink  acted  as  courier 
from  San  Francisco  for  the  Communist  Party. 

The  M.  C.  and  S.  union  receives  unstinting  support  in  news  coverage  from  the 
Honolulu  Record  and  the  Daily  People's  World. 

Seven  of  fifteen  donors  to  the  Reinecke  defense  fund  from  the  San  Francisco 
area  in  March,  1948  were  identified  as  members  of  the  M.  C.  and  S.  union  and  as 
Communists.     Among  them  was  Hugh  Bryson  and  Wallace  Ho. 

The  M.  C.  and  S.  union  has  militantly  opposed  the  Coast  Guard  screening 
procedures  designed  to  tighten  the  security  of  American  ports  and  shipping.  In 
this  connection,  Wallace  Ho,  Honolulu  port  agent,  described  the  methods  em- 
ployed as  undemocratic  and  blacklisting,  although  he  states  the  union  did  not 
oppose  screening  (Honolulu  Star-Bulletin,  Oct.  20,  1950). 

The  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress,  successor  to  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties 
Committee,  a  Communist-front  organization,  held  a  meeting  at  the  newly  acquired 
offices  of  the  M.  C.  and  S.  at  108  N.  King  Street,  Honolulu,  on  February  12,  1951, 
at  which  new  HCRC  officers  were  elected.  The  activities  of  leaders  in  the 
M.  C.  and  S.  in  cooperation  with  the  HCLC  and  the  CRC  both  in  the  Territory 
and  on  the  mainland,  have  been  covered  previously  in  this  report.  Another 
incident  of  the  close  liaison  and  relationship  between  the  M.  C.  and  S.  and  the 
HCLC  is  recorded  in  the  June- July  bulletin  of  the  HCLC  dated  Jialy  12,  19.50, 
wherein  the  following  article  was  printed  : 

"the  M.  C.  and  S.  union,  HONOLULU  BRANCH  ACTS  PROMPTLT 

"The  first  labor  union  to  take  action  in  this  case  [Thomas  Lampley — alleged 
racial  discrimination  on  part  of  police]  was  the  M.  C.  and  S.  which  voted  at  a 
recent  meeting  to  send  a  strongly  worded  protest  to  Chief  Liu,  and  to  donate  $25 
to  the  HCLC  for  Lampley's  defense.  This  union  has  actively  participated  and 
won  many  a  fight  against  racial  discrimination.  Will  your  union  or  organization 
take  similar  action?" 

Several  rightwing  members  of  the  M.  C.  and  S.  union  headed  by  James  Randall, 
of  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  have  formed  a  committee  to  combat  communism  in  the 
M.  C.  and  S.  union  (Honolulu  Advertiser,  Aug.  18,  1950).  At  present  the 
movement  is  still  in  progress.  The  National  Maritime  Union  (CIO)  is  attempt- 
ing to  assimilate  the  M.  C.  and  S.  after  ridding  it  of  its  Communist  leadership. 
The  Sailors'  Union  of  the  Pacific  is  also  engaged  in  a  similar  effort  (Honolulu 
Advertiser,  Jan.  18,  1951). 

Annex  20 
United  Public  Workers  of  America — Local  646 

The  United  Public  Workers  of  America  started  organizing  in  the  Territory  of 
Hawaii  in  the  early  part  of  1946.  Early  organizing  work  was  done  by  Wilfred 
M.  Oka,  its  acting  Territorial  director.     Oka  is  one  of  the  "Reluctant  39." 

In  connection  with  UPWA's  organizational  work  here,  international  president 
Abram  Flaxer  and  Henry  B.  Epstein,  of  the  UPWA  national  office,  came  to  the 
islands  in  May  1947.  Epstein  remained  and  at  present  is  regional  director  in 
Hawaii  for  the  UPWA. 

In  1944,  the  House  Comimttee  on  Un-American  Activities  found  the  predeces- 
sors of  this  union  to  have  Communist  leadership  *  *  *  strongly  entrenched. 
The  national  UPWA  in  April  1946  was  formed  with  the  merging  of  the  State, 
County  and  Municipal  Workers  of  America  and  the  United  Federal  Workers  of 
America  unions,  both  CIO.  Abram  Flaxer,  president  of  the  SCMWA,  became 
president  of  the  new  union.  One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  new  organization  was 
the  adoption  of  a  resolution,  called  up  by  Flaxer,  which  denounced  the  United 
States  and  called  for  the  immediate  withdrawal  of  United  States  Armed  Forces 
from  all  foreign  countries.     The  effort  of  a  handful  of  delegates  to  modify  the 
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resolution  to  demand  also  the  withdrawal  of  Soviet  troops  was  defeated  by  the 
Communist-controlled  convention. 

The  UPWA  also  spearheaded  agitation  against  loyalty  investigations  of  sus- 
pected subversive  employees  in  governmental  service.  It  charged  that  such  in- 
vestigations constitute  union  busting,  indulge  in  race  prejudice,  and  generally 
violate  civil  rights. 

The  UPWA  in  Hawaii  attempted  to  organize  a  teachers  union  and  for  such 
purpose  set  up  an  Organizing  Committee,  Teachers'  Local  No.  653,  calling  a 
meeting  at  the  YWCA  on  October  13,  1946.  Dr.  John  E.  Reinecke  was  active  in 
this  work.     This  attempt  at  teacher  organization  was  a  failure. 

However,  the  UPWA  has  been  able  to  organize  some  Territorial  and  county 
workers  among  road  workers,  hospital  employees  and  the  Wailuku,  Maui,  fire 
department. 

Other  local  unions  connected  with  the  UPWA  are  the  Culinary  and  Service 
Workers  Union  and  the  Independent  Taxi  Drivers  Union.  Ralph  Vossbrink, 
executive  secretary  of  UPWA,  Local  646,  is  also  national  representative  and  busi- 
ness agent  for  the  Culinary  and  Service  Workers  Union  and  Business  agent  for 
the  Independent  Taxi  Drivers  Union.  Vossbrink  who  had  formerly  been  con- 
nected with  the  M.  C.  and  S.  was  one  of  the  "Reluctant  39." 

The  UPWA  was  expelled  from  the  CIO  in  February  1950,  because  of  its  Com- 
munist leadership  and  policies. 

At  a  meeting  held  October  15  and  16,  1949,  attended  by  50  delegates  of  the 
Territorial  Council  of  the  UPAVA  at  Makawao,  Maui,  resolutions  were  adopted 
I>ledging  100  percent  support  to  the  international  officers  of  the  UPAVA,  demand- 
ing the  Harry  Bridges  case  be  dropped  immediately,  and  expressing  appreciation 
to  the  ILWU  for  its  cooneration. 

Richard  M.  Kagevama,  member  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  city  and 
county  of  Honolulu,  at  the  request  of  Wilfred  M.  Oka,  then  Territorial  director 
for  UPWA,  introduced  a  resolution  before  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
held  on  July  29,  1947,  which  read  in  part : 

"*  *  *  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  policy  of  the  city  and  county  of  Honolulu 
that  its  employees  shall  be  free  to  join  or  refrain  from  joining  labor,  trade,  or 
other  employee  organizations  without  interference,  coercion,  restraint,  or  fear 
of  prejudice,  discrimination,  or  reprisal  to  or  in  their  employment  and  that  mem- 
bership in  any  such  organization  shall  not  of  itself  be  ground  for  or  cause  for 
dismissal  or  discharge  from  any  position  or  employment  in  or  with  the  city  and 
county." 

Supervisor  Kageyama  was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  at  the  time  he 
introduced  the  resolution. 

Ewart  Guinier,  who  served  as  an  organizer  for  the  UPWA  in  New  York 
City  and  was  national  secretary-treasurer  of  the  union  when  it  was  expelled 
from  the  CIO,  will  be  remembered  for  his  activities  with  the  Honolulu  Labor 
Canteen  and  the  Oahu   Servicemen's  Committee  for    Speedier  Demobilization. 

In  the  report  on  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  dated  June  28,  1950, 
prepared  by  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  United  States  House 
of  Representatives  in  which  the  HCLC  was  classified  as  a  Communist  front,  it 
is  reported  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  HCLC  on  September  12,  1949,  Henry  Epstein, 
then  a  business  agent  for  UPWA  in  Hawaii,  appealed  for  funds  to  aid  an  at- 
tempt to  block  the  signing  of  loyalty  oaths  in  Los  Angeles.  The  attempt  at  the 
time  was  being  backed  by  a  mainland  local  of  the  UPAA^A.  The  HCLC  took  up 
a  collection  from  its  membership  on  the  spot,  and  also  voted  to  send  $25  from 
the  HCLC  treasury  as  its  contribution  to  this  cause.  Henry  Epstein  was  a 
featured  speaker  at  HCLC  meetings  held  August  8,  1948,  and  February  7,  1949. 
Robert  Weinstein,  director  of  organization  for  the  national  UPAVA,  appeared 
as  a  featured  speaker  on  a  Labor  Day  program  held  September  2,  1950,  at  lolani 
Palace  grounds,  Honolulu.  This  event  was  sponsored  by  unions  which  had 
been  expelled  from  the  CIO.     Weinstein  attacked  the  CIO. 

In  the  August  3,  1950,  anniversary  issue  of  the  Communist-line  Honolulu 
Record,  the  UPWA  sponsored  an  advertisement  extending  fraternal  greeting  to 
that  newspaper. 

At  tlie  19.10  convention  of  the  delegates  of  the  UPWA  held  in  Honolulu  on 
September  2-3,  1950,  the  UPWA  adopted  resolutions  supporting  the  national 
UPWA  leaders  and  Harry  Bridges,  ILWU  president.  Another  resolution  gave 
formal  thanks  to  the  ILWU  of  Hawaii  for  assisting  UPAA'^A  in  Hawaii. 

The  Honolulu  Record  has  consistently  given  space  to  UPWA  news.  UPWA's 
close  association  with  the  Communist-dominated  ILWU  and   the  Communist-

frout  HCLC,  its  defense  of  Harry  Bridges,  and  its  own  Communist  leadership 
clearly  shows  its  true  character. 

Annex  21 

United  Office  and  Professional  Workers  of  America, 

Local  190 

Local  No.  190  of  the  UOPWA,  then  a  CIO  affiliate,  was  formed  in  Honolulu 
about  August  1946.  Its  membership,  very  small  in  number,  was  comprised 
in  the  main  of  officeworkers  employed  by  the  ILWU  and  other  Communist- 
dominated  labor  unions.  In  the  latter  part  of  1940,  UOPWA  local  No.  190 
merged  with  FAECT  chapter  37,  thus  combining  two  weak  unions.  The  ab- 
sorption of  the  FAECT,  chapter  37  by  UOPWA,  local  No.  190  was  in  accordance 
with  recommendations  from  the  national  headquarters  of  the  FAECT.  Both 
the  UOPWA  and  the  FAECT  were  dropped  from  the  CIO  later  because  of  their 
Communist  leadership. 

The  UOPWA  was  described  by  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee 
as  a  group  having  Communist  leadership  *  *  *  strongly  entrenched.  The  Cali- 
fornia Un-American  activities  committee  also  has  classified  this  union  as  Com- 
munist dominated. 

Atlhough  its  membership  in  Hawaii  is  small,  it  has  been  conspicuous  for 
Communists  and  Communist  Party  line  followers.  Eileen  T.  Fujimoto,  Peggy 
T.  Uesugi,  Doris  K.  Ozaki,  Jeanette  Nakama  Rohrbaugh,  Ah  Quon  Leong  Mc- 
Elrath,  and  Pauline  Rosenthal  were  UOPWA  members.  All  were  named  as 
members  of  the  Communist  Party  in  testimony  before  the  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities,  United  States  House  of  Representatives,  at  the  hearings 
held  in  Honolulu  during  April  1950.  Upon  the  merger  of  UOPWA  with  the 
FAECT,  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  who  later  identified  him.self  as  chairman  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  became  a  member.  Another  member  was  David 
Hyun  who  recently  was  arrested  in  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  under  the  McCarran 
Act.  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  Eileen  Fujimoto,  Peggy  Uesugi  and  David  Hyun 
were  officials  of  local  No.  190,  in  various  capacities. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  subversive  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee  on  August  10, 
1948,  it  was  announced  that  a  $10  donation  had  been  voted  to  the  HCLC,  to  be 
used  in  behalf  of  the  Reineckes'  by  the  Hawaii  local  of  the  UOPWA. 

Although  a  very  small  union  in  number  of  members,  the  UOPWA  has  been 
the  most  nearly  completely  Communist  dominated  of  all  labor  organizations  in 
Hawaii. 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  the  Communist  Party  of  the  U.  S.  A.  Communist- 
front  organizations,  and  many  private  concerns  of  value  to  the  Communist  cause 
permit  their  stenographers  to  place  the  UOPWA  initials  at  the  foot  of  corre- 
spondence, thus  indicating  its  origin  in  a  union  shop.  In  view  of  the  known 
security  policies  of  the  Communist  Party  and  its  affiliates,  it  is  logical  that  lead- 
ing party  functionaries  should  seek  to  surround  themselves  with  personnel  whom 
they  know  to  be  at  least  sympathetic  to  the  Communist  cause. 

Annex  22 

Federation  of  Architects,  Engineers,   Chemists  and  Technicians — 

Chapter  37 

Chapter  37  of  the  FAECT  was  first  organized  about  the  early  part  of  1940 
and  was  largely  composed  of  persons  employed  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Pearl  Harbor. 
About  1946,  upon  recommendation  of  the  national  headquarters  of  the  FAECT, 
the  local  chapter  merged  with  the  United  Office  and  Professional  Workers  of 
America,  local  No.  190.  As  a  result  of  the  merger,  the  FAECT  name  was  dropped 
and  the  UOPWA  name  was  thereafter  used.  Both  parent  unions,  then  affiliates 
of  the  CIO,  later  were  expelled  from  the  CIO  because  of  their  Communist 
leadership.    The  UOPWA,  local  No.  190  is  the  subject  of  annex  21. 

The  fourth  report  of  the  California  Un-American  activities  committee,  1948, 
at  page  235,  discloses  that  the  national  FAECT  was  started  by  one  Marcel  Scherer 
following  his  return  from  Soviet  Russia.  Scherer  had  spent  2  years  there 
studying  at  the  school  known  as  the  Lenin  School,  which  is  used  to  train  Com- 
munist espionage  agents  for  service  throughout  the  world.  His  wife,  Lena  Davis, 
was  secretary  of  the  Communist  Party  in  New  Jersey.  The  third  report  of  the 
California  Un-American  activities  committee,  1947,  at  page  370,  reports  that 
FAECT,  chapter  25,  of  California  had  met  secretly  during  World  War  II  and  had 
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discussed  the  atomic  and  radiation  researcli  work  at  the  University  of  California. 
This  report  further  describes  the  FAECT  as  a  Communist  front  which  could 
place  its  members  in  vitally  strategic  positions  in  the  Government  where  the 
members  would  have  access  to  information  of  tremendous  value  to  a  potential 
enemy  power.  In  1944,  the  House  Un-American  Activties  Committee  found  the 
International  FAECT  (CIO)  to  have  "Communist  leadership  *  *  *  strongly 
entrenched." 

The  local  FAECT,  chapter  37,  which  started  out  with  about  10  members,  ulti- 
mately had  a  membership  of  47.  It  included  within  its  membership  Charles  K. 
Fujimoto,  present  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  who  later  played 
an  active  part  in  the  merging  of  the  Hawaii  chapter  of  the  FAECT  with  UOPWA 
Local  190.  His  wife,  Eileen  Fujimoto,  was  active  in  UOPWA  local  No.  190  and 
served  as  its  treasurer  some  time  after  the  merger.  David  Hyun  was  a  member 
of  the  local  FAECT  chapter  and  he,  too,  played  an  active  part  in  the  merging 
of  the  FAECT  and  UOPWA  locals.  Hyun  was  recently  arrested  in  Los  Angeles, 
Calif.,  on  a  deportation  warrant  issued  under  the  McCarran  Act.  Charles  and 
Eileen  Fujimoto  and  David  Hyun  have  served  on  the  executive  board  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  since  1945. 

Theodore  M.  Lichtgarn,  who  was  president  of  FAECT  chapter  37  in  1945, 
is  the  holder  of  10  shares  of  stock  in  the  Honolulu  Record,  a  Communist-front 
publication,  and  which  is  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  report.  Two  other  FAECT 
local  No.  37  members  were  also  active  with  the  Inter-Professional  Association, 
which  is  the  subject  of  annex  5  of  this  report. 

Due  to  the  high  pitch  of  activity  during  1940-45  in  connection  with  the  defense 
program  and  later  the  war  effort,  most  of  the  FAJECT  local  37  members,  being 
workers  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Pearl  Harbor,  were  not  in  a  position  to  give  much 
of  their  time  to  the  functioning  of  the  FAECT.  However,  with  the  war's  end, 
the  Communists  in  FAECT  succeeded  in  merging  the  local  chapter  with  UOPWA 
local  No.  190,  thus  strengthening  control  over  the  former  FAECT  members  who 
apparently  were  not  aware  of  the  Communist  forces  in  their  ranks.  Eventually 
some  of  the  former  FAECT  members  who  joined  with  the  UOPWA  after  the 
merger  left  the  newly  formed  union.  The  effect  of  the  merger  was  to  strengthen 
the  Communist-dominated  UOPWA  local  No.  190  by  broadening  its  membership 
base,  and  at  the  same  time  to  put  out  of  existence  what  could  have  been  a  worth- 
while federation  of  technical  workers,  again  illustrating  the  rule  or  ruin 
technique  of  the  Commimist  Party  in  labor  organizations. 

Annex  23 
"Hawaii   Star" 

In  the  early  1946  a  small  group  of  persons  of  Japanese  ancestry  formed  an 
organization  which  they  called  Nichibei  Minshu  Kyokai  (Japanese  American 
Association  for  Democracy),  which  is  described  more  full.v  in  annex  15.  Os- 
tensibly, the  Japanese  American  Association  for  Democracy  was  formed  to  com- 
bat the  so-called  katta  gumi  group  (that  is,  persons  who  believed  that  Japan 
had  not  lost  the  war),  to  give  guidance  in  democratic  thinking  to  backward 
Japanese  residents  of  Hawaii,  and  to  assist  the  postwar  democratic  movement  in 
Japan.  It  was  the  consensus  of  the  JAAD  group  that  their  organization  should 
publish  a  democratic  Japanese  newspaper. 

However,  there  developed  within  the  JAAD  group  some  disagreement  over  the 
title  of  the  paper.  The  self-styled  right  element  preferred  the  title  "Minshu 
Shimbun"  ("Democratic  News"),  while  the  left  group,  led  by  Jack  Denichi 
Kimoto,  Ginjiro  "Hokusan"  Arashiro  and  Shutei  Mayeshiro,  succeeded  in  hav- 
ing adopted  the  name  "Hawaii  Star."  Mr.  Kimoto,  who  became  the  first  editor 
of  the  newspaper,  has  a  long  record  of  Communist  activity.  He  was  cited  for 
contempt  of  Congress  as  a  result  of  his  refusal  to  answer  questions  concerning  his 
Communist  Party  membership  and  was  subsequently  indicted.  The  charge 
against  him  later  was  dismissed  in  the  United  States  District  Coiirt  for  the 
District  of  Hawaii  on  the  basis  of  his  constitutional  right  to  refuse  to  answer 
questions  that  might  tend  to  incriminate  him. 

The  articles  of  association  of  the  Hawaii  Star,  Ltd.,  of  Honolulu,  filed  with 
the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  on  March  14,  1947,  show 
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that  the  company  was  incorporated  on  March  3,  1947,  with  these  officers  and 
directors :

The  corporation's  deficit  at  the  end  of  1949  was  declared  to  be  $9,303.68. 

Certificates  filed  by  the  corporation  with  the  Territorial  treasurer  disclose 
that  Denichi  Kimoto  became  editor  on  March  3,  1947,  Ginjiro  Arashiro  succeeded 
him  on  August  8,  1948,  and  Shutei  Mayeshiro,  the  present  editor,  succeeded  Mr. 
Arashiro  on  May  1,  1949. 

Of  the  59  stockholders  listed  in  the  1949  annual  exhibit,  18  were  identified 
as  having  been  somehow  connected  with  Communist  Party  activities  in  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Hawaii,  in  testimony  given  before  this  Commission  or  before  the  con- 
gressional Committee  on  Un-Ajnerican  Activities.  (Two  other  stockholders 
are  tentatively  identified  in  sworn  testimony  as  Communist  Party  members.) 
The  18  so  identified  and  their  respective  share  holdings  are  :

Two  of  these  persons  have  admitted  under  oath  their  past  Communist  Party 
membership.  Of  the  18  named  above,  16  were  members,  officers  or  employees 
of  the  Communist-dominated  ILVt^U. 

In  addition  to  the  18  stockholders  specifically  identified  with  Communist  Party 
activities,  there  are  at  least  9  stockholders  who  have  been  connected  with  Marxist 
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and  pro-U.  S.  S.  R.  activities  and  publications  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  during 
tlie  past  20  years. 

Deuichi  Kimoto,  one  of  tlie  Hawaii  Star  stockholders,  also  owns  106  shares 
of  stock  in  the  corporation  w^hich  publishes  the  Honolulu  Record  which  has  been 
cited  as  a  front  for  the  Communist  Party  by  the  House  Un-American  Activities 
Committee.  Eileen  Fujimoto  also  owns  stock  in  both  newspapers.  Shizuyo 
(Shizuko)  Kimoto,  a  Hawaii  Star  stockholder,  also  owns  60  shares  of  stock 
in  the  Honolulu  Record. 

The  Hawaii  Star  and  the  Honolulu  Record  have  offices  and  are  published  at 
the  same  place,  811  Sheridan  Street,  Honolulu. 

The  following  is  quoted  from  the  statement  of  policy  of  the  Hawaii  Star  pub- 
lished in  its  first  issue,  March  6, 1947  : 

I.  Support  democratic  movement  in  America  and  Japan. 

II.  Support  statehood. 

III.  Fight  to  obtain  full  naturalization  rights  for  Japanese  aliens. 

IV.  Suppoi't  all  measures  to  further  democratic  education  of  all  island 
residents. 

V.  Full  and  fair  reporting  on  all  labor-employer  issues. 

VI.  Emphasize  human  side  of  issues. 

VII.  Opposed  to  all  racial  discrimination  and  promote  inter-racial  unity. 
For  the  purpose  of  comparing  the  stated  policies  of  the  Hawaii  Star  with  the 

news  items  presented  by  it,  it  is  of  particular  interest  to  read  the  English  section 
of  the  issue  of  January  1,  1948.  Its  13  news  items  bear  the  following  headlines  or 
concern  the  following  matters  : 

(a)  Jack  W.  Hall,  Communist  ILWU  leader,  attacks  the  American  Legion 
for  alleged  un-American  actions. 

(6)  Panic  in  Russia,  a  feature  article  by  Alan  Max  praising  current  living 
conditions  in  Russia. 

(c)  Americans  and  English  allow  Nazi  war  criminal  to  escape. 

(d)  "Australians  Will  Never  Fight  U.  S.  S.  R." 

(e)  "World  Food  Shortage  Worsened  by  Dutch  Blockade." 
(/)   "Workers  in  India  and  Pakistan  Reforge  Links." 

ig)   "Russians  Revalue  Rubles,  End  Rationing,  Cut  Prices." 

(h)   "FDR  Letter  to  Earle  Forbade  Soviet  Baiting." 

(i)  Canadian  CIO  threatens  a  strike. 

( ;■ )   Mexican  workers  demand  wage  increase  ( two  items ) . 

(k)  Local  pineapple  companies  ask  ILWU  to  open  negotiations  to  raise 
wages. 

(l)  "France's  Month-Long  Strike  Wave  Ends  With  Basic  Gains  for 
Labor." 
It  will  be  noted  that  only  2  of  the  13  items  are  local  in  nature,  and  each  of  those 
concerns  the  Communist-dominated  ILWU.  Two  advertisements  appear  in  the 
English  section,  one  by  the  Aahu  CIO  Council  and  the  other  by  the  Culinary 
and  Service  Workers'  Union  Local,  No.  1.  Both  were  Communist-dominated 
unions. 

The  first  issue  of  the  Hawaii  Star  was  published  on  March  6,  1947.  In  its 
original  form  tlie  paper  was  bilingual  (Japanese  and  English)  and  continued  as 
such  until  April  29,  1948,  when  the  English  section  was  discontinued.  Since  that 
date  the  Hawaii  Star  has  been  printed  only  in  the  Japanese  language.  It  appears 
that  the  English  language  section  was  discontinued  in  anticipation  of  the  early 
publication  of  the  Honolulu  Record,  which  was  inaugurated  shortly  after  the 
Hawaii  Star  became  a  Japanese  language  paper. 

Analysis  of  the  English  section  (1947-48)

(/)  Olive  Sutton,  a  contributor  to  the  Daily  Worker  and  on  the  staff  of 
the  Daily  People's  World. 
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(g)  Rupert  Lockwood,  Sydney,  Australia,  correspondent  who  supplies 
matei'ial  to  the  Daily  Worker. 

(h)  Anna  Louise  Strong,  a  staff  writer  on  the  Daily  People's  World  and 
former  editor  of  the  Moscow  News.  Her  name  appears  as  an  author  in  a 
bibliography  issued  by  the  National  Council  of  American-Soviet  Friendship 
in  connection  with  its  plan  for  penetrating  the  school  system  by  distributing 
kits  of  teacliing  materials  on  the  Soviet  Union. 

(i)  Joseph  Starobin,  foreign  editor  of  the  Daily  Worker  on  tlie  staff  of 
Daily  People's  World,  and  a  contributor  to  Political  Alfairs,  the  official  Com- 
munist Party  monthly  theoretical  organ  formerly  known  as  the  Communist, 
published  by  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A. 

(;■)  Alan  Max,  managing  editor  of  the  Daily  Worker,  and  on  the  staff  of 
the  Daily  People's  World.  He  was  one  of  the  instructors  or  guest  lecturers 
who  also  conducted  forums  at  the  subversive  Jefferson  School  of  Social 
Science,  575  Avenue  of  the  Americas,  New  York  City. 

(fc)  Norman  Ross,  assistant  to  the  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party, 
U.s.a.,  District  of  New  York. 

(l)  Abner  W.  Berry,  associate  editor  and  contributor  to  Political  Affairs. 
Member  of  the  editorial  board  of  the  Michigan  Herald  published  by  the 
People's  Educational  Publishing  Association,  1419  Grand  River,  Detroit, 
Mich.    The  Michigan  Herald  was  Communist  initiated  and  controlled. 

(w)  Albert  Maltz,  1  of  the  Hollywood  10  convicted  for  contempt  follow- 
ing the  hearings  of  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  regarding 
Communist  infiltration  of  the  motion-picture  industry. 

(n)  Herbert  J.  Biberman,  1  of  the  Hollywood  10  likewise  convicted  for  con- 
tempt. 

(o)   Paul  Robeson,  well  known  for  his  pro-Communist  and  pro-U.  S.  S.  R. 
sympathies  and  activities.

The  following  articles  which  appeared  in  the  Hawaii  Star  are  typical  of  its 
propaganda  line :

Amazing  Recovery"  (April  24, 1947) . 

(c)  An  article  by  Israel  Epstein  captioned,  "Greece,  China  Provide 
Grounds  for  World  Suspicion  of  United  States  Aims"  (July  3,  1947). 

id)  An  article  by  Anna  Louise  Strong,  "North  Korea  'Wagner  Act' 
Guarantees  Workers  Rights"  (October  16, 1947) . 

(e)  An  article  by  Gladys  Carter  entitled,  "Religious  Leader  Writes  of 
U.  S.  S.  R.  To  Promote  Understanding."  Statements  from  Dr.  Hewlett 
Johnson's  book  "Soviet  Russia  Since  the  War"  are  quoted  (October  20,  1947). 

(/)  An  article  entitled,  "First  Victims  of  Witch  Hunt — Two  School 
Teachers  Suspended  on  Suspicion  of  'Red'  Activities"  (December  4,  1947). 
Its  reference  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  John  E.  Reinecke. 

(fir)  A  reproduction  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  leaflet  explaining 
its  program  is  published  (March  11,  1948).  The  Hawaii  Star  reported  that 
it  had  received  the  leaflet  in  the  mail  a  few  weeks  earlier.  Before  quoting 
the  leaflet  in  full,  the  news  item  features  a  statement  in  the  leaflet  that  the 
ultimate  aim  of  the  Communist  Party  is  "establishment  of  socialism  by  the 
free  choice  of  the  American  people,"  thus  stressing  this  by  quoting  it  twice 
in  the  same  article. 
In  the  June  19,  1947,  issue  an  article  appears  on  "Chiang's  'Democracy'  De- 
scribed in  Poetry."    This  was  before  the  fall  of  Chiang's  government.    The  item 
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carries  a  poem  describing  how  Chinese  students  feel  about  the  "democratically 
reorganized"  government  of  Chiang  Kai-shek,  The  poem,  entitled  "Speaking  of 
Democracy,"  originally  appeared  in  the  Yanchung  University  News,  and  is  quoted 
here  in  full : 

"Life  is  bitter,  life  is  cruel, 

Look  at  China  and  the  people's  rule ; 

You're  the  people,  I'm  the  rule. 

What  I  say  you  must  do,  you  fool ; 

You  plow  the  field  in  heat  and  rain, 

I  have  barns  to  store  your  grain ; 

You  spin  cotton  in  grief  and  pain ; 

I  sell  the  cloth  and  reap  the  gain ; 

You  set  the  brick  and  lay  the  tile, 

I  move  in  and  live  in  style ; 

The  young  and  strong  must  soldiers  be. 

Shoulder  a  gun  and  fight  for  me ; 

You  thick-skinned  workers,  rough  and  green 

Are  nothing  but  a  'live  machine' ; 

When  I  see  your  sweating  brow 

You  remind  me  of  a  cow  ; 

I  skin  you  and  eat  you, 

I  strip  you  and  beat  you  ; 

And  if  my  orders  you  resist. 

Of  course  you  are  a  Communist." 
The  apparent  intent  of  publishing  of  this  poem  was  to  put  over  the  idea  that 
Chiang's  opposition  was  not  communism,  but  was  the  oppressed  populace  rising 
against  him. 

Analysis  of  recent  issues  {in  Japanese) 

An  analysis  of  the  newspaper's  Japanese  language  reporting  was  also  made. 
In  contrast  to  the  English  language  section,  where  many  news  items  appeared 
under  the  bylines  of  well-known  Communists  or  Communist  smypathizers,  the 
Japanese  language  news  items  only  occasionally  mention  such  writers  by  name. 
The  general  presentation  of  news  in  the  Japanese  section  follows  closely  the 
Communist  Party  line  in  the  same  fashion  as  did  the  newspaper's  English  section. 

Translations  of  Hawaii  Star  news  items  and  other  contents  covering  the  periods 
from  May  1,  1950,  to  July  31,  1950,  and  from  September  25,  1950,  to  November  27, 
1950,  were  studied.  This  publication's  strict  adherence  to  the  Communist  Party 
line  is  evidenced  by  the  following  news  items :

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"leave  Korea  to  the  Koreans."     Plays  up  South   Korean  police  atrocities  as 
United  States  Army  atrocities.

(a)  News  on  French  Indo-China  situation  with  reporting  of  Communist  vic- 
tories only.

President's  assassination  attempt  with  the  Communist  Party.

Explains  U.  N.  invitation  to  Red  China's 
delegation  as  an  indication  of  a  rift  between  England  and  America. 

(6)  Denounced  Dr.  Schwartz,  who  gave  a  talk  against  communism,  at  a  Ki- 
wanis  club  meeting  in  Honolulu,  as  a  fake. 

In  analyzing  the  material  published  in  the  Hawaii  Star,  the  Communist  Party 
line  is  strongly  evident.  Soviet  Russia  and  her  satellites  are  always  presented  in 
a  favorable  light.  The  Communist  Party,  its  front  organizations,  and  Communist- 
controlled  unions  are  similarly  presented.  The  newspaper's  treatment  of  Ameri- 
can foreign  policy  is  highly  critical  particularly  towards  that  aimed  at  curbing 
the  spread  of  international  communism.  Labor  strife  on  the  domestic  and  foreign 
scenes  is  strongly  highlighted  and  slanted  from  the  class  struggle  angle.  High 
prices,  labor  legislation,  record  profits,  land  monopoly,  lynchings,  and  racial 
prejudice  are  treated  in  a  manner  aimed  to  suit  the  purijoses  of  the  Communists. 
Local  Communists  and  sympathizers  and  local  Communist-fronts  and  infiltrated 
organizations  are  always  given  favorable  publicity. 

Annex  24 
HoNOLXJLU  Record 

The  Honolulu  Record,  published  at  811  Sheridan  Street,  Honolulu,  by  the  Hono- 
lulu Record  Publishing  Co.,  Ltd.,  a  Hawaiian  corporation,  has  already  been  the 
subject  of  a  report  by  the  Committee  on  Un-A.mericau  Activities,  United  States 
House  of  Representatives.  The  committee's  conclusion,  stated  in  its  report  dated 
October  1,  1950,  is  quoted  in  part : 

"The  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  after  analysis  and  investigation  of 
the  Honolulu  Record  since  its  first  issue  of  August  5,  1948,  draws  the  inevitable 
conclusion  that  the  Honolulu  Record  is  a  front  for  the  Communist  Party,  despite 
the  fact  that  the  paper  does  not  make  this  admission. 

"It  should  be  noted  in  this  connection  that  during  the  past  decade  all  Com- 
munist publications  have  gone  to  great  lengths  to  give  the  impression  of  having 
no  direct  connections  with  the  Communist  Party.  Even  ofiicial  publications  of 
the  Communist  Party  of  the  U.  S.  A.  have  terminated  such  designation  since  1936 
and  appear  instead  as  organs  of  certain  publishing  companies  formed  for  that  spe- 
cial purpose.    The  Honolulu  Record  conforms  to  this  pattern  completely. 

"The  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  v.-ould  like  to  point  out  that  the 
success  of  such  a  newspaper,  dedicated  to  disseminating  Communist  propaganda, 
depends  upon  support  from  deluded  liberals.  The  Communists  recognize  that 
most  Americans  would  not  knowingly  support  the  Communist  Party,  and  there- 
fore have  devised  various  front  organizations  and  publications  so  as  to  ensnare 
the  unwary  liberal.  The  latter  serves  to  add  prestige  to  the  Communist  front 
and  to  attract  other  non-Communist  support  *  *  *" 

Only  significant  additional  information  is  reported  in  this  appendix. 

The  first  issue  of  Honolulu  Record  appeared  on  August  5,  1948,  shortly  after  the 
Hawaii  Star,  a  bilingual  (Japanese  and  English)  publication  had  discontinued 
its  English  section  (see  annex  23).  Prior  to  its  first  issue,  the  publisher  of 
the  Honolulu  Record  put  out  a  sample  copy  of  its  proposed  paper  in  which  its 
prospectus  was  contained.  The  sample  copy  appeared  on  July  1,  1948,  under  the 
name  of  Pacific  Record.  The  sample  copy  stated  that  the  proposed  weekly  would 
be  a  liberal  publication,  patterned  after  PM,  the  New  York  daily. 
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The  content  of  the  Pacific  Record  issue  appears  to  have  been  shaped  to  give 
prospective  stocliholders  and  readers  a  favorable  impression  and  to  avoid  the 
appearance  of  being  a  Communist-line  publication.  A  double-page  spread,  con- 
taining the  prospectus,  also  carried  the  endorsements  of  a  dozen  persons  prom- 
inent in  Hawaii.  (Five  of  the  twelve  endorsers  have  been  identified  as  Com- 
munist Party  members  in  the  postwar  period.)  Certain  of  these  endorsements 
imply  the  approval  of  the  ILWU  leadership,  which  approval  has  continued. 

While  the  Honolulu  Record  has  never  declared  itself  to  be  a  Communist  organ, 
its  articles : 

(1)  Consistently  support  the  Communists. 

(2)  Denounce   or   attack   anti-Communist   activity,   particularly   loyalty 
probes. 

(3)  Support  local,  national,  and  international  Communist-front  organiza- 
tions. 

(4)  Support  Communist-dominated  trade  unions. 

(5)  Promote  racial  friction  through  inflammatory  presentation  of  inter- 
racial matters. 

(6)  Attack  the  Federal  and  Territorial  Governments,  their  policies,  and 
ofl3cials. 

Among  the  American  Communists  it  has  mentioned  favorably  are  Dr.  John  E. 
Reinecke,  Celeste  Strack,  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  Harry  Bridges,  William  Z.  Foster, 
Eugene  Dennis,  and  William  Schneidernian.  It  has  similarly  mentioned  Joseph 
Stalin,  Maurice  Thorez,  and  Palmiro  Togliatti.  In  addition,  it  has  favored  the 
Communists  of  Indonesia,  China,  the  Philippines,  France,  Italy,  Greece,  and 
Japan.  It  has  also  supported  the  11  leaders  of  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A., 
who  were  convicted  in  New  York  of  violating  the  Smith  Act,  and  also  the  "Holly- 
wood 10"  who  were  found  guilty  of  contempt  of  Congress.

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  financial  support  given  the 
Honolulu  Record  by  some  of  these  unions  in  the  form  of  advertising.  In  its  an- 
niversary issue  of  August  3,  1950,  of  approximately  713  inches  of  advertising, 
about  half  was  placed  by  3  local  labor  organizations,  the  ILWU,  the  UPWA.  and 
the  Independent  Taxi  Drivers  Union,  an  affiliate  of  the  UPWA.  The  H^WU 
had  all  of  the  advertising  space  except  3-inch  advertisements  by  the  other  2 
unions.  There  also  appeared  in  the  anniversary  edition  a  9-inch  advertisement 
by  the  subversive  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  and  a  6-inch  advertisement 
by  the  Conununist-line  newspaper,  Hawaii  Star. 
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The  1950  Christmas  issue  of  the  Honolulu  Record  carries  approximately  75G 
inches  of  advertising,  about  319  inches  of  which  were  placed  in  the  name  of  the 
ILWU.  The  UPWA  had  a  4-inch  advertisement,  while  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights 
Congress  had  a  9-inch  advertisement. 

The  conclusion  is  inescapable  that  the  Honolulu  Record  has  been  fostering  a 
campaign  of  race  hatred,  under  the  guise  of  trying  to  foster  racial  unity.  Frank 
Marshall  Davis,  who  writes  a  column  each  week  under  the  caption,  "Speaking 
Frank-ly,"'  has  written  in  one  sentence  the  best  evidence  of  his  own  corrosive 
philosophy:  "If  color  discrimination  were  not  the  national  policy  of  the  real 
rulers  of  America,  there  would  be  no  wage  differential  between  west  coast  and 
Hawaiian  stevedores."  Davis  aLso  praised  Paul  Robeson  for  his  statement  that 
Negroes  would  not  "join  in  a  war  of  aggression  against  Russia." 

This  Commission  knows  of  no  instance  wherein  the  Honolulu  Record  has 
criticized  Soviet  Russia  adversely,  but  that  newspaper  has  many  times  criticized 
United  States  policy  and  American  democracy.  Columnist  Davis  best  sums  up 
the  newspaper's  attitude  toward  America  with  his  remark,  made  in  July  1949, 
that  "Democracy  today  lies  weak  and  slowly  dying." 

Because  this  newspaper  has  been  consistently  and  unequivocally  furthering  a 
line  that  is  disseminated  by  the  Communist  press  on  the  mainland,  this  Com- 
mission must  conclude  that  the  Honolulu  Record  willingly  occupies  a  place  in 
the  international  Communist  propaganda  apparatus.  This  conclusion  is  forti- 
fied by  the  fact  that  its  stockholders  as  of  August  31,  1950,  included  a  number 
of  identified  Communist  Party  members  and  Communist-led  labor  organizations, 
and  its  contributors  and  solicitors  have  included  Communists. 

AxNEx  25 
American  Student  Union 

The  American  Student  Union  (ASU)  was  a  national  organization  of  students 
which  was  formed  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  in  1935  by  a  merger  of  the  Student  League 
for  Industrial  Democracy  and  the  National  Student  League.  The  ASU  had 
chapters  on  campuses  of  many  American  universities  and  colleges,  including  the 
University  of  Hawaii. 

The  ASU  has  been  classified  as  a  Communist-front  organization  or  as  a  sub- 
versive group  by  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  United  States  House 
of  Representatives,  and  by  investigating  committees  of  California,  New  York,  and 
Massachusetts. 

The  first  evidence  of  activity  of  the  ASU  on  the  campus  of  the  University  of 
Hawaii  was  in  April  1936.  Two  exchange  students,  one  from  Earlham  Univer 
sity,  Richmond,  Ind.,  and  the  other  from  the  University  of  California,  led  a 
peace  strike  on  the  University  of  Hawaii  campus  on  April  22,  1936.  About  200 
persons  assembled  at  the  old  football  field  to  hear  the  two  leaders.  The  peace 
strike  was  none  too  peaceful.  An  opposition  group  composed  of  university  stu- 
dents hurled  eggs  and  tomatoes  at  the  two  leaders  and  finally  threw  them  both 
into  the  campus  swimming  pool. 

An  article  in  the  April  22,  1936.  issue  of  the  Honolulu  Star  Bulletin  quotes  one 
of  the  leaders  of  the  strike  as  saying,  "We  must  realize  we  are  not  meeting  here 
alone.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  others  are  meeting  all  over  the  mainland." 
In  the  same  issue  of  that  newspaper  appeared  the  following  dispatch  : 

"(Associated  Press  by  wireless) 

"Thousands  of  college  and  high  school  students  in  the  United  States  left  c]as.s- 
rooms  today  to  participate  in  the  third  annual  demonstration  against  war  spon- 
sored by  the  American  Student  Union." 

The  1938  report  of  the  Massachusetts  committee  which  investigated  subversive 
activity  states  (at  p.  171)  : 

"In  April  of  each  year  the  Young  Communist  League  and  affiliated  oragniza- 
tions  conduct  a  student  peace  strike.    In  1937  this  took  place  on  April  22." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  1935-37  ASU  peace  strikes  were  held  on  the 
birthday  of  V.  I.  Lenin,  who  was  born  on  April  22,  1870. 

Evidence  of  ASU-inspired  activity  on  the  local  campus  was  next  noted  in  the 
March  12,  1938,  issue  of  the  University  of  Hawaii  student  newspaper.  Ka  Leo  O 
Hawaii.    An  article  in  that  paper  announced  : 

Anti-Fascists  to  Hold  Contest ;  Offer  $1,000  in  Prizes  for  Best  Paper  on  Signifi- 
cance of  Spain  Democracy  Struggle. 
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The  sponsors  of  this  essay  contest  were  listed  as  the  League  of  American 
Writers,  in  conjunction  with  the  ASU  and  the  Abraham  Lincoln  Brigade,  all  three 
of  which  organizations  have  been  classified  as  Communist-front  groups.  The 
general  topic  of  the  contest  was  the  Anti-Fascist  Struggle  in  Spain  Today  and 
Its  Relation  to  the  Welfare  of  the  American  Citizen  of  Tomorrow.  In  the  fall 
of  1938  several  older  students  arrived  in  Honolulu  as  merchant  seamen  and 
enrolled  at  the  university.  These  students  were  the  leaders  in  promoting  inter- 
est in  forming  a  local  chapter  of  the  ASU,  and  are  generally  credited  with  having 
been  responsible  for  the  eventual  formation  of  a  chapter  of  the  ASU  at  the 
University  of  Hawaii. 

About  October,  1938,  steps  were  taken  to  establish  on  the  local  campus  a  formal 
chapter  of  the  ASU.  A  prospectus  outlining  the  ostensible  aims  of  the  organiza- 
tion and  a  copy  of  the  ASU  constitution  were  filed  with  the  proper  university 
authorities.  According  to  the  prospectus,  the  ASU  stood  for : 
"Peace — It  seeks  to  make  America  a  positive  force  for  peace. 
"Freedom — It  defends  students'  and  teachers'  rights.  It  seeks  to  make  the 
campus  a  genuine  fortress  of  democracy. 

"Security — It  favors  extension  of  Federal  student  aid  as  embodied  in  American 
Youth  Act.     It  supports  the  building  of  student  cooperatives. 

"Equality — It  campaigns  for  educational  opportunities  regardless  of  class 
or  race.     It  condemns  discrimination  against  minority  groups. 

"The  ASU  is  independent  of  any  political  party.  It  welcomes  into  its  ranks 
anyone  who  wishes  to  act  on  one  or  all  of  the  issues  outline  in  its  program. 
The  ASU,  in  cooperation  with  labor  and  other  progressive  groups,  is  dedicated 
to  the  realization  of  a  society  of  peace  and  plenty.  Dues  are  $1  payable  in  2 
installments — 50  cents  for  membership  in  the  national  organization  and  50 
cents  to  defray  expenses  of  the  University  of  Hawaii  chapter." 

The  constitution  of  the  organization,  as  filed  with  university  authorities,  con- 
tained these  provisions,  among  others : 
"Articles  I — Purposes. 

"1.  The  University  of  Hawaii  chapter  of  the  American  Student  Union  (here- 
inafter designated  as  'chapter')  is  an  aflSiliate  of  the  national  American  Stu- 
dent Union.  As  such  it  subscribes  to  the  general  policies  of  the  national  body, 
but  reserves  the  right  to  act  freely  according  to  local  situations  and  needs. 

"2.  The  chapter  is  in  no  way  connected  with  any  political  party,  labor  union, 
or  any  other  organizaiton.  However,  it  is  the  chapter's  right  to  support  any  of 
those  that  merit  its  attention. 

"3.  The  chapter  shall  work  for  the  principles  of  democracy — their  preserva- 
tion and  extension  into  all  branches  of  life.    It  shall  work  toward  this  end  on 
the  campus,  in  community  life,  and  in  the  world  society. 
"Article  II. — Membership. 

"1.  Any  student,  graduate  student,  alumnus,  or  faculty  member  who  sub- 
scribes to  the  policies  of  the  chapter  is  eligible  for  membership." 

The  Student  Council  of  the  University  of  Hawaii  voted  down  recognition  of 
the  ASU  by  a  vote  of  6  to  4  in  November  1938.  A  second  request  for  recognition 
of  the  local  ASU  chapter  was  submitted  to  the  Student  Council.  A  student  editor 
of  Ka  Leo  O  Hawaii  urged  the  Student  Council  to  vote  recognition  of  the  ASU, 
stating  that  while  some  chapters  of  the  national  ASU  had  been  dubbed  com- 
munistic, he  did  not  believe  the  local  chapter  was  of  that  nature.  Further,  he 
Wrote,  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  the  local  organization  was  concerned  chiefly 
with  maintaining  freedom  of  academic  thought,  democratization  of  industry,  and 
preservation  of  democracy. 

In  December  1938,  the  Student  Council  voted,  8  to  5,  to  recognize  the  ASU  on 
the  University  of  Hawaii  campus.  At  about  the  same  time,  a  student  poll  was 
taken  on  the  campus  with  the  following  results:  40.7  percent  of  the  students 
questioned  favored  recognition  of  the  ASU  chapter;  17.8  percent  opposed  it;  and 
41.5  percent  were  indifferent. 

The  University  of  Hawaii  chapter,  after  being  recognized,  began  holding  peace 
meetings  and  came  out  against  military  training.  Their  anti-military-training 
stand  created  strong  resentment  on  the  part  of  the  ROTC  students  and  other 
advocates  of  military  training.  This  peace  program  of  the  ASU  was  in  con- 
formity with  the  Communist  line  then  in  effect  and  being  implemented  by  such 
pro-Communist  organizations  as  the  national  ASU. 

Lack  of  interest  in  the  ASU  on  the  local  campus  caused  the  organization  to 
become  defunct  around  1940.  It  was  formally  declared  inactive  December  18. 
1947.  by  the  university  authorities. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  SUBVERSIVE  ACTIVI- 
TIES TO  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF  THE  TERRITORY  OF 
HAWAII,  MARCH  1953 

INTRODUCTORY 

The  Commission  on  Subversive  Activities  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  was  cre- 
ated by  the  Territorial  legislature  in  1949.  The  enabling  joint  resolution  took 
effect  on  October  26,  1949,  and  7  commissioners  were  appointed  on  December  2, 
1949.  One  appointee  was  not  confired.  The  vacancy  thereby  created  has  existed 
for  nearly  2^2  years. 

On  March  5,  1951,  the  commission  submitted  its  first  report  to  the  legislature 
and  to  the  governor  of  Hawaii,  as  required  by  law.  The  instant  report,  required 
to  be  filed  with  the  legislature  not  later  than  March  2,  1953,  is  the  commission's 
second  report.  In  the  interim  between  the  submission  of  the  two  reports  the 
commission  has  kept  certain  Government  departments  and  officers  cognizant  of 
information  concerning  situations  or  persons  of  official  concern  to  them. 

As  was  true  of  the  commission's  1951  report,  the  present  report  is  chiefly  con- 
fined to  a  study  of  the  personalities  and  activities  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii.  This  results  from  the  fact  that  the  Commission  has  no  information 
indicating  the  existence  in  Hawaii  of  Fascist,  Nazi,  Ku  Klux  Klan  and  other  sub- 
versive or  totalitarian  organizations  or  persons. 

This  report  will  show  that  the  almost  continuous  public  exposure  of  Commu- 
nist Party  members  and  activities  in  Hawaii  during  the  past  2  years  has  had 
the  effect  of  further  weakening  the  party,  driving  away  many  of  its  members, 
making  uncritical  persons  more  cautious  about  assisting  Communist  ventures, 
and  of  forcing  the  hard  core  of  the  party  even  further  underground. 

In  preparing  its  1953  report,  this  commission  has  drawn  upon  many  sources 
for  its  information  and  for  corroboration.  In  most  instances  where  a  person  is 
referred  to  as  a  Communist  Party  member  or  official,  or  as  a  Communist,  the 
commission's  evaluation  is  based  upon  sworn  testimony  taken  before  it,  or  in  the 
pending  Smith  Act  trial  of  seven  Communist  Party  leaders  in  the  United  States 
district  court  in  Honolulu,  or  before  other  committees.  Federal  or  State,  which 
have  been  investigating  Communist  Party  activities  in  the  United  States.  Other 
sources  of  information  include  investigative  interviews  and  surveillances,  reports 
of  confidential  informants,  findings  of  other  authoritative  agencies,  reports  by 
former  members  of  the  Communist  Party,  and  documents  and  propaganda  mate- 
rials of  the  Communist  Party  and  its  fronts. 

In  connection  with  its  use  of  terms  relating  to  communism,  this  commission 
wishes  to  invite  attention  to  several  introductory  passages  of  its  1951  report, 
which  are  also  applicable  to  its  present  report : 

"The  mere  mention  of  any  person,  organization,  or  institution  in  this  report 
is  not  meant  to  imply  subversive  activity  on  his  or  its  part,  unless  this  commis- 
sion states  a  conclusion  to  that  effect  or  unless  the  facts  obviously  so  show. 
When  the  commission  describes  anyone  as  a  'Communist'  or  as  a  'Communist 
Party  member,'  it  is  meant  that  the  particular  person  has  been  identified  as  such 
on  evidence  deemed  sufficient  by  this  commission,  and  that  such  person  has  not 
been  shown  by  satisfactory  evidence  to  have  disassociated  himself  from  the 
Communist  movement. 

"A  'Communist,'  so  considered  by  this  commission,  is  one  who  knowingly  assists 
(or  reasonably  should  know  he  is  assisting)  the  furtherance  of  communism.  *  *  * 

"The  Commimist  may  be  of  several  types,  and  is  not  necessarily  a  member  of 
the  Communist  Party.  There  are  'open'  and  'secret'  party  members.  *  *  * 
Furthermore,  there  are  persons  who  consciously  adhere  to  and  support  commu- 
nism without  formally  joining  the  Communist  Party.  This  commission  considers 
such  persons  to  be  'Communists'  if  they  function  as  such,  regardless  of  their  lack 
of  formal  membership  in  the  party.  In  fact,  it  is  reported,  in  recent  years  the 
Communist  Party,  as  a  security  measure,  has  not  permitted  certain  'secret  com- 
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rades'  to  join  the  party.     It  would  be  unrealistic  to  exclude  such  persons  from  the 
category  of  'Communists'." 

In  this  report  several  persons  who  in  the  past  were  members  of  the  Com- 
munist Party,  but  who  are  known  later  to  have  disassociated  themselves  from 
the  party,  are  referred  to  as  "identified"  Commimist  Party  members,  or  in 
similar  terms.  Wherever  such  a  reference  appears,  it  is  to  be  understood  to 
mean  that  the  person  concerned  was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  at  the 
time  or  under  the  circumstances  mentioned  in  the  context. 

In  collecting  and  evaluating  thousands  of  bits  of  source  material  upon  which 
this  report  is  based,  the  commission  and  its  staff  have  tried  to  subject  all  in- 
formation and  sources  to  accepted  tests  of  credibility  and  reliability.  The 
commission  thus  reports  its  findings,  based  uiwn  a  studied  evaluation  of  credible 
information  from  reliable  sources.  It  does  not  report  mere  suspicions  or  opin- 
ions. In  view  of  the  frenzied  charges  often  made  in  opposition  to  legislation 
and  investigating  agencies  investigating  Communist  Party  activities — that  inno- 
cent i>ersons  are  or  may  be  injured  by  such  laws  and  agencies  because  of 
malicious  information  received,  or  by  rank  hearsay — this  commission  is  pleased 
to  report  that  almost  no  information  has  been  offered  to  it  anonymously  or 
under  any  circumstances  indicating  a  malicious  motive. 

It  is  recognized,  however,  that  humans  do  err.  If  any  errors  do  exist  in  this 
report,  their  imprint  is  not  irrevocable,  but  will  be  corrected  upon  a  proper 
showing  to  the  commission.  In  this  regard,  the  commission  invites  attention  to 
a  portion  of  its  first  report  (at  pp.  4-5)  : 

"This  commission  has  tried  diligently  to  minimize  errors  of  every  possible  type 
in  this  report.  Should  any  person,  organization  or  institution  deem  itself  ag- 
grieved by  any  statement  in  this  repoit,  this  commission  will  accord  a  prompt 
hearing  on  the  matter." 

In  the  2  years  which  have  passed  since  its  first  report  was  submitted,  this  com- 
mission has  found  no  material  errors  in  that  report.  No  person  or  organization 
has  requested  a  hearing.  Not  even  a  letter  of  complaint  has  been  received. 
These  facts,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  corroborating  information  collected 
by  the  commission  in  the  interim,  indicate  the  high  degree  of  reliability  of 
sources  relied  upon  in  compiling  the  19.51  report. 

Every  government  officer  and  agency  should  be  sensitive  to  public  reaction 
and  criticism.  This  commission,  therefore,  has  attempted  to  notice  and  record 
all  comments  on  its  operations  and,  in  particular,  on  its  first  report. 

Reactions  of  Alleged  Subversives 

As  might  be  expected,  the  1951  report  was  more  eagerly  sought,  and  undoubt- 
edly more  thoroughly  read  and  searched  for  error,  by  Communists  and  their 
syrapathizers  than  by  other  persons.  Subversives,  understandably,  had  more 
interest  in  seeing  whether  they  had  been  detected  (and  to  what  extent)  than 
did  othei's. 

In  context  with  the  paragraph  quoted  above  (inviting  aggrieved  persons  to 
complain),  the  1951  report  also  stated: 

"The  commission  on  subversive  activities  undertook  its  mission  and  has  con- 
ducted its  activties  with  the  thought  always  in  mind  that  it  is  dealing  with 
the  reputations,  sensibilities,  and  fortunes  of  every  person  who  might  come  to 
its  attention.  It  has  proceeded  with  the  awareness  that  it  was  constituted  to 
find  facts,  not  to  act  as  a  prosecutive  arm  of  government.  *  *  *" 

Every  person  or  group  characterized  as  Connnunist  was  given  a  copy  of  the 
1951  report  upon  request.  Among  the  organizations  denominated  as  subversive 
in  the  report,  or  shown  therein  to  be  aflaiiated  with  subversive  groups,  who 
asked  for  and  receipted  for  copies  of  the  report  were : 

Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  (by  Charles  K.  Fujimoto) 

International  Longshoremen's  and  Warehousemen's  Union   (by  Robert  W.  Mc- 

Elrath) 
Honolulu  Record  (by  Edward  G.  Rohrbough) 
United  Public  Workers  of  America  (by  Henry  B.  Epstein) 
National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  (by  Wallace  Ho) 

Three  individuals — two  appearing  on  behalf  of  themselves  personally,  and  one 
representing  a  group — called  at  the  office  of  the  commission  shortly  after  the 
1951  report  was  released  to  the  public  by  the  legislature.  Each  of  the  three 
individuals  asked,  and  was  gi-anted,  permission  to  read  the  report,  as  it  re- 
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ferred  to  himself  or  to  bis  organization.  Each  was  informed  that  a  hearing 
would  be  granted  upon  request,  but  none  desired  a  lieariug. 

The  Communist  Honolulu  Record  devoted  an  inside-page  article  to  the  1951 
report,  and  ILWU  radio  spokesman  Robert  McElrath  mentioned  the  report 
prominently  on  one  of  his  broadcasts.  Both  promised  further  "exposes"  of 
the  report,  but  none  materialized. 

In  light  of  the  experience  of  other  official  bodies  which  have  investigated 
Communist  activities — only  to  be  challenged  at  every  turn — this  commission 
can  only  conclude,  respecting  its  1951  report,  that  the  persons  and  organizations 
denominated  therein  as  subversive  were  in  every  instance  correctly  so  labeled. 

Other  Reactions 

In  general,  the  daily  press  of  Hawaii  afforded  adequate  first-day  coverage 
of  the  1951  report  when  it  was  released  by  the  legislature.  However,  "news" 
being  what  it  is,  the  voluminous  reiwrt  made  an  insufficient  impact  on  news- 
paper readers.  That  is,  the  366-page  report  was  given  to  the  public  by  the  daily 
press  in  1  or  2  days,  in  which  short  space  of  time  it  could  neither  be  adequately 
presented  by  the  reporter  nor  absorbed  by  the  reader.  However,  two  weekly 
publications  of  limited  circulation  printed  a  lengthy  digest  of  the  report  in 
serial  form. 

It  was  unfortunate  that  some  persons  should  relate  the  1951  report  to  the 
issue  of  statehood  for  Hawaii.  This  commission — whose  membershiij  includes 
men  of  opposed  views  on  statehood — warrants  that  its  findings  and  conclusions 
have  been  made  wholly  on  the  basis  of  high  evidentiary  standards,  without  regard 
to  the  consequences  thereof  on  political  issues. 

The  commission  is  pleased  to  state  that  no  department  of  government,  Terri- 
torial or  county,  has  shown  hostility  to  the  operations  of  this  agency  or  to  its 
1951  report.  On  the  contrary,  since  the  1951  report  was  released,  many  depart- 
ments and  officers  have  requested  the  help  of  the  commission  on  problems  affect- 
ing them  and  possibly  involving  subversion. 

Distribution  of  the  1951  Report 

In  response  to  its  legislative  direction,  the  commission  on  subversive  activi- 
ties delivered  its  first  report  to  both  houses  of  the  legislature  and  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Hawaii  on  March  5,  1951.  After  the  legislators  had  ample  oppor- 
tunity to  study  the  report,  and  in  executive  session  had  heard  and  questioned 
the  commission's  counsel,  the  legislature  released  the  report,  in  its  entirety, 
on  March  27,  1951. 

Because  the  commission  was  mandated  to  keep  its  report  in  a  confidential 
status,  and  the  question  of  its  release  to  the  public  was  one  for  determination 
by  the  legislature,  only  a  limited  number  of  copies  were  printed.  These  were 
barely  sufficient,  after  release  was  authorized,  to  supply  the  press,  to  comply 
with  the  statutory  requirement  that  public  libraries  be  given  copies,  and  to 
provide  copies  to  heads  of  Territorial  departments,  and  to  Federal  agencies 
charged  with  the  investigation  of  subversive  activities.  As  noted  above,  organ- 
izations adversely  mentioned  in  the  report  were,  upon  request,  given  copies. 
However,  it  was  with  regret  that  the  commission  was  not  able  to  furnish  copies 
of  the  report  to  many  individual  citizens  and  organizations  in  the  Territory,  as 
well  as  to  mainland  inquirers,  who  desired  the  report. 

It  has  been  suggested  many  times  that  the  commission  should  publish  the 
1951  report  in  booklet  form  in  sufficient  quantity  to  make  it  available  generally 
throughout  the  Territory.  However,  because  the  report  was  rendered  to  the 
legislature  pursuant  to  its  directive,  and  was  not  originated  by  the  commission 
of  its  own  initiative,  it  was  felt  that  the  considerable  expenditure  of  public 
funds  required  for  such  purpose  should  not  be  made  without  express  legislative 
authority. 

COJ^IMUNIST  PARTY— NATIONAL 

As  a  result  of  the  indictment  of  the  12  national  Communist  leaders  in  New 
York  in  1948,  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America,  issued  a  directive 
ordering  the  destruction  of  all  party  membership  cards  and  records  and  limiting 
party  meetings  to  gatherings  regarded  as  absolutely  essential.  Attendance  at 
these  meetings  was  thereafter  restricted  to  3  or  4  party  members  and,  whenever 
possible,  the  meetings  were  to  be  held  in  public  places,  such  as  at  parks,  beaches, 
or  athletic  fields.     It  was  also  recommended  that  efforts  be  made  to  hold  the

meetings  in  moving  automobiles  in  order  to  minimize  the  possibility  of  surveil- 
lance. The  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  Korea  and  the  convictions  of  Communist 
Party  leaders  in  Nevp  York,  Maryland,  and  California  for  conspiracy  to  violate 
the  Smith  Act  influenced  the  party  to  intensify  its  security  regulations  to  an 
even  greater  degree. 

Although  the  Communist  Party  has  curtailed  its  clandestine  conspiratorial 
activities,  it  has  intensitied  its  overt  program  of  propaganda  calculated  to  fur- 
ther its  objectives  under  the  guise  of  promoting  the  common  good. 

During  the  final  week  of  19.51  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America, 
lield  its  15th  national  convention  in  New  York  City. 

In  the  course  of  the  convention  the  delegates  reelected  to  the  party's  national 
committee  for  1052  the  entire  group  of  13  persons  who  comprised  the  national 
committee  during  1951.     These  persons  were  the  following :

In  September  1952,  shortly  before  the  national  elections,  the  national  com- 
mittee of  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America,  held  a  conference  in 
New  York  City  at  which  it  adopted  its  "election  platform." 

The  "election  platform"  consisted  mainly  of  a  restatement  of  Communist 
Party  policies  and  objectives,  formulated  by  the  1951  national  convention  and 
the  national  committee  of  the  Communist  Party.  As  such,  the  "platform"  was 
to  be  considered  by  the  Communist  Party  throughout  the  United  States  as  a 
guide  to  action. 

The  influence  of  the  Communist  Party  in  the  Unite<l  States  may  be  measured 
largely  in  terms  of  the  success  of  its  propaganda  program.  The  importance 
of  a  well-organized  propaganda  apparatus  as  a  means  of  conditioning  the  masses 
is  one  of  the  devices  stressed  as  essential  in  the  writings  of  Vladimir  Lenin  who 
has  long  been  respected  by  Communists  throughout  the  world  as  the  leading 
authority  in  the  interpretation  and  practical  application  of  the  doctrines  of 
Karl  Marx.  A  former  Communist  Party  leader  has  described  Communist  propa- 
ganda as  "the  very  life's  blood  of  the  party." 

In  line  with  the  importance  placed  upon  propaganda  by  Lenin,  Soviet  Russia 
has  organized  and  developed  its  worldwide  propaganda  machine  to  such  a  degree 
that  it  is  recognized  as  the  most  elaborate  and  smoothly  functioning  agency  of 
its  kind  in  history.  The  report  of  the  agitation  and  propaganda  department 
(Agitprop)  of  the  Comintern,  issued  between  the  meetings  of  the  fifth  Congress 
(1924)  and  the  sixth  Congress  (1928),  revealed  that  Agitprop  has  provided 
extensive  aid  to  the  press  of  the  Communist  Parties  throughout  the  world.  The 
report  states : 

"The  supply  of  the  party  press  with  useful  material,  which  was  one  of  the  first 
and  foremost  through  'Inprecorr'  [International  Press  Correspondence],  proved 
to  be  the  best  way  of  influencing  it." 

Agitprop  also  "supported  the  steps  taken  for  the  organization  of  a  telegraph 
agency  which,  since  March  1927,  has  been  supplying  firstly  the  biggest  Com- 
munist newspapers  in  capitalist  countries  *  *  *  and  which  has  now  extended 
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its  work  and  is  transmitting  news  between  European  countries."  It  has  been 
estimated  that  at  the  present  time  at  least  100  Communist  newspapers  having 
a  combined  circulation  in  the  millions  are  published  daily  in  Western  Europe 

alone. 

Utilizing  its  constituents  in  various  countries  of  the  world  (such  as  the  Com- 
munist Party  in  the  United  States  and  the  Labor-Progressive  Party  in  Canada), 
Soviet  Russia  has  seized  upon  every  opportunity  to  disseminate  its  subversive 
propaganda.  A  report  of  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  on  the 
subject  of  un-American  propaganda  activities  in  the  United  States  dated  April 
1947,  revealed  that  oflacial  sources  have  shown  that  in  the  middle  of  1945  Moscow 
supplied  29  publications  and  news  agencies  in  the  United  States  with  cable  and 
radio  news.  Among  those  agencies  was  Allied  Labor  News,  a  source  employed 
in  Hawaii  by  the  Honolulu  Record. 

Testifying  on  the  subject  of  Communist  propaganda  before  the  House  Un-Amer- 
ican Activities  Committee  in  Washington,  D.  C,  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  Director  of 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  stated : 

"The  Communists  have  developed  one  of  the  greatest  propaganda  machines  the 
world  has  ever  known.  They  have  been  able  to  penetrate  and  infiltrate  many 
respectable  and  reputable  public  opinion  mediums. 

"They  capitalize  upon  ill-founded  charges  associating  known  honest  progres- 
sive liberals  with  left-wing  causes.  I  have  always  entertained  the  view  that 
there  are  few  appellations  more  degrading  that  'Communist'  and  hence  it  should 
be  reserved  for  those  justly  deserving  the  degradation. 

"The  Communist  propaganda  technique  is  designed  to  promote  emotional  re- 
sponse with  the  hope  that  the  victim  will  be  attracted  by  what  he  is  told  the 
Communist  way  of  life  holds  in  store  for  him.  The  objective,  of  course,  is  to 
develop  discontent  and  hasten  the  day  when  the  Communists  can  gather  sufficient 
support  and  following  to  overthrow  the  American  way  of  life. 

"Communist  propaganda  is  always  slanted  in  the  hope  that  the  Communist 
may  be  alined  with  liberal  progressive  causes.  The  honest  liberal  and  progressive 
should  be  alert  to  this,  and  I  believe  the  Communists'  most  effective  foes  can  be 
the  real  liberals  and  progressives  who  understand  their  devious  mechinations. 

"The  deceptiveness  of  Communist  'double  talk'  fulfills  the  useful  propaganda 
technique  of  confusion.  In  fact,  Lenin  referred  to  their  peculiar  brand  of  phrase- 
ology as  '*  *  *  that  cursed  Aesopian  language  *  *  *  which  *  *  *  compelled  all 
revolutionaries  to  have  recourse,  whenever  they  took  up  their  pens  to  write  a  legal 
work.' 

"Lenin  used  it  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  'censorship.'  Communists  today 
use  it  to  mislead  the  public. 

"The  use  of  the  term  'democracy'  by  the  Communists,  we  have  learned  to  our 
sorrow,  does  not  have  the  meaning  to  them  that  it  does  to  us.  To  them  it  means 
communism  and  totalitarianism  and  our  understanding  of  the  term  is  regarded 
by  them  as  imperialistic  and  Fascist." 

The  principal  objectives  of  the  propaganda  of  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A., 
based  on  this  Commission's  analysis  of  national  and  local  Communist  propa- 
ganda and  the  conformity  of  that  propaganda  with  the  1952  "election  platform" 
of  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.,  are  the  following,  which  may  be  considered 
as  the  current  Communist  Party  line  : 

(1)  Negotiate  an  immediate  cease-fire  in  Korea.  Continue  negotiations 
on  the  "prisoner-of-war  issue." 

(2)  Effect  a  peaceful  solution  of  the  Korean  problem  in  the  U.  N.  Security 
Council,  whose  membership  should  include  the  representatives  of  the  "Peo- 
ople's  Republic  of  China." 

(S)   Outlaw  the  atomic  bomb. 

(4)  Scrap  all  peacetime  military  conscription  plans,  inchiding  universal 
military  training  and  selective  service. 

(5)  Revi.se  the  Japanese  Peace  Treaty. 

(6)  Withdraw  all  American  troops  from  Japan.  Relinquish  American 
military  bases  there. 

(7)  Cancel  the  North  Atlantic  pact. 

(8)  Deny  loans  of  any  kind  to  Spain. 

(9)  Establish  normal  diplomatic  and  trade  relationships  with  the  "Peo- 
ples' Democracies"  of  Central  and  Eastern  Europe. 

(10)  Prohibit  the  rearmament  of  Western  Germany. 

(11)  Repeal  the  Smith  and  McCarran  Acts. 

(12)  Abolish  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee. 
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(13)  Abolish  the  McCarran  Internal  Security  Subcommittee. 

(14)  Rescind  all  loyalty  orders. 

(15)  Abolish  the  United  States  Attorney  General's  "subversive  list." 

(16)  End  all  screening  of  seamen,  teachers,  and  Government  employees. 

(17)  Commute   the   death   sentence  of  Russian   spies   Ethel   and  Julius 
Rosenberg. 

(18)  Repeal  the  Taft-Hartley  law. 

(19)  Enact  a  Federal  compulsory  Fair  Employment  Practices  Act. 

(20)  Demand    a    Presidential    order    outlawing    "Jim   Crowism"    in    the 
Armed  Forces. 

This  commission  does  not  hold  that  because  an  orjranization  adopts  a  policy 
(including  any  one  of  the  above  objectives)  coinciding  vpith  the  aims  of  the 
Communist  Party  proves,  in  itself,  that  the  organization  is  intentionally  serving 
the  interests  of  the  Communist  Party.  However,  when  the  policies  and  activities 
of  an  organization  consistently  parallel  the  program  and  serve  the  purposes  of 
the  Communist  Party,  the  commission  concludes  that  such  policies  and  activities 
are  determined  by  ideologies  and  the  program  of  the  Communist  Party. 

Since  1948  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.,  has  directed  an  unusually  large 
proportion  of  its  propaganda  toward  a  demand  for  peace  and  disarmament. 
This  course  of  action  is  consistent  with  directives  of  the  Information  Bureau 
of  the  Communist  Parties  (Cominform),  successor  to  the  Communist  Inter- 
national (Comintern).  The  pattern  of  Soviet  control  of  the  Cominform  remains 
the  same  as  that  exercised  over  the  Comintern.  The  scoi>e  of  this  control  was 
described  by  Walter  G.  Krivitsky,  former  Chief  of  Soviet  Military  Intelligence, 
in  testimony  before  the  Special  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  on  October 
11,  1939,  as" follows: 

"The  Communist  International  is  not  an  organization  of  autonomous  parties. 
The  Communist  Parties  are  nothing  more  than  the  branch  offices  of  the  Rus- 
sian Communist  Party.  The  Communist  International  that  operates  in  Moscow 
is  nothing  more  than  an  administrative  body  which  transmits  the  decrees  reached 
by  the  Political  Bureau  of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Soviet  Russia." 

The  September  1.5,  1948,  issue  of  For  a  Lasting  Peace;  for  a  Peoples'  Demo- 
cracy, official  organ  of  the  Information  Bureau  of  Communist  Workers  Parties, 
published  in  Bucharest,  Rumania,  gave  strong  praise  to  the  World  Congress  of 
Intellectuals  held  under  Communist  direction  in  Communist-controlled  Poland 
from  August  25  to  Aiigust  28,  1948.  It  was  the  World  Congress  of  Intellectuals 
that  provided  the  keynotes  for  Communist  peace  propaganda  throughout  the 
world  through  its  establishment  of  the  International  Committee  of  Intellectuals 
in  Defense  of  Peace.  Through  its  official  publication,  the  Cominform  approved 
of  the  fact  that  the  conference  called  upon  "all  professional  workers  in  all  lauds 
to  set  up  committees  in  defense  of  peace." 

The  tempo  of  Communist  propaganda  initiated  in  the  United  States  in  the 
latter  part  of  1948,  has  been  increased  many  fold  since  the  inception  of  hostilities 
in  Korea  in  June  1950.  The  directives  issued  by  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A. 
for  the  implementation  of  its  peace  campaign  were  contained  in  a  document  en- 
titled "Plan  of  Work  of  the  National  Committee,  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A. 
July  15  to  Labor  Day,  1950."  Section  II  of  that  document  captioned  "Agitational 
Propaganda  Tasks"  reads  as  follows  : 

"1.  That  we  issue  and  help  circulate  the  following  pieces  of  literature  in  mass 
quantities  :  Complete  by  August  1  the  sale  and  distribution  of  the  465,000  copies  of 
Gus  Hall's  pamphlet,  Hands  Off  Korea  and  Formosa ;  to  issue  and  sell  200,000 
copies  of  the  pamphlet  under  preparation  explaining  the  meaning  of  the  world 
peace  appeal  to  outlaw  atomic  weapons;  to  help  distribute  the  speech  of  Paul 
Robeson  to  the  National  Negro  Labor  Conference  in  200,000  copies ;  to  prepare  a 
new  pamphlet  dealing  with  current  questions  and  answers  on  Korea  to  be  dis- 
tributed in  400,000  copies. 

"2.  That  we  issue  and  circulate  in  smaller  quantities  the  following  pamphlets : 
A  pamphlet  containing  Kim  Ir  Sung's  article  on  conditions  in  Korea,  the  state- 
ment of  Andrei  Gromyko,  etc. ;  Gurley  Flynn's  pamphlet  on  Eugene  Dennis  and 
Eugene  Debs — war  prisoners ;  and  the  pictorial  pamphlet  on  the  Foley  Square 
trial. 

"3.  During  this  period,  the  utmost  attention  shall  be  paid  to  the  building  of  the 
circulation  of  the  press  and  the  issuance  of  mass  agitational  material.  To  ac- 
complish this,  we  decide  to : 

"(a)   Issue  two  four-page  folders   (this  may  be  issued  as  Daily  Worker 
supplements)    for  national  distribution  in  large  quantities  on  Why  Wall 
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Street  Is  Attacking  the  Colored  Peoples  of  Asia  and  on  Unmasking  the  Wall 
Street  Claim  That  It  Is  Acting  on  Behalf  of  the  U.  N. 

"(b)  That  all  districts  shall  immediately  undertake  to  bring  about  an 
increase  in  the  Daily  Worker  circulation  by  working  out  specific  tasks  to  be 
undertaken  and  accomplished  during  this  period." 

As  a  corollary  to  its  avowed  purpose  of  defeating  the  Government's  loyalty 
program  and  bringing  about  repeal  of  the  Smith  and  McCarran  Acts,  the  Com- 
munist press  has  initiated  an  intensive  nationwide  campaign  not  only  in  protest 
of  these  measures  but  in  defense  of  individual  defendants  as  well. 

One  of  the  most  revealing  features  of  all  Communist  Party  propaganda  is  in- 
herent in  its  unswerving  support  of  any  decision  or  policy  of  the  Kremlin.  No 
instance  has  come  to  the  attention  of  this  Commission  wherein  any  propaganda 
medium  sponsored  or  supported  by  the  Communist  Party  has  directed  adverse 
criticism  toward  Russia  or  her  satellites.  This  course  of  action  was  well  articu- 
lated by  Louis  F.  Budenz,  former  managing  editor  of  the  Daily  Worker,  official 
organ  of  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America,  and  for  some  years  a 
member  of  the  party's  national  committee,  in  his  testimony  before  the  House 
Un-American  Activities  Committee  on  November  22,  1946.     Said  Budenz : 

"Never  throughout  its  history  has  the  Communist  Party  found  one  defect  of 
any  kind  in  any  leader  of  the  Soviet  Union  who  was  endorsed  by  the  Kremlin. 
You  can  search  the  Daily  Worker  or  any  other  Communist  publication  from 
beginning  to  end  for  25  years  and  you  will  find  that  always  the  Soviet  leadership 
is  100  percent  perfect  in  those  pages — they  have  godlike  qualities  that  prevent 
any  flaw  being  found  in  them.  Secondly,  this  movement  follows  Moscow  in  every 
detail.  Examination  of  the  official  Communist  press  will  confii-m  this,  that  the 
policies  desired  by  the  Kremlin  are  followed  out  servilely  by  this  organization 
and  its  leadership.  That  stamps  it  immediately  as  something  set  off  from  the 
rest  of  America,  as  a  quisling  organization  as  much  under  the  heel  of  the  Krem- 
lin, or  at  the  behest  of  the  Kremlin,  as  the  Nazi  bund  was  the  agent  of  Hitler's 
Germany." 

COMMUNIST   PARTY   OF   HAWAII 

In  spite  of  increasing  public  disapproval  of  communism  engendered  by  the 
participation  of  Communist  China  in  the  Korean  conflict,  and  in  the  face  of 
adverse  publicity  resulting  from  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  Communist  Party 
leaders  in  various  sections  of  the  United  States  and  the  indictment  of  the 
"Hawaii  7,"  the  Communist  Party  has  intensified  its  propaganda  efforts  in  the 
Territory  during  the  past  2  years. 

The  national  program  of  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.,  has  been  implemented 
in  Hawai  chiefly  by  the  weekly  Honolulu  Record  and  by  the  Communist-con- 
trolled ILWU  through  its  printed  materials  and  radio  broadcasts.  The  Com- 
munist-front Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress,  the  biweekly  Hawaii  Star,  and  the 
Honolulu  office  of  the  Communist-controlled  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and 
Stewards  have  contributed  to  the  same  effort.  Conversely,  none  of  these  organ- 
izations— despite  the  many  stands  they  have  taken  on  controversial  issues — has 
opposed  the  programs  and  policies  of  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.,  or  of  Soviet 
Russia. 

From  1947  to  about  October  1950,  the  literature  (called  "mass  agitational 
propaganda"  in  Marxist  parlance),  distributed  by  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii  generally  was  compiled  under  the  supervision  of  Communist  Party 
organizer  Dwight  James  Freeman  and  the  executive  board  of  the  party.  Occa- 
sionally the  board  imported  literature  from  mainland  Communist  affiliates.  The 
material  composed  in  Hawaii  took  the  form  of  leaflets  and  handbills  mimeo- 
graphed at  ILWU  headquarters,  pier  11,  and  at  the  home  of  Charles  K.  Fujimoto. 
Noteworthy  among  the  handbills  prepared  and  distributed  by  the  Communist 
Party  of  Hawaii  between  1947  and  1950  were  those  titled  as  follows : 

"Who  Are  the  Real  Conspirators?" 

"This  Is  the  Program  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii !" 

"The  Communists  Speak  out  To  Prevent  World  War  III" 

When  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  adopted  an  underground  modus  operandi 
in  October  1950,  Dwight  James  Freeman  informed  leaders  of  the  various  party 
cells  that  they  could  no  longer  depend  upon  any  "higher  body"  of  the  party 
either  in  Hawaii  or  on  the  mainland  to  supply  them  with  "mass  agitational 
propaganda."  Instead,  cell  leaders  were  directed  to  draft  their  own  propaganda 
and  submit  it  through  Freeman  to  a  "higher  body"  of  the  party  for  approval. 
After  the  approval  was  granted,  the  cells  were  to  reproduce  these  materials  by 
means  of  the  gelatin  process  for  distribution  as  they  saw  fit. 
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In  addition  to  the  propaganda  disseminated  by  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii 
and  by  the  two  Communist-front  agencies  in  the  Territory  ( the  weekly  Honolulu 
Kecord  and  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress),  much  literature  implementing  the 
objectives  of  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America,  has  been  intro- 
duced into  or  circulated  in  Hawaii  by  such  Communist-controlled  labor  unions 
as  the  ILWU,  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America  (UPWA),  and  the  National 
Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards.  Nor  has  the  Communist  Party  overlooked 
the  usefulness  of  the  mails  as  a  medium  for  the  circulation  of  its  propaganda. 
During  the  last  year  at  least  12  newspapers  or  periodicals  encouraged,  spon- 
sored, or  supported  by  the  Communist  Party  have  been  received  in  the  Territory 
by  individuals  or  organizations.  The  majority  of  these  are  mainland  publica- 
tions. Several  originated  either  in  Communist  China  or  Communist-controlled 
European  countries.  Some  of  these  publications  are  described  immediately  below. 
(Unless  otherwise  indicated,  the  comments  and  evaluation  pertaining  to  these 
publications  are  those  of  this  commission.) 

CHINA  MONTHLY  REVIEW 

Bitterly  critical  of  United  States  foreign  policy  and  sympathetic  toward  the 
Communist  "People's  Army  of  China." 

Successor  to  the  China  Weekly  Review. 

Published  in  Shanghai  by  John  W.  Powell. 

Characterized  by  the  Communist  Honolulu  Record  as  "popular  reading  and 
indispensable  reference  material."  Distributed  in  Hawaii  by  the  Honolulu 
Record  Publishing  Co.,  Ltd. 

CHINA   RECONSTRUCTS 

Pictorial  magazine  designed  to  illustrate  the  "advances  and  achievements" 
that  have  taken  place  in  China  since  the  founding  of  the  Communist  "People's 
Republic  of  China." 

Described  by  the  Daily  People's  World  as  "a  new  magazine  which  is  an 
absolute  must  for  those  interested  in  following  the  development  of  the  world's 
new  Socialist  peoples." 

Published  by  the  China  Welfare  Institute,  Shanghai,  and  Peking,  China. 

Sold  at  the  Progressive  Book  Shop,  1806  West  Seventh  Street,  Los  Angeles, 
one  of  the  principal  Communist  bookstores  in  California. 

DAILY   people's    WORLD 

"The  oflScial  organ  of  the  Communist  Party  on  the  west  coast"  ( Special  Com- 
mittee on  Un-American  Activities  Report,  Mar.  29,  1944,  p.  95 ;  also  cited  in 
report,  Jan.  3, 1941,  p.  10). 

"West  coast  mouthpiece  of  the  Communist  Party  *  *  *  published  by  the 
Pacific  Publishing  Foundation,  Inc.,  in  San  Francisco.  *  *  *  The  San  Francisco

The 
editor,  Louis  E.  Burnham,  is  well  known  for  his  Red-front  activities.  Chairman 
of  its  editorial  board,  Paul  Robeson,  is  an  identified  Communist. 

KOREAN  NATIONAL  HERALD 

A  Korean  language  weekly,  official  organ  of  the  Korean  National  Association. 
It  is  published  by  Henry  Cu  Kim,  president  of  the  Korean  National  Association. 
Other  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Herald  are  William  W.  K.  Lee,  assistant  editor, 
and  Pyung-soo  Char,  business  manager. 

Since  June  1950,  the  content  of  this  publication  has  been  consistently  critical 
of  L'nited  States  policy  and  military  action  in  Korea,  and  opposed  to  United 
Nations  "intervention"  in  Korea.  Apparently  reflecting  the  attitude  of  the 
Korean  National  Association,  it  has  been  opposed  to  President  Syngman  Rhee 
aud  to  the  Government  of  South  Korea. 

Particularly  inflammatory  articles,  obviously  taken  from  Cho  Kook  Tong  Shin 
(Motherland  News),  which  was  published  every  10  days  in  Canton,  China, 
during  the  period  November  15,  1950,  to  October  1951,  have  appeared  in  this 
publication.  Cho  Kook  Tong  Shin  followed  an  editorial  policy  that  was  pro- 
North  Korea,  anti-American,  and  anti-United  Nations.  Other  articles  which 
appear  to  have  been  taken  from  the  Korean  Independence,  published  in  Los 
Angeles.  Calif.,  have  appeared  under  the  byline  II  Dok  Cha.  The  Korean  Inde- 
pendence was  cited  by  the  California  Un-American  Activities  Committee  in  1948 
as  a  Communist-front  "for  the  purpose  of  protesting  American  policy  in  Korea 
and  creating  pressure  for  the  recall  of  American  occupation  forces  from  that 
country." 

Because  this  publication  has  consistently  propagated  the  Communist  Party 
line,  particularly  as  it  pertains  to  the  situation  in  Korea,  this  commission  con- 
cludes that  the  Korean  National  Herald  is  so  strongly  influence  by  Communist 
thinking  as  to  be  regarded  as  a  willing  tool  of  the  Communist  propaganda  appa- 
ratus. 

NATIONAL    GUARDIAN 

"*  *  *  a  publication,  launched  in  New  York  in  1948,  aiming  at  national  circula- 
tion, which  the  committee  has  found  to  be  from  its  inception  notoriously  Stalinist 
in  its  staff,  writers,  management,  and  contents"  (California  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities,  report,  1949,  p.  394). 
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Editorial  policy  supports  objectives  of  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.  Critical 
of  United  States  foreign  policy ;  apologist  for  Soviet  Russia ;  opposed  to  Smith 
and  McCarran  Acts ;  defends  Ethel  and  Julius  Rosenberg,  convicted  A-bomb 
spies ;  supporter  of  Communist-controlled  labor  unions.

Adheres  to  a  firm  anti-United  States  and  pro-Soviet  editorial  policy ;  clearly 
an  arm  of  the  well-organized  world  Communist  propaganda  machine. 
Published  by  the  Foreign  Language  Press,  26  Kuo  Hui  Chieh,  Peking,  China. 

SHANGHAI   NEWS 

Adheres  closely  to  the  international  Communist  propaganda  line.  Viciously 
critical  of  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain.  Sympathetic  toward  Soviet 
Russia. 

Published  in  Shanghai  (P.  O.  Box  3131). 

In  a  front-page  story  entitled  "Washington  Orders  Local  Post  Office  To  Burn 
Magazines  as  'Political  Propaganda',"  the  Honolulu  Record  reported  on  Sep- 
tember 25,  1952,  that  a  local  subscriber  to  the  China  Monthly  Review  consulted 
with  the  Honolulu  postal  authorities  to  determine  the  reason  for  his  failure 
to  receive  copies  of  this  magazine.  He  was  informed  that  the  China  Monthly 
Review  was  being  confiscated  on  orders  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment, Washington,  D.  C.  The  article  further  related  that  this  action  was  taken 
pursuant  to  a  Federal  statute  relating  to  "subversive  literature"  of  a  nature 
which  encourages  "treason"  or  "forcible  resistance  to  the  United  States." 

Again,  on  January  8,  1953,  the  Record  printed  a  story  describing  the  difficulties 
that  the  publishers  of  the  China  ^Monthly  Review  were  encountering  in  arrang- 
ing for  delivery  of  their  periodical  in  the  United  States.  The  story  quoted  a 
statement  by  the  publishers  which  read  in  part  as  follows : 

"*  *  *  '^Yg  ghall  continue  to  report  developments  here  as  we  honestly  see  them 
and  we  shall  continue  to  make  every  effort  to  see  that  your  copy  of  the  Review 
reaches  you.'"     [Emphasis  added.] 

"You  can  help  by  protesting  this  arbitrary  official  interference  with  the 
Review  to  your  postmaster  and  to  the  Postmaster  General  in  Washington.  The 
Government's  action  is  illegal  and  cannot  withstand  public  examination.  If  the 
protest  is  strong  enough,  Washington  will  have  no  alternative  but  to  rescind 

This  statement,  attributed  to  the  publishers  of  the  China  Monthly  Review, 
makes  it  vei-y  clear  that  they  intend  to  "malve  every  effort"  to  continue  dis- 
tribution of  this  Communist  propaganda  publication  in  the  United  States. 

One  of  the  underhanded  devices  used  by  the  publishers  of  foreign  subversive 
propaganda  to  infiltrate  their  periodicals  into  the  United  States  is  illustrated 
by  an  incident  which  took  place  during  the  latter  part  of  1952.  At  that  time 
a  Honolulu  subscriber  received  a  copy  of  China  Reconstructs  in  an  envelope 
bearing  the  letterhead  of  the  Iron  Age,  a  well-known  trade  magazine,  published 
in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  The  postmark  indicated  that  the  copy  of  China  Recon- 
structs was  mailed  from  London,  England,  on  September  12,  1952.  Another 
postmark  revealed,  however,  that  the  envelope  was  previously  mailed  on  Oc- 
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tober  n,  lOni,  from  Philadelphia,  the  location  of  the  offices  of  the  Iron  Age. 
Further  examination  of  the  enA'elo])e  showed  the  original  addressee  to  have 
been:  "Collet's  Subs.  Dept..  Ref.  'DEF.'  40  Great  Russell  St.,  London,  W.  C. 
1.  England."  It  would  appear  that  Collet's  Subscription  Department  used  an 
innocuous  mailing  envelope  as  a  cover  for  the  Communist  China  Reconstructs 
in  order  to  facilitate  its  distribution  in  the  United  States.  Collet's  Subscrip- 
tion Department  also  serves  as  agent  for  the  China  Monthly  Review. 

In  addition  to  the  volume  of  Communist  propaganda  spread  in  the  Territory 
in  the  form  of  newspapers  and  periodicals,  the  Communist  Party  has  employed 
letters,  handbills,  leaflets,  and  even  press  releases,  to  serve  its  purposes. 

On  August  17,  1951,  11  days  before  his  arrest  and  indictment  on  the  charge 
of  ct)nspiring  to  violate  the  Smith  Act,  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  chairman  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  issued  to  newspaper  editors  in  Honolulu  a  type- 
written statement  captioned  "Issued  by  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii"  and 
bearing  his  signature  as  party  chairman.  In  issuing  this  statement  Fujimoto 
followed  the  pattern  set  by  the  national  committee  of  the  Coninninist  Party, 
T'nited  States  of  America,  and  carried  out  by  the  Communist  press  throughout 
the  United  States.  He  denounced  the  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  upholding  the  conviction  of  tlie  11  national  Communist  Party  leaders  in 
New  York  City  and  stated  that  the  arrests  "of  the  Communist  and  other  working- 
class  leaders  *  *  *  threaten  the  security  of  every  man  and  woman  in  the  United 
States." 

The  following  is  the  text  of  Fujimoto's  statement : 

"statement  re  the  attacks  against  the  communist  party 

"The  recent  Supreme  Court  decision  upholding  the  conviction  of  the  11  Com- 
munist leaders  and  their  lawyers  and  the  more  recent  jailing  of  other  Communist 
and  working-class  leaders  in  New  York,  California,  and  AVashington  threaten 
the  security  of  every  man  and  woman  in  the  United  States. 

"The  Supreme  Court's  decision  upholding  the  Smith  Act  violated  the  first 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  which  guarantees  the  right  of  free  speech. 
Justi-ce  Douglas  in  his  dissenting  opinion  on  the  case  of  the  11  stated,  'I  repeat 
that  we  deal  here  with  speech  alone.  *  *  *  Not  a  single  seditious  act  is  charged 
in  the  indictment.' 

"In  the  recent  arrests  the  courts  and  the  Federal  police  have  violated  the 
fourth  amendment,  providing  against  arrest  or  search  without  warrant ;  the 
fifth  amendment,  providing  that  the  innocent  may  not  be  forced  to  incriminate 
themselves:  and  the  eighth  amendment  prohibiting  unreasonable  bail.  Such 
callous  violations  of  our  civil  rights  can  only  lead  to  the  destruction  of  our  Bill 
of  Rights  and  the  establishment  of  a  police  state  in  this  country. 

"These  recent  events  are  danger  signals  for  the  American  people  because  these 
trends  are  not  accidental,  but  are  studied  and  consistent  policies  of  the  ruling 
class  of  our  country — the  big  financiers  who  control  our  Government.  The 
policy  of  the  ruling  class  is  to  dominate  the  world  and  to  use  the  whole  world 
to  extract  bigger  and  bigger  profits.  In  this  drive  toward  the  domination  of 
the  world  the  reactionary  rulers  of  our  country  have  already  indicated  that  they 
will  pursue  this  policy  even  at  tlie  cost  of  starting  a  third  world  war — an  atomic 
war  which  threatens  the  very  existence  of  our  civilization. 

"The  1.50,000  American  and  the  millions  of  Korean  casualties  bear  mute  testi- 
mony to  this  adventurous  war  policy,  as  do  the  hundreds  of  American  war  bases 
circling  the  globe.  The  56  billions  and  more  war  appropriation,  the  formation 
of  the  Atlantic  pact  armies,  the  rearmament  of  Germany  and  the  proposed  re- 
armament of  Japan,  the  proposed  Pacific  war  pact,  the  atom  bomb  diplomacy, 
etc.,  also  clearly  indicate  the  war  policy  of  the  rulers  of  America. 

"In  this  critical  situation  the  foremost  issue  confronting  all  peoples  is  the  issue 
of  peace  or  war,  democracy  or  fascism.  In  this  situation  the  right  to  speak  and 
struggle  for  peace  and  democracy  and  against  war  and  fascism  becomes  'dan- 
gerous' to  the  war  policy  of  the  ruling  class.  The  right  of  free  speech,  the  Bill 
of  Rights,  and  other  constitutional  liberties  become  'bad  security  risks'  to  the 
rulers  of  this  country  and  their  war  program. 

"It  is  precisely  because  the  Communists  have  been  fighting  for  peace  and  democ- 
racy and  against  war  and  fascism  that  they  become  the  target  for  the  first  attack. 
It  is  because  of  the  growing  sentiment  of  the  people  for  peace,  which  threatens 
the  war  program  of  the  rulers  of  this  country,  that  the  Bill  of  Rights  is  being 
systematically  destroyed. 
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"In  this  situation  it  is  clearly  evident  that  the  rights  and  liberties  of  not  only 
the  Communists  but  of  all  the  people  are  in  danger. 

■'Thus,  we  have  come  to  a  turning  point  in  the  life  of  our  Nation.  The  danger 
of  fascism  has  been  greatly  increased,  and  with  it  the  danger  of  a  third  world 
war. 

"But  world'  war  III  is  not  inevitable,  and  even  at  this  late  hour  the  plot  to 
speed  and  complete  the  already  advanced  process  of  fascization  can  still  be 
stopped.  Disaster  can  even  now  be  averted — but  only  if  the  people  throw  their 
weight  into  the  balance,  only  if  the  people  act  quickly  and  in  unison  to  protect 
their  basic  rights  and  interests.  Everything  now  depends  on  what  is  done  by 
each  of  us,  and  by  all  of  us  together. 

"We  Communists  are  going  to  stand  firm.  We  are  going  to  fight  for  our  own 
rights,  and  for  the  rights  of  all  the  people.  Together  with  millions  of  other 
Americans,  we  are  going  to  fight  for  a  peaceful  world  for  all  of  us. 

"Issued  by  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  August  17,  1951. 

"Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  Clhainnan."

Anti-Smith  Act  propaganda  appeared  in  the  latter  part  of  July  1951,  when 
copies  of  an  extra  edition  of  the  Daily  People's  World,  dated  July  1951,  were 
mailed  from  an  unidentified  source  to  certain  students  and  faculty  members  at 
the  University  of  Hawaii  and  to  Honolulu  attorneys  and  labor  union  leaders. 
The  extra  containing  stories  and  editorials  culled  from  several  previous  editions 
of  the  paper,  was  devoted  exclusively  to  bitter  denunciation  of  the  Smith  Act  and 
defense  of  12  indicted  west  coast  Communist  leaders  whom  the  Daily  People's 
World  referred  to  as  "working  class  leaders."  In  every  case,  the  papers  were 
mailed  from  Honolulu  in  plain  envelopes  without  return  addresses.  Several  ad- 
dressees were  interviewed  and  all  stated  that  the.v  had  not  solicited  the  material. 
None  could  offer  any  explanation  for  his  being  singled  out  to  receive  it. 
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When  the  steamship  Lnrline  arrived  in  Honolulu  on  August  8,  1951,  passengers 
reported  that  Communist  literature  had  been  placed  under  the  doors  of  certain 
of  the  ship's  cabins  during  the  vessel's  first  night  out  of  San  Francisco.  A  yellow 
mimeographed  sheet  left  at  one  room  protested  the  arrest  of  Communist  leaders 
in  the  United  States.  It  contained  the  notation  "Issued  by  the  waterfront  sec- 
tion, Communist  Party,  S.  F.,  Calif.,  Labor  Donated." 

During  the  first  week  of  August  1951,  Communist  propaganda  leaflets  were 
received  in  the  mail  by  various  Honolulu  lal)or-uuion  leaders,  University  of 
Hawaii  profesors,  and  Honolulu  attorneys.  The  6-page  leaflets  condemned  the 
Smith  Act  as  a  form  of  "thought  control"  and  criticized  the  United  States  Su- 
jireme  Court  for  its  decision  upholding  the  conviction  of  the  11  Communist  Party 
leaders  in  New  York  City  during  1950.  The  leaflets  were  issued  in  the  name  of 
the  "National  Committee  of  the  Communist  Party,  35  East  12th  Street,  New 
York  City,"  and  bore  the  names  of  William  Z.  Foster,  chairman,  and  Eugene 
Dennis,  general  secretary.  As  in  the  case  of  the  "extra"  editions  of  the  Daily 
People's  World,  these  leaflets  were  mailed  in  Honolulu  in  plain  envelopes  which 
contained  no  return  addresses. 

Printed  Communist  propaganda,  of  the  regular  party  type  and  of  the  Com- 
munist-front type,  has  not  been  openly  disseminated  in  Honolulu  for  at  least 
the  past  6  months,  but  this  fact  should  not  l)e  interpretetl  to  mean  that  the 
Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  no  longer  exists.  Available  evidence  indicates  that 
a  calculated  decision  was  made  that  the  formal  party  organization  and  its  con- 
trolled aflSliate,  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congi-ess,  would  not  in  their  own  names 
publicly  agitate  during  the  Smith  act  trial  in  Honolulu.  It  is  apparent  that 
"public  relations"'  and  propaganda  operations  concerning  the  trial  largely  have 
been  guided  by  Morris  Watson  and  Robert  W.  ]McElrath,  ILWU  writers  and 
commentators,  assisted  from  time  to  time  by  some  defense  counsel  and  some 
defendants. 

Whatever  may  be  the  ultimate  outcome  of  the  trial  of  what  the  Communist 
press  calls  the  Hawaii  7,  it  may  be  anticipated  that  the  usual  party  and  "front" 
agitational  program  will  be  resumed  after  the  jury's  verdict  is  delivered. 

This  part  of  the  report  is  principally  devoted  to  the  topic  of  propaganda, 
which  is  the  lifeblood  of  communism  and  the  product  which  it  offers  to  influence 
non-Communists.  As  such,  the  propaganda  constantly  confronts  the  public.  The 
organization  and  procedures  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  are,  at  the  same 
time,  necessary  to  be  reported  upon,  as  it  is  only  through  an  efiicient  and  disci- 
plined body  that  the  party  can  carry  on  its  propagandizing  activities. 

As  indicated  elsewhere  in  this  report  and  in  the  1951  report  of  this  commis- 
sion, the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  has  been  directed  from  above  through  two 
channels  of  command — the  first  being  the  headquarters  of  District  13,  Communist 
Party,  U.  S.  A.,  and  the  other  being  ILWU  international  headquarters,  both  in 
San  Francisco.  In  Hawaii,  the  executive  board,  generally  composed  of  both 
non-ILWU  and  ILWU  Communists,  has  been  the  governing  body  of  the  party. 

Since  the  Korean  war  started,  the  party  has  invoked  stringent  security  rules 
and  has  cast  out  some  members  of  "doubtful  loyalty."  Security  measures  have 
been  intensified  since  seven  leaders  of  the  party  were  indicted  in  Honolulu  in 
August  1951.  Organization  matters  are  planned  with  two  security  considera- 
tions uppermost  in  mind :  That  each  member  know  as  little  about  the  identities 
and  activities  of  other  members  as  practicable,  and  that  all  possible  measures 
be  taken  to  conceal  party  information  from  outside  detection. 

Security  measures,  which  have  been  imposed  not  only  by  virtue  of  national 
party  directives  but  also  based  on  measures  taken  by  foreign  Communist  Parties, 
have  included : 

(1)  Dissolution  of  old  party  cells  and  reorganization  of  members  into  new 
groups  of  not  more  than  three  members  each  ; 

(2)  Abandonment  of  the  practice  of  assembling  in  private  homes,  and 
thereafter  meeting  only  in  moving  automobiles  ; 

(3)  Contact  of  cells  with  higher  ups  and,  if  necessary,  among  cells,  to  be 
effected  only  by  designated  leaders  ;  other  cell  members  not  to  know  the  iden- 
tities of  the  higher  ups  and  of  members  of  other  cells ; 

(4)  Necessary  communications  locally  to  be  accomplished  by  word  of 
mouth,  rather  than  in  writing  or  by  telephone : 

(5)  No  written  records  of  membership,  dues,  or  activities  to  be  kept. 

As  part  of  its  security  program,  the  party  carried  out  a  "controlled  evaluation" 
program  in  the  fall  of  1950  for  the  purpose  of  testing  all  party  members  to  de- 
termine if  they  were  dedicated  to  the  Communist  cause.  In  Hawaii,  the  pro- 
gram was  supervised  by  Pearl  Freeman,  who  used  as  the  basis  for  her  inter- 
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rogation  a  series  of  questions  prepared  by  the  national  committee  of  the  Com- 
munist Party,  U.  S.  A.  As  a  result  of  these  and  other  evaluations  by  the  executive 
board  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  iiarty  members  have  been  expelled  for 
various  reasons  such  as  ideological  instability  ("deviationism"),  lack  of  com- 
plete dedication  to  the  Communist  cause,  refusal  to  obey  party  orders  without 
question,  and  exposure  to  ari-est  for  reasons  other  than  Communist  activity. 

In  the  reorganization  of  the  party  on  an  underground  basis,  responsibilities 
have  been  transferred  to  members  not  previously  identified  as  such  in  the  pub- 
lic eye.  Other  persons,  still  not  openly  identified  as  party  members,  have  as- 
sumed functions  in  Communist  operations.  Of  foremost  concern  to  the  party  is 
to  keep  intact  as  far  as  possible  its  organization  and  propaganda  outlets  so  that 
party  operations  may  be  reactivated  when  the  time  is  ripe.  To  the  extent  that 
trustworthy  nonmembers  of  the  party  are  willing  and  able  to  perform  the  tasks, 
they  are  used. 

Prominent  among  those  recently  active  in  pro-Communist  affairs  here  have 
been  Edward  G.  Eohrbough,  main  stockholder  of  the  Honolulu  Record  and  its 
chief  editorial  assistant ;  Pearl  Freeman,  alter  ego  of  her  husband,  Dwight  James 
Freeman,  in  party  matters  and  recently  an  active  head  of  the  Communist-front 
HCRC ;  and  Jean  Sadako  King,  a  secret  party  functionary. 

The  formal  membership  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  has  dwindled  to 
a  relatively  few  "hard  core"  members.  It  has  purported  to  expel  many  leaders 
and  members.  Others  have  reportedly  resigned  or  simply  stopped  participating 
in  party  activities.  However,  the  commission  believes  it  unrealistic  to  gage 
the  party's  strength  on  a  count  of  formal  memliers  alone,  liecause  many  alleged 
ex-members  continue  to  function  in  complete  accord  with  the  party  and  in  fur- 
therance of  its  aims,  assisted  by  persons  who,  whether  formal  members  or  not, 
function  as  Communists. 

THE  HONOLULU  RECORD 

The  Communist  Party  has  always  regarded  the  printed  word  as  a  medium 
vital  to  the  implementation  of  its  program.  Experience  shows  that  party 
leaders  have  used  newspapers  and  other  periodicals  to  create  racial,  religious, 
economic,  and  political  agitation  to  encourage  the  adoption  of  policies  favorable 
to  Soviet  Russia,  and  to  undermine  and  destroy  the  existing  forms  of  govern- 
ment in  the  countries  where  the  Communist  Party  has  operated.  Through  its 
many  publications  in  this  country,  the  Communist  Party  has  transmitted  to  its 
members  and  sympathizers  the  various  facets  of  the  ever-changing  party  "line." 

The  leaders  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  realizing  the  limited  popu- 
larity of  the  Daily  People's  World  and  the  Daily  Worker,  official  San  Francisco 
and  New  York  organs  of  the  Communist  Party,  respectively,  and  seeking 
at  the  same  time  to  broaden  their  sphere  of  influence  in  the  Territory,  established 
their  own  weekly  newspaper,  the  Honolulu  Record,  in  August  1948.  This  action 
was  the  result  of  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  Territorial  convention  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  of  Hawaii  held  at  Hauula  and  Kuliouou  Beach  in  April  1948. 
Jack  H.  Kawano,  a  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii  in  1948,  has  testified  : 

"*  *  *  The  party  [the  Communist  Party]  instructed  its  members  to  get  the 
ILWU  behind  the  Honolulu  Record,  and  urge  the  union  to  buy  subscriptions  and 
ads.  Every  cell  of  the  Communist  Party  was  instructed  to  designate  someone 
to  handle  the  ads  and  subscriptions  in  the  union  for  both  the  People's  World 
and  the  Honolulu  Record." 

Robert  M.  Kempa,  former  Communist  Party  leader,  has  testified  that  shortly 
after  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  decided  to  under- 
take publication  of  the  Honolulu  Record,  Communist  Party  members  were 
informed  that  each  was  expected  to  purchase  a  minimum  of  10  shares  of  stock 
in  the  corporation.  Although  only  7  identified  Communist  Party  members  were 
listed  in  the  original  corporate  exhibit  of  the  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co., 
Ltd.,  as  owners  of  10  or  more  shares,  the  contributions  of  other  members  of 
the  party  may  well  have  been  embodied  in  the  7,500  shares  listed  in  the  name 
of  Koji  Ariyoshi.  Fourteen  of  the  original  60  shareholders  are  identified 
meml)ers  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii.  These  iiersons  owned  7,812  of  the 
original  total  of  8,133  shares — 96  percent  of  the  Honolulu  Record  stock. 

For  many  weeks  prior  to  publication  of  the  first  issue  on  August  5,  1948,  the 
organizers  of  the  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co.,  Ltd.,  circulated  a  prospectus 
characterizing  their  forthcoming  publication  as  one  that  would  present  "the 
other  side  of  the  news"  and  serve  as  a  champion  of  organized  labor  in  Hawaii. 
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This  approach  appears  to  have  been  chosen  deliberately  to  attract  the  support  of 
liberal-minded  persons  in  the  community  and  to  insure  a  following  among  the 
members  of  the  Territory's  labor  unions.  Sale  of  the  stock  in  the  new  corpora- 
tion was  placed  in  the  hands  of  such  dependable  identified  Conununists  as  John 
and  Aiko  Reinecke  and  Robert  Greene.  By  the  end  of  August  1948,  the  solicitors 
had  sold  7,881  shares  of  stock  having  a  total  par  value  of  $39,405.  The  majority 
of  the  original  stockholders  were  either  Communists  or  palpable  Communist 
sympathizers,  although  a  representative  number  of  so-called  liberals  also  agreed 
to  purcliase  stock  in  the  new  corporation. 

In  its  early  days  the  Honolulu  Record  made  a  determined  effort  to  win  support 
among  the  laboring  class  in  the  Territory,  particularly  in  the  ILWU,  which 
at  that  time  claimed  a  membership  of  some  30,(X)0  workers.  Operating  through 
its  representatives  within  the  ILWU,  Communist  Party  leaders  arranged  for 
territorywide  union  support  of  their  publication.  Said  Kawano  in  his  testi- 
mony : 

"*  *  *  Tjjg  Honolulu  Record  got  all  the  help  from  the  ILWU  through  the 
Communists  in  it." 

Union  members  were  led  to  believe  tliat  the  Honolulu  Record  was  a  labor 
paper,  and  that  it  was  the  only  newspai^er  in  the  Territory  that  dared  print 
the  truth.  Scores  of  self-styled  liberals  welcomed  the  Honolulu  Record  aa 
the  champion  of  the  downtrodden,  the  defender  of  the  underdog.  Notable  among 
these  was  William  K.  Bassett,  administrative  assistant  to  the  mayor  of  Hono- 
lulu. Bassett  not  only  gave  public  commendation  to  the  Record,  but  wrote  a 
weekly  column  for  the  pul>lication. 

The  editor  of  the  Honolulu  Record  since  its  inception  has  been  Koji  Ariyoshi, 
who  has  been  indicated  for  conspiracy  to  violate  the  Smith  Act.  Jack  H. 
Kawano  stated  in  his  testimony  before  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Com- 
mittee that  in  1948,  when  the  leaders  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  learned 
that  Ariyoshi,  a  former  Honolulan  trained  in  the  field  of  journalism,  then 
residing  in  New  York  City,  had  become  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party,  they 
decidetl  to  invite  him  to  return  to  Honolulu  to  assume  the  editorship  of  the 
Honolulu  Record. 

Ariyoshi,  a  veteran  of  several  years  wartime  service  in  the  Far  East,  both 
as  an  officer  in  the  United  States  Army  and  as  an  OWI  representative,  is  re- 
liably reported  to  have  had  personal  contact  with  the  Chinese  Communists. 
He  wrote  a  series  of  articles  entitled  "Inside  'Communist  China'  "  which  ap- 
peared in  the  Honolulu  Star-Bulletin  during  September  1947.  He  is  the  author 
of  an  article  in  support  of  the  Chine.se  Communists  which  appeared  in  the 
February  1947,  edition  of  Spotlight  on  the  Far  East,  official  publication  of  the 
Committee  for  a  Democratic  Far  Eastern  Policy.  Ariyoshi  was  listed  in  1949 
by  the  Far  East  Spotlight,  successor  to  Spotlight  on  the  Far  East,  as  a  con- 
sultant to  the  Committee  for  a  Democratic  Far  Eastern  Policy.  That  organiza- 
tion had  been  cited  as  a  Communist-front  by  the  United  States  Attorney  General 
and  by  the  California  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities.  Jack  H.  Kawano, 
former  ILWU  officer  and  Communist  Party  leader,  testified  before  the  House 
Un-American  Activities  Committee  that  he  understood  that  Ariyoshi  was  elected 
to  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  for  1948-49. 

Assisting  Ariyoshi  in  the  editorial  phase  of  the  Record  are  Edward  G.  Rohr- 
bough,  Frank  Marshall  Davis,  Wilfred  M.  Oka,  and  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto. 
Kimoto,  who  also  played  an  important  role  in  the  organization  and  publication 
of  the  Hawaii  Star,  pro-Commmiist  Japanese  language  newspaper,  became 
associated  with  the  Communist  Party  in  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  during 
the  middle  1930's.  He  was  then  employed  as  a  translator  for  the  Daily  People's 
World,  official  west  coast  organ  of  the  Communist  Party.  Even  before  he  left 
Hawaii  for  the  mainland  in  1931,  Kimoto  was  already  recognized  in  certain 
Honolulu  circles  as  an  astute  and  well  read  ^Marxist.  After  7  years  on  the  main- 
land, Kimoto  returned  to  his  home  in  Honolulu  armed  with  the  commission 
and  the  necessaiy  technique  to  propagandize  in  Hawaii  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
munist Party.  It  has  been  reported  by  a  former  Communist  Party  member 
that  William  Schneiderman,  former  chairman  of  district  13,  Communist  Party, 
United  State.s  of  America,  convicted  of  conspiracy  to  violate  the  Smith  Act, 
personally  instructed  Kimoto  prior  to  the  latter's  return  to  Hawaii.  Jack 
H.  Kawano,  a  former  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party 
of  Hawaii,  testified  in  1951  that  Kimoto  has  been  among  the  "most  responsible" 
leaders  of  the  Communist  Party  since  its  reactivation  in  Hawaii  in  1945. 
Kawano  also  stated  that  Kimoto  served  as  a  member  of  the  executive  board 
of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  in  1946.    Kimoto  refused,  on  the  grounds  of 
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possible  self  incrimination,  to  answer  questions  eouceruins  his  Communist  Party 
affiliations  before  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee.  He  has  been 
indicted  for  conspiracy  to  violate  the  Smith  Act. 

Edward  G.  Rohrbough,  reporter  and  principal  stockholder  of  the  Honolulu 
Record,  arrived  in  Honolulu  from  New  York  City  during  the  summer  of  1948. 
Since  that  time  he  has  been  continuously  in  the  employ  of  the  Honolulu  Record 
Publishing  Co.,  Ltd.  Rohrbough  is  the  husband  of  Jeanette  Nakama  Rohbough, 
also  an  employee  of  the  Record,  who  has  been  identified  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
munist Part.v  of  Hawaii  by  many  former  Communists.  Rohrbough  has  been  a 
contributor  to  siich  Communist  jmlilications  as  the  Daily  People's  World  and 
New  Masses.  (The  Daily  People's  World  was  cited  as  "the  official  organ  of  the 
Communist  Party  on  the  west  coast"  by  the  Special  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities  in  March  1944.  and  as  the  "west  coast  mouthpiece  of  the  Communist 
Party"  by  the  California  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  in  1948.  The 
Special  Committee  on  Un-Amei-ican  Activities  also  cited  New  Masses  as  the 
"nationall.v  circulated  weekly  journal  of  the  Communist  Party."  New  Masses 
has  been  cited  as  a  "Communist  periodical"  by  the  United  States  Attorney 
General.) 

During  World  War  II.  Rohrbough  was  stationed  in  China  as  a  civilian  em- 
ployee of  the  Office  of  War  Information.  It  was  while  serving  in  China  that  he 
became  acquainted  with  Honolulu  Record  Editor  Koji  Ariyoshi,  who  at  that 
time  was  also  in  tlie  employ  of  the  Office  of  War  Information.  Rohrbough's 
writings  in  the  Dail.v  People's  World,  and  New  Masses,  during  the  postwar 
period  have  shown  him  to  be  in  complete  sympathy  with  the  Chinese  Com- 
munists, whom  he  has  extolled  a.s  the  "liberators"  of  China  and  the  torchl>earers 
of  "democracy."  Rohrbough  also  served  as  a  consultant  of  the  Committee  for 
a  Democratic  Far  Eastern  Policy  during  1948  and  1949.  The  United  States 
Attorney  General  has  cited  the  Committee  for  a  Democratic  P^ar  Eastern  Policy 
as  a  Communist  organization. 

Frank  Marshall  Davis,  an  identified  memlier  of  the  Communist  Party  and 
a  resident  of  Hawaii  since  Decendter  194S.  has  been  a  weekly  contributor  to 
the  pages  of  the  Honolulu  Record  since  May  1949.  His  column,  entitled  "Frank- 
ly Speaking,"  has  been  devoted  to  unrelenting  and  unmitigated  complaints  of 
racial  discrimination  in  the  United  States.  Davis  has  revealed  himself  to  be 
a  bitter  opponent  of  capitalism  and  a  stanch  defender  of  such  prominent  Com- 
miniists  and  Communist  sympathizers  as  Paul  Robeson,  W.  E.  B.  DuBois,  Lang- 
ston  Hughes,  Howard  Fast.  Mary  McLeod  Bethune.  Earl  B.  Dickerson,  Carey 
McWilliams,  Rol)ert  Morse  Lovett,  Herbert  Aptheker,  and  A.  Clayton  Powell. 
Nor  has  Davis  confined  his  inflammatory  racial  propaganda  to  the  columns 
of  the  Honohdu  Record  alone.  His  story.  Hawaii's  Plain  People  Fight  White 
Supremacy,  appeared  in  the  November  1951  issue  of  Freedom,  a  tabloid  publica- 
tion emanating  from  New  York  City,  whose  treatment  of  interracial  problems 
strikingly  conforms  to  Communist  Party  policy.  The  chairman  of  the  editorial 
board  of  Freedom  is  Paul  Robeson,  an  identified  member  of  the  Communist 
Party. 

On  March  3,  1947,  while  Davis  was  employed  as  executive  editor  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Negro  Press  with  offices  in  <'hicago.  111.,  he  was  listed  by  the  magazine 
PM  as  a  signatory  to  a  petition  urging  Congress  to  abolish  the  H:)use  Un-Ameri- 
can Activities  Committee  and  calling  upon  President  Truman  to  effect  the 
inunediate  I'elease  of  Communist  Gerhart  Eisler.  The  petition  referred  to  the 
work  of  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Connnittee  as  "undemocratic"  activity 
and  protested  that  the  consequence  of  its  jjro-^ram  "would  be  the  ultimate  sup- 
pression of  all  traditional  American  liberties." 

Prior  to  his  arrival  in  the  Territory,  Frank  Marshall  Davis  was  affiliated 
with  the  Communist-line  Chicago  Star  and  the  following  Communist-front  or- 
ganizations:  Civil  Rights  Congress,  Chicago  Committee  for  Spanish  Freedom, 
American  Youth  for  Democracy,  Abraham  Lincoln  School.  National  Association 
for  Constitutional  Liberties,  League  of  American  AVriters,  and  National  Negro 
Congress.  During  the  period  of  his  residence  in  Hawaii  he  has  played  a  promi- 
nent role  in  the  activities  of  the  Communist-front  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Com- 
mittee and  its  successor  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress. 

Davis  is  not  known  to  receive  any  compensation  from  the  Honolulu  Record 
Publishing  Co.,  Ltd.  His  income  appears  to  be  derived  totally  from  his  sta- 
tionery and  paper  business  which  he  has  advertised  in  the  Honolulu  Record 
under  the  name  Oahu  Papeds,  867  Ahua  Street. 

Wilfred  M.  Oka,  sports  editor  of  the  Honolulu  Record,  has  been  identified  as 
a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  by  2  former  Communists,  while  3  other  former 
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Conimuiiist  Party  members  testified  that  they  had  observed  Oka  at  Com- 
munist Party  meetings.  Jack  H.  Kawano,  former  member  of  the  executive  board 
of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  has  stated  that  Oka  was  1  of  4  members  of 
the  political  commission  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  during  1948.  Oka 
was  subpenaed  by  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee,  but  refused 
to  affirm  or  deny  his  Communist  affiliations  on  the  grounds  of  possible  self-in- 
crimination. 

Oka  is  the  owner  of  the  Corner  Liquor  Store.  1042  Bethel  Street,  Honolulu, 
which  during  recent  years  has  served  as  an  outlet  for  Communist  propaganda 
and  as  a  rendezvous  for  persons  of  kindred  radical  political  views.  Although 
Oka  writes  a  weekly  sports  column  for  the  Record,  he  is  not  known  to  have  been 
paid  for  his  services.  Nor  has  he  been  listed  at  any  time  as  a  shareholder  in 
the  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co.,  Ltd. 

Government  investigative  agencies  have  conducted  investigations  of  the  Hono- 
lulu Record  and  have  concluded  that  the  Record  has  been  consistent  in  its  support 
of  Communists  and  communism  and  in  its  denunciation  of  all  forms  of  anti- 
Communist  activity.  On  October  1,  1950,  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities  published  a  38-page  pamphlet  setting  forth  the  results  of  its  compre- 
hensive investigation  and  analysis  of  the  Record.  The  committee's  conclusion 
was  as  follows : 

"The  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  after  analysis  and  investigation  of 
the  Honolulu  Record  since  its  first  issue  of  August  5,  1948,  draws  the  inevitable 
conclusion  that  the  Honolulu  Record  is  a  front  for  the  Communist  Party,  despite 
the  fact  that  the  paper  does  not  make  this  admission." 

Further  confirmation  of  the  liaison  between  the  Honolulu  Record  and  the 
Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  is  apparent  from  the  fact  that  3  of  the  7  alleged 
Hawaii  Communist  leaders  indicted  for  conspiracy  to  violate  the  Smith  Act  are 
or  recently  have  been  employees  of  or  writers  for  the  Honolulu  Record  and  owners 
of  Honolulu  Record  stock.  Moreover,  the  three  have  been  members  of  the 
executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  at  one  time  or  another  since 
1945.     They  are  as  follows  : 

Koji  Ariyoshi,  editor 

Jack  Denichi  Kimoto,  reporter  and  circulation  department  assistant 
John  E.  Reinecke,  advertising  salesman  and  contributor  of  stories  and  feature 
articles 

Two  other  Smith  Act  defendants,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  are  the 
owners  of  Record  stock. 

The  Record  continues  to  utilize  the  services  of  the  Federated  Press  and  the 
Allied  Labor  News.  The  Special  House  Committee  on  Un-Ajnerican  Activities 
described  the  Federated  Press  as  :  "A  Communist-controlled  organization  financed 
by  the  American  Fund  for  Public  Service  and  the  Robert  Marshall  Foundation, 
both  principal  sources  of  funds  for  Communist  enterprises." 

In  1947  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  listed  Allied  Labor 
News,  1133  Broadway,  New  York  City,  among  publications  and  news  agencies 
in  the  United  States  receiving  cable  and  radio  news  from  Moscow  during  1945. 
The  California  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  has  listed  Allied  Labor 
News  Service  among  publications  which  "the  committee  has  found  *  *  *  to  he 
Communist  initiated  and  controlled,  or  so  strongly  influenced  as  to  be  in  the 
Stalin  solar  system." 

The  Honolulu  Record  and  its  principal  stockholder,  Edward  G.  Rohrbough, 
have  served  as  distributors  in  Hawaii  for  the  China  Monthly  Review,  a  maga- 
zine published  in  Communist  China.  The  China  Monthly  Review  has  followed 
an  editorial  policy  that  is  viciously  critical  of  United  States  foreign  policy  and 
favorable  to  Soviet  Russia.  The  Honolulu  Record  of  September  20,  1951,  con- 
tained an  announcement  that  the  China  Monthly  Review  was  available  at  the 
Corner  Liquor  Store  and  Magazine  Shop,  1042  Bethel  Street,  Honolulu.  Wil- 
fred M.  Oka.  sports  editor  of  the  Honolulu  Record  and  identified  member  of 
the  Communist  Party,  is  the  owner  of  the  Corner  Liquor  Store.  Again,  on 
March  6,  1952,  an  advertisement  in  the  Record  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  China  Monthly  Review  was  on  sale  at  the  Corner  Liquor  Store.  The 
advertisement  further  stated  that  sample  copies  could  be  obtained  at  the  office 
of  the  Honolulu  Record,  811  Sheridan  Street,  Honolulu.  The  China  Monthly 
Review  is  discussed  further  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

The  Honolulu  Record  continues  as  the  principal  Communist-front  publication 
in  the  Territory.     Although  the  newspaper  has  never  admitted  affiliation  with 
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the  Communist  Party,  its  content  has  been  consistent  in  support  of  Communists 
and  denunciation  of  all  forms  of  anti-Communist  activity. 

Patterning  its  editorial  policy  after  that  of  the  Daily  People's  World  and 
the  Daily  Worker,  oflScial  mainland  organs  of  the  Communist  Party,  the  Honolulu 
Record  has  served  as  an  apologist  for  the  Communist  I'arty  leaders  arrested 
and  convicted  for  violation  of  the  Smith  Act  in  various  sections  of  the  United 
States  and  Hawaii.  Scarcely  an  issue  of  the  Record  has  appeared  during  the 
past  18  months  that  has  not  contained  some  feature  article  or  news  story  in 
defense  of  Smith  Act  defendants  in  Hawaii  or  on  the  mainland.  On  September 
13,  1051,  2  weeks  after  his  arrest  and  indictment  for  conspiracy  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Smith  Act,  Editor  Koji  Ariyoshi  began  publication  of  a  series 
of  lengthy  articles  entitled  "For  Which  I  Stand  Indicted."  This  series,  which 
appeared  weekly  in  some  59  consecutive  issues  until  October  23,  1952,  was  ac- 
tually subject's  autobiography  so  written  as  to  elicit  sympathy  and  support 
for  his  cause.  However,  Ariyoshi  carefully  avoided  any  reference  to  his  alleged 
affiliation  with  the  Communist  Party;  nor  did  he  deny  that  he  had  ever  held 
membership  in  the  Communist  Party.  On  October  30,  1952,  a  similar  series 
entitled  "A  Man  Must  Stand  Up,"  written  by  John  E.  Reinecke,  another  Smith 
Act  defendant,  was  started. 

Since  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  the  11  national  Communist  Party  leaders 
in  New  York  City,  the  Communist  press  throughout  the  country  has  channeled 
a  large  measure  of  its  propaganda  effort  toward  denunciation  of  the  Smith  Act 
and  demand  for  its  repeal.  The  Honolulu  Record  has  joined  in  this  campaign, 
printing  news  stories  slanted  in  favor  of  Smith  Act  "victims"  and  editorials  chal- 
lenging the  constitutionality  of  the  law.  While  the  Communist  Party  leaders  in 
Hawaii  were  under  indictment  and  awaiting  trial,  the  Communist  press  at- 
tacked the  legal  basis  of  the  Smith  Act,  characterizing  it  as  a  violation  of  the 
first  amendment.  As  the  date  of  the  trial  approached,  the  theme  of  the  attack 
was  modified.  The  Communist  press  adopted  the  thesis  that  no  Smith  Act 
defendant  could  be  given  a  fair  and  just  trial  because  of  the  wave  of  hysteria 
rampant  in  this  country.  The  Honolulu  Record  published  editorials  entitled 
"Treat  the  Malady"  and  "Repeal  the  Smith  Act,"  designed  to  propagate  the 
latter  point  of  view  in  its  issues  of  September  4,  1952,  and  October  30,  1952, 
respectively. 

The  McCarran  Act  (providing  for  deportation  of  aliens  who  have  engaged 
in  subversive  activities)  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  perennial 
whipping  boy  of  the  Communist  press,  have  also  been  severely  and  consist- 
ently castigated  by  the  Honolulu  Record.  Through  the  weeklyn  column  of  Frank 
Marshall  Davis,  editorials,  and  miscellaneous  news  stories,  the  Record  has 
magnified  racial  issues  for  the  apparent  purpose  of  promoting  racial  antagonism 
and  disharmony,  a  traditional  objective  of  the  Conmumist  conspiracy.  The 
Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co.  served  as  the  distributor  of  a  pamphlet  en- 
titled "The  Xavy  and  the  Massie-Kahahawai  Case,"  circulated  in  Honolulu  and 
the  neighboring  islands  beginning  in  November  1951.  This  pamphlet,  seething 
with  inflammatory  propaganda  calculated  to  arouse  the  emotions  and  to  foment 
racial  unrest  in  the  Territory,  was  released  at  the  height  of  the  Majors- 
Palakiko  trial. 

Criticism  of  the  foreign  policy  of  the  United  States,  particularly  in  its  appli- 
cation to  the  Korean  peace  negotiations,  has  been  given  considerable  prom- 
inence in  the  Honolulu  Record.  Its  editorials  of  November  29,  1951  (The  Gease 
Fire),  June  26,  1952  (End  the  Korean  War),  and  July  31,  1952  (On  the  Korean 
Armistice),  have  called  for  a  prompt  negotiation  of  i^ace  in  Korea  and  placed 
the  blame  for  the  prolonged  deadlock  upon  United  States  and  United  Nations 
representatives. 

In  its  issues  of  May  29  and  June  5,  1952,  the  Honolulu  Record  echoed  the 
accusation  that  the  United  States  had  used  bacteriological  warfare  in  Korea, 
a  charge  previously  voiced  in  May  1952  by  such  national  and  international 
Communist  publications  as  the  Daily  Worker,  the  Daily  People's  World,  China 
Monthly  Review,  the  Peking  People's  Daily,  and  the  Shanghai  News.  In  so 
doing  the  Record  became  an  active  participant  in  a  matter  which  United  States 
Secretary  of  State  Dean  Acheson  described  as  an  international  crime  instigated 
by    Soviet  Russia.     Formal  charges  that  United   States  troops  in  Korea  had 
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practiced  bacteriological  warfare  were  filed  in  the  United  Nations  Security 
Council  by  Soviet  delegate  Jacob  A.  Malik  on  June  16,  1952.  These  charges  were 
answered  on  June  20.  19r>2,  by  Ernest  A.  Gross,  United  States  representative 
to  the  United  Nations  Security  Council,  as  follows: 

"A  false  and  luiwarranted  and  uncorroborated  charge  has  been  made  against 
my  Government,  a  charge  which  has  already  been  denied  unequivocably  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States.  Furthermore  the  Secretary  of 
State  of  the  United  States  has  asked  the  International  Red  Cross  to  investi- 
gate these  charges,  so  that  their  falsity  may  be  known  *  *  *. 

"There  is  no  bacteriological  warfare  being  used  by  the  United  Nations  in 
Korea.  The  United  Nations  Connumand  has  denied  these  charges  categorically. 
Moreover,  in  order  to  leave  no  question  regarding  the  falsity  of  these  charges, 
the  United  States  Government,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Unified  Command,  on 
March  11  requested  the  International  Committee  of  the  Red  Cross  to  investigate 
these  charges  and  has  offered  its  full  aid  to  the  investigation  *  *  *." 

Although  Soviet  Russia  filed  charges  that  the  United  States  troops  had  prac- 
ticed bacteriological  warfare,  she  blocked  efforts  by  the  United  Nations  and  the 
International  Red  Cross  to  conduct  an  investigation  of  this  allegation. 

Other  chief  targets  of  editorial  criticism  by  the  Honolulu  Record  during  the 
past  2  years  have  been  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee,  loyalty 
oaths,  loyalty  boards,  and  other  forces  opposed  to  communism  in  this  country, 
big  business,  high  prices  and  the  high  cost  of  living,  and  resumption  of  trade 
with  Japan.  The  Communist  press  throughout  the  United  States  has  treated 
these  subjects  in  the  same  prominence  and  from  the  same  viewpoint  as  has  the 
Honolulu  Record. 

In  its  report  to  the  legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  dated  March  1951, 
the  Territorial  Commission  on  Subversive  Activities  stated  of  the  Honolulu 
Record : 

"Because  this  newspaper  has  been  consistently  and  unequivocally  furthering 
a  "line"  that  is  disseminated  by  the  Communist  press  on  the  mainland,  this  com- 
mission must  conclude  that  the  Honolulu  Record  willingly  occupies  a  place  in 
the  international  Communist  propaganda  apparatus.'" 

The  annual  corporation  exhibit  filed  by  the  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co., 
Ltd.,  for  the  fiscal  period  September  1,  1950,  to  August  31,  1951,  lists  the  officers 
and  directors  of  the  corporation  as  follows  :

Vice  president :  Ray  Jerome  Baker 
Secretary-treasurer  :  Mrs.  Virginia  Ho 

Directors :  Koji  Ariyoshi,  Edward  Rohrbough,  Mrs.  Virginia  Ho,  Emilio  C. 
Yadao,  Mrs.  Esther  Shizuyo  AVakida,  Ray  Jerome  Baker 

Edward  Rohrbough,  Mrs.  Esther  Shizuyo  Wakida  and  Mrs.  Virginia  Ho  had 
not  previously  been  listed  as  officers.  Rohrbough,  columnist  for  the  Record,  and 
Mrs.  Wakida,  sister  of  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto,  have  been  stockholders  for  several 
years  but  neither  held  office  in  the  corporation  at  any  time  in  the  past.  Mrs.  Ho, 
vice  chairman  of  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress,  is  the  wife  of  Wallace  Wo 
Leong  Ho,  Honolulu  port  agent  for  the  Communist-controlled  National  Union  of 
Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards.  Wallace  Ho,  who  was  identified  as  a  member  of  the 
Communist  Party  by  several  witnesses  before  the  House  Un-American  Activities 
Committee,  subscribed  to  100  shares  of  stock  in  the  corporation  at  the  time  of  its 
formation  in  1948  and  held  this  stock  until  1951  when  he  apparently  transferred 
his  holdings  to  his  wife.  Ray  Jerome  Baker,  Honolulu  photographer,  and 
Emilio  C.  Yadao,  Uocano  spokesman  for  the  ILWU,  have  held  corporate  oflaces 
In  previous  years.  Baker  is  known  to  be  a  supporter  of  the  Communist  press,  a 
contributor  to  the  Honolulu  Record,  and  a  staunch  defender  of  Aiko  and  John 
E.  Reinecke,  public-school  teachers,  dismissed  from  their  positions  in  1948  be- 
cause of  a  reasonable  doubt  as  to  their  loyalty  to  the  United  States.  A  schematic 
diagram  entitled  "Communist  Activities  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii"  prepared  by 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  in  1941  designates  Baker  for  custodial 
detention.  The  names  of  Cyril  Bristow  and  Nobuyuki  "Termite"  Matsuzaki,  who 
were  listed  as  directors  in  the  1950  corporation  exhibit,  did  not  appear  in  1951. 
Bristow  was  moved  to  the  mainland  and  Matsuzaki  is  reported  to  be  currently 
residing  on  the  island  of  Maui.

During  1951  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto,  a  leading  stockholder  in  the  corporation 
since  its  formation  in  1948,  disposed  of  100  of  his  106  shares  of  stock  probably 
through  transfer  to  his  sister,  Mrs.  Esther  Shizuyo  Wakida.  Editor  Koji  Ari- 
yoshi disposed  of  7,473  shares  of  his  stock,  leaving  him  with  only  34  shares. 
Edward  Rohrbough,  who  heretofore  had  not  held  any  Honolulu  Record  stock, 
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acquired  7,261  shares  during  1951.  Emilio  C.  Yadao,  Iloeano  radio  spokesman 
for  the  ILWU,  increased  his  holding  from  1  to  41  shares.  Yugo  Okubo,  an  em- 
ployee of  the  Record,  received  227  shares. 

Stockholder  Stephen  T.  Murin,  former  chairman  of  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties 
Committee,  is  now  a  member  of  the  executive  committee  of  its  successor,  the 
Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress.  He  is  employed  as  executive  secretary  of  the 
Communist-controlled  United  Public  Workers  of  America,  in  Hilo,  T.  H.  Murin 
was  identified  as  an  active  Communist  Party  member  by  Matthew  Cvetic,  an 
FBI  undercover  agent  within  the  Communist  Party,  in  testimony  before  the 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  on  February  23,  1950.  Murin,  however, 
refused  to  answer  questions  regarding  membership  in  the  Communist  Party  or 
the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee  on  the  grounds  of  self-incrimination. 

Mrs.  Evelyn  Murin,  another  stockholder,  was  elected  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  Communist-front  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  for  1952.  She  was  em- 
ployed during  1951  as  a  secretary  by  the  law  firm  of  Bouslog  &  Symonds.

The  Communist-front  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  now  known  as  the 
Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress,  remains  the  owner  of  10  shares  of  stock  in  the 
Honolulu  Record  I'ublishing  Co.  The  Honolulu  Record  has  given  favorable 
publicity  to  the  HCRC,  and  the  HCRC  in  turn  has  reciprocated  by  aiding  the 
Record  through  the  purchase  of  advertisements  in  the  paper's  annual  Christmas 
and  anniversary  editions. 

In  its  bulletin  of  November  1951,  entitled  "The  Case  of  the  Hawaii  Smith  Act 
Victims,"  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  expressed  the  following  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Honolulu  Record : 

"The  Honolulu  Recoi-d  is  the  only  indei>endent  progressive  newspaper  in  the 
Territory,  and  is  the  only  paper  that  supports  labor  and  fights  for  peace  and 
civil  lilierities.  Koji  Ariyoshi  and  Jack  Kimoto  have  been  associated  with  the 
paijer  since  its  formation  in  1948." 

The  Record  of  April  12,  1951,  described  an  HCRC  rally  held  at  Aala  Park, 
Honolulu,  in  protest  against  the  McCarran  Act.  The  principal  speakers  were 
Vincent  Hallinan,  attorney  for  Hai-ry  Bridges :  Hugh  Bryson,  president  of  the 
National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards ;  Wilfred  M.  Oka,  Record  column- 
ist ;  and  Antonio  T.  Rania,  president  of  ILWU  Local  142.  The  Record  reported 
that  the  rally  culminated  in  the  signing  of  protests  directed  to  the  United  States 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  against  the  McCarran  Act,  and  the  collec- 
tion of  $200  to  be  used  in  the  defense  of  former  Honoluluan  David  Hyun  and 
ILWU  member  Simeon  L.  Bagasol,  of  Honolulu,  both  threatened  with  deporta- 
tion under  the  McCarran  Act. 

On  May  3,  1952,  the  Honolulu  Record  outlined  HCRC's  effort  to  stay  the 
execution  of  Willie  McGee,  Negro  resident  of  Mississippi,  convicted  of  rape. 
The  McGee  case  was  a  cause  celebre  of  Communist  propaganda  throughout  the 
United  States  during  1951. 

The  Honolulu  Record  devoted  considerable  space  in  its  issue  of  May  1951  to  a 
story  describing  HCRC's  investigation  of  seven  Honolulu  bars  alleged  to  have 
refused  service  to  Negroes.  It  was  stated  that  the  HCRC  investigation  resulted 
from  the  Territorial  legislature's  failure  to  act  on  a  plea  for  a  civil-rights  law 
proposed  at  the  1949  session. 

The  July  12,  1951,  issue  of  the  Record  contained  an  article  entitled  "HCRC 
Holds  'Go  for  Broke'  Luau."  The  luau  was  held  at  the  home  of  Stephen  and 
Evelyn  Murin,  2357-C  Palolo  Avenue,  Honolulu. 

On  July  19,  1951,  the  Record  printed  a  story  outlining  HCRC's  campaign 
against  alleged  racial  discrimination  in  Hawaii. 

On  August  30,  1951,  2  days  after  the  arrest  of  the  7  Honolulu  residents  charged 
with  violation  of  the  Smith  Act,  the  Record  published  a  story  captioned  "  'De- 
fense of  Seven'  Committee  Formed  at  HCRO  Meeting." 
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"HCRC  To  Celebrate  Its  Second  Anniversary"  was  the  headline  of  a  story  that 
appeared  in  tlie  Honf)lulu  Record  edition  of  February  2,  1952.  The  article  con- 
tained the  announcement  that  an  HCRC  birthday  party  would  be  held  at  the 
Hauula  residence  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  Marshall  Davis  on  March  8,  1952. 

On  April  19,  1952,  the  Record  printed  an  article  captioned  "Brown  Derby  Lifts 
Bar  to  Negro  Patronage,"  reporting  the  success  of  the  efforts  of  an  HCRC  com- 
mittee comprised  of  Mrs.  Eileen  Fujimoto,  John  E.  Reinecke,  and  Frank  Marshall 
Davis,  in  arranging  for  equitable  treatment  for  Negro  patrons  of  a  Honolulu  bar, 
The  average  number  of  copies  of  each  issue  of  the  Record  sold  or  distributed 
through  the  mails  or  other  media  to  paid  subscribers  during  the  past  3  years  as 
listed  in  the  corporation's  annual  statement  of  ownership  is  as  follows ;

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Mrs.  Jeanette  Nakama  Rohrbough  served  as  secretary  of  the  Comnmnist-front 
Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee  In  1950.  She  was  identified  as  a  member  of 
the  Communist  Party  by  five  former  Communists  who  testified  before  the  House 
Un-American  Activities  Committee  in  Honolulu  in  1950.  Mrs.  Rohrbough  re- 
fused, however,  to  answer  any  questions  regarding  her  Communist  Party  mem- 
bership before  the  same  committee  and  claimed  her  privilege  against  self- 
incrimination.  She  has  been  employed  not  only  by  the  Honolulu  Record  Pub- 
lishing Co.,  Ltd.,  but  also  by  the  Communist-controlled  United  Public  Workers 
of  America.  She  is  the  wife  of  Edward  G.  Rohrbough,  columnist  and  principal 
stockholder  of  the  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co..  Ltd. 

Rachel  K.  Saiki,  employed  as  an  oflSceworker  by  the  Honolulu  Record  Pub- 
lishing Co.,  Ltd.,  served  as  treasurer  of  the  Communist-front  Hawaii  Civil 
Liberties  Committee  during  1948  and  1949.  Although  Miss  Saiki  refused  to 
answer  questions  concerning  her  affiliation  with  the  Communist  Party  or  the 
Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  four  witnesses  before  the  House  Un-American 
Activities  Committee  identified  her  as  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party. 

Emilio  C.  Yadao,  editorial  assistant  on  the  staff  of  Ti  Mangyuna,  Filipino 
counterpart  of  the  Honolulu  Record,  is  employed  as  Ilocano  radio  spokesman 
for  the  ILWU. 

Aiko  Reinecke  was  dismissed  from  her  position  as  a  teacher  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  Territory  in  1948  because  of  a  reasonable  doubt  as  to  her  loyalty 
to  the  United  States.  She  was  further  identified  as  a  member  of  the  Communist 
Party  by  former  Communist  Ichiro  Izuka  at  hearings  in  Honolulu  conducted  by 
the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee.  She  is  the  wife  of  John  E.  Rein- 
ecke, indicted  for  conspiracy  to  violate  the  Smith  Act. 

Shutei  Mayeshiro  is  the  nominal  editor  of  the  Hawaii  Star,  pro-Communist 
Japanese-language  publication.  He  is  al.so  vice  president  and  member  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  Hawaii  Star,  Ltd.,  and  the  owner  of  100  shares  of 
stock  in  that  corporation.  The  Hawaii  Star,  Ltd..  publishers  of  the  Hawaii  Star, 
ancillary  publication  of  the  Honolulu  Record,  is  the  lessee  of  the  property  at 
811  Sheridan  Street,.  Honolulu,  where  the  offices  and  presses  of  both  corporations 
are  located. 

Frank  Marshall  Davis  and  Wilfred  M.  Oka,  two  principal  columnists,  report- 
edly have  not  been  paid  employees  of  the  Record.  Neither  has  ever  been  listed 
as  a  stockholder  in  the  corporation. 

Although  the  editor  and  several  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Honolulu  Record 
have  been  identified  as  members  of  the  Commimist  Party  of  Hawaii  and  indicted 
for  conspiracy  to  violate  the  Smith  Act,  the  influence  which  the  Record  exerts 
upon  certain  segments  of  the  population  of  the  Territory  remains  very  strong. 

Jack  Kawano  said  in  his  testimony  before  the  House  Un-American  Activities 
Committee : 

"The  influence  of  these  individuals  [Communist  Party  members]  is  growing. 
The  influence  of  Harriet  Bouslog  is  growing.  The  influence  of  the  paper  by  Jack 
Klmoto  [the  Honolulu  Record]  is  growing.  Many  people  not  Communists  read 
the  paper  and  they  think  it  is  a  good  paper,  too.  That  is  what  I  mean  when  I  say 
the  influence  is  increasing." 

That  the  Honolulu  Record  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  the 
Communist  cause  in  Hawaii  is  well  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the  paper  came 
into  being  as  a  direct  result  of  a  decision  by  the  executive  board  of  the  Com- 
nuinist  Party  of  Hawaii :  that  its  editor  and  several  employees  and  contributors 
have  been  identified  as  members  of  the  Communist  Party :  and.  that  its  financial 
support  has  been  derived  largely  from  identified  Conmiunists  or  Communist 
sympathizers. 

The  editorial  policy  of  the  Record  has  adhered  consistently  to  the  line  dis- 
seminated by  the  Communist  press  throughout  the  world.  It  has  slanted  its  news 
stories  and  editorials  in  favor  of  Soviet  Russia,  supported  the  Communist  Party 
and  individual  Communists,  and  given  favorable  publicity  to  Communist-front 
organizations  and  Communist-controlled  labor  unions.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
Record  has  been  corrosively  critical  of  institutions  of  American  Government, 
opposed  to  all  forms  of  anti-Communist  activity,  and  prepared  at  every  turn  to 
print  material  calculated  to  embarrass  or  deride  legally  constituted  authority 
whenever  that  authority  acts  contrary  to  the  interests  of  the  Communist  Party. 
Finally,  the  Honolulu  Record  has  never  been  known  to  criticize,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  any  action  or  policy  of  Soviet  Russia. 
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CONCLUSION 


The  oi-igiu  and  purpose  of  the  Honolulu  Record,  its  ownership,  its  editorial 
policy,  and  the  character  of  its  personnel  lead  this  Commission  to  the  inescapable 
conclusion  that  it  is  the  principle  journalistic  mouthpiece  of  the  Communist 
Party  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 


TI  MANGYUNA    (THE  PIONEER) 

The  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co.,  Ltd.,  is  also  the  publisher  of  Ti  Maug- 
yuna  (the  Pioneer),  a  biweekly  newspaper  published  in  the  Ilocano  dialect  of 
the  Filipino  language.  Like  the  Record,  the  editorial  policy  of  Ti  Mangyuna 
has  often  coincided  with  and  furthered  the  objectives  of  the  Communist  Party, 
United  States  of  America.  Its  editor  is  Koji  Ai'iyoshi,  who  has  been  identified 
as  a  former  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii. 
His  editorial  assistants  are  Augustin  Yadao  Murillo  and  Emilio  C.  Yadao,  the 
latter  being  the  Ilocano  radio  spokesman  for  the  Communist-controlled  ILWU. 
Ti  Mangyuna  began  publication  in  January  1950.  Its  circulation  as  of  the  start 
of  1953  was  about  1,100.  Its  ofHces  are  located  at  811  Sheridan  Street,  Honolulu, 
where  the  Communist  Honolulu  Record  and  Hawaii  Star  are  published. 

THE  HAWAII   STAK 

In  the  early  months  of  1947  when  the  Communist  Party's  program  of  expan- 
.sion  in  Hawaii  was  well  underway.  Communist  leaders  decided  that  it  would 
be  desirable  to  establish  a  propaganda  outlet  that  would  reach  and  influence 
the  residents  of  the  Territory  who  spoke  and  read  the  Japanese  language. 
Accordingly,  after  considerable  negotiation  and  discussion  among  the  various 
proponents  of  the  plan,  the  Hawaii  Star,  Ltd.,  was  incorporated  on  March  3. 
1947. 

According  to  Jack  H.  Kawano,  a  former  Communist  Party  leader  in  Hawaii,  the 
plan  for  the  Hawaii  Star  originated  with  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto.  Kimoto  pre- 
sented the  idea  to  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  and. 
after  having  discussed  the  merits  of  the  suggestion  during  several  of  its  meet- 
ings, the  executive  board  agreed  to  take  the  initiative  in  establishing  the  news- 
paper. Kawano  pointed  out  that  Jack  W.  Hall,  Dwight  James  Freeman,  Ah 
Quon  McElrath,  John  E.  Reinecke.  Adrian  "Joe"  Palomino,  and  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  executive  board  insisted  that  control  of  the  paper  be  maintained  by 
the  Communist  Party  so  that  the  party  might  dictate  its  policies. 

Mindful  of  the  need  for  financial  support  for  his  project,  Kimoto  sought 
to  stimulate  an  interest  in  the  Hawaii  Star  among  members  of  the  Niehibei 
Minshu  Kyokai  (Japanese  American  Association  for  Democracy),  an  organiza- 
tion comprised  almost  entirely  of  alien  Okinawa n  Japanese.  Influenced  by 
Kimoto's  declamations  on  the  necessity  for  a  progressive  Japanese  language 
newspaper  in  Hawaii,  many  members  of  the  Niehibei  Minshu  Kyokai  purchased 
stock  in  the  Hawaii  Star,  Ltd.  Among  the  stockholders  were  such  persons  as 
Shutei  Mayeshiro,  Ginjiro  "Hokusan"  Arashiro,  and  Gashu  "Seikan"  Higa,  all 
of  whom  had  been  affiliated  with  the  "Yoen  Jiho."  pro-Communist  Japanese 
language  newspaper  published  on  the  island  of  Kauai  in  1941  and  earlier. 
Kimoto  thus  was  able  to  marshal  ample  financial  support  for  the  Hawaii  Star 
while  at  the  same  time  arranging  that  the  ownership  of  the  majority  of  shares 
be  kept  in  the  hands  of  Communist  Party  members  and  Communist  sympathizers. 

Kawano  testified  that  early  in  1947  a  meeting  was  held  in  Honolulu  for  the 
purpose  of  making  final  arrangements  to  put  the  corporation  into  operation. 
Among  those  who  attended  that  meeting,  in  addition  to  Kawano,  were  the 
following :

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All  of  these  persons  except  Mayeshiro,  Takemoto,  and  the  Arashiros  have  been 
identified  as  members  of  the  Communist  Party  in  the  postwar  period. 

When  it  found  that  the  corporation  had  sufficient  capital  to  begin  publishing 
operations  and  it  was  clear  that  the  majority  of  the  stock  was  held  by  Com- 
munist Party  members  and  their  sympathizers,  the  executive  board  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  directed  that  the  paper  be  given  unqualified  support 
and  cooperation.  Communist  leaders  instructed  party  members  to  solicit  adver- 
tisements and  subscriptions  for  the  corporation's  weekly  newspaper,  the  Hawaii 
Star.  Communist  Party  members  within  the  ILWU  were  instructed  to  arrange 
for  the  union's  adoption  of  resolutions  heralding  the  birth  of  this  new,  pro- 
gressive newspaper,  and  to  encourage  contributions  to  its  support.  Kawano 
testified  that  Communists  in  the  ILWU  were  instrumental  in  arranging  the  gift 
of  a  printing  press  from  the  Territorial  ILWU  Council  to  the  Hawaii  Star. 

Ka\\ano  testified  that  after  the  Hawaii  Star  has  been  in  operation  for  several 
months,  certain  elements  within  the  ILWU  objected  to  the  format  of  the  paper. 
The.se  union  members  insisted  that  if  the  Hawaii  Star  were  to  benefit  the 
union  membership  it  should  be  changed  from  a  bilingual  (Japanese-English) 
paper  to  one  printed  in  English  alone.  They  felt  that  under  the  circumstances, 
their  support  of  the  Star  was  not  a  profitable  venture.  As  a  result  of  this 
complaint  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii  attempted, 
through  Kimoto,  to  persuade  the  alien  Japanese  shareholders  to  agree  to  dis- 
continue the  Japanese  section  and  convert  the  Star  into  an  English  language 
paper.  However,  the  latter  would  not  permit  this  change.  In  view  of  this  dis- 
agreement, the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  decided,  at  a  meeting 
held  in  1948  at  the  home  of  Adrain  "Joe"  Palomino,  to  instruct  party  members  to 
dispo.se  of  their  Hawaii  Star  holdings  and  to  divert  the  resulting  funds  to  the 
support  of  the  Honolulu  Record.  However,  a  study  of  the  annual  corporation 
exhibits  of  the  Hawaii  Star,  Ltd.,  for  the  past  4  years  reveals  that  this  plan 
was  not  implemented.  There  has  been  little  change  in  the  ownership  of  Hawaii 
Star  stock  since  194S. 

The  officers  of  the  Hawaii  Star,  Ltd.,  for  1951  were :

Although  none  of  these  officers  has  ever  been  identified  as  a  member  of  the 
Communist  Party,  several  are  known  to  be  Marxists  and  Communist  sym- 
pathizers. 

The  first  editor  of  the  Hawaii  Star  was  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto.  He  held  that 
position  from  the  first  day  of  publication,  March  6,  1947,  until  replaced  by 
Ginjiro  Arashiro  on  May  27,  1948.  Arashiro  was  succeeded  by  Shutei  Mayeshiro 
as  of  May  1, 1949.  Although  Arashiro  bore  the  formal  title  of  editor.  Jack  Denichi 
Kimoto  continued  to  exert  a  great  deal  of  influence  upon  the  policy  of  the  news- 
paper. The  paper  is  printed  weekly  at  the  plant  of  the  Honolulu  Record  Pub- 
lishing Co.,  Ltd.,  811  Sheridan  Street,  Honolulu. 

The  editorial  p(jlicy  of  the  Hawaii  Star  has  shown  an  unusual  consistency 
with  the  line  followed  by  the  Communist  press  throughout  the  United  States. 
During  the  past  year  the  tenor  of  the  Star's  news  stories  and  editorials  has 
paralleled  closely  the  objectives  set  forth  by  the  national  committee  of  the 
Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.  During  that  period  the  Star  has  published  stories 
which : 

(a)  Laid  blame  for  the  failure  of  statehood  legislation  to  the  prevalence 
of  racial  discrimination  in  Hawaii ; 

(&)  Urged  inauguration  of  a  local  peace  movement; 

(c)  Opposed  rearmament  in  Japan; 

(d)  Blamed  the  .stalemate  in  Korea  on  United  Nations  representatives; 

(e)  Opposed  Japan's  resuming  trade  with  Nationalist  China; 

(/)  Claimed  that  Japan  is  being  forced  into  enslavement  and  becoming 
a  participant  in  an  aggression  against  Asiatic  nations.  China  Gains  In- 
dependence but  Japan's  Delayed. 

(g)   Criticized  publicity  given  to  returning  veterans  of  the  Korean  War; 

(h)  Decried  alleged  police  brutality  in  Tokyo  during  American  occupation  ; 
criticized  Gen.  Douglas  MacArthur ; 
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(/)  Reported  presentation  of  the  Stalin  Award  to  Dr.  Ikuo  Oyama,  by 
the  U.  S.  S.  R.  in  recognition  of  his  efforts  on  behalf  of  a  peace  movement; 
(;■)  Acclaimed  Russia  as  the  liberator  and  benefactor  of  Korea ; 
{k)  Decried  the  arrest  of  the  Hawaii  Seven  and  the  conviction  of  Com- 
munist Party  leaders  in  the  United  States  as  a  violation  of  the  principles 
of  freedom  of  thought  and  freedom  of  speech  : 

(?)  Quoted  statements  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  Daniel 
Webster,  Alexander  Hamilton,  John  Adams,  and  other  American  patriots 
in  support  of  Smith  Act  "victims."  Maintained  that  if  these  great  men  were 
living  today,  they  would  be  indicted  for  violation  of  the  Smith  Act ; 

(m)  Criticized  the  results  of  the  1952  national  election  in  Japan  claim- 
ing that  the  victory  by  the  reactionary  group  will  eventually  lead  Japan 
into  another  war,  a  catastrophe  which  the  Asiatic  Peace  Conference  (a 
Communist-led  enterprise)  is  working  so  hard  to  prevent : 

(n)   Quoted  interviews  with  members  of  Japanese  Parliament  in  which 
they  are  alleged  to  have  stated  that  they  visited  the  countries  behind  the 
Iron  Curtain  and  found  them  to  be  progressive.     These  leaders  are  said  to 
have  expressed  the  opinion  that  Japan  has  much  to  lose  by  refusing  trade 
agreements  with  Communist  China. 
Although  the  Hawaii  Star  has  published  editorials  and  news  stories  on  these 
and  other  controversial  subjects,  it  has  never  been  known  to  criticize  the  Com- 
munist Party  or  Soviet  Russia  and  her  satellites. 

The  stockholders  of  the  Hawaii  Star,  Ltd.,  on  December  31,  1951,  as  listed  in 
its  annual  corporation  exhibit,  were :

Seventeen  of  the  59  Hawaii  Star  stocljholders  have  been  identified  as  members 
of  the  Communist  Party.  Most  of  these  17  are,  or  recently  have  been,  members 
or  employees  of  the  Communist-dominated  ILWU.  Three  of  the  59 — Eileen  N. 
Fujimoto,  Denichi  Kimoto.  and  Shizuyo  Kimoto  (Mrs.  Esther  Shizuyo  Wakida)  — 
also  own  shares  in  the  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co.,  Ltd. 

A  review  of  the  annual  corporation  exhibits  of  the  Hawaii  Star,  Ltd.,  for  the 
years  1947  through  1951  indicates  that  the  corporation  has  operated  at  a  loss 
evei\v  year  since  its  inception.  Its  exhibit  for  1951  shows  an  accumulated  deficit 
of  .$11,549.17.  The  losses  sustained  by  the  Hawaii  Star  Ltd.,  for  the  period 
1947-51  were  as  follows:

Shutei  Mayeshiro  and  Ginjiro  "Hokusan"  Ara.shiro  have  been  the  principal 
employees  of  the  Hawaii  Star,  Ltd.  Mayeshiro  has  also  worked  for  the  Honolulu 
Record  Publishing  Co.,  Ltd. 

The  Hawaii  Star,  companion  publication  to  the  Honolulu  Record,  has  served 
the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  as  a  medium  of  propaganda  among  the  Japanese- 
speaking  residents  of  the  Territory  for  the  past  6  years.  The  project  of  Jack 
Denichi  Kimoto,  1  of  the  earliest  Communist  Party  leaders  in  Hawaii,  the  Hawaii 
Star,  received  the  endorsement  and  complete  support  of  the  executive  board  of 
the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  in  1947.  Control  of  the  corporation,  and  hence 
control  of  the  editorial  policy  of  the  newspaper,  has  been  retained  at  all  times 
by  the  Communist  Party  by  reason  of  ownership  of  the  majority  of  the  shares  in 
the  corporation  by  individual  Communists  and  Commtmist  sympathizers.  Al- 
though Jack  Kimoto  relinquished  his  position  as  editor  of  the  Hawaii  Star  after 
15  months  of  publication,  he  continued  in  the  cai)acity  of  adviser  and  exerted  a 
strong  influence  upon  the  editorial  policy  of  the  paper. 

Analysis  of  the  content  of  the  Hawaii  Star  since  its  inception  in  March  1947 
reveals  that  the  newspaper  has  been  consistent  in  its  conformity  with  the  Com- 
munist Party  line,  as  manifested  in  American  and  international  Communist 
Party  publications.  News  stories  and  editorials  appearing  in  the  Star  during 
the  past  year  have  extolled  the  merits  of  Soviet  Russia  and  her  satellites,  de- 
fended the  Communist  Party  and  individual  Communists,  and  criticized  the 
foreign  policy  of  the  United  States.  Conversely,  the  Hawaii  Star  has  never 
uttered  a  word  of  criticism  against  the  Communist  Party  or  against  Soviet  Russia 
and  her  satellites. 

Since  this  section  of  the  report  was  prepared  it  has  been  learned  that  the 
Hawaii  Star  has  not  appeared  on  several  recent  publication  dates.  Whether 
this  indicates  that  the  Hawaii  Star  is  defunct  is  not  yet  known. 
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HAWAII  CIVIL  RIGHTS  CONGRESS 

This  organization  came  into  being  during  October  1950,  when  the  Hawaii 
Civil  Liberties  Committee  (which  was  cited  by  tlie  United  States  Attorney 
General  as  Communist  on  April  27,  1949)  changed  its  name  and  thereafter 
became  known  as  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress.  At  the  same  time  the 
organization  announced  its  affiliation  with  the  Civil  Rights  Congress,  a  national 
organization.  This  affiliation  was  brought  about  largely  through  the  efforts 
of  Frank  Marshall  Davis,  identified  Communist,  Honolulu  Record  columnist, 
HCLC  member,  and  former  member  of  the  national  executive  board  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Congress,  and  Stephen  Murin,  the  then  chairman  of  the  HCRC,  and  an 
identified  Communist. 

The  National  Civil  Rights  Congress  was  formed  in  April  1946,  as  the  result 
of  a  merger  of  two  Communist-front  organizations — the  International  Labor 
Defense  and  the  National  Federation  for  Constitutional  Liberties.  The  new 
organization  was  described  by  the  United  States  Attorney  General  on  December 
4,  1947,  as  "subversive  and  Communist."  Of  the  Civil  Rights  Congress,  the 
House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  has  stated : 

"Having  adopted  a  line  of  militant  skulduggery  against  the  United  States  with 
the  close  of  World  War  II,  the  Communist  Party  has  set  up  the  Civil  Rights 
Congress  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  those  of  its  members  who  run  afoul  of 
the  law.  This  new  project  was  founded  at  a  conference  held  in  Detroit  on 
April  27-28,  1946,  effectuating  the  merger  of  the  International  Labor  Defense 
and  the  National  Federation  for  Constitutional  Liberties.  The  latter  organiza- 
tions had  been  so  badly  discredited  by  repeated  exposure  as  to  injure  their  use- 
fulness in  the  newly  envisaged  campaign  of  Communist  lawlessness.  It  will  be 
found,  however,  that  the  sponsors  of  the  Civil  Rights  Congress  in  many  instances, 
are  the  same  as  those  of  its  predecessor  organizations. 

"It  has  been  a  time-honored  Communist  tactic  to  set  up  a  hue  and  cry  for  civil 
liberties  precisely  at  a  moment  when  boldest  attacks  upon  democracy  are  in- 
tended. Invariably  this  appeal  finds  a  response  among  Communist  sympathizers, 
and  ingenuous  professional  bleeding  hearts,  who  would  rather  sacrifice  the  in- 
terests of  their  country  than  do  violence  to  the  Communist  conception  of  civil 
liberties  as  applied  to  the  United  States.  For  some  curious  reason  these  stand- 
ards are  never  applied  to  any  territory  under  the  Communist  dictatorship.  *  *  • 

"conclusion 

"From  the  facts  cited  above  it  should  be  clear  that  the  Civil  Rights  Congress 
is  an  organization  dedicated  not  to  the  broader  issues  of  civil  liberties,  but  spe- 
cifically to  the  defense  of  individual  Communists  and  the  Communist  Party,  that 
the  organization  is  controlled  by  individuals  who  are  either  members  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  or  openly  loyal  to  it,  and  that  in  carrying  out  its  defense  aims, 
the  organization  has  at  the  same  time  engaged  in  a  campaign  of  vilification 
against  the  American  Government." 

In  a  report  on  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  the  House  Committee  on 
Un-American  Activities  has  concluded  : 

"The  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  is  in  unanimous  agreement  that 
the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee  is  a  subversive  organization  initiated  and 
operated  by  Communists  for  the  sole  purpose  of  expanding  the  influence  of  the 
small  Communist  minority  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii.  This  findings,  which  has 
been  elaborated  upon  in  the  foregoing  report,  is  the  result  of  investigations  con- 
ducted in  the  Territory  by  the  members  and  staff  of  the  Committee  on  Un-Ameri- 
can Activities  in  October,  Novemljer,  and  December  1949,  and  March  and  April 
1950." 

The  Territorial  Commission  on  Subversive  Activities  reported  to  the  Terri- 
torial legislature  in  March  1951 : 

"The  HCLC's  changing  its  name  to  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  conforms  to 
the  usual  practice  of  Communist-front  organizations,  which,  upon  exposure  of 
their  true  nature,  either  dissolve  themselves,  reappear  in  a  completely  new  guise, 
or  take  a  new  name.  The  HCRC  is  actually  a  protraction  of  the  HCLC,  although 
the  new  organization  does  not  enjoy  the  support  of  as  many  people  as  did  the 
HCLC  prior  to  its  exposure  by  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee. 

"Throughout  its  existence  the  HCLC  did  much  more  to  foster  racial  antago- 
nism that  it  did  to  encourage  racial  unity.  It  promoted  disrespect  for  consti- 
tuted authority  and  for  established  institutions  and  turned  its  best  efforts  toward 
the  advancement  of  the  Communist  cause." 
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The  inception  of  the  Hawaii  chapter  of  the  Civil  Rights  Congress  was  cele- 
brated at  a  party  given  by  the  new  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  on  December  30, 
1950,  at  the  home  of  Cyril  Eristow.  2357-C  Talolo  Avenue,  Honolulu.  At  this 
affair  a  petition  for  the  release  of  David  Hyun  was  circulated  and  the  signatures 
of  many  guests  were  obtained.  An  alien  and  a  former  resident  of  Hawaii,  Hyun 
was  at  that  time  detained  by  Federal  authorities  in  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  pending 
deportation  proceedings  under  the  provisions  of  the  Internal  Security  Act  of 
1950.  In  Hawaii,  Hyun  led  and  participated  in  discussion  groups  on  indoctrina- 
tion in  Communist  philosophy,  and  aided  in  the  recruitment  of  members  in  the 
Communist  Party  during  the  year  1946. 

The  action  of  this  organization  in  the  Hyun  case  was  consistent  with  the 
record  it  has  established  under  the  name  of  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee 
as  a  defender  of  Communists  and  communism,  both  in  Hawaii  and  on  the  main- 
land. 

At  the  annual  election  of  officers  in  February  1951,  Claude  VT.  White,  a  Uni- 
versity of  Hawaii  student,  was  elected  chairman  of  the  HCRC,  succeeding 
Stephen  T.  Murin,  who  became  vice  chairman.  Evelyn  Murin  was  elected  secre- 
tary, succeeding  .Jeanette  Rohrbough,  and  Robert  iM.  Kempa  was  elected  treas- 
urer, succeeding  Esther  M.  Bristow. 

On  Saturday,  April  7,  1951,  the  HCRC  sponsored  a  rally  at  Aala  Park.  This 
demonstration  was  staged  as  a  denunciation  of  the  McCari'an  Act.  An  announce- 
ment of  this  rally  was  made  by  Robert  W.  McElrath  on  the  ILWU  radio  pro- 
gram on  the  evening  of  Friday.  April  6,  1951.  The  introduction  of  speakers  was 
preceded  by  the  playing  of  several  recordings  of  Russian  music  featuring  Com- 
munist Paul  Robeson  as  the  vocalist. 

Claude  White  acted  as  chairman  and  was  assisted  by  Stephen  Murin  and 
other  HCRC  officials  and  members. 

Speakers  included : 

Vincent  Halliuan,  one  of  the  defense  attorneys  in  the  Harry  Bridges 
perjury  trial. 

Antonio  T.  Rania.  president  of  Local  142,  ILWU. 
Valerie  Taylor,  president  of  the  ILWU  Women's  Auxiliary. 
Wilfred  M.  Oka,  columnist  for  the  Honolulu  Record ;  identified  Commu- 
nist ;  one  of  so-called  i-eluctant  39. 

Hugh  Bryson,  president  of  Communist-controlled  National  Union  of  Ma- 
rine Cooks  and  Stewards;  identified  as  a  Communist;  served  on  national 
board  of  Civil  Rights  Congress;  member  of  various  "front"  organizations. 

A  collection  was  taken  up  for  the  defense  of  David  Hyun  and  Simeon  L.  Baga- 
sol,  an  alien  resident  of  Hawaii  also  awaiting  deportation  proceedings  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Internal  Security  Act  of  1950,  and  it  was  announced  that 
the  sum  of  $51.31  had  been  realized.  On  April  26,  1951,  the  Honolulu  Record 
reported  that  the  contribution  amounted  to  about  $200.  The  audience  was  in- 
vited to  sign  a  petition  against  the  McCarran  Act. 

It  was  estimated  tha  there  were  about  200  persons  present  at  this  rally. 

The  next  public  demonstration  of  note  engaged  in  by  the  HCRC  concerned 
the  Willie  McGee  case.  Willie  McGee,  a  Negro,  had  been  tried  and  convicted 
during  the  year  1945  by  the  courts  of  the  State  of  Mississippi  on  a  charge  of 
rape.  He  was  sentenced  to  death.  Several  stays  of  execution  were  granted, 
and  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  declined  to  review  the  case  on  several 
occasions. 

Of  high  importance  to  the  Communist  propaganda  machine  are  any  and  all 
incidents  which  can  be  di.storted,  enlarged  upon,  or  in  any  way  exploited 
on  the  racial  issue.     This  care,  like  the  so-called  Martiusbille  7  and  Trenton 

6  cases,  offered  another  vehicle  to  be  used  for  agitational  purposes  in  the  field 
or  race  relations.     (The  merits  of  the  cases  of  Willie  McGee,  tlie  INIartinsville 

7  and  the  Trenton  6  are  not  involved  in  this  discussion.  The  matter  is  introduced 
here  for  the  purpose  of  demonstrating  how  the  Communist  Party  and  the  CRC 
operate  in  the  civil  rights  and  legal  fields.) 

The  policy  of  the  Communist  Party  in  the  McGee  case  was  stated  in  a  news 
article  a]>pearing  in  the  April  11.  1951,  edition  of  the  Daily  People's  World. 
This  article  was  headed  '"Communist  Party  Defines  Aims  in  Reply  to  Attorney 
General,"  and  included  as  one  of  the  aims  of  the  party  the  following: 

'•It  bent  every  effort  to  save  the  Martinsville  martyrs  and  is  fighting  reso- 
lutely for  the  lives  of  Willie  Mc(Jee  and  the  Trenton  six." 

Since  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America,  and  the  Civil  Rights 
Congress  are  closely  connected  with  organizations  sei'ving  the  Communist  cause 
throughout  the  world,  they  are  able  to  mobilize  these  groups  and  their  propa- 
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ganda  facilities  behind  causes  which  the  Comniuuist  Party  and  the  CRC  select 
for  their  attention. 

The  Civil  iiiguis  Conj^ress  spearheaded  the  campaign  in  this  ea.*,  making 
wide  use  of  the  technique  of  mass  pressure.  The  Communist  press  provided 
all-out  support.  Communist-controlled  unions,  Commimist  and  Communist- 
front  organizations  joined  the  campaign.  The  ILWU  and  the  Marine  Cooks 
and  Stewards  were  particularly  active  in  the  case. 

In  Hawaii  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congi-ess  participated  iu  ihis  campaign 
by  soliciting  signatures  to  ))etitions  requesting  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  tree  McGee.  The  Honolulu  Record  on  May  3,  1951,  and  the  Daily 
People's  World  on  May  8,  1951,  reported  that  the  HCRC  had  obtained  200  sig- 
natures to  petitions.  Six  members  of  the  HCRC,  including  Chairman  Claude 
V\'hite,  were  said  to  have  canvassed  midtowu  Honolulu  on  the  night  of  April 
27,  1951,  and  to  have  received  very  good  response.  It  was  also  reported  that 
the  HCRC  sent  letters  to  1.30  trade  unions  and  their  units  and  hundreds  of  cards 
and  letters  to  its  members  urging  action  to  save  McGee. 

Press  reports  indicate  that,  from  the  standpoint  of  racial  agitation,  the 
basic  reason  for  this  activity,  this  campaign  was  highly  successful. 

The  May  24, 1951,  edition  of  the  Honolulu  Record  reported  that  the  HCRC  had 
investigated  seven  Honolulu  bars  for  refusing  service  to  Negroes.  The  Record 
related  that  this  investigation,  according  to  HCRC  officers,  was  the  consequence 
of  the  failure  of  Hawaii  legislators  to  take  action  on  a  plea  for  a  civil-rights 
law  like  that  proposed  iu  the  1949  session  and  like  those  in  force  in  New 
Yox-k  and  other  States.  The  article  further  stated  that  the  plea  was  sent  to  all 
legislators  early  in  the  1949  session  of  the  legislature,  that  only  one  law- 
maker bothered  to  answer,  and  that  he  said  he  had  not  had  an  opportunity  to 
learn  how  civil-rights  laws  were  operating  on  the  mainland. 

On  May  17,  1951,  the  HCRC  conmienced  a  belated  campaign  against  anti- 
subversive  legislation  which  had  been  passed  by  the  Territorial  legislature  but 
had  not  yet  been  signed  by  the  Governor.  A  mimeographed  leaflet  entitled 
"Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  Bulletin,"  giving  a  distorted  version  of  the 
nature  and  intent  of  this  legislation,  was  circulated.     ( See  annex  1. ) 

On  July  19,  1951,  the  Honolulu  Record  in  an  article  headed  "HCRC  Tells  Six 
Bars,  One  Dance  Hall,  Racial  Discrimination  Will  Be  Fought,"  stated  that 
Evelyn  Murin,  secretary  of  the  HCRC,  had  advised  that  letters  wex'e  sent  to  6 
Honolulu  bars  and  1  dancehall  telling  the  proprietors  that  the  organization  was 
opening  a  campaign  against  racial  discrimination. 

On  the  night  of  July  14,  1951,  a  go-for-broke  luau  was  held  at  the  home  of 
Stephen  and  Evelyn  Murin.  The  Honolulu  Record  on  July  12,  1951,  reported 
that  Chairman  Claude  White  of  the  HCRC  had  announced  that  the  affair  was 
being  sponsored  by  the  HCRC.  The  purpose  of  the  luau  was  to  raise  funds  for 
the  support  of  the  HCRG.     A  donation  of  $1.50  a  person  was  expected. 

The  Honolulu  Record  of  August  2,  1951,  contained  an  item  attributed  to  the 
HCRC  congratulating  the  Record  on  its  third  anniversary.  This  item  was 
labeled :  "From  Its  Co-Fighter  for  Cival  [sic]  Rights  for  All  People  in  This 
Territory !" 

On  August  30,  1951,  the  HCRC  renewed  its  campaign  on  behalf  of  the  so-called 
Hawaii  Seven.  A  mimeographed  letter  from  Chairman  Claude  W.  White,  and 
a  mimeographed  leaflet  entitled  "Who  Is  the  Man  in  Chains?"  were  circulated 
through  the  mails.  (See  annex  2.)  The  same  leaflet  also  was  distributed  at  a 
Labor  Day  rally  at  Wahiawa,  Oahu,  on  September  3,  1951.  The  letter  solicited 
contributions  to  the  defense  fund  for  the  Honolulu  Seven  and  stated  that  a 
minimum  of  $5,000  must  be  raised.  The  leaflet  attacked  the  Smith  Act  as  "mak- 
ing a  mockery  of  the  rights  of  free  speech  and  thought,"  and  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Investigation  as  "partners  in  the  campaign  to  malign  and  smear  the  militant 
unions  and  the  courageous  expressions  of  criticism  of  governmental  policies." 
The  defendants  were  described  as  working  people  of  Hawaii  and  persons  of 
good  character,  with  the  observation  that:  "This  is  their  crime.  This  is  the 
reason  for  their  outrageous  detention." 

The  August  30,  1951,  edition  of  the  Honolulu  Record  reports  that  the  HCRC, 
at  a  meeting  on  August  29,  1951,  formed  a  committee  for  the  defense  of  the 
Hawaii  Seven  and  set  a  goal  of  $5,000  to  be  raised  as  a  defense  fund. 

Prominent  among  the  propaganda  efforts  of  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress 
has  been  a  concentrated  critical  attack  on  the  Smith  Act.  During  October  and 
November  1951,  this  organization  distributed  throughout  the  Territory  a  volume 
of  leaflets  designed  to  create  public  opposition  to  and  contempt  for  the  act. 
As  University  of  Hawaii  students  approached  Hemenway  Hall  for  lunch  at 
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noon  on  October  8,  1951,  they  were  handled  copies  of  an  HCRC  leaflet  entitled 
"Free  Speech  or  the  Smith  Act?"  The  distribntors  were  John  E.  Reinecke  and 
Stephen  T.  Mnrin.  These  leaflets  also  were  distributed  by  mail  to  University 
of  Hawaii  professors,  schoolteachers,  attorneys,  and  labor-union  officials.  The 
final  page  contained  a  blank  to  be  used  for  forwarding  contributions  to  the 
defense  fund  for  the  Hawaii  Seven.  Referring  to  these  leaflets  and  to  other 
facets  of  their  anti-Smith  Act  campaign,  the  HCRC  issued  a  bulletin  dated 
November  26.  1951.  (See  annex  3.)  This  bulletin  stated  that  the  HCRC  had 
mailed  and  distributed  nearly  10,000  copies  of  its  pamphlet.  Free  Speech  or  the 
Smith  Act?  It  also  stated  that  a  group  of  HCRC  members  and  friends  had 
conducted  a  house-to-house  canvass  in  the  Damon  tract  district  of  Honolulu, 
distributing  leaflets  and  explaining  the  meaning  of  the  Smith  Act.  Some  funds 
were  said  to  have  been  collected  for  the  defense  of  the  Hawaii  Smith  Act  victims. 
It  was  announced  that  another  house-to-house  campaign  would  be  conducted  on 
Sunday,  December  2,  1951.  (Among  those  taking  part  in  this  project  were 
Charles  Fujimoto.  Eileen  Fujimoto,  Stephen  Murin,  Evelyn  IMurin,  Claude  White, 
Virginia  Ho,  and  Helen  Davis.) 

Also,  in  November,  a  minieoirraphed  circular  headed  "The  Case  of  the  Ha- 
waii Smith  Act  Victims"  was  issued.  (See  annex  4.)  This  circular  explains 
that  the  defendants  are  charged  "only  with  'conspiracy'  to  exercise  the  riirht  of 
free  speech,"  and  suggests  that  the  reader  can  help  preserve  the  constitutional 
right  of  free  speech  by  calling  for  the  repeal  of  the  Smith  Act. 

A  general  membership  meeting  of  the  HCRC  was  held  on  February  1,  1952. 
At  this  meeting  Claude  White,  a  student  at  the  University  of  Hawaii,  was 
elected  chairman  ;  Virginia  Ho,  vice  chairman  ;  and  Evelyn  Murin,  secretary- 
treasurer.  The  executive  board  was  expanded  to  10  members  "in  order  to  give 
more  flexibility  to  the  work  of  the  HCRC  in  the  community." 

Wallace  Ho.  port  agent  for  the  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards, 
and  an  identified  member  of  the  Communist  Party,  was  guest  speaker  at  this 
meeting. 

The  February  1952  bulletin  commented  on  the  Smith  Act  case  and  the  1952 
membership  drive.  (See  annex  5.)  It  also  solicited  orders  for  the  book.  We 
Charge  Genocide,  stated  that  HCRC  had  contributed  $50  to  the  Majors-Palakiko 
Defense  Committee,  and  announced  that  it  was  planned  to  have  the  second  an- 
niversary party  on  March  8,  1952,  at  Hauula,  Oahu.  (Invitations  to  this  affair 
stated  that  it  was  to  he  held  at  the  home  of  the  Davises  at  Hauula.  Frank 
Marshall  Davis,  columnist  for  the  Honolulu  Record,  and  his  wife,  Helen  Davis, 
have  been  identified  as  members  of  the  Communist  Party.) 

On  April  10,  1952,  the  Honolulu  Record  reported  that  an  HCRC  committee, 
composed  of  Eileen  Fujimoto,  .John  Reinecke,  and  Frank  Mirshall  Davis,  met 
with  owners  of  a  local  bar  in  order  to  clarify  the  policy  of  that  establishment 
with  reference  to  discrimination  against  Negroes. 

On  May  6,  1952,  the  HCRC  issued  a  bulletin  to  its  members  entitled  "The 
Hawaii  Smith  Act  Case  to  Date."  (See  annex  6.)  Its  final  paragraph  states: 
"As  in  all  political  cases,  final  victory  in  this  case  will  be  won  only  if  the  people 
themselves  become  aware  of  the  frameup  nature  of  the  case  and  express  their 
indignation  and  protests  against  the  Truman  administration  for  attempting 
to  silence  people  who  speak  out  against  its  dangerous  war  policies  and  corrui>- 
tion,  and  if  the  people  themselves  force  the  repeal  of  the  infamous  Smith  Act." 

On  the  night  of  June  7,  1952,  HCRC  held  a  i)enefit  party  and  dance  at  the 
Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  Hall,  108  North  King  Street,  Honolulu,  in  honor 
of  the  C.  R.  C.  Smith  Act  defendants."  The  Honolulu  Record  in  its  edition  of 
June  12, 1952,  reported  on  this  affair  as  follows  : 

"100  Hear  Mks.  Fujimoto  Tell  of  Fight  Against  Smith  Act  by  Varied  Groups 

"The  Smith  Act  indictments  are  not  directed  against  the  7  local  defendants  as 
individuals  but  at  what  they  stand  for,  Mrs.  Eileen  Fujimoto  told  about  100 
guests  at  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  party  held  last  Saturday  night  at 
the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  Hall. 

"Mrs.  Fujimoto,  who  is  one  of  the  7  defendants  in  the  Hawaii  Smith  Act 
case,  said  that  the  charges  of  conspiracy  to  teach  and  advocate  the  overthrow 
of  the  Government  are  'false  and  ridiculous.' 
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"fought  for  betterment 

"The  defendants  have  all  contributed  in  the  fight  to  extend  democracy  to  a 
larger  number  of  people  in  Hawaii,  she  said,  and  mentioned  the  tr;ide-union 
activities  of  Jack  Hall,  ILWU  regional  director  in  the  Territory.  Others  she 
named  were  Koji  Ariyoshi  and  Jack  Kimoto,  of  the  Honolulu  Record ;  Dr.  John 
E.  Reinecke,  now  a  research  worker  and  for  19  years  a  public-school  teacher 
in  Hawaii  until  he  and  his  wife,  Mrs.  Aiko  Reinecke,  became  the  first  victims 
of  the  thought  control  hysteria  in  local  government  employment. 

"Mrs.  Fujimoto  named  another  defendant,  James  Freeman,  as  a  longtime 
labor  organizer  among  construction  workers  both  here  and  on  the  mainland,  and 
Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  formerly  a  research  chemist  at  the  University  of  Hawaii 
before  he  i)ecame  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii. 

"Today,  one  does  not  have  to  commit  any  crime  to  be  arrested  and  threatened 
with  a  n-year  jail  sentence  under  the  Smith  Act,  Mrs.  Fujimoto  explained.  One 
becomes  a  target  of  Government  prosecution  only  by  exercising  his  constitutional 
right  of  free  speech,  by  criticizing  the  war  program,  by  fighting  for  economic 
gains  through  militant  trade  unions,  and  by  advocating  progressive  changes  to 
bring  general  betterment,  she  added. 

"Opposition  to  the  Smith  Act  is  growing,  she  said,  and  mentioned  the  CIO, 
AFL,  independent  unicms  like  the  ILWU  and  M.  C.  and  S.,  i)romineiit  educators, 
clergymen,  editors  of  daily  newspapers,  artists  and  writers,  professionals  and 
minority  groups  joining  their  voices  against  the  act. 

"Repeal  of  the  Smith  Act  can  be  brou,i:ht  about  by  the  protest  of  an  increasing 
numl)er  of  people,  Mrs.  Fujimoto  said,  and  pointed  to  American  history  to  show 
that  reactionary  and  undemocratic  laws  have  been  repealed  by  such  actions. 

"The  gathering  held  to  honor  the  Smith  Act  defendants  enjoyed  a  program  of 
dancing,  refreshments,  and  entertainment. 

"Attorney  Myer  Symonds,  a  Smith  Act  case  defense  counsel,  was  a  guest  at 
the  HCRC  party. 

"Claude  White,  HCRC  chairman,  was  master  of  ceremonies." 

An  HCRC  bulletin  dated  July  22,  11)52  (see  annex  7),  stated  that  Chairman 
Claude  White  had  completed  his  studies  at  the  University  of  Hawaii  and  was 
planning  to  return  to  tiie  mainland  in  August,  and  that  the  vice  chairman,  Vir- 
ginia Ho,  would  take  over  the  chairman's  duties  until  the  next  election.  White 
is  reported  to  have  departed  Hawaii,  via  plane,  on  August  in,  l!ir>2.  Shortly 
thereafter  Vice  Chairman  Virginia  Ho  departed  for  the  mainland  where,  accord- 
ing to  the  Honolulu  Record,  she  remained  until  October  30,  10.")2. 

The  following  advertisement  appeared  in  the  August  7,  1952  edition  of  the 
Honolulu  Record : 

"Hawaii  CrviL  Rights  Congress  (Formerly  HCLC)  Upholds  the  Constitution 

"against  those  who  are  subverting  it  under  pretext  of  the  'cold  war' 

"Repeal  the  Smith  and  McCarran  Acts,  defend  the  'Hawaii  Seven'  " 

Stephen  Murin,  chairman  of  HCRC  in  1948  and  1949,  vice  chairman  in  19.51, 
and  a  member  of  the  executive  board  in  19.52,  departed  for  Hilo,  Hawaii,  in  Octo- 
ber as  the  representative  of  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America  on  the  island 
of  Hawaii. 

The  next  known  activity  of  the  HCRC  occurred  in  December  1952,  when  it  was 
announced  to  members  that  a  "fifth  anniversary  party"  would  be  held  at  the 
Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  Hall,  108  North  King  Street,  on  Saturday  night, 
December  27,  1952.  Invitations  bore  the  inscription  "Let's  all  join  in  the  fight 
for  civil  rights — defeat  the  Smith  Act." 

Also,  in  December  1952,  HCRC  joined  the  campaign  for  a  new  trial  in  the 
Rosenberg  ca.se.  Postal  cards  were  distributed  addressed  to  "President  Harry 
S  Truman,  the  White  House,  Washington,  D.  C,"  bearing  the  following  notation : 

"HONOLUTU.  T.  H. 

"  'Mr.  President  :  We  urge  you  to  use  your  Executive  power  to  commute  the 
unprecedented  Rosenberg  death  sentences,  which  are  irrevocable  if  paid. 


Other  propaganda  material  circulated  by  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  in  this 
case  included  leaflets  and  pamphlets  published  by  Civil  Rights  Congress,  320  West 
Third  Street,  Los  Angeles,  Calif. ;  Los  Angeles  Committee  To  Secure  Justice  in 
the  Rosenberg  Case,  515  West  41st  Place,  Los  Angeles,  Calif. ;  National  Com- 
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roittee  To  Secure  Justice  in  the  Rosenberg:  Case,  246  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York, 
N.  Y. ;  and  Civil  Rights  Congress,  23  West  2Gth  Street,  New  York,  N.  Y. 

According  to  the  Daily  Peonle's  World,  this  nationwide  campaign  is  being 
spearheaded  by  the  National  Committee  To  Secure  Justice  in  the  Rosenberg  Case 
with  headquarters  in  New  York  and  branches  in  principal  cities.  The  national 
Civil  Rights  Congress  has  also  been  prominent  in  this  campaign.  The  pattern 
followed  is  the  same  as  used  in  other  cases,  i.  e.,  a  campaign  to  bring  pressure 
upon  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  Communist  press  has  given  this  campaign  all-out  support,  urging  that 
telegrams  and  letters  be  sent  to  President  Truman  asking  executive  clemency. 

The  United  States  Supreme  Court  upheld  the  decision  of  the  lower  court  in 
this  case.  The  Civil  Rights  Congress  commenting  on  the  action  of  the  Supreme 
Court  stated :  "This  refusal  to  review  is  in  effect  carrying  out  the  Government's 
cold-blooded  plan  to  advance  the  drive  to  war  through  the  death  of  these  innocent 
people."  (Daily  People's  World,  October  14,  1952.)  The  Civil  Rights  Congress 
also  urged  defense  groups  to  send  letters  immediately  to  President  Truman  and 
the  United  States  Attorney  General  asking  that  they  recommend  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  reconsider  its  refusal  of  a  hearing  for  Ethel  and  Julius 
Rosenberg,  "atom  spy  fra'mc-up  victims."  (Daily  People's  World,  October  14, 
1952.)     r Emphasis  added.] 

A  leaflet  entitled  "C.  R.  C.  News,"  published  by  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Con- 
gress, distributed  to  members  in  December  1952,  comments  on  the  Hawaii  Smith 
Act  trial  and  the  Rosenberg  case.  This  bulletin  also  announced  a  fifth  an- 
niversary party  to  be  held  on  December  27,  1952,  at  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stew- 
ards Hall,  108  North  King  Street,  Honolulu.     Donation  50  cents. 

This  organization  has  been  one  of  the  principal  sources  of  unadulterated 
Communist  propaganda  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii.  In  addition  to  propaganda 
material  originating  locally,  a  large  amount  of  propaganda  distributed  by  the 
Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  was  printed  on  the  mainland  and  apparently 
brought  to  Hawaii  in  bulk  for  distribution  here.  The  material  has  appeared  in 
the  form  of  handbills,  leaflets,  pamphlets,  and  even  in  book  form.  Following 
is  a  list  of  these  types  of  propaganda  :

The  record  of  this  organization  discloses  that  it  has  consistently  propagated 
communism,  defended  Communists,  opposed  anti-Conmiunist  legislati(m,  and 
coopernted  very  closely  with,  and  received  cooperation  from,  Communist-con- 
trolled unions  and  the  party-line  Honolulu  Record. 

Conclusions 

Initiative  for  the  organization  of  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  (orig- 
inally the  Hawaii  Civil  Lil)erties  Committee)  came  from  Communist  Party  func- 
tionaries, who  were  joined  by  some  non-Communist  elements.  Direction  and 
control  of  this  organization  has  been  maintained  by  the  Communist  Party, 
causing  most  non-Coiiuiinnists  to  disassociate  themselves  from  the  IICRC. 
Communists  have  supplied  most  of  the  volunteer  help  that  has  enabled  the 
Haw;)ii  Civil  Rights  Congress  to  function. 

The  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  has  clearly  indicated  that  it  has  been 
concerned  with  the  issues  of  cr)nstituti()nal  liberties,  civil  and  human  riirbts, 
and  raciiil  discrimination  only  when  Communist  interests  can  be  served.  There 
lias  been  no  evidence  of  any  deviation,  on  the  part  of  the  HCRC,  from  tlie 
Communist  Party  line. 

The  origin,  leadership,  and  program  of  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congi-ess 
clearly  indicate  that  this  organization  is  an  instrument  of  the  Communist  Party. 

INTERXATIOXAL   LONGSHOREMEN'S    AND   WAREHOUSEMEN'S   UNION 

(ILWU) 

By  reason  of  the  influence  and  control  of  its  firmly  entrenched  Communist 
leadership,  the  International  Longshoremen's  and  Warehousemen's  I'nion 
( ILWT' )  has  been  used  during  the  past  1")  years  as  the  most  effective  vehicle  for 
the  iniplementati(m  of  the  program  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii.  Cotn- 
munists  have  used  this  union  as  a  convenient,  but  always  undisclosed,  instrument. 
Under  the  cloak  of  resjiectability  offered  by  the  ILWU's  status  as  a  labor  union, 
leaders  of  the  Communist  Party  have  successfully  carried  on  party  recruiting 
drives,  disseminated  Commimist  projiaganda.  and  furthered  the  policies  dictated 
by  the  national  committee  of  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America. 

Communist  cont'ol  of  the  organizaticm  and  policies  of  the  ILWU  has  been 
pointed  out  forcefully  by  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee: 

"The  policies  of  the  International  I>(mgshoremen's  and  Warehousemen's  Union 
are  consistently  directed  toward  the  achievement  of  the  program  and  the  purpo.se 
of  the  Communist  Party  rather  than  the  objectives  and  policies  set  forth  in  the 
CIO  constitution." 

As  early  as  1944  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  found  the 
II, WU   to"  be  among   the   labor  unions  having  "Communist  leadership  *  *  * 
strouLdy  entrenched." 

After  having  conducted  an  extensive  inquiry  into  the  activities  of  the  ILWU, 
n  specially  ajipointed  executive  lioard  committee  of  the  CIO  found  the  ILWU  to 
be  dominated  by  Communists,  recommended  the  revocation  of  its  certificate  of 
affiliation,  and  urged  the  expulsion  of  the  ILWU  from  the  CIO.  Accordingly, 
the  ILWU  was  expelled  by  the  CIO  on  August  29,  1950.  The  executive  board 
committee  reported  these  findings: 

"The  testimony,  both  oral  and  documentary,  at  the  hearing  demonstrates  in- 
controvertibly,  and  the  committee  finds,  that  the  policies  and  activities  of  the 
International  Lone.shoremen's  and  Warehousemen's  Union,  under  the  leadership 
of  its  international  officers  and  executive  board,  have  long  been  and  are  today 
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directed  toward  the  achievement  of  the  profrrarn  and  the  policies  of  the  Commu- 
nist Party  rather  than  the  oh.jectives  set  forth  in  the  constituti(m  of  the  CIO. 

'•The  TlwU  has  consistently  and  without  a  single  deviation  followed  the  sharp 
turns  and  swerves  of  the  Communist  Party  line  and  has  sacrificed  the  economic 
and  social  interests  of  its  membership  to  that  line.  The  defense  presented  by 
Harry  Bridges  and  his  fellow  officers  was  an  evasion  of  the  real  issue  involved  in 
the  trial ;  they  objected  on  hypertechnical  grounds  to  the  introduction  of  all 
relevant  evidence ;  introduced  extraneous  and  irrelevant  evidence ;  made  unsup- 
ported and  slanderous  attacks  upon  the  witnesses;  and  generally  evidenced  a 
hysterically  evasive  attitude  toward  the  charges  and  toward  toward  the  trial 
conmiittee." 

The  ILWU's  International  President,  Harry  Renton  Bridges,  has  been  con- 
victed of  perjury  for  havin.ir  denied  under  oath  that  he  had  never  been  a  member 
of  the  Communist  Party.  Henry  Schmidt  and  James  R.  Robertson,  ILWU  inter- 
national officers  for  many  years,  were  convicted  in  the  same  case  for  having 
falsely  supported  Bridires'  application  for  naturalization.  Louis  B.  Goldblatt, 
international  secretary -treasurer  of  the  ILWU  and  a  frequent  visitor  to  the 
Territory,  was  summarily  ordered  out  of  England  in  July  1949  because  the 
Britisli  (Jovernmeut  regarded  him  as  a  Communist  agent. 

Based  on  widesjjread  investigation  throughout  the  Tei'ritory  and  testimony 
taken  in  Honolulu  during  April  1950,  the  H<mse  Un-American  Activities  Commit- 
tee submitted  a  report  ( H.  Rept.  Ii2i0,  dated  January  2,  IO.jI  )  to  the  2d  session  of 
the  SI  St  Congress.  In  the  section  entitled  "Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,"  the 
committee  reported  as  follows: 

'•Pulilic  hearings  held  in  Honolulu,  T.  H.,  from  April  10  to  20,  1950,  re- 
vealed tiiat  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  is  a  subdivision  of-district  13  of 
the  ("ouimimist  Party  of  the  United  States,  with  the  announced  chairman  as 
Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  but  actually  headed  by  Jack  Hall,  the  regional  director  of 
the  ILWU.  The  importance  of  Hawaii  to  our  national  security  made  this  investi- 
gation (if  paramount  significance. 

"The  Communist  Party  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  began  organization  during 
the  year  1938  with  the  infiux  of  Communist  Party  members  as  organizers  for 
the  ILWU,  whicli  entered  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  to  organize  for  the  first 
time  the  waterfront,  sugar,  and  pineapple  workers.  Jack  Hall,  identified  by 
numerous  witnesses  before  the  committee  as  a  long-standing  member  of  the 
Communist  Party,  became  regional  director  of  the  International  Longshore- 
men's and  Warehousemen's  Union.  Jack  Hall  was  an  appointee  of  Harry 
Bridges,  the  bead  of  the  ILWU,  who  was  recently  convicted  of  perjury  by  the 
United  States  courts,  in  denying  his  Communist  Party  membeiship  at  the  time 
of  naturalization.  Testimony  before  the  committee  revealed  that  Jack  Hall, 
while  regional  director  of  the  ILWU,  was  introduced  at  Communist  Party  meet- 
ings in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  as  the  Communist  Party  organizer  for  that 
area,  and  tliat  he  has  remained  in  control  of  the  Communist  Party  activities 
to  the  present  day." 

THE   PERIOD    193  7-41 

The  relation.ship  between  the  ILWU  and  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii 
may  be  traced  back  in  years,  when  the  permanent  organization  of  the  long- 
ghoremen  of  the  Territory  into  one  labor  union,  the  ILWU,  was  commenced. 
It  was  then  that  Jack  W.  Hall  took  up  residence  in  Honolulu  and  began  to  play 
the  dual  role  of  CIO  labor  union  leader  and  Communist  Party  organizer. 
Louis  F.  Budenz,  former  Coranninist  Party  leader,  has  testified  that  prior  to 
1941,  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America,  adopted  a  plan  of  action 
tiiat  enabled  it,  through  Harry  R.  Bridges,  to  send  Communist  organizers  to 
Hawaii  under  the  guise  of  labor  union  leaders.  Budenz  mentioned  Jack  Hall 
as  having  been  .sent  to  the  Territory  by  Bridges  for  the  twofold  purpose  of  carry- 
ing on  labor  union  and  Communist  Party  organizational  activities. 

Early  in  1938  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto  returned  to  Honolulu  after  having  gained 
a  wide  range  of  Communist  Party  organizational  and  propagandizing  experi- 
ence in  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  where  he  had  resided  for  some  6  years.  Prior  to 
his  return  to  Hawaii,  Kimoto  received  final  directions  and  instructions  from 
William  Schneiderman,  who  later  became  the  chairman  of  District  13,  Com- 
munist Party  United  States  of  America,  with  headquarters  in  San  Francisco. 
Schneiderman  was  convicted  recently  of  conspiiacy  to  violate  the  Smith  Act. 
Jack  H.  Kawano,  former  Communist  Party  leader  and  one  of  the  first  labor 
union  organizers  among  longshoremen  in  Hawaii,  has  testified  that  Kimoto 
contacted  him  in  1938  and  explained  that  he  had  been  sent  to  Hawaii  as  a  party 
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organizer  aud  that  it  was  his  duty  in  arrauae  for  the  formation  of  Cniiimunist 
cells  in  the  Territory.  Kimoto  volunteered  to  aid  Kawano  in  his  woric  of 
organizing  longshoremen  on  the  Honolulu  "f^•aterfro^t  for  the  ILWU.  Kawano 
suspected  that  Kimoto  sought  contact  with  the  longshoremen  in  order  that 
he  might  be  on  the  alert  for  prospective  recruits  for  the  Communist  iPaxtly. 
It  was  through  the  combined  eiforts  of  Hall  and  Kimoto,  then,  that  the  early 
framework  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  was  created. 

Testimony  before  the  Territorial  commission  on  subversive  activities  and 
before  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  reveals  that  during  11>38 
and  1939,  the  early  years  of  formal  Commimist  Party  activity  in  the  Territory 
of  Hawaii,  a  high  percentage  of  the  total  membership  of  the  Communist  Party 
in  Hawaii  was  concentrated  among  the  ILWU  longshoremen  on  the  Honolulu, 
Hilo,  and  Kauai  waterfronts.  Jack  Kawano  mentioned  Fred  Kamahoahoa, 
John  Elias,  Jr.,  William  K.  Kamaka,  David  K.  Kaniaka,  and  Ben  Kahaawinui 
among  the  ILWU  longshoremen  who  were  recruited  into  the  Communist  Party 
during  1938  and  1939. 

Harry  L.  Kamoku  was  the  leader  of  the  Commimist  Party  on  the  Hilo  water- 
front. Kamoku  organized  what  may  well  have  been  the  first  cell  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  ever  to  exist  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  in  193fi.  The  member- 
ship of  the  Hilo  division  of  the  Communist  Party,  fiist  known  a.'J  the  Travelers' 
Club,  was  composed  of  8  or  9  Hilo  waterfront  workers. 

Much  of  the  early  Communist  Party  recruiting  in  Hawaii  took  place  on  the 
Kauai  waterfront  in  1938  and  1939.  The  recruiting  and  educational  program 
of  the  party  on  Kauai  was  carried  on  by  Jack  Hall,  who  visited  that  island  regu- 
larly as  a  union  organizer,  and  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto,  who  from  1939  to  1941 
was  employed  as  editor  of  the  Marxist  Toen  Jiho,  a  Japanese  language  publica- 
tion. As  was  the  case  on  the  Honolulu  and  Hilo  waterfronts.  Communist  Party 
membership  on  Kanai  was  drawn  almost  exclusively  from  among  ILWU  long- 
shoremen. Ichiro  Izuka,  an  ILWU  longshore  leader  on  Kauai  in  193S,  has  testi- 
fied that  he  was  recruited  for  the  Cf)mnHmist  Party  by  Jack  Kimoto  during 
the  summer  of  1938.  Shortly  thereafter  Izuka  contacted  approximately  nine 
members  of  the  ILWU  unit,  brought  them  to  Kimoto's  home,  and  encouraged 
them  to  become  members  of  the  Communist  Party.  Thereafter  from  the  latter 
party  of  1938  until  shortly  before  the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  on  December  7, 
1941,  Izuka  and  his  Communist  Party  group  held  weekly  meetings  at  his  home,  in 
his  automobile,  or  at  beach  houses  in  various  sections  of  the  Island  of  Kauai. 

During  1939-40  the  control  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii  was  vested  in 
a  loosely  knit  central  committee,  the  membership  of  which  was  selected  by  Jack 
Kimoto,  the  duly  appointed  Communist  Party  organizer  for  the  Territory. 
Kimoto  gathered  about  himself  a  group  of  four  advisors,  none  of  whom  had 
any  formal  title.  These  advisors  were  Jack  W.  Hall.  Jack  H.  Kawano.  John  B. 
Reinecke,  and  Ah  Quon  Leong.  The  ILWU  was  capable  of  exercising  great  in- 
fluence over  the  policies  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  by  virtue  of  the 
membership  of  Jack  Hall  and  Jack  Kawano  on  the  central  committee  of  the 
party. 

Evidence  of  the  close  liaison  that  existed  between  the  ILWU  in  Hawaii  and 
the  San  Francisco  headquarters  of  District  13.  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.,  as 
early  as  1938  is  to  be  found  in  the  selection  of  Jack  H.  Kawnno  to  altend  a  5- 
weeiv  course  on  the  subject  of  labor  economics  at  a  special  school  conducted  by 
the  Communist  Party  of  the  U.  S.  A.  at  district  13  headquarters. 

Kawano  testified  that  he  agreed  to  attend  tlie  schoc.l  as  a  result  of  strong 
encouragement  from  Kimoto.  Hall.  Francis  P.artlett,  John  E.  Reinecke.  and 
William  K.  Kamaka,  members  of  the  Communist  Party,  when  he  was  assured 
that  the  party  would  pay  all  expenses  and  see  to  it  that  his  family  was  properly 
taken  care  of  during  his  absence.  It  was  Kawano's  understanding  that  he  was 
the  first  resident  of  Hawaii  to  attend  the  school.  In  1939  Jack  W.  Hall  and 
Ichiro  Izuka,  Hawaii  ILWU  leaders,  attended  a  similar  school  in  San  Francisco. 
Robert  W.  McElrath,  who  now  holds  the  position  of  information  director  for 
the  Hawaii  regional  office  of  the  ILWU,  also  attended  the  school  in  19-39. 

The  Period  of  World  War  II 

Shortly  after  December  7,  1941,  district  13  sent  couriers  to  the  Territory  with 
instructions  to  contact  party  leaders  Jack  Kimoto  and  Jack  Hall,  and  to  inform 
them  that  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii  should  disband  until  further  notice. 
Accordingly,  Kimoto  instructed  leaders  of  the  various  cells  that  they  were  to 
bum  or  bury  all  Communist  Party  material  and  discontinue  their  meetings. 
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The  unsettled  conditions  in  the  Territory  during  the  early  years  of  the 
war  (1942-43)  exerted  an  important  influence  upon  labor  vinion  organization 
in  that  they  led  ILWU  leaders  to  abandon  temporarily  their  plans  to  pi'oceed 
with  the  unionization  of  Hawaii's  laborers.  During  these  years  Jack  W.  Hall 
took  leave  from  his  position  as  ILWU  organizer  to  accept  an  appointment  as  a 
wage-and-hour  inspector  for  the  Territorial  department  of  labor  and  industrial 
relations. 

Daring  the  latter  part  of  1943  and  early  1944,  the  leaders  of  ILWU,  Local 
137  (longshore  workers)  under  the  direction  of  Jack  H.  Kawano,  undertook 
the  project  of  organizing  the  sugar  workers  of  the  Territory.  During  1944 
and  early  1945  the  ILWU  turned  its  efforts  toward  the  organization  of  workers 
in  the  pineapple  industry.  The  international  headquartei-s  of  the  ILWU  sent 
Matthew  Mehan  and  Frank  E.  Thompson,  two  of  the  ILWU's  best  organizers, 
to  Hawaii  to  make  an  on-the-spot  survey  of  the  potentialities  of  the  ILWU  in 
Hawaii  and  to  make  appropriate  recommendations  based  on  their  observations. 
Meehan  and  Thompson  also  aided  local  ILWU  officials  in  the  solution  of  their 
organizational  problems.  Although  the  purpose  of  Meehan's  visit  to  Hawaii  was 
ostensibly  union  business,  he  conferred  in  Honolulu  with  a  public-school  teacher, 
John  E.  Reinecke,  who  has  been  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Communist  Party  in 
Hawaii. 

In  June  1945,  the  ILWU  headquarters  sent  Elinor  Ruth  Kahn,  one  of  its 
leading  research  workers,  to  Hawaii  for  the  announced  purpose  of  aiding  in 
the  preparation  of  sugar  and  pineapple  contracts  for  the  ILWU  and  of  estab- 
lishing a  research  department  for  the  regional  office  of  the  ILWU  in  Honolulu. 

In  1944  the  CIO  and  AFL  unions  in  Hawaii  established  Labor's  Political 
Action  Committee  (L-PAC),  which  by  194G  had  developed  into  the  CIO  Political 
Action  Committee  (CIO-PAC),  dominated  by  the  Communist  clique  within  the 
ILWU  and  the  MG  &  S.  In  1944,  leadership  of  the  L^PAC  was  in  the  hands 
of  Jack  Hall.  Hall  was  aided  in  this  work  by  Solomon  Aki,  an  AFL  leader. 
A  behind-the-scenes  proponent  of  L^PAC  was  John  E.  Reinecke.  Although 
Reinecke  was  teaching  at  Kalakaua  Intermediate  School  in  Honolulu  at  that 
time,  he  spent  considerable  time  and  energy  in  planning  and  carrying  out  the 
public-relations  program  of  L-PAC. 

Because  of  uncertainty  about  its  strength  and  because  of  the  necessity  for 
the  establishment  of  prestige  in  the  community,  the  L-PAC  adopted  a  some- 
what conservative  program  during  its  first  year  of  operation.  Instead  of  at- 
tempting to  introduce  its  own  candidates  into  the  political  picture,  L-PAC 
leaders  recommended  that  their  adherents  support  certain  established  candidates 
whom  they  knew  to  be  favorably  disposed  toward  labor  and  labor  unions  in 
general.  However,  L-PAC  did  com.e  forward  with  three  candidates  who  were 
actually  affiliated  with  Honolulu  labor  unions.  They  were  Mrs.  Marion  Anderson 
Kelly,  secretary  and  assistant  to  ILWU  Regional  Director  Jack  Hall;  Arthur 
A.  Rutledge,  AFL  leader;  and  Fred  K.  Kamahoahoa.  ILWU  officer.  Although 
none  of  the  three  was  elected,  L^PAC  leaders  were  satisfied  that  they  had 
achieved  some  degree  of  success  through  the  election  of  several  other  candidates 
supported  by  the  organization. 

During  the  summer  of  1945,  the  ILWU  joined  the  AFL  and  some  CIO  unions 
(the  National  Maritime  Union,  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards,  the  United 
Office  and  Professional  Workers  of  America,  the  American  Communications 
Association)  in  support  of  the  Honolulu  Labor  Canteen,  a  center  that  was  soon 
to  become  a  rendezvous  for  Honolulu  Communists  and  Communist  sympathizers. 
The  plan  of  setting  up  a  labor  canteen  was  introduced  by  Alice  Hyun,  an  identi- 
fied Communist.  The  idea  was  accepted  by  Jack  Hall,  Jack  kawano,  John 
Reinecke,  and  Robert  McElrath,  and  with  the  aid  of  Norval  D.  Welch,  Honolulu 
port  agent  for  the  National  Maritime  Union  and  an  identified  Communist,  the 
group  enlisted  the  financial  and  moral  support  of  the  Army,  Navy,  newspapers, 
local  business  concerns,  churches,  and  fraternal  and  civic  organizations.  Al- 
though the  stated  purpose  of  the  canteen  were  to  promote  harmonious  relation- 
ships among  laborers,  war  workers,  service  personnel,  and  the  resident  of 
Honolulu,  it  is  known  that  after  the  canteen  was  established,  it  became  an 
unofficial  project  of  the  Communist  Party.  Party  leaders  instructed  the  officers 
of  the  ILWU  "to  make  sizable  contributions  to  the  labor  canteen"  and  to  "get 
our  union  membership  fully  involved  in  the  activities  of  the  Honolulu  Labor 
Canteen,"  according  to  testimony  of  Jack  H.  Kawano. 
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THE   POSTWAR   PERIOD 

Jack  Kawano  has  testified  that  in  about  Augrust  of  1045  Jack  Kimoto  received 
a  message  from  Communist  Party  headquarters  in  San  Francisco  instructing 
him  to  reorganize  and  reactivate  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii.  Shortly  tliere- 
after,  Kawano  gathered  tlie  prewar  Communist  leaders  together  and  all  agreed 
to  comply  with  these  instructions.  At  that  time  two  of  the  leaders,  HjiU  and 
Kimoto,  recommended  that,  since  the  membership  of  the  ILVVII  was  much 
larger  than  it  was  in  1941,  it  would  be  desirable  to  compile  a  list  of  tlie  better 
prospects  among  union  members  and  recruit  as  many  of  them  as  possible  into  the 
Communist  Party. 

Kawano  stated  that  one  of  the  methods  of  recruiting  employed  by  the  (Com- 
munist Party  in  the  immediate  postwar  period  was  tbe  following:  Eileen 
Fujimoto,  who  was  employed  as  a  secretary  in  the  regional  offiie  of  the  ILWU, 
would  check  the  union  records  for  the  addresses  of  persons  who  were  regarded 
as  good  prospects  for  Communist  Party  recruitment.  She  would  then  mail  Com- 
muni.st  literature  to  these  individuals.  At  the  same  time,  certain  party  iiiend)ers 
were  assigned  to  observe  the  reactions  and  comments  of  the.'^e  persons  and  reitort 
their  findings  to  the  party  recruiters.  (Until  the  arrival  t)f  full-time  organizer 
Ehvight  James  Freeman  in  Octolter  194(i,  tbe  party  recruiters  were  E  leen 
Fu.jimoto  and  her  husband,  Charles  K.  P'ujimoto.)  Through  this  and  other 
methods  the  Communist  i'arty  recruited  dozeus  of  ILWU  leaders,  rei)resentatives 
of  sugar,  pineapple,  longshore,  and  miscellaneous  units  during  1940  and  1947. 

A  detailed  study  of  testimony  given  before  tbe  Territorial  Commission  on 
Subversive  Activities,  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee,  and  the 
United  States  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Hawaii  (Smith  Act  proceedings) 
shows  that  witnesses  have  identified  100  ILWU  members  or  employees  as  luiving 
been  active  in  the  functions  of  the  Communist  I'arty  of  Hawaii.  These  109  per- 
sons are  listed  below.  In  the  list,  those  identified  as  having  been  party  members 
are  designated  with  an  asterisk,  and  those  shown  later  to  have  turned  against 
the  Communist  Party  are  marked  with  the  symbol  "#" :

Ttiirty  of  the  persons  named  above  were  among  the  so-called  ''Reluctant  39"' 
who  in  1950  refused  to  answer  questions  concerning  Communist  Party  activities 
put  to  them  by  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  in  Honolulu. 

The  Communist  clique  within  the  ILWU  has  carefully  contrived  to  keep  in 
positions  of  responsibility  members  of  the  Communist  Party,  prospective  party 
members,  or  persons  known  to  be  amenable  to  the  wishes  of  party  leaders.  One 
of  the  most  effective  methods  of  guaranteeing  continued  Communist  control  has 
been  the  selection  of  favorably  disposed  candidates  to  attend  the  California  Labor 
School,  described  by  the  United  States  Attorney  General  as  "subversive  and 
Communist"  and  by  the  Califoi-nia  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  as  an 
"expanded  Communist  Party  institution  for  the  purpose  of  disseminating  Com- 
munist propaganda."  After  completing  their  courses  at  the  California  Labor 
School,  the  students  often  were  approached  to  become  members  of  the  Communist 
Party.  When  they  returned  to  Hawaii,  Communist  Party  leaders  within  the 
ILWU  exerted  every  effort  to  have  them  appointed  or  elected  to  positions  of 
responsibility  within  the  union.  In  this  manner  the  leaders  of  the  ILWU,  several 
of  whom  also  were  members  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii,  were  assured  that  the  Communist  Party  would  continue  to  control  the 
ILWU.  The  exact  number  of  residents  of  the  Territory  who  have  attended  the 
California  Labor  School  is  not  known,  but  it  is  estimated  that  there  were  at 
least  40  such  persons. 

Analyzing  the  concurrent  development  of  the  ILWU  and  the  Communist  Party 
of  Hawaii  during  1946  and  1947,  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee 
has  reported : 

"Upon  organizing  the  workers  of  the  waterfront,  sugar,  and  pineapple  indus- 
tries. Jack  Hall  surrounded  himself  with  individuals  identified  before  the  com- 
mittee as  members  of  the  Communist  Party.  These  Communists  were  placed  by 
Jack  Hall  in  the  most  strategic  positions  within  the  union,  thereby  assuring  the 
control  of  the  union  by  members  of  the  Communist  Party.  Testimony  taken  at 
the  hearings  revealed  that  in  some  instances  individuals  recruited  into  the  Com- 
munist Party  were  elected  to  union  oflSces  without  knowledge  that  they  were  even 
candidates.  Through  this  method,  a  well-knit  minority  of  Communist  Party  mem- 
bers exercised  complete  control  over  the  large  membership  of  the  ILWU.  Today, 
therefore,  we  find  a  curious  situation  where  the  so-called  International  Long- 
shoremen and  Warehousemen's  Union  has  within  its  membership  and  under  the 
control  of  the  Communist  Party,  the  workers  of  the  basic  industries  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Hawaii ;  namely,  shipping,  pineapple,  and  sugar. 

"To  maintain  this  economic  control  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  the  Communist- 
controlled  ILWU  has  pitted  race  against  race  and  creed  against  creed  in  any 
issue  where  it  was  losing  ground  with  the  workers.  In  this  manner,  a  well-knit 
minority  has  been  able  to  maintain  rigid  control  over  the  rank  and  file  of  a 
powerful  union. 

"In  recruiting  workers  to  membership  in  the  Communist  Party,  the  Commimist 
leaders  of  the  ILWU  were  successful  in  being  able  to  dupe  many  workers  into 
joining  the  Communist  Party.  Testimony  heard  time  and  again  during  the  hear- 
ings disclosed  that  many  of  these  individuals  were  duped  into  believing  that  they 
could  best  serve  the  cause  of  organized  labor  through  membership  in  the  Com- 
munist Party.  However,  when  the  true  Communist  philosophy  was  made  known 
to  these  individuals,  it  not  only  alienated  them,  but  was  responsible  for  their 
disassociating  themselves  from  the  Communist  Party.  It  is  indeed  encouraging 
to  read  the  testimony  of  many  witnesses  who  testified  that  when  they  obtained 
a  true  knowledge  of  Communist  teachings,  as  contained  in  the  constitution  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  the  Soviet  Union,  calling  for  the  overthrow  of  democratic 
governments,  they  lost  no  time  in  severing  their  relationship  with  the  Communist 
Party.  The  fact  that  many  individuals  were  duped  into  joining  the  Communist 
Party  on  the  pretense  of  gaining  a  labor  education  does  not  mean  that  there  is 
not  present  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  a  hard  core  of  dyed-in-the-wool  Com- 
munists, who  are  devoted  to  the  overthrow  of  the  Governments  of  the  United 
States  and  the  Territory  of  Hawaii.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Commu- 
nist movement  spread  to  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  through  organizers  of  the 
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Communist  Party  who  w«re  born  and  received  their  Communist  training  on  the 
mainland  of  the  United  States.  The  hard  core  of  Communists  presently  in  the 
islands  is  therefore  composed  of  mainland  Communists  or  Ilawaiians  who  were 
trained  by  Moscow-dominated  Comnuinists  on  the  mainland." 

I*oLiTiCAL  Activity 

Describing  the  IL^^■U's  postwar  efforts  in  the  field  of  political  activity,  the 
House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  has  stated : 

"The  next  phase  of  this  canipai^'n  was  the  establishment  of  the  Territorial  CIO 
political  action  committee.  The  main  function  of  this  political  action  committee 
was  the  endorsement  of  candidates  who  were  to  be  supported  by  the  rank-and-file 
members  of  the  ILWU.  A  perusal  of  the  makeup  of  the  political  action  com- 
mittee clearly  shows  who  dictated  the  policies  and  practices  of  that  committee. 
Of  the  7  officers  of  the  CIO  political  action  committee,  6  were  identified  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Communist  Pai-ty  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  by  witnesses  appearing 
before  this  committee  during  the  recent  hearings  in  Honolulu.  Testimony  heard 
at  these  hearings  revealed  that,  in  actuality,  the  decisions  of  the  PAC  were  never 
released  until  the  prolilems  have  been  fully  discussed  by  the  central  committee  of 
the  Communist  Party  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii.  Communist  Party  discipline 
was  employed  most  effectively  in  directing  the  activities  of  the  Territorial  PAC  in 
the  general  election  of  1946.  A  summary  of  the  success  of  the  political  action 
committee  activities  in  the  general  election  of  1946  indicates  that  out  of  51  candi- 
dates endorsed  for  office  by  the  PAC,  35  were  elected  to  Territorial,  city,  or 
county  offices." 

During  the  summer  of  1946  the  Communist  Party,  working  through  the  ILWU 
and  other  CIO  unions,  made  elaborate  plans  for  the  fall  elections.  Outstanding 
among  groups  used  by  the  Communist  Party  was  the  CIO  political  action  com- 
mittee, whose  codirectors  were  Marshall  L.  McEuen  and  Yoroku  Fukuda. 

A  second  organization,  indirectly  established  by  the  CIO-PAC  to  assist  it  in  its 
propaganda  operations,  was  the  Liberal  Legislation  League.  Through  the  com- 
bined efforts  of  these  two  organizations  and  the  efforts  of  individual  Communist 
Party  members,  the  CIO-PAC  was  able  to  boast  that  14  of  the  15  Democrats 
elected  to  the  1947  Territorial  house  of  representatives  had  been  endorsed  by 
the  CIO-PAC  in  the  1946  election.  Four  of  these  fourteen  were  officials  of  the 
ILWU. 

When  the  Territorial  legislature  convened  in  February  1947  there  began  a 
struggle  for  control  of  the  house  of  representatives  that  was  without  parallel 
in  the  history  of  the  Territory.  The  results  of  the  1946  elections  found  repre- 
sentation in  the  house  equally  divided  between  the  Republicans  and  the  Demo- 
crats, each  party  having  15  seats.  Each  party  sought  to  elect  one  of  its  members 
as  speaker.  The  Communist  Party  preferred  to  see  the  speakership  in  the 
hands  of  one  of  the  persons  whom  the  CIO-PAC  had  supported  for  election. 
Consequently,  Communists  expended  every  possible  effort  to  bring  about  the 
election  of  a  Democratic  speaker.  However,  a  15-15  deadlock  resulted.  The 
ensuing  struggle  to  resolve  the  deadlock  lasted  for  18  days — almost  one-third  of 
the  session — making  it  impossible  for  the  house  to  legislate  during  that  period. 
During  those  18  days.  Jack  Hall — Communist,  ILWU  and  CIO-PAC  leader — was 
conspicuous  at  lolani  Palace.  Hall  let  it  be  known  that  he  expected  the  com- 
plete cooperation  of  all  PAC-endorsed  representatives  and  made  it  clear  that  any 
who  failed  to  cooperate  would  not  get  PAC  support  in  the  future.  The  deadlock 
was  finally  broken  when  a  Democrat  voted  with  the  15  Republicans  to  elect  1 
of  the  latter  to  be  speaker. 

Although  Communist  Party  leaders  were  not  successful  in  their  efforts  to  con- 
trol one  house  of  the  1947  legislature,  their  organized  efforts  and  the  sti'ong 
infiuence  they  displayed  showed  clearly  that  the  party,  operating  through  the 
ILWU.  was  developing  a  powerful  political  arm  which  showed  promise  of 
growing  stronger. 

Jack  H.  Kawano  has  testified  that  during  1947  and  1948  there  was  a  great 
deal  of  discussion  among  Communist  Party  members  regarding  the  apparent 
failure  of  the  CIO  political  action  committee  during  the  1946  elections.  As  a 
result  of  these  discussions  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii  called  an  enlarged  executive  meeting  at  the  home  of  Jack  Hall,  2955 
Oahu  Avenue,  Honolulu,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  party's  cour.se  of 
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political  action  for  1948.     Kawano  recalled  the  following  persons  among  those 
who  attended  this  meeting  held  in  late  1947  or  early  1948 :

All  except  Epstein,  the  Symondses,  and  Harriet  Bouslog  were  identified  by 
Kawano  as  party  members.  Epstein  has  been  reliably  identified  as  a  party  mem- 
ber by  another  witness. 

After  considerable  discussion  at  the  enlarged  executive  meeting,  it  was  con- 
cluded that — 

(1)  The  Democi-atic  Party  was  very  weak  and  could  be  easily  innltrated; 

(2)  With  enough  infiltration,  the  Connuunist  Party  could  control  the 
Democratic  Party  of  Hawaii; 

(3)  In  the  organization  of  the  Territorial  house  of  representatives  in  the 
1947  legislative  session,  the  PAC  did  not  have  any  legal  right  to  call  party 
caucuses  and  issue  directives  to  elected  candidates:  however,  this  could  be 
done  if  the  Communist  Party  gained  control  of  the  Democratic  Party  of 
Hawaii. 

It  was  decided,  then,  that  Communist  Party  members,  acting  through  the 
ILWU  and  other  organizations  under  iiarty  control,  should  join  the  Democratic 
Party.  When  this  was  accomplishe<l,  individual  members  were  to  elect  as  Demo- 
cratic Paity  convention  delegates  and  precinct  officers  persons  who  were  Com- 
munists, Communist  sympathizers,  or  subject  to  Conununist  influence  or  control. 

Ir  is  apparent  that  "the  Democratic  Party  was  selecteil  as  the  object  of  infil- 
tration and  C(mtrol  because  Communist  leaders  saw  in  that  organization  a  broad, 
leadymade  network  of  operation.  Moreovei-,  they  felt  that  they  had  sufficient 
strength  in  numbers  to  succeed  in  that  venture.  It  was  a'so  decided  thnt  if  the 
party's  efforts  to  gain  ccmtrol  of  the  Democratic  organization  should  fail,  a 
third  party  should  be  organized  in  the  Territory.  The  importance  which  Com- 
munist leaders  attached  to  the  movement  to  take  control  of  the  Democratic 
Party  in  Hawaii  is  well  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  while  the  plan  was  under 
consideration  and  before  it  was  discussed  officially  by  the  executive  board  of  the 
Conununist  Party  of  Hawaii,  Mrs.  Eileen  Fujinioto,  a  member  of  the  executive 
board,  visited  tli(»  hindquarters  of  District  18,  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.,  at 
San  Francisco  and  delivered  an  oral  report  of  the  plan  and  an  outline  of  its 
proposed  implementation. 

To  assure  the  efficient  development  of  this  program,  the  executive  board  of 
the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  created  a  political  commission  and  name<1  Dwight 
James  Freeman,  Jack  W.  Hall,  and  Jack  H.  Kawano  as  its  membei's.  Fieen^an 
was  later  replaced  by  Wilfred  M.  Oka  when  Oka  was  elected  secretary  of  the 
Oahu  County  committee  of  the  Democratic  Paity  for  it  was  felt  that  in  this 
position.  Oka  would  be  in  a  better  position  to  keep  the  committee  apprised  of 
current  political  developments. 

Shortly  after  the  executive  board  decided  to  infiltrate  tlie  Democratic  Party 
it  was  announced  in  Honolulu  newspapers  that  thereafter  the  activities  of  the 
CIO  political  Action  Committee  were  to  be  confined  strictly  to  union  educa- 
tional matters.  It  was  further  reported  that  as  an  alternative,  CIO  leaders  had 
encouraged  union  members  to  join  the  Democratic  Party  as  individuals  and  to 
take  part  in  its  affairs.     During  the  5  months  that  followed,  the  ILWC  Communist 
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clique  began  its  active  campaign  to  take  control  of  the  Democratic  Party, 
starting  from  the  precinct  level  and  extending  through  the  Territorial  conven- 
tion, scheduled  for  May  1948. 

Lau  Ah  Chew,  chairman  of  the  Oahu  County  committee  of  the  Democratic 
Party,  announced  early  in  March  194S,  that  as  of  midnight,  March  31,  194S,  all 
Democratic  precinct  groups  on  the  island  of  Oahu  would  become  inactive.  At 
the  same  time  he  announced  that  election  of  1948  precinct  officers  and  delegates 
to  the  Territorial  convention  would  take  place  on  the  following  day,  April  1, 
1948.  Lau's  action  in  rendeiing  inactive  all  Oahu  p-ecinct  groups  provided  the 
Conmumist-controlled  ILWU  faction  with  a  decided  advantage  in  the  impending 
precinct  club  elections.  As  a  result  of  Lau's  deactivation  order,  there  existed 
no  voting  restrictions  within  the  groups  and  consequently  all  who  desired  to 
cast  their  votes  for  precinct  officers  could  do  so,  regardless  of  tlieir  length  of 
service  as  Democratic  Party  members.  Although  Lau's  deactivation  order  pro- 
voked a  storm  of  protest  from  the  conservative  Democrats  of  the  Teiritory,  the 
order  was  never  rescinded  and  the  precinct  club  election  were  held  as  scheduled 
on  April  1,  1948.  The  results  of  those  elections  indicate  that  the  ILWU  Com- 
munist clique  was  very  successful  in  its  efforts  to  gain  widespread  control  of 
the  Democratic  Party  at  the  precinct  level. 

Shortly  after  the  elections  were  completed,  Mrs.  Adele  M.  Maimon,  member 
of  the  conservative  group  within  the  Democratic  Party,  filed  a  formal  pro- 
test with  the  Territorial  central  committee  of  the  Democratic  Party  of  Hawaii. 
She  cliaiged  that  Lau  had  no  authority  to  dissolve  the  precinct  clubs  and  pointed 
out  that  his  action  opened  the  way  for  certain  elements  who  had  never  before 
held  membership  in  any  club  to  take  control  of  the  Democratic  precinct  clubs 
on  the  island  of  Oahu.  On  April  15,  1948,  the  Territorial  central  committee  of 
the  Democratic  Party  decided  in  favor  of  Mrs.  Maimon,  declaring  that  neither 
the  Oahu  County  Committee  nor  its  chairman  had  the  authority  to  deactivate 
precinct  groups.  The  central  committee  fuither  ruled  that  this  matter  should  be 
investigated  by  the  Oahu  County  committee  and  that  if  it  were  found  that  the 
elections  of  April  1,  1948,  had  been  conducted  under  the  assumption  that  the 
p.ecinct  clubs  had  been  previously  dissolved,  new  elections  should  be  held. 

On  April  21,  1948,  the  Territorial  centi'al  committee  of  the  Democratic  Party 
disqualilied  11  candidates  for  positions  on  the  Territorial  central  committee  on 
the  grounds  that  those  candidates  had  not  fulfilled  the  reciuirement  of  'S  years 
membership  in  the  Denioc  atic  Party.  Among  those  11  were  ">  ILWU  officials: 
Jack  11.  Kawano,  Levi  Kealoha,  Hideo  (Major)  Okada,  Ernest  Arena,  and  An- 
tonio T.  Uania.  Kawano,  Kealoha,  Okada,  and  Arena,  identified  Communists, 
were  subpenaed  but  refused  to  testify  before  the  Houes  Un-American  Activities 
Conunittee  on  the  ground  that  their  testimony  might  tend  to  incriminate  them. 
In  spite  of  the  Territorial  central  committee's  disapproval  of  Lau's  deactivation 
order,  the  Ohau  County  committee,  in  session  on  April  29,  1948,  voted  to  uphold 
Lau  and  declared  valid  the  disputed  elections. 

The  Territorial  ccmvention  of  the  Democratic  Party  was  held  at  the  McKinley 
High  School  Auditorium,  Honolulu,  on  May  2.  1948.    Forty-one  Conununist  Party 
members  served  as  delegates  or  alternate  delegates  to  that  convention.     Among 
the  41  Communist  Party  members  were  5  persons  who  held  membership  on  the 
executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  during  the  period  1946-47: 
Jack  W.  Hall 
Koichi  Iniori 
Jack  FI.  Kawano 
Jack  D^nichi  Kimoto 
Ralph  V.  Vossbrink 

Two  other  persons  \\  ho  served  as  delegates  to  the  Territorial  convention  of  the 
Democratic  Party  often  attended  meetings  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Com- 
munist Party.  Among  the  delegates  and  altei-nate  delegates  to  the  convention 
were  two  women  who  held  positions  on  the  women's  comnussion  of  the  Comnm- 
nist  Party  of  Hawaii.  They  were  Mrs.  Ah  Quon  McEIiath  and  Mrs.  Peggy  T. 
Uesugi,  both  clerical  employees  of  the  regional  office  of  the  ILWU.  In  addition, 
five  Communist  Party  members  were  appointed  members  of  several  convention 
standing  committees.  To  jirovide  themselves  with  further  advantage,  the  Com- 
munist faction  maneuvered  the  reduction  of  i-equirements  for  membership  on  the 
Territorial  central  committee  of  the  Democratic  Party  from  .36  months  to  15 
months.  That  this  leduction  of  time  required  to  hold  membership  on  the  central 
committee  was  the  result  of  a  preconceived  plan  is  evident  from  the  fact  that 
printed  ballots  for  the  cential  committee  election  contained  the  names  of  several 
persons  supported  by  the  Communist  clique  who  would  have  been  ineligible  under 
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the  previous  S-j'ear  requirement.  Among  the  30  persons  chosen  as  members  of 
the  Territorialcentral  committee  were  3  identified  Communist  Party  members: 
Isaac  K.  Kauwe,  Jack  H.  Kawano,  and  Thomas  S.  Yagi.  The  latter  2  were  among 
the  "reluctant  39"  ^A  b )  refused  to  testify  before  the  House  Un-American  Activi- 
ties Committee  in  Honolulu. 

The  results  of  the  April  1,  1948,  elections  indicate  that  in  addition  to  their 
success  in  gaining  three  seats  on  the  Territorial  central  committee,  the  Commu- 
nist faction  achieved  widespread  success  on  the  precinct  level  and  in  the  various 
county  committees. 

Of  the  811  Democratic  Party  precinct  club  officers  checked,  as  of  1948,  it  was 
found  that  175  were  either  Communist  Party  members,  Communist  sympathizers, 
or  persons  directly  subject  to  Communist  influence  or  control.  At  least  34  were 
identified  members  of  the  Communist  Party.  Because  of  their  control  of  many 
precinct  clubs  and  the  strategic  placement  of  Wilfred  M.  Oka  as  secretary  of  the 
Oahu  County  Democratic  Committee,  the  Communists  were  able  to  obtain  the 
appointment  of  persons  of  their  choice  as  election  officials. 

On  May  6,  1948,  the  Oahu  County  committee  met  to  select  its  1948  officers. 
Wilfred  M.  Oka  was  elected  secretary  and  Mrs.  Peggy  T.  Uesugi,  assistant  secre- 
tary.    Oka  and  Mrs.  Uesugi  were  members  of  the  Communist  Party. 

Unusual  interest  in  the  efforts  and  progress  of  Hawaii  Communists  in  their 
struggle  to  capture  the  Democratic  Party  was  shown  by  district  13,  Communist 
Party,  U.  S.  A.,  headquarters  in  San  Francisco.  In  the  course  of  the  California 
State  convention  of  the  Communist  Party,  held  at  Los  Angeles  in  July  1948, 
Dwight  James  Freeman,  organizer  for  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  presented 
a  lengthy  progress  report  regarding  the  Hawaii  politicul  movement. 

Communist  influence  in  the  Democratic  Party  was  an  important  issue  in  the 
1948  primary  elections  for  Territorial  and  county  offices.  Although  no  i>ersons 
then  publicly  known  to  be  Communist  Party  members  ran  for  office,  it  was  later 
found  that  several  party  members  and  Communist  sympathizers  had  been  suc- 
cessful in  the  primaries.  No  identified  party  member  was  elected  to  public 
office,  but  Richard  M.  Kageyama,  reelected  in  1948  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
the  city  and  county  of  Honolulu,  was  later  revealed  to  have  been  a  member  of  the 
Communist  Party  during  his  previous  term  on  the  board. 

The  period  extending  from  November  1948,  to  February  19-50  was  one  of  rela- 
tive inactivity  on  the  Territorial  political  scene.  A  number  of  key  positions  in 
the  Democratic  Party,  particularly  offices  on  the  precinct  level  and  in  the  Oahu 
county  committee,  continued  in  the  hands  of  Communists  or  their  fellow  travel- 
ers. However,  the  ILWU  stevedores'  strikes  lasting  from  May  1  to  October  4. 
1949,  focused  major  attention  on  the  Communist  issue  in  the  Territory  for  the 
first  time.  As  a  result,  many  non-Communist  Democrats  began  to  examine 
critically  the  status  of  their  party.  In  June  1949,  a  resolution  was  introduced 
before  the  Territorial  central  committee  that  would  require  all  prospective 
Democratic  Party  members  to  swear  that  they  were  not  and  had  never  been 
members  of  the  Communist  Party  or  any  other  subversive  organization.  How- 
ever, after  a  bitterly  contested  3-hour  session  highlighted  by  an  exchange  of 
invective  between  the  "right"  and  "left-wing"  committee  members,  the  resolu- 
tion was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  8-7  (15  committee  members  being  absent). 

In  late  January  1950,  it  was  announced  in  the  Honolulu  press  that  all  units 
of  the  ILWU  had  been  notified  to  establish  "political  committees"  before  Febru- 
ary 1.  These  committees  were  established  to  function  in  connection  with  the 
election  of  delegates  to  the  Hawaii  State  constitutional  convention  to  be  held 
in  April  1950.  The  "political  committees"  were  to  remain  intact  for  the  19.50 
fall  elections. 

The  campaign  for  the  fi3  convention  seats  conducted  during  February  and 
March  1950,  again  brought  forth  considerable  controversy  regarding  the  extent 
of  Communist  influence  in  Territorial  politics,  and  in  the  Democratic  Party  in 
particular.  Several  persons  since  identified  as  having  been  Communists  or 
having  lieen  directly  subject  to  Communist  influence  ran  for  election  to  the 
convention,  but  only  two  of  them,  Richard  M.  Kageyama,  of  Oahu,  and  Frank 
G.  Silva,  of  Kauai,  were  elected.  Kageyama  resigned  from  the  convention  after 
testifying  before  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  that  he  was  at 
one  time  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Silva  was  subpenaed  by  the 
House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  but  refused  to  testify  on  the  ground 
that  his  testimony  might  tend  to  incriminate  him.  Silva  was  asked  to  resign 
from  his  position  of  delegate  to  the  constitutional  convention,  but  refused  t  >  do- 
so.  After  considerable  discussion  among  the  delegates,  Silva  was  expelled  from 
the  convention. 
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The  fact  that  the  Oahu  and  Kauai  electorates  unknowingly  elected  Communists 
nnd  Communist  sympathizers  to  the  constitutional  convention  offers  another 
illustration  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  security  regulations  of  the  Communist 
Party  of  Hawaii.  Furthermore,  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  Communists 
and  Communist  sympathizers  in  the  constitutional  convention  election  cannot  be 
measured  by  those  given  Kageyama  and  Silva  alone.  Thousands  of  votes  were 
cast  for  other  Communist-supported  candidates  who  were  not  elected.  It  is 
significant  that  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Communist  Party  partially  had  come 
out  into  the  opi'n,  none  of  tlie  Communists  except  Charles  K.  Fujimoto  had 
revealed  his  true  status  to  the  electorate. 

Propaganda 

Acting  under  the  guise  of  legitimate  unioni.«m,  the  regional  office  of  the  ILWU 
has  disseminated  large  amount.s  of  propaganda  consistent  with  the  policies  of  the 
Communist  Party,  Lnited  States  of  America.  This  propaganda  has  been  cir- 
culated by  means  of  the  press,  the  radio  and  by  word  of  moutli. 

During  the  calendar  year  1951  the  regional  office  of  the  ILWU  reported  ex- 
penditures of  about  $30,000  for  publicity,  and  more  than  $6,000  for  education. 
The  salaries  of  Robert  W.  McElrath,  Emilio  C.  Yadao,  Theodora  Kreps,  and 
David  E.  Thompson — ILWU  public  relations,  education,  and  research  personnel — 
totaled  ajiproxim.itely  $17,000  for  the  year  1951.  The  amount  of  money  spent 
for  radio  time  was  appro:»:imately  $22,0<X).  On  the  basis  of  these  figures  the  total 
amount  of  money  expended  by  the  IIjWU  in  Hawaii  to  finance  its  propaganda 
activity  during  1951  is  estimated  at  a  minimum  of  $85,000.  It  is  apparent  that 
the  ILWU's  publicity,  education,  and  radio  activities  continued  to  receive  the 
sjime  degree  of  emphasis  during  1952. 

The  parallel  between  the  policies  of  the  ILWU  and  the  objectives  of  the  Com- 
munist I*;irty.  United  States  of  America,  was  clearly  demonstrated  by  certain 
resolutions  adopted  at  the  ninth  biennial  convention  of  the  ILWU,  held  in  Queen's 
Surf,  Honolulu.  April  2  to  G,  1951.  At  that  meeting  the  delegates  approved  the 
following  resolutions,  all  of  which  paraphrase  tenets  propagated  by  the  Com- 
munist press  throughout  the  United  States.     These  resolutions : 

(1)  Opposed  the  United  States  Coast  Guard's  screening  of  seamen  and 
waterfront  workers : 

(2)  Protested  the  Bridges-Schmidt-Robertson  indictment  as  a  frameup 
contrived  by  the  Government  and  big  business  for  the  purpose  of  breaking 
the  ILWU ; 

(8)  Urged  peace,  world  disarmament,  and  the  withdrawal  of  all  foreign 
troops  from  Korea ; 

(4)  Urged  repeal  of  the  universal  military  training  program; 

( 5 )  Opposed  rearmament  of  Germany  and  Japan ;  » 

(6)  Attacked  the  Government  as  the  scapegoat  nf  big  business  and 
accused  Government  leaders  of  having  made  of  the  American  economy  "a 
machine  to  build  up  the  Armed  Forces  and  to  divert  production  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  war  mobilization  program  that  has  been  imposed  on  the  people." 
Speaking  in  support  of  this  resolution  Harry  Bridges  stated  :  "All  we  are  con- 
cerned about  is  that  all  workers  throughout  the  world,  including  the  Soviet 
T'nion,  get  a  sciuare  deal."  He  characterized  the  Government's  program  to 
defeat  communism  in  the  United  States  as  a  "lot  of  baloney"  ; 

(7)  Demanded  immediate  repeal  of  the  MeCarran  Anti-subversive  Act,  de- 
scribing it  as  a  vicious  measure  and  a  legal  straitjacket  that  would  destroy 
effective  militant  imionism ; 

(8)  Opposed  support  in  any  form  for  the  French  in  Indochina,  the  British 
in  Malaya,  the  Dutch  in  Indonesia,  and  the  Philippine  landlords  in  the 
Philippines : 

(9)  Opposed  the  Marshall  plan; 

(10)  Attacked  the  Truman  administration; 

(11)  Demanded  repeal  of  the  Taft-Hartley  Act ; 

(12)  Defended  civil  liberties  and  the  right  of  all  to  hold  their  own  beliefs 
and  advocate  them  so  long  as  they  do  not  break  the  law's  of  the  land ;  de- 
manded enactment  of  a  civil-rights  program  including  a  fair  employment 
practices  law.  antilynch  and  antipoU  tax  legislation,  and  the  prohibition 
of  discrimination  and  segregation  in  the  Armed  Forces; 

(13)  Supported  the  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards,  ex- 
pelled by  the  CIO  because  of  Communist  control ; 
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(14)  Demanded  a  congressional  investigation  of  the  United  States  Immi- 
gration and  Naturalization  Service ; 

(15)  Called  for  an  income-tax  program  "which  taxes  those  most  able  to 
pay" ; 

(16)  Supported  the  Negro  people  in  their  fight  against  discrimination 
and  their  efforts  to  win  "political,  economic,  and  social  equality." 

These  identical  concepts  have  colored  the  editorial  policies  of  the  ILWU 
Reporter  and  the  Dispatcher,  official  union  puhliratinns.  and  have  provided  the 
underlying  theme  for  the  ILWU-sponsored  radio  programs. 

This  Commission  recognizes  the  ILWl)  as  a  dynamic  labor  imion  that  has 
stated  its  position  on  a  wide  range  of  controversial  issues.  However,  it  must 
be  noted  that  among  the  many  resolutions  passed  at  its  conventions  and  among 
the  policies  manifested  in  its  various  publications,  radio  progranus,  and  other 
public  relations  media,  the  ILWU  is  not  known  ever  to  have  taken  a  position 
opposed  to  the  Communist  Party.  United  States  of  America,  or  to  Soviet  Russia. 

Through  its  radio  spokesmen.  Robert  W.  McElrath,  Emilio  C.  Yadao,  Antonio 
T.  Rania,  and  Yoshio  Inabe,  the  ILWU  has  developed  a  medium  that  has  proved 
to  be  highly  successful  in  molding  the  thinking  of  its  members.  The  imion's 
confidence  in  the  effectiveness  of  the  work  of  these  commentntors  is  well  illus- 
trated by  the  fact  that  during  lOni  it  .spent  an  estimated  .$22,000  for  radio 
brondcast  time  alone,  in  addition  to  compensation  paid  to  its  research  per.son- 
nel,  writers,  and  commentators.  In  order  to  reach  the  principal  segments  of 
the  polygot  unitm  membership  and  population  of  Hawaii,  the  broadcasts  are 
presented  in  .lapanese  and  in  the  Uocano  and  Tagalog  dialects  of  the  Filipino 
language,  as  well  as  in  English.  The  ILWU  broadcast  schedules  are  as  follows: 
Robert  W.  McElrath  (Eiiu'lish)  :  IVIonday  through  Saturday  from  6:  45  to  7  p.  m. 

on  KIION.  KMVI,  KIFA.  and  KTOH. 
Emilio  C.  Yadao  and  Antonio  T.  Rania   (Ilocano  and  Tagalog)  :  Daily  broad- 
casts as  follows : 

KHON:  5  to  5: 15  a.  ra. 
KIPA  :  4  :  15  to  4  :  .SO  p.  m. 
KTOn :  9  to  10  p.  m. 
KMVI : 

5  :  15  to  5  :  30  (Monday  through  Saturday) 
5  to  0  p.  m.  (Sunday) 
Yoshio  Inabe:  Weekly.  Sunday,  8:45  to  9  p.  m.  on  KIVIVI,  KIPA.  and  KTOH. 

It  has  been  a  continuins  obiective  of  the  Communist  Party  to  expend  its  best 
efforts  to  discredit  and  undermine  public  confidence  in  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investisration.  The  tlienie  of  TLWTf  radio  propaganda  siuf^e  the  arrest  and  in<lict- 
ment  of  Jack  W.  Hall  in  August  1052  has  been  consistent  with  that  policy. 
Hardly  a  week  has  passed  since  Hall's  arrest  wherein  Robert  W.  IMcElrath  and 
the  other  ILWU  commentators  have  not  accused  the  FBI  of  being  labor  spies 
and  the  tools  of  large  business  interests.  Several  days  after  Hall  was  arrested 
McElrath  raised  the  cry  that  Hall's  arrest  was  part  of  a  well-organized  plan  cal- 
culated to  disrupt  pending  sugar  negotiations.  In  accord  with  the  prescribed 
Communist  Party  line.  IT-WT^  conimentators  accused  the  FBI  of  serving  as  the 
tool  of  business  interests  in  Hawaii  for  the  purpose  of  suppressin<r  and  destroy- 
ing labor  unions.    Said  McElrath  in  his  broadcast  of  August  28,  1951:  ^^ 

"As  we  see  this  matter,  it  was  Hall  they  weie  after — Hall  and  the  ILWU. 
The  other  arrests  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  window  dressing." 

McElrath  devoted  more  than  half  of  bis  program  of  December  10,  1051,  to  an 
interview  with  a  man  whom  he  described  as  "a  representative  of  management,  a 
supervisor — a  supervisor  of  one  of  the  Territory's  largest  concerns."  Said 
McElrath: 

"Last  week  two  agents  of  the  FBI  called  upon  this  particular  person.  They 
called  upon  him  at  the  .iob.  They  gave  him  the  old — let's  call  it  when  did  you 
stop  beating  your  wife? — treatment.  They  put  the  heat  on  the  fellow  and  they 
made  it  appear  that  if  he  didn't  do  what  they  wanted  him  to  do,  then  he  would 
be  considered  disloyal.  This  supervisor  came  down  to  ILWU  headquarters  and 
he  told  me  the  whole  story  this  morning.  He  wanted  to  know  what  right  the 
FBI  had  to  intimidate  him  on  the  .lob.  He  wanted  to  know  why  it  was  that 
he  could  be  called  disloyal  by  a  man  who  was  doing  a  little  labor  spyins.  T 
listened  to  his  story  this  morning.  I  asked  him  dozens  of  questions.  Every 
answer  fitted  into  the  pattern  which  we  previously  described.  It  was  clear  that 
the  FBI  was  interested  in  doing  a  wrecking  job  on  the  ILWU." 

It  was  obviously  McElrath's  intention  to  create  the  impression  that  persons 
in  all  walks  of  like,  industry  and  labor  alike,  were  becoming  angered  by  the 
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tactics  of  the  FBI.  He  made  an  issue  of  this  point  by  introducing  his  visitor 
as  "a  representative  of  management— a  supervisor."  It  is  siguifiiant  that  this 
so-called  supervisor  was,  in  fact,  a  plant  foreman  and,  therefore,  not  com- 
Ijletely  a  representative  of  management.  Moreover,  this  supervisor  was  an 
identified  Communist  and  one  of  the  reluctant  3!)  who  refused  to  testify  before 
the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  in  Honolulu  in  April  li)~>{). 

In  January  1952,  the  ILWU  distributed  reprints  of  an  article  entitled  "Our 
Not  So  Supreme  Supreme  Court"  written  by  Fred  Rodell  of  Yale  University 
Law  School.  The  article,  a  scathing  criticism  of  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court,  was  printed  originally  in  the  July  31,  1951,  issue  of  Look  magazine.  In 
his  broadcast  of  January  16,  1952,  ILWU  radio  spokesman  Robert  W.  McElrath 
quoted  Rodell's  criticism  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  "incompetent,  indolent,  and 
irresi)nnsible."  McEli-ath  .stated  that  he  was  calling  attention  to  this  article 
to  show  that  he  and  the  ILWU  were  "not  alone  in  our  criticism  of  ji^dges  and 
courts."  At  the  same  time  the  ILWU  regional  oflice  published  and  distributed 
an  elaborate  30-page  eubigv  of  .lack  Hall  entit'ed   "Jack  Hall — ILWT^" 

During  the  latter  part  of  1951  and  early  1952  ILWU  radio  spokesman  McElrath 
devotf'd  several  of  his  broadcasts  to  tbe  defense  of  .Tames  Majors  and  John 
I'alakiko,  Honolulu  youths  of  Hawaiian  ancestry  who  bad  been  convicted  of  the 
murder  of  an  elderly  Honolulu  woman.  On  several  occasions  McElrath  devoted 
his  entire  program  to  the  Majors-Palakiko  ca.se.  He  invited  as  guest  sjjeakers 
such  jiersons  as  Harriet  Bonslog  Sawyer  and  Helen  K.  Kanabele,  who  were  among 
the  lending  defenders  of  the  condemned  men.  McElrath  and  his  guest  sjjcakers 
contended  that  the  murder  was  not  premeditated  and  that  tbe  sentence  sliould 
therefore  be  commuted  from  death  to  life  imprisonment.  McElrath  was  .loined 
in  this  pro.iect  by  the  Honolulu  Record,  which  printed  several  news  stories 
in  sujiport  of  the  demand  for  coiimnitntion  of  the  sentences.  It  was  .M'-j'^iiMtirs 
contention  that  Majors  and  Palakiko  had  been  condemned  to  death  because  of 
racial  prejudice.  He  termed  the  verdict  "rank  injustice,"  and  resurrected  the 
Massie-Kaliabawai  case  of  1932  as  another  example  of  injustice  resulting  from 
racial  prejudice.  This  opportunity  to  foment  racial  antagonism  and  to  create 
di.sharniony  was  taken  up  by  John  E.  Reinecke  and  the  Honolulu  Record  with  the 
imblication  of  their  pamphlet  entitled,  "The  Navy  and  the  Massie-Kahahawal 
Case." 

On  September  19,  1951,  Robert  McElrath  without  authority  played  a  recording 
made  by  the  two  condemned  men,  James  ^lajors  and  John  Palakiko.  At  the 
request  of  these  men,  a  tape  recording  of  their  "farewell  messace"  was  made  at 
Oahu  Prison.  This  recording  was  delivered  to  radio  station  KHON  which  had 
contracted  to  make  20  di.sk  recordings  to  be  delivered  to  persons  designated  by 
Majors  and  Palakiko  after  their  deaths.  According  to  the  warden  of  the  prison, 
the  management  of  KHON  was  instructed  not  ro  release  the  recordings  to  anyone. 
After  the  20  disk  recordings  were  made  by  KHON.  they  were  picked  uj)  by  a 
representative  of  Oahu  Prison.  On  tbe  night  of  McElrath's  broadcast  (and  with- 
in 30  minutes  of  its  termination),  tlie  20  dislcs  were  seen  at  the  prison.  It  appears, 
therefore,  that  McElrath  obtained  a  copy  of  the  recording  while  it  was  in  the 
cu.stody  of  the  radio  station,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  neither  he  nor  KHON  was 
authorized  to  make  such  a  copy.  This  commission  is  not  officially  concerned  with 
the  merits  of  the  Majors-Palakiko  case.  Mention  of  the  incident  is  made  here 
for  tlie  sole  purpose  of  illustrating  the  Communist  technique  of  seizing  every 
opportunity  to  create  racial  antagonism. 

In  addition  to  their  consistent  i)romotion  of  the  objectives  enumerated  on 
pages  128  and  129,  the  ILWU  commentators  have  also — 

(1)  Defended  Abram  A.  Flaxer  and  the  Communist-controlled  United 
Public  Workers  of  America  ; 

(2)  Criticized  the  Territorial  commission  on  subversive  activities; 

(3)  Opposed  the  Territorial  loyalty  bills; 

(4)  Defended  Linus  C.  Pauling  and  offered  him  the  opportunity  to  speak 
on  tbe   ILWU   program  : 

(5)  Criticized  the  Tenney  Committee  (the  California  State  Committee  on 
Un-American  Activities)  ;  and 

(G)  Defended  Willie  McGee,  Mississippi  Negro  convicted  on  the  charge  of 
rape,  and  James  Majors  and  John  Palakiko,  Hawaiian  youths  convicted  of 
murder.  The  defense  of  McGee,  IMajors,  and  Palakiko  was  built  <m  the 
Communist-dictated  premise  that  tbe  conviction  were  the  direct  outgrowth 
of  racial  prejudice.  The  McGee  case,  in  particular,  was  made  an  inter- 
national cause  celebre  by  the  Communist  press. 
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Among  the  speakers  who  have  been  featured  on  ILWU  radio  programs  are  the 
following : 

Hugh  Bryson,  described  by  the  California  State  C^ommittee  on  Un-American 
Activities  as  >'*  *  *  a  Communist  and  a  veteran  of  Communist  conspiratorial 
activity  in  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  Union." 

Henry  B.  Epstein,  an  identified  member  of  the  Commiauist  Party  of  Hawaii 
and  regional  director  in  Hawaii  for  the  Communist-controlled  United  Public 
Workers  of  America. 

Paul  Robeson,  Negro  vocalist,  an  identified  Communist ;  honorary  member 
of  the  ILWU. 

Sidney  Roger.  The  California  State  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities 
states  that  "Sidney  Roger,  a  radio  commentator  over  radio  station  KGO  in 
San  Francisco,  is  a  paid  functionary  of  the  Communist  Party.  *  *  *  Roger 
twists  and  squirms  with  each  change  of  the  Communist  Party  line  and  spreads 
the  Kremlin's  propaganda  *  *  *" 

Walter  J.  Stack,  a  Communist  Party  functionary  attached  to  the  head- 
quarters of  District  13,  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.,  in  San  Francisco,  Calif. 
Morris  Watson,  editor  of  The  Dispatcher  and  information  director  for  the 
San  Francisco  oflace  of  the  ILWU ;  lecturer  at  the  Communist-front  California 
Labor  School :  active  in  several  other  Communist-front  groups. 
On  Labor  Day,  September  3,  1951,  Harriet  Bouslog,  ILWU  attorney,  was  the 
principal  speaker  at  the  ILWU  rally  at  the  Isenberg  Grounds,  Lihue,  Kauai.    The 
major  portion  of  her  adress  was  printed  in  the  Honolulu  Record  of  September 
13,  1951.     In  her  talk,  Mrs.  Bouslog  contended  that  the  arrest  of  Jack  Hall  was 
part  of  a  plan  to  destroy  the  ILWU.     Accusing  the  Truman  administration  of 
stifling  free  speech  and  promoting  war,  she  stated  : 

"The  FBI  has  been  one  of  the  chief  tools  in  carrying  out  this  pi-ogram  of  fear 
and  hate.  Its  tactics  are  more  appropriate  for  a  thought  police  in  an  undemo- 
cratic state  than  an  agency  whose  primary  function  is  supposed  to  be  to  detect 
violations  of  Federal  law  *  *  * 

"We  know  of  the  unlawful  conduct  of  the  FBI  here  in  Hawaii.  We  know  and 
can  prove  that  they  have  placed  dictaphones  in  homes,  have  unlawfully  tapped 
telephones,  have  seized  personal  books  and  papers  without  search  warrants,  have 
used  threats  and  intimidation  against  persons  who  have  refused  to  become  stool 
pigeons  and  informers.     We  can  and  will  prove  these  things. 

"First,  with  the  help  of  the  FBI,  the  administration  directed  its  campaign 
of  fear  and  intimidation  against  government  workers,  then  toward  unpopular 
political  groups,  then  toward  trade  unions,  and  now  it  attacks  all  who  oppose 
it.  The  present  administration  is  rotten  and  corrupt  with  bribery  and  gang- 
sterism, according  to  government  reports.  The  trusts  become  larger  and  larger, 
but  are  not  prosecuted.     Civil  rights  act  violations  are  ignored." 

Jack  H.  Kawano,  former  ILWU  and  Communist  Party  leader,  has  testified 
that  during  1948  Mrs.  Bouslog  attended  several  special  meetings  of  the  execu- 
tive board  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  which  were  called  to  discuss  the 
advi.sability  of  the  Communist  Party's  "coming  out  in  the  open"  in  Hawaii. 
Kawano  aflSrmed  that  Mrs.  Bouslog  participated  in  the  discussions  "as  though 
she  was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party." 

During  the  latter  part  of  1951,  the  ILWU  printed  Mrs.  Bouslog's  address  in 
pamphlet  form  replete  with  illustrations,  titled  it  "Fear,"  and  gave  it  wide 
circulation  in  the  Territory.  Following  much  the  same  procedure  as  the 
Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  in  the  distribution  of  its  anti-Smith  Act  propa- 
ganda, the  ILWU  mailed  the  Fear  pamphlet  to  public  school  teachers,  at- 
torneys, and  labor  union  officers.  The  pamphlet  also  \^as  translated  into  the 
Ilocano  dialect  of  the  Filipino  language  under  the  title  "Buteng"  and  distrib- 
uted by  mail  to  a  large  segment  of  the  Filipino  population  of  Oahu  and  some 
of  the  neighboring  islands. 

The  ILWU  has  also  sought  to  inject  its  propaganda  into  the  public  schools 
of  the  Territory.  In  a  letter  dated  January  7,  1952,  the  executive  ofiicers  of  the 
ILWU  of  Hawaii,  represented  by  Yukio  Abe,  secretary-treasurer  of  local  136 
(longshore  workers),  filed  a  formal  protest  with  the  Territorial  commissioners 
of  public  instruction  against  the  use  in  the  public  schools  of  the  Territory  of  a 
special  Americanism  edition  of  the  Spotlight,  publication  of  the  Hawaii  Resi- 
dents Association  (IMUA),  an  anti-Communist  private  organization.  The 
union  complained  that  the  Spotlight  special  edition  did  not  depict  "the  Ameri- 
can way  of  life"  but  offered  instead  a  distorted  view  of  "many  principles  and 
sentiments  that  are  basically  American."  In  conclusion,  the  ILWU  leaders  in- 
formed the  commissioners  that  they  were  preparing  a  document  which  would 
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present  "the  other  side  of  the  story  on  Americanism"  and  asked  permission  to 
distribute  it  in  the  schools. 

On  January  18,  1952.  The  Dispatcher,  official  publication  of  the  San  Francisco 
headquarters  of  the  ILWU,  published  a  news  story  headlined  "ILWU  in  Hawaii 
Exposes  Fascist  Tract."     A  portion  of  that  article  read  : 

"The  executive  officers  ol'  the  ILWU's  Hawaiian  division  have  exposed  an  at- 
tempt by  a  Fascist  organization  in  the  Territory  to  indoctrinate  high  school 
children  with  antidemocratic  propaganda.  The  organization  calls  itself  Imua 
and  originated  as  a  strikebreaking  instrument  of  the  employers,  to  be  used  against 
longshoremen  ou  strike  in  the  islands. 

"Imua  has  now  distributed  to  all  high  school  children  in  the  Territory  an 
elaborate  publication  called  Spotlight  which  has  the  sanction  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  public  instruction  in  the  islands." 

Ou  March  12,  1952,  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  received  a  letter 
from  Jack  W.  Hall,  regional  director  of  the  ILWU,  in  which  was  enclosed  a 
portion  of  a  draft  of  a  proposed  pamphlet  on  Americanism  which  the  ILWU 
wished  to  submit  to  the  commissioners  of  public  instruction  for  approval  for  dis- 
tribution in  the  public  schools.  An  analysis  of  that  draft  reveals  that  in  addi- 
tion to  its  conformity  with  many  facets  of  the  current  Communist  Party  line, 
the  ILWU  document  contained  quotations  from  such  authors  as  Louis  Adamic, 
Stephen  S.  Wise,  Henry  A.  Wallace,  and  Langston  Hughes — all  of  whom  have 
been  found  by  Government  investigative  bodies  to  have  been  affiliated  with 
Communist-front  organizations.  Hughes,  one  of  the  most  vicious  of  Communist 
authors  in  the  United  States,  has  been  shown  to  be  a  member  of  70  to  80  Commu- 
nist-front organizations. 

The  following  passage  is  quoted  from  the  1945  report  of  the  Joint  Fact  Finding 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  of  the  California  Legislature  as  an  example 
of  the  type  of  literature  written  by  Langston  Hughes : 

"goodbye     CHRIST 

"Listen,  Christ, 
You  did  alright  in  your  day,  I  reckon — 
But  that  day's  gone  now. 
They  ghosted  you  up  a  swell  story  too, 
Called  it  Bible— 
But  it's  dead  now. 
The  popes  and  the  preachers've 
Made  too  much  money  from  it. 
They've  sold  you  to  too  many. 

"Kings,  generals,  robbers,  and  killers — 

Even  to  the  Czar  and  the  Cossacks, 

Even  to  Rockefeller's  church, 

You  ain't  no  good  no  more. 

They've  pawned  you 

Till  you've  done  wore  out. 
"Goodbye, 

Christ  Jesus,  Lord  God,  Jehova, 

Beat  it  on  away  from  here  now. 

Make  way  for  a  new  guy  with  no  religion  at  all — 

A  real  guy  named 

Marx,  Communist  Lenin,  Peasant  Stalin,  Worker  Me — 

"I  said.  Me ! 

"Go  ahead  on  now. 

You're  getting  in  the  way  of  things.  Lord. 

And  please  take  Saint  Ghandi  with  you  when  you  go. 

And  Saint  Pope  Pius, 

And  Saint  Aimie  McPherson, 

And  big  black  Saint  Becton 

Of  the  Consecrated  Dime. 

And  step  on  the  gas,  Christ ! 

Move ! 

Don't  be  so  slow  about  movin' ! 

The  world  is  mine  from  now  on^ 

And  nobody's  gonna  sell  Me 

To  a  king,  or  a  general. 

Or  a  millionaire." 
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When  the  commissioners  of  public  instruction  refused  the  ILWU  permission 
to  distribute  the  material  in  the  schools,  the  ILWU  executive  officers  denounced 
the  commissioners  and  announced  that  they  would  distribute  it  to  the  students  of 
the  public  schools  of  the  Territory  in  spite  of  the  disapproval.  The  ILWU  of- 
ficers stated : 

"The  ILWU  executive  officers  rather  expected  that  the  commissioners  of  public 
education  would  turn  down  our  request  to  distribute  a  pamphlet  on  Americanism 
throujfh  the  public  schools  in  reply  to  the  distorted  IMUA  version  which  the  com- 
missioners had  approved." 

At  the  same  time  ILWU  radio  spokesmen  Robert  W.  McElrath  and  Emilio  C. 
Tadao  undertook  a  program  of  bitter  criticism  of  the  commissioners  of  public 
instruction,  pointing  out  that  the  material  banned  by  the  commissioners  con- 
tained quotations  from  Thomas  Jefferson,  Abraham  Lincoln,  Franklin  D.  Roose- 
velt, and  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes. 

Shoitly  thereafter,  during  May  1952,  after  having  deleted  the  quotations  from 
the  writings  of  Louis  Adamic.  Stephen  S.  Wise,  Henry  A.  WaPace,  and  Langston 
Hughes,  the  ILWU  published  the  material  in  pamphlet  form,  titled  it  "American- 
ism as  Defined  by  Great  Americans,"  and  distributed  it  on  and  near  the  campuses 
of  the  University  of  Hawaii  and  public  schools  throughout  the  Territory.  The 
forwrd  of  the  pamphlet  reads  as  follows: 

"This  is  the  collection  of  quotations  from  great  Americans  which  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction  says  you  cannot  read.  The  ILWU  asked  for  permis- 
sion to  distribute  this  bonk'et  through  the  schools  after  the  organization  known 
as  IMUA  passed  out  50,000  copies  of  their  version  of  the  American  Way.  We 
believed  that  IMUA  did  not  tell  you  of  the  many  vital  and  basic  principles  which 
have  built  our  country  to  its  present  greatness.  We  noted  that  they  left  out 
important  references  to  the  Bill  of  Rights,  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and 
other  essential  doctrines  which  are  part  of  our  heritage. 

"In  our  .iudgment,  T]MUA  presented  only  the  reactionary  businessman's  con- 
cept. We  felt  that  students  bad  a  right  to  know  that  Americanism  is  not  that 
narrow  and  rigid — that  Americanism,  as  defined  by  the  great  Americans,  is  a 
strong,  living,  growing,  beautiful  expression  of  ever  increasing  freedom  for  all 
people. 

"The  DPI  has  called  the  writings  of  the  people  quoted  in  this  booklet — Frank- 
lin Delano  Roosevelt,  Henry  David  Thoreau,  Frederick  Douglass,  Thomas  Jef- 
ferson, Abraham  Lincoln,  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  Wendell  Wilkie  and  others — 
'cleverly  weaved  propaganda.'  They  have  censored  these  great  Americans,  and 
have  declared  that  they  will  not  allow  distribntion  of  this  booklet  through  the 
schools  as  they  allowed  the  partisan  IMUA  publication  to  be  distributed. 

"We  are  forced  to  try  to  distribute  this  booklet  independently.  We  hope  that 
every  student  will  have  a  chance  to  secure  a  copy  of  the  quotations  of  great 
Americans.  We  believe  in  your  judgment :  in  .\our  right  to  read  the  statements  of 
their  faith  in  America,  their  convictions  which  guided  their  lives  and  made 
them  great.  As  young  Americans,  it  is  your  right  to  know  what  these  men,  these 
great  men,  thought  and  wrote  about  America — how  they  defined  Americanism. — 
Hawaii  ILWU  executive  officers." 

The  two  ILWU  newspapers  circulated  in  the  Territory  are  the  Dispatcher, 
official  publication  of  the  San  Francisco  headquarters  of  the  union,  and  the 
ILWU  Reporter,  organ  of  the  regional  office  of  the  ILWU,  451  Atkinson  Drive, 
Honolulu.  The  Dispatcher  is  published  semimonthly  in  San  Francisco  and 
delivered  to  the  Territory  by  mail.  The  editor  is  Morris  Watson  and  the 
featured  columnist,  Harry  R.  Bridges.  The  ILWU  Reporter,  whose  circulation 
in  the  Territory  is  estimated  at  11,000  copies,  is  printed  in  Honolulu  by  the 
Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co.,  Ltd.,  811  Sheridan  Street.  Featured  coliimnists 
of  the  Reporter  are  Regional  Director  Jack  W.  Hall  and  Education  Director  David 
E.  Thompson,  both  identified  memliers  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii. 
Although  both  of  these  publications  are  devoted  chiefly  to  legitimate  union  news, 
both  contain  aiticles  consistent  with  the  current  Communist  Party  line.  Among 
these  are  the  following  : 

(a)  Criticism  of  the  Smith,  McCarran,  and  Taft-Hartley  Acts; 
(h)   Allegations  that  an  organized  effort  exists  on  the  part  of  the  Gov- 
ernment to  suppre.ss  "civil  liberties"  ; 

(c)   Support  of  the  Negro  people  in  their  "struggle  for  liberation  and  com- 
plete equality"  in  the  United  States ;  and 
id)   Demand  for  world  peace. 
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During  1952  McElratli,  Yadao.  Rania,  and  Inabe  devoted  much  of  their  com- 
ment to  the  defense  of  ILWU  Regional  Director  Jack  W.  Hall.  They  announced 
the  formation  of  the  ILWU  defense  committee  and  sought  to  implant  in  the 
minds  of  union  members  the  concept  that  the  indictment  of  Jack  Hall  was 
tantamount  to  prosecution  of  the  union  itself.  These  ILWU  radio  spokesmen 
expended  every  effort  to  undermine  confidence  in  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Inves- 
tigation and  accused  the  FBI  of  conspiring  with  industry  for  the  purpose  of 
destroying  the  ILWU.  They  went  to  the  extreme  of  urging  union  members  to 
refuse  to  coor>erate  with  FBI  agents  who  might  approach  them  for  information 
about  the  activities  of  Hall  or  other  suspected  Communist  Party  leaders. 

ILWU  Defense  Committee 

The  ILWU  defense  committee,  patterned  after  the  California  Emergency  De- 
fense Committee  established  in  defense  of  the  California  Smith  Act  defendants, 
was  launched  during  the  early  part  of  December  1951,  with  the  announcement 
that  the  majority  of  the  ILWU  locals  in  the  Territory  had  pledged  contribu- 
tions of  $5  apiece  from  individual  members.  It  was  reported  that  the  assess- 
ment was  acted  upon  oflScially  and  that  with  few  exceptions  the  leaders  were 
able  to  win  sufficient  support  for  the  plan  to  bring  about  its  adoption.  In  many 
cases  the  $5  assessment  has  been  paid  by  means  of  a  25-cent  monthly  payroll 
deduction.  On  the  basis  of  an  estimated  ILWU  membership  of  22,000,  the  $5 
assessment  would  bring  the  ILWU  defense  fund  a  total  of  approximately 
$110,000.  To  insure  the  success  of  the  fund-raising  campaign,  Jack  Hall.  Simeon 
L.  Bagasol,  ILWU  Attorneys  Harriet  Bouslog  Sawyer,  and  Myer  C.  Symonds, 
and  other  union  leaders  have  toured  the  neighboring  islands  and  delivered 
addresses  to  the  various  ILWU  units.  Simeon  L.  Bagasol,  a  Honolulu  steve- 
dore born  in  the  Philippines,  is  facing  de-^ortation  under  the  provisions  of  the 
McCarran  Act.  In  their  speeches  the  ILWU  leaders  reiterated  the  allegations 
that  the  proceedings  against  Hall  under  the  Smith  Act  and  against  B  igasol 
under  the  McCarran  Act  were  designed  for  the  .sole  purpose  of  destroying  the 
ILWU.  Acting  through  the  leaders  of  the  various  ILWU  locals,  the  ILWU  de- 
fense committee  arranged  for  rallies,  luaus,  parties,  picnics,  and  testimonial 
dinners  in  honor  of  Hall  and  Bagasol.  The  two  were  held  up  to  union  mem- 
bership as  heroes  and  as  martyrs  to  the  cause  of  labor  in  Hawaii.  When  Hall 
visited  California  in  May  1952.  he  was  feted  at  a  luau  in  Los  Angeles  by  a  group 
of  "Los  Angeles  Friends  of  Hawaii."  The  Information  Bulletin  of  the  ILWU 
defense  committee  announced  that  the  proceeds  ot  that  luau  amounted  to  $1,700 
and  that  the  entire  sum  was  to  be  used  for  the  defense  of  the  Hawaii  Smith  Act 
defendants. 

The  officers  of  the  ILWU  defense  committee  are  as  follows :

(Those  marked  with  an  asterisk  have  been  identified  as  members  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  of  Hawaii.) 

Among  the  projects  of  the  ILWy  defense  committee  has  been  the  distribution 
of  a  semimonthly  information  bulletin  outlining  the  activities  of  the  organiza- 
tion. This  bulletin  is  distributed  by  mail  to  union  members  and  other  persons 
from  whom  the  committee  seeks  support.  In  November  1951,  membeis  of  the 
ILWU  defense  committee  and  employees  of  the  regional  office  of  the  ILWU 
participated  in  the  gathering  of  data  for  the  purpose  of  sub.stantiating  the  alle- 
gation that  Federal  Judge  J.  Frank  McLaughlin  was  "biased  and  prejudiced" 
and  that  he  .should  therefore  disqualify  himself  as  the  presiding  judge  in  the 
trial  of  the  "Hawaii  7." 

In  May  1952,  the  Information  Bulletin  of  the  ILWU  defense  committee 
announced  that  various  ILWU  units  throughout  the  Territory  were  submitting 
contributions  to  the  defense  of  Amado  Hernandez,  leader  of  the  Communist- 
controlled  Congress  of  Labor  Organizations  in  the  Philippines,  who  had  been 
sentenced  to  life  imprisonment  for  "conspiracy  to  overthrow  the  Government." 

In  September  1952,  the  ILWU  defense  committee  announced  its  contribution  of 
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$5,000  to  the  Bridges-Schmidt-Robertson  Defense  Committee  of  San  Francisco, 
Calif. 

In  September  1952,  shortly  before  the  Honolulu  Smith  Act  trial  began,  the 
ILWU  defense  committee  sent  the  following  instructions  and  recommendations 
to  its  various  units  throughout  the  Territory :

'•REVIEW  defense  PROGRAM  RECOMMENDATIONS 

"1.  PuUiGity 

"(a)  'Information  Bulletin'  will  continue  to  be  issued  during  the  trial — special 
issues  will  be  put  out  from  time  to  time. 

"(6)  A  weekly  written  summary  of  the  trial  proceedings  will  be  mailed  to 
island  leadership  and  to  other  ILWU  locals  and  unions  on  the  mainland. 

"(c)   Posters  will  be  printed. 

"(d)  Special  leaflets  for  mass  distribution  will  be  issued  from  time  to  time 
during  the  trial. 

"(e)   Pamphlets  will  also  be  published  during  the  trial. 

"2.  PiiMic  relations 

"(a)  Set  up  a  speakers'  bureau  in  each  division.  Speakers,  representing  the 
various  language  groups,  would  be  'on  call'  to  speak  at  union,  church,  school,  or 
community  meetings.  List  of  names  should  be  compiled.  Speakers'  guides  will 
be  worked  out. 

"(b)  Daily  news  releases  will  be  issued  to  the  press — local  and  mainland. 

"(c)  Public  rallies  ought  to  be  scheduled.  Mainland  lawyers,  union  officials, 
defendants,  and  others  will  be  available  as  speakers.  Picnic-type  rally  can  be 
worked  out  if  desirable. 

"(d)  Special  radio  programs  will  be  developed — over  the  Aloha  network  and 
on  an  islandwide  basis.  These  programs  would  involve  local  leaders  and  rank- 
and-filers. 

"3.  Others 

"(a)  Everyone  should  be  urged  to  give  all  matters  relating  to  the  trial  top 
priority.  Pending  grievances,  for  instance,  should  be  forestalled  if  any  request 
for  followthrough  on  anything  having  to  do  with  the  trial  comes  up.  A  slight 
delay  may  have  serious  effects. 

"(b)  Plans  ought  to  be  made  now  to  guarantee  good  turnouts  at  the  trial, 
especially  rank-and-filters  on  Oahu.  Each  unit  or  gang  (in  longshore)  will  have 
a  'day'  assigned  to  them.  For  example,  March  15  will  be  'Waipahu  Day'  in  court. 
Efforts  should  be  made  to  get  as  many  members  from  Waipahu  (those  on  night 
shifts,  etc. )  to  attend  that  day's  trial  proceedings.  Other  islands  can  participate 
in  this  type  of  program  by  the  divisions  or  units  financing  expenses  of  1  or  2 
persons  to  attend  the  sessions  and  then  reporting  back  to  the  membership. 

"(c)  Auxiliaries  should  be  reorganized  (or  organized,  whichever  the  case 
may  be)  on  each  island. 

"(d)  At  any  appropriate  time  we  should  plan  on  sponsoring  a  dinner  or  picnic 
honoring  the  defense  attorneys. 

"(e)  There  should  be  a  constant  exchange  of  information  during  the  trial 
between  the  central  office,  divisions,  and  units.  Telephones  should  be  used  only 
if  it's  necessary.  It  would  be  more  advisable  to  communicate  via  letters,  for 
obvious  reasons. 

"(/)  We  should  get  everyone  keenly  interested  in  the  trial  proceedings — via 
the  radio,  bulletins.  Reporter,  and  other  means — so  that  by  the  time  the  ease 
goes  to  the  jury,  everyone  will  be  standing  by  the  phone  or  radio  until  the 
verdict  is  in.  In  other  words,  work  the  whole  program  out  similar  to  that  of  any 
strike  we  have  had  in  the  past. 

"(g)  Someone  should  be  assigned  the  responsibility  of  making  sure  that 
notices,  posters,  etc.,  on  the  bulletin  boards  are  kept  up  to  date.  Old  matei'ial 
should  always  be  replaced  with  new  ones  to  keep  the  membership  fully  informed. 
Special  bulletin  signs  for  trial  reports  will  be  printed. 

"(h)  Each  unit  should  organize  some  sort  of  machinery  (via  the  stewai-ds 
system,  etc.)  to  prepare  for  mass  distribution  of  leaflets  to  both  union  mem- 
bers and  the  general  public.  This  machinery  should  be  carefully  set  up  so  that 
there  will  be  someone  responsible  at  each  level — division,  unit,  gang,  department, 
district,  or  section.    The  idea  is  to  get  materials  down  to  the  ranks  with  the  least 
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delay,  instead  of  having  it  lie  around  in  the  division  oflBce  accumulating  dust. 
A  good  idea  would  be  to  set  up  'leaflet  stands,'  similar  to  those  used  for  news- 
papers, in  local  stores,  shops,  mills,  and  various  gathering  places. 

"(i)  Everyone  should  be  reminded  to  report  any  rumor  or  incidents  that  have 
any  connection  with  the  case  immediately  to  the  division  ofBce  or  to  any  FTO's. 

"(;■)  All  defense  committees  should  hold  regular  meetings  hereafter." 

Further  evidence  that  the  ILWU  has  been  controlled  by  Communists  is  the 
fact  that  ihe  union  has  given  consistent  support  to  Communist-front  organizations 
and  Communist-controlled  labor  unions. 

CooPKRATioN  With  Communist-Contkolled  Organizations 

After  extensive  investigation  in  the  Territory  during  the  latter  part  of  1949 
and  early  1950,  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  discovered  the 
following  connections  between  the  ILWU  and  the  Communist-front  Hawaii  Civil 
Liberties  Committee : 

"The  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee  has  continuously  maintained  a  close 
and  mutually  beneficial  relationship  with  the  Communist-controlled  International 
Longshoremen's  and  Warehousemen's  Union  (CIO).  In  fact,  many  of  the  Com- 
munists active  in  the  HCLC  are  also  members,  officers,  or  employees  of  the 
ILWU. 

"Propaganda  leaflets  of  the  ILWU  were  distriliuted  at  meetings  of  the  Hawaii 
Civil  Liberties  Committee.  Featured  speakers  have  appeared  at  HCLC  affairs 
under  the  billing  of  ILWU  representatives,  as,  for  example :  Julian  Napuunoa, 
who  addressed  a  previously  described  HCLC  meeting  on  February  21,  1949 ; 
Antonio  Rauia,  speaking  as  president  of  ILWU  Sugar  Workers  Local  142  on  Sep- 
tember 7,  l»4s ;  and  Charles  Nouchi,  speaking  on  September  11,  1948,  as  president 
of  the  Maui  division  of  ILWU  Local  136. 

"The  HCLC  appealed  to  various  sectional  oflices  of  the  ILWU  for  funds  to  aid 
in  the  fight  against  the  Reinecke  suspensions.  Peggy  Uesugi,  a  Communist  and 
an  ILWU  secretarial  worker,  was  made  chairman  of  an  HCLC  committee  in 
iharge  of  soliciting  help  from  the  ILWU.  Union  units  answered  the  appeal 
generously.  For  example,  at  an  HCLC  meeting  on  August  23,  194S,  Richard 
Shigemitsu,  an  HCLC  member  who  was  also  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Oahu 
division  of  ILWU  Local  136,  appeared  with  a  delegation  from  his  union  and 
presented  a  $l,OliO  union  donation  to  the  HCLC.  An  accompanying  union  res- 
olution voiced  condemnation  of  the  school  board  hearing  and  wholehearted  sup- 
port of  the  Reinecke's  (Honolulu  Record,  August  26,  1948,  p.  3).  On  August  29, 
1948,  the  Waipahu  unit  of  ILWU  Sugar  Workers  Local  142  voted  to  send  a  $100 
contribution  to  the  HCLC  for  the  Reiueckes'  defense  (Honolulu  Record,  Septem- 
ber 2,  1948,  p.  1 ) . 

"The  Kauai  division  of  the  ILWU  Sugar  Workers,  Local  142,  voted  a  $1,018 
contribution  to  the  HCLC,  according  to  a  report  by  the  division  to  the  general 
executive  board  of  local  142,  in  session  September  18-19,  1948.  This  is  reflected 
in  the  minutes  of  the  union  executive  board  meeting  and  is  further  substantiated 
by  HCLC  financial  records  which  show  the  receipt  of  a  $1,018  'donation'  on  Sep- 
tember 22,  1948. 

"At  the  aforementioned  executive  board  session,  Tadashi  'Castner'  Ogawa,  an 
HCLC  member  who  was  present  as  a  representative  of  ILWU  unit  19,  made  a 
speech  urging  all  local  142  members  to  support  the  HCLC  by  cash  contributions 
and  by  forming  HCLC  chapters  in  union  units.  Following  his  statement,  the 
executive  board  adopted  a  resolution  which  stated  in  part,  according  to  the 
minutes : 

"  "The  work  of  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  in  the  face  of  bitter 
opposition  by  a  bigoted  and  powerful  minority,  in  exiwsing  the  lies  and  propa- 
ganda of  the  enemies  of  civil  liberties,  has  shone  like  a  beacon  of  hope  throughout 
the  Territory. 

"  'We  the  members  of  the  general  executive  board.  United  Sugar  Workers, 
ILWU,  Local  142,  go  on  record  to  give  our  wholehearted  support  to  the  Hawaii 
Civil  Liberties  Committee.' 

"The  close  link  between  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee  and  the  ILWU 
is  demonstrated  by  HCLC  disbursements  as  well  as  receipts.  For  example,  the 
ILWU  has  billed  for  the  original  purchase  of  expensive  wire  recording  equipment 
which  the  defense  used  to  record  the  Reinecke  hearings  before  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  public  instruction  in  August  and  September  1948.  Actual  payment 
for  the  equipment,  at  a  total  cost  of  $515,  was  made  from  the  Hawaii  Civil 
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Liberties  Committee  trust  account.  This  was  established  by  canceled  checks  and 
Invoices  introduced  by  the  Subcommittee  of  the  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities  at  hearings  on  April  15,  1950,  in  Honolulu.  Other  financial  records 
produced  at  the  hearing  showed  no  receipt  subsequent  to  that  expenditure  which 
would  indicate  that  the  ILWU  repaid  the  $515  to  HCLC. 

"A  financial  statement  of  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  *  *  *  con- 
tains the  following  disl)ursements  made  directly  to  the  ILWU  : 

"  -June  8,  1948,  $8.76  to  ILWU  building  committee,  explained  as  "telephone 
tolls." 

"  'October  19,  1948,  $34.50  to  United  Sugar  Workers,  ILWU,  CIO,  explained  as 
"hearing." 

"  'October  19,  1948,  $9.11  to  ILWU  educational  and  legal  fund,  explained  as 
"hearing." 

"  'November  5, 1948,  $50  to  ILWU  Local  142,  Olaa  unit,  explained  as  "donation." 

"  'November  10,  1948,  $6.50  to  ILAVU  building  committee,  explained  as  "tele- 
phone." 

"  'November  10,  1948,  $43.55  to  ILWU  educational  and  legal  fund,  explained 
as  "papers  and  program."  '  " 

Investigation  by  this  commission  has  revealed  that  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties 
Committee  was  formed  during  the  latter  part  of  1947  at  the  instigation  of  the 
Oahu  CIO  council.  The  two  Oahu  CIO  council  representatives  who  laid  the 
groundwork  for  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee  were  Ralph  V.  Vossbrink, 
of  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards,  and  Marshall  L.  McEuen,  former  codirector 
of  the  CIO  Political  Action  Committee.  At  that  time,  McEuen  was  employed  in 
the  legal  and  educational  department  of  the  regional  office  of  the  ILWU.  Voss- 
brink, although  not  an  ILWU  representative,  was  a  Communist  Party  member 
who  always  cooperated  with  Communist  leaders  of  the  ILWU. 

Acting  on  instructions  from  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii,  Communist  leaders  within  the  ILWU  have  encouraged  unqualified  sup- 
port of  the  Communist-front  Honolulu  Record.  Jack  H.  Kawano  has  testified 
that  "*  *  *  The  party  [the  Communist  Party]  instructed  its  members  to  get 
the  ILWU  behind  the  Honolulu  Record,  and  urge  the  union  to  buy  subscriptions 
and  ads."  Union  members  have  been  told  that  the  Honolulu  Record  is  a  labor 
paper,  and  that  it  is  the  only  newspaper  in  Hawaii  that  dares  print  the  truth. 
Said  Kawano  in  his  testimony,  "*  *  *  The  Honolulu  Record  got  all  the  help  from 
the  ILWU  through  the  Communists  in  it."  At  least  10  of  the  60  original  stock- 
holders in  the  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co.,  Ltd.,  were  members  of  the  ILWU. 
A  large  percentage  of  the  advertising  space  in  the  paper's  annual  anniversary, 
Christmas,  and  Lal)or  Day  issues  has  been  purchased  by  various  ILWU  locals 
and  their  ancillary  organizations  throughout  the  Territory. 

At  least  17  of  the  59  original  shareholders  in  the  Hawaii  Star,  Ltd.,  were 
members  of  the  ILWU.  Most  of  these  17  have  been  identified  as  members  of 
the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii. 

The  ILWU  has  been  a  staunch  supporter  of  the  Daily  People's  World,  the 
official  west  coast  organ  of  the  Communist  Party.  In  accordance  with  a  di- 
rective from  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  Communist  leaders  within  the 
ILWU  during  1946—48  exerted  an  organized  effort  to  increase  the  circulation  of 
the  Daily  People's  World  throughout  the  Territory.  Jack  H.  Kawano  has  testi- 
fied that  "every  cell  of  the  Communist  Party  was  instructed  to  designate  some- 
one to  handle  the  ads  and  subscriptions  in  the  union  for  both  the  People's  World 
and  the  Honolulu  Record."  In  their  efforts  to  carry  out  these  instructions. 
Communist  officials  within  the  regional  office  of  the  ILWU  exerted  pressure  upon 
its  clerical  employees,  many  of  whom  were  not  Communist  Party  members,  to 
sub.scribe  to  the  Daily  People's  World.  In  addition,  the  regional  office  ordered 
copies  of  the  paper  in  bulk  and  distributed  them  to  its  various  units  throughout 
the  Territory. 

For  many  years  there  has  existed  a  close  alliance  between  the  ILWU  and  the 
Communist-controlled  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards,  an  al- 
liance which  has  grown  stronger  since  the  dismissal  of  both  unions  by  the  CIO. 
M.  C.  &  S.  President  Hugh  Bryson,  an  identified  member  of  the  Communist 
Party,  stated  in  an  address  before  the  Ninth  Biennial  Convention  of  the  ILWU 
at  Queen's  Surf,  Honolulu,  in  April  1951,  that  the  M.  C.  &  S.  would  "continue 
to  fight  for  the  progressive  militant  unionism  of  Harry  Bridges  and  the  ILWU.'' 
During  the  latter  part  of  July  1951,  Joseph  K.  "Joe  Blurr"  Kealalio,  president 
of  ILWU,  Local  136  (longshore  workers),  and  Edward  K.  Hong,  secretary  of 
ILWU,   Local    150    (miscellaneous   workers) — both  identified   members  of   the 
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Communist  Party  of  Hawaii — addressed  the  membership  of  the  M.  C.  &  S.  in 
San  Francisco  and  pledged  the  complete  support  of  their  respective  ILWU  locals 
to  the  M.  C.  &  S. 

The  ILWU  has  also  given  its  support  to  the  Communist-controlled  United 
Public  Workers  of  America  and  has  enjoyed  reciprocity.  The  Honolulu  head- 
quarters of  the  UPWA  is  located  in  the  ILWU  Memorial  Building,  451  Atkinson 
Drive.  Henry  B.  Epstein,  an  identitied  member  of  the  Communist  Party  and 
regional  director  of  the  UPWA  in  Hawaii  has  appeared  on  several  occasions  as 
a  guest  speaker  on  the  nightly  ILWU  program  conducted  by  Robert  W.  McElrath, 
During  the  early  part  of  April  1952,  the  UPWA  units  at  Queen's  and  St.  Francis 
Hospitals  donated  $18.85  and  $30,  respectively,  to  the  ILWU  defense  committee. 
In  May  1952,  the  Information  Bulletin  of  the  ILWU  defense  committee  an- 
nounced tliat  4  units  of  ILWU,  local  142  on  the  island  of  Hawaii  had  donated 
$50  to  the  defense  of  Abram  A.  Flaxer,  UPWA  president,  who  had  been  cited 
by  the  McCarran  committee  for  contempt  of  Congress. 

Relationship  to  District  13,  C.  P.,  U.  S.  A. 

The  position  of  the  regional  office  of  the  IT-WU  in  the  national  Communist 
Party  apparatus  has  been  well  explained  by  Jack  H.  Kawano  in  his  description  of 
an  incident  that  occurred  during  the  latter  part  of  1948  or  early  1949.  At  that 
time  Jack  W.  Hall  became  very  much  ag.uravated  because  of  pi-essure  brought  to 
bear  upon  him  by  members  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii  who  were  not  affiliated  with  the  ILWU.  The  non-ILWU  members 
who  held  positions  on  the  executive  board  at  that  time  were  Koji  Ariyoshi, 
Dwight  James  Freeman,  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto,  and  John  B. 
Reinecke.  It  was  Hall's  contention  that  the  wishes  of  this  group  of  nonunionists 
in  the  Communist  Party  were  being  received  with  greater  deference  by  James  R. 
Robertson,  first  vice  president  of  the  ILWU  in  San  Francisco,  than  were  his  own. 
As  a  result,  Hall  made  a  personal  visit  to  San  Francisco  and  arranged  a  confer- 
ence on  this  matter  in  which  Hariy  Bridges,  Louis  Goldblatt,  and  James  R. 
Robertson  participated.  It  was  agreed  at  that  conference  that  becau.se  Hall 
was  an  employee  of  the  international  headquarters  of  the  ILWU,  he  was  obli- 
gated to  accept  the  directives  of  that  body  rather  than  those  of  the  Communist 
Party  of  Hawaii.  It  was  decided  that  if  any  future  disagreement  in  Hawaii 
should  arise,  the  problem  should  be  referred  to  the  international  headquarters 
of  the  ILWU  and  to  the  headquarters  of  district  13,  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A., 
and  that  the  decision  of  these  bodies  would  be  binding.  However,  if  those  two 
bodies  could  not  agree,  the  problem  would  be  referred  to  the  national  head- 
quarters of  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.,  in  New  York  City  and  the  decision 
of  that  body  would  be  binding  upon  all  concerned. 

International  Liaison 

The  international  connections  of  the  ILWU  are  worthy  of  .serious  considera- 
tion. It  has  been  the  goal  of  Marxist  ideology  to  unite  the  workers  of  the  world 
so  that  at  the  appropriate  time  this  coalition  may  be  employed  to  serve  most 
effectively  the  forces  of  revolution. 

Harry  R.  Bridges,  international  president  of  the  ILWU,  was  the  leader  of  a 
longshore  strike  that  paralyzed  the  San  Francisco  waterfront  for  several  months 
during  the  summer  of  1934.  Samuel  Darcy.  Communist  Party  functionary  at- 
tached to  the  district  headquarters  of  the  Communist  Party,  State  of  California, 
attended  the  seventh  congress  of  the  Communi-st  International  in  Moscow  in 
August  1935.  At  that  time  Darcy  told  the  delegates  that  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing achievements  of  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.  during  1934  was  the 
San  Francisco  waterfront  strike. 

One  of  the  most  significant  connections  between  the  ILWU  and  Communist-led 
labor  unions  in  foreign  countries  centers  about  Julian  K.  Napuunoa,  recently  the 
subject  of  some  controversy  in  the  Honolulu  Smith  Act  trial.  During  the  summer 
of  1948  Napuunoa,  a  leader  of  the  ILWU  longshore  local  and  an  identified  mem- 
ber of  the  Communist  Party,  made  a  3-month  tour  of  Europe  under  the  auspices 
of  the  ILWU,  during  which  he  is  reliably  reported  to  have  visited  France,  Ital3', 
Czechoslovakia,  Yugoslavia,  Poland,  Ru.ssia,  Finland,  Sweden,  Norway.  Denmark, 
the  Netherlands,  Belgium,  and  England.  Napuimoa  was  1  of  4  ILWU  repre- 
sentatives selected  by  the  ILWU  national  executive  board  to  make  the  trip. 
Although  the  ILWU  announced  that  the  quartet  were  to  study  labor-union  organ- 
ization and  methodology  in  European  countries,  a  Yugoslavian  news  agency  re- 
ported that  the  group  visited  Marshal  Tito,  Yugoslavian  dictator,  on  August  4, 
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1948,  and  that  the  ptirpose  of  the  visit  was  "to  counteract  false  *  *  *  news  of 
American  and  other  international  reaction  ahoiit  the  people's  democracies." 

It  has  been  reported  that  the  ILWU  representatives  found  their  way  paved  by 
the  World  Federation  of  Trade  Unions,  which  was  instrumental  in  arranging 
clearance  for  their  visits  to  countries  behind  the  Iron  Curtain.  The  World  Fed- 
eration of  Trade  Unions  was  "formed  by  a  group  of  labor  leaders  in  September 
194.5  as  an  effort  intended  to  carry  over  into  peace  the  wartime  alliance  of  the 
United  States,  Great  Britain,  Russia,  and  other  countries,  insofar  as  the  labor 
organizations  of  those  countries  were  involved.  But  it  has  not  succeeded  because 
of  Communist  infiltration"  (H.  Doc.  136,  "100  Things  You  Should  Know  About 
Communism" ) .  Both  the  AFL  and  the  CIO  have  refused  to  become  aflSliated  with 
the  World  Federation  of  Trade  Unions  because  they  have  regarded  that  organi- 
zation as  an  instrument  of  Soviet  Russia.  On  the  other  hand,  William  Z.  Foster, 
leader  of  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.,  has  stated :  "It  is  imperative  that  the 
world's  workers,  through  the  World  Ferleration  of  Trade  Unions,  should  inter- 
vene in  the  proceedings  of  the  United  States." 

The  Daily  People's  World  of  August  6,  1948,  announced  that  while  in  Italy 
Julian  K.  Napuunoa  interviewed  Communist  labor  leader  DiVittorio.  The  Octo- 
ber 1,  1948,  issue  of  the  Daily  People's  World  listed  Napuunoa  as  coauthor  of  an 
article  entitled  "Report  on  Soviet  Progress."  On  February  9,  1949.  shortly  after 
his  return  to  Honolulu,  Napuunoa  gave  a  lecture  about  his  European  trip  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Communist-front  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  in  which  he 
offered  the  usual  Commmunist  misrepresentation  of  the  Soviet  Union. 

In  July  1949  ILWU  President  Harry  R.  Bridges  was  elected  president  of  the 
maritime  division  of  the  World  Federation  of  Trade  Unions  at  a  convention 
held  at  Marseilles,  France.  Bridges  was  elected  "in  absentia."  for  he  was  not 
allowed  to  leave  the  United  States  at  the  time  because  he  was  under  indictment 
on  a  perjury  charge.  Bridges  was  represented  at  Marseilles  by  Louis  B.  Gold- 
blatt,  international  secretary-treasurer  of  the  ILWU.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
Marseilles  convention  Goldblatt  flew  to  England.  However,  when  British  authori- 
ties learned  of  his  presence  they  publicly  branded  him  a  "Communist  agent"  and 
ordered  him  to  leave  the  country  within  24  hours. 

Another  evidence  of  liaison  between  the  ILWU  and  foreign  Communist  ele- 
ments is  to  be  seen  in  an  article  which  appeared  in  the  Daily  People's  World  of 
April  13,  1951.  The  story  stated  that  "an  ambitious  plan  for  cooperation — 
possibly  joint  strilse  action — among  workei-s  in  a  half  dozen  countries  and 
regions,  scattered  over  half  the  globe,  emerged  from  the  International  Long- 
shoremen's and  Warehousemen's  Union  convention"  held  in  Honolulu  during 
the  first  week  of  April  1951.  The  story  quoted  Louis  B.  Goldblatt,  international 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  ILWU,  as  follows: 

"We  have  worked  very  closely  with  the  CTAL  (Latin  American  Confederation 
of  Labor)  and  its  chief,  Vicente  Lombardo  Toledano,  and  he  is  ready  to  co- 
operate." 

Goldblatt  was  referring  to  a  possible  joint  strike  of  sugar  workers  in  Hawaii 
the  Philippines,  Cuba,  Puerto  Rico,  Mexico,  and  certain  South  American  coun- 
tries, in  protest  of  the  so-called  Sugar  Act  enacted  by  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  which  has  allocated  quotas  to  the  various  sugar  producing  areas. 

The  Latin  American  Confederation  of  Labor  is  one  of  the  principal  supporters 
of  the  Commimist-controlled  World  Federation  of  Trade  Unions.  Led  by  Mexi- 
can Communist  labor  chief  Vicente  Lombardo  Toledano,  the  Latin  American 
Confederation  of  Labor  consistently  has  attacked  the  United  States  and  its 
foreign  policy. 

CONCLUSION 

In  spite  of  the  strong  evidence  of  Communist  control  brought  to  light  by  the 
HUAC  hearings,  the  Smith  Act  trial,  and  the  public  statements  of  such  former 
Communist  ILWU  leaders  as  Jack  H.  Kawano  and  Ichiro  Izuka,  the  ILWU  Com- 
munist leadership  continues  to  exert  control  over  the  labor  element  of  the  Terri- 
tory in  the  field  of  shipping  and  in  the  sugar  and  pineapple  industries  as  well. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  if  this  control  were  exerci.sed  contrary  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  this  country  it  could  not  only  bring  about  economic  chaos,  but  could 
adversely  affect  the  war  potential  and  the  national  security  of  the  United 
States.  Moreover,  continuing  Communist  control  of  the  ILWU  in  the  Territory 
of  Hawaii  will  endanger  the  national  security  of  the  United  States  in  the  event 
of  war  between  this  countiy  and  the  Soviet  Union. 

This  commission  wishes  to  emphasize  that  its  conclusions  are  based  on  its 
study  of  the  policies  and  activities  of  the  ILWU  insofar  as  these  have  been  de- 
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termined  and  guided  by  its  present  leaders.  The  commission  does  not  mean  to 
imply  that  a  substantial  iKjroentajje  of  individual  members  of  the  ILWU  are 
members  of  the  Communist  Party  or  that  ILWU  memljers  consciously  or  de- 
liberately support  the  Communist  cause.  On  the  contrary,  the  vast  majority 
of  ILWU  members  are  loyal  American  citizens.  The  commission  is  compelled, 
however,  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  many  ILWU  members  have  been 
deceived  by  the  subtle  propajianda  devices  and  maneuvers  which  Communists 
among  the  ILWU  leaders  have  employed  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  their 
control  of  the  union,  while  at  the  same  time  pretending  that  ILWU  policies  and 
activities  have  been  determined  in  a  democratic  manner  rather  than  imposed 
by  the  strongly  entrenched  Communist  leadership. 

The  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards 

Another  labor  union  that  has  served  the  Communist  cause  well  in  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Hawaii,  as  in  continental  United  States,  is  the  National  Union  of 
Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  (often  referred  to  as  the  M.  C.  &  S.) .  During  World 
War  II  and  for  several  years  thereafter  leaders  of  this  union  played  an  im- 
ix»rtant  role  in  the  development  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  through  their 
services  as  couriers  between  Communist  Party  headquarters,  district  13,  San 
Francisco,  and  Hawaii  Communist  Party  leaders.  During  recent  years  the 
Honolulu  office  of  this  organization,  administered  by  Wallace  Wo  Leong  Ho,  an 
identified  Communist,  has  served  as  a  distribution  center  for  Communist  litera- 
ture in  Hawaii. 

In  1944  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  United  States  House  of 
Representatives,  found  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  to  l)e  directed  by  "Com- 
munist leadership  *  *  *  strongly  entrenched."  In  1947  the  California  Commit- 
tee on  Un-Americau  Activities  reported  that  the  "CIO  maritime  unions,  par- 
ticularly the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  Union  in  San  Francisco,  are  Com- 
munist dominated.  The  committee  finds  that  anti-Communist  members  of  the 
Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  Union  are  being  expelled  for  criticizing  commu- 
nism and  the  Communist  clique  in  the  organization."  In  its  report  for  1949  the 
California  committee  reported  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  Association  of  the 
Pacific  coast  among  the  CIO  unions  found  to  be  dominated  by  Communists. 

In  November  1949,  William  Steinberg,  a  member  of  the  CIO  executive  board, 
charged  that  the  policies  and  activities  of  the  M.  C.  &  S.  were  consistently  di- 
rected toward  the  achievement  of  the  program  or  the  purpose  of  the  Communist 
Party  rather  than  the  objectives  set  forth  in  the  constitution  of  the  CIO. 

In  the  course  of  the  investigation  of  these  charges,  a  special  committee  of  the 
executive  board  examined  various  issues  of  the  Voice,  the  official  publication  of 
the  union.  It  was  found  that  in  March  1946  the  Voice  defended  Russia's  loot- 
ing of  Manchuria,  and  attempted  to  pass  off  Russian  intervention  in  Iran  as  a 
British-Iranian  gang-up  on  Russia.  The  Voice  further  declared  that  the  rea- 
son for  these  charges  against  Russia  was  that : 

"Russia  has  stood  for  a  policy  that  would  limit  British  and  American  im- 
perialists' profits,  would  end  oppression  of  subject  peoples,  and  strengthen  the 
American  laljor  movement  to  fight  for  a  larger  share  of  the  Nation's  wealth  for 
the  workers." 

It  also  asserted  that  "Progressive  American  trade  unions  see  a  strong  ally 
in  the  Soviet  Union  toward  helping  to  raise  living  standards  of  workers  of  all 
nations  together." 

When  President  Truman  proposed  his  plan  for  aid  to  Greece  and  Turkey  in 
the  spring  of  1947,  it  was  vigorously  opposed  by  the  M.  C.  &  S.  At  that  time  the 
Voice  declared  editorially  that  "United  States  foreign  policy  has  become  the 
world's  major  force  for  squelching  progress  and  robbing  the  world's  working 
people  of  their  power."  It  charged  that  the  United  States  had  forced  the  ex- 
pulsion of  the  Communists  from  the  French  Government,  and  that  "the  French 
labor  movement  suffered,  since  the  Communists  were  the  only  party  to  support 
their  demands  lor  wage  increases." 

After  extensive  inquiry  and  analysis,  the  special  committee  of  the  executive 
board  reported  as  follows  : 

"The  charge  upon  which  this  committee  was  directed  to  hold  hearings  and 
report  is  that  the  policies  and  activities  of  M.  C.  &  S.  are  consistently  directed 
toward  the  achievement  of  the  program  and  purposes  of  the  Communist  Party 
rather  than  the  objectives  and  policies  set  forth  in  the  constitution  of  the  CIO. 
On  the  basis  of  the  evidence  before  this  committee,  the  committee  finds  and  con- 
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eludes  that  this  charge  is  true,  and  that  the  p^jlicies  and  activities  of  I\I.  C.  &  S. 
have  been  in  the  i  ast,  and  are  today,  directed  toward  the  achievement  of  the 
purposes  of  the  Communist  Tarty  rather  than  the  objectives  set  forth  in  the 
constitution  of  the  CIO. 

"The  issue  posed  by  the  charge  against  MCS  is  whether  it  is  an  honest  trade 
union,  genuinely  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  cause  of  American  labor 
and  American  democracy,  or  a  union  whose  policies  and  activities  are  deter- 
mined by  the  philosophy  and  the  program  of  the  Communist  Party.  The  issue 
is  one  of  basic  loyalty.  The  purposes  of  the  Communist  Party  are  wholly  anti- 
thetical to  the  basic  objectives  of  American  industrial  unionism.  And  the 
question  as  regards  MCS  is  whether  that  union  is  devoted  primarily  to  the  CIO 
on  the  one  hand  or  to  the  Communist  Party  on  the  other. 

"On  the  basis  of  the  evidence  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  commmitee, 
only  one  conclusion  is  possible.  MCS  has  followed  the  tortuous  paths  of  Com- 
munist policy  for  years.  MCS'  shifting  and  contradictory  positions  cannot  pos- 
sibly have  reflected  any  honest  estimation  of  the  interests  of  its  membership. 
They  can  only  have  resulted  from  subservience  to  the  interests  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  and  the  Soviet  Union. 

"For  the  reasons  stated,  therefore,  and  on  the  basis  of  all  the  evidence  pre- 
sented to  it,  the  committee  unanimously  concludes  that  the  policies  and  activi- 
ties of  the  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  are  consistently 
directed  toward  the  achievement  of  the  program  and  the  purposes  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  rather  than  the  objectives  and  policies  set  forth  in  the  CIO  con- 
stitution. The  committee  recommends  that  the  executive  board  exercise  the 
powers  granted  to  it  by  article  VI,  section  10,  of  the  CIO  constitution  and,  by 
virtue  of  those  powers,  revoke  the  certificate  of  afliliation  heretofore  granted  to 
the  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  and  expel  it  from  the  CIO." 

Acting  on  the  recommendation  of  this  committee,  the  CIO  executive  board 
voted  almost  unanimously  to  expel  the  M.  C.  &  S.  from  the  ranks  of  the  CIO 
on  August  20.  19.10. 

On  .January  31,  19.53,  the  United  States  Senate  Committee  on  Labor  and 
Labor-Management  Relations  released  a  report  which  described  the  M.  C.  &  S. 
as  an  avenue  of  "infiltration  of  agents  and  propaganda  for  worldwide  com- 
munism." Senator  Hubert  H.  Humphrey,  Minnesota,  who  served  as  chairman 
of  the  committee,  stated  that  the  report  illustrates  the  tactics  which  the  leader- 
ship of  a  Communist-dominated  union  employs  to  remain  in  power,  "by  ter- 
rorizing.* *  *  by  slander  *  *  *  vilification  *  *  *  intimidation  *  *  *  in  brief, 
hv  corrupting  the  basic  democracy  of  a  union  to  create  a  little  totalitarian  sys- 
tem of  its  own."  The  report  of  the  committee  further  stated  that  "the  des- 
perate measures  which  the  leadership  of  the  M.  C.  «&  S.  are  using  to  retain 
power  fits  in  with  fthe]  crucial  importance  of  transportation  in  the  worldwide 
strategy  of  Communist  infiltration.  *  *  *  The  MCS  leadership  [has]  imposed 
its  rule  of  terrorism  and  discrimination  against  all  elements  who  dared  to 
oppose  its  Communist  policies  *  *  *." 

The  headnuarters  of  the  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  is 
located  in  San  Francisco,  Calif.  The  president  of  the  organization  is  Hugh 
Bryson,  who  has  been  identified  as  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Bryson 
is  a  f'lo«<a  fripnd  of  Communist  Harry  R.  Bridges,  international  president  of 
the  ILWU.  Bryson  has  served  on  the  national  executive  committee  of  the 
Ci' il  Pi^^ts  Congress,  an  oraranization  cited  bv  the  United  States  Attorney 
General  as  subversive  and  Communist,  and  by  the  congressional  Committee  on 
Un-American  Activities  as  an  organization  "dedicated  not  to  the  broader  issues 
of  civil  liberties,  but  specifically  to  the  defense  of  individual  Communists  and 
the  Communist  Party"  and  "controlled  by  individuals  who  are  either  members 
of  the  romninnist  Party  or  openly  loyal  to  it." 

Joe  Johnson,  recently  elected  international  secretary-treasurer  of  the  M.  C. 
and  S..  is  the  leader  of  the  Los  Angeles  unit  of  the  National  Negro  Congress,  a 
Communist-front  organization  of  recent  origin.  Johnson  is  a  member  of  the 
board  of  dii-ectors  of  the  California  Labor  School,  cited  by  the  United  States 
Attorney  General  as  "subversive  and  Communist,"  and  by  the  California  Com- 
mittee (in  Fn-American  Activities  as  an  "expanded  Communist  Party  institution 
for  the  purpose  of  disseminating  Communist  propaganda."  In  June  19.o2,  John- 
son appeared  as  principal  speaker  at  a  gathering  at  the  Variety  Club  in  San 
Francisco  in  honor  of  the  California  Labor  School  and  its  director.  Dr.  Holland 
Roberts.  Johnson  also  was  one  of  the  speakers  at  a  "luau"  in  Los  Angeles  spon- 
sored by  the  Los  Angeles  Friends  of  Hawaii  on  May  10,  1952,  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  funds  for  the  defense  of  the  Hawaii  Seven. 
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Eddie  Tangen,  Johnson's  predecessor  as  international  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  M.  C.  and  S.,  is  a  former  instructor  at  the  Pacific  Northwest  Labor  School 
at  Seattle,  Wash.,  a  Communist  enterprise,  and  has  participated  in  the  campaign 
of  the  Communist-front  Civil  Rights  Congress  in  protest  of  the  indictment  of 
the  li'  Communist  Party  leaders  in  New  York. 

Ralph  Vernon  Vossbrink,  of  Honolulu,  an  identified  leader  in  the  Communist 
Party  of  Hawaii,  was  among  the  members  of  the  M.  C.  and  S.  who  served  as 
Communist  couriers  between  Hawaii  and  San  Francisco  during  World  War 
II.  For  several  years  after  the  war  M.  C.  and  S.  headquarters  in  San  Francisca 
carried  Ralph  Vossbrink  on  its  records  as  residing  at  3571  Pahoa  Avenue,  Hono- 
lulu, the  residence  of  John  E.  Reinecke,  indicted  Communist  leader. 

Former  Communist  Party  member  Robert  M.  Kempa  testified  before  the- 
United  States  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Hawaii  on  January  22,  1953, 
that  in  accordance  with  instructions  given  him  by  Alex  Treskin,  waterfront 
organizer  for  the  Communist  Party  in  San  Francisco,  he  contacted  Ralph  Vernon 
Vossbrink  at  the  offices  of  the  M.  C.  and  S.  at  pier  11,  Honolulu,  in  January 
1947  and  identified  himself  by  displaying  his  Communist  Party  membership  card. 
Shortly  thereafter,  Vossbrink,  who  at  that  time  was  assistant  port  agent  for 
the  M.  C.  and  S.,  introduced  Kempa  to  Dwight  James  Freeman,  Communist 
organizer  in  the  Territory. 

Wallace  Wo  Leong  Uu,  Honolulu  port  agent  for  the  M.  C.  and  S.,  was  Identi- 
fied as  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  by  Ichiro  Izuka  and  Easter  J'.  Doyle 
before  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committe  in  Honolulu  in  April  1950. 
In  addition,  there  was  introduced  in  evidence  before  the  committee  a  letter 
addressed  to  Ichiro  Izuka  dated  November  18,  1946,  and  signed  by  "Wallace  Ho, 
chairman  of  the  trial  board"  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii.  Ho  was  one  of  the  original  stockholders  in  the  Honolulu  Record 
Publishing  Co.,  Ltd.,  having  purchased  100  shares  in  1948.  At  that  time  Ho 
gave  his  address  as  510  Bush  Street,  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  the  location  of  the 
offices  of  the  M.  C.  and  S.  During  1951  he  transferred  ownership  of  all  of  his 
stock  to  his  wife,  Mrs.  Virginia  Ho.  As  of  August  31,  1951,  Mrs.  Ho  was  the 
secretary-treasurer  and  a  director  of  the  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co., 
Ltd.  She  was  elected  vice  chairman  of  the  Communist-front  Hawaii  Civil 
Rights  Congress  on  February  1,  1952,  and  has  been  serving  as  temporary  chair- 
man of  the  HCRC  since  August  1952,  when  Chairman  Claude  W.  White  de- 
parted from  the  Territory. 

The  liaison  between  the  M.  C.  and  S.  and  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress 
is  further  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the  M.  C.  and  S.  headquarters  at  108 
North  King  Street,  Honolulu,  has  been  used  as  a  meeting  place  by  the  HCRC. 
The  HCRC  invited  M.  C.  and  S.  Port  Agent  Wallace  Ho  to  adddress  an  HCRC 
general  membership  meeting  on  February  1,  1952.  In  his  talk  Ho  stressed 
the  need  for  world  peace  and  praised  the  efforts  of  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Con- 
gress to  protect  civil  rights. 

Another  prominent  illustration  of  cooperation  between  the  M.  C.  and  S.  and 
the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  was  observed  in  an  HCRC  rally  in  protest 
of  the  McCarrran  antisubversive  Act,  held  at  Aala  Park,  Honolulu,  on  April  7, 
1951.  One  of  the  principal  speakers  on  that  occasion  was  M.  C.  and  S.  Presi- 
dent Hugh  Bryson.  Others  who  addressed  the  gathering  were  Vincent  Hallinan, 
one  of  the  defense  attorneys  in  the  trial  of  Harry  Bridges ;  Wilfred  M.  Oka,  an 
identified  member  of  the  Communist  Party  and  columnist  for  the  Honolulu 
Record ;  Valerie  Taylor,  president  of  the  ILWU  Women's  Auxiliary,  and  An- 
tonio T.  Rania,  president  of  the  Territory-wide  ILWU  Local  142.  Claude  W. 
White,  chairman  of  the  HCRC,  acted  as  chairman  of  this  rally. 

For  many  years  there  has  existed  a  close  bond  of  friendship  and  cooperation 
between  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  and  the  ILWU.  This  alliance  has  be- 
come even  stronger  since  1950  because  both  unions  have  been  ejected  from  the 
CIO  for  their  Communist  domination.  Moreover,  Harry  Bridges  and  Hugh 
Bryson,  leaders  of  the  two  unions,  are  known  to  be  close  personal  friends.  In 
his  address  to  the  9th  Biennial  Convention  of  the  ILWU,  held  in  Honolulu  dur- 
ing April  1951,  Bryson  stated  that  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  would 
"continue  to  fight  for  the  progressive  militant  unionism  of  Harry  Bridges  and  the 
ILWU."  Bryson  was  the  leader  of  a  group  of  10  M.  C.  and  S.  members  who  at- 
tended the  convention  as  "fraternal  delegates." 

On  September  6,  1951,  9  days  after  the  arrest  and  indictment  of  7  Com- 
munist leaders  in  Honolulu,  the  Honolulu  Record  announced  that  the  Marine 
Cooks  and  Stewards  membership  in  San  Francisco  had  "voted  unanimously  to 
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condemn  J.  Howard  McGrath's  attack  on  Judge  Metzger  [of  Honolulu]  for  his 
refusal  to  set  excessive  bail  on  ILWU  regional  director  Jack  Hall,  and  others 
arrested  under  the  Smith  Act."  The  "Record"  reported  that  President  Hugh 
Bryson  wired  the  ILWU  sugar  workers:  "MCS  membership  outraged  by  arrest 
of  Jack  Hall  and  attempts  of  Government  to  persecute  the  judge  who  set  bail." 

On  June  29,  19;")!,  the  Voice,  official  M.  C.  and  S.  publication,  reported  that  the 
M.  C.  and  S.  headquarters  in  San  Fi-ancisco  had  received  the  following  telegram 
from  ILWU  Local  136  (longshoremen),  signed  by  Calixto  Damaso,  president  and 
business  agent  of  the  Oahu  division  of  ILWU  Local  136  : 

"Twelve  hundred  Honolulu  longshoremen  in  stopwork  meeting.  100  percent 
in  support  of  you  in  tight  against  phoney  SUP  raiding." 

On  July  30,  1951,  Joseph  Kealalio  (alias  Joe  Blurr),  pre.sident  of  the  ILWU 
Local  136  (longshoremen),  and  Edward  K.  Hong,  secretary  of  ILAVU  Local  150 
(workers  in  miscellaneous  industries),  addressed  the  M.  C.  and  S.  membership  in 
San  Francisco.  Kealalio  and  Hong,  identified  members  of  the  Communist  Party 
of  Hawaii,  expressed  their  appreciation  for  M.  C.  and  S.  aid  in  the  1949  Hawaii 
longshore  strike  and  pledged  the  continued  unqualified  support  of  the  ILWU  in 
Hawaii  to  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards. 

The  Honolulu  Record  stated  on  November  6,  1952,  that  "M.  C.  and  S.  members 
have  never  forgotten  the  importance  of  longshore-seamen  unity.  Other 
union  leaders  despite  their  membership,  such  as  Harry  Lundeberg  of  the  Sailors 
Union  of  the  Pacific,  have  cut  off  from  the  longshoremen,  but  the  M.  C.  and  S.  and 
the  ILWU  have  always  been  the  closest  of  allies,  the  longshoremen  supporting 
the  M.  C.  and  S.  against  the  raiders,  the  M.  C.  and  S.  supporting  the  ILWU  in 
the  Hawaiian  longshore,  pineapple  and  sugar  disputes,  and  both  striking  together 
in  the  1948  maritime  dispute." 

One  of  the  principal  contributions  of  the  M.  O.  and  S.  to  the  Communist  cause 
in  the  Territory  has  been  its  service  as  a  distributor  of  Communist  propaganda. 
Among  the  propaganda  distributed  by  the  M.  C.  and  S.  in  Honolulu  is  the  fol- 
lowing : 

(a)  The  Daily  People's  World ; 
(&)   The  Honolulu  Record; 

(c)  Freedom,  whose  editorial  board  is  headed  by  Paid  Robeson: 

(d)  Fear,  an  ILWU  pamphlet  by  Harriet  Bouslog; 

(e)  The  Navy  and  the  Massie-Kahahawai  Case,  a  pamphlet  written  by 
John  E.  Reinecke  and  published  by  the  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co.,  Ltd. 

The  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  publicly  has  opposed  United  States  military 
aid  to  the  Government  of  South  Korea  and  has  demanded  that  the  Government 
"immediately  cease  American  armed  intervention  in  Korea,"  thereby  "reaffirm- 
ing the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards'  position  for  peace  against  war." 

On  August  22,  1950,  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards,  speaking  through  its 
general  council  (a  body  composed  of  its  officers  and  port  agents),  announced 
that  it  favored  United  Nations  recognition  of  "The  People's  [Communist]  Gov- 
ernment of  China."  In  this  way,  the  general  council  stated,  "the  United  States, 
U.  S.  S.  R.,  and  China,  with  the  assistance  and  cooperation  of  other  peace-loving 
nations"  can  find  a  ba.sis  for  world  peace.  At  the  same  time  the  Marine  Cooks 
and  Stewards  general  council  went  on  record  as  opposed  to  "the  injustice  in 
the  Harry  Bridges  case." 

During  July  1951,  the  Honolulu  office  of  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  at- 
tempted surreptitiously  to  provide  inmates  of  Oahu  Prison  with  copies  of  the 
Daily  People's  World,  west  coast  organ  of  the  Communist  Party.  Wallace  Ho. 
port  agent  for  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards,  obtained  permission  from  prison 
authorities  to  furnish  to  the  inmates  copies  of  the  official  Marine  Cooks  and 
Stewards  publication,  the  Voice.  However,  when  the  copies  of  the  Voice  were 
received  at  the  prison  it  was  discovered  that  25  copies  of  the  Communist  Daily 
People's  World  had  been  inserted  in  the  bundle. 

The  Commission's  analysis  of  five  consecutive  issues  of  the  Voice  has  revealed 
that  much  of  the  content  of  that  publication  has  been  consistent  with  the 
current  Communist  platform,  and  that  none  opposes  the  pro-U.  S.  S.  R.  line. 

News  stories  and  editorials  were  found  to  contain  : 

(a)   Criticism  of  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee; 
(h)   Favorable    publicity    for    the   Communist-inspired    American    peace 
crusade ; 

(c)  Criticism  of  FBI  and  Coast  Guard  screening  of  seamen  and  water- 
front workers ; 

(d)  (^riticism  of  the  arrest  of  Communist  Party  leaders: 

(c)   Magnification   of   incidents   designed    to   create   racial    unrest  : 
(/)   Demands  for  peace  and  world  disarmament. 
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The  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  has  also  been  a  faitliful  supporter  of  the 
Communist-front  Honolulu  Recoi'd  through  its  advertisements  in  the  Record's 
special  Christmas,  amiiversary,  and  Labor  Day  editions.  In  return,  the 
Record  has  reciprocated  by  giving  the  union  a  great  deal  of  favorable  publicity, 
exemplified  in  a  full-page  story  on  November  6,  1!)52,  entitled  "MCS  Militancy 
and  Democracy  Defeats  Raid,  Knits  Stronger  Union." 

CONCLUSION 

It  is  concluded  that  the  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  con- 
tinues to  be  guided  by  leaders  who  are  dedicated  to  furthering  the  cause  of 
world  communism.  While  the  numerical  strength  of  the  Marine  Cooks  and 
Stewards  residing  in  Hawaii  is  negligible,  its  Honolulu  port  office  remains  firmly 
in  Communist  hands  and  serves  as  a  iHiint  of  contact  with  transient  maritime 
Communists  and  as  a  terminus  for  Communist  literature  sent  to  Hawaii  outside 
the  mails. 

United  Public  Workers  of  America  (L'PWA) 

The  United  Public  Workers  of  America  is  of  particular  interest  in  the  Terri- 
tory of  Hawaii  because  it  specializes  in  organizing  public  employees,  it  is  a  Com- 
munist-dominated luiion,  and  its  per  capita  strength  in  Hawaii  is  significantly 
greater  than  in  the  I'nited  States  generally. 

The  UPWA  was  formed  by  the  merger  in  April  1046  of  the  United  Federal 
Workers  of  America,  with  an  estimated  15,000  to  20,000  members,  and  the  State, 
County,  and  Municipal  W^jrkers  of  America,  with  an  estimated  25,000  to  50,000 
members. 

On  February  16,  1950,  the  Congress  of  Industrial  Organizations  expelled  the 
United  Public  Workers  of  America.  Quoted  below  are  excerpts  from  the  report 
of  the  CIO  executive  board  committee  which  conducted  the  hearings  on  Jan- 
uary 9-11,  1950 : 

"*  *  *  The  basic  question  posed  by  the  charge  against  the  UPW  is  whether 
its  leadership  is  an  honest  trade-union  leadership,  genuinely  devoted  to  the 
advancement  of  the  cause  of  American  labor  and  American  democracy  or  a 
leadership  w^hose  policies  and  activities  are  determined  by  the  philosophy  and 
the  program  of  the  Communist  Party  *  *  *. 

"*  *  *  On  the  basis  of  the  evidence  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  commit- 
tee, only  one  conclusion  is  possible.  The  present  leadership  of  the  UPW  is  the 
same  leadership  which  led  SCMWA  in  the  tortuous  paths  of  the  Communist  Party 
for  years  *  *  *. 

"*  *  *  And  so  the  committee  necessarily  concludes  that  the  UPW's  leadership 
has  not  changed.  It  still  today  pursues  the  course  prescribed  by  the  Communist 
Party  as  it  did  in  the  past.  It  has  no  higher  regard  for  the  objectives  of  Ameri- 
can unionism  today  than  it  had  in  the  years  when  it  frankly  and  openly  switched 
its  course  day  by  day  as  the  Communist  Party  called  the  signals  *  *  *." 

The  committee  concludes : 

"For  the  reason  stated,  therefore,  and  on  the  basis  of  all  the  evidence  presented 
to  it,  the  committee  unanimously  concludes  that  the  policies  and  activities  of 
the  UPW  are  consistently  directed  toward  the  achievement  of  the  program  and 
the  purposes  of  the  Communist  Party  rather  than  the  objectives  and  policies  set 
forth  in  the  CIO  constitution.  The  committee  recommends  that  the  executive 
board  exercise  the  powers  granted  to  it  by  article  VI,  section  10,  of  the  CIO  con- 
stitution and,  by  virtue  of  those  powers,  revoke  the  certificate  of  aflBliation 
heretofore  granted  to  the  UPW  and  expel  it  from  the  CIO." 

A  report  by  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  United  States  Senate,  entitled 
"Subversive  Conti-ol  of  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America,"  was  issued  during 
1952.    The  following  is  quoted  from  that  report : 

"It  should  be  a  matter  of  deep  concern  to  every  patriotic  American  that  the 
United  Public  Workers  of  America,  which  is  sustained  by  contributions  from 
80,000  to  35,000  members  who  are  employed  by  various  units  of  government  in 
this  country,  is  under  the  control  of  the  Communist  Party  which  is  dedicated  to 
the  destruction  of  our  Government.  The  subcommittee  doubts,  however,  that  the 
majority  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  membership  is  cognizant  of,  or  would  know- 
ingly support,  the  Communist  leadership  of  the  organization.  The  subcommittee 
expresses  the  hope  that  when  the  rank  and  file  of  the  membership  of  the  United 
Public  Workers  of  America  learn  the  truth  concerning  the  Communist  leader- 
ship of  the  organization,  they  will  take  effective  action  to  rout  such  leadership 
*  *  «  " 
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The  United  Public  Workers  of  America  started  organizing  in  the  Territory 
of  Hawaii  in  the  early  part  of  1946.  Early  recruiting  was  done  by  Wilfred  M. 
Oka,  who  was  also  an  active  member  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  at  that 
time,  and  who  later  was  one  of  the  so-called  reluctant  39. 

In  May  1947  Abram  Flaxer,  international  president  of  the  union,  and  Henry 
B.  Epstein,  of  the  national  oflSce,  came  to  Hawaii  in  connection  with  UPWA's 
organizational  program  here.  Flaxer  has  been  identified  several  times  as  a  party 
member,  and  Epstein  has  been  identified  as  belonging  to  a  semiclosed  group  of 
the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  in  1948.  Other  information  possessed  by  this 
Commission  indicates  that  Epstein  was  a  member  of  the  party  when  he  arrived 
in  Hawaii  in  1947. 

During  Flaxer's  1947  visit  he.  Oka,  and  Epstein,  toured  the  Territory  for  the 
purpose  of  "intensifying  the  unionization   of  government  workers." 

As  a  part  of  this  recruitment  campaign,  Oka  scheduled  a  meeting  of  the  United 
Public  Workers  of  America  (CIO)  on  May  16,  1947,  at  the  Mabel  Smyth  Memorial 
building.  It  was  announced  that  this  meeting  was  for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
Flaxer,  and  that  it  was  sponsored  by  the  Oahu  CIO  council,  comprised  of  the 
United  Public  Workers  of  America,  the  International  Longshoremen's  and  Ware- 
housemen's Union,  the  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards,  the 
American  Communications  Association,  the  United  Office  and  Professional  Work- 
ers of  America,  and  the  National  Maritime  Union.  All  of  these  unions  weie  cited 
by  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  in  1944,  as  having  "Communist 
leadership  *  *  *  strongly  entrenched,"  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  National 
Maritime  Union,  were  expelled  from  the  CIO  in  1950  because  of  their  Communist 
domination. 

Epstein  remained  in  Hawaii  after  Flaxer's  departure  and  is  now  the  regional 
director  of  UPWA. 

Robert  Weinstein,  national  director  of  organization  of  the  UPWA,  visited 
Hawaii  during  September  1950,  and  attended  the  Territorial  UPWA  convention 
held  in  Honolulu  during  Labor  Day  weekend.  This  convention  voted  resolutions 
supporting  the  national  UPWA  leaders  and  Harry  Bridges,  ILWU  president. 
Another  resolution  gave  formal  thanks  to  the  ILWU  of  Hawaii  for  its  assistance 
and  support.  It  was  announced  at  this  convention  that  the  membership  of 
UPWA  numbered  1,.W0.  On  the  basis  of  the  number  of  delegates  authorized  by 
the  UPWA  constitution,  the  membership  by  various  islands  would  have  been 
as  follows: 

Members 

Kauai,  4  delegates 300  to  399 

Maui,   6   delegates 500  to  .599 

Hawaii,   5  delegates 400  to  499 

Oahu,   2  delegates 100  to  199 

Total 1,300  to  1,696 

Abram  Faxler  again  visited  Hawaii  in  November  1051.  The  announced  pur- 
pose of  his  visit  was  to  "step  up  our  organizing  activities."  Flaxer  stated  that 
UPWA  had  made  a  lot  of  progress  here  but  that  "in  my  estimation  we  can  really 
achieve  a  mass  organization  on  all  the  islands."  Accompanied  by  Epstein,  he 
is  reported  to  have  spent  3  days  on  Hawaii,  1  day  on  Maui,  and  1  day  on  Kauai. 
Epstein  announced  on  December  4,  1951,  that  the  membership  of  T'PWA  had 
increased  4  to  5  times  since  his  arrival  in  Hawaii  in  1947  to  a  total  of  about 
2,000. 

Two  local  unions,  the  Culinary  and  Service  Workers  Union  and  the  Independ- 
ent Taxi  Drivers  Union,  are  connected  with  the  UPWA. 

It  is  obvious  and  significant  that  the  effective  leadership  and  recruiting  op- 
erations of  the  UPWA  in  Hawaii  have  been  maintained  under  Coi.ummist 
control  and  out  of  the  hands  of  public  employees.  These  Communists  have 
been  prominent  in  the  UPWA  : 

Henry  B.  Epstein  Wilfred  M.  Oka 

Robert  M.  Kempa  Ralph  V.  Vossbrink 

Stephen  T.  Murin 

With  the  exception  of  Kempa,  these  persons  were  not  piiblic  workers.  While 
an  emplo.vee  of  the  Board  of  Water  Supply  of  the  City  and  County  of  Honolulu, 
Kempa  also  was  a  prominent,  but  undisclosed,  member  of  the  Communist  Party 
of  Hawaii.  He  was  at  the  same  time  active  in  promoting  the  UPWA.  In  1949 
the  legislature  amended  the  form  of  loyalty  oath  required  of  public  officers  and 
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employees  in  Hawaii  to  include  a  statement  that  the  affiant  was  not,  and  had 
not  been  during  the  previous  5  years,  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party. 
Kempa  left  public  employment  rather  than  sisn  the  new  form  of  oath,  but 
continued  active  in  both  the  UPWA  and  the  Comnumist  I'arty. 

Other  persons  who  ha\e  been  employed  by  UPWA  include  Ah  Quon  McElrath, 
Jeannette  Rohrbough,  and  LeRoy  Linsley,  Jr.  The  first  two  have  been  identi- 
fied Communist  Party  members;  Linsley  has  been  active  in  the  Hawaii  Civil 
Rights  Congress,  a  Communist  "front." 

The  T'PWA  in  Hawaii  has  maintained  a  close  relationship  with  the  Commu- 
nist-controlled ILWU.  Much  time  on  the  ILWU  radio  programs  has  been  made 
available  to  UPWA.  The  ILWU  "dispatcher"  is  a  consistent  supporter  of  the 
UPWA.  The  latter's  regional  offices  are  located  in  the  ILWU  headquarters 
building  in    Honolulu. 

The  UPWA  has  provided  financial  and  moral  support  for  the  Honolulu 
Record  by  frequent  insertions  of  messages  of  fraternal  greetings,  season's  greet- 
ings, and  congratulatory  messages.  The  latest  corporate  exhibit  of  the  Honolulu 
Record  shows  that  the  Culinary  and  Service  Workers  Union  (UPWA)  is  a 
Record  stockholder.  The  Record,  in  return,  has  given  much  favorable  pub- 
licity to  the  UPWA. 

There  has  been  a  close  tie  between  the  UPWA  and  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties 
Committee  and  its  successor,  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress.  Epstein  has 
been  a  featured  speaker  at  several  meetings  of  this  organization.  Wilfred  M. 
Oka.  Ralph  V.  Vossbrink,  Robert  M.  Kempa,  and  Stephen  T.  Murin,  UPWA 
officials,  were  also  members  of  the  HCRC.  Murin  and  Kempa,  served  as  officers 
of  HCRC — Murin  as  chairman  in  194S  and  1950,  and  as  vice  chairman  in  19.51 ; 
Kempa  as  treasurer  in  1951.  Murin  now  is  the  UPWA  representative  on  the 
Island  of  Hawaii. 

The  total  membership  of  the  UPWA  is  reliably  reported  as  being  not  more 
than  35,000,  including  members  in  the  United  States  proper,  Alaska,  Hawaii, 
and  the  Canal  Zone.  The  population  of  these  areas  is  approximately  150 
million.  It  is  significant  that  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  with  about  .500,000 
people,  or  a  little  more  than  three-tenths  of  1  percent  of  the  United  States 
population,  has  an  estimated  2,000  UPWA  members,  or  about  5.7  percent  of  its 
total  meintiership. 

The  commission  considers  that  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America  is  under 
the  control  of  the  Communist  Party.  The  apparent  coalition  of  the  UPWA  with 
other  Communist-controlled  unions  in  Hawaii  presents  a  potentially  grave 
security  menace  in  case  of  a  national  emergency,  and  is  an  ever-present  threat 
against  the  economy  of  the  Territory.  However,  it  does  not  appear  that  the 
rank-and-file  membership  of  the  UPWA  understands  that  it  is  Communist  led,  or 
that  any  of  the  public  employees  involved  are  members  of  the  Communist  Party. 

In  1951  the  legislature  enacted  statutes  requiring  a  sworn,  personal-history 
statement  of  public  officers  and  employees.  The  form  of  statement  later  promul- 
gated by  the  Territorial  loyalty  board,  pursuant  to  statute,  contains  questions 
requiring  express  disclosure  of  present  and  past  subversive  activities  or  affilia- 
tions. The  effective  Communist  leaders  in  the  UPWA  remain,  however,  not 
subject  to  the  loyalty  laws  because  they  do  not  hold  public  positions. 

Although  this  commission  makes  no  express  recommendation  for  legislation  on 
the  subject,  it  suggests  to  the  legislature  that  consideration  be  given  to  the 
question  whether  paid  leaders  and  employees  of  the  UPWA,  who  are  not  public 
oflScers  or  public  employees,  be  required  to  present  themselves  for  the  same 
scrutiny  required  of  the  workers  they  lead  and  represent.  When  officials  of 
the  Territory  and  its  political  subdivisions  are  called  upon  to  deal  with  repre- 
sentatives of  employees'  unions  and  associations,  it  is  believed  that  such  officials 
are  entitled  to  know  whether  they  are  dealing  with  loyal  citizens  or  with 
subversives. 

Communists  in  Public  Employment 

Investigation  during  the  past  2  years  indicates  that,  except  for  the  successful 
program  of  recruitment  of  public  employees  into  the  Communist-led  United 
Public  Workers  of  America,  the  Communist  Party  and  its  sympathizers  have  no 
significant  influence  among  public  employees  and  ofiicers  in  Hawaii. 

A  large  part  of  the  work  of  this  commission's  staff  during  the  past  year  has 
been  devoted  to  reviewing  and  evaluating  approximately  24.000  sworn,  personal- 
history  statements  submitted  by  public  ofiicers  and  public  employees  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  Act  2.56,  Session  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1951. 
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In  the  course  of  the  past  2  years,  this  commission  has  found  evidence  that 
4  public-school  teachers  in  Hawaii  had  been  members  of  the  Communist  Party  in 
the  past,  although  that  fact  was  not  known  to  the  department  of  public  instruc- 
tion. Two  of  the  teachers  were  Communist  Party  members  in  Hawaii,  while  two 
had  been  in  the  party  on  the  mainland. 

Only  1  of  the  4  teachers,  however,  was  found  to  have  had  any  connection  with 
Communist  elements  in  Hawaii  in  recent  years.  This  teacher,  in  his  testimony 
before  this  commission  and  in  submitting  his  sworn,  personal-history  statement 
pursuant  to  Act  256,  denied  any  connection  with  the  Communist  Party.  While 
he  was  subsequently  being  investigated  by  the  commission,  he  suddenly  left  the 
Territory  and  resigned  his  position.     He  has  not  returned. 

Two  teachers  revealed,  in  their  personal-history  statements,  that  they  had  been 
Communist  Party  members  in  prewar  years.  These  cases  have  been  investigated 
and  the  persons  concerned  have  been  interviewed.  Finding  no  reasonable  basis 
on  which  to  doubt  the  loyalty  of  the  public  employees  involved,  the  commission 
has  not  referred  their  cases  to  the  Territorial  loyalty  board  and,  in  fairness 
to  the  persons  concerned,  does  not  include  their  names  in  this  report. 

The  fourth  person  mentionetl  left  public  employment  during  the  pendency  of 
the  Reinecke  case  in  1948  and  several  months  after  the  Governor  of  Hawaii 
announced  that  proceedings  would  be  taken  against  other  Communists  in  public 
employment.  It  is  perhaps  of  some  interest  that  the  incomplete  nature  of  this 
individuals  personnel  file  in  the  department  of  public  instruction  (see  annex  13 
to  the  1951  report  of  this  commission)  was  one  of  the  factors  that  led  this 
commission  to  recommend  that  complete,  sworn,  personal-history  statements  be 
required  of  public  employees.  Because  the  individual  concerned  has  not  been 
in  public  office  or  public  employment  since  1948,  he  is  not  subject  to  Act  256. 
This  commission,  therefore,  has  not  reported  the  case  to  the  Territorial  loyalty 
board. 

Two  other  public  employees,  one  in  the  Territorial  government  and  the  other 
in  the  government  of  the  city  and  county  of  Honolulu,  have  only  recently  been 
reliably  identified  as  having  been  meml)ers  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii 
in  1947  or  1948.  An  inspection  of  the  sworn,  personal-history  statements  sub- 
mitted by  the  two  employees  shows  that  each  has  denied  ever  having  been  a 
member  of  the  Communist  Party  or  having  attended  Communist  Party  meetings. 
Because  the  individuals  involved  and  the  investigation  of  their  cases  would  be 
prejudiced  thereby,  the  names  of  the  two  employees  concerned  are  not  reported 
at  this  time. 

Another  two  persons  connected  with  local  government  have  been  mentioned 
in  sworn  testimony  under  circumstances  indicating  possible  past  membership 
in  the  Communist  Party,  but  the  commission  will  require  corroborating  evidence 
before  naming  the  persons  in  its  reports  or  refeiTing  their  cases  to  the  loyalty 
board.    Investigation  will  continue. 

In  its  1951  report,  the  commission  stated  that  some  public  employees  had 
participated  in  postwar  Communist  study  groups.  The  two  cases  of  chief 
concern  have  been  closed,  one  by  the  employee's  resignation  and  departure  from 
the  Territory  and  the  other  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  no  other  evidence  indi- 
cating the  employee's  past  or  present  Communist  Party  affiliation  was  found. 
Further  evidence  concerning  the  identity  and  procedures  of  Communist  discus- 
sion groups  in  Hawaii  has  been  gathered,  and  the  participation  of  some  public 
employees  has  Ijeen  noted.  However,  except  as  otherwise  specially  mentioned 
in  this  report,  the  topic  is  of  no  further  present  interest  in  a  discussion  of  the 
matter  of  Communists  in  public  office  and  public  employment. 

Another  imblic  employee  has  been  the  concern  of  this  commission  because  his 
permission  to  enter  a  military  area  was  withdrawn  because  he  was  considered 
a  "poor  security  risk.''  Although  not  afforded  access  to  information  possessed 
by  the  Federal  Government,  the  commission  was  able  to  determine,  from  main- 
land associates  of  this  employee,  the  nature  of  his  situation.  Close  inspection  of 
his  activities  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  for  the  past  7  years  fails  to  reveal  any 
improper  activities  on  his  part.  The  employee's  superiors  in  government  are 
aware  of  his  background  and,  like  this  commission,  deem  action  unnecessary. 

With  the  exception  of  the  cases  mentioned  above,  there  have  been  no  public 
officers  or  public  employees  who  have  been  of  specific  concern  to  this  commission 
during  the  past  2  years.  No  cases  of  per.sons  whose  loyalty  is  in  doubt  have  been 
referred  by  the  commission  to  the  Territorial  loyalty  board  under  the  provi- 
sions of  section  11,  Act  256,  Session  Laws  of  Hawaii  1951. 
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In  addition  to  the  cases  mentioned  above,  it  may  be  of  particular  interest 
to  the  legislature  and  to  Territorial  and  county  department  heads  that  during 
the  past  ir»  years  there  have  been  in  public  office  or  public  employment  more 
than  a  score  of  persons  who  were  at  the  time  or  previously  had  been  members 
of  the  Communist  Party,  although  not  known  as  such  to  their  superiors  in 
Government.     Among  the  persons  of  that  type  were :

The  recruitment  and  "development"  of  public  officers  and  public  employees 
always  has  been  considered  of  prime  importance  by  the  Communist  Party,  both 
because  such  persons  may  influence  official  policy  and  because  they  may  provide 
confidential  information  to  the  Communist  apparatus.  Thus,  the  Communist 
Party  has  taken  especial  care  to  conceal  the  fact  of  party  membership  of  persons 
in  government  and.  likewise,  to  protect  its  sources  of  information  among 
sympathizers. 

Thus,  in  1948,  when  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  began  seriously  to 
tighten  its  security  measures,  most  members  connected  with  the  Territorial  or 
county  governments  were  detached  from  their  former  party  cells  and  transferred 
to  a  secret  group  that  was  to  remain  out  of  contact  with  ordinary  Communist 
cells.  Included  in  the  secret  group  were  not  only  government  employees,  but 
also  Henry  B.  Epstein,  regional  director  of  the  Communist-controlled  United 
Public  Workers  of  America,  and  his  wife,  Sylvia.  Epstein's  job  then,  as  now,  was 
to  recruit  public  workers  into  his  Communist-lead  organization. 

A  prime  objective  of  the  Communist  Party  is  to  develop  sources  of  information 
and  influence  within  the  government.  This  is  made  clear  by  the  Hiss  case,  the 
other  disclosures  of  Whittaker  Chambers  and  those  of  Elizabeth  Bentley,  and  the 
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findings  of  the  Canadian  Royal  Commission  investigating  Russian  espionage. 
The  party's  aims  at  the  national  level  are  no  different  from  those  at  the  State, 
Territorial,  county,  or  municipal  levels. 

Thus,  it  was  of  serious  concern  to  this  commission  that  on  March  21,  1951, 
Robert  W.  McEIrath,  ILWU  radio  commentator  and  prominent  Communist  Party 
functionary,  reported  with  great  accuracy  the  proceedings  held  earlier  that  day 
in  an  executive  session  of  the  Territorial  house  of  representatives.  At  that 
session,  Ihe  counsel  of  this  commission  appeared  and  spoke  before  the  represent- 
atives on  the  contents  of  this  commission's  19.51  report  (which  at  the  time  had 
not  been  released  to  the  public).  In  a  session  that  lasted  about  2^^  hours,  the 
commission's  counsel  was  asked  and  answei'ed  many  questions.  Some  answers 
amplfied  the  report  and  furnished  information  not  contained  therein.  The 
accurate  nature  of  the  McElrath's  reporting  made  it  clear  that  he  had  a  con- 
fidential source  within  the  executive  session.  Because  all  present  at  that  session 
were  public  officers  or  public  employees,  the  import  of  that  incident  is  apparent. 

During  February  1953  McEIrath  purported  to  quote  confidential  records  of 
government  security  agencies  in  three  radio  broadcasts.  All  information  men- 
tioned by  i\UE!rath  was  in  possession  of  Territorial  officers  or  agencies,  and  the 
sources  of  the  information  are  known  to  this  commission. 

This  commission  reports  the  matters  contained  in  the  foregoing  two  para- 
graphs for  the  obvious  reason  that  either  McEIrath  has  obtained  such  informa- 
tion by  illegal  means  from  the  house  chamber,  in  the  one  case,  or  from  confiden- 
tial fi'es,  ill  the  other,  or  he  has  bt'en  sujiitlied  such  iiifoniiMtion  by  willing  co- 
operators  within  the  Territorial  government.  If  the  former  be  true,  then  Mc- 
EIrath merely  has  succeeded  in  giving  a  demonstration  of  the  local  application  of 
clandestine  methods  known  to  have  been  indulged  in  by  Communists  elsewhere. 
If  that  not  be  the  case,  then  McEIrath  has  revealed  the  fact  that  his  sources  of 
information  include  Territorial  officers  or  employees  entrusted  with  confidential 
information. 

Whether  the  one  alternative  or  the  other  be  true,  this  commission  suggests 
that  the  dangers  inherent  in  the  situation  must  be  clear.  Investigation  is 
continuing. 

In  concluding  this  discussion  of  the  topic  of  public  oflScers  and  public  em- 
ployees;, the  commission  deems  it  appropriate  to  record  the  fact  that  Bouslog  & 
Symonds,  Honolulu  attorneys  who  have  been  prominent  in  the  defense  of  Com- 
munist Party  members  in  Hawaii,  have  taken  the  position  that  the  investigation 
of  Communist  Party  matters  involves  national  defense  and  security  and  therefore 
should  not  be  handled  by  the  Territorial  government.  The  commission  on  sub- 
versive activities  finds  itself  in  complete  agreement  with  Bouslog  &  Symonds  that 
Communist  Party  activities  do  concern  national  defense  and  security,  but  the 
commission  believes  that  the  subject  is  one  properly  for  local  cognizance  also. 

Because,  as  Bouslog  &  Symonds  say.  Communist  Party  activities  affect  national 
defense  and  security,  this  commission  need  not  stress  the  continuing  necessity 
for  investigation  and  exposure  of  communism  in  Hawaii  particularly  with  refer- 
ence to  Communists  who  may  hold  or  seek  public  oflice  or  public  employment. 


Annex  I 

Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  Bulletin 

The  legislature  passed  three  loyalty  bills  during  the  regular  session. 

These  bills  follow  a  pattern  set  in  Washington,  a  pattern  which  tries  to  upset 
the  methods  and  procedures  of  American  institutions — of  determining  guilt 
or  innocence,  and  of  determining  the  loyalty  of  a  person. 

Up  to  now,  it  has  been  the  American  tradition  to  require  that  a  person  be 
proven  guilty  before  being  punished.  These  Hawaiian  loyalty  bills  reverse  this. 
They  require  that  a  person  prove  his  innocence  before  he  can  be  considered 
for  Territorial  employment. 

Up  to  now,  it  has  been  the  tradition  in  our  country  that  a  person  has  the 
right  to  face  his  accusei",  to  cross-examine  him,  to  show  him  to  be  wrong; 
he  has  been  permitted  to  see  the  evidence  which  is  used  against  him ;  he  has 
been  protected  from  lies,  rumor,  or  hearsay  evidence.  The  Hawaiian  loyalty 
bills  reverse  this.  These  bills  would  permit  the  use  of  testimony  offered  by 
any  person  against  a  .1oh  applicant  or  officeholder.  The  accused  person  could  not 
face  his  accuser ;  could  not  cross-examine  him  to  show  his  motive,  or  his  in- 
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tention.  He  could  not  see  the  evidence  against  himself,  evidence  which  could 
consist  of  ouright  lies  ox*  slander. 

The  fifth  amendment  to  the  United  States  Constitution  gives  a  person  the  right 
not  to  testify  against  himself.  The  Supreme  Court  in  December  1950,  stated 
in  a  unanimous  decision  that  the  right  of  nonincrimination  under  the  fifth 
amendment  is  a  basic  part  of  the  American  legal  structures,  and  ruled  that 
persons  cannot  be  forced  to  testify  against  themselves. 

Bill  1057  states  specifically  that  any  government  employee  who  cites  the 
guaranties  of  the  fifth  amendment  to  protect  what  he  considerss  to  be  his  rights 
is  automatically  dismissed.  This  bill  violates  both  the  United  States  Con- 
stitution and  the  Hawaiian  Organic  Act. 

DO  THESE  BILLS   CONCERN  YOU? 

Your  reaction  might  be,  "Well,  these  bills  are  aimed  at  government  employees 
and  don't  concern  me.     Why  should  I  get  excited?" 

First,  these  bills  are  a  part  of  the  pattern  of  suppressing  any  opinion,  any 
belief  that  is  unpopular.  It  is  the  pattern  of  keeping  the  people  quiet,  of 
holding  up  to  contempt  anyone  who  dares  to  think  or  talk  for  himself  on 
subjects  that  are  unpopular  with  others. 

Secondly,  they  accept  the  idea  of  guilt  by  association.  For  instance,  if  you 
are  in  sympathy  with  organizations  which  are  fighting  for  world  peace  while 
the  present  attitude  is  for  war,  you  will  be  "guilty  by  association"  because  the 
Attorney  General  says  that  any  organization  which  is  fighting  for  peace  is  a 
Communist  or  Communist  front  organization.  You  will  therefore  be  declared  a 
bad  security  risk  and  will  not  be  cleared  for  government  work. 

Third,  the  pattern  which  is  being  accepted  at  present  applies  to  govern- 
ment workers.  Already,  many  clever  employers  see  the  wonderful  tool  that 
a  loyalty  bill  can  be  in  their  business  to  smash  unions  and  eliminate  militant 
workers.  If  the  government  has  the  right  to  fire  suspected  Communists,  on 
hearsay,  rumors,  and  lies,  why  not  private  employers?  This  has  already  been 
tried  in  some  places.

WHO  IS  the  man  in  chains  ? 

With  the  dawn  arrests  of  seven  working-class  leaders  in  Honolulu,  thousands 
of  persons  were  deprived  of  basic  constitutional  rights. 

It  was  not  Jack  Hall,  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  Koji  Ariyoshi,  or  any  of  the  other 
seven  workers  who  were  chained  by  the  arrest  under  the  terms  of  the  Smith  Act. 
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It  is  you  who  was  deprived  of  the  right  of  free  speech  by  the  Gestapo-style 
raids. 
You  are  the  man  in  chains. 

WHAT  IS  BEHIND  THESE  RAIDS  AND  ARRESTS  / 

More  clearly  than  in  any  of  the  other  seizures  of  alleged  Communists,  the 
FBI  in  Honolulu  has  tipped  its  hand.  More  nakedly  than  in  any  other  arrests 
the  FBI  has  been  exposed  as  partners  in  the  campaign  to  malign  and  smear  the 
militant  unions  and  the  courageous  expression  of  criticism  of  governmental 
policies. 

The  timing  of  the  raids  with  the  final  week  of  negotiations  in  Hawaii's  great 
sugar  industry  lays  bare  the  ugly  nature  of  the  plan.  The  simultaneous  arrest 
of  two  staff  members  of  the  only  independent  and  prolabor  newspaper  in  Hawaii 
is  a  flagrant  violation  of  the  tirst  amendment  of  our  Constitution.  It  is  no  coin- 
cidence that  the  Honolulu  Record  is  the  only  local  newspaper  which  has  con- 
sistently supported  the  wage  demands  of  the  members  of  the  ILWU. 

let's  look  AT  THE  RECORD 

Who  are  the  people  seized  by  the  FBI/  What  are  their  crimes?  Whom  have 
they  offended? 

The  amazing  fact  is  that  not  1  of  the  7  has  been  charged  with  any  offense 
against  society,  government,  or  private  property.  They  have  been  charged  with 
the  violation  of  the  Smith  Act.  The  Smith  x\ct  makes  a  mockery  of  the  rights 
of  free  speech  and  thought ;  and  the  case  at  hand  is  the  best  proof  of  the  fact. 
It  was  the  Smith  Act  of  which  two  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  recently 
said  that  its  administration  seriously  limits  the  protections  afforded  by  the  Bill 
of  Rights  of  our  Constitution. 

The  facts  in  this  case  are  startlingly  clear.  Every  1  of  the  arrested  7  are 
persons  of  good  character.  They  are  working  people — a  stenographer,  a  con- 
struction foreman,  scholars  of  stature,  newspapermen,  and  a  labor  leader. 

Each  of  the  7  has  1  trait  in  common,  a  trait  which  has  made  them  "dangerous." 
That  trait  is  their  devotion  to  the  working  people  of  Hawaii.  This  is  their  crime. 
This  is  the  reason  for  their  outrageous  detention. 

The  FBI  has  shown  by  their  arrests  of  labor  leaders  and  militant  trade  union- 
ists that  it  can  be  used  to  embarrass  unions  and  to  help  employers.  It  has  shown 
by  its  arrests  of  the  staff  of  the  Honolulu  Record  that  it  will  try  to  silence  all  who 
stand  against  monopolization  of  the  world's  resources.  The  FBI  has  shown 
that  it  will  arrest  anyone  who  dares  to  protest  America's  drive  for  world  domi- 
nation as  some  of  the  seven  have  done. 

The  arrest  of  these  seven  citizens  is  a  warning  to  all  honest  citizens.  It  marks 
the  danger  point  in  our  slowly  vanishing  civil  rights.  The  point  has  been  reached 
where  anyone  who  dares  to  say  what  he  thinks  is  in  danger. 

Because  of  this,  the  only  protection  for  you — for  your  right  to  speak  clearly, 
to  think  freely,  to  write  truthfully — is  to  demand  these  rights  for  the  seven. 

You  must  demand  the  end  of  political  arrests,  the  end  of  thought  control.  You 
must  write  to  President  Truman  demanding  the  repeal  of  the  Smith  Act.  Re- 
member, the  man  in  chains  is  you.     Honolulu  Civil  Rights  Congress,  Box  2120.

Dear  Member  and  Friend  :  Since  the  indictment  of  the  seven  Hawaii  residents 
under  the  Smith  Act,  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  has  been  active  in  the 
defense  campaign  for  these  defendants.  The  HCRC  has  come  to  the  defense  of 
these  defendants  because  we  feel  that  the  basic  issue  involved  in  this  case  is 
that  of  the  preservation  of  civil  liberties.  The  issues  in  this  ca.'^e  are  explained 
in  our  pamphlet.  Free  Speech  or  the  Smith  Act.  Copies  of  this  i)amphlet  are 
available  to  members  who  wish  to  pass  them  on  to  others. 

Among  some  of  the  activities  that  the  HCRC  has  carried  on  recently  are  the 
distribution  of  various  leaflets  and  pamphlets  dealing  with  the  Smith  Act.  the 
holding  of  a  very  successful  party  to  raise  funds  for  the  defendants,  a  house-to-

house  campaign  to  explain  the  case  of  the  seven  defendants,  and  the  raising  of 
funds  through  appeals  to  individuals  here  and  on  the  mainland. 

The  recent  increasing  attacks  on  the  civil  liberties  of  the  people  by  the  present 
administration  call  for  a  more  vigorous  tight  for  the  preservation  of  these  rights, 
the  HCRC  intends  to  carry  on  this  tight.  We  ask  our  members  and  friends  to 
increase  their  efforts  to  alert  more  and  more  people  to  the  necessity  of  speaking 
out  novsr  for  the  defense  of  our  civil  rights. 

HOUSE-TO-HOUSE  CAMPAIGN 

On  November  11,  1951,  a  group  of  HCRC  members  and  friends  conducted  a 
house-to-house  canvass  in  the  Damon  Tract  district.  This  group  distributed 
leaflets  and  explained  the  meaning  of  the  Smith  Act  and  its  danger  to  all  citizens 
and  residents  of  America.  The  canvassers  reported  a  very  good  and  encouraging 
response  from  those  approached.  Some  funds  were  also  collected  for  the  defense 
fund  of  the  Hawaii  Smith  Act  victims.  This  canvassing  program  reveals  a  sore 
need  for  acquainting  the  people  in  Honolulu  on  the  meaning  of  the  Smith  Act  as 
it  applies  to  all  of  us. 

The  next  house-to-house  campaign  will  be  conducted  on  Sunday,  December  2, 
1951.  You  are  urged  to  take  part  in  this  program :  Meet  us  at  Thomas  Square 
at  9  a.  m.  and  take  part  in  this  important  work. 

"fbee  speech  oe  the  smith  act" 

The  HCRC  has  mailed  and  distributed  close  to  10,000  copies  of  its  pamphlet, 
Free  Speech  or  the  Smith  Act,  both  in  Hawaii  and  on  the  mainland.  This  pamph- 
let gives  the  historic  dissenting  opinions  of  Supreme  Court  Justices  Black  and 
Douglas  and  the  views  of  others  who  regard  the  Smith  Act  as  being  in  conflict 
with  the  first  amendment  to  the  Constitution.  The  leaflets  were  distributed  to 
persons  in  all  walks  of  life — professionals,  students,  workers,  and  the  man  on 
the  street. 

moee  contributions  needed 

Although  there  have  been  generous  contributions  from  many  individuals,  both 
here  and  on  the  mainland,  there  is  still  a  great  need  for  more  contributions  to 
the  defense  fund  for  the  Hawaii  Seven.

IN  de:fendikg  them  you  defend  yourself 

On  August  28,  1951,  seven  citizens  of  Hawaii  were  arrested  by  the  FBI.  They 
were  charged  with  violation  of  the  Smith  Act. 

who  are  the  seven  ? 

The  seven  are  Jack  W.  Hall,  regional  director  of  the  International  Longshore- 
men's and  Warehousemen's  Union;  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  chairman  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  of  Hawaii;  and  his  wife,  Eileen;  Koji  Ariyoshi  and  .Tacli  Kimoto, 
editor  and  staff  member,  respectively,  of  the  weekly  Honolulu  Record  ;  Dr.  John 
E.  Reiuecke,  former  schoolteacher ;  and  Dwight  James  Freeman,  construction 
worker  and  labor  organizer. 

THEIR  RECORD 

As  regional  director  of  the  ILWU  since  1944,  Jaclc  Hall  has  led  the  largest 
union  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  in  winning  long-needed  wage  increases  and 
fundamental  improvements  in  working  and  livin.t:  conditions  for  thousands  of 
Hawaii's  basic  workers  in  the  sugar,  ijineapple,  longshore,  and  allied  industries. 

The  Honolulu  Record  is  the  only  independent  progressive  newspaper  in  the 
Territory  and  is  the  only  paper  that  supports  labor  and  fights  for  pt^ace  and  civil 
liberties.  Koji  Ariyoshi  and  Jack  Kimoto  have  been  associated  with  the  paper 
since  its  formation  in  1948. 

Charles  K.  Fuj.moto  gave  up  his  position  as  research  chemist  at  the  University 
of  Hawaii's  Experiment  Station  in  1948,  to  work  full-time  for  the  Communist 
Party.  His  wife,  Eileen,  is  employed  by  the  ILWU  as  a  stenographer  and  is 
active  in  civil-rights  activities. 

Dr.  John  E.  Reinecke,  a  well-known  scholar  and  a  public-school  teacher  for  19 
years,  is  recognized  as  a  stanch  supporter  of  labor  and  an  outspoken  progressive. 

Dwight  James  Freeman  has  been  a  longtime  labor  organizer  among  construc- 
tion workers  both  here  and  on  the  mainland. 

the  basic  issue 

The  issue  in  these  cases  is  simply  the  preservation  of  the  right  of  free  speech. 
The  seven  are  not  charged  with  a  single  overt  criminal  act.  They  are  not  charged 
with  conspiring  to  overthrow  the  Government.  They  are  cbiirged  only  with 
"conspiracy"  to  exercise  the  riglit  of  free  speech.  If  free  speech  can  be  denied 
to  Communists,  avowed  or  alleged,  it  can  be  denied  to  anyone.  It  can  be  denied 
to  you. 

WHAT  you  can  DO 

You  can  help  preserve  your  constitutional  right  of  free  speech  by  calling  for 
the  repeal  of  the  Smith  Act.  You  can  defend  yourself  by  coming  to  the  defense 
of  the  seven  Hawaii  Smith  Act  victims.

Wallace  Ho,  port  agent  for  the  National  Union  of  INLirine  Cooks  and  Stewards, 
was  guest  speaker  at  this  meeting.  Mr.  Ho  stressed  that  now  more  than  ever 
before,  organizations  such  as  the  HCRC  should  intensify  their  efforts  to  maintain 
civil  rights.     Mr.  Ho  also  emphasized  the  need  for  world  peace. 
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The  procrram  for  the  HCRC  for  1952  will  be  the  continuation  of  the  fight 
for  civil  liberties  in  the  United  States  and  Hawaii.  Our  immediate  goal  is  the 
successful  defense  of  the  Hawaii  victims  of  the  Smith  Act.  You  are  urged  to 
contribute  generously  to  the  defense  fund. 

SMITH  ACT  CASE 

Since  the  indictment  of  the  seven  Hawaii  residents  under  the  Smith  Act, 
the  HCUC  has  participated  in  their  defense.  We  have  distributed  leaflets, 
pampiilets,  and  collected  funds  for  their  defense. 

Judge  McLaughlin  recently  denied  without  a  hearing  all  10  motions  filed  by 
the  defendants.  Later,  however,  the  judge  granted  a  hearing  for  the  motion 
challenging  the  grand  jury.     The  hearing  is  in  progress  now. 

We  are  informed  that  a  committee  for  the  defense  of  the  Hawaii  Seven  has 
been  formed.  This  committee  is  now  raising  funds.  Mrs.  Aiko  Tokimasa 
Reinecke  is  the  secretary  of  this  connnittee,  wliich  is  called  Hawaii  Committee 
for  Smith  Act  Defendants  (Post-Office  Box  3641,  Honolulu).  We  urge  all 
HCRC  members  to  support  this  committee. 

The  HCRC  distributed  over  2,000  leaflets  in  the  downtown  area  of  Honolulu 
on  Thursday,  February  21.  This  leaflet,  which  carried  thumbnail  sketches  of 
the  lives  and  activities  of  the  seven  Smith  Act  victims,  was  distributed  during 
the  hours  of  8  and  9  p.  m.  by  members  of  HCRC.  Leaflet  distribution  is  a  regular 
part  of  HCRC  activities.  You  can  do  your  part  in  the  tight  for  civil  liberties  by 
taking  part  in  some  of  these  activities.

THE   HAWAII    SMITH   ACT    CASE   TO   DATE 

After  the  spectacular  dawn  arrests  by  FBI  agents  of  seven  island  residents 
under  the  Smith  Act  on  August  28,  1951,  the  Hawaii  ease  has  been  marked  with 
unprecedented  events  and  victories  which  make  the  case  a  significant  one.  The 
case  to  date  demonstrates  that  an  increasing  number  of  people  in  Hawaii, 
especially  the  workers  in  the  basic  industries,  are  not  being  swept  by  hysteria 
and  fooled  by  the  Government's  contention  that  the  seven  Smith  Act  defendants 
constitute  a  danger  to  the  United  States  Government. 

Following  is  a  resume  of  events  in  the  Smith  Act  case  to  date : 

Seven  island  residents  were  arrested  at  6 :  30  a.  m.  on  August  28,  1951,  by  FBI 
agents  and  charged  with  violation  of  the  Smith  Act.  Books  and  pamphlets  were 
seized  without  warrant  by  the  agents.  The  defendants  were  taken  to  FBI  head- 
(juarters,  where  they  were  flngerprinted  and  photographetl.  They  were  refused 
right  to  counsel.  They  were  then  transixirted  to  United  States  Commissioner 
Judge  Steiner's  chambers  at  8 :  30  a.  m.,  where  bail  was  set  at  $75,000,  at  the 
request  of  the  acting  United  States  attorney  for  Hawaii,  Howard  K.  Hoddick 
(acting  on  orders  of  now  ousted  Attorney  General  J.  Howard  McGrath). 

A  few  hours  later  the  case  was  carried  from  Jud.ire  Steiner's  court  to  that 
presided  over  by  Federal  Judge  Delbert  E.  Metzger  on  habeas  corpus  proceedings 
brought  by  Attorneys  Myer  S.  Symonds  and  Harriet  Bouslog.  Judge  Metzger  set 
bail  for  the  defendants  at  $5,000  each.  The  defendants  posted  bail  moments 
later  and  were  set  free. 

The  defendants  are  Jack  W.  Hall,  regional  director  of  the  International  Long- 
shoremen's and  Warehousemen's  Union;  Charles  K.  Fuiimoto,  chairman  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  and  his  wife,  Eileen ;  Koji  Ariyoshi  and  Jack 
Kimoto,  editor  and  staff  member,  respectively,  of  the  weekly  Honolulu  Record ; 
Dr.  John  E.  Reinecke,  former  schoolteacher:  and  Dwight  James  Freeman,  con- 
struction worker  and  former  lalior  organizer. 

The  arrests  took  place  in  the  midst  of  crucial  negotiations  for  a  contract 
l>etweeu  the  ILWU  and  the  Hawaii  sugar  industry,  involving  approximately 
20,000  sugar  workers.  Defendant  Jack  Hall  was  acting  as  one  of  the  principal 
spokesmen  of  the  sugar  workers.  Immediately  after  the  arrest  of  Hall,  negotia- 
tions were  broken  off  by  the  2.5-niember  ILWU  negotiating  committee,  which 
issued  a  statement  denouncing  Hall's  arrest.  The  statement  stated  in  part : 
"This  is  a  typical  stab  in  the  back  in  the  midst  of  sugar  negotiations.  The  nego- 
tiating committee  pledges  its  full  confidence  and  support  for  Jack  Hall.  Nego- 
tiation sessions  will  be  .suspended  until  Hall  is  available  to  meet  with  us.  We 
will  fight  this  dirty  attack  against  our  union  with  all  the  power  at  our  command. 
The  sugar  workers  will  not  be  intimidated  or  confused  into  retreating  from 
their  demands." 

At  the  request  of  the  ILWU,  Hall  was  permitted  by  the  United  States  marshal 
to  meet  with  the  union's  negotiating  committee  in  the  marshal's  ofBce.  (Note: 
The  membership  of  the  IL\VU  stood  solidly  behind  Hall,  recognizing  his  attack 
as  an  attack  also  upon  the  union,  and,  through  this  solidarity,  the  ILWU  members 
were  able  to  win  major  contractual  victories  in  the  sugar,  pineapple,  and  long- 
shore industries). 

Meanwhile  the  Hawaii  grand  jury  was  called  into  action  and,  after  deliberating 
for  a  day  and  a  half,  it  returned  an  indictment  against  the  seven.  Judge  Metzger 
thereupon  raised  the  bail  to  $7,500. 

Judge  Metzger's  granting  of  bail  lower  than  that  requested  by  the  Attorney 
General  to  the  seven  defendants  brought  a  storm  of  protest  and  indignation  from 
Hawaii's  dailies  and  antilabor  crowd  and  administration  bigwigs  in  Washing- 
ton, most  vociferous  of  whom  was  Senator  Joseph  C.  O'Mahoney,  who  predicted 
that  Judge  Metzger,  who.se  term  was  to  expire  shortly,  would  not  be  reappointed 
because  he  reduced  the  bail  from  $75,000  to  $5,000.  Judge  Metzger  remained 
firm,  and  defended  his  position  by  insisting  that  bail  was  never  intended  to  be 
punishment.  He  also  rejected  United  States  Attorney  Hoddick's  affidavit  and 
certificate  of  bias  and  prejudice  against  him  for  reducing  bail  to  $5,000.  (Judge 
Metzger  was  vindicated  sometime  later  when  the  United  States  Supreme  Court 
unanimously  ruled  that  $50,000  bail  for  12  Communist  Party  leaders  in  Cali- 
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fornia  was  too  hijih  and  stated  further  that  the  "traditional  right  to  freedom 
before  conviction  permits  tlie  unhami)ered  preparation  of  a  defense,  and  serves 
to  prevent  the  infliction  of  punishment  prior  to  conviction."  The  Supreme  Court 
decision  also  said  that  "to  infer  from  the  fact  of  indictment  alone  a  need  for  bail  in 
an  unusually  high  amount  is  an  arbitrary  act."  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  al- 
though Judge  Metzger  was  denounced  by  leading  iwliticians  in  Washington  and 
the  local  press,  he  nevertheless  was  endorsed  by  the  Bar  Association  of  Hawaii 
for  the  post  of  Federal  judge,  for  which  he  sought  reappointment.) 

With  the  change  of  calendar  of  the  Federal  court  during  the  week  of  October 
10,  Judge  J.  Frank  McLaughlin  took  over  the  criminal  calendar,  thereby  entering 
the  Haw^aii  Smith  Act  case  as  its  presiding  .iudge.  On  November  21,  5  of  the  7 
defendants  tiled  affidavits  of  bias  and  prejudice  against  Judge  McLaughlin  and 
asked  him  to  disqualify  himself.  They  charged  that  Judge  McLaughlin  had 
shown  himself  unfit  to  try  the  case  because  of  his  previous  public  utterances 
against  Communists,  alleged  Communists,  and  alleged  Communist  sympathizers. 
Judge  McLaughlin  refused  to  disqualify  himself,  disclaiming  bias  and  prejudice 
against  the  defendants. 

On  November  30,  the  defendants  filetl  10  motions  with  voluminous  documenta- 
tion seeking  dismissal  of  the  indictment.  Among  these  were  a  motion  to  dis- 
miss the  indictment  (because  of  constitutional  reasons),  a  motion  to  dismiss 
because  of  evidence  illegally  obtained  and  because  of  matters  occurring  before 
the  grand  jury.  A  motion  for  bills  of  particulars  and  motions  for  separate  trials 
were  also  filed.  Also  filed  was  a  motion  challenging  the  validity  of  the  grand 
jury  which  returned  the  indictment  on  the  ground  that  the  jury  was  illegally 
constituted. 

In  connection  with  the  Hawaii  Smith  Act  case,  a  development  that  rocked  the 
community  was  the  sensational  exposure  of  the  sordid  role  of  the  FBI  in  the 
case.  Two  FBI  agents,  James  Condon  and  Richard  Burrus,  were  secretly  re- 
corded by  ILWU  Publicity  Director  Robert  McElrath  in  their  attempt  to  arrange 
a  deal  with  Defendant  Jack  Hall  through  ILWU  Education  Director  David  E. 
Thompson.  The  agents  were  recorded  as  saying  that,  if  Hall  would  play  ball 
with  the  FBI,  they  would  attempt  to  dismiss  the  indictment  against  him  and 
make  the  indictment  "6"  instead  of  "7."  The  recordings  were  aired  over  an 
islandwide  network  through  the  ILWU  radio  program,  and  they  revealed  to 
thousands  of  island  residents  that  the  FBI  was  out  to  create  a  split  within  the 
ILWU  and  to  dictate  the  policies  of  the  union.  They  showed,  too,  that  the  FBI 
agents  did  not  consider  the  seven  defendants  as  constituting  a  threat  to  the 
security  of  the  country.  The  recordings  also  revealed  that  the  FBI  was  keenly 
interested  in  conditioning  ILWU  leaders  and  members  to  turn  against  their  owm 
union.  Needless  to  say,  their  efforts  did  not  succeed.  As  a  result  of  these 
recordings,  Hall  filed  a  motion  seeking  depositions  from  Agents  Condon  and 
Burrus  in  connection  with  their  activities  in  the  case.  The  motion  was  denied 
by  Judge  McLaughlin,  but  he  issued  subpenas  to  the  two  agents  to  secure  their 
presence  in  the  trial.  It  will  be  interesting  to  note  what  the  agents  have  to  say 
for  themselves  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  if  and  when  they  appear 
at  the  trial  of  the  Hawaii  Smith  Act  defendants. 

On  February  5,  1952,  the  date  on  which  hearings  were  presimiably  to  begin 
on  the  defense  motions.  Judge  McLaughlin  made  an  oral  ruling  denying  all  mo- 
tions without  a  hearing.  The  judge  at  the  same  time,  without  consulting  counsel, 
set  trial  date  for  February  28, 1952.  A  minor  concession  which  the  judge  granted 
was  the  filing  of  additional  affidavits  relating  to  the  motion  challenging  the 
validity  of  the  grand  jury. 

Judge  McLaughlin's  dismissal  of  the  motions  did  not  end  the  preliminary 
defense  motions,  however.  Affidavits  by  Mayor  John  H.  Wilson  and  University 
of  Hawaii  Sociologist  Andrew  Lind  supporting  the  defense  contention  that  the 
Hawaii  grand  jui-y  was  not  representative  of  the  community  were  filed  by  defense 
attorneys.  The  defense  carefully  documented  its  contention  that  the  grand  jury 
for  the  past  11  years  had  been  weighted  excessively  with  people  in  the  executive 
groups  and  with  Caucasians,  and  that  workers  and  ijeople  of  other  nationalities 
had  been  grossly  underrepresented. 

At  about  this  time.  Federal  Judge  Delbert  E.  Metzger,  acting  as  chief  judge, 
dismissed  the  Federal  grand  and  petit  juries,  declaring  the  exhibits  filed  by  the 
defense  showing  the  grand  jury  was  not  a  cross  section  of  the  community  was 
irrefutable.  He  ordered  the  jury  commissioners  to  draw  a  new  list  more  repre- 
.sentative  of  the  community.  Judge  Metzger's  action  brought  an  angry  response 
from  Judge  McLaughlin,  who  vehemently  disagreed  with  Judge  Metzger's  action 
and  ordered  the  jury  commissioners  to  ignore  Judge  Metzger's  order.

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Judge  McLaughlin  then  granted  a  hearing  on  the  defense  motion  and  called 
upon  the  chief  judge  to  testify.  The  feud  of  the  judges  broke  into  headlines 
for  a  number  of  days,  with  neither  party  relenting  on  his  position.  In  the 
midst  of  the  hearings,  defying  his  senior  judge's  ruling,  Judge  McLaughlin 
ordered  the  jui-y  commissioners  to  summon  the  old  grand  jui*y- 

Immediately  thereafter,  the  defense  filed  an  appeal  to  the  United  States  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  Appeals  in  San  Francisco  asking  the  disqualification  of  Judge 
McLaughlin  on  the  ground  that  he  harbored  bias  and  prejudice,  particularly  as 
shown  by  his  action  in  calling  the  old  jury  which  was  in  the  process  of  being 
challenged.  After  hearings  had  begun  on  the  appeal  in  San  Francisco,  Judge 
McLaughlin  asked  to  be  relieved  of  the  case  "in  the  best  interest  of  the  court." 
Federal  Judge  William  Healey  was  appointed  by  the  Ninth  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  to  hear  the  preliminary  motions,  but  he  withdrew  after  canceling  the 
continued  trial  date  set  for  April  1  by  Judge  McLaughlin.  Judge  Albert  Lee 
Stephens,  of  the  ninth  circuit,  was  then  appointed  to  hear  the  motion. 

Judge  Stephens  held  hearings  on  the  challenge  of  the  grand  jury  from  April 
4  to  1)  and  set  the  final  date  for  arguments  in  San  Francisco  on  April  28.  In 
the  meantime,  noted  San  Francisco  Labor  Attorney  Richard  Gladstein  entered 
the  case  as  an  a-ssociate,  representing  four  of  the  defendants.  He  stated  tliat 
he  would  represent  his  clients  "if  circumstances  permit."  (Attorney  Gladstein 
is  now  serving  6  months  in  jail  as  1  of  the  5  attorneys  sentenced  by  Judge 
Medina  for  their  vigorous  defense  of  11  Communist  Party  leaders  at  the  Foley 
Square  trial.)  Judge  Stephens  has  now  heard  the  final  arguments  and  will 
issue  his  findings  shortly. 

Judge  Stei'hens  has  before  him  a  most  important  case,  for,  as  Judge  Metzger 
declared  in  dismissing  the  Hawaii  grand  jury ;  "*  *  *  Our  democracy  *  *  * 
reciuires  that  the  jury  be  a  body  truly  repre  tentative  of  the  community  and 
not  an  organ  of  any  special  group  or  class  *  *  *"  If  Judge  Stephens  upholds 
the  defense  contention  that  the  grand  jury  is  not  validly  constituted,  the  in- 
dictments will  be  automatically  thrown  out.  The  Government  would  then  have 
to  seek  new  indictments  against  the  defendants  if  it  desires  to  pro.secute  them 
further.  If  Judge  Stephens  throws  out  the  old  grand  jury,  the  people  of 
Hawaii  will  have  won  a  great  victory,  since  the  grand  jury  of  Hawaii,  which 
has  been  overweighted  with  executives  and  Caucasians,  will  have  been  success- 
fully challenged  and  a  grand  jury  more  representative  of  the  Hawaiian  com- 
munity will  take  its  place. 

As  in  all  political  cases,  final  victory  in  this  case  will  be  won  only  if  the 
people  themselves  become  aware  of  the  frameup  nature  of  the  case  and  express 
their  indignation  and  protests  against  the  Truman  administration  for  attempt- 
ing to  silence  people  who  speak  out  against  its  dangerous  war  policies  and  cor- 
rni)ti()n,  and  if  the  people  themselves  force  the  repeal  of  the  infamous  Smith 
Act.

We  regret  to  lose 
him  as  chairman,  as  he  h  s  provided  valuable  leadersliip  in  planning  and  cai-ry- 
iiig  out  the  various  HCRC  projects  and  activities  during  the  time  he  has  been 
chairman. 

Vice  Chairman  Virginia  Ho  will  take  over  the  chairman's  duties  until  the 
next  election. 

A  farewell  party  honoring  Chairman  White  was  held  on  August  19  and  was 
attended  by  many  HCRC  members  and  friends. 

SMITH  ACT   NEWS 

The  trial  of  Hawaii's  seven  Smith  Act  victims  has  now  been  set  for  September 
29  beff)re  Judge  Jon  AViig,  of  the  Hawaii  District  Court. 
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HCRC  held  a  party  on  June  7  honoring  its  members  who  are  being  prosecuted 
under  the  Smith  Act.  The  defendants  were  introduced  to  the  guests.  Mrs. 
Eileen  Fujimoto,  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  defendants,  stressed  that  the  Smith 
Act  indictments  are  not  directed  against  the  seven  local  defendants  as  individ- 
uals, but  at  what  they  stand  for.  Mrs.  Fujimoto  said  that  the  charges  of  con- 
siiiracy  to  teach  and  advocate  the  overthrow  of  the  Government  are  "false  and 
ridiculous." 

Citing  the  record  of  the  seven  defendants,  Mrs.  Fujimoto  pointed  out  that  aU 
of  the  defendants  have  contributed  in  the  fight  to  extend  democracy  to  a  larger 
number  of  people  in  Hawaii.  Today,  one  does  not  have  to  commit  any  crime  to 
be  arrested  and  threatened  with  a  5-year  jail  sentence  under  the  Smith  Act, 
she  said.  One  becomes  a  target  of  Government  prosecution  only  by  exercising 
his  constitutional  right  of  free  speech,  by  criticizing  the  war  program,  by  fighting 
for  economic  gains  through  militant  trade  unions,  and  by  advocating  progressive 
changes  to  bring  general  betterment,  she  added. 

Repeal  of  the  Smith  Act  can  be  brought  about  by  the  protest  of  an  increasing 
number  of  people,  Mrs.  Fujimoto  said,  and  pointed  to  American  history  to  show 
that  reactionary  and  undemocratic  laws  have  been  repealed  by  such  actions. 
Opposition  to  the  Smith  Act  is  growing,  she  said,  and  mentioned  the  CIO,  AFL, 
independent  unions  like  the  ILWU  and  MCS,  prominent  educators,  clergymen, 
editors  of  daily  newspapers,  artists  and  writers,  professionals,  and  minority 
groups  joining  their  voices  against  the  act. 

The  HCRC  party  also  featured  dancing  to  a  lively  orchestra  and  refreshments. 

ANTIDISCRIMINATION   CAMPAIGN 

The  campaign  being  conducted  by  HCRC  to  end  discrimination  against  Negroes 
in  public  accommodations  has  been  extended  to  include  discrimination  ag  :inst 
any  groups  in  housing  rentals  and  real  estate.  A  survey  of  tiie  two  daily  news- 
papers was  conducted  to  determine  the  percentage  of  discriminatory  advertising 
for  rentals  and  real  estate.  Also,  in  the  process  of  gathering  the  information 
necessary  for  this  project,  real-estate  agents  were  visited  by  committee  members 
who  discussed  discrimination  in  housing  with  them  and  the  possible  success  of 
proposed  legislation  to  outlaw  such  discrimination. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  SUBVERSIVE 
ACTIVITIES  TO  THE  GOVERNOR  OF  HAWAII 

IMARCH  31, 1954 

UNITED   PUBLIC   WORKERS 

During  recent  months  considerable  public  attention  in  Hawaii  has  been  devoted 
to  the  activities  of  the  United  Public  Workers,  formerly  known  as  the  United 
Public  Workers  of  America.  This  union  Is  of  continuing  interest  to  this  com- 
mission because  the  United  Public  Workers  is  a  Communist-dominated  union 
and  has  made  particular  efforts  to  bring  into  its  membership  employees  of  the 
Territory  of  Hawaii  and  the  various  county  governments. 

The  report  of  this  commission  made  to  the  legislature  in  March  1953  outlined 
the  evidence  then  available  in  support  of  the  conclusion  that  the  local  union  is 
Communist-dominated.  Set  forth  in  some  detail  were  excerpts  from  the  hear- 
ings of  the  United  States  Senate  Subcommittee  on  Internal  Security  in  which 
activities  of  tlie  United  Public  Workers  of  America  on  the  national  level  were 
investigated.  In  its  report  the  subcommittee  states  the  unequivocal  conclusion 
that  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America  is  under  the  control  of  the  Com- 
munist Party. 

Since  the  publication  of  its  last  report  this  commission  has  undertaken  a  more 
detailed  investigation  of  the  United  Public  Workers  in  Hawaii  and  has  received 
considerable  new  evidence  regarding  both  its  mode  of  operation  and  the  manner 
in  which  identified  Communists  control  its  entire  operation.  This  investi.i-'ation 
has  been  going  on  for  more  than  a  year.  During  that  period  more  than  ^0  persons 
have  either  been  interviewed  by  comuiission  investigators  or  have  testified  under 
oath  befoz'e  the  commission.  Unless  otherwise  noted,  all  information  set  forth 
in  this  report  is  based  on  testimony  taken  under  oath,  or  on  documents  properly 
identified  under  oath. 

Because  this  is  a  matter  of  serious  concern  to  the  Territorial  government,  the 
commission  respectfully  forwards  this  interim  report  to  the  Governor  of  the 
Territory  of  Hawaii  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Joint  Resolution  5, 
Special  Session  Laws  of  Hawaii,  1949,  as  amended. 

ORGANIZATION   OF   THE   UNITED   PUBLIC   WORKERS 

Until  October  1953  the  union  which  is  the  subject  of  this  report  was  known  as 
the  United  Public  Workers  of  America  (UI'WA),  Local  646.  At  that  time  the 
local's  disafiiliation  from  the  parent  organization  was  made  oflScial  by  a  union 
convention,  and  the  name  was  changed  to  the  United  Public  Workers.  This  new 
union,  claiming  independence  of  its  former  aflSliations,  now  exists  only  in  Hawaii. 
(For  purposes  of  convenience  in  this  report,  the  initials  of  its  new  name,  UPW, 
will  be  used  in  referring  to  the  union  when  it  would  be  unnecessarily  complex 
and  repetitious  to  refer  to  the  union  in  some  such  fashion  as  "UPW,  formerly 
the  UPW  A,  Local  646.") 

The  UPW  ostensibly  was  organized  to  serve  the  needs  of  public  workers  in  dis- 
putes or  grievances  with  their  employers.  Its  constitution,  adopted  in  1953, 
spells  out  its  membership  requirements  as  follows : 

"All  civilian  employees  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  and  of  county  governments, 
and  all  employees  of  agencies  which  receive  support  from  such  governments, 
public-sen'ice  employees,  and  all  employees  of  educational  institutions,  hospitals, 
public  or  private,  and  such  other  groups  of  workers  whose  employment  is  depend- 
ent upon  government  regulation  or  franchise  are  eligible  for  membership  in  this 
union." 

In  the  8  years  since  its  organization  in  Hawaii,  the  UPW  has  developed 
a  membership  estimated  to  be  between  1,800  and  2,000.  A  substantial  portion 
of  its  membership  comes  from  hospital  workers,  primarily  culinary  and  service 
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workers,  and  the  union  has  had  considerable  success  in  organizing  various 
hospitals  in  the  Territory.  The  UPW  also  has  had  some  success  in  organizing 
county  pnhlic-works  departments,  where  they  are  many  road  workers ;  the 
Honolulu  division  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal ;  Maluhia  Home ;  and  the 
fire  departments  on  Kauai  and  Maui.  An  interesting  appendage  to  the  union 
is  the  independent  taxi  drivers  division  of  Honolulu. 

The  UPW  is  now  well  enough  tinanced  to  employ  on  a  full-time  basis  a  Terri- 
torial director,  2  organizers,  and  1  ofJiceworker.  According  to  reliable  infor- 
mation, the  union  plans  to  operate  on  a  budget  in  excess  of  $30,000  in  1954. 

In  addition  to  representing  its  members  when  grievances  arise  and  conducting 
negotiations,  the  UPW  engages  in  political  activity  and  lobbying  on  measures 
in  which  it  claims  its  members  have  an  interest.  Much  of  the  union's  energy, 
however,  is  expended  in  organizational  drives  for  more  members,  and  it  has 
extensive  organizing  plans  for  1954. 

According  to  its  constitution,  the  UPW  is  divided  into  units  and  divisions. 
There  are  six  divisions :  The  Hawaii,  Maui,  Oahu,  Kauai,  ho.spital,  and  taxi 
divisions,  each  headed  by  an  annually  elected  vice  president.  Other  elected 
oflScers  are  the  president,  the  secretary-treasurer,  and  the  Territorial  director. 
The  latter  office  was  provided  for  in  the  union's  most  recent  constitution,  adopted 
in  October  1953,  and  is  the  only  paid  office.  All  these  officers  are  ex  officio 
members  of  the  Territorial  executive  board,  which  formerly  was  known  as  the 
Territorial  executive  council. 

According  to  the  UPW  constitution,  the  executive  board  is  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  conducting  the  work  of  the  union  between  conventions, 
which  are  held  annually.  Actually,  the  19.53  constitution  requires  only  that 
the  executive  board  meet  once  a  year  between  conventions,  and  a  frequent 
practice  in  the  past  has  been  for  this  board  to  meet  only  simultaneously  v  ' 
the  annual  convention.  The  executive  board  did  meet  on  .January  15-16,  1954. 
however,  3  months  after  the  annual  convention. 

In  practice,  therefore,  most  of  the  union's  work  is  under  the  direct  charge  of 
the  Territorial  director.  The  1953  constitution  says  of  this  office :  "The  Terri- 
torial director  shall  be  the  chief  full-time  paid  representative  of  the  union. 
He  shall  be  in  charge  of  organizing,  the  conduct  of  negotiations,  and  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  union  legi.slative  proposals."  He  is  emiwwered  to  sign  checks  jointly 
with  the  secretary-treasurer,  and  is,  "within  limits  set  by  the  budget,  empowered 
to  hire  and  fire  personnel  necessary  for  the  efficient  conduct  of  union  business. 
Such  personnel  shall  be  selected  from  among  the  membership  of  the  union  in 
every  possible  case."  He  is  empowered  to  visit  all  units  and  divisions,  and 
is  free  to  go  where  needed  to  assist  officers  and  members  of  the  union,  at  union 
expense.  By  provision  of  the  19.53  constitution,  the  Territorial  director  is  elected 
by  the  annual  convention. 

HENRY  BEN.JAMIN  EPSTEIN 

Now  occupying  the  newly  created  office  of  Territorial  director  is  30-year-old 
Henry  Benjamin  Epstein.  Functionally,  he  has  been  performing  this  job  since 
1947,  when  he  was  first  brought  to  Hawaii  as  the  international  representative 
of  the  UPWA.  Such  organizational  success  as  the  UPW  has  enjoyed  is  largely 
due  to  Epstein's  efforts,  and  in  a  very  real  sense  the  UPW  can  be  described 
as  Epstein's  union. 

Although  he  now  has  two  paid  assistants,  Epstein  personally  organized  and 
built  the  membership  for  years.  This  becomes  a  matter  of  concern  when  it  is 
realized  that  Epstein  is  a  Communist  and  is  under  the  discipline  of  the  Com- 
munist Party. 

It  is  characteristic  of  Epstein  that  he  attempts  to  conceal  that  fact.  He 
appears  to  make  a  deliberate  effort  to  avoid  championing  Communist  policies 
in  a  public  manner.  The  files  of  this  commission  are  replete  with  sworn  testi- 
mony and  other  reports  indicating  that  Epstein  avoids  any  direct  discussion  of 
communism  or  Marxism  in  his  personal  contacts  on  union  business.  So  wide- 
spread is  this  evidence  that  it  is  difficult  to  escape  the  conclusion  that  Epstein 
follows  this  course  as  a  matter  of  disciplined  policy.  Because  of  this  policy, 
many  of  his  personal  acquaintances  refuse  to  place  credence  in  published  re- 
ports concerning  Epstein's  Communist  connections,  and  they  dismiss  such 
reports  as  "newspaper  propaganda"  or  "propaganda  put  out  by  the  bosses." 

The  evidence  concerning  Epstein's  CVunmunist  Party  membership  is  convincing 
and  undenied.  He  was  brought  to  Hawaii  in  1!>47  by  Abram  Flaxer.  national 
president  of  the   UPWA.     The  evidence  that  Flaxer  is  a   Communist  was  de- 
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tailed  at  some  len.iith  in  this  euiiimissioirs  report  of  March  ID.IS,  and  iuc-ludes 
sworn  testimony  by  witnesses  before  the  United  States  Senate  subcommittee 
and  Flaxer's  own  refusal  to  answer  questions  concerning  his  membership  in  the 
Communist  Party  and  other  Communist  connections  on  the  grounds  that  it 
might  tend  to  incriminate  him. 

Witness  A,  who  has  admitted  being  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  in 
Hawaii  during  1040-51,  gave  testimony  under  oath  concerning  Epstein  to  this 
commission.     Portions  of  the  testimony  given  by  Witness  A  are  a  follows : 

"Counsel.  Now,  proceeding  next  to  this  person,  Takao.  Can  you  give  us  any 
further  identiticatiou  of  himV 

'•Witness.  Shigeo  Takao  was  recruited  into  the — it  was  more  or  less  a  semi- 
closed  branch  of  the  Communist  Party  in  1949  by  Henry  Epstein,  and  he  was 
active  therein  a  short  time.  He  was  at  that  time  an  employee  of  the  city  and 
county  garbage  department.  I  believe,  and  an  active  member  of  the  UPWA. 
That  was  in  1947,  1948,  1949. 

"Counsel.  Now,  you  have  mentioned  the  semiclosed  group  of  the  Commu- 
nist Party,  and  your  aflBdavit  filed  with  the  commmissiou  has  gone  into  that, 
but  I  wonder  if  you  would  acquaint  the  conuuissioners  personally  with  a 
description  of  the  semiclosed  group. 

"Witness.  In  the  latter  part  of  1948,  a  semiclosed  group  of  the  Communist 
Party  was  organized  around  Government  employees.  At  that  time,  loyalty 
oaths  were  being  contemplated  by  the  Territory — Terrritory  legislature.  The 
Federal  Government,  I  understand,  was  investigating  the  loyalty  of  their  em- 
ployees, and  it  was  deemed  a  necessity  by  the  executive  board  of  the  Commu- 
nist Party,  or  so  I  was  informed  by  its  chairman,  Mr.  Freeman,  that  these 
Government  employees  be  given,  one,  addditional  protection;  two,  that  steps  be 
taken  to  conceal  their  party  membership,  and  the  branch  of  the  Communist 
Party  was  organized  around  them.  It  was  a  secret  branch.  Its  existence 
was  not  generally  known  to  other  party  members  and  hence  the  name  'semi- 
closed.' 

"Counsel.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  semiclosed  group? 

"Witness.  I  was,  since  I  was  employed  by  the  city  and  county  government  at 
the  time. 

******* 

"Counsel.  You  say  that  Takao  was  recruited  into  this  special  group  by  Henry 
Epstein?     Was  Henry  Epstein  a  member  of  this  group? 

"Witness.  He  was." 

The  foregoing  testimony  may  explain  Epstein's  reluctance  openly  to  push  the 
Communist  Party  line,  previously  mentioned.  This  testimony  indicates  that 
Epstein  was  in  a  Communist  cell  organized  to  conceal  party  membership  even 
from  other  party  members. 

During  the  same  hearing.  Witness  A  also  gave  the  following  testimony : 

"Counsel.  With  regard  to  Harry  Epstein,  based  upon  your  acquaintance  with 
him,  do  you  have  any  reason  to  doubt  that  he,  at  least  at  the  time  you  knew 
him  in  the  Communist  Party,  was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"Witness.  Any  reason  to  doubt  that  he  was  a  member?  No.  I  knew  him  as 
a  member.  That  was  in  the  latter  part  of  1948  when  I  went  into  the  semiclosed 
group,  and  as  long  as  I  remained  in  that  group  I  knew  him  as  an  active  party 
member. 

"Counsel.  He  was  the  leader  of  the  group:  was  he? 

"Witness.  No  ;  I  believe  that  I  was  the  chairman,  althougii  at  one  time  it 
was  either  Epstein  or  myself. 

"Counsel.  At  the  time  you  were  chairman,  you  definitely  knew  him  to  be  a 
member  ? 

"Witness.  Definitely." 

Witness  B  recently  appeared  before  the  Oahu  committee  of  this  commission 
to  give  sworn  testimony.  Witness  B  testified  that  he  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Communist  Party  in  Hawaii  during  1947  and  1948,  and  that  during  1947  he  had 
assisted  Henry  Epstein  in  his  early  organizing  efforts  with  the  UPWA  in  Hawaii. 
During  this  hearing  W^itness  B  also  gave  the  following  testimony  regarding 
Epstein's  Communist  connections : 

"Counsel.  Did  you  later  know  Henry  Epstein  to  be  a  member  of  the  Com- 
munist Party? 

"Witness.  Yes ;  due  to  certain  statements  that  he  had  made. 

"Counsel.  Made  to  you  or  in  your  presence? 

"Witness.  Made  to  me. 
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"Counsel.  Did  you  ever  attend  any  meetings  or  social  gatherings  which  might 
have  been  considered  party  meetings  or  party  affairs  at  which  Henry  Epstein 
was  present? 

"Witness.  Yes. 

"Counsel.  Can  you  recall  any  specific  instances? 

"Witness.  No  ;  I  cannot  recall  any  specific  instances.  There  were  quite  a 
few  of  them. 

"Counsel.  Could  you  recall  where  these  affairs  may  have  been  held? 

"Witness.  Yes ;  they  were  held  at  the  home  of  Jack  Hall,  in  Manoa  Valley ; 
at  the  home  of  Harriet  Bouslog,  in  Waikiki:  the  home  of  the  Fujimotos,  in 
Makiki ;  and  the  home  of  Gen  Garroways,  in  Nuuaun  Valley. 

«  *  *  m  *  *  • 

"Counsel.  Now,  were  any  of  these  meetings  strictly  Communist  Party  meet- 
ings, that  Epstein  was  present  at,  can  you  recall? 

"Witness.  No  ;  they  were  not  strictly  Communist  Party  meetings,  but  they 
were  activities  for  the  most  part  sponsored  by  the  various  cells  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  and  invitation  was  extended  to  those  who  were  members  of  the 
party  or  who  were  very  close  to  the  Communist  Party" 

Witness  B  went  on  to  discuss  a  trip  he  took  lo  the  island  of  Hawaii  with 
Epstein  on  UPWA  work  in  1947.  A  week  or  10  days  after  their  return  to 
Honolulu,  Witness  B  was  again  sent  to  the  big  island,  this  time  alone.  The 
witness'  testimony  continues : 

"Counsel.  On  the  second  trip  when  you  went  over,  did  Mr.  Epstein  give 
you  any  instructions  as  to  what  you  were  to  do  or  whom  you  were  to  see  on 
the  island  of  Hawaii? 

"Witness.  While  driving  to  the  airport,  he  gave  me  two  sets  of  instructions : 
(1)  First,  that  I  was  to  contact  Dave  Thompson  because  I  was  going  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Olaa  branch  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  and  second- 
ly, that  as  far  as  my  registering  as  a  Democrat,  he  doesn't  know  as  yet,  but 
perhaps  Dave  Thompson  could  take  it  up  as  to  whether  I  should  register  as  a 
Democrat  in  Honolulu  or  in  the  county  of  Hawaii. 

"Counsel.  How  did  you  account  for  Mr.  Epstein  telling  you  that  you  were 
going  to  be  transferred  from  one  group  of  the  Communist  Party  to  another 
group  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"Witness.  The  only  way  I  can  account  for  it  is  the  fact  that  he  himself 
was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  because  such  information  within  the 
Communist  organization  is  not  passed  on  to  a  non-Communist  and  that  perhaps 
it  was  Mr.  Freeman  who  was  at  that  time  the  Territorial  organizer  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  that  gave  instructions  to  Mr.  Epstein  to  be  passed  on  to  me. 

"CHAiRirAN.  That  is  your  supposition? 

"Witness.  That's  my  supposition. 

"Counsel.  Did  Mr.  Epstein  tell  you  or  direct  you  to  contact  anyone  in  the 
Olaa  group  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"Witness.  Yes;  I  was  asked  to  contact  Mr.  Thompson — Mr.  Dave  Thomp- 
son." 

It  should  be  noted  that  David  Evans  Thompson,  educational  director  of  the 
ILWU,  has  frequently  been  identified  as  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  by 
witnesses  testifying  under  oath. 

In  public,  Epstein  denies  any  Communist  afiiliation.  For  example,  an  article 
which  appears  in  the  December  29,  1953,  Honolulu  Star-Bulletin  is  quoted : 

"Asked  if  he  has  ever  said  that  he  is  not  a  Communist  and  has  not  been  a 
Communist,  Epstein  replied,  'Yes  ;  I  have.' 

"Epstein  also  said,  in  response  to  a  question,  that  he  and  all  other  officers  of 
the  union  will  sign  a  non-Communist  affidavit  if  one  is  required  of  persons 
appearing  before  the  Civil  Service  Commissions  as  representative  of  groups. 
Such  a  bill  has  been  proposed." 

Epstein  was  i^ubpenaed  to  appear  before  this  commission  and  did  appear,  on 
January  30,  1954.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  attorney.  When  placed  under 
oath,  Epstein  not  only  refused  to  discuss  any  possible  affiliations  with  the  Com- 
munist Party;  he  refused  to  admit  that  he  had  any  connection  with  the  UPW 
or  UPWA  on  the  grounds  that  to  answer  such  a  question  would  tend  to  incrimi- 
nate him.  Furthermore,  he  even  refused  to  identify  the  constitution  of  the 
UPW,  adopted  in  convention  during  October  1953,  on  the  same  grounds.  Por- 
tions of  his  testimony  follow  : 
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"Counsel.  What  is  your  occupation? 

"Epstein.  I'm  going  to  refuse  to  answer  that  question  on  the  first  amendment, 
the  fifth  amendment  and  the  grounds  stated  in  the  motion  which  my  attorney 
fUed.' 

Counsel.  Mr.  Chairman,  might  I  ask  that  the  commission  request  an  answer 
to  that  question? 

"Chairman.  Yes.    The  witness  is  ordered  to  answer  that  question. 

"Epstein.  For  the  grounds  stated,  I  am  going  to  refuse  to  answer  the  question. 

"Chairman.  Proceed  please. 

"Counsel.  By  whom  are  you  employed,  Mr.  Epstein? 

"Efstein.  For  the  grounds  previously  stated,  I'm  going  to  refuse  to  answer 
that  question. 

"Chairman.  Again  you  are  ordered  to  answer. 

"Epstein.  Again  for  the  grounds  which  have  been  stated,  I  am  going  to  refuse." 

"Counsel.  When  did  you  come  to  the  Territory  of  Hawaii? 
"Epstein.  On  May  2,  1947. 

"Counsel.  At  that  time  by  whom  were  you  employed? 

"Epstein.  I'm  going  to  refuse  to  answer  that  question  on  the  grounds  which 
have  previously  been  stated. 

"Chairman.  And  you  are  ordered  to  answer. 
"Epstein.  And  for  the  same  reason  I  again  refuse." 

******  0 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Epstein,  you  are  in  fact  employed  at  the  present  time  by  a 
union  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  called  the  United  Public  Workers,  are  you 
not? 

"Epstein.  I'm  going  to  refuse  to  answer  that  question  on  the  first  amendment, 
fifth  amendment,  and  the  grounds  stated  in  the  motion  to  quash. 

"Chaieman.  You  are  ordered  to  answer,  Mr.  Epstein. 

"Epstein.  And  I  am  again  going  to  refuse  to  answer  on  the  same  grounds  as 
previously  stated. 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Epstein,  prior  to  October,  1953,  you  were  employed  by  an  inter- 
national union,  or  perhaps  a  national  uuion  called  the  United  Public  Workers  of 
America,  were  you  not? 

"Epsteun.  I'm  going  to  refuse  to  answer  that  question  on  the  first  amend- 
ment, fifth  amendment,  and  on  the  grounds  stated  in  the  motion  to  quash." 
******* 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Epstein,  did  you  attend  the  1953  convention  of  the  United 
Public  Workers  of  America  held  on  the  island  of  Kauai? 

"Epsteun's  Attorney.  United  Public  Workers  of  Ajnerica? 

"Counsel.  That's  correct. 

"Epstein.  I'm  going  to  refuse  to  answer  that  question  on  the  grounds  previously 
stated. 

"Chairman.  You  are  again  ordered  to  answer. 

"Epstein.  And  I  will  again  refuse  on  the  grounds  stated. 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Epstein,  isn't  it  true  that  at  a  convention  on  Kauai  in  October, 
1953,  the  local  of  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America  adopted  a  constitution, 
severed  their  connections  with  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America,  and  called 
themselves  the  United  Public  Workers? 

"Epstein.  I'm  going  to  refuse  to  answer  that  question  on  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges contained  in  the  first  amendment,  the  fifth  amendment,  and  the  grounds 
stated  in  the  motion  to  quash. 

"Chairman.  You  are  again  ordered  to  answer. 

"Epstein.  And  I  will  again  refuse  on  the  grounds  previously  stated. 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Epstein,  I  hand  you  a  document  of  seven  pages  at  the  top  of 
which  appears  the  caption  'United  Public  Workers'  and  ask  you  if  this  is  not  a 
copy  of  the  constitution  which  was  adopted  at  that  convention? 


1  Despite  the  multiplicity  of  grounds  claimed  by  Epstein  (and  others  mentioned  later 
in  this  report)  for  refusal  to  testify,  the  only  ground  which  has  been  judicially  upheld  is 
that  of  the  fifth  amendment ;  i.  e.,  that  no  person  "shall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal 
case  to  be  a  witness  against  himself."  The  activities  of  this  commission  cannot  in  any 
sense  be  construed  as  that  of  trying  a  criminal  case,  since  this  body  is  investigative  and 
not  judicial  in  nature ;  however,  broad  judicial  interpretation  of  the  fifth  amendment 
gives  persons  Immunity  against  self-incrimination  under  these  circumstances  as  well. 
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"(The  witness  examined  the  document.) 

"Epstein.  I'm  going  to  refuse  to  answer  that  question  on  the  riglits  and 
privileges  contained  in  the  first  amendment,  the  tifth  amendment  and  the 
grounds  contained  in  the  motion  to  quash." 

In  the  same  fashion,  Epstein  refused  to  identify  the  statement  of  principles 
adopted  at  the  UPW  convention,  and  various  other  copies  of  liylaws  and  minutes 
of  conventions  and  meetings  of  the  executive  council  of  the  UPW. 

The  commission  gave  Epstein  an  opportunity  to  discuss  the  public  statement 
attributed  to  Epstein,  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report,  to  the  effect  that  he  would 
sign  a  non-Communist  affidavit  if  it  were  required  of  him. 

"CouNSEi,.  Mr.  Epstein,  it  is  a  fact,  is  it  not,  that  you  recently  told  a  reporter 
for  one  of  the  local  newspapers  that  if  you  were  asked  to,  you  would  be  willing 
to  take  an  oath  that  you  were  not  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"Epstein.  I'm  going  to  refuse  to  answer  that  question  for  the  grounds  as 
stated." 

******* 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Epstein,  you  were  identified  by  a  witness  under  oath  in  the 
case  of  the  United  States  v.  Charles  Fujimoto,  et  al.,  in  the  United  States  District 
Court  for  the  District  of  Hawaii  as  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  here  in 
the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  as  a  member  of  a  semiclosed  group.  In  addition  this 
commission  has  sworn  testimony  that  you  were  a  member  of  the  Communist 
Party.     I  now  ask  you,  are  you  now  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"Epstein's  Attorney.  The  witness  asks  if  he  can  see  that  sworn  testimony 
before  he  answers  the  question. 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  do  not  believe  that  this  commission  is  free  under 
the  resolution  to  show  the  sworn  testimony  to  the  witness. 

"ChaiPvMan.  The  request  is  denied. 

"Epstein's  Attorney.  The  question  for  the  record  was  *  *  *v 

"Counsel.  Are  you  a  member  of  the  Connuunist  Party? 

"Epstein.  I'm  going  to  refuse  to  answer  that  (luestion  for  the  grounds  as 
previously  stated. 

"Chairman.  You  are  oi-dered  to  answer. 

"Epstein.  And  I  will  again  refuse  for  the  same  grounds. 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Epstein,  have  you  ever  been  a  member  of  the  Conjmunist  Party? 

"Epstein.  I'm  going  to  refuse  to  answer  that  question  for  the  grounds  as 
stated. 

"Chairman.  And  you  are  again  ordered  to  answer. 

"Epstein.  And  I  will  again  refuse  for  the  same  gi-ounds.'" 

******* 

"Chairman.  How  is  it  possible,  Mr.  Epstein,  for  you  to  circulate  throughout 
the  Territory  asking  people,  public  employees,  to  join  a  union  which  you  yourself 
tell  the  commission,  by  your  refusal  to  answer,  might  incriminate  you  in  some 
way.  In  other  words,  to  give  you  my  thinking  on  that,  if  it  might  incriminate 
you  to  have  a  connection  with  the  UPW  or  UPWA  if  you  expose  that  connection — 
how  would  it  be  possible  for  you  to  ask  thousands  of  public  workers  to  step  into 
these  shoes  ? 

"(Here  Mr.  Epstein's  attorney  interposed  an  objection,  and  the  question  was 
rephrased. ) 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Epstein,  it  is  a  fact,  is  it  not,  that  since  coming  to  the  Territory 
of  Hawaii  in  1947,  you  have  consistently,  both  yourself  and  through  other  persons 
working  under  your  supervision  asked  employees  of  the  Territorial  government 
and  of  the  various  county  governments  to  join  the  United  Public  Workers  of 
America  and  more  recently  the  United  Public  Workers? 

"Epstein.  On  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  first  amendment,  fifth  amend- 
ment and  the  rights  in  the  grounds  stated  in  the  motion  to  quash,  I'm  going  to 
refuse  to  answer  that  question." 

******* 

"Chairman.  Mr.  Epstein,  with  reference  to  testimony  of  a  witness  in  the 
Smith  Act  trial  relating  to  a  semiclosed  group  of  the  Communist  Party,  were  you 
in  1947,  1948,  or  1949,  while  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  a  member  of  the 
Communist  Party? 

"Epstein.  I'm  going  to  refuse  to  answer  that  question  on  the  grounds  pre- 
viously stated." 

Other  identified  members  of  the  semiclosed  group  include  Robert  George 
Wenkam,  his  wife,  Bessie  M.  Wenkam.  and  Wilfred  M.  Oka.  These  three  per- 
sons appeared  before  this  commission,  and  under  oath,  were  asked  to  confirm 
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or  deny  the  truth  of  the  allegations  concerning  their  membership  in  this  group. 
All  refused  to  answer  on  the  ground  that  an  answer  would  tend  to  incriminate 
them.  On  the  same  ground,  they  refused  to  answer  any  questions  concerning 
their  relationship  with  Epstein. 

LEROY  ERNEST  LINSLEY,  JR. 

Testimony  and  other  reliable  evidence  available  to  this  commission  indicates 
that  Leroy  Ernest  Linsley,  Jr.,  was  a  paid  employee  of  the  UPW  during  19.52-53, 
functioning  as  an  organizer.  Linsley  arrived  in  Hawaii  in  August  1950,  and 
attended  the  University  of  Hawaii  until  January  1952.  During  and  subsequent 
to  his  period  as  a  student  at  the  university,  Linsley  was  active  in  the  Hawaii 
Civil  Rights  Congress,  a  Honolulu  organization  classified  by  the  United  States 
Attorney  General  as  subversive  and  Communist. 

In  December  1953,  Linsley  was  interviewed  by  an  investigator  of  this  com- 
mission. At  that  time  Linsley  admitted  membership  in  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights 
Congress  since  1950 ;  readily  admitted  his  connection  with  the  UPW  and  praised 
it  highly ;  denied  being  a  Communist  and  said  that  the  only  Communist  he 
knew  was  Charles  Fujimoto. 

Subsequently,  Linsley  appeared  before  this  commission  as  a  witness  and  was 
placed  under  oath.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  attorney.  Portions  of  Linsley's 
testimony  follow : 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Linsley,  you  have  stated  that  you  are  not  now  employed,  but 
as  a  matter  of  fact  yini  have  been  employed  by  the  United  Public  Workers  of 
America  for  some  time  past? 

"Linsley.  I  refuse  to  answer  that  question  on  the  first  and  fifth  amendments 
and  the  grounds  stated  in  the  motion." 

******* 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Linsley,  are  you  now  a  member  of  the  United  Public  Workers 
or  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America? 

"Linsley.  I  refuse  to  answer  that  on  the  tirst  and  fifth  amendments  and  on 
the  grounds  stated  in  the  motion. 

"Counsel.  Have  you  ever  been  an  officer  in  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress, 
Mr.  Linsley? 

"Linsley-.  I  refuse  to  answer  that  on  the  first  and  fifth  amendments  and  on 
the  grounds  stated  in  the  motion." 

Linsley  stated  that  he  intended  to  claim  his  privilege  (i.  e.,  refuse  to  answer 
on  the  grounds  that  such  answer  might  tend  to  incriminate  him)  for  all  ques- 
tions pertaining  to  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress.  On  the  same  grounds  he 
refused  even  to  admit  knowing  of  such  an  organization  as  the  UPW.  Further 
testimony  follows : 

"Counsel.  Are  you  now  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party,  Mr.  Linsley? 

"Linsley.  I  refuse  to  answer  that  question  on  the  grounds  of  the  first  and 
fifth  amendments  and  those  stated  in  the  motion. 

'Chaikman.  You  are  ordered  to  answer  that  question. 

"Linsley.  I  refuse  to  answer  those  questions  on  the  grounds  of  the  first  and 
fifth  amendments  and  those  stated  in  the  motion. 

"Counsel.  Have  you  ever  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party,  Mr.  Linsley? 

"Linsley.  I  refuse  to  answer  that  on  the  grounds  of  the  first  and  fifth  amend- 
ments and  those  stated  in  the  motion. 

"Chairman.  You  are  likewise  ordered  to  answer  that  question. 

"Linsley.  I  refuse  to  answer  on  the  grounds  of  the  first  and  fifth  amendments 
and  those  stated  in  the  motion. 

"Chairman.  Are  you  an  agent  of  the  Russian  Government? 

"Linsley.  I  refuse  to  answer  that  question  on  the  grounds  of  the  first  and 
fifth  amendments  and  those  stated  in  the  motion." 

On  the  same  grounds  Linsley  refused  to  answer  any  questions  about  whether 
he  knew  Henry  Epstein,  Max  Roffman,  Abram  Flaxer,  and  others  connected  with 
the  UPW  and  the  UPWA.  He  even  refused  to  answer  any  questions  regarding 
the  identity  of  the  landlord  of  the  house  in  which  he  resides.  (The  latter  ques- 
tion was  asked  because  the  owner  of  Linsley's  home  is  a  known  Communist,  and 
most  tenants  of  the  house  since  1946  have  been  identified  Communists.)  He 
testified  that  he  had  enrolled  at  the  University  of  Hawaii  because  he  liked 
Hawaii,  its  mountains,  its  climate,  and  its  water,  and  that  this  was  his  sole 
motive  in  coming  to  Hawaii.  He  was  then  asked  if  he  had  come  to  Hawaii  for 
his  schooling  at  the  suggestion  of,  or  under  the  persuasion  of  any  Communist 
Party  member,  group,  or  organization.     He  refused  to  answer  that  question. 
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STEPHEN  THOMAS  MURIN 

Considerable  information  concerning  the  Communist  Party  connections  of 
Stephen  Thomas  Murin,  Epstein's  assistant,  was  set  forth  in  this  commission's 
1953  I'eport  to  the  legislature.  Murin  officially  serves  the  UPW  as  its  business 
agent  on  Hawaii,  but  periodically  he  has  been  active  on  Kauai  during  the  past 
year,  and  at  the  January  1954  meeting  of  the  UPW  Territorial  executive  com- 
mittee he  was  also  assigned  to  spend  "3  or  4  days  a  month"  with  the  Independent 
Taxi  Drivers'  Union  in  Honolulu. 

Murin  was  identified  as  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  by  Matthew  Cvetic, 
an  FBI  undercover  agent  within  the  party,  in  testimony  given  in  Washington 
before  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  on  February  23,  1950.  That 
committee's  report  on  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee  also  devotes  a 
section  to  Murin's  Communist  affiliations.  Murin  declined  to  answer  questions 
before  that  committee  concerning  his  Communist  affiliations  on  the  grounds  that 
such  testimony  might  incriminate  him.  Murin  was  one  of  Hawaii's  so-called 
Reluctant  39. 

This  commission  has  also  received  independent  sworn  testimony  that  Murin 
was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii. 

Because  of  his  previous  refusal  to  discuss  his  Communist  affiliations  before 
the  House  committee,  it  was  decided  that  it  would  serve  no  useful  purpose  to 
subpena  Murin  before  this  commission. 

It  should  be  noted  in  this  section,  however,  that  Murin,  like  anyone  else  named 
as  a  Communist  in  reports  of  this  commission,  will  be  igven  a  prompt  oppor- 
tunity to  testify  on  this  subject  before  the  commission  should  he  express  a  desire 
to  do  so. 

MAX  ROFFMAN 

Max  Roffman,  an  experienced  trade-union  organizer,  long  associated  with 
Communist-front  activities,  arrived  in  Hawaii  about  June  1,  1953,  and  may  be 
considered  a  malihini  in  local  union  circles.  Roffman  is  known  to  have  been 
active  in  recent  years  as  a  business  agent  or  organizer  with  the  UPWA  in  Balti- 
more, Detroit,  and  in  Minnesota,  and  to  have  been  a  member  of  the  national 
executive  committee  of  the  UPWA. 

In  March  19.53,  a  meeting  of  the  Territorial  executive  council  of  the  UPAVA 
was  held  for  the  primary  purpose  of  disaffiliating  the  Hawaii  local  from  the 
national  union.  Epstein  had  just  returned  from  the  mainland  bringing  news  of 
this  decision  which  was  made,  he  said,  during  his  conference  with  officials  of 
the  national  union.  At  this  meeting  Epstein  also  requested  authority  to  hire  one 
more  paid  organizer,  specifically,  Max  Roffman.  There  was  some  sentiment  in 
the  executive  council  for  hiring  a  local  man  rather  than  going  to  the  mainland 
for  an  organizer,  but  Epstein,  as  usual,  had  his  way,  and  was  voted  such 
authority. 

Roffman  came  to  Hawaii  from  Detroit  at  a  time  when  the  Detroit  local  of  the 
UPWA,  which  had  employed  Roffman  as  an  organizer,  was  nearly  defunct.  The 
fact  that  Roffman  was  important  enough  to  have  been  a  member  of  the  national 
UPWA  executive  committee  in  1951,  but  was  in  the  position  of  being  an  organ- 
izer without  a  union  only  2  years  later,  suggests  that  Epstein's  local  sponsor- 
ship of  Roff man's  employment  in  Hawaii  was  not  just  a  happy  inspirntion,  but 
had  been  strongly  suggested  to  Epstein  either  by  the  national  UPWA,  or  by 
other  authority. 

Roffman  appeared  before  this  commission  on  January  30,  1954,  accompanied 
by  his  attorney.  Roffman  was  belligerent  and  hostile  while  testifying  before  the 
commission. 

When  asked  where  he  was  employed,  Roffman  refused  to  answer  on  the  grounds 
that  the  answer  might  tend  to  incriminate  him.  He  was  asked  if  he  were 
acquainted  with  certain  individuals  known  to  be  functionaries  of  the  Communist 
Party  in  Michigan  and  Chicago.  He  refused  to  answer  any  such  questions  on  the 
same  grounds.    Other  portions  of  Roffman's  testimony  are  quoted  as  follows  : 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Roffman,  you  are  presently  employed  by  the  United  Public 
Workers  here  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii? 

"Roffman.  Is  that  a  question? 

"Counsel.  Yes. 

"Roffman.  I  refuse  to  answer  on  the  same  grounds. 

"Chairman.  You  are  ordered  to  answer  that  question. 

"Roffman.  I  refuse  on  the  same  grounds. 
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"Counsel.  Mr.  Roffman,  since  coming  to  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  last  year, 
you  have  attempted  to  get  workers  from  the  Territorial  government  and  the 
various  governments  to  join  the  United  Public  Worliers? 

"KOFFMAN.  Is  that  a  question? 

"Counsel.  Have  you? 

"RoFFMAX.  I  refuse  to  answer  on  the  same  grounds. 

"Chairman.  You  are  ordered  to  answer. 

"RoFFMAN.  I  refuse  on  the  same  grounds. 

"Counsel.  Did  anyone  in  Detroit  connected  with  the  Communist  Party  discuss 
with  you  your  coming  here  to  the  Territory  of  Hawaii? 

"RoFFiiAN.  I  refuse  on  the  same  grounds. 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Roffman,  do  you  know  a  man  named  Abram  Flaxer,  F-l-a-xe-r? 

"RoFFiiAN.  I  refuse  to  answer  on  the  same  grounds. 

"Chairman.  You  are  ordered  to  answer. 

"RoFFMAN.  I  refuse  on  the  same  grounds. 

"Counsel.  Do  you  know  a  man  named  Ewart  or  Ewart,  E-w-a-r-t  Guinier, 
G-u-i-n-i-e-r? 

'•Roffman's  Attorney.  Same  objection  as  to  foundation,  Mr.  Chairman. 

"Chairman.  The  reports  of  this  commission  already  filed  with  the  legis- 
lature *  *  *  identifies  Ewart  Guinier  as  having  been  an  Army  man  here  during 
the  war,  national  officer  of  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America,  member  of 
the  Communist  Party,  and  so  forth,  so  the  objection  is  overruled. 

"Roffman.  I  refuse  to  answer  on  the  same  grounds. 

"Chairman.  You  are  ordered  to  answer. 

"Roffman.  I  refuse  on  the  same  grounds." 

On  December  14,  1951,  in  testimony  given  before  the  Senate  Internal  Security 
Subcommittee,  Abram  Flaxer  named  Roffman  as  one  of  the  members  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  national  UPWA.  At  the  same  hearing  Ewart  Guinier, 
another  member  of  the  UPWA  executive  committee  (and  well  known  in  Com- 
munist circles  in  Hawaii),  was  asked  if,  to  his  knowledge,  Roffman  were  not  a 
member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Guinier  refused  to  answer  on  the  grounds 
that  an  answer  might  tend  to  incriminate  him. 

"Counsel.  Are  you  at  the  present  time  a  member  of  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights 
Congress  ? 

"Roffman.  I  refuse  to  an.swer  on  the  same  grounds. 

"Chairman.  You  are  ordered  to  answer. 

"Roffman.  I  refuse  to  answer  on  the  same  grounds. 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Roffman,  are  you  at  the  present  time  a  member  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  of  the  United  States? 

"Roffman.  I  refuse  to  answer  on  the  grounds  stated. 

"Chairman.  You  are  ordered  to  answer. 

"Roffman.  I  refuse  to  answer  on  the  same  grounds. 

"Counsel.  Have  you  ever  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"Roffman.  I  refuse  to  answer  on  the  same  grounds. 

"Chairman.  You  are  ordered  to  answer. 

"Roffman.  I  refuse  to  answer  on  the  same  grounds. 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Roffman,  isn't  it  a  fact  that  in  1941  you  attended  plenary 
sessions  of  the  Communist  Party  in  New  York? 

"Roffman.  I  refuse  to  answer  on  Che  same  grounds. 

"Chairman.  You  are  oraered  to  answer. 

"Roffman.  I  refuse  to  answer  on  the  same  grounds." 

JEANNETTE  NAKAMA  ROHRBROUGH 

The  other  paid  employee  of  the  the  UPW  is  its  office  secretary,  Jeannette 
Nakama  Rohrbough.  Mrs.  Rohrbough  has  been  identified  as  a  member  of  the 
Communist  Party  on  numerous  occasions,  in  public  testimony  ana  otherwise. 
Her  husband,  Edward  G.  Rohrbough,  is  the  principal  editorial  assistant  and 
chief  stockholder  of  the  Honolulu  Record,  a  weekly  new.spaper  which  has  been 
cited  by  the  House  Un-American  Activities  Committee  as  a  Communist  front. 
In  its  last  report,  this  commission  presented  in  great  detail  a  study  of  the 
Honolulu  Record,  and  reported  its  conclusion  that  "it  Is  the  principal  journalistic 
mouthpiece  of  the  Communist  Party  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii." 

HOW  THE  COMMUNIST  PARTY  CONTROLS  THE  UPW 

A  former  member  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii,  who  was  also  an  officer 
and  paid  employee  of  the  UPW  at  various  times  during  the  years  1948-50,  has 
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emphatically  stated  under  oath  that  the  local  UPW  "was  run  by — almost  in  its 
entirety — by  members  of  the  Communist  Party."  The  witness  furnished  this 
commission  some  very  revealing  information  on  the  operation  of  the  UPW 
and  the  means  by  which  the  Communists  controlled  that  orj,'anization.  This 
witness  stated  that  Epstein  did  not  care  who  were  elected  officers  of  the  union 
as  long  as  they  were  not  capable  of  challenging  his  authority  or  inclined  to 
chart  a  course  for  themselves.  He  stated  that  the  officers  of  the  union  were 
chosen  by  a  Territory-wide  ballot.  The  president  and  other  officers  were  nomi- 
nated at  one  of  the  Union's  Territorial  council  meetings  or  Territorial  conven- 
tions, and  where  generally  active  public  workers  and  active  rank-and-file  members 
of  the  union.  These  officers  usually  were  not  members  of  the  Conununist  Party. 
The  witness  once  served  as  an  officer  while  being  a  party  member,  but  this  was 
the  only  such  instance  the  witness  could  recall.  These  officers  were  spread 
throughout  the  islands,  and  therefore  could  act  as  an  organized  body  only  at 
Territorial  council  meetings  or  at  the  union  conventions.  The  witness  stated  that 
none  of  the  officers  was  ever  employed  by  the  union  on  a  full-time  basis,  and  he 
could  recall  no  instance  in  which  an  officer  was  every  employed  by  the  union  on 
a  part-time  basis. 

Witness  A  explained  that  the  Communist  Party  took  considerable  interest  in 
who  were  nominated  to  be  UPWA  officials.  In  his  testimony,  this  witness  ex- 
plained that  the  nominating  committee  was  selected  from  among  the  delegates 
to  the  Territorial  convention.     Then  he  was  asked : 

"Commissioner.  Was  thei'e  any  discussion  among  Communist  Party  members 
in  the  UPWA  as  to  nominations — who  should  be  nominated? 

"Witness.  Yes.     There  are  several  occasions,  I  believe. 

"Commissioner.  Just  members  of  the  Communist  Party  discussing  the  leader- 
ship of  the  UPWA? 

"Witness.  Yes.  In  particular  where  there  were  persons  who  were  opposed 
to  the  leadership  or  program  of  the  union,  particularly  the  party  program,  or 
threatened  the  leadership.  There  would  often  be  ways  and  means  discussed  of 
opposing  such  a  per.son  running  for  office,  or  defeating  him." 

This  witness  went  on  to  explain  how  Epstein  and  his  handpicked  paid  asso- 
ciates dominated  the  union. 

"Counsel.  Is  it  not  correct  that  in  general  the  Territorial  officers  of  the  union 
devoted  little  time  to  the  union?  That  is,  they  were  not  full-time  officers  or 
workers  in  the  union? 

"Witness.  Well,  they  were  not  full-time  employees.  I  don't  think  any  of  them 
were  even  employed  on  a  part-time  basis,  although  I  might  be  wrong  there. 
They  were  generally  spread  out  throughout  the  islands  so  that  acting  as  an 
organized  body  or  organized  authority  at  any  time,  other  than  say,  at  a  conven- 
tion or  council  meeting,  it  was  physically  impossible. 

"Counsel.  But  Henry  Epstein  and  the  people  employed  full  time  were  gen- 
erally not  public  workers,  were  they  not? 

"Witness.  That  is  correct. 

"Counsel.  It  is  in  that  group  that  you  have  found  the  Communist  Party  mem- 
bers? 

"Witness.  The  Communist  Party  members  and  actual  control  of  the  union. 

"Counsel.  Now,  will  you  elaborate  on  that,  please?  The  actual  control  of  the 
union  as  being  in  the  group  under  Henry  Epstein? 

"Witness.  Well,  that  is  very  broad.  Epstein  has  been  the  center  of  the  union. 
He  was  at  a  time  running  the  entire  union  single-handed  as  its  executive  secre- 
tary, business  agent,  and  so  forth.  In  between  meetings  of  the  Territorial  coun- 
cil or  conventions,  he  was  practically  the  only  authority  of  the  union  on  a  Terri- 
torial basis.  When  other  were  employed  by  the  union,  such  as  Vossbrink  or 
Epstein,  or  party  members  on  a  full-time  basis,  of  course  they  complemented 
Epstein's  po.sition  in  being  in  a  i)Osition  to  actually  conduct  the  affairs  of  the 
union.  Then  during  conventions  or  Territorial  council  meetings,  when  the 
various  officers  and  delegates  were  assembled  together  to  carry  out  policy,  it 
wasn't  too  difficult  for  Ejistein  and  my.self,  or  Epstein  by  himself,  or  Epstein  with 
the  others,  to  control  these  meetings.  The  delegates  were  not  too  highly  de- 
veloped from  the  standpoint  of  parliamentary  procedure  or  knowledge  of  the 
union,  and  .so  on  and  so  forth,  with  a  few  exceptions.  There  were  a  few  members 
who  had  a  good  deal  on  the  ball  and  occasionally  would  kick  up  their  heels  and 
give  Epstein  and  the  party  control  some  difficulty,  lint  broadly  speaking,  these 
obstacles  were  surmounted  and  very  well  bandied. 
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"Counsel.  Now,  you  spoke  of  'party  control.'     Do  you  mean  that  in  the  broad 
sense  of  the  term  the  Communist  Party  did  control  or  dominate  this  union? 
"Witness.  Yes,  that's  correct." 

ATTITUDP:  of  elected  officials  TOWARD  COMMUNISTS 

CONTROL  OF  THE  UPW 

Two  present  oflBcers  and  one  past  president  of  the  UPW  were  subpenaed  to 
appear  before  this  commission  on  March  6,  1954.  These  three  are  Jackson 
Gem  Wah  Ah  Chin,  president  of  the  UPW  since  October  1953 ;  Thomas  I.  Noda, 
vice  president-in-charge  of  the  Maui  division  and  a  former  Territorial  presi- 
dent ;  and  John  K.  Haili,  immediate  past  president  of  the  UPW.  It  should  be 
emphasized  that  there  is  no  information  in  the  files  of  this  commission  indi- 
cating that  any  of  these  three  is  or  was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party, 
or  was  consciously  sympathetic  to  it  in  any  way.  Under  oath,  all  three  de- 
nied membership  in,  or  sympathy  with,  the  Communist  Party,  and  none  of 
the  three  claimed  the  privilege  (i.  e..  refused  to  answer  under  the  fifth  amend- 
ment) as  to  any  question.  This  attitude  was  in  decided  contrast  with  that  of 
the  paid  employees  of  the  UPW. 

The  testimony  of  these  three,  however,  confirmed  the  prior  information  re- 
ceived by  the  commission  that  the  business  of  running  the  union  is  left  largely 
to  Epstein.  It  also  became  apparent  that  while  these  three  have  no  hesitation 
in  declaring  their  opposition  to  communism,  they  are  ignorant  of  the  nature 
of  the  Communist  conspiracy  and  are  ill-equipped  even  to  recognize  Communist 
activity,  much  less  to  take  measures  against  it.  The  following  portions  of 
testimony  illustrate  this : 

"Counsel.  When  did  you  become  president? 

"Ah  Chin.  Just  this  year. 

"Counsel.  That  was  in  January  of  this  year? 

"Ah  Chin.  Yes,  sir. 

"Counsel.  And  there  was  a  meeting  held  here  in  Honolulu — a  Territorial 
council  meeting? 

"Ah  Chin.  In  January. 

"Counsel.  And  at  that  meeting  Jack  Hall  was  invited  to  speak? 

"Ah  Chin.  That's  right. 

"Counsel.  Who  arranged  for  Jack  Hall's  speaking  at  that  meeting? 

"Ah  Chin.  I  wouldn't  know,  sir. 

"Counsel.  You  had  nothing  to  do  with  arranging  the  program? 

"Ah  Chin.  Well,  not  as  far  as  I  know.  We  had  a  guest  speaker  and  I 
didn't  really  ask  who  was  coming.  I  guess  I  assumed  it  was  somebody  from 
the  ILWU. 

"Counsel.  Are  programs  for  these  meetings  usually  arranged  by  Mr.  Ep- 
stein's ofiice? 

"Ah  Chin.  Yes ;  that's  what  we  pay  him  for.     Yes,  sir. 

"Commissioner.  I  know  you  haven't  been  too  long  a  member  of  the  UPW 
or  UPWA,  but  you  are  pretty  well  known  among  your  members.  What  is  the 
attitude  of  the  boys  over  there  toward  communism — I  mean  in  your  organiza- 
tion? 

"Ah  Chin.  Well,  as  far  as  I — will  you — beg  your  pardon? 

"Commissioner.  As  far  as  you  know  from  conversations  you've  had  with 
them  and  so  forth. 

"Ah  Chin.  As  far  as  overthrowing? 

"Commissioner.  No,  toward  communism. 

"Ah  Chin.  Well,  I  didn't  get  into  a  debate  on  that. 

"Commissioner.  Have  they  discussed  it — the  question  of  Communist  influence 
in  imions? 

"Ah  Chin.  Well,  all  I  can  recall  is  some  members  may  have  said — maybe  I've 
overheard  that — why  don't  they  sign  loyalty  oaths? 

"Commissioner.  What  is  your  personal  attitude  toward  communism,  Mr.  Ah 
Chin? 

"Ah  Chin.  Well,  sir,  I  don't  know  enough  to  make  any  comments  on  that. 
For  myself  I  don't  know  what  is  communism. 

"Commissioner.  You've  had  no  association  with  it? 

"Ah  Chin.  No,  sir. 

"Commissioner.  Your  only  interest  in  this  work  is  as  a  union? 

"Ah  Chin.  Yes,  sir."

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Of  possible  interest  is  the  fact  that  Ah  Chin,  currently  president  of  the  UPW 
and  former  vice  president  in  charge  of  the  Hawaii  division,  has  been  a  member 
of  the  union  only  since  August  1952.  He  is  employed  by  the  board  of  water 
supply,  county  of  Hawaii,  as  a  meter  reader. 

Testimony  in  a  similar  vein  was  received  from  John  K.  Haili,  immediate  past 
president  of  the  UPW.  Haili  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  UPW  on 
the  island  of  Hawaii,  and  has  held  numerous  offices.  He  is  employed  as  a  con- 
struction foreman  for  the  county  of  Hawaii. 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Haili,  did  you  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Territorial  council  )f 
the  United  Public  Workers  of  America  held  in  September  1950  at  the  Nuuanu 
YMCA  in  Honolulu? 

"Haili.  That's  right. 

"Counsel.  And  at  that  time  what  was  your  position  in  the  UPWA? 

"Haili.  I  was  the  division  president. 

******* 

"Counsel.  Now,  this  meeting  was  addressed  by  one  Ralph  Vossbrink,  was  it 
not? 

"Haili.  That's  right. 

"Counsel.  And  he  was  executive  secretary  of  the  UPWA? 

"Haili.  That's  right. 

"Counsel.  Did  you  have  anything  to  do  with  the  arranging  of  the  program  of 
that  meeting? 

"Haili.  What  program? 

"Counsel.  For  the  meeting  of  the  Territorial  council  held  September  1950,  .it 
the  Nuuanu  YMCA. 

"Haili.  No. 

"Counsel.  Were  you  consulted? 

"Haili.  I  can't  remember. 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Haili,  I  hand  you  a  document  entitled  'Minutes  of  the  Terri- 
torial Council,  Honolulu,  Oahu,  September  2-3,  1950,'  and  ask  you  if  these  are 
the  minutes  of  that  meeting  that  you  attended? 

"Haili.  Yes ;  I  remember  this. 

"Counsel.  Is  this  a  copy  of  it? 

"Haili.  Yes. 

"(Here  the  document  was  accepted  as  an  exhibit  by  the  commission.) 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Haili,  you  knew  at  the  time  that  Ralph  Vossbrink  addressed 
that  meeting,  at  the  time  he  was  serving  as  executive  secretary,  that  he  had 
been  identified  before  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Communist  Party? 

"Haili.  I  never  heard  of  him. 

"Counsel.  You  never  heard  of  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities? 

"Haili.  Well,  I  did,  but  not  Vossbrink  at  that  time. 

"Counsel.  Have  you  read  the  transcript  of  the  House  committee  proceedings? 

"Haili.  No. 

"Counsel.  Have  you  read  any  of  the  transcript  which  appeared  in  the  news- 
papers as  the  proceedings  went  along? 

"Haili.  No,  sir. 

"Counsel.  You  did  not  know  then  in  September  of  1950  that  Ralph  Vossbrink 
Iiad  been  identified  as  a  member  of  the  party — that  is,  the  Communist  Party? 

"Haili.  No;  in  fact  Vossbrink  was  a  new  man.  I  just  met  him  at  thai  par- 
ticular day." 

Later  in  the  hearing  Haili  testified  that  he  was  not  a  member  of  the  Communist 
Party,  and  had  never  been  a  member.  He  stated  that  he  was  not  afraid  to 
answer  those  questions.  When  asked  if  he  had  any  reluctance  about  telling  what 
he  knew  about  the  UPW,  he  declared  "UPW  is  a  damn  good  union !"  He  was 
asked : 

"Commissioner.  John,  do  you  happen  to  know  how  the  boys  on  Hawaii  feel 
*  *  *  toward  communism?  I'm  not  asking  for  the  mentioning  of  any  names, 
but  what's  the  general  attitude  of  the  fellows  there  toward  communism? 

"Haili.  Well,  to  tell  you  frankly,  gentlemen,  the  boys  feel  if  there's  any — 
what  you  call — Government  can  prove  Henry  Epstein  or  Max  or  Steve  or  anybody 
else  are — what  you  call — belong  to  the  Coujmunist  Party,  I  think  we  100  percent 
see  to  it — throw  them  out — what  you  call — throw  them  out  if  they— w]i:it  you 
call — do  something  illegal. 

"CoMMiasioNEK.  Why  ai"e  you  against  communism,  John?

"Haili.  Well,  I  tell  you  why.  I  know — what  you  call — Communists  are  out 
to  overthrow  our  Government  and  I  believe  we  should  get  rid  of  them." 

Thomas  I.  Noda,  vice  president  of  the  Maui  division  and  a  former  Territorial 
president  of  the  union,  was  also  firm  in  expressing  his  opposition  to  communism 
in  principle,  but  by  his  own  admission  he  apparently  had  some  difficulty  in 
recognizing  Communists  in  person  to  be  dangerous  or  undesirable.  After  Noda 
bad  identified  minutes  of  the  UPWA  Territorial  council  meeting  held  at  Honolulu, 
September  8-9,  1951,  he  was  asked : 

"Counsel.  You  say  you  were  a  member  of  the  committee  that  organized  the 
program  of  that  meeting? 

"Noda.  Yes ;  I  think  so. 

"CouNSEx.  Do  you  recollect  if  Dave  Thompson  was  the  guest  speaker  at  that 
meeting? 

"Noda.  Yes. 

"Counsel.  And  he,  at  that  time,  was  educational  director  of  the  ILWU? 

•'Noda.  Yes,  sir. 

"Counsel.  He  had  also  been  identified  in  the  1950  hearings  before  the  House 
committee,  and  also  by  Jack  Kawano  in  his  testimony  before  the  House  com- 
mittee in  AVashington  that  year  as  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"Noda.  Yes ;  I  think  I  do. 

"Counsel.  And  your  committee  still  invited  him  as  a  guest  speaker? 

"Noda.  C)n  the  educational  program,  yes. 

"CouNSET..  Actually,  Mr.  Epstein  had  something  to  do  with  Mr.  Thompson's 
being  invited  as  a  guest  speaker? 

"Noda.  That  part  I  don't  know,  sir. 

"Counsel.  You  don't  remember  who  proposed  his  name? 

"Noda.  No,  sir. 

"Counsel.  You  will  note  that  according  to  those  minutes,  a  report  on  organi- 
zation was  given  by  Stephen  INIurin.     Who  was  Stephen  Murin? 

"Noda.  At  the  time  I  think  he  was  working  as  part  time  for  our  organization. 

"Counsel.  As  a  part-time  organizer? 

"Noda.  Yes. 

"Counsel.  And  you  know  that  he  also  had  been  identified  as  a  member  of  the 
Communist  Party  before  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities? 

"Noda.  I  think  I  do. 

"Counsel.  Do  you  remember  that  at  that  meeting  a  speech  was  given  by  one 
Rachel  Saiki  in  behalf  of  the  Honolulu  Record? 

"Noda.  Yes,  I  do. 

"Counsel.  And  the  meeting  voted  to  support  the  Honolulu  Record  and  to  get 
as  many  of  the  members  of  the  UPWA  as  possible  to  purchase  and  subscribe  to 
it? 

"Noda.  Yes. 

"Counsel.  Did  you  also  know  at  that  time  that  Rachel  Saiki  had  been  identi- 
fied as  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"Noda.  Yes,  I  knew. 

"Counsel.  And  that  the  Honolulu  Record  had  been  Identified  as  the  newspaper 
of  the  Communist  Party  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii? 

"Noda.  I  think  I  do. 

ie  *****  * 

"CorNSET,.  Now,  since  the  convention  in  19.53  on  the  Island  of  Kauai,  has  there 
been  any  executive  board  meeting  of  the  Territorial  executive  board  of  the  United 
Public  Workers? 

"NoDA.  You  mean  since  then? 

"Counsel.  Yes. 

"NoDA.  We  had  one,  yes. 

"Counsel.  And  when  was  that? 

"Noda.  That  was  in  January.  I've  forgotten  what  week  now.  Anyway,  some- 
time in  January. 

"Counsel.  1954? 

"Noda.  Yes,  sir. 

"Counsel.  And  where  was  that  meeting  held? 

"Noda.  At  the  ILWU  ISIemorial  Building. 

"Counsel.  Was  anybody  invited  to  speak  to  the  meeting? 

"Noda.  Yes. 

"Counsel.  Who? 

"Noda.  Jack  HaU.

"Counsel.  And  who  was  responsible  for  inviting  Jack  Hall  to  speak  to  the 
meeting? 

"NoDA.  We  were  responsible. 

"Counsel.  Who  are  we? 

"NoDA.  The  executive  board  that  attended  that  meeting. 

"Counsel.  You  didn't  issue  an  invitation  to  him  until  after  the  meeting  con- 
vened? 

"Nod A.  No,  sir. 

"Counsel.  Who  suggested  that  he  be  the  speaker? 

"NoDA.  Henry  Epstein. 

"Counsel.  This,  of  course,  followed  his  conviction  on  the  Smith  Act  con- 
spiracy charge  here  in  Honolulu,  did  it  not? 

"NoDA.  That's  right." 

Noda  is  employed  as  a  captain  in  the  Maui  County  fire  department.  He  has 
been  a  member  of  the  UPW  since  about  1946. 

The  testimony  of  Ah  Chin,  Haili,  and  Noda  indicates  that  most  of  the  guest 
speakers  at  UPW  conventions  and  council  meetings  were  Communists,  and 
even  had  been  publicly  identified  as  Communists  prior  to  their  being  invited 
to  appear.  To  this  Commission,  one  of  the  most  striking  features  of  their 
testimony  was  that  these  3  witnesses — 1  present  and  2  past  Territorial  presi- 
dents of  the  union — seemed  to  be  totally  unconscious  of  the  fact  that  their 
tesitmony  had  any  significance  with  regard  to  the  question  of  Communist  in- 
fluence on  their  union. 

Another  significant  point  is  that  none  of  the  three  could  give  definite  informa- 
tion about  who  selected  these  guest  speakers,  even  during  his  own  tenure  as 
president. 

The  entire  testimony  of  these  three  elected  officials  supports  the  conclusion 
that  the  UPW  is  run  by  Epstein  and  his  paid  assistants  (none  of  whom  are 
public  employees),  and  that  the  elected  officials  (who  are  public  employees) 
are  mere  figureheads.  Furthermore,  Epstein  appears  to  have  complete  freedom 
in  hiring  his  assistants,  even  though  he  goes  through  the  form  of  securing 
approval  of  his  choices  from  the  Territorial  executives  board.  For  example, 
Epstein  made  considerable  use  of  the  services  of  Stephen  Murin  as  an  or- 
ganizer and  research  man  before  the  union  officially  put  Murin  on  the  pay- 
roll. The  minutes  of  the  September  1951  Territorial  executive  council  meeting 
show  that  Murin  made  a  speech  on  organizing  the  UPWA  membership.  Not 
until  later  in  the  same  meeting  was  he  officially  appointed  a  paid  business  agent. 
The  manner  in  which  Epstein  brought  Max  Roffman  from  Detroit  already  has 
been  discussed. 

HOW  THE  UPW  IS  USED  TO  ASSIST  THE  COMMUNISTS 

According  to  witness  A,  the  UPWA  was  not  obviously  or  ostentatiously  used 
for  Conmiunist  purposes.  In  the  witness's  words :  "It  wasn't  pushed  to  the 
extent,  for  example,  that  it  was  pushed  in  the  ILWU,  and  certainly  not  in  some 
of  the  more  militant  mainland  left-wing  unions.  Epstein  appeared  to  be  pre- 
occupied with  keeping  the  UPW  going  on  an  organizational  basis  and  to  its 
eventual  expansion."  The  witness  pointed  out  that  the  fact  that  the  UPW 
had  to  bargain  with  the  government,  and  was  in  competition  with  an  already 
esablished  public  employees'  organization  were  probable  reasons  for  Epstein's 
moving  with  caution  where  the  Commuist  Party  line  was  concerned. 

Another  witness  before  the  commission,  on  the  other  hand,  recalled  several 
instances  where  the  Communist  Party  line  was  pushed  at  the  UPWA  member- 
ship. Witness  C  stated  that  at  various  Territorial  conventions  of  the  union, 
pamphlets  were  distributed  in  defense  of  .Tack  Hall,  Harry  Bridges,  Abram 
Flaxer,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  .John  Reinecke.  UPWA  members  were  urged  to 
sub.scribe  to  the  Honolulu  Record,  and  even  to  the  Daily  People's  World  (west 
coast  Communist  daily).  The  local  units  were  always  encouraged  to  put  com- 
plimentary advertisements  in  the  Honolulu  Record.  This  witness  stated  that 
Henry  Epstein  was  particularly  active  in  this  regard. 

An  illuminating  example  of  Communist  control  in  the  1948  UPWA  convention 
was  recalled  by  the  witness.  In  background  to  this  testimony,  it  should  be 
noted  that  this  commission  has  in  its  files  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  1948 
convention.     The  following  is  quoted  from  these  minutes  : 

"A  motion  was  made  to  eliminate  section  11,  article  I,  of  the  bylaws  by 
Brother  Haili.  It  was  seconded  and  carried  by  a  vote  of  21  to  3.  After  further 
discussion,  a  new  motion  to  rescind  the  previous  motion  was  made  by  Brother 
Yokoyama ;  seconded  by  Brother  Haili,  and  carried." 
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Section  11,  article  I,  of  the  bylaws  is  quoted  as  follows : 

"To  continue  fighting  for  the  extinction  of  fascism,  nazism,  and  all  the  misery 
it  brings,  under  whatever  form  it  may  operate  and  under  whatever  mask  it  may 
conceal  itself." 

The  interesting  feature  of  this  section  of  the  union's  bylaws  is  its  failure  to 
mention  any  "fight"  against  communism.  The  witness  stated  that  the  original 
resolution  to  eliminate  this  section  was  regarded  as  an  anti-Communist  move, 
and  it  left  Epstein  "voiceless."  However,  at  Epstein's  direction,  the  witness 
and  another  member  of  the  union,  whom  the  witness  described  as  one  who  always 
went  along  with  the  leftwing  group,  were  able  to  reverse  the  original  motion 
by  a  fight  from  the  floor.  The  witness  described  this  incident  as  an  instance 
in  which  the  straight  Communist  Party  line  was  pushed  at  the  rank  and  file  of 
the  union. 

Another  witness,  John  Haili,  was  questioned  regarding  this  incident  during  his 
appearance  before  this  commission.  He  was  able  to  recall  the  incident,  but 
could  not  recall  what  motivated  him  to  make  the  original  motion,  or  what  hap- 
pened to  make  him  change  his  mind  and  second  the  rescinding  motion. 

What  actually  happened  is,  that  a  motion  was  made  from  the  floor  to  include 
the  word  "communism"  in  the  pertinent  section.  This  motion  was  opposed 
strongly  by  the  leftwing  and,  as  a  result,  a  compromise  motion  to  eliminate  the 
entire  section  was  made  by  John  HaiU,  and  carried.  A  caucus  then  followed 
in  which  Epstein  and  the  leftwing  persuaded  Haili  to  second  the  rescinding 
motion,  which  was  passed,  as  previously  detailed. 

At  various  conventions  the  UPW  has  passed  resolutions  supporting  the  Hono- 
lulu Record.  The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  UPWA  Territorial  council  on 
September  18-19,  1948,  for  example,  reveal  that  Robert  M.  Kempa  (since  identi- 
fied as  the  literature  director  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  at  the  time) 
moved  that  the  UPWA  give  full  endorsement  to  the  Honolulu  Record  and  that 
all  UPWA  divisions  push  subscription  sales.  The  motion  was  passed.  Evidence 
available  to  this  commission  indicates  that  this  motion  was  made  upon  the  direct 
orders  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii.  Since 
that  time,  members  have  been  urged  periodically  to  subscribe  to  the  Honolulu 
Record,  and  various  units  are  encouraged  to  make  contributions  in  the  form  of 
paid  complimentary  advertisements.  Numerous  such  advertisements  by  various 
UPW  units  have  been  noted  over  the  past  year.  In  return,  the  Record  frequently 
gives  favorable  publicity  to  Epstein,  the  UPW,  and  their  activities. 

DISAFFILIATION  FROM  THE  UPWA 

Some  events  of  particular  interest  occurred  in  connection  with  the  activities 
of  the  UPW  in  1953.  In  February  1953,  Henry  Epstein  went  to  the  mainland. 
Upon  his  return  in  March,  he  called  a  meeting  of  the  UPWA  executive  committee 
and  announced  that  the  local  union  had  disaffiliated  from  the  national  organiza- 
tion. It  was  believed  by  certain  members  of  the  UPWA  that  Epstein  had  con- 
ferred with  Abram  Flaxer,  the  national  president,  and  had  made  this  arrange- 
ment. Epstein's  public  announcement  said  that  the  move  was  made  after  he 
had  conferred  with  UPWA  oflicials  on  the  mainland.  The  reason  for  this  move, 
according  to  Epstein,  as  quoted  in  the  March  20,  1953,  issue  of  the  Honolulu 
Star-Bulletin  was : 

"It  would  lie  better  for  our  members  to  be  independent.  We're  so  far  away 
from  the  mainland,  and  have  been  opei'ating  independently  anyway." 

It  should  be  noted  that  during  recent  years  there  has  l)een  considerable  public 
comment  about  the  Communist-dominated  nature  of  the  national  UPWA.  The 
CIO  expelled  the  union  as  Communist  dominated  in  February  1950.  Since  that 
time,  the  United  States  Senate  has  conducted  extensive  hearings  on  the  activities 
of  the  union  and  has  published  a  conclusion  that  the  union  was  Communist  dom- 
inated. It  is  clear  that  the  disafiiliation  move  was  made  in  Hawaii  in  an  effort 
to  relieve  the  local  union  from  the  Communist  stigma  of  the  national  organization. 

Under  any  circumstances,  this  disaffiliation  was  ratified  at  the  Territorial 
convention  in  October  1953,  where  the  name  of  the  organization  was  changed 
to  United  Public  Workers,  and  a  new  constitution  was  drawn. 

UPWA  REVOLT  ON  KAUAI 

Prior  to  the  convention,  in  September,  an  attempt  had  been  made  to  dis- 
aflfiliate  the  Kauai  unit  of  the  UPWA  from  the  Territorial  organization  and 
set  up  an  independent  local  union.     Leaders  of  this  effort  were  Masaru  Muranaka, 
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Territorial  vice  president  for  Kauai,  and  therefore  the  chief  union  official  of  the 
Kauai  unit;  Richard  Hamamoto,  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Kauai  unit:  and 
Sakari  Suzuki,  Territorial  president  of  the  UPWA  in  1952. 

The  fliareup  on  Kauai  was  brought  about  because  the  Kauai  officers  \Yere 
dissatisfied  about  a  number  of  things,  particularly  financial  matters,  which 
had  nothing  to  do  with  communism.  They  were  dissatisfied  with  a  raise  in 
union  dues  which  they  considered  Epstein  had  forced  through  by  methods  con- 
trary to  the  union's  constitution;  with  Epstein's  very  sketchy  financial  report 
and  his  failure  to  have  a  proper  audit  of  those  reports;  with  Epstein's  habit 
of  carryig  blank  checks  countersigned  in  advance  by  the  union  treasurer;  and 
in  general  with  the  manner  in  which  Epstein  handled  union  finances. 

As  a  result  of  this  situation,  Mui-anaka,  Hamamoto,  and  Suzuki  seriously 
considerely  the  idea  of  disaffiliating  from  the  UPWA  and  setting  up  an  inde- 
pendent union  on  Kauai.  They  actually  started  to  secure  membership  signatures 
on  a  petition  to  this  effect. 

Epstein  reacted  promptly.  He  arranged  to  have  a  meeting  called.  Notices 
were  posted  on  bulletin  boards,  but,  except  for  one  unit,  no  great  effort  was 
made  to  bring  in  the  bulk  of  the  Kauai  membership.  It  is  reliably  estimated 
that  less  than  10  percent  of  the  UPWA  membership  on  Kauai  was  present, 
but  the  evidence  indicates  that  almost  all  of  the  members  of  the  Mahelona 
Hospital  unit  attended.  Witnesses  before  this  commission  have  des("ribed  it  as  a 
"stacked"  meeting. 

One  of  the  most  extraordinary  aspects  of  this  meeting  was  the  identity  of 
the  presiding  officer,  Mitsuo  "Slim"  Shimizu.  Shimizu  was  neither  an  officer, 
a  membei",  nor  an  honorary  member  of  the  UPWA,  and  had  no  official  affiliation 
with  the  organization.  He  was  a  director  of  the  Kauai  division,  ILWU,  Ivocal 
142.' 

At  the  meeting  Epstein  acted  as  the  prosecuting  attorney.  The  three  de- 
fendants had  no  defense  counsel,  and  only  Suzuki  spoke  in  their  defense.  The 
decision  was  made  by  open  (not  secret)  vote,  and  the  three  were  expelled  by 
a  count  of  45-13. 

Testimony  Iiefore  this  conmiission  indicates  that  this  procedure  violated  the 
UPWA  constitution  in  efCect  at  the  time  in  several  respects.  This  constitution 
provided  that  the  accused  should  be  given  the  specific  written  charge ;  that  he 
should  have  21  days  in  which  to  answer  the  charge ;  that  he  would  be  tried 
]»y  the  division  executive  board;  that  he  should  have  a  bona  fide  member  of 
the  UPWA  in  good  standin'i  to  defend  him;  that  the  prosecutor  should  also 
be  a  bona  fide  member  of  the  UPWA  in  good  standing;  that  the  regional  director 
is  ineligible  to  be  prosecutor,  and  that  the  division  executive  board  give  a  written 
decision  within  7  days.  Except  for  a  presentation  of  a  written  charge,  none 
of  the.se  provisions  was  met  at  the  expulsion  meeting  on  Kauai. 

JACK   HAM.  AND  THE  ILWU  ARBITRATE  THE  DISPUTE 

Even  more  extraordinary  were  the  developments  that  followed.  On  September 
27,  1953,  10  days  after  this  meeting,  the  3  expelled  members  were  asked  to  come 
to  Honolulu,  all  expenses  paid.  A  meeting,  originally  to  be  held  at  the  ILWU 
hall  in  Honolulu,  was  actually  held  at  the  home  of  Jack  Hall  becau.se  the  II-Wl- 
conference  room  was  in  use.  Present  at  this  meeting  were  2  of  the  3  Kauai 
expiellees — Hamamoto  and  Suzuki.  The  other  men  jiresent  were  Jack  Flail, 
Henry  p]pstein.  Max  Roffman,  "Slim"  Shimizu,  Frank  Silva  (business  agent 
for  the  Kauai  division,  ILWU  Local,  142),  Joe  "Blurr"  Kealalio  (president  of 


1  .Tolin  K.  Haili.  Territorial  president  of  the  UI'WA  in  1953,  w.ns  asked  about  tJiis  inci- 
dent when  he  testified  before  this  commission.  He  stated  that  he  had  not  attended  the 
i!i  efiiit;. 

"Coi'NSEL.  Did  anybody  ever  tell  you  later  that  Mr.  Shimizu  had  in  fact  presided  over 
that  expulsion  meeting? 

"Haii,i.   Yes  ;  I  heard  about  that. 

"Counsel.  Did  anybody  tell  you  why  it  was  that  he  presided  over  the  meetin?? 

"Haili.   No. 

"Counsel.  Weren't  you  a  little  bit  curious  that  an  ILWU  man  would  preside  over  a 
UPWA  meeting  involving  the  expulsion  of  three  important  members? 

"Haili.  No. 

"Counsel.  You  didn't  think  about  it  one  w;iy  or  the  other? 

"Haili.  No. 

"COUNSEL.  la  it  a  customary  procedure  for  nonunion  members  to  preside  over  UPWA 
meetings? 

"Haili.  You're  speaking  of  Slim  Shimizu? 

"Counsel.  That's  right. 

"Haili.  Well,  I  tell  you  I  wasn't  there  at  the  time." 
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ILWU  Local,  142),  Sakai  Yosliioka  (who  had  been  elected  vice  president  in 
place  of  Muranaka).  and  Jackie  Rodrigues  (who  had  been  elected  secretary- 
treasurer  in  place  of  Ilamamoto).  Hall,  Silva,  and  Kealalio  have  all  been 
identified  as  members  of  the  Communist  Party. 

A  possible  method  of  reinstatement  was  discussed  at  this  meeting,  which 
was  presided  over  by  Jack  Hall.  As  a  result,  both  those  expelled,  and  the 
other  group,  Epstein,  Yoshioka,  and  Rodrigues,  agreed  to  arbitration  of  the  dis- 
pute. The  arbitration  committee  was  composed  of  Jack  Hall,  Max  Roffman, 
and  Frank  Silva. 

The  committee  and  th(^  disimting  parties  met  again  on  the  following  Thurs- 
day on  Kauai.  It  was  agreed  that  Muranaka,  Suzuki,  and  Hamamoto  should 
sign  a  declaration  of  union  principles  (in  effect,  that  they  were  wrong  to  try  to 
break  away  from  the  parent  union).  In  return,  Epstein,  Yoshioka,  and  Rod- 
rigues would  work  for  the  reinstatement  of  the  three  at  the  forthcoming  Ter- 
ritorial convention. 

The  convention  actually  passed  such  a  resolution  and  referred  it  to  the 
Kauai  division  for  action  by  the  membership. 

The  foregoing  events  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Communist  apparatus  in 
Hawaii  swung  behind  Epstein  to  heal  a  serious  breach  which  might  have  weak- 
ened Communist  control  of  the  UPWA. 

RELATIOITSHIP   BETWEEN   THE  UPW   AXD    THE   ILWU 

The  Kauai  revolt  also  points  up  the  unusually  close  relationship  between  the 
UPW  and  the  ILWU  in  Hawaii.  The  evidence  indicates  that  Epste'n  had  erred 
in  precipitously  expelling  the  three  Kauai  members  and  that  the  top  ILWl' 
f  fficials,  rather  than  the  elected  officials  of  the  UPW,  had  stepped  in  to  cor- 
rect the  mistake.  The  ILWU's  direct  influence  in  the  UPW  is  illustrated  by 
Shimizu's  presiding  over  the  hastily  called  meeting  that  expelled  the  three. 

Numerous  ties  between  the  two  unions  have  been  noted  before.  As  early  as 
May  1047,  when  Flnxer  first  brought  Epstein  to  Hawaii  the  former  conferred 
'vith  Jack  Hall  regarding  the  possibilities  of  putting  on  a  drive  for  new  mem- 
bers for  the  UPWA,  and  the  extent  that  the  ILWU  could  assist  in  such  a  drive. 
The  UPW  has  its  offices  in  the  ILWU  Memorial  Building  on  Atkinson  Drive 
in  Honolulu.  Similarly,  the  UPW  enjoys  the  use  of  ILWU  facilities  on  other 
islands.  IIjWU  officials  regularly  address  conventions  of  the  UPW  and  meetings 
of  its  Teri-itorial  executive  board  (executive  council),  and  the  ILWU  frequently 
gives  Henry  Epstein  the  T'se  of  its  radio  program  time.  One  UPWA  Territorial 
council  passed  a  resolution  during  its  meeting  on  January  23-24,  1949,  encourag- 
ing the  membership  to  listen  regularly  to  the  ILWU  radio  program. 

Prior  to  its  October  1058,  convention,  there  was  public  speculation  that  the 
UPW  would  merge  with  the  ILWU  after  its  formal  disaffiliation  f i'  m  the  UPWA. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  UPW  Territorial  executive  board  on  January  15-16,  1954. 
Jack  Hall,  still  regional  director  of  the  ILWU  despite  his  conviction  on  Smith 
Act  charges,  told  the  board  that  the  UPW  was  doing  all  right  on  its  own  and  there 
was  no  point  in  its  merging  with  the  ILWU  at  this  time.  He  also  stated  that 
affiliation  with  the  ILWU  would  only  cause  confusion  among  the  UPW  mem- 
bership. Epstein  has  stated  publicly  that  one  factor  making  it  difficult  to  merge 
with  the  ILWU  is  the  no-strike  clause  in  the  UPW  constitution. 

At  the  same  meeting,  Jack  Hall  called  for  the  UPW  to  take  united  political  ac- 
tion with  the  ILWU.  He  stated  that  the  ILWU  was  willing  to  assist  the  UPW 
in  every  way  possible. 

After  Hall's  speech,  the  UPW  executive  committee  laid  out  a  plan  of  political 
action  for  1054.  This  plan  calls  for  each  division  to  worlv  out  a  general  legis- 
lative program  of  its  own,  and  to  implement  this  program  on  the  county  level 
jointly  with  the  ILWU.  Epstein  was  authorized  to  work  out  a  program  on  the 
Territorial  level.  He  was  also  authorized  to  recommend  candidates  to  the 
membership  on  the  basis  of  past  voting  records. 

Aside  from  a  natural  affinity  of  the  UPW  and  the  ILWU  in  their  mutual  Com- 
munist leadership,  a  potent  factor  in  the  close  relationship  between  the  two  unions 
undoubtedly  is  the  common  political  advantage  of  such  cooperation. 

CONCLUSIONS 

In  light  of  the  foregoing  evidence,  this  commission  makes  the  following  con- 
clusions : 
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(1)  The  United  Public  Workers  in  Hawaii  is  controlled  by  the  Com- 
munist Party  through  the  instrument  of  Henry  Epstein  and  other  paid  em- 
ployees of  the  union — Stephen  Murin,  Max  Roffman,  and  Jeanette  Nakama 
Rohrbough. 

(2)  The  Communist  Party  has  exploited  the  UPW  and  its  membership 
primarily  for  Communist  purposes. 

(3)  In  conflicts  of  interest  between  the  Communist  Party  and  the  rank- 
and-file  membership  of  the  union,  the  Communist  interest  has  prevailed. 

(4)  The  elected  ofiicials  of  the  union  and  the  rank  and  file  either  cannot 
or  will  not  recognize  that  their  union  is  Communist  dominated.  So  far  as 
is  known,  they  have  taken  no  steps  to  rid  the  union  of  its  Communist  taint. 
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PREFACE 

With  this  report,  the  commission  on  subversive  activities,  operating  since  1949, 
and  the  subcommittee  on  im-American  activities  of  the  1949  holdover  committee 
of  the  Territorial  legislature  will  have  rendered  a  total  of  five  reports.  The 
first,  dated  November  3,  1950,  was  submitted  by  the  subcommittee,  of  which  the 
Honorable  Charles  E.  Kauhane  was  chairman,  and  stated : 

"Your  subcommittee  feels  that  in  view  of  these  times  of  grave  international 
tension  there  is  clear  and  present  public  danger ;  that  subversive  persons  and 
groups  are  endangering  our  domestic  tranquillity  and  unity  and  our  provisions  for 
common  defense,  so  as  to  leave  us  unprepared  to  meet  aggression ;  and  under 
what  they  claim  to  be  the  protection  afforded  by  the  Bill  of  Rights,  these  persons 
and  groups  seek  to  destroy  our  liberties  and  our  freedom  by  force,  threats  and 
sabotage  and  to  subject  us  to  the  domination  of  foregin  powers.  That  there  is 
evidence  indicating  that  there  are  subversive  persons  and  groups  active  in  so- 
liciting the  support,  confidence,  and  membership  of  persons  in  government,  who 
seek  to  further  their  purposes  by  corrupting  and  causing  disloyalty  in  govern- 
mental oflBces  and  agencies,  and  it  is  therefore  imperative  that  the  problem  as 
it  affects  the  Territory  be  safeguarded." 

This  commission  believes  that  the  conclusions  stated  by  Representative 
Kauhane's  subcommittee  constituted  a  sound  evaluation  of  the  situation  then 
existing.  Investigation  by  this  commission  shows  that  the  danger  still  exists. 
Hawaii  is  a  major  target  for  Communist  penetration.  Action  to  meet  the 
threat  should  continue. 

INTRODUCTORY 

The  Commission  on  Subversive  Activities  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  was 
created  by  resolution  of  the  1949  special  session  of  the  legislature. 

A  principal  reason  for  creating  the  commission  was  the  fact  that  the  legislature 
had  every  reason  to  believe  that  subversive  activities  were  being  carried  on  in 
Hawaii,  but  the  Territorial  government  had  no  agency  to  investigate,  study  and 
report  on  such  matters.  Although  certain  Federal  agencies  undoubtedly  had 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  subject,  the  laws  and  regulations  governing  their 
operations  did  not  permit  them  to  disseminate  such  information  to  local 
authorities.^ 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  law  requires  that  the  chairman  of  the  commission  and 
at  least  2  other  commissioners  be  attorneys,  and  that  not  more  than  4  of  its  7 
members  shall  be  from  the  same  political  party.  The  commission  is  empowered 
to  hold  open  or  executive  sessions,  but  in  practice  all  testimony  has  been  taken 
in  executive  session. 


1  Jack  W.  Hall  served  as  a  Honolulu  police  commissioner,  1945-46,  and  John  E.  Reinecke 
and  wife  were  public  school  teachers  until  suspended  in  1047.  All  were  Communists.  In 
1953  Hall  and  Reinecke  were  convicted  of  violating  the  Smith  Act.  However,  the  infor- 
mation on  the  Communist  status  and  activities  of  these  persons,  known  to  certain  Federal 
agencies,  was  not  made  available  to  the  Territory  while  these  Communists  held  positions 
of  public  trust.

The  commission  is  required  to  report  to  the  legislature  at  each  biennial  session, 
and  may  report  at  any  other  time,  either  to  the  legislature,  if  convened,  or  to  the 
Governor.  Regular  reports  were  submitted  to  the  legislature  in  March  1951  and 
in  March  1953.  A  special  report  on  the  United  Public  Workers  was  submitted 
to  the  Governor  in  March  1954,  and  was  later  made  public  by  him.  The  purpose  of 
the  report  was  to  make  available  to  the  Territorial  and  county  governments, 
through  the  Governor,  the  facts  concerning  the  Communist  leadership  of  the 
United  Public  Workers,  which  recruits  members  from  among  the  ranks  of  Terri- 
torial and  county  employees.  Copies  of  the  report  were  furnished  to  all  members 
of  the  legislature,  the  mayor  of  the  city  and  county  of  Honolulu  and  the  county 
chairmen  of  the  other  counties.  Copies  also  are  being  furnished  to  the  newly 
elected  members  of  the  legislature. 

The  commission  has  found  no  material  errors  in  any  of  the  three  reports.  It 
has  tried  diligently  to  avoid  errors  of  every  type,  and  has  made  it  known  that 
any  person,  organization  or  institution  feeling  aggrieved  by  any  statement  in  any 
report  of  the  commission  would  be  accorded  a  prompt  hearing  on  the  matter.  No 
one  has  requested  a  hearing,  nor  has  even  a  letter  of  complaint  been  received. 
Communist  attempts  to  discredit  the  commission,  charging  it  with  illegal  pro- 
cedures, have  continued.  Although  the  courts  are  readily  available  to  redress 
the  alleged  wrongs,  no  legal  action  has  been  instituted.  In  that  regard,  it  is 
pertinent  to  recall  the  Communist  agitation  against  the  public  body  which  dis- 
missed John  E.  Reineeke  and  wife  from  public  employment  in  1948.  In  that 
case,  although  complaining  publicly  and  at  great  length,  the  dismissed  Commu- 
nists did  not  even  avail  themselves  of  their  statutory  right  of  appeal. 

In  1951  the  legislature  passed  acts  130,  154,  177,  and  256,  dealing  with  loyalty 
of  public  employees  and  with  subversive  activities.  On  the  final  readings  of  the 
4  bills,  a  total  of  167  votes  were  cast  in  favor  of  enactment,  with  only  6  votes 
opposed. 

The  sum  of  $75,000  was  appropriated  for  the  commission  in  1949,  but  less 
than  $45,000  was  spent  in  the  first  biennium.  The  original  appropriation  did  not 
lapse,  and  was  supplemented  by  appropriations  of  $32,000  in  1951,  and  $20,000 
in  1953. 

Since  submitting  its  1953  report,  the  commission  has  held  28  meetings.  In 
addition,  its  Oahu  committee  has  met  five  times  for  the  sole  purpose  of  taking 
testimony.  More  than  20  witnesses  were  heard,  only  a  minority  of  whom  in- 
voked their  privilege  against  self-incrimination. 

All  personal  history  statements  filed  by  public  oflicers  and  public  employees 
in  compliance  with  act  256  of  1951  have  been  examined  and  evaluated  by  the 
commission.  It  is  estimated  that  more  than  24,000  of  these  sworn  statements  have 
been  processed  since  Act  256  became  effective. 

The  instant  report  is  chiefly  confined  to  the  years  1953-55.  In  some  instances 
information  developed  during  this  period,  amplifying  matters  previously  reported, 
has  been  included. 

Many  local  and  mainland  sources  of  information  have  been  utilized.  In 
reporting  local  matters,  the  commission  generally  has  based  its  findings  upon 
sworn  testimony,  much  of  it  given  before  the  commission.  Other  sources  of 
information  have  included  reports  of  official  Government  agencies,  investigative 
interviews,  and  material  originated  by  or  emanating  from  the  Communist  Party 
and  its  fronts  and  Communist-dominated  labor  unions. 

Communist  Reactions  to  1953  Report 

The  Communist  Honolulu  Record  devoted  an  inside-page  article  to  the  1953 
report,  and  its  columnist,  Frank  Marshall  Davis,  on  August  6,  1953,  wrote  about 
the  commission  and  the  report.  In  his  column  Davis  was  guilty  of  the  usual 
Communist  editorial  dishonesty.  The  following  is  copied  from  his  column,  and 
purports  to  be  a  quotation  from  the  1953  report : 

"Nor  has  Davis  confined  his  inflammatory  racial  propaganda  to  the  columns 
of  the  Honolulu  Record  alone.  His  story,  Hawaii's  Plain  People  Fight  White 
Supremacy,  appeared  in  the  November  1951  issue  of  Freedom,  a  tabloid  publi- 
cation emanating  from  New  York  City.  *  *  *  Chairman  of  the  editorial  board 
of  Freedom  is  Paul  Robeson." 
However,  the  commission  actually  reported  : 

"Nor  has  Davis  confined  his  inflammatory  racial  propaganda  to  the  columns 
of  the  Honolulu  Record  alone.  His  story,  Hawaii's  Plain  People  Fight  White 
Supremacy,  appeared  in  the  November  1951  issue  of  Freedom,  a  tabloid  publica- 
tion emanating  from  New  York  City,  tvhose  treatment  of  interracial  problems 
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strikinglif  conforms  to  Communist  Party  policy.  The  chairman  of  the  editorial 
board  of  Freedom  is  Paul  Robeson,  an  identified  memher  of  the  Communist 
Party."    [Italic  indicates  the  words  omitted  by  Davis.] 

Again,  on  August  20, 1953,  Davis  had  this  to  say  : 

'•*  *  *  Langston  Hughes,  incidentally,  has  the  largest  following  among 
Negroes  of  any  Negro  writer.  He  is  also  described  by  leading  critics  as  the  poet 
laureate  of  the  Negro  people.  I  might  add  he  is  the  same  Langston  Hughes  who, 
complains  the  local  commission  on  subversive  activities,  I  have  stanchly 
defended." 

The  commission  in  the  1953  report  referred  to  Langston  Hughes  as  a  Com- 
munist sympathizer,  and  quoted  his  poem,  Goodbye  Christ,  as  an  example  of  his 
literature.  Hughes  appeared,  voluntarily,  before  the  Senate  Permanent  Sub- 
committee on  Investigations  of  the  Committee  on  Government  Operations  in 
March  1953.  He  testified  that  there  was  a  period  of  time  in  his  life  when  he 
believed  in  the  Soviet  form  of  government,  and  that  books  authored  by  him 
very  largely  followed  at  times  some  aspects  of  the  Communist  line,  reflecting 
his  sympathy  with  them.    Concerning  these  books  he  was  asked : 

"The  Chairman.  Now,  let  us  take  those  that  you  think  followed  the  Commu- 
nist line.  Do  you  feel  that  those  books  should  be  on  our  shelves  throughout  the 
world,  with  the  apparent  stamp  of  approval  of  the  United  States  Government? 

"Mr.  Hughes.  I  was  certainly  amazed  to  hear  that  they  were.  I  was  sur- 
prised ;    and   I   would   certainly   say    'No.' " 

Hughes  was  one  of  the  authors  whose  writings  were  included  in  a  draft  of  a 
proposed  pamphlet  on  Americanism  which  the  ILWU  submitted  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Public  Instruction  in  March  1952,  for  approval  for  distribution  in  the 
public  schools. 

In  fairness  to  Langston  Hughes,  it  should  be  noted  that  he  apparently  no 
longer  adheres  to  his  former  views : 

"The  Chauiman.  Let  me  ask  you  this  question.  I  understand  your  testimony 
to  be  that  you  never  actually  joined  the  Communist  Party ;  that  while  you  were 
in  Russia,  you  were  solicited  to  join  it ;  that  you  have  a  long  period  of  time  been 
a  sympathizer  with  the  Communist  cause,  and  that  as  of  today  you  definitely  are 
neither  a  member  of  the  party  nor  a  sympathizer  with  the  cause.    Is  that  correct? 

"Mr.  Hughes.  That  is  correct,  sir." 

A  news  item  in  the  July  10,  1953,  edition  of  the  Honolulu  Star-Bulletin  related 
that  Robert  W.  McElrath,  ILWU  radio  commentator,  had  denied  membreship  in 
the  Communist  Party  as  attributed  to  him  in  the  1953  report.  According  to  the 
article  McElrath  objected  to  the  commission's  reference  to  him  as  a  Communist 
Party  functionary,  pointing  out  that  Jack  H.  Kawano  had  testified  that 
McElrath  was  expelled  from  the  party  before  1951. 

The  commission  was  aware  of  the  fact  that  Kawano  had  testified  that  McEl- 
rath was  expelled  from  the  Communist  Party  in  July  1948.  The  commission  was 
also  aware  that  on  April  17, 1950,  almost  2  years  later,  McElrath  appeared  before 
a  subcommittee  of  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  in  response 
to  a  subpena,  and  was  asked  the  following  question  : 

"Mr.  Tavenner.  Are  you  now  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"Mr.  McElrath.  I  decline  to  answer  on  the  same  grounds." 

(The  same  grounds  being  the  fifth  amendment.) 

As  long  as  McElrath  functions  as  a  propagandist  for  communism  and  as  an 
exponent  of  the  party  line,  it  is  not  considered  that  his  value  to  the  Communist 
Party  depends  on  a  continuance  of  formal  membership  in  the  party. 

Concept  of  "Subversive  Activities" 

As  was  set  forth  in  the  1951  report  of  this  commission,  the  legislature  has 
taken  cognizance  of  three  general  classifications  of  subversive  activities : 

(1)  Activities  of  persons  who  seek  to  destroy  by  force,  threats  or  sabotage, 
liberties  and  freedom  guaranteed  by  or  provided  for  in  the  United  States 
Constitution  (J.  R.  5,  sec.  2  (a)  (2) )  ; 

(2)  Activities  of  persons  who  advocate  the  overthrow  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  or  of  the  Territory  by  force  or  violence  or  other  unlaw- 
ful means  (J.  R.  5,  sec.  2  (a)  (5) )  ;  and 

(3)  Activities  of  persons  who  seek  to  subject  the  United  States  and  the 
Territory  to  the  domination  of  any  foreign  nation  (J.  R.  5,  sec.  2  (a)  (3) ). 

However,  the  present  report,  like  earlier  reports  of  this  commission,  is  prin- 
cipally confined  to  Communist  subversive  activities,  inasmuch  as  the  commis- 
sion has  no  information  indicating  the  existence  in  Hawaii  of  other  subversive 
activities  and  subversive  persons. 
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Criteria 

In  connection  with  its  use  of  terms  relating  to  communism,  the  commission 
wishes  to  invite  attention  to  several  introductory  passages  which  appear  in  its 
1951  and  1953  reports,  and  which  are  also  applicable  to  its  present  report : 

"The  mere  mention  of  any  person,  organization,  or  institution  in  this  report 
is  not  meant  to  imply  subversive  activity  on  his  or  its  part,  unless  this  com- 
mission states  a  conclusion  to  that  effect  or  unless  the  facts  obviously  so  show. 
When  the  commission  describes  anyone  as  a  Communist  or  as  a  Communist  Party 
member,  it  is  meant  that  the  particular  person  has  been  identified  as  such  on 
evidence  deemed  sufficient  by  this  commission,  and  that  such  person  has  not  been 
shown  by  satisfactory  evidence  to  have  disassociated  himself  from  the  Commu- 
nist movement." 

"A  Communist,  so  considered  by  this  commission,  is  one  who  knowingly  assists 
(or  reasonably  should  know  he  is  assisting)  the  furtherance  of  commu- 
nism *  *  *  " 

"The  Communist  may  be  of  several  types,  and  is  not  necessarily  a  member  of 
the  Communist  Party.  There  are  open  and  secret  party  members.  *  *  *  Fur- 
thermore, there  are  persons  who  consciously  adhere  to  and  support  communism 
without  formally  joining  the  Communist  Party.  This  commission  considers  such 
persons  to  be  Communists  if  they  function  as  such,  regardless  of  their  lack  of 
formal  membership  in  the  party.  In  fact,  it  is  reported,  in  recent  years  the 
Communist  Party,  as  a  security  measure,  has  not  permitted  certain  'secret  com- 
rades' to  join  the  party.  It  would  be  unrealistic  to  exclude  such  persons  from 
the  category  of  Communists." 

The  following  is  quoted  from  the  Communist  Control  Act  of  1954  (Public  Law 
G37,  83d  Congress)  : 

"Sec.  5.  In  determining  membership  or  participation  in  the  Communist  Party 
or  any  other  organization  defined  in  this  act,  or  knowledge  of  the  purpose  or 
objective  of  such  party  or  organization,  the  jury,  under  instructions  from  the 
court,  shall  consider  evidence,  if  presented,  as  to  whether  the  accused  person: 

"(1)  Has  been  listed  to  his  knowledge  as  a  member  in  any  book  or  any  of  the 
lists,  records,  correspondence,  or  any  other  document  of  the  organization ; 

"(2)  Has  made  financial  contribution  to  the  organization  in  dues,  assessments, 
loans,  or  in  any  other  form ; 

"(3)  Has  made  himself  subject  to  the  discipline  of  the  organization  in  any 
form  whatsoever ; 

"(4)  Has  executed  orders,  plans,  or  directives  of  any  kind  of  the  organization : 

"(5)  Has  acted  as  an  agent,  courier,  messenger,  correspondent,  organizer,  or 
in  any  other  capacity  in  behalf  of  the  organization ; 

"  (6)  Has  conferred  with  officers  or  other  members  of  the  organization  in  behalf 
of  any  plan  or  enterprise  of  the  organization ; 

"(7)  Has  been  accepted  to  his  knowledge  as  an  officer  or  member  of  the  organi- 
zation or  as  one  to  be  called  upon  for  services  by  other  officers  or  members  of 
the  organization ; 

"(8)  Has  written,  spoken,  or  in  any  other  way  communicated  by  signal,  sema- 
phore, sign,  or  in  any  other  form  of  communication  orders,  directives,  or  plans 
of  the  organization ; 

"(9)  Has  prepared  documents,  pamphlets,  leaflets,  books,  or  any  other  type 
of  publication  in  behalf  of  the  objectives  and  purposes  of  the  organization ; 

"(10)  Has  mailed,  shipped,  circulated,  distributed,  delivered,  or  in  any  other 
way  sent  or  delivered  to  others  materials  or  propaganda  of  any  kind  in  behalf 
of  the  organization ; 

"  ( 11 )  Has  advised,  counseled,  or  in  any  other  way  imparted  information,  sug- 
gestions, recommendations  to  officers  or  members  of  the  organization  or  to  anyone 
else  in  behalf  of  the  objectives  of  the  organization  ; 

"(12)  Has  indicated  by  word,  action,  conduct,  writing,  or  in  any  other  way 
a  willingness  to  carry  out  in  any  manner  and  to  any  degree  the  plans,  designs, 
objectives,  or  purposes  of  the  organization  ; 

"(13)  Has  in  any  other  way  participated  in  the  activities,  planning,  actions, 
objectives,  or  purposes  of  the  organization  ; 

"(14)  The  enumeration  of  the  above  subjects  of  evidence  on  membership  or 
participation  in  the  Communist  Party  or  any  other  organization  as  above  defined, 
shall  not  limit  the  inquiry  into  and  consideration  of  any  other  subject  of  evidence 
on  membership  and  participation  as  herein  stated." 

In  general,  the  commission  considered  factors  of  the  type  enumerated  above  in 
making  the  findings  reported  hereafter. 
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COMMUNIST  PARTY— NATIONAL 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  commission  to  present  in  great  detail  the  activities 
of  the  Communist  Party  in  the  United  States  during  the  past  2  years.  Our  concern 
is  \A'ith  Communist  activities  in  Hawaii.  Understanding  of  Communist  activities 
in  Hawaii,  however,  can  be  achieved  only  with  a  linowledge  of  basic  Communist 
policies.  The  Communists  in  Hawaii  do  not  operate  in  a  vacuum.  They  are  a 
part  of  the  entire  national  and  international  Communist  conspiracy.  Local 
activities  are  simply  an  extension  and  implementation  of  national  and  interna- 
tional policies. 

In  the  United  States  the  tide  has  been  running  against  the  Communists  for  the 
past  2  years,  generally  speaking.  They  are  under  forceful  attack,  and  they  have 
lost  a  number  of  battles. 

In  spite  of  this  their  basic  organization  remains  intact.  They  have  not  been 
eliminated  from  the  scene  as  a  force  of  evil.  They  lose  battles,  but  they  have 
not  yet  lost  the  war.  They  still  retain  a  dangerous  capacity  for  espionage  and 
sabotage — for  political  and  economic  disruption. 

Nothing  in  the  developments  of  the  past  2  years  has  indicated  that  the  Com- 
mimists  in  the  United  States  have  changed  their  basic  character.  The  Com- 
munists are  still  an  implement  of  Soviet  Russia's  foreign  policy.  Their  primary 
allegiance  is  to  Russia,  not  the  United  States. 

This  was  clearly  indicated  in  the  main  report  delivered  at  the  national  confer- 
ence of  the  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.,  in  October  1953  by  Andrew  Stevens.  The 
third  paragraph  of  this  Olpage  report  reads  : 

"The  new  Soviet  peace  initiatives,  unfolded  against  the  background  of  the  most 
acute  crisis  of  Americal  foreign  policy,  have  made  imminent  the  conclusion  of  a 
cease-fire  in  Korea,  have  weakened  the  present  anti-Soviet  war  alliance,  and  have 
created  new  possibilities  for  easing  the  danger  of  tear  against  the  Soviet  Union." 
[Italic  added.] 

The  program  of  the  Communist  Party,  published  in  the  October  1954  issue  of 
Political  Affairs  (the  official  policy  organ  of  the  Communist  Party),  also  indi- 
cates its  inability  to  discover  any  menace  whatsoever  in  the  policies  of  the  Soviet 
Union.     Pertinent  sections  read  : 

"Powerful  social  forces  are  at  work  in  the  world  that  will  not  accept  Wall 
Street  dictation  or  domination.  One-third  of  mankind  is  emancipated  from 
imperialist  oppression  and  capitalist  exploitation  and  has  taken  the  path  of 
socialism.^  The  rise  of  the  Soviet  Union,  its  tremendous  industrial  and  cultural 
advance,  the  victory  of  the  Chinese  people  and  the  peoples  of  Eastern  Europe, 
prove  that  socialism  is  here  to  stay  and  is  indestructable.  *  *  * 

"The  cold  war  is  the  attempt  to  turn  back  the  clock  of  history,  to  prepare  a 
war  for  world  domination  behind  the  Big  Lie  of  Soviet  aggression.  The  P>ig  Lie 
has  been  taken  directly  from  Hitler's  arsenal.  For  the  truth  is  that  the  Soviet 
Union,  as  a  socialist  country,  is  opposed  to  aggression,  holds  inviolable  the  rights 
of  nations  and  peoples  to  self-determination,  champions  the  cause  of  peace  and 
bases  its  foreign  policy  on  the  principle  that  the  peaceful  coexistence  of  capitalist 
and  socialist  countries  is  both  possible  and  necessary. 

"Wall  Street  has  doi^.e  all  in  its  power  to  build  a  worldwide  capitalist  coalition 
against  the  Soviet  Union.  *  *  * 

"American  Communists  believe  in  the  defense  of  their  country,  and  the  people 
and  territory  of  their  country.  We  deny  that  the  Soviet  Union,  People's  China, 
or  any  country  ruled  and  led  by  working  peoples  threatens  our  country,  or  could 
threaten  our  country." 

Broadly  speaking,  the  Communists  have  suffered  three  major  setbacks  in  the 
United  States  in  recent  months. 

(1)  The  Smith  Act  trials.  Various  Communist  leaders  all  over  the  country  are 
being  charged  and  convicted  of  conspiring  to  violate  the  Smith  Act,  which 
prohibits  advocating  overthrow  of  the  Government  by  force  and  violence.  These 
ti'ails  are  gradually  neutralizing  a  substantial  part  of  the  Communist  leadership 
in  the  United  States. 


2  In  Communist  jargon  socialism  is  an  euphemism  for  what  is  generally  called  commu- 
nism. In  Communist  doctrine  Marxism-Leninism  is  the  only  true  form  of  socialism. 
Marxism-Leninism  advocates  revolutionary  socialism  (i.  e.,  use  of  force  and  violence). 
The  socialist  parties  which  reject  the  use  of  force  and  violence  are  in  the  camp  of  what  is 
known  as  evolutionary  socialism.  These  would  include  such  parties  as  the  British  Labour 
Party,  the  various  Scandinavian  Socialist  Partii^s,  some  French  Socialists,  and  others. 

The  report  issued  by  the  United  States  Subversive  Activities  Control  Board,  in  finding 
that  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America,  should  register  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Subversive  Activity  Control  Act  of  1950,  went  into  considerable  detail  regarding 
Marxism-Leninism. 
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(2)  The  United  States  Subversive  Activities  Control  Board  has  found  that  the 
Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America,  is  a  Communist  action  organization 
as  defined  in  the  Subversive  Activities  Control  Act  of  1950,  and  has  ordered  the 
party  to  register  as  such.  This  action  is  now  being  tested  in  the  courts.  If  the 
Subversive  Activities  Control  Board  is  upheld  in  the  courts,  the  activities  of  the 
Communist  Party  will  be  further  hampered. 

(3)  The  83d  Congress  passed  several  pieces  of  legislation  intended  to  bolster 
the  security  of  the  country,  and  primarily  aimed  at  the  Communists.  Some  of 
these  laws  undoubtedly  will  be  tested  in  the  courts.  In  the  meantime,  and 
until  the  constitutional  questions  are  settled,  the  Communists  will  be  subject 
to  further  debilitative  action. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  subcommittee  of  the  Senate  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee, the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  and  to  a  considerably 
lesser  degree,  the  United  States  Senate  Permanent  Subcommittee  on  Investiga- 
tions, have  maintained  a  constant  and  effective  program  of  exposure  of  Com- 
munist activities  through  public  hearings. 

The  various  attacks  on  the  Communists,  and  the  constant  public  exposures 
have  further  reduced  Communist  membership,  and  have  had  serious  effect  on 
the  circulation  of  their  prime  propaganda  mediums — particularly  newspapers. 
Recruiting  has  all  but  ceased. 

What  have  the  Communists  done  to  meet  these  attacks?  A  review  of  their 
proposed  program  is  in  order. 

An  important  document  in  this  regard  is  the  previously  mentioned  pamphlet 
entitled  "New  Opportunities  in  the  Fight  for  Peace  and  Democracy,"  by  Andrew 
Stevens.  This  91-page  document  was  the  main  report  delivered  at  the  national 
conference  of  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America,  in  1953. 

The  table  of  contents  of  this  pamphlet  are  set  forth  below.  Comments  in 
parentheses  are  those  of  this  commission. 

I.  The  fight  for  peace.  (This  section  discusses  the  world  situation  in  the 
Communist  view. ) 

II.  The  fight  for  democratic  liberties.  (A  discussion  of  McCarthyism, 
Negro  liberation,  repeal  of  the  Walter-McCarran  Act,  progressive-led  unions, 
and  a  defense  of  the  Communist  Party's  legality.) 

III.  The  economic  liberation:  Perspectives  and  program.  (This  discusses 
the  party's  economic  program  and  the  Communist  Party's  special  respon- 
sibilities. ) 

IV.  Political  action:  The  municipal  and  1954  congressional  elections. 
(This  discusses  the  party's  proposed  political  action  program.) 

V.  Role  of  the  party  and  problems  of  party  organization. 

Sections  of  particular  interest  to  this  commission  are  summarized  or  quoted 
below. 

The  subsection  of  chapter  II  under  the  heading,  "Role  of  the  Progressive  Led 
Unions"  is  of  interest  in  Hawaii.  While  specific  unions  are  not  mentioned,  it  is 
made  clear  that  the  unions  being  discussed  are  those  which  were  expelled  from 
the  CIO  as  being  Communist-dominated.    This  would  include  the  ILWU. 

In  general,  this  is  a  somewhat  confused  section  in  which  the  speaker  succes- 
sively berates  both  right-opportunist  and  left-sectarian  tendencies  among  the 
progressive-led  unions.  In  a  positive  vein  the  speaker  advocates  organic  labor 
unity  (i.  e.,  one  big  union),  but  only  with  the  acceptance  of  the  principle  that  the 
left  trend  has  a  legitimate  place  in  the  labor  movement  (i.  e.,  doubletalk  for 
under  Communist  leadership.) 

Admitting  that  this  condition  is  not  in  immediate  prospect,  the  speaker  goes 
on  to  say : 

"What  the  progressive-led  unions  must  fight  for  with  every  ounce  of  their 
strength  is  unity  of  action — united  labor  action  on  the  wage  questions,  against 
speedup,  against  antilabor  legislation,  for  peace,  against  McCarthyism.  Such 
united  labor  action  can  and  must  be  developed  at  all  levels  beginning  with  the 
shop  and  extending  upwards  through  the  local  union,  to  the  district  level,  on  a 
chain  basis,  and  ultimately  between  internationals." 

Another  interesting  section  is  Chapter  IV :  "Political  Action :  The  Municipal 
and  1954  Congressional  Elections."  The  first  paragraph  of  this  section  reads: 
"The  national  committee  resolution  on  the  results  of  the  presidential  elections 
formulated  a  tactical  line  for  the  party  in  the  electoral  struggle  for  the  whole 
immediate  period  ahead.  This  tactical  line  bases  itself  on  the  undisputed  fact 
that  the  main  sections  of  the  popular  movement — labor,  the  Negro  people,  the 
poor  farmers — have  not  broken  from  the  Democratic  Party,  and  that  there  is  no 
immediate  perspective  that  they  will  do  so.     Hence,  the  central  task  consists 
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in  influencing  this  mass  popular  base  of  the  Democratic  Party  to  fully  develop 
its  independent  political  action  and  organization  under  conditions  in  which  it 
is  not  prepared  to  form  a  new  party,  in  which  it  is  striving  to  advance  the  elec- 
toral struggle  for  its  interests  primarily  within  the  framework  of  the  Democratic 
Party  and,  in  a  few  cases,  within  the  Republican  Party.  The  national  committee 
asserts  that  this  tactic  is  the  key  to  bringing  about  a  new  political  realignment 
in  the  country  on  the  basis  of  which  labor  and  its  allies  will  ultimately  be  able 
to  accomplish  their  historic  task — the  formation  of  a  new  party  of  the  people." 

The  section  goes  on  to  explain  that  this  policy  does  not  mean  that  everybody 
should  go  into  the  Democratic  Party.  It  explains  that  the  resolution  calls  for 
a  line  of  action  directed  toward  influencing  the  policies  and  building  the  inde- 
pendent political  organization  and  activity  of  the  social  base  of  the  Democratic 
Party,  that  is,  of  labor  and  its  allies. 

It  then  explains  how  this  tactical  liine  of  the  party  can  be  implemented. 

"1.  By  the  widest  development  of  a  united  front  struggle  on  all  key  policy 
questions  within  the  trade  unions,  the  main  organizations  of  the  Negro  people, 
the  mass  organizations  of  the  farmers,  and  the  main  national  group  organiza- 
tions. Only  to  the  degree  that  these  key  organizations  of  the  labor  movement 
and  its  allies  are  won  for  correct  policies  in  the  fight  for  peace,  the  struggle 
against  developing  fascism  and  the  fight  against  the  approaching  crisis,  can  we 
assure  a  correct  content  to  the  independent  political  activity  of  labor  and  its 
allies. 

"2.  By  helping  mobilize  these  main  organizations  of  the  people  in  struggle 
around  specific  issues  flowing  from  the  program  of  the  democratic  coalition  which 
we  aim  to  help  build.  These  nonelectoral  mass  struggles  on  issues  are  the  pre- 
condition for  effective  political  action  and  electoral  activity. 

"3.  By  participating  in  the  existing  independent  political  organizations  and 
arms  of  labor  and  the  Negro  people  (P.  A.  C.,*  L.  L.  P.  E.,^  etc.),  helping  to  build 
them  where  they  do  not  exist,  and  facilitating  the  emergence  of  broader  agencies 
for  independent  political  action  comparable  to  the  old  Washington  Commonwealth 
Federation  or  to  the  existing  Democratic  Leagues  in  the  South. 

"4.  By  helping  influence  the  establishment  of  such  relationships  between  the 
organized  arms  of  labor's  independent  palitical  action  and  the  Democratic  Party 
as  will  best  contribute  to  the  ability  of  labor  and  its  allies  to  influence  the 
Democratic  Party  from  within  as  well  as  from  without." 

The  section  then  goes  on  to  discuss  the  relation  of  labor  to  the  Democratic 
Party,  and  the  role  of  the  Progressive  Party  in  advancing  a  new  realiuement.^ 

Another  subsection  is  a  discussion  on  influencing  the  outcome  of  the  municipal 
elections,  in  which  criticism  is  made  of  the  minor  role  the  party  plays  in  such 
elections. 

The  concluding  paragraph  of  this  subsection  reads : 

"Let  us  therefore  resolutely  put  an  end  to  this  neglect  of  a  most  vital  part  of 
our  political  struggle  and  electoral  work.  There  must  not  be  a  single  municipal 
campaign  in  any  major  city  in  this  country  in  which  our  party  does  not  intervene 
in  time,  and  in  such  a  broad  coalition  fashion  as  to  hedp  influence  the  outcome  of 
events." 

In  chapter  V,  there  is  a  section  entitled  "Organizing  the  mass  distribution  of 
the  Marxist  press  is  a  central  task  of  the  present  period."  The  ideas  expressed 
in  this  section  were  repeated  and  amplified  in  another  report,  delivered  by  Alex 
Parker  at  the  same  national  conference,  entitled  "Organizing  the  Party  for  Vic- 
tory over  Reaction." 

In  both  reports,  the  falling  circulation  of  party  literature  and  the  Marxist 
press  (i.  e..  Communist  propaganda)  was  noted  with  alarm. 

Both  speakers  explained  that  the  party  had  taken  action  to  remedy  this 
situation.     In  Parker's  words : 

"To  bring  about  a  drastic  change  in  the  circixlation  of  the  papers,  a  program 
is  being  launched  which  calls  for  10  percent  of  the  party  membership  to  be  set 
up  in  a  press  and  literature  apparatus.  This  will  involve  the  job  of  utilizing 
bundles  as  the  principal  form  of  circulation." 

Two  further  problems  were  mentioned  :  (1)  Literature  must  reach  every  party 
club  and  every  party  member;  and  (2)  the  party  would  have  to  reestablish 
the  mass  distribution  of  Communist  Party  literature  among  nonparty  workers.

*  The  program  of  the  Communist  Party  issued  in  October  1954  suggests  that  the  Pro- 
gressive Party  has  not  been  dropped  as  an  instrument  of  the  Communist  Party,  United 
States  of  America. 
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Parker  has  an  interesting  concluding  paragraph  : 

"We  must  realize  that  the  circulation  of  the  Marxist  press  and  literature 
is  intimately  tied  to  the  problem  of  recruiting.  For  many  members  of  our  party, 
it  was  the  press  or  a  pamphlet  that  first  introduced  them  to  Marxist  ideas,  that 
paved  the  way  for  their  joining  the  party.  Building  the  Marxist  press  and  utiliz- 
ing our  literature  is  therefore  one  of  the  keys  to  building  the  party." 

These  themes  are  given  particular  note  here.  As  this  report  continues,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  Communist  apparatus  in  Hawaii  dutifully  echoes  the  directives 
set  forth  at  the  1953  conference. 

These  particular  sections  were  mentioned  because  they  are  more  applicable 
to  Hawaii  than  are  others,  which  are  more  concerned  with  foreign  affairs,  Negro 
liberation,  national  problems,  and  similar  subjects  of  minimal  application  in 
Hawaii. 

Even  more  authoritative  than  the  Stevens  and  Parker  reports,  and  certainly 
more  recent,  is  the  program  of  the  Communist  Party.  Because  this  program 
appears  to  be  a  broad  presentation  of  the  current  tactical  Communist  Party 
line,°  it  should  be  considered  in  detail. 

The  tentative  draft  program  of  the  Communist  Party  was  issued  in  March, 
and  later  in  May  1954,  printed  in  pamphlet  form  by  New  Century  Publishers  of 
New  York,  under  the  title  "The  American  Way  to  Jobs,  Peace,  Equal  Rights, 
and  Democracy." 

The  revised  and  final  version  of  the  program  of  the  Communist  Party  appears 
in  the  October  1954  issue  of  Political  Affairs,  theoretical  organ  of  the  Communist 
Party,  United  States  of  America.  It  is  divided  into  eight  sections  with  the 
following  headings : 

I.  Introduction 
II.  The  Looming  Depression — the  Danger  of  Hard  Times 
III.  The  Crisis  in  United  States  Foreign  Policy — the  Danger  of  War 
IV.  The  Menace  of  McCarthyism — The  Growing  Danger  of  Fascism 

V.  The  Crime  of  Negro  Oppression — Threat  to  the  Rights  of  All 
VI.  The  Communist  Program  for  Jobs,  Peace,  Equal  Rights,  and  Democracy 
VII.  What  Has  To  Be  Done— The  Road  Ahead 
VIII.  Communist  Aim  and  Perspectives 

The  program  covers  20  two-column  pages  in  Political  Affairs,  a  pocket  maga- 
zine the  size  of  the  Reader's  Digest.  The  section  contents  are  summarized  as 
follows : 

/.  Introduction 

The  United  States  is  facing  imminent  disaster  from  economic  ruin,  fascism, 
and  war,  which  can  be  averted  only  by  the  widest  unity  of  the  American  people. 
Hence,  the  Communist  Party  offers  this  program  as  an  appeal  to  reason,  an 
appeal  to  the  commonsense  and  basic  interests  of  our  fellow  Americans. 

II.  The  Looming  Depression — The  Danger  of  Hard  Times 

Signs  of  an  approaching  economic  crisis  are  increasing.  Production  is  falling. 
Unemployment  is  growing.  *  *  *  The  farmers  are  once  again  being  caught  in 
the  desperate  squeeze  between  high  production  costs  and  falling  farm  income. 

The  blame  for  this  crisis  is  laid  at  the  door  of  big  business  and  the  administra- 
tion, who  cooperate  in  building  up  an  arms  economy.  Big  business  now  has  a 
stranglehold  on  the  Nation's  industries,  which  has  been  further  strengthened 
by  the  administration's  giveaway  program  to  the  monopolists.  The  United 
States  Government  is  run  by  and  for  General  Motors,  United  States  Steel,  Stand- 
ard Oil,  and  Du  Pont.  The  monopolists  are  planning  to  throw  more  millions 
of  workers  on  the  streets,  reduce  their  own  taxes  by  higher  taxation  of  lower 
income  brackets ;  force  millions  of  farmers  off  the  land  ;  and  drive  small-business 
men  into  bankruptcy.  In  addition  to  oppressing  the  Negro  people,  they  plan 
to  drive  women  out  of  industry  and  put  more  of  our  youth  into  uniform.  The 
economic  crisis  will  be  used  to  accelerate  their  drive  for  more  and  more  arma- 
ments and  for  war. 


^A  differentiation  is  made  between  the  tactical  party  line  and  the  long-range  strategic 
party  line.  The  tactical  line  presents  only  those  issues  and  positions  currently  exploited 
by  the  partv.  They  can  be  changed  at  short  notice  to  meet  changing  conditions  and  will 
be  dropped  "if  the  Communists  believe  they  have  come  into  conflict  with  the  long-range 
objectives,  which  are  discussed  later  in  this  report. 
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///.  The  Crisis  in  United  States  Foreign  Policy — The  Danger  of  War 

United  States  foreign  policy  is  meeting  with  failure  and  defeat  because  it 
conflicts  with  the  national  interests  of  the  American  people  and  the  cherished 
aspirations  of  all  mankind  for  peace,  national  freedom,  and  higher  living  stand- 
ards. Our  foreign  policy  is  based  on  Wall  Street's  ambition  to  dominate  the 
world,  its  markets  and  resources;  hence,  the  continued  brandishing  of  the  A- 
and  H-bombs ;  NATO ;  rearmament  of  Japan  and  West  Germany ;  and  the  build- 
ing of  airbases  and  military  installations  around  the  world. 

The  United  States  is  out  after  the  world's  raw  materials  and  the  superprofits 
to  be  derived  from  cheap  colonial  labor.  Wall  Street  considers  Latin  America 
the  chief  base  of  United  States  colonialism  and  the  chief  source  of  colonial 
superprofits.  The  government  of  Guatemala  was  overthrown  by  the  armed 
puppets  of  the  United  States  State  Department  and  the  United  Fruit  Co.  How- 
ever, powerful  social  forces  are  at  work  in  the  world  that  will  not  accept  Wall 
Street  dictation  or  domination,  e.  g.,  the  Soviet  Union,  Communist  China,  and 
East  European  satellites.  Capitalist  countries  which  are  more  economically 
advanced  are  trying  to  break  away  from  Wall  Street  and  seek  profitable  trade 
with  the  Soviet  Union  and  other  socialist  countries. 

The  big  lie  of  Soviet  aggression  *  *  *  has  been  taken  directly  from  Hitler's 
arsenal.  All  the  Soviet  Union  wants  is  peaceful  coexistence,  in  spite  of  Wall 
Street's  plot  to  build  up  a  worldwide  capitalist  coalition  against  it. 

Contrary  to  the  desires  of  the  American  people,  the  Eisenhower-Dulles- 
McCarthy  forces  are  striving  desperately  to  foment  war  hysteria  and  aggravate 
world  tensions.  A  lasting  peace  is  possible  only  with  a  policy  of  peaceful 
coexistence. 

IV.  The  Menace  of  McCarthyism — The  Growing  Danger  of  Fascism 

McCarthyism  burns  books,  destroys  culture,  aims  at  smashing  labor  and 
enslaving  Negroes ;  promotes  antisemitism  and  brutalizes  the  younger  genera- 
tion. McCarthyism  seeks  to  turn  ALUierica  into  a  land  of  yes-men  and  inform- 
ers, a  land  where  patriotism  is  replaced  with  jingoism,  independent  thought 
with  conformity,  courage  with  servility. 

Communists  are  not  the  only  victims  of  witch  hunts.  Others  are  labor  lead- 
ers, Negroes,  the  foreign  born,  scientists,  artists,  writers,  churchmen,  and  edu- 
cators. The  trend  is  toward  fascism  and  the  police  state.  McCarthy  and 
McCarran  are  conscious  creatures  of  powerful  ultrareactionary  monopoly  in- 
terests. McCarthyism  is  the  ugly  face  of  American  Hitlerism,  American 
fascism. 

The  Republican  administration  is  embracing  McCarthyism.  The  essence  of 
the  Eisenhower-Brownell  program  is  the  ruthless  destruction  of  democratic 
liberties. 

McCarthyism  aims  to  force  America  into  depression,  then  war.  Anticommu- 
nism  is  a  racket  to  cover  up  shady  financial  deals  and  the  looting  of  the  public 
treasury  by  big  business. 

It  is  a  big  lie  that  the  Soviet  Union  is  a  menace  and  that  Communists  are 
foreign  agents.  The  false  issue  of  communism  is  used  to  distract  the  people 
from  the  real  danger  of  American  fascism.  The  defeat  of  McCarthyism  is  the 
first  task  of  the  hour. 

Y.  The  Crime  of  Negro  Oppression — Threat  to  the  Rights  of  All 
(Note.  This  section  was  not  contained  in  the  draft  program) 
Oppression  of  the  16  million  Negro  people  is  an  objective  of  the  forces  of 
McCarthyism  plus  dixiecrats  and  white  supremacists.  Negroes  are  subjected 
to  discrimination  in  employment,  housing,  public  services,  education,  and  recre- 
ation. The  constitutional  protections  of  the  13th,  14th,  and  loth  amendments 
have  been  nullified.  McCarthyism  would  mean  intensification  of  the  oppression, 
plus  further  loss  of  Negro  political,  economic,  and  educational  rights. 

The  long  Negro  struggle  for  equal  rights  has  increasingly  received  the  sup- 
port of  democratic-minded  white  masses,  especially  the  working  class.  *  *  * 
The  developing  Negro-labor  alliance  is  the  strategic  key  for  future  victories. 

The  example  of  the  Soviet  Union,  which  has  wiped  out  national  and  racial 
oppression ;  the  victory  of  Communist  China  ;  and  the  colonial  liberation  move- 
ment are  powerful  new  factors  which  favor  the  cause  of  Negro  freedom. 

Certain  concessions  made  by  the  Eisenhower  administration  are  only  for  the 
purpose  of  heading  oif  the  militant  struggles  of  the  Negro  people  and  to  bolster 
the  tottering  prestige  of  American  imperialism. 
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If  there  were  no  oppression  of  the  Negro  people  in  our  land,  there  would  be 
no  wage  differentials  between  north  and  south  and,  between  Negro  and 
white.  *  *  *  In  this  way  wage  levels  could  be  raised  for  the  whole  country. 

An  unimpaired  Negro  vote  in  the  South  would  strengthen  all  progressive 
forces,  and  give  a  better  chance  to  improve  legislation  bearing  on  social  security, 
price  and  rent  controls,  relief  measures,  and  extension  of  civil  liberties  and  civil 
rights. 

VI.  The  Communist  Program  for  Johs,  Peace,  Equal  Rights,  and  Democracy 

1.  Raise  the  purchasing  power  of  the  people  and  curb  the  power  and  profits 
of  the  trusts. 

A  call  for  wage-raises,  shortening  of  the  worliweek,  and  curbing  of  the  speedup 
to  combat  depression.  Shift  the  tax  burden  to  the  monopolists  and  stop  the 
giveway  program.  Lower  prices  and  rents.  Government  protection  to  home- 
owners, small-business  men,  and  farmers.  Agricultural  reform  in  the  South 
and  abolition  of  North-South  wage  differentials. 

2.  Spend  for  human  welfare,  not  warfare ;  for  homes  and  schools,  not  bombs 
and  battleships ! 

Calls  for  conversion  of  armament  plants  into  government-supported  production 
of  prefabricated  homes. 

Substantial  increases  in  unemployment  and  old-age  benefits.  Labor  movement 
should  struggle  against  tlie  mass  ousting  of  women  from  industry  *  *  *  and 
protect  women's  economic  rights. 

We  call  for  a  Federal  health  program,  and  a  large-scale  Federal  program  of 
public  school  construction,  flood  and  drought  control,  conservation,  power-dam 
development  and  rural  roadbuilding. 

3.  End  the  cold  war  and  promote  friendship  and  trade ! 

Lasting  peace  depends  on  coexistence  between  United  States  of  America 
and  Soviet  Union  plus  People's  China. 

Return  to  Roosevelt  policy  of  big  power  negotiation,  including  recognition 
of  People's  China,  and  admission  to  United  Nations. 

An  end  to  the  arms  race  and  to  the  policy  of  encircling  the  globe  with  United 
States  military  bases. 

World  ban  on  atomic  weapons  and  drastic  reduction  of  armaments.  We  oppose 
militarization  of  our  youth  and  universal  military  training. 

The  widest  promotion  of  peaceful  world  trade  to  include  Soviet  Union,  China, 
and  Eastern  Europe.  Extension  of  credit  to  develop  colonial  countries'  purchase 
of  agricultural  implements,  machine  tools,  etc. 

End  remilitarization  of  West  Germany  and  Japan. 

No  intervention  in  the  internal  affairs  of  other  nations,  and  no  aid  to  the 
oppressors  of  the  colonial  peoples  of  Indochina  and  of  all  Africa  and  Asia. 

Full  and  unconditional  independence  for  Puerto  Rico ;  full  equality  and  demo- 
cratic rights  for  Hawaii ;  and  complete  political  and  economic  freedom  for  the 
Philippines. 

Support  to  both  Arabs  and  Jews  in  their  struggles  for  national  independence. 

Good  neighbor  policy  toward  Latin  America  and  all  other  nations. 

4.  Defend  and  strengthen  democracy  ! 

Defense  of  the  constitutional  rights  of  all,  including  the  Communists. 

We  urge  an  end  to  the  witch-hunting,  the  abolition  of  all  congressional  witch- 
himt  committees  *  *  *  and  a  halt  to  the  gestapolil\e  political  activities  of 
the  FBI. 

Amnesty  for  the  jailed  Communist  leaders,  and  repeal  of  the  Smith,  McCarran, 
and  McCarran-Walter  Acts.     Repeal  of  Taft-Hartley  Act. 

End  of  discrimination  against  minority  groups  such  as  Mexican-Americans, 
Puerto  Ricans,  and  American  Indians.    Outlaw  anti-Semitism. 

Academic  freedom  and  freedom  of  inquiry  should  be  restored  for  America's 
youth.     Young  people  should  be  given  the  right  to  vote  at  18. 

5.  Win  equal  rights  for  the  Negro  people !  For  full  economic,  political,  and 
social  equality ! 

All  progressive  forces  should  give  full  support  to  the  valiant  fight  of  the 
Negro  people  for  their  rights. 

Call  for  ending  all  discrimination  in  employment  and  job  opportunities  for 
Negro  worlvers,  and  a  strictly  enforced  Fair  Employment  Practices  Committee. 

Outlaw  poll  taxes  and  all  other  restrictions  against  Negro  political  activity 
in  the  South. 

End  to  all  forms  of  segregation. 
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VII.  What  Has  To  Be  Done — The  Road  Ahead 

Only  socialism  can  do  away  with  the  planlessness  and  recurring  crises  of 
capitalism.  This  program  can  help,  however,  to  delay  the  outbreak  of  an 
economic  depression  and  to  cushion  its  blow  upon  the  people. 

The  responsibility  for  democratic  unity  rests  on  the  working  class,  with  organ- 
ized labor  as  the  propelling  force.  Such  a  movement  must  also  include  the 
Nation's  professionals  and  intellectuals;  its  women,  youth,  and  nationality 
groups.  This  movement,  if  it  is  to  become  fully  effective,  must  include  the  left 
and  the  Communists.  *  *  * 

Labor  has  up  to  now  been  kept  from  playing  an  effective  role,  because  the 
AFL,  CIO,  and  other  major  trade-union  centers  have  misled  the  workers  by  sup- 
porting Wall  Street's  foreign  policy  and  the  anti-Communist  drive.  However, 
important  sections  of  the  labor  movement  are  now  beginning  to  think  in  terms 
of  "increased  independent  political  action." 

To  defeat  INIcCarthyism  will  require  a  political  majority  that  will  change 
Congress  in  1954  and  the  administration  in  1956.  A  return  to  a  Truman-type 
administration  is  not  desired.  What  is  needed  is  a  new  administration  which 
starts  to  build  again  where  the  New  Deal  left  off. 

Since  the  American  people  now  express  themselves  through  the  two-party 
system,  the  decisive  sections  of  organized  labor,  without  which  a  mass  third 
party  is  impossible,  are  first  attempting  to  fight  out  the  issues  within  the  ranks 
of  the  Democratic  Party.  Its  objective  must  be  to  help  bring  about  a  regrouping 
and  realinement  within  the  Democratic  Party  nationally  and  within  the  Repub- 
lican Party  in  local  areas. 

The  unity  of  all  independent-minded  voters  must  be  aimed  at  electing  oppo- 
nents of  McCarthyism  and  courageous  spokesmen  for  a  further  relaxation  of 
world  tension,  and  for  the  defense  of  the  people  from  *  *  *  economic  depression. 

The  eventual  objective  is  a  united  front  party  of  labor  and  the  common  man 
to  elect  a  farmer-labor  government,  which  will  serve  the  interests  of  the  common 
people,  curb  the  economic  and  political  power  of  the  trusts,  maintain  world 
peace,  extend  democratic  liberties,  and  secure  to  the  Negro  people  full  and  equal 
representation  on  all  levels  of  government.  *  *  * 

VIII.  Communist  Aim  and  Perspectives 

The  Communist  Party  *  *  *  during  the  past  3  decades  pioneered  in  the 
struggle  for  jobs,  unemployment  insurance,  for  organizing  the  unorganized,  for 
Negro  rights,  and  against  war  and  fascism. 

The  party  is  currently  under  attack  because  it  represents  the  interests  of  the 
working  people. 

Although  the  Communist  Party  believes  that  the  ultimate  solution  to  American 
problems  is  socialism,  neither  socialism  nor  communism  is  the  issue  at  present. 
The  choice  before  our  people  today  is  peace,  security,  democracy  versus  the  grip 
which  the  monopolists  have  on  the  country  and  their  plans  of  fascism  and  war. 

The  Communist  Party  brands  as  a  lie  the  charge  that  it  advocates  the  use  of 
force  and  violence  in  the  pursuit  of  any  of  its  immediate  or  long-range  goals.  It 
is  the  monopolists  who  advocate  and  practice  force  and  violence.  *  *  * 

The  establishment  of  socialism  in  the  United  States  will  come  about  by  majority 
decision  of  the  American  people  as  a  solution  to  their  problems, 

( 1 )  Unity  of  the  majority  of  the  people. 

(2)  Strengthening  of  democracy ;  defeat  of  Fascist  reaction. 

(3)  Election  of  a  farmer-labor,  antimonopoly  government. 

(4)  Resolute  measures   to  defend  the  government  from  efforts  by  the 
monopolists  to  overthrow  it. 

(5)  Peaceful  advance  to  socialism. 

Neither  the  Soviet  Union  nor  People's  China  threatens  the  United  States. 
On  the  contrary,  it  is  our  own  Government  which  is  organizing  police  actions, 
wars  of  aggression,  and  wars  of  intervention.  *  *  * 

The  false  and  despicable  charge  that  Communists  are  agents  of  a  foreign 
power,  or  spies,  emanates  from  the  monopolists  who  want,  thereby,  to  cover 
up  their  own  betrayal  of  the  true  national  interests  of  the  American  people. 

The  Communists,  who  have  no  quarrel  with  religion,  stretch  out  their  hand 
to  all,  regardless  of  religious  belief. 

Although  the  Communists  admit  that  we  strive  to  influence  the  policies  of 
the  labor  movement  in  a  progressive  direction,  they  deny  any  intent  to  dominate 
or  control  the  trade-union  movement. 

We  proclaim  our  fraternity  with  *  *  *  the  heroic,  trailblazing  people  and 
Government  of  the  Soviet  Union  with  *  *  *  the  great  revolutionary  masses  of 
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China  and  with  those  other  peoples  of  Europe  and  Asia  who  have  since  taken 
the  path  to  socialism. 

We  call  upon  all  progressive  and  democratic  forces  to  reappraise  their  policies 
and  activities  in  light  of  the  nation's  crisis.  The  American  Communists  pledge 
to  do  the  same. 

Report  of  the  United  States  Subversive  Activities  Control  Board 

One  of  the  most  thorough  and  most  illuminating  documents  concerning  the 
Communist  movement  is  the  report  of  the  United  States  Subversive  Activities 
Control  Board  dated  April  20,  1953.  This  138-page  closely  printed  report  care- 
fully documents  and  substantiates  the  broad  conclusion  of  the  board  that  the 
Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America,  is  a  Communist-action  organization 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Subversive  Activities  Control  Act  of  1950,  and  should 
register  as  such  under  the  provisions  of  that  act. 

While  the  board's  report  is  too  lengthy  to  reproduce  here  in  full,  certain 
conclusions  drawn  by  the  board  as  it  proceeds  with  its  report  are  worth  noting. 
It  should  be  emphasized  that  the  groundwork  laid  in  the  report  for  these  findings 
and  conclusions  is  extensive  and  impressive.  The  whole  report  is  based  on  a 
14,413-page  stenogi'aphic  record  of  hearings,  and  on  507  exhibits,  many  of  which 
are  entire  volumes. 

Some  of  the  findings  and  conclusions  concerning  the  respondent  (i.  e.,  the 
Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.)  follow  : 

On  the  world  Communist  movement : 

"The  foregoing  statements  in  this  section  are  fully  supported  by  a  preponder- 
ance of  the  evidence,  which  is  set  out  in  detail  in  our  findings  in  the  captioned 
portions  of  this  report  which  follow.  Based  on  the  evidence  adduced  in  this 
proceeding  we  find  (1)  that  there  exists  a  world  Communist  movement,  sub- 
stantially as  described  in  section  2  of  the  act,  which  was  organized  by  the  Soviet 
Union,  and  which  has  as  its  primary  objectives  the  establishment  of  Communist 
dictatorships  of  the  proletariat  in  all  countries  throughout  the  world,  including 
the  United  States,  and  (2)  that  the  direction,  domination,  and  control  of  this 
movement  is  vested  in,  and  is  exercised  by,  the  Soviet  Union"  (p.  9). 

On  the  exact  nature  of  the  principles  op  marxism-leninism,  which  is 
admittedly  the  basis  for  the  political  philosophy  of  the  Communist  Party: 

"We  conclude  from  the  above  that  the  Classics  advocate  a  revolution  of  the 
proletariat  on  an  international  basis,  through  the  insti-umentality  of  an  inter- 
national organization."     (P.  25.) 

[Note. — The  word  "classics"  used  in  the  foregoing,  and  throughout  this  sec- 
tion, has  been  defined  in  the  report  in  this  sentence :  The  sources  of  Marxism- 
Leninism  and  also  its  corpus  are  found  in  the  writings  of  Marx,  Lenin,  and 
Stalin  and  their  collaborators,  which  writings  are  generally  referred  to  as  the 
classics.] 

"We  conclude  from  this  that  the  classics  designate  as  the  enemy,  against  which 
the  international  revolution  must  be  directed,  that  form  of  capitalism  which 
they  term  'imperialism' ;  and  that  they  declare  that  any  war  waged  against  such 
imperialism  is  a  .lust  war  and  any  war  waged  in  its  behalf  is  an  unjust  war." 
(P.  26.) 

******* 

"We  conclude  that  the  dictatorship  of  the  proletariat,  as  used  in  the  classics, 
connotes  a  seizure  of  power  by  or  in  the  name  of  the  proletariat  through  vio- 
lence, if  necessary,  and  the  absolute  and  despotic  rule  by  a  minority  in  the  name 
of  the  proletariat."     (P.  27.) 

******* 

"We  conclude  from  the  whole  record  that  democratic  centralism,  as  it  is  used 
in  the  classics,  is  an  organizational  principle  which  contemplates  a  rigid  disci- 
pline emanating  from  the  top  of  the  movement,  binding  on  the  prent  and  all  sub- 
sidiary organizations  and  on  all  members  of  such  organizations.  Failure  to 
adhere  to  such  discipline  is  punishable  by  expulsion  from  the  movement." 
(P.  28.) 

******* 

"We  conclude  from  the  classics  that  the  Soviet  Union  has  a  specific  place  in 
Marxism-Leninism ;  it  represents  the  first  victory  of  the  proletariat ;  therefore, 
it  is  the  center  of  the  world  proletariat  and  it  is  entitled  to  the  allegiance  of 
the  proletariat  everywhere.  The  authority  of  its  Communist  Party  is  inter- 
national.    The  corollary  of  this  is  that  a  Communist  Party  which  adheres  to 
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Marxism-Leninism  is,   of  necessity,  luuler  the  domination  and  control  of  the 
Soviet  Union."     (P.  32.) 

•  •«•••• 

"From  these  expressions,  it  must  be  concluded  that  the  classics  disclose  a 
positive  attitude  on  the  subject  of  the  United  States  which  makes  it  a  prime 
objective  for  the  activities  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  for  any  of  its  subsidiaries." 
(P.  33.) 

******* 
"We  conclude  that  the  classics  direct  Communists  to  engage  in  activity  in 
trade  unions  in  order  to  utilize  such  unions  for  the  purposes  of  the  party  and 
to  further  the  world  revolution."     (P.  34.) 

******* 
"We  conclude  that  the  classics  direct  Communists  to  engage  in  youth  pro- 
grams for  the  purposes  of  the  party  and  to  provide  reserves  for  the  world 
revolution."     (P.  35.) 

******* 
"We  conclude  that  the  use  of  slogans  as  shibboleths  for  the  purpose  of  Com- 
munist parties,  including  respondent,  in  order  to  advance  the  world  revolution, 
is  directed  by  the  classics."     (P.  36.) 

******* 
"We  conclude  that  the  secrecy  directed  by  the  classics  is,  among  other  things, 
for  the  purpose  of  concealing  the  conspiratorial  nature  of  Communist  parties 
and  for  the  advancement  of  the  world  revolution."     (P.  36. ) 

******* 
"We  conclude  that  the  training  of  leaders  and  cadres  and  the  reporting  by 
such  leaders  to  the  controlling  body  of  the  movement  is  directed  by  the  classics." 
(P.  36.) 

******* 
"We  conclude  that  the  classics  contemplate  work  among  colonials  and  minori- 
ties to  advance  the  world  revolution."     (P.  37.) 

******* 

"We  conclude  that  the  classics  require  conformity  on  the  part  of  all  organiza- 
tions and  members  in  the  movement  and  that  no  deviation  from  the  party  line 
is  permitted  on  penalty  of  expulsion  therefrom."     ( P.  37. ) 

******* 

"From  a  review  of  the  classics  and  of  the  testimony,  we  make  the  following 
findings  concerning  Marxism-Leninism  as  it  is  understood,  used,  and  followed 
by  respondent: 

"Marxism-Leninism  is  a  composite  of  the  doctrines,  dogmas,  and  guides  to 
action  of  Marx  and  Engels  as  supplemented  and  revised  by  Lenin,  Stalin,  and 
others,  which  advocates  a  worldwide  revolutionary  movement.  The  objective 
of  the  movement  is  the  destruction  of  capitalism  (which  it  designates  as  im- 
perialism). It  asserts  as  its  ultimate  goal  a  stateless  class  of  society  which  it 
designates  as  communism.  The  first  step  toward  this  end  is  the  attainment  of 
a  socialist  state  under  a  dictatorship  of  the  proletariat.  Proletariat  generally 
is  synonymous  with  working  class.  But  a  dictatorship  of  the  proletariat  con- 
notes the  rule  by  a  minority  in  the  name  of  the  working  class.  Such  a  dictator- 
ship should,  theoretically,  come  about  by  a  nonviolent  revolution  which  would 
evolve  from  natural  economic  change.  Actually,  Marxism-Leninism  requires 
that  such  revolution  be  hastened  by  action.  This  action  must  be  taken  by  a 
dedicated  group  of  revolutionaries,  banded  together  as  a  so-called  political 
party:  the  Communist  Party.  Under  the  leadership  of  the  Soviet  Union,  this 
party  shall  bring  about,  by  force  and  violence  if  necessary,  dictatorship  of  the 
proletariat  in  every  country  of  the  world  whenever  circumstances  shall  permit. 
Marxism-Leninism  includes  within  itself  the  plans  and  procedures  to  accomplish 
this  end.  Adherence  to  its  principles  involves  acceptance  of  its  doctrines,  tenets, 
and  obligations;  and  membership  in  the  world  revolutionary  movement  men- 
tioned above.  Marxism-Leninism  contemplates  the  Communist  Party  of  the 
United  States  as  part  of  the  world  Communist  movement.  The  name  'Marxism- 
Leninism  is  frequently  applied  in  an  esoteric  sense  to  conceal  from  the  uniniti- 
ated the  full  implications  of  such  adherence  and  membership."     (Pp.43^4.) 
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ON    IMPERIALISM 

"In  view  of  the  foregoing  and  upon  the  entire  record,  we  find  and  conclude 
that  the  struggle  for  peace  as  used  and  practiced  by  respondent,  sometimes 
called  the  struggle  against  reaction,  represents  the  present  emphasis  of  the 
struggle  against  imperialism  which  is  and  has  been  a  basic,  active,  revolution- 
ary doctrine  taught  and  advocated  by  respondent  for  the  purpose  of  overthrow- 
ing imperialist  governments  (by  force  and  violence  if  necessary)  and  substitut- 
ing the  dictatorship  of  the  proletariat.  We  further  conclude  and  find  that 
respondent's  struggle  for  peace,  struggle  against  imperialism  and  united-front 
tactics  followed  in  connection  therewith,  represent  a  continued  following  of 
directives  of  the  Soviet  Union  as  contained  in  Marxism-Leninism,  in  specific 
instructions  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  in  the  program  of  the  Communist  Inter- 
national ;  and  are  designed  to  advance  the  objectives  of  the  world  Communist 
movement."  (Pp.  .5.5^6.) 
On  foreign  representatives  in  the  united  states: 

"We  find  that  the  testimony  of  petitioner's  witnesses  is  credible  and  that  the 
testimony  of  respondent's  witnesses  is  not  in  accord  with  the  facts  in  this  matter. 
A  preponderance  of  the  evidence  clearly  shows  that  representatives  of  the 
CPSU '  were  in  the  United  States  and  that  through  them  respondent  received 
directives  and  instructions."  (P.  61.) 
On  trade-union  work  : 

"The  record  shows  that  under  Marxism-Leninism,  as  well  as  the  Communist 
International  and  the  Soviet  Union,  the  incitement  to  strike  is  a  tactic  of  labor 
union  policy  and  activity.  In  the  late  1920's,  a  special  committee  was  created  by 
respondent  in  an  attempt  to  gain  control  of  the  United  Mine  Workers  by  utiliz- 
ing anthracite  strikes  to  respondent's  advantage.  In  1934,  the  Comintern  and 
the  Red  International  of  Labor  Unions  at  joint  meetings  in  Moscow,  instructed 
respondent  to  press  the  current  situation  among  the  longshoremen  and  dock- 
workers  in  San  Francisco  to  the  point  of  a  general  strike.  These  instructions 
were  communicated  to  respondent  by  coded  message  and  were  carried  out. 
Manuilsky,  then  secretary-general  of  the  Communist  International,  expressed 
himself  as  anxious  to  have  the  strike  since  a  cardinal  principle  of  Leninism  was 
that  a  general  strike  is  a  rehearsal  for  revolution  or  for  a  seizure  of  power  by 
the  Communist  Party."     (P.  71.) 

It  is  of  particular  interest  in  Hawaii  to  note  that  the  ILWU  was  born  during 
the  1934  San  Francisco  dockworkers'  strike  mentioned  above,  and  that  Harry 
Bridges,  still  International  president  of  the  ILAVU,  was  the  leader  of  that  strike. 
On  conclusion  as  to  ma-jor  programs  of  the  cpusa: 

"Our  summary  of  the  evidence  concerning  trade-union  work,  youth  work,  and 
work  among  the  Negroes,  does  not  include  all  of  the  evidence  relevant  to  these 
subjects.  On  the  basis  of  the  foregoing  and  upon  the  entire  record,  we  find  and 
conclude  that  early  in  its  existence  respondent  accepted  these  policies  and  pro- 
grams and  has  continued  to  follow  them  and  has  not  repudiated  them ;  that 
respondent's  trade-union  work,  youth  woi-k,  and  national  minorities  work  could 
only  have  as  their  aim  the  effectuation  of  the  policies  of  the  Soviet  Union  with 
respect  to  the  world  Communist  movement ;  and  that  respondent's  policies  and 
activities  in  these  fields  are  substantially  formulated,  carried  out,  and  per- 
formed, pursuant  to  directives  of  the  Soviet  Union."  (P.  78.) 
On  conclusions  as  to  foreign  policies  and  directives  : 
"In  view  of  the  findings  and  conclusions  hereinbefore  set  forth  in  this  section 
of  our  report,  we  find  and  conclude  that : 

"1.  Respondent's  organizational  form  is  based  upon  instructions  and  directives 
issued  by  the  Soviet  Union ; 

"2.  Respondent's  organizational  policies  are  formulated  and  carried  out  to 
effectuate  the  policies  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  world  Communist  movement ; 
"3.  A  substantial  number  of  respondent's  leaders  have  accepted  the  views 
and  policies  of  the  Soviet  Union  concerning  the  advancement  of  the  objectives 
of  the  world  Communist  movement,  and  have  made  such  views  and  policies 
the  views  and  policies  of  respondent ; 

"4.  Marxism-Leninism,  as  understood,  used,  and  followed  by  respondent,  con- 
sists of  a  body  of  doctrine,  policies,  strategies,  and  tactics  intended  to  bring  about 
the  end  of  capitalism  and  to  substitute  for  it  a  dictatorship  of  the  proletariat ; 
it  has  been  promulgated  and  issued  by  the  Soviet  Union  as  the  overall  philosophy, 
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authoritative  rules,  directives,  and  instructions  governing  the  vrorld  Communist 
movement ; 

"5.  Among  other  things,  by  the  acceptance  and  following  of  the  organiza- 
tional devices  of  democratic-centralism  and  self-criticism,  as  these  devices  are 
defined  and  explained  by  the  Soviet  Union,  and  by  the  acceptance  of  and  ad- 
herence to  Marxism-Leninism,  respondent  subjects  itself  to  the  authority  of  the 
Soviet  Union ; 

"6.  Respondent  throughout  its  existence  has  and  does  at  the  present  time 
teach,  advocate,  and  carry  out  activities  having  for  their  objective  the  over- 
throw of  the  United  States  Government  and  other  governments  which  are  desig- 
nated as  imperialist  by  the  Soviet  Union,  pursuant  to  directives  of  the  Soviet 
Union  and  to  effectuate  the  policies  of  the  Soviet  Union,  all  for  the  purposes  of 
defending  and  protecting  the  Soviet  Union  and  of  establishing  in  the  United 
States  (and  other  countries)  a  dictatorship  of  the  proletariat  patterned  after 
that  in  the  Soviet  Union ; 

"7.  Responent  has  established  a  press  in  the  United  States  patterned  after 
that  in  the  Soviet  Union  which  operates  as  a  means  of  setting  forth  for  re- 
spondent's members  the  correct  line  as  laid  down  by  the  Soviet  Union ; 

"8.  The  press  in  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  journal  of  the  Communist  Informa- 
tion Bureau  are  major  communication  means  whereby  directives  and  instruc- 
tions of  the  Soviet  Union  are  issued  to  respondent ; 

"9.  Representatives  of  the  Soviet  Union  who  were  sent  by  it  to  the  United 
States  have  been  instrumental  in  putting  or  keeping  in  power  leaders  of  re- 
spondent, devotedly  loyal  and  subservient  to  the  Soviet  Union,  who  have  con- 
tinued to  be  and  still  are  respondent's  leaders ;  that  such  representatives  have 
on  behalf  of  the  Soviet  Union  directed  the  adoption  and  use  of  a  number  of  the 
respondent's  present  policies  and  activities  : 

"10.  Among  the  major  programs  set  forth  by  the  Soviet  Union  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  the  objectives  of  the  world  Communist  movement  are  trade 
union  work,  youth  work,  and  work  with  national  minorities ;  and,  pursuant  to 
requirements  of  the  Soviet  Union,  respondent  has  made  these  its  major  program 
in  the  United  States  and  carries  out  such  programs  pursuant  to  directives 
issued  by  the  Soviet  Union,  for  the  purposes  of  effectuating  the  policies  of 
the  Soviet  Union  and  advancing  the  objectives  of  the  world  Communist  move- 
ment. 

"1.  Respondent's  policies  are  formulated  and  carried  out  and  its  activities  are 
performed  pursuant  to  directives  of,  and  to  effectuate  the  policies  of,  the  Soviet 
Union,  which  directs  and  controls  the  world  Communist  movement."    (Pp.  78-79.) 

On  kondeviation  : 

"The  record  precludes  the  conclusion  which  respondent  would  have  us  draw, 
i.  e.,  that  the  uniformity  of  views  results  from  sharing  a  common  scientific  out- 
look and  independent  application  of  principles  by  it  and  the  Soviet  Union.  The 
great  weight  of  the  evidence  is  to  the  contrary. 

"We  find  on  the  entire  record  that  the  views  and  policies  of  respondent  through- 
out its  history  invariably  coincide  with  the  views  and  policies  of  the  Soviet  Union. 
Moreover,  respondent  conforms  immediately  to  each  reversal  in  the  Soviet 
Union's  views  and  policies. 

"We  conclude  and  find  that  respondent's  views  and  policies  do  not  deviate  from 
those  of  the  Soviet  Union." 

On  financial  aid  : 

"We  find  a  preponderance  of  the  evidence  in  the  record  establishes  numerous 
instances  of  substantial  financial  aid  which  flowed  to  respondent  from  and  at  the 
direction  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  Communist  International ;  and  we  conclude 
that  the  above  findings  are  relevant  to  the  ultimate  issue  in  this  proceeding  in  the 
light  of  the  whole  record." 

On  reporting  : 

"Respondent's  witnesses  deny  categorically  that  respondent  reports  or  has  re- 
ported to  the  Soviet  Union  or  its  representatives.  The  clear  weight  of  the  evi- 
dence is  to  the  contrary. 

"Upon  the  basis  of  the  foregoing  and  the  entire  record,  we  conclude  and  find 
that  respondent  reports  to  the  Soviet  Union  and  its  representatives."     (P.  98.) 

On  disciplinary  power  : 

"Summarizing,  we  find  that  the  Soviet  Union  has  established  a  requirement  of 
iron  discipline  throughout  the  world  Communist  movement  which  imposes  upon 
the  Communist  parties  and  their  members  in  the  various  countries  the  duty  of 
following  with  unquestioned  devotion  the  line  laid  down  by  the  Soviet  Union ; 
that  respondent  herein  has  recognized  and  accepted  the  requirement  of  iron 
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discipline,  has  not  repudiated  it  and  has  acted  in  accordance  therewith;  that 
officers  and  members  of  respondent  have  been  expelled  by  respondent  upon 
instructions  from  the  Soviet  Union  ;  that  respondent  has  subjected  itself  to  Soviet 
discipline  by  expelling  officers  and  members  for  failure  to  follow  the  line  laid 
down  by  the  Soviet  Union,  or  for  conduct  of  the  type  proscribed  by  the  Soviet 
Union  such  as  so-called  revisionism  and  opportunism ;  and  that  respondent  has 
followed  policies  and  activities  designed  to  carry  out  the  disciplinary  policies  of 
the  Soviet  Union. 

"Upon  consideration  of  the  foregoing  and  of  the  entire  record,  we  find  and 
conclude  that  respondent's  principal  leaders  and  a  substantial  number  of  its 
members  are  subject  to  and  recognize  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  Soviet  Union 
and  its  representatives,  and  that  by  its  recognition  and  subjection  to  the  disci- 
plinary power  of  the  Soviet  Union,  respondent  seeks  to  advance  the  objectives  of 
the  world  Communist  movement."     (P.  104.) 

On  secret  and  open  members  : 

"It  is  conceded  by  respondent  and  the  evidence  establishes  that  some  jrortion 
of  its  membership  was  and  is  concealed.  Party  members  active  as  labor  union 
leaders,  mass  organizations  leaders,  members  of  professions,  and  others  have 
concealed  their  party  membership  from  the  general  public  or  from  the  organiza- 
tions in  which  they  worked  or  in  which  they  were  members.  The  degree  of  con- 
cealment varies  with  respondent's  current  policy  regarding  activities. 

"A  higher  degree  of  secrecy  generally  applied  to  members  of  the  respondent 
who  were  important  civil  servants,  members  of  the  Armed  Forces,  teachers,  and 
those  individuals  engaged  in  espionage  and  other  illegal  and  confidential  activities 
for  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America  or  the  Soviet  Union.  Such 
members  were  known  only  to  the  leading  officials  of  respondent  or  to  a  limited 
number  of  the  members  thereof. 

"Open  members  of  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America,  have  been 
those  who  by  reason  of  their  position  in  the  party  or  because  of  the  type  of  their 
operations  need  not  be  concealed.  For  the  most  part,  these  were  the  national. 
State,  and  district  officials  of  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America, 
or  candidates  for  public  office  on  the  Communist  Party  ballot."     (P.  105.) 

On  refusal  to  reveal  information  : 

"Hence  it  is  clear  that  members  of  respondent  are  trained  to  and  do  refuse 
to  reveal  information  to  proper  governmental  agencies  and  tribunals  concern- 
ing respondent  and  its  membership  as  a  matter  of  basic  party  policy."  (Pp. 
106-107.) 

On  the  use  of  deceptive  language  in  party  writings  : 

"That  respondent  uses  deceptive  language,  even  in  the  most  basic  party 
documents,  such  as  constitutions,  to  conceal  its  real  objectives  is  established  in 
the  record."    (P.  108.) 

On  the  use  of  party  names,  aliases,  etc.  : 

"The  use  of  party  names  or  aliases  for  the  purpose  of  concealing  member- 
ship and  activities  in  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America,  has  been 
a  widespread  and  continuous  practice  by  the  Communist  Party,  United  States 
of  America,  leaders  and  the  rank-and-file  members  throughout  the  existence 
of  the  party.    The  record  is  replete  with  instances  of  such  practices."     (P.  109.) 

On  the  use  of  codes,  couriers,  etc.  : 

"It  is  thus  clearly  shown  that  respondent  uses  codes,  couriers,  confidential 
mailing  addresses,  and  other  secret  devices  to  conceal  its  membership  and 
activities."     (P.  110.) 

On  false  swearing  : 

"Party  members  are  impressed  by  respondent  with  the  necessity  and  desir- 
ability of  making  false  statements  to  conceal  party  information  and  to  forward 
party  objectives."     (P.  111.) 

On  secret  meetings  of  trusted  members  : 

"Thus,  it  is  clear  that  throughout  its  history,  respondent,  for  purposes  of 
concealment  and  to  promote  its  objectives,  has  held  secret  meetings  restricted 
to  trusted  members."    (P.  112.) 

On  underground  plans  and  operations  : 

"Since  1948  and  continuing  on  into  early  1952,  a  large  number  of  party  mem- 
bers have  been  severed  from  regular  party  units  and  were  either  transferi-ed 
to  underground  organizations,  in  order  to  assist  in  underground  planning  and 
to  receive  instructions  in  underground  activities,  or  placed  in  a  reserve  leader- 
ship status. 

"Hence  the  record  shows  that  throughout  respondent's  existence  it  has  under- 
taken elaborate  measures  to  maintain  an  underground  apparatus  which  makes 
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and  executes  plans  and  assembles  materials  for  underground  work  as  a  means 
of  effectuating  respondent's  objectives."     (P.  115.) 

On  infiltration  of  other  organizations  : 

"Respondent  has  sent  its  members  into  various  organizations  in  the  United 
States  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  control  of  such  organizations  and  influencing 
the  policies  of  these  organizations  to  support  the  Communist  Party,  United 
States  of  America,  program.  This  policy  has  been  employed  by  Respondent 
throughout  its  history.  Pursuant  to  Respondent's  directives  its  members  have 
pursued  this  infiltration  policy  with  respect  to  professional  organizations,  cul- 
tural organizations,  fraternal  organizations,  and  trade  and  industrial  unions. 
Secret  Commimist  factions  were  planned  or  formed  in  these  organizations  for  the 
ultimate  purpose  of  obtaining  control  and  making  the  policies  of  the  organiza- 
tion subservient  to  those  of  respondent.  Students  at  respondent's  schools  were 
taught  the  importance  of  infiltrating  mass  organizations  as  a  means  of  acquir- 
ing mass  support  for  the  party  program.  Party  members  designated  to  carry 
out  infiltration  work  in  mass  organizations  were  instructed  to  use  care  not 
to  expose  the  party  in  these  organizations.  Members  in  such  organizations 
were  instructed  to,  and  did,  conceal  their  party  membership  while  in  these 
organizations.  At  a  regional  party  convention  held  in  California  in  January 
1951,  speakers  emphasized  the  need  for  party  members  to  infiltrate  other  organi- 
zations through  which  the  purposes  of  the  party  could  be  carried  out."  (Pp. 
115-116.) 

On  the  purpose  of  secret  practices  : 

"*  *  *  Nor  can  the  infiltration  of  organizations,  such  as  labor  unions,  be 
regarded  as  having  a  bona  fide  purpose.  The  evidence  shows  that  the  reason  for 
such  infiltration  is  to  dominate  such  organizations  for  the  respondent's  purposes. 
That  this  is  basic  can  be  seen  from  a  book  by  Lenin  entitled  'What  Is  To  Be  Done," 
which  respondent's  members  read  and  studied.  In  this  book,  Lenin  declares 
that  trade  unions  are  a  very  useful  auxiliary  to  the  political,  agitational,  and 
revolutionary  organizations  and  that  they  can  be  controled  by  a  small  compact 
core  of  agents  connected  by  all  the  rules  of  strict  secrecy  with  the  organizations 
of  revolutionists  (Pet.  Ex.  417,  pp.  109-112). 

"We  conclude  that  the  secret  practices  undertaken  by  respondent  are  for  the 
purpose  of  concealing  the  true  nature  of  the  party  and  promoting  its  objectives. 
We  cannot  accept  respondent's  contention  that  its  secret  practices  are  merely 
devices  utilized  to  protect  the  rights  and  liberties  of  its  members. 

"Upon  the  basis  of  the  foregoing  and  on  the  whole  record,  we  find  that 
respondent  engages  in  extensive  secret  practices,  within  the  meaning  of  the  act, 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting  its  objectives  and  thereby  to  advance  those  of  the 
world  Communist  movement ;  and  for  concealing  its  direction,  domination,  and 
control  by  the  Soviet  Union."     (p.  117) 

On  allegiance  : 

"From  the  evidence  contained  in  this  record,  we  find  that  respondent  exists 
in  this  country  fundamentally  for  the  purpose,  which  it  constantly  seeks  to  ac- 
complish, of  overthrowing  the  Government  of  the  United  States  by  force  and 
violence,  in  order  to  install  socialism  under  the  dictatorship  of  the  proletariat, 
after  the  manner  of  the  Soviet  Union ;  this  is  the  very  antithesis  of  allegiance  to 
the  United  States. 

"We  find  upon  the  whole  record  that  the  evidence  preponderantly  establishes 
that  respondent's  leaders  and  its  members  consider  the  allegiance  they  owe  to 
the  United  States  as  subordinate  to  their  loyalty  and  obligations  to  the  Soviet 
Union."     (pp.  127-128) 

COMIMUNIST  PARTY— HAWAII 

As  was  indicated  in  the  1951  and  195.3  reports  of  this  Commission,  the  formal 
Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  organization  has,  particularly  since  the  Korean  war 
began  in  June  1950,  operated  on  an  underground  basis.  Procedures  calculated 
to  keep  all  knowledge  of  party  personnel  and  activities  from  the  public  have 
been  invoked  and  strengthened. 

Since  the  formal  organization  of  the  party  in  Hawaii  in  19.37,  there  has  been 
a  division  of  membership  into  two  major  sections,  at  one  time  called  the  trade 
union  section  and  the  community  section.  Party  cells  were  grouped  under  one 
or  the  other  of  these  sections.  The  trade  union  section  was  largely  composed 
of  Communist  Party  cells  paralleling  the  various  divisions  of  the  ILWU  in 
Hawaii,  and  therefore  had  jurisdiction  over  party  units  on  Kauai,  Maui,  Lanai, 
and  Hawaii,  as  well  as  on  Oahu.  The  community  section,  however,  was  composed 
only  of  Oahu  cells,  largely  manned  by  non-ILWU  personnel. 
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Subsequent  to  the  filing  of  this  commission's  report  to  the  legislature  in  March 
1953,  the  top  leaders  in  both  the  trade  union  section  and  the  community  section — 
Jack  W.  Hall  and  Dwight  James  Freeman,  respectively — were  convicted  in  Fed- 
eral court,  in  Honolulu,  of  violating  the  Smith  Act.  The  five  other  party  leaders 
also  convicted  were  John  E.  Reinecke,  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto, 
Koji  Ariyoshi,  and  Eileen  T.  Fujimoto,  only  the  latter  of  whom  was  directly 
connected  with  the  ILWU. 

Although  in  the  period  since  1945,  a  majority  of  party  members  in  Hawaii  have 
been  organized  under  the  trade  union  section,  only  2  of  the  7  Smith  Act  convicts 
were  connected  with  the  ILWU.  The  impact  of  the  convictions  was,  therefore, 
much  greater  on  the  non-ILWU  segment  of  the  party. 

The  bifurcation  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii  has  had  another  interesting 
aspect.  Whereas  the  party  on  the  mainland  of  the  United  States  very  often 
has  operated  openly  by  maintaining  identified  party  offices  and  bookshops,  holding 
open  party  rallies,  and  running  candidates  for  office  on  the  Communist  Party 
ticket,  in  Hawaii  the  party  always  has  stayed  underground.  The  question 
whether  the  party  should  "come  out  in  the  open"  in  Hawaii  has  been  seriously 
considered  at  times,  but  the  trade  union  section  viewpoint  has  always  prevailed — 
that  the  party  should  not  expose  itself,  for  to  do  so  might  wreck  the  ILWU.'' 

The  effect  of  the  Korean  war,  the  Smith  Act  convictions  and  authoritative  ex- 
posures of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii  has  continued,  in  the  past  2  years, 
further  to  sublimate  the  foi-mal  party  organization,  with  a  corresponding  in- 
tensification of  Communist  activity  by  Communists  in  the  ILWU.  In  essence, 
this  may  be  said  to  be  a  development  of  the  old  trade  union  section  as  the  almost 
sole  body  of  the  party  in  Hawaii. 

As  has  been  indicated  in  previous  reports,  exposures  of  Communist  activity 
have  created  a  public  repugnance  toward  the  formal  Communist  Party,  but 
similar  exposures  of  the  Communist  leadership  of  the  ILWU  (and  their  use 
of  ILWU  facilities  for  Communist  purposes)  have  failed  to  engender  a  corre- 
sponding distrust  of  Jack  W.  Hall  and  his  Communist  lieutenants.  This  has 
produced  the  paradoxical  situation  wherein  many  persons  are  pleased  to  deal 
with  or  support  Jack  W.  Hall,  the  labor  leader,  but  imply  that  they  detest  and 
would  not  deal  with  Jack  W.  Hall,  the  Communist. 

A  logical  result  of  this  paradox  has  been  that  while  the  party  largely  has  ceased 
trying  to  influence  public  thinking  or  action  under  its  own  name,  there  has,  par- 
ticularly in  the  past  2  years,  been  an  intensification  of  Communist  propaganda 
and  indoctrination  sponsored  by  Communist  leaders  in  the  ILWU. 

Smith  Act  Trial 

On  August  28,  1951,  7  leaders  of  the  party  in  Hawaii  were  indicted  under  the 
{Jmith  Act.  At  one  time  or  another  all  had  been  members  of  the  executive 
board  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  and  6  were  members  of  its  1948-49 
executive  board.     These  leaders  later  to  become  known  as  the  "Hawaii  7"  were : 

Charles  K.  Fjuimoto,  33,  self-announced  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party  of 

Hawaii. 
Koji  Ariyoshi,  37,  editor,  Honolulu  Record. 
Dwight  James  Freeman,  39,  construction  worker. 
Eileen  T.  Fujimoto,  31,  wife  of  Charles  K.  Fujimoto. 
Jack  Denichi  Kimoto,  45,  circulation  department,  Honolulu  Record. 
Jack  W.  Hall,  37,  ILWU  regional  director. 
John  Ernest  Reinecke,  47,  former  schoolteacher  and  part-time  worker  with 

the  Honolulu  Record. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1951,  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii,  through  its 
"front,"  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress,  launched  its  propaganda  campaign 
in  defense  of  the  "Hawaii  7,"  but  in  December  1951,  its  efforts  on  behalf  of 
the  7  indicted  Communists  were  halted  by  party  strategists  who  had  decided 
that: 

1.  Propaganda  in  favor  of  the  7  defendants  should  be  divided  so  that 
the  public  would  not  associate  ILWU  leader  Jack  W.  Hall  with  the  other 
6  persons  indicted  ;  and 


''  "It  is  their  [the  Communists']  duty  to  create  everywhere  a  parallel  illegal  organization 
machine  which  at  the  decisive  moment  will  be  helpful  to  the  party  in  fulfilling  its  duty  to 
the  revolution. 

"In  all  countries  where  the  Communists,  because  of  a  state  of  siege  and  because  of 
exceptional  laws  directed  against  them,  are  unable  to  carry  on  their  work  legally,  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  combine  legal  with  illegal  activities."  (Directive  of  the  Third 
Internationale,  Moscow,  1920.) 
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2   A  new   "front"   should  be  established  to  carry   on   the  propaganda, 
in  view  of  that  fact  that  the  HCRC  already  had  been  so  well  exposed  as 
a  part  of  the  Communist  apparatus. 
As  events  developed,  it  became  clear  that  a  principal  aim  of  the  party  ma- 
chinery was  to  create  the  impression  that  Hall  had  no  possible  connection  with 
the  other  Smith  Act  trial  defendants.     Therefore,  it  was  clear  that  the  new 
"front"  would  support  only  the  defendants  other  than  Hall. 

The  new  Communist  front — named  the  Hawaii  Committee  for  Smith  Act 
Defendants— actually  amounted  to  little  because,  before  it  could  do  any  effective 
work,  the  further  decision  was  made  to  centralize  defense  propaganda  in  the 
hands  of  the  defense  attorneys,  headed  by  Richard  Gladstein.  Thereafter, 
major  propaganda  efforts  were  centered  around  the  courtroom,  including  the  fol- 
lowing tactics : 

1.  "Press  conferences"  by  defendants  and  defense  attorneys  in  the  cor- 
ridor outside  the  courtroom. 

2.  Speeches  by  defendants  and  defense  attorneys,  in  person,  on  Oahu  and 
on  other  islands. 

3.  Radio  presentation  of  speeches  by  the  defense  attorneys. 

The  aims  of  this  propaganda  campaign  were  simple.  Following  the  Lenin- 
Goebbels  technique  of  establishing  as  truth  any  lie  repeated  often  enough,  these 
points  were  hammered  away : 

1.  The  defendants  were  not  getting  a  fair  trial ;  in  fact,  no  Smith  Act 
trial  can  be  a  fair  trial  because  it  is  a  political  trial. 

2.  Jack  W.  Hall  and  the  ILWU  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  conspiracy, 
but  Hall  was  included  in  the  indictment  to  bring  discredit  upon  his  union. 

On  June  17,  1953,  after  32  weeks  of  trial,  the  case  was  given  to  the  jury 
which,  2  days  later,  brought  in  verdicts  of  guilty  as  to  each  defendant.  United 
States  District  Judge  Jon  Wiig  sentenced  the  6  male  defendants  each  to  serve 
5  years  in  prison  and  to  pay  a  $.5,000  fine.  Eileen  T.  Fujimoto,  the  other  de- 
fendant, was  sentenced  to  3  years  in  prison  and  a  $2,000  fine.  The  defendants 
have  remained  free,  on  bond,  pending  decision  of  the  case  on  appeal.  Since  their 
conviction,  2  of  the  defendants  have  been  employed  by  the  ILWU,  4  have  worked 
for  the  Honolulu  Record,  and  1  continues  as  a  construction  foreman. 

Party  Strength  and  Public  Apatht 

The  records  of  the  Commission  disclose  that  there  are  approximately  150 
persons  still  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  who  have  been  identified  by  witnesses 
imder  oath,  as  having  been  associated  with  the  Communist  Party,  but  who  have 
not  renounced  their  established  Communist  connections.  ]More  than  100  have 
been  identified  as  having  been  members  of  the  party,  and  the  remainder  as 
having  attended  party  meetings  or  Communist  "discussion  groups." 

Of  the  group  of  more  than  100  who  have  been  identified  as  having  been  party 
members,  39  who  are  still  in  Hawaii  have  refused  to  answer  pertinent  questions 
before  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  or  this  commission,  or 
both.   All  claimed  privilege  under  the  fifth  amendment. 

Approximately  another  -1:0  of  this  group,  who  have  been  publicly  identified  as 
party  members,  have  not,  as  far  as  is  known,  denied  the  allegations,  nor  made 
any  effort  to  clarify  their  current  position  with  reference  to  the  Communist 
Party.  Still  others,  who  have  not  been  identified  as  party  members  in  public 
hearings,  have  been  so  identifiec'  in  sworn  statements  or  testimony  before  this 
commission.  The  status  of  these  persons  will  not  be  known  until  investigations 
are  completed  and  they  have  been  given  an  opportunity  to  testify  before  the 
commission. 

It  is  clear  from  the  foregoing  that  despite  the  Smith  Act  conviction  of  seven 
leaders,  and  the  possibility  that  they  will  be  jailed,  the  Communist  Party  in 
Hawaii  still  has  a  substantial  reserve  of  trained  Communists  here  from  which 
to  draw  new  leadership. 

In  that  light,  serious  thought  should  be  given  to  the  following  sworn  state- 
ment given  to  this  commission  by  a  former  official  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii : 

"The  Communist  Party  is  well  aware  of  the  tendency  toward  apathy  and  in- 
difference  held  by  a  large  portion  of  the  people  in  the  Territory.  While  this 
indifference  was  considered  to  be  somewhat  of  a  detriment  to  the  results  ol 
agitational  work,  on  the  other  hand  the  party  considered  the  same  attitude  of 
the  mass  toward  anticommunism  a  decided  factor  in  all  potential  Communist 
influence  and  work  as  definitely  in  their  favor. 
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"After  consideration  of  all  conditions  in  Hawaii,  the  Communist  Party  has 
arrived  at  the  conclusion  of  being  able  to  successfully  create  a  revolutionary 
situation  and  the  ability  to  actually  seize  power  in  the  islands.  However,  they 
recognize  the  establishment  of  strong  Federal  military  forces  here  which  prevent 
such  a  program  from  being  attempted  in  the  foreseeable  future  and  are  content 
to  soft-pedal  much  of  their  activity  and  turn  their  talents  elsewhere  while  bid- 
ing time.  James  Freeman  has  given  such  an  analysis  on  more  than  one  occa- 
sion and  both  Archie  Brown  and  Walter  Stack,  as  representatives  of  district  13,® 
have  voiced  corresponding  point  of  view  in  a  more  generalized  fashion." 

New  Infoemation 

During  the  past  2  years,  this  commission  has  obtained  additional  information 
concerning  Communist  activities  in  Hawaii  during  the  post-World  War  II  period. 

From  1947  on,  noumembers  were  barred  from  party  meetings  in  Hawaii,  in 
contrast  to  the  policy  in  many  mainland  areas,  where  potential  recruits  and 
other  could  be  brought  into  some  meetings  if  first  cleared  by  party  security  au- 
thorities. 

Meetings  were  held  in  homes  of  party  members,  but  always  arranged  so  that 
anyone  walking  into  the  house  or  watching  from  outside  would  not  sense  that  a 
formal  meeting  was  being  held.  Party  books  and  materials  were  kept  out  of 
sight  as  much  as  possible,  and  often  props,  such  as  non-Communist  books,  records, 
or  drinks  were  placed  about.  Occasional  security  checks  of  the  premises  outside 
the  meeting  place  were  made.  Discarded  party  papers,  notes,  etc.,  were  to  be 
destroyed  and  not  put  into  rubbish  containers.  When  party  cards  were  issued 
in  members'  correct  names,  the  members  were  instructed  not  to  carry  the  cards 
on  their  person  except  when  attending  certain  party  meetings.  Official  party 
matters  were  not  to  be  discussed  outside  of  party  circles,  and  names  of  Commu- 
nists in  one  cell  were  not  to  be  mentioned  to  party  members  in  other  cells. 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  IZUKA  pamphlet  in  late  1947,  a  general  reorgan- 
ization of  the  party  took  place.  All  security  measures  were  reemphasized  and 
strong  disciplinary  action  was  advocated  for  even  slight  breaches  of  these 
measures. 

Party  cards  were  turned  in  about  2  months  prior  to  the  end  of  each  year  for 
general  review  by  the  control  commission  prior  to  issuance  of  new  cards.  In 
early  1948,  cells  were  instructed  to  supply  pseudonyms  ("party  names")  to  be 
placed  on  membership  cards.  Issuance  of  party  cards  was  discontinued  in 
1949. 

Meeting  places  were  ordered  to  be  rotated,  and  meeting  dates  staggered.  In 
late  1949,  a  new  tightening  of  all  security  measures  was  ordered,  and  all  party 
groups  were  instructed  to  examine  their  security  controls  for  possible  breaches  of 
security  rules. 

The  customary  review  by  the  control  commission  took  place  at  the  end  of 
1949.     Party  cards,  bearing  fictitious  names,  were  turned  in  at  that  time. 

In  mid-1950,  a  major  change  in  standing  security  measures  took  place.  The 
executive  board  ordered  the  discontinuance  of  all  meetings  in  homes  or  buildings. 
Party  groups  were  ordered  to  meet  in  open  areas,  such  as  parks  or  beaches,  or  in 
moving  automobiles.  To  minimize  chances  of  detection  in  such  use  of  automo- 
biles, party  members  were  not  to  be  picked  up  at  their  homes  and  a  predetermined 
time  scliedule  for  picking  up  riders  singly  at  different  places  was  to  be  used. 

In  August  or  September  of  1950,  all  party  cell  chairmen  were  given  a  type- 
written copy  of  a  program  adopted  by  the  Australian  Communist  Party  during 
the  period  of  the  attempt  to  outlaw  tlie  Australian  party.  This  outline  general- 
ized the  theoretical  and  practical  application  of  party  activities  during  a  period 
of  being  forced  completely  underground.  Chairmen  were  instructed  to  discuss 
this  program  thoroughly  and  be  sure  that  it  was  well  understood  by  all  members 
of  their  respective  cells.  These  outlines  were  numbered  and  were  ordered  to  be  re- 
turned after  study. 

About  November  1950,  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii  was  reorganized  on 
an  undergi-ound  basis.  Dwight  James  Freeman  apparently  engineered  the  im- 
plementation of  this  plan.  In  the  new  organization,  party  groups  were  to  con- 
sist of  not  more  than  3  members.  Groups  were  identified  by  numbers  (1  through 
10)  rather  than  by  names,  as  formerly.  Persons  identified  as  having  been  mem- 
bers of  5  of  the  10  groups  were  Pearl  Freeman,  Ah  Quon  McElrath,  Bessie  Wenk- 


*  District  13  of  the  Communist  Party,  Laving  headquarters  in  San  Francisco,  includes 
Hawaii. 
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am,  Stephen  Murin,  Evelyn  Murin,  Aiko  T.  Reiuecke,  Claude  White,  Wilfred  M. 
Oka,  Esther  Bristow,  Robert  M.  Keuipa,"  Helen  C.  Davis,  Henry  Epstein,  Frank 
Marshall  Davis,  David  E.  Thompson,  and  Charles  K.  Fujimoto. 

Each  group  was  headed  by  a  chairman  who  carried  on  business  concerning  the 
group  through  a  "contact"  at  a  higher  level.  This  "contact"  received  oral  reports 
and  dues  collected  from  group  members.  Dues  reports  did  not  include  the  names 
of  party  members  supplying  the  funds.  Security  rules  prohibited  the  keeping  of 
membership  lists  at  the  lower  party  levels. 

COMMUNIST-FRONT  ORGANIZATIONS 

Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress 

The  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  is,  as  far  as  is  known,  the  only  Communist- 
front  organization  now  operating  in  Hawaii.  It  came  into  being  late  in  1947  as 
the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee.  Since  its  formation  the  control  of  this 
organization  has  remained  firmly  in  the  hands  of  identified  members  of  the  Com- 
munist Party.  Since  1948,  the  offices  of  chairman,  secretary,  and  treasurer  al- 
ways have  been  held  by  persons  identified  as  having  been  members  of  the  Com- 
munist Party. 

Tliirty  persons  known  to  have  been  members  of  this  organization  have  been 
identified  as  having  been  members  of  the  Communist  Party.  Five  of  these, 
Dwight  James  Freeman,  Charles  K.  Fujimoto,  Eileen  T.  Fujimoto,  Jack  W.  Hall, 
and  John  E.  Reinecke,  have  been  convicted  of  violating  the  Smith  Act. 

During  the  past  2  years,  the  activities  of  the  HCRC  have  been  noticeably 
restricted.  The  trial  of  the  so-called  Hawaii  7  normally  would  have  presented 
an  excellent  opportunity  for  Communist  agitation.  However,  as  noted  elsewhere 
in  this  report,  plans  of  the  HCRC  for  a  mass  agitational  program  to  exploit 
the  Smith  Act  trial  were  vetoed  by  the  party.  However,  HCRC  continued  its 
efforts  to  raise  funds  for  defense  of  the  Hawaii  7.  On  March  7,  1953,  a  party 
was  held  at  Ho's  Place,  6-36  Panui  Street,  Honolulu,  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
funds  for  the  Hawaii  7,  and  on  July  18,  1953,  a  Saturday  night  party  was  held 
at  1600  Sherman  Park  Place,  Honolulu,  "to  bring  out  those  fighting  dollars." 
Many  identified  members  of  the  Communist  Party,  including  four  of  the  so-called 
Hawaii  7  attended  these  parties.  A  copy  of  the  HCRC  News  circulated  in  Octo- 
ber 1953,  stated  tha  $400  was  raised  in  cash  and  pledges  at  the  Hawaii  7  fund- 
raising  party  held  recently. 

On  December  26,  19.53,  HCRC  held  its  sixth  anniversary  party  at  the  home 
port,  1027  Maunakea  Street,  Honolulu,  with  approximately  100  persons  present. 

During  March  1954,  HCRC  circulated  an  appeal  for  contributions  and  for 
renewal  of  memberships. 

During  June  1954,  HCRC  distributed  petitions  addressed  to  the  Governor 
of  Hawaii,  requesting  that  the  death  sentences  of  John  Palakiko  and  James 
Majors  be  commuted  to  life  imprisonment.  The  blank  petitions  were  reproduced 
by  the  offset  method  of  printing,  and  the  typewriter  used  for  the  petition  was 
also  used  to  reproduce  material  circulated  by  the  ILWU. 

The  membership  of  the  HCRC  is  in  1955  reduced  to  a  hard  core  headed  by 
Frank  Marshall  Davis  and  Pearl  Freeman,  identified  Communists.  It  is  believed 
that  continued  exposure  of  its  true  character,  and  of  the  Communist  record 
of  its  leaders,  >has  reduced  the  eftectiveness  of  the  HCRC  to  a  small  group  of 
Communists  and  fellow  travelers. 

Committee  for  Justice 

This  committee  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  for  the  defense 
of  the  Hawaii  7.  Its  only  known  activity  was  sponsoring  of  an  exhibition  of 
a  Soviet  propaganda  film  and  it  is  accordingly  considered  in  the  front  category.

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In  late  July  1953,  the  following  letter  was  mailed  to  Communists  and  Com- 
munist sympathizers  in  Hawaii :

Members  of  the  committee  listed  in  the  left  margin  of  the  letter  include  six 
who  have  been  identified  as  members  of  the  Communist  Party,  namely :  Ernest 
Arena,  Wally  Kamihara,  Joe  Blurr  Kealalio,  Newton  Migagi,  Castner  Ogawa, 
and  Adele  Rosenstein.  All  men  named  in  the  circular  were  connected  with  the 
ILWU.  In  addition,  two  of  the  women  were  active  in  the  ILWU  Women's 
Auxiliary. 

Included  with  the  letter  was  an  invitation  which  stated  that  "the  committee 
for  justice  presents  Peace  Will  Win,  a  documentary  movie  on  the  Warsaw  Peace 
Conference."  It  also  stated  that  the  movie  would  be  shown  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
August  2,  1953,  3  to  4 :  30  p.  m.,  at  Tim's  Party  House,  1027  Maunakea  Street. 

Peace  Will  Win  was  distributed  in  the  United  States  by  Artkino  Pictures,  Inc., 
723  Seventh  Avenue,  New  York,  N'.  Y.  This  firm  is  described  by  the  House  Com- 
mittee on  Un-American  Activities,  in  a  report  on  Communist  propaganda  activi- 
ties in  the  United  States  as  a  "Distributor  of  Soviet  films  being  under  Communist 
control  and  influence."  This  agency  is  registered  as  an  agent  of  the  "All-Soviet 
Film  Combine." 

The  film  is  described  as  being  Joris  Ivans'  sensational  new  documentary  fea- 
ture motion  picture  of  the  Second  World  Peace  Congress.  Joris  Ivans  has  been 
identified  as  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party. 

The  Second  World  Peace  Conference  was  a  part  of  the  Communist  "peace 
offensive"  which  is  described  by  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activi- 
ties as  "The  most  dangerous  hoax  ever  devised  by  the  international  Communist 
conspiracy  *  *  *" 

About  30  persons  attended  the  showing  of  this  film,  including  several  persons 
identified  as  having  been  members  of  the  Commimist  Party  and  the  Hawaii  Civil 
Rights  Congress. 

The  film  was  furnished  by  Adele  Kensinger  Rosenstein.  Printing  of  circulars 
and  invitations  was  done  by  the  ILWU  and  the  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co., 
Ltd.  Funds  realized  were  turned  over  to  attorneys  representing  the  so-called 
Hawaii  7. 

It  is  significant  that  the  chairman  of  this  group,  while  not  known  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Communist  Party,  has  been  used  in  the  furtherance  of  its  program. 

Unlike  other  sections  of  the  United  States,  Hawaii  has  not  been  afflicted  with 
an  epidemic  of  Communist-front  organizations.  On  the  mainland  fronts  spring 
up  overnight,  and  just  as  quickly  disappear.  Hundreds  of  fronts  are  constantly 
in  operation. 

In  Hawaii,  the  possibility  of  a  Communist-front  being  organized  and  operating 
for  any  appreciable  length  of  time,  without  dLscovery  and  exposure,  is  very 
i-emote.  For  example,  the  "Committee  for  Justice"  came  to  the  attention  of  the 
commission  shortly  after  it  began  operations  and  was  tentatively  identified  as 
a  front.  This  identification  was  based  upon  the  fact  that  several  identified 
party  members  were  involved,  and  that  the  propaganda  advertised,  the  film 
Peace  Will  Win,  was  recognized  as  a  Soviet  propaganda  film. 

COMMUNIST   PROPAGANDA   IN   HAWAII 

The  word  "propaganda"  as  used  in  this  report  is  defined  as  a  planned  effort 
designed  to  influence  the  thoughts,  sensibilities,  and  actions  of  a  person  or  a 
group  of  persons  with  reference  to  an  end  which  has  been  previously  determined. 

This  commission  is  interested  in  propaganda  only  with  reference  to  its  applica- 
tion to  subversive  activities.  Inasmuch  as  there  is  no  evidence  of  any  form  of 
subversive  activity  in  Hawaii  other  than  the  activities  of  Communists,  the  report 
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will  essentially  be  restricted  to  Communist  propaganda.  Propaganda  discussed 
will  include  that  emanating  from  the  Communist  Party,  Communist-front  organi- 
zations, and  Communist-controlled  labor  unions.  In  some  cases  the  material 
does  not  originate  with  the  Communist  Party  or  a  known  affiliate.  However,  its 
use  by  the  party,  or  by  a  party-front  or  controlled  organization,  is  considered  of 
sufficient  importance  to  warrant  consideration. 

Objectiv'es  of  Communist  Propaganda 

1.  To  make  use  of  any  and  all  existing  discontents,  no  matter  what  their 
source,  and  to  direct  them  into  channels  for  undermining  both  the  symbols 
as  well  as  the  practices  of  the  established  order. 

2.  To  foment  strife  and  suspicion  among  and  between  all  other  political, 
social,  economic,  and  religious  groups  and  associations  to  the  end  that  they 
will  not  unite  against  the  Communists.  (This  is  often  referred  to  as  "the 
Balkanization"  or  "atomization"  of  the  power  of  the  enemy.) 

3.  To  create  and  organize  favorable  attitudes  among  key  segments  of  the 
population  toward  the  symbols,  slogans,  value  patterns,  and  organizations 
manipulated  by  the  Communists. 

4.  To  create  and  organize  a  host  of  false  "front"  organizations  with  seem- 
ingly limited  and  legitimate  objectives,  to  be  sponsored  by  a  host  of  "respect- 
able" people,  such  as  writers,  teachers,  ministers,  actors,  social  workers,  etc. 

Such  front  organizations  are  highly  effective  decoys  to  attract  the  un- 
wary. They  screen  and  cover  up  the  manipulations  of  the  Communist  leader- 
ship. They  soften  up  the  unsuspecting  masses  whom  they  lure  into  support 
of  membership  of  these  front  organizations. 

So  long  as  the  Communist  dictatorship  remains  in  control  of  the  Russian 
Government  we  must  expect  to  have  to  wage  an  unceasing  and  unrelenting 
fight  against  its  agents  and  their  propaganda.  (Handbook  on  Propaganda 
by  the  Foundation  for  Social  Research,  1953.) 

Material  originated  by  or  emanating  from  the  Communist  Party  is  considered 
to  be  of  two  types:  (a)  Agitational  and  (b)  Propaganda.  "Agitation"  is  the 
term  applied  by  Communists  to  most  mass  educational  efforts,  by  word  of  mouth 
and  the  pen.  It  is  concerned  with  specific  issues  which,  from  the  party's  stand- 
point, are  timely  and  considered  receptive  to  large  groups  of  people.  Agitation 
does  not  make  any  major  attempt  to  explain  broad  Communist-line  theory  or  aims 
in  relation  to  the  subject.  "Propaganda"  broadens  the  issues  to  include  party  ex- 
planations and  theories,  in  particular  in  relation  to  the  goals  of  socialism  and 
the  revolution. 

The  distribution  of  mass  agitational  literature  is  a  continuing  part  of  the  pro- 
paganda program  of  the  Communist  Party.  In  the  case  of  the  Communist 
Party  of  Hawai  nthe  distribution  of  this  material  was  heaviest  from  1947  to  the 
latter  part  of  1950. 

During  that  period  the  Territorial  literature  director  of  the  Communist  Party 
of  Hawaii  was  responsible,  under  the  executive  board  of  the  party,  for  the  pro- 
curement and  distribution  of  mass  agitational  literature  and  other  propaganda 
material.  This  material  fell  into  the  folowing  categories:  (1)  Basic  Marxist 
theoretical  and  educational  books  and  works,  (2)  Mass  agitational  pamphlets, 
leaflets  and  books,   (3)   Periodicals  and  current  publications. 

Periodical  included  Political  Affairs,  the  party's  theoretical  and  organiza- 
tional organ:  Mainstream  and  New  Masss,  later  to  merge  into  Masses  and 
Mainstream,  the  Party's  cultural  organ ;  Communist  Review,  the  English  party's 
counterpart  of  Political  Affairs;  and  For  a  lasting  Peace;  for  a  People's  Demo- 
cracy, organ  of  the  Cominform,  published  in  Bucharest,  Rumania. 

Political  Affairs  was  required  reading  for  all  party  members,  and  the  current 
party  line  was  at  all  times  available  through  interpretation  of  articles  appear- 
ing therein.  During  1947-48  the  Hawaii  party  had  a  standing  order  for  a  bundle 
of  160  copies.  In  1949  the  number  was  reduced  to  125  copies.  However,  direct 
subscriptions  were  made  by  some  party  members. 

Standing  orders  for  about  a  dozen  copies  of  the  Communist  Review  and  For  a 
Lasting  Peace :  for  a  People's  Democracy  were  in  force  during  1948-49.  Most  of 
these  went  to  members  of  the  executive  board  of  the  party. 

The  executive  board  required  that  each  party  group  have  in  its  possession  a 
complete  set  of  the  Little  Lenin  Library,  and  all  members  were  urged  to  have 
either  a  set  of  the  Little  Lenin  Library  or  the  book  Ten  Classics  of  Marxism  in 
their  possession. 
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Orders  for  new  mass  agitational  literature  for  mass  distribution  in  Hawaii  were 
placed  regularly  by  the  literature  director.  Orders  for  such  material  ranged 
from  1,000  to  10,000  copies,  and  averaged  about  4,000  copies 

In  1947  the  International  Longshoremen's  and  Warehousemen's  Union  ordered 
10,000  copies  of  a  pamphlet  entitled  "The  Red  Baiting  Racket"  through  the 
Hawaii  Communist  Party's  literature  department.  The  bulk  of  these  pamphlets 
was  delivered  to  the  ILWU  by  the  Hawaii  party,  and  were  circulated  by  the 
union  to  its  membership.  A  portion  of  the  pamphlets  were,  however,  retained 
by  the  party  and  circulated  by  the  party  apparatus.  On  other  occasions  party 
propaganda  material  was  purchased  by  the  ILWU  from  the  party's  literature 
department. 

In  addition  to  the  distribution  of  propaganda  on  the  plantations,  much  ma- 
terial was  distributed  in  housing  areas  and  working  class  districts,  and  was 
frequently  placed  in  parked  automobiles,  public  libraries,  telephone  booths,  and 
trolley  buses. 

The  Honolulu  office  of  the  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards  was 
used  as  a  propaganda  literature  outlet.  A  table  on  which  various  union  publica- 
tions were  available  was  also  stocked  with  various  party  and  party-front 
publications. 

The  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee  played  an  increasingly  important  role 
In  the  distribution  of  party  propaganda  from  1948  on.  Much  of  the  propaganda 
was  distributed  under  the  guise  of  civil  liberties  literature.  In  addition  to 
being  able  to  distribute  propaganda  openly  through  the  HCLC,  the  party  was 
able  to  recruit  nonparty  persons  to  assist  in  such  work.  This  was  in  keeping 
with  the  basic  party  strategy  of  establishing  a  mass  base  for  party  work  and 
influence.  It  was  a  practical  application  of  the  tactics  based  upon  the  united 
front  strategy.  HCLC  mailing  and  membership  lists  were  made  available  to  the 
party  to  augment  mailing  lists  for  straight  party  propaganda. 

The  work  of  the  literature  director  of  the  party  was  coordinated  with  that 
of  the  educational  director  of  the  party,  in  that  material  needed  for  the  further- 
ance of  education  in  basic  and  general  Marxism  within  the  party  ranks  would  be 
available  as  needed.  Sale  of  party  literature  often  took  place  openly,  at  social 
and  fund-raising  functions  of  the  party,  and  the  sale  of  literature  was  a  part  of 
every  business  meeting  in  all  groups. 

An  agent  was  appointed  by  the  party  to  handle  the  circulation  and  subscrip- 
tions of  the  Daily  People's  World,  Communist  daily  published  on  the  west  coast. 
This  job  was  held  by  Ralph  Vossbrink  and  Pearl  Freeman.  At  one  time  100 
copies  were  being  brought  in  by  airfreight  daily  and  then  i-emailed  locally. 
Attempts  were  made  to  get  as  many  subscriptions  outside  of  party  ranks  as 
possible. 

Party  literature  was  procured  from  the  International  Book  Store  in  San 
Francisco,  Calif.  The  Hawaii  party  was  billed  for  the  material  and  payment  was 
generally  made  by  money  order  purchased  by  James  Freeman.  However,  the 
literature  director  was  authorized  to  use  Freeman's  name  on  any  money  order 
he,  the  director,  may  have  sent  personally. 

A  prospectus  of  party  literature  published  and  listings  of  current  literature 
were  obtained  from  New  Century  Publishers  and  International  Publishei's  of 
New  York  City.  The  educational  department  of  district  13,  Communist  Party- 
United  States  of  America,  occasionally  sent  information  on  literature  available 
or  being  emphasized  by  the  party.  On  several  occasions  directives  were  received 
from  district  13  setting  quotas  for  mass  distribution  of  propaganda  by  the 
Hawaii  party.  During  the  period  under  discussion  the  local  party  was  spend- 
ing roughly  $2,000  a  year  for  propaganda  and  educational  material  obtained  from 
mainland  sources.  (This  did  not  include  publications  by  the  party  press,  the 
Daily  Worker  and  the  Daily  People's  World.) 

Locally  produced  leaflets  for  territorywide  mass  distribution  were  prepared 
under  the  direction  of  the  educational  department  or  the  executive  board. 
Stencils  were  cut  on  a  typewriter  in  the  possession  of  James  Freeman.  A 
mimeograph  machine  was  bought  by  the  party  during  the  latter  part  of  1947. 
On  occasions,  however.  Communist  propaganda  for  mass  distribution  was 
mimeographed  on  a  machine  belonging  to  the  ILWU,  and  located  in  the  offices 
of  the  ILWU  at  pier  11,  Honolulu,  and  ILWU  paper  stock  was  used. 

Action  was  taken  at  the  1948  convention  of  the  Hawaii  party  banning  the 
distribution  of  mass  party  propaganda  liteurature  on  the  plantations.  This  action 
was  taken  at  the  insistence  of  the  party  trade  unionists.  Direct  association  of 
the  origin  (the  Communist  Party)  of  such  propaganda  material  with  the  various 
ILWU  locals  and  units  was  feared.  However,  this  move  was  opiwsed  by  some 
of  the  more  orthodox  party  leaders  and  some  trade  union  party  delegates. 


I 
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Tadashi  "Castner"  Ogawa  stated  at  that  time  that  the  Waipahu  party  gi-oup 
openly  distributed  all  ordered  or  assigned  party  mass  literature  during  the 
course  of  open  union  meetings. 

This  prohibitive  policy  adopted  by  the  1948  convention  was  rescinded  by  a 
meeting  of  an  enlarged  Territorial  committee  of  the  party  late  in  1948.  Archie 
Brown,  trade  union  director  of  district  13,  Communist  Party-United  States  of 
America,  attended  the  meeting. 

During  October  1950,  group  chairmen  of  the  party  were  ordered  to  cease  all 
organized  party  activity,  and  Dwight  James  Freeman  informed  them  that  they 
could  no  longer  depend  upon  receiving  mass  agitational  propaganda  from  either 
the  Hawaii  party  or  from  mainland  sources. 

After  the  arrest  of  the  seven  party  leaders  in  August  1951,  plans  were  made 
for  a  party-type  agitational  program  similar  to  the  type  employed  by  the  party 
during  other  Smith  Act  trials.  These  plans  were  vetoed,  and  propaganda  during 
the  trial  was  centered  around  the  courtroom  and  was  handled  by  the  ILWU. 
This  propaganda  campaign  is  discussed  elsew'here  in  this  report. 

Communist  propaganda  in  Hawaii,  as  on  the  mainland  of  the  United  States, 
has  not  been  restricted  to  that  produced  and  circulated  by  the  Communist 
Party,  United  States  of  America,  and  its  Hawaii  branch.  The  citizens  of  the 
United  States  are  subjected  to  a  continual  bombardment  of  Communist  propa- 
ganda directed  at  them  from  Soviet  Russia  and  Iron  Curtain  countries.  The 
volume  of  this  propaganda  is  illustrated  by  a  statement  made  by  Senator  Herman 
Welker  during  hearings  by  a  Senate  subcommittee  investigating  the  strategy  and 
tactics  of  world  communism.     Senator  Welker  stated : 

"*  *  *  I  want  to  ask  you  whether  or  not  you  are  familiar  with  the  hearing 
Senator  Jenner"s  task  force  held  in  New  York  a  couple  of  weeks  ago,  at  which 
I  had  the  honor  to  be  chairman,  wherein  we  held  a  hearing  down  at  the  Customs 
House  and  we  found  millions  of  pieces  of  Communist  propaganda  filling  a  room 
to  the  ceiling  easily  twice  the  size  of  this  and  perhaps  three  times  the  size  of  this 
room.  This  propaganda  has  been  brought  in  by  boat,  airplanes,  and  other  modes 
of  transportation.  *  *  *" 

In  other  hearings  before  this  committee  Mr.  Irving  Fishman,  Deputy  Collector 
of  Customs.  New  York  City,  testified  that  a  monthly  average  of  130,000  to  150,000 
packages  of  propaganda  material  was  received  in  the  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  post  oflBce 
during  a  3-month  period,  and  that  similar  conditions  existed  in  Detroit  and  San 
Francisco. 

Hawaii  has  not  been  neglected  in  this  propaganda  campaign.  Material  has 
been  received  here  from  North  Korea,  Communist  China,  Japan,  and  various 
Communist  satellite  countries  in  Europe. 

INTERNATIONAL  LONGSHOREMEN'S  AND  WAREHOUSEMEN'S  UNION 

(ILWU) 

Communist  Dominatiojs^  of  the  ILWU 

In  its  1953  report,  this  commission  devoted  a  lengthy  section  to  the  ILWU, 
detailing  the  evidence  that  this  union  was  not  only  Communist  controlled,  but 
that  it  was  the  most  effective  vehicle  for  the  implementation  of  the  program 
of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii. 

Nothing  has  occurred  since  the  publication  of  that  report  to  change  this 
commission's  conclusion.  If  anything.  Communist  activities  since  1952  have 
become  even  more  closely  identified  with  the  ILWU.  Between  1945  and  1950 
there  developed  a  number  of  Communist  front  organizations,  and  Communists 
had  attempted — sometimes  successfully — to  infiltrate  others.  Because  of  public 
exposure  of  their  Communist  taint,  these  organizations  have  become  either  passive 
or  defunct. 

Communist  activity  in  Hawaii  now  appears  to  be  centered  almost  entirely 
around  the  ILWU,  its  satellite  union,  the  UPW,  and  the  Honolulu  Record, 
weekly  newspaper  largely  subsidized  by  the  ILWU. 

The  ILWU  and  UPW  are  but  2  of  the  nearly  60  unions  and  employee  organi- 
zations in  Hawaii.'"  That  fact  is  significant  when  one  realizes  that,  among  the 
unions,  only  the  ILWU  and  the  UPW  have  been  reported  by  this  commission  to 
be  dominated  by  Communist  leaders,  and  only  the  ILWU  and  UPW  have  charged 
the  commission  with  union  busting. 


^»  Directorj'  of  Labor  Organizations  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  issued  by  the  Territorial 
Department  of  Labor  and  Industrial  Relations,  September  1954.  Two  other  groups  listed 
in  the  Directory — the  Hawaii  Office  Workers  Union  and  the  Oahu  Labor  Council — are 
simply  alter  egos  of  the  ILWU  and  UPW. 
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Unfortunately,  many  good  citizens  of  Hawaii  still  have  doubts  that  the  ILWU 
is  led  by  Communists.  It  is,  therefore,  pertinent  to  marshal  some  of  the 
evidence  on  the  issue. 

The  ILWU  was  born  a  Communist-dominated  union,  and  has  remained  so 
ever  since.  On  pages  34-35  of  this  report  there  is  mentioned  a  section  of  the 
report  of  the  United  States  Subversive  Activities  Control  Board  concerning  the 
role  of  the  Communist  International  (Moscow)  in  the  1934  general  strike  in 
San  Francisco.  Harry  Bridges,  still  president  of  the  ILWU,  was  the  leader  of 
the  longshore  strike  in  San  Francisco  in  1934  which  led  to  the  general  strike. 

Another  interesting  piece  of  evidence  in  this  connection  was  furnished  by 
Nat  Honig,  former  Communist,  in  testimony  given  before  the  Washington  State 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities. 

"Q.  Was  there  ever  any  doubt  in  your  mind  as  to  whether  or  not  Harry 
Renton  Bridges  was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"A.  No.  I  knew  he  was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  the  day  I  arrived 
in — as  a  matter  of  fact,  I  knew  he  was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party 
when  I  was  in  Moscow. 

"Q.  How  did  you  know  that? 

"A.  Well,  in  the  Red  International  Labor  Union  meetings  in  1934  there  was 
a  general  strike  in  1934  in  San  Francisco  which  arose  out  of  a  waterfront 
strike  and  we  discussed  that  strike,  its  preparations,  and  the  carrying  on  of 
the  strike  and  its  outcome,  and — ah,  we  discussed  Harry  Bridges  as  Comrade 
Bridges. 

"Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  Earl  Browder  refer  to  Bridges  as  Comrade  Bridges? 

"A.  No,  I  never  heard  him  refer  to  him  as  Comrade  Bridges,  but  I  saw  a 
letter  from  Earl  Browder  to  Lozofsky  referring  to  Bridges  as  Comrade  Bridges. 

"News  Reporter  :  Letter  of  whom,  please? 

"The  Witness  :  Oh,  to  Lozofsky,  L-o-z-o-f-s-k-y  who  was  the  head  of  the  Red 
International  Labor  Union. 

"Q.  How  did  you  happen  to  see  this  letter? 

"A.  Well,  my — my — my  job  there  was  to  handle — deal  with  American  trade 
union  questions  that  was  communications  with  Browder  regarding  American 
trade  questions  that  was  communications  to  me  by  Lozofsky. 

"Q.  And  Lozofsky  is  a  Russian,  high  in  the  councils  of  the  Communist  Inter- 
national, is  that  correct? 

"A.  Well,  he  was  high  in  the  councils  of  the  trade  union  of  the  Red  Inter- 
national Labor  Union,  which  was  a  trade  union  section  of  the  Communist 
International,  which  was. 

"Q.  And  in  this  letter  Earl  Browder — was  he  then  head  of  the  Communist 
Party  in  this  United  States? 

"A.  Secretary  of  the  party. 

"Q.  And  he  referred  to  Harry  Bridges  as  Comrade  Bridges? 

"A.  Yes. 

"Q.  After  you  assumed  your  position  in  San  Francisco,  did  you  receive  other 
evidence  of  the  membership  of  Harry  Renton  Bridges  in  the  Communist  Party, 
other  than  sitting  in  meetings  with  him? 

"A.  Oh,  yes.  I  attended  district  executive  meetings  of — in  my  position  on 
the  Western  Worker — of  the  Communist  Party  there  in  San  Francisco,  at  party 
headquarters  and  we  discussed  Bridges  as  our  Comrade  Bridges,  discussed  his 
work.  Sometimes  we  were  very  critical.  He  sometimes  would  stray  off  the 
reservation,  not  politically,  but  as  far  as  carrying  things  out  practicably  or 
feasibly.  He  wouldn't  do  what  he  was  told.  Not  that  he  wasn't  subservient 
completely  politically." 

No  less  an  authority  than  William  Z.  Foster,  chairman  of  the  Communist 
Party,  United  States  of  America,  has  identified  Bridges  as  a  Communist. 
Foster  testified  before  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities : 

"Mr.  Foster.  That  is  not  true.  It  was  on  the  program  of  the  Communist 
Party  that  the  Supreme  Court  ruled,  that  it  was  American  to  advocate  what 
the  Communist  Party  proposed,  and  at  this  time,  Mr.  Chairman,  if  I  may,  in 
reply  to  the  statement  of  Mr.  Mundt,  I  believe,  I  would  like  to  say  that  on  the 
basis  of  these  arguments  Mr.  Biddle,  who  was  notorious  for  his  Red-baiting 
activities,  undertook  to  smear  Harry  Bridges,  the  Communist,  with  the  result 
that  he  was  reversed  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  and  I  would  like 
to  at  this  time,  on  the  basis  of  my  previous  remarks,  introduce  these  two  docu- 
ments. One  is  the  program  of  the  Communist  Party,  and  the  other  is  this 
document  that  we  quoted  from,  the  Schneiderman  case."     [Italic  added.] 
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Bridges  has  been  identified  as  a  Communist  by  many  people  under  many  cir- 
cumstances. Also  before  the  Washington  State  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities,  Harry  Bridges'  wife,  among  others,  testified  that  he  was  a  Commu- 
nist. Before  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  Bridges  has  been 
identified  as  a  Communist  in  testimony  given  in  1949,  in  1951,  in  1952,  in  1953, 
and  in  1954. 

Harry  Bridges  was  successful  in  obtaining  American  citizenship  in  1945.  But 
on  May  25,  1949,  he  was  indicted  by  a  Federal  grand  jury  on  charges  of  con- 
spiracy and  perjury  in  connection  with  his  obtaining  citizenship.  The  Immi- 
gration Service  immediately  filed  a  civil  complaint  seeking  to  revoke  Bridges' 
citizenship,  declaring  that  he  was  a  Communist  when  he  was  naturalized  and 
still  is  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  The  Bridges  trial  began  on  November 
14,  1949.  Indicted  and  tried  with  him  were  his  two  aides  in  the  International 
Longshoremen's  and  Warehousemen's  Union,  James  Robertson  and  Henry 
Schmidt.  On  April  4,  1950,  a  jury  found  Bridges  guilty  on  two  counts — that 
he  committed  perjury  when  at  his  naturalization  hearing  on  September  17,  1945, 
he  swore  he  had  never  been  a  Communist  Party  member,  and  that  he  conspired 
with  his  codefendants  to  deny  party  membership.  Robertson  and  Schmidt  were 
found  guilty  of  conspiracy  and  on  another  count  of  abetting  Bridges'  perjury 
by  swearing  at  naturalization  proceedings  that  Bridges  was  not  a  Communist 
when  they  knew  he  was.  Bridges  was  sentenced  to  5  years  in  prison  for  perjury 
and  2  years  for  conspiracy,  the  sentences  to  run  concurrently.  Bridges  imme- 
diately appealed  his  conviction. 

This  conviction  was  reversed  by  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  grounds  that  the 
statute  of  limitations  had  expired  before  the  charge  was  brought.  This  decision 
was  not  a  judicial  reversal  of  the  finding  of  fact  by  the  jury,  but  a  setting  aside  of 
the  verdict  because  the  prosecution  was  commenced  too  late. 

The  fact  that  the  CIO  expelled  the  ILWU  in  1950  on  the  grounds  that  it  was 
Communist  dominated  was  briefly  discussed  in  this  commission's  1953  report. 
The  report  of  the  executive  board  committee  of  the  CIO  which  recommended 
the  action,  shows  that  the  recommendation  was  based  on  findings : 

(a)  That  the  policies  of  the  ILWU  have  followed  exactly,  without  devia- 
tion, those  of  the  Communist  Party.  Said  the  CIO  report :  "The  ILWU  has 
never  criticized  Russia,  nor  has  it  ever  taken  the  side  of  the  United  States 
in  a  dispute  between  the  two  countries." 

(6)  That  on  direct  evidence,  detailed  in  the  report.  Communists  control 
the  ILWU. 

In  its  report,  the  CIO  committee  rejected  Bridges'  defense  that  ILWU  policies 
have  reflected  the  will  of  the  membership.     Said  the  committee : 

"The  committee  members  are  fully  acquainted  with  the  devices  employed  by 
Communist  minorities  to  impose  their  policies  upon  organizations  *  *  * 

"The  committee  wishes  to  make  it  perfectly  clear  that  its  findings  as  to  ILWU 
are  based,  as  they  must  be,  on  the  policies  and  activities  of  the  union  under  the 
leadership  of  its  present  international  officers  and  executive  board.  Those  find- 
ings carry  no  implication  that  the  individual  members  of  the  union  are  Com- 
munists or  favorable  to  communism.  To  the  contrary,  the  committee  is  per- 
suaded that  many  of  the  members  of  ILWU  have  been  taken  in  by  the  evasion 
and  the  subterfuge,  the  devices  and  the  maneuvers,  which  the  Communist-minded 
leaders  of  this  union  have  used  to  maintain  themselves  in  power,  concealing  all 
the  while  the  fact  that  the  union's  policies  and  activities  were  not  the  real 
informed  decision  of  the  members  but  determined  in  accordance  with  the  line 
of  the  Commuinst  Party." 

It  should  be  noted  that  there  has  been  little  change  among  international  officers 
of  the  ILWU  since  that  CIO  report  was  made : 

Harry  Bridges  is  still  president :  J.  R.  Robertson,  vice  president ;  and  Louis 
Goldblatt,  secretary-treasurer.  Bridges  and  Goldblatt  have  been  identified  as 
members  of  the  Communist  Party  by  testimony  under  oath,  and  Robertson  has 
been  shown  to  have  been  present  at  closed  party  meetings. 

The  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  on  April  22,  1954  at  San 
Diego,  Calif.,  heard  the  testimony  of  Ernestine  Gatewood.  who  admitted  join- 
ing the  Communist  Party  in  1948.  She  worked  for  the  California  Labor  School 
from  1949  to  1951,  and  in  April  1952,  she  was  employed  by  the  ILWU  in  San 
Francisco,  where  she  remained  until  July  15,  1953.  She  terminated  her  work  at 
the  ILWU  at  their  request,  by  which  time  she  had  also  become  disillusioned  with, 
and  had  resigned  from,  the  Communist  Party.     She  testified : 

"Mr.  Tavenneb.  Well,  did  your  membership  in  the  Communist  Party  play  any 
part  in  your  selection  for  a  position  with  the  ILWU,  in  the  first  place? 
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"Miss  Gatewood.  Well,  I  sort  of  think  so,  because  when  I  was  interviewed  for 
the  job  there  was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  who  had  a  very  top  level 
position  in  the  department  that  I  was  to  work  in,  and  I  am  pretty  sure  that  hav- 
ing talked  to  her,  that  she  in  turn  talked  to  the  head  of  the  department,  and  I 
thereby  secured  this  position. 

"Mr.  Tavennek.  Did  this  Communist  Party  member  know  of  your  Com- 
munist Party  meml)ership'? 

"IMiss  Gatewood.  Oh,  yes. 

"Mr.  Tavenner.  What  was  her  name? 

"Miss  Gatewood.  Helen  Bender." 

Miss  Gatewood  went  on  to  say  that  most  of  the  members  of  the  ILWU  staff 
were  Communist  Party  membei's,  and  that  it  was  very  hard  for  a  non-Communist 
to  become  a  member  of  the  staff. 

A  study  of  the  1955  elected  officers,  international  officers,  ILWU  Memorial 
Association  officers  and  directors,  and  full  time  paid  members  of  the  ILWU 
staff  indicates  that  about  50  percent  of  these  are  either  identified  Communists 
or  known  alumni  of  the  Communist  California  Labor  School.  Presented  below 
are  brief  summaries  of  information  about  various  important  ILV/U  officials  and 
paid  employees. 

Yukio  Abe,  elected  official,  trustee,  OaJiu  division,  ILWU  11/2 

Identified  as  having"  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Four  persons 
have  testified  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities.  Before  the  House 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  Abe  refused  to  testify  concerning  bis  Com- 
munist Party  associations  on  the  ground  that  such  testimony  would  tend  to  in- 
criminate him.     He  is  one  of  the  so-called  Reluctant  39. 

Yasuki  Arakaki,  elected  official,  ILWU  convention  delegate,  ILWU  executive 
board 
Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Seven  persons 
have  testified  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities.  Before  the  House 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  Arakaki  refused  to  testify  regarding  his 
Communist  Party  affiliations  on  the  grounds  that  such  testimony  would  tend 
to  incriminate  him.     He  is  one  of  the  so-called  Reluctant  39. 

Ernest  Arena,  elected  to  paid  position,  business  agent,  miscellaneous  industrial 
grouping,  Oahu  division,  ILWU  142 
Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Ten  persons 
have  testified  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities.  Two  of  these  wit- 
nesses collected  Communist  I'arty  dues  from  Arena ;  another  delivered  Com- 
munist Party  literature  to  him  for  distribution.  Before  the  House  Committee 
on  Un-American  Activities  Arena  refused  to  testit5'  regarding  his  Communist 
Party  affiliations  because  such  testimony  might  tend  to  incriminate  him.  He  is 
one  of  the  so-called  Reluctant  39. 

Eileen  Fujimoto,  paid  employee,  ILWU  offi,ce  staff 

Mrs.  Fujimoto  has  been  on  the  ILWU  office  staff  for  several  years.  Her  hus- 
band is  Charles  Fujimoto,  who  in  1948  publicly  announced  he  was  chairman  of 
the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii.  Eileen  and  Charles  Fujimoto  were  convicted 
in  1953  of  violating  the  Smith  Act. 

Saburo  Fujisaki,  paid  employee,  ILWU  sports  and  medical  director,  chairman, 
ILWU  defense  committee 

Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Two  persons  have 
testified  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities. 

Jack  Hall,  paid  employee,  regional  director,  ILWU 

Hall  has  been  identified  in  sworn  testimony  as  having  been  a  member  of  the 
Communist  Party  as  early  as  1937.  Numerous  witnesses  have  testified  regarding 
his  Communist  membership  and  activity.  In  1953  he  was  convicted  of  violating 
the  Smith  Act. 

Edivard  K.  Hong,  paid  employee,  manager,  recreation  room,  ILWU,  treasurer, 
ILWU  Memorial  Association  {1952) 
Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Four  persons 
have  testified  or  executed  sworn  statements  concerning  his  Communist  Party 
activities.  Under  oath  befoi'e  the  House  Comniitlee  on  Un-American  Activities, 
Hong  refused  to  answer  questions  regarding  his  association  with  the  Communist 
Party  on  the  grounds  that  such  testimony  would  tend  to  incriminate  him.  He  is 
one  of  the  so-called  Reluctant  39. 
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Kameo  Iclitmura,  paid  employee,  business  agent,  Maui  {1953),  elected  trustee  and 
convention  delegate,  Maui  division 
Identified  as  having  attended  Communist  Party  meetings.  Before  the  House 
Conuuittee  on  Un-American  Activities,  under  oath,  Ichimura  refused  to  discuss 
these  allegations  on  the  grounds  that  such  testimony  would  tend  to  incriminate 
him.    He  is  one  of  the  so-called  Reluctant  39. 

Koichi  Imori,  paid  employee,  international  representative,  ILWU 

Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Nine  persons 
have  testified  concerning  his  Community  Party  activities.  One  of  these  witnesses, 
;in  ex-Communist,  stated  that  he  collected  party  dues  from  Imori;  one  had  re- 
ceived a  Communist  Party  membership  card  from  Imori ;  one  had  issued  a  party 
card  to  Imori ;  two  had  received  from  Imori  invitations  to  join  the  Communist 
Party.  Imori  has  refused  to  testify  regarding  his  Communist  affiliations  on  the 
ground  that  such  testimony  would  tend  to  incriminate  him.  He  is  one  of  the  so- 
called  Reluctant  39. 

Wallace  Toshio  Kamihara,  paid  employee  {1953) 

A  former  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii 
has  in  testimony  identified  Kamihara  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist 
Party  and  as  having  attended  Communist  Party  meetings. 

Joseph  K.  {Blurr)  Kealalio,  paid  employee,  standby  vice  president  of  interna- 
tional, member,  ILWU  executive  board,  organiser  for  ILWU  Seagoing  Cooks 
and  Steivards 
Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.    Eight  persons 
have  testified  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities.    Included  among  those 
so  testifying  was  the  man  who  recruited  Kealalio  into  the  party  about  1945. 

Levi  Kealoha,  president,  ILWU  Memorial  Association  {1952),  member  ILWU 
executive  board 
Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Six  persons 
have  testified  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities.  One  of  these  has 
testified  that  Kealoha  was  a  member  of  the  party  before  World  War  II.  Before 
the  House  Committe  on  Un-American  Activities  Kealoha  refused  to  testify  con- 
cerning his  Communist  affiliations  on  the  grounds  that  such  testimony  would 
tend  to  incriminate  him.     He  is  one  of  the  so-called  Reluctant  39. 

Robert   Y.  Kunimwa,  paid   employee,   business  agent,  ILWU  Kauai    {1952) 

Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Two  persons 
have  testifietl  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities.  One  testified  that 
Kunimura  had  been  recruited  into  the  party  in  1946. 

Robert  W.  McElrath,  paid  employee,  ILWU  public  relations  director 

There  is  considerable  testimony  in  the  files  of  this  Commission  identifying 
McElrath  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  prior  to  World  War 
II  and  up  to  1948,  when  he  reportedly  was  expelled  from  the  party.  Before 
the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  in  1950  McElrath  refused  to 
give  testimony  regarding  his  present  or  past  membership  in  the  Communist 
Party  on  the  grounds  that  such  testimony  might  tend  to  incriminate  him.  He  is 
one  of  the  so-called  Reluctant  39.  His  evening  broadcasts,  however,  are  still 
regarded  as  a  prime  source  of  Communist  propaganda  in  Hawaii. 

Ah  Quon  Leong  McElrath,  paid  employee,  ILWU  medical  services  claims  de- 
partment, chief  assistant  to  Saburo  Fujisalci 
Wife  of  Robert  McElrath.  There  is  voluminous  testimony  that  she  was  a 
member  of  the  Communist  Party,  and  on  its  executive  board  at  times.  She 
reportedly  was  expelled  from  the  party  in  1950  because  she  considered  the  ex- 
pulsion of  her  husband  in  1948  to  have  been  a  mistake. 

Newton  Kunio  Miyagi,   elected   to   paid  position,   secretary-treasurer,   ILWU, 
Local  l.'f2 
A  former  member  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii 
has  in  testimony  identified  Miyagi  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist 
Party  and  as  having  attended  Community  Party  meetings. 

Tadashi    "Castner"    Ogawa,    elected    official,    Oahu,    division    director,    ILWU, 
Local  11/2 
Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.     Four  persons 
have  testified  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities.     One  testified  he  was 
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recruited  into  the  Communist  Party  about  1945.  Before  the  House  Committee 
on  Un-American  Activities  he  refused  to  answer  any  questions  regarding  his 
association  witli  tlie  Communi>st  Party  on  the  grounds  tliat  such  testimony  would 
tend  to  incriminate  him.     He  is  one  of  the  so-called  Reluctant  39. 

Hideo  "Major"  Okada,  elected  official,  executive  board,  Oaliu  division 

Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Five  persons 
have  testified  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities.  One  stated  Oliada  had 
been  recruited  about  1945.  Before  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activi- 
ties Okada  refused  to  testify  regarding  his  Communist  affiliations  on  the  grounds 
thast  such  testimony  would  tend  to  incriminate  him.  He  is  one  of  the  so-called 
reluctant  39. 

Kenji  ''Sleepy"  Omuro,  paid  employee  (1953) 

Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Three  persons 
have  testified  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities. 

Toyomasa  Osliiro,  paid  official,  secretary,  ILWU  Memorial  Association,  office 
manager;  ILWU 
Oshiro  has  been  identified  in  testimony  and  aflidavit  under  oath  as  having 
been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  and  engaged  in  Communist  Party  activi- 
ties. Testimony  available  to  this  Commission  indicates  that  he  received  quan- 
tities of  Communist  Party  literature  which  he  redistributed. 

Ruth  Y.  Ozaki,  paid  employee,  offlce  staff,  ILWU,  1953-5Jf 

Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Four  persons 
have  testified  concerning  her  Communist  Party  activities.  One  of  these  placed 
her  in  the  party  as  early  as  1946.  Before  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities  she  refused  to  testify  concerning  her  Communist  Party  affiliation  on 
the  ground  that  such  testimony  might  tend  to  incriminate  her.  She  is  one  of 
the  so-called  reluctant  39. 

Mitsuo  "Slim"  Shimizu,  dii'ector  ILWU,  Kauai  division  (1953) 

Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Three  persons 
have  testified  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities.  In  November  1954 
Shimizu  was  defeated  in  the  ILWU  election  for  the  post  of  director  of  the  Kauai 
division.  Previously  he  had  held  numerous  offices  in  the  ILWU.  Before  the 
House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  Shimizu  refused  to  testify  con- 
cerning his  Communist  Party  affiliations  on  the  grounds  that  such  testimony 
might  tend  to  incriminate  him.     He  is  one  of  the  so-called  reluctant  39. 

Frank  G.  Silva,  elected  to  paid  position,  business  agent,  sugar  industrial  group, 
Kauai  division,  ILWU,  chairman,  union  defense  committee 
Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Three  persons 
have  testified  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities.  An  effort  was  made 
to  recruit  him  into  the  party  before  World  War  II,  but  he  did  not  join  until 
1946.  Before  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  he  refused  to 
answer  questions  concerning  his  Communist  Party  affiliations,  or  his  attendance 
in  1947  at  the  California  Labor  School  (a  Communist  institution)  on  the  grounds 
that  such  testimony  might  tend  to  incriminate  him.  He  is  one  of  the  so-called 
reluctant  39. 

David  Evans  Thompson,  paid  official,  educational  director,  ILWU 

Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Six  persons  have 
testified  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities. 

Thomas  Seikichi  Yagi,  elected  to  paid  position,  director,  Maui  division,  ILWU 
Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Two  persons 
have  testified  concerning  his  Communist  Party  activities.  Before  the  House 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  YAGI  refused  to  answer  questions  con- 
cerning his  Communist  Party  affiliations  on  the  grounds  that  such  testimony 
might  tend  to  incriminate  him.     He  is  one  of  the  so-called  reluctant  39. 

In  addition  to  those  above-named,  other  officials  of  the  ILWU  are  known 
to  have  been  trained  at  the  California  Labor  School,  which  has  been  declared 
a  subversive  Communist  organization  by  the  United  States  Attorney  General. 
Although  they  have  not  been  identified  as  Communists,  their  training  as  labor 
leadei's  has  been  received  from  Communists. 

Another  indication  of  Communist  control  of  the  ILWU  is  found  in  an  analysis 
of  the  officers  and  directors  of  the  ILWU  Memorial  Association.     This  associa- 
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tiou  was  incorporated  in  1950  as  a  nonprofit  organization  "for  fraternal,  civic, 
political  and  economic  purposes." 

Its  primary  function  appears  to  be  to  own  the  building  and  lands  used  by  the 
ILWU  as  its  headquarters.  It  has  also  sponsored  the  Willard  K.  Bassett 
memorial  scholarship,  in  memory  of  the  late  administrative  assistant  to  Hono- 
lulu's mavor,  John  H.  Wilson.

On  July  6,  1951,  Jack  Kawano,  former  president  of  ILWU,  Local  137.  and 
admittedly   a   former   Communist,    testified   in   Washington   before   the   House 
Committee   on   Un-American    Activities    about    Communist   domination    of    the 
ILWL^.     The  53  pages  of  his  testimony  should  be  read  by  anyone  interested  in 
this  subject.     His  views  are  best  summarized  by  quoting  from  a  letter  which 
was  introduced  in  evidence  before  the  committee.     A  portion  of  this  letter  reads  : 
"I  wish  all  to  know  that  I  am  not  an  organizer  for  tlie  CIO. 
"My  position  is  that  in  the  event  anyone  tried  to  split  the  ILV.'U  by  raids  or 
otherwi.se  I  would  help  in  whatever  way  I  could  to  maintain  unity  within  the 
membershin  of  the  ILWU. 

"I  am  not  a  Communist.  However,  I  was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party. 
I  joined  the  Communist  Party  because  some  individual  Commimists  were  willing 
to  assist  me  in  organizing  the  waterfront  union.  The  waterfront  employers  were 
totally  intolerant  of  labor  unions.  They  did  all  they  could  to  smash  all  attempts 
to  organize  the  waterfront.  No  civic  or  community  organizations  showed  any 
signs  of  willingness  to  assist  in  our  organizing  efforts.  I  did  not  think  it  was 
harmful  to  the  union  as  long  as  the  Communists  were  willing  to  assist  me  in 
bringing  up  the  living  standards  of  the  workngman,  because  they  led  me  to  believe 
that  the  basic  existence  of  the  Communist  Party  was  primarily  to  promote  the 
best  interests  of  the  workingman. 

"I  decided  to  quit  the  Communist  Party  because  I  found  that  the  primary 
existence  of  the  Communist  Party  was  not  for  the  best  interests  of  the  work- 
ingman, but  to  dupe  the  members  of  the  union,  to  control  the  union,  and  to  use 
the  union  for  purposes  other  than  strictly  trade-union  matters. 

"The  Communists  play  rings  around  the  rank-and-file  members  of  the  imion 
and  their  union's  constitutions  by  meeting  separately  and  secretly  among  them- 
selves and  making  prior  decisions  on  all  important  union-policy  matters,  such 
as  the  question  of  strikes,  election  of  officers,  ratification  of  union  agreements, 
the  question  of  American  foreign  policy,  and  all  other  important  matters  of 
the  union. 

"Primarily  all  of  these  decisions  are  made  on  the  basis  of  what  is  good  for 
the  Commimist  Party  and  not  what  is  good  for  the  membership  of  the  union. 

"For  instance,  in  the  election  of  officers  of  the  sugar  local  in  1946  the  Com- 
munist Party  met  and  made  their  decision,  which  was  to  get  their  candidate 
elected  at  all  cost.  As  a  result  of  this  decision,  I  was  informed  that  the  Com- 
munists stuffed  the  ballot  box  on  behalf  of  their  candidate. 
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"Another  instance  was  the  proposed  sugar  strike  of  1949  at  the  time  when 
the  longshore  strike  was  on.  The  Communist  Party  had  met  and  made  a  deci- 
sion to  pull  the  workers  on  strike  at  that  time  when  the  longshoremen  were 
having  a  life-and-death  struggle  in  their  strike  against  the  waterfront  em- 
ployers— the  strike  for  both  the  longshoremen  and  the  sugar  workers  would  have 
been  smashed. 

"There  is  no  real  local  autonomy  as  long  as  the  rank-and-file  members  allow 
the  Communist  Party,  through  the  few  Communists  in  their  union,  to  predeter- 
mine all  important  matters  on  union  policy  and  dominate  their  union." 

One  of  the  most  significant  portions  of  Kawano's  testimony  occurred  in  this 
passage : 

"Mr.  Tavenner.  Do  you  know  how  disagreements  between  Hall  and  any  of 
his  associates  in  the  Communist  Party  were  settled  or  to  be  settled? 

"Mr.  Kawano.  Well,  all  I  can  say  here  is  what  I  learned  from  Hall.  At  one 
time  near  the  end  of  1948,  or  very  early  in  1949,  Jack  Hall  was  in  such  a  posi- 
tion that  he  wanted  to  quit  his  job  as  regional  director.  The  reason  for  that 
was  that  there  was  quite  a  bit  of  pressure  being  put  on  him  by  the  Communists. 
Some  of  those  Communists  were  members  of  unions,  but  a  great  many  of  the 
Communists  were  outsiders  who  did  not  belong  to  the  unions  but  held  very  high 
positions  in  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii. 

"So  he  told  me  that  he  went  to  San  Francisco  with  the  idea  of  having  a  show- 
down, because  Robertson,  first  vice  president  of  ILWU,  he  said,  listened  to  the 
other  group  more  than  he  did  to  Jack  Hall.  And  so  he  went  to  San  Francisco 
and  had  a  talk  with  the  three  leaders,  Bridges,  Goldblatt,  and  Robertson ;  and 
who  else  outside  of  that  met  with  them,  I  don't  know,  but  he  said  he  had  a  good 
working  arrangement  worked  out. 

"He  said  the  plan  was  that  he  had  the  right  to  disagree  with  the  local  Com- 
munist Party;  that  he  was  an  employee  of  the  international,  and  any  time 
orders  from  the  international  office  did  not  coincide  with  directives  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  of  Hawaii  he  did  not  have  to  follow  the  wishes  of  the  Communist 
Party  of  Hawaii,  but  had  to  follow  the  directives  of  the  international  oflice  in 
San  Francisco. 

"Then  he  said  that  whenever  such  a  problem  occurred  he  would  reject  accept- 
ing the  recommendation  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  and  have  that  prob- 
lem thrown  into  the  hands  of  the  international  office  of  ILWU  and  the  State 
Communist  Party  headquarters  to  settle ;  and  if  they  settled  amicably,  he  would 
follow  the  decision ;  if  it  could  not  be  settled  amicably,  then  it  would  be  thrown 
into  the  national  headquarters  of  the  Communist  Party  in  New  York,  and  what- 
ever was  decided  would  be  accepted  by  the  State  headquarters  in  California 
and  the  international  ofiice  in  San  Francisco. 

"Mr.  Tavenner.  The  final  appeal,  then,  was  to  the  Communist  Party  head- 
quarters in  New  York? 

"Mr.  Kawano.  That  is  correct. 

"Mr.  Tavenner.  And  it  was  not  a  question  of  the  national  headquarters  of 
the  Communist  Party  agreeing  with  the  international  office  of  the  union,  but 
was  purely  the  decision  of  the  Comnmnist  national  headquarters? 

"Mr.  Kawano.  That  is  right.  It  is  predetermination,  I  guess,  on  the  part  of  the 
international  office  of  the  union  and  the  State  headquarters  of  the  Communist 
Party  to  accept  whatever  decision  might  come  out  of  the  national  headquarters 
of  the  Communist  Party  in  New  York." 

Additional  testimony  regarding  the  Communist  domination  of  the  ILWU 
occurs  in  an  affidavit  submitted  to  this  Commission  by  a  foi'mer  member  of  the 
Communist  Party.  One  section  discusses  a  movement  within  the  Communist 
Party  in  1947-49  advocating  that  a  part  of  party  activities  emerge  from  its 
underground  status.    This  witness  goes  on  to  say  : 

"A  step  in  this  dii-ection  was  taken  when  Charles  Fujimoto  replaced  Free- 
man as  party  organizer  in  October  1948,  and  publicly  announced  his  'chairman- 
ship' of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii. 

"It  is  also  of  interest  to  note  that  this  progi-am  was  opposed  by  those  party 
leaders  who  headed  the  ILWU.  They  argued  that  in  the  long  run  open  party 
acthHtics  tvonld  endanger  their  entrenehment  within  t^ie  ILWU,  and  that  since 
the  ILWU  and  its  broad  memhership  constituted  the  base  of  the  revolutionary 
movement  in  Hawaii,  that  it  must  he  protected  at  all  cost.  This  program  policy 
emerged  on  top,  in  the  face  of  increased  pressure  put  on  the  party  through  the 
worsening  of  international  relations.  In  1952,  Fujimoto  stated  that  the  more 
orthodox  Marxists  in  party  leadership  were  ordered  to  compromise  on  all  tactics 
as  long  as  basic  party  principles  were  not  altered."    [Italic  added.] 
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In  addition  to  the  foregoing  evidence,  anotlier  indication  of  tlie  political 
orientation  of  the  ILWU  leadership  is  to  be  found  in  its  statements  on  foreign 
affairs,  which  invariably  adhere  to  the  current  Communist  Party  line.  These 
are  usually  made  in  the  form  of  resolutions  passed  at  executive  board  meetings 
of  conventions. 

A  story  published  in  the  November  13,  1953,  edition  of  the  Dispatcher  cover- 
ing the  actions  of  the  ILWU  international  executive  board  in  Seattle,  Wash., 
on  October  29  and  30, 1953,  had  this  to  say  : 

"*  *  *  At  its  second  and  closing  session  on  October  30,  the  ILWU  adopted  a 
powerfully  worded  resolution  titled :  'Let  Us  Live  and  Let  Live ;  Let  Us  Fear  No 
Nation  and  No  Man.' 

"The  resolution  called  for  an  end  to  economic  blockades  and  the  establish- 
ment of  free  trade  throughout  the  world. 

"The  resolution  stated  that  atom  and  H-bombs  are  no  longer  a  monopoly  of 
the  USA  and  called  for  cease-fires  in  Indochina,  Malaya,  and  Africa,  resolution 
of  the  unsettled  issues  in  Korea  and  a  meeting  hetiveen  President  Eisenhower 
and  Georgi  Malenkov,  premier  of  the  Soviet  Union. 

"aid  to  leaders 

"The  continuing  indictment  and  presecution  of  trade-union  leaders  was  also 
denounced  at  this  closing  session  of  the  ILWU  board,  and  support  was  urged 
for  Julius  Emspak,  of  the  United  Electrical,  Radio  and  Machine  Workers ;  Hugh 
Bryson,  of  the  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards;  Ben  Gold,  of 
the  Fur  and  Leather  Workers;  Karly  Larsen,  of  the  International  Woodwork- 
ers ;  Jack  Hall,  regional  director  of  ILWU,  and  others. 

"  'There's  a  whole  pattern  developing  in  our  country,'  said  the  board  resolu- 
tion, 'which  under  the  guise  of  "fighting  subversion"  is  an  attempt  by  politicians 
and  employers  to  dictate  union  policies,  and  to  decide  who  should  be  the  union 
officers.  By  such  methods  they  hope  to  make  American  unions  weaker,  a  softer 
touch  for  wage  cuts,  speedups,  lockouts,  and  raid.'  *  *  *" 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  call  for  free  trade  throughout  the  world  (i.  e.,  with 
Communist  countries,  since  there  is  free  trade  with  the  other  countries  of  the 
West),  the  call  for  cease-fires  in  Indochina,  Malaya  (where  the  Communists 
were  taking  a  licking),  and  Africa  (presumably  the  British  action  against  the 
Mau  Mau  terrorists),  and  the  call  for  a  meeting  between  Malenkov  and  Presi- 
dent Eisenhower — all  might  have  come  right  from  the  Kremlin  Foreign  Aifairs 
Ministry. 

Attending  this  meeting  of  the  ILWU  executive  board,  according  to  the  story, 
were  five  representatives  from  Hawaii,  including  Communists  Jack  Hall,  Ernest 
Arena,  and  Joe  (Blurr)  Kealalio.  The  other  two  were  George  Martin,  of 
Hawaii,  and  Primitivo  Queja,  of  Kauai. 

The  February  19,  1954,  issue  of  The  Dispatcher  printed  this  story  about  an- 
other ILWU  executive  board  meeting : 

"Caucus  Calls  fob  Trade  With  China  and  Fab  East 

"Bellingham,  Wash. — An  ILWU  executive  board  resolution  on  world  trade 
and  a  report  by  the  coast  labor  relations  committee  on  the  same  subject,  were 
both  adopted  by  the  ILWU  longshore,  shipclerks,  and  walking  bosses'  caucus 
which  met  here  February  8  to  11. 

"In  its  report  to  the  caucus,  the  CLRC  said  : 

"  'Realistically,  the  best  direction  for  us  to  look,  in  terms  of  keeping  present 
longshore  employment  levels,  or  substantially  increasing  them,  is  in  the  di- 
rection of  foreign  trade.' 

"Pointing  out  that  the  situation  required  an  analysis  of  the  entire  question  of 
world  trade,  including  the  foreign  policy  of  the  United  States,  the  CLRC  report 
singled  out  the  following : 

"data  on  world  tbade 

"  '1.  The  world  market  *  *  *  has  been  split  into  two  parts :  *  *  *  trade  and 
commerce  between  "Western"  or  "free  enterprise  capitalist"  countries  and  *  *  * 
"Communist"  or  "Socialist"  coimtries  ; 

"2.  Trade  between  "Western"  countries  has  been  and  still  is  declining  *  *  * 
A  developing  recession  in  the  United  States  will  inevitably  mean  an  increase  in 
trade  barriers,  such  as  tariffs  which  may  serve  to  further  harden  the  arteries 
of  trade  between  the  United  States  and  the  rest  of  the  "free"  world  ; 
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"  '3.  Trade  is  growing  *  *  *  between  countries  of  the  "Eastern"  or  "Com- 
munist-Socialist" world  *  *  *' 

"These  facts,  the  CLRC  report  points  out,  mean  that  so-called  Western  coun- 
tries are  losing  trade  while  the  others  are  gaining  it. 

"why  not  trade? 

"  'The  answer,'  says  the  report,  '*  *  *  is  to  seek  to  increase  further  the  trade 
between  the  two  world  trading  areas.'  This  in  itself  will  expand  world  trade 
and  increase  longshore  employment. 

"  'Other  than  political  reasons  advanced  *  *  *  by  the  United  States  military 
and  State  Department  *  *  *  there  are  no  sound  economic  reasons  why  present 
American  restrictions  on  world  trade  should  not  be  lifted.  *  *  * 

"  'We  are  overproducing  in  terms  of  almost  all  commodities.  *  *  *  Other  coun- 
tries need  *  *  *  our  national  production.  *  *  * 

"  'We  must  continue  to  work  as  best  we  can,  and  in  every  way  we  can, 
to  help  break  down  present  American  barriers  to  world  trade — not  only  in  our 
own  interests  but  in  the  interests  of  the  country  as  a  whole.'  " 

A  similar  resolution  was  passed  at  the  September  15,  1954,  meeting  of  the 
ILWU  executive  board  in  San  Francisco.  The  complete  text  may  be  found 
on  page  6  of  the  September  17,  1954,  issue  of  the  Dispatcher.  The  resolution 
was  also  favorably  reported  by  the  September  17,  1954,  issue  of  the  Daily 
People's  World,  west  coast  organ  of  the  Communist  Party. 

It  may  possibly  be  illuminating  to  compare  some  passages  of  this  resolution 
with  the  Conuuunist  Party  draft  program  :

"The  ILWU  wants  to  see  the  freest  "The  Avidest  promotion  of  free  world 
possible  exchange  of  goods,  ideas,  and  trade.  Our  country,  in  its  own  inter- 
delegations  of  people — including  work-  ests,  must  take  advantage  of  the  im- 
ing  people — between  all  the  countries  mense  mai'kets  for  American  goods 
of  the  world.  *  *  *  [This]  will  bene-  available  in  the  Soviet  Union,  China, 
fit  everyone,  including  the  American  and  Eastern  Europe."

"The  ILWU  welcomes  every  effort —  "This  program  for  jobs,  peace,  and 
no  matter  what  the  source — to  lessen  democracy  is  a  program  for  Ameri- 
international  tensions  and  to  negotiate  can.  *  *  *  No  one  group  in  America  can 
away  differences.  (We  can  find  such  achieve  these  things.  The  unity  of  all

This  state  of  mind  was  again  underscored  in  results  of  another  Interna- 
tional ILWU  executive  board  meeting  in  San  Francisco  on  December  2,  3,  and 
4,  1954.  Once  again  the  ILWU  showed  concern  with  foreign  affairs,  but  this 
time  in  another  thenter.  According  to  the  Dispatcher,  issue  of  December  10, 
1954,  Louis  Boris  Goldblatt  (an  identified  Communist)  sent  the  following 
letter  to  President  Eisenhower,  Secretary  of  State  Dulles,  and  California 
Senators  Knowlaud  and  Kuchel : 

"The  international  executive  board  of  the  International  Longshoremen's 
and   Warehousemen's    Union   is   deeply   disturbed   at   the   recent   reversal   in 
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United  States  foreign  policy  which  will  result  in  the  shipment  of  arms  to  Iraq 
and  other  Arab  States.  At  the  recently  concluded  meeting  of  the  board  it  was 
unanimously  agreed  to  inform  you  of  our  feeling  on  this  matter,  and  to  urge 
upon  the  use  of  your  high  office  to  stop  the  shipment  of  arms  to  the  Arab 
States. 

"Characteristically,  the  decision  to  ship  arms  has  been  justified  on  the 
grounds  that  to  do  so  is  in  the  interest  of  the  United  States.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  Arab  States  need  the  arms  to  resist  outside — meaning  Soviet- 
aggression. 

"But  the  record  of  the  unrest  in  the  Middle  East  for  the  past  years  has  been 
one  of  the  most  ruthless  aggression  by  the  Arab  States  against  Israel.  To 
increase  the  armed  strength  of  these  aggressors,  who  have  made  no  secret  of 
their  intention  to  wage  war  against  Israel  once  they  feel  ready  to  move,  is 
neither  in  the  interest  of  the  people  of  the  Middle  East — Arab  or  Israel— 
nor  of  the   United   States. 

"The  American  Trade  Union  Council  of  the  National  Union  Council  of  the 
National  Committee  for  Labor  Israel  has  brought  this  matter  to  the  attention 
of  the  ILWU.  We  agree  that  the  dispatch  of  arms  will  'endanger  the  stability 
of  the  Middle  East  and  thus,  indirectly,  world  peace.'  " 

The  implication  of  this  letter  is  that  the  alleged  Arab  aggression  against 
Israel  is  of  far  more  importance  than  any  possible  aggression  against  the 
Arab  States  by  the  Soviet  Union.  It  seems  reasonable  to  conclude  from  this 
letter  that  the  ILWU  executive  board  does  not  wish  to  see  any  increase  of 
military  strength  in  Near  Eastern  neighbors  of  the  Soviet  Union. 

Nor  should  it  be  thought  that  this  sort  of  resolution — these  paraphrases  of  the 
Communist  Party  line,  were  confined  to  meetings  on  the  mainland.  On  June 
24-25,  1953,  a  special  convention  of  the  ILWU  Local  142  was  held  at  Honolulu 
to  consider  the  situation  which  resulted  from  the  conviction  of  Regional  Director 
Jack  Hall  for  violation  of  the  Smith  Act.  Among  the  resolutions  passed  at  this 
convention  was  the  following  (reported  in  the  September  16,  1953,  issue  of  the 
ILWU  Reporter)  : 

"Resumption  of  Far  East  Tkade 

"This  convention  ratifies  and  endorses  the  statement  of  policy  adopted  by  the 
International  executive  board  June  22-24,  1953,  on  Resumption  of  China  and  Far 
East  Trade,  which  reads  as  follows : 

"  'The  growing  probability  that  a  cease-fire  is  imminent  in  Korea  again  forces 
us  to  face  up  to  the  fact  that  the  war  in  Korea  has  in  a  substantial  degree  been 
responsible  for  the  work  holding  up  on  the  west  coast  waterfront. 

"  'Not  only  the  longshoremen,  but  many  other  groups  of  workers  in  the  country 
will  soon  be  confronted  with  the  slackening  work  opportunities  that  had  developed 
in  1949  and  1950  just  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  fighting  in  Korea. 

"  'A  sharp  dropping  off  in  national  and  maritime  economic  activity  which  will 
follow  a  cessation  of  hostilities  must  be  mitigated  by  finding  some  new  soiirce  for 
commercial  and  shipping  enterprise.  One  practical  substitute  for  war  cargoes, 
on  the  west  coast  waterfront  especially,  which  can  sustain  and  expand  shipping 
and  maintain  employment  and  earnings  is  commercial  trade  with  the  Far  East. 

"  'Right  now,  trade  in  an  ever-expanding  volume  is  going  on  between  the  main- 
land of  China  and  many  countries  of  the  United  Nations.  This  trade,  which 
will  probably  grow  by  leaps  and  bounds  as  soon  as  an  armistice  is  signed,  is  by- 
passing American  shipping  and  industry  as  a  whole.  When  we  lose  the  trade, 
we  lose  the  jobs  that  go  with  it. 

"  'Many  American  industrialists,  shippers,  and  shipping  operators— through 
their  organizations  such  as  the  San  Francisco  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  San 
Francisco  and  United  States  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Propeller  Club,  and  World 
Trade  Association  of  San  Francisco — have  indicated  their  recognition  of  the  need 
to  open  up  trade  once  the  hostilities  cease. 

"  'We  welcome  these  signs. 

"  'The  officers  of  the  ILWU  are  instructed  to  put  forward  their  best  efforts  in 
cooperation  with  shippers,  shipowners,  and  any  other  interested  group — trade, 
commercial,  or  union— to  bring  about  the  restabllshment  of  unrestricted  peace- 
time trade  between  the  United  States  and  the  mainland  of  China'." 

The  ILWU  is  critical  of  United  States  foreign  policy,  of  the  Republican  Party, 
of  the  Democratic  Party,  of  the  FBI,  of  Smith  Act  trials,  of  the  National  Labor 
Relations  Board,  and  many  other  persons  and  institutions.  It  is  never  critical 
of  any  action  or  policy  of  the  Communist  Party  or  of  the  Soviet  Union,  Red 
China,  or  Communist  satellites.     Nowhere  is  there  the  slightest  hint  that  the 
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Soviet  Union  has  ever  been  an  aggressor  nation.  Nowhere  in  any  resolution  is 
there  the  slightest  concession  that  the  United  States  has  any  justification  for 
taking  a  stand  against  the  Communist  bloc. 

Reading  ILWU  resolutions  and  publications  is  a  modern  day  Alice-Through- 
the-Looking-Glass  experience.  Everything  the  United  States  does  is  wrong 
unless  it  happens  to  conform  to  the  Soviet  point  of  view. 

Another  indication  of  an  organization's  sentiments  is  found  by  noting  the 
nature  of  other  organizations,  or  poli*^^ical  causes,  which  it  supports.  Evidence 
in  the  files  of  this  Commission  indicates  that  the  ILWU  has  supported  such 
Communist  organizations  as  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties  Committee,  the  Honolulu 
Record,  and  the  Daily  People's  World. 

For  example,  there  is  a  revealing  section  in  the  minutes  of  the  1948  ILWU 
convention  in  Honolulu  regarding  the  visit  to  Hawaii  of  Celeste  Strack,  an 
admitted  west  coast  Communist.  This  is  taken  from  the  report  of  the  Kauai 
division  of  ILWU  Local  142. 

"On  the  question  of  red-baiting,  the  Kauai  division  has  taken  the  position  that 
this  is  no  minor  problem  to  be  considered  lightly  by  the  union.  Neither  do  we 
feel  that  it  is  sufficient  to  deal  with  the  problem  by  the  mere  passage  of  resolu- 
tions condemning  red-baiting.  Rather,  in  our  day-to-day  work  we  have  met 
this  problem  head  on,  seeing  it  for  what  it  is,  a  weapon  of  the  employers  designed 
to  weaken  and  undermine  our  union  solidarity.  We  have  discussed  the  issue  of 
communism  with  our  rank  and  file,  and  in  order  to  further  clarify  the  issue  we 
welcomed  the  recent  request  of  Miss  Celeste  Strack  to  speak  to  our  members 
on  this  subject.  Five  hundred  members  turned  out  to  hear  Miss  Strack  speak. 
Members  learned  for  the  first  time  that  this  terrible  Communist  Party  which 
the  employer  is  using  as  a  club  against  our  union  is  nothing  more  or  less  than 
a  legal  political  party,  on  the  ballot  in  36  States,  with  a  membership  hardly 
twice  as  large  as  the  ILWU  in  Hawaii,  and  advocating  nothing  more  terrible 
than  the  public  ownership,  by  the  workers,  of  the  factories  and  mills  of  our 
country.  With  all  sincerity  and  truthfulness  we  must  state  that  a  large  majority 
of  those  at  the  meeting,  after  hearing  Miss  Strack  speak,  openly  stated  that 
'if  this  is  communism  then  we  must  all  be  Communists.' 

"As  a  result  of  this  open  and  direct  approach  to  the  issue  of  communism,  we 
can  announce  to  the  convention  that  nowhere  on  the  island  of  Kauai  is  there  con- 
fusion or  uncertainty  in  the  minds  of  our  membership.  On  the  political  as  well 
as  the  economic  field  we  are  presenting  a  united  front  to  the  employers.  A  front 
impervious  to  red-baiting  and  smear  tactics  and  a  front  that  is  driving  all  out  to 
build  our  union  and  consolidate  our  gains. 

"In  support  and  appreciation  of  the  Hawaiian  Civil  Liberties  League  and  Miss 
Celeste  Strack  our  division  has  voted  $1,018  to  the  HCLC." 

The  report  was  signed  by  a  4-man  committee,  3  of  whom,  Robert  Y.  Kunimura, 
"Slim"  (Mitsuo)  Shimizu  and  Frank  Silva  are  identified  Communists. 

The  ILWU  has  frequently  supported  the  Honolulu  Record  by  resolution,  en- 
couraging members  to  subscribe,  but  it  gives  more  substantial  support  than  that. 
A  substantial  volume  of  the  Record's  advertising  consists  of  ads  placed  by  the 
ILWU  or  various  units  of  the  ILWU.  In  addition,  the  Record  does  a  great  deal 
of  the  ILWU's  printing.  This  Commission  has  direct  testimony  that  the  print- 
ing of  the  ILWU  Reporter  by  the  Honolulu  Record  is  one  of  the  chief  sources  of 
revenue  necessary  for  its  operation. 

Support  of  the  west  coast  Communist  newspaper,  the  Daily  People's  World, 
was  indicated  in  a  news  item  taken  from  the  August  9,  1954,  issue  of  that  paper. 

"Fkom  Hawaii  a  Token  Gift  to  People's  Woki.d  Drive 

"San  Francisco,  August  8. — A  significant  note  of  greetings  and  encouragement 
for  the  success  of  the  1954  Daily  People's  World  fund  drive  was  received  this 
weekend  from  International  Longshoremen's  &  Warehousemen's  Union,  Local 
142  in  Hawaii. 

"Written  on  official  local  142  stationery,  the  letter  to  Executive  Editor  Al 
Richmond  said : 

"  'Dear  Brother  Richmond  :  Enclosed  is  a  check  in  the  amount  of  $25,  which 
comprises  our  token  contribution  to  your  1954  fund  raising  drive. 

"  'We  are  again  in  support  of  your  fighting  paper  as  in  the  past,  and  we  hope 
you  will  be  able  to  get  over  in  your  fund  raising  drive.' 

"It  was  signed  'Fraternally  yours,'  by  Newton  Miyagi,  secretary  treasurer." 

The  ILWU  has  also  helped  in  further  Communist  "causes"'  of  the  moment. 
Testimony  given  by  Mrs.  Helen  Kanahele  before  this  Commission  on  April  10, 
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1954,  is  illustrative  of  this  point.  Mrs.  Kanahele  testified  that  she  had  partici- 
pated in  the  circulation  of  a  petition  requesting  clemency  for  .Julius  and  Ethel 
Rosenberg,  the  convicted  atom  secrets  spies.  She  further  testified  that  she  had 
received  the  petition  at  a  meeting  of  the  ILW^U  Women's  Auxiliary.  Mrs.  Kana- 
hele is  a  former  president  of  this  group,  and  at  the  time  of  giving  testimony, 
described  herself  as  an  adviser.  She  testified  that  everyone  at  the  meeting  was 
in  favor  of  circulating  the  petition,  and  that  she  had  made  a  motion  to  that 
effect. 

Information  available  to  this  Commission  indicates  that  when  Mrs.  Kanahele 
was  elected  president  of  Local  20,  ILWU  Women's  Auxiliary  in  1951,  the  follow- 
ing were  among  those  also  elected  as  officers : 

Vice  president :  Pearl  Freeman  ( identified  Communist  and  wife  of  James  Free- 
man, convicted  of  Smith  Act  violation) 
Corresponding  secretary  :  Eileen  Fujimoto  (convicted  of  Smith  Act  violation) 
Recording  secretary  :  Pearl  Kong  Epstein 

Publicity  chairman :  Rachel  Saiki  (identified  Communist  and  one  of  the  so-called 
reluctant  39) 
Since  December  1954,  ILWU  Local  142  has  been  involved  in  litigation  with  the 
Juneau  Spruce  Co.  of  Alaska  in  connection  with  that  company's  attempts  to 
collect  a  judgment  it  holds  against  another  ILWU  local  and  against  the  ILWU 
International.  That  case  is  still  in  court,  so  this  Commission  does  not  include 
herein  matters  pertaining  to  the  litigation. 

However,  the  executive  board  of  ILWU  Local  142  on  January  31,  1955,  voted 
to  suspend  affiliation  with  the  ILWU  International  as  of  that  day.  That  action 
was  taken  immediately  after  Jack  Hall  (an  international  official)  returned  to 
Hawaii  from  a  conference  with  other  international  officials  in  San  Francisco. 
In  its  statement,  the  executive  board  of  local  142  made  it  clear  that  the  sole 
reason  for  the  disaffiliation  was  one  of  expedience — that  it  wanted  to  avoid  any 
possible  future  financial  obligation  the  courts  might  otherwise  find  it  to  have 
to  Juneau  Spruce  Co.  In  a  reciprocal  statement,  officers  of  the  international 
made  it  clear  that  the  separation  was  a  friendly  one. 

This  Commission's  conclusion  is  that  the  separation  has  made  no  change  in 
Communist  domination  of  ILWU  Local  142.  The  Communist  "chain  of  com- 
mand" which  maintains  that  domination  remains  intact.  Only  the  facade  of 
union  organization,  which  disguises  the  Communist  control,  has  been  changed. 

In  summary,  the  evidence  that  the  ILWU  is  Communist-dominated  includes 
the  following  points : 

(a)  Communists  or  Communist-trained  labor  leaders  hold  key  positions 
In  the  union  and  among  its  paid  employees. 

(h)  There  is  detailed  testimony  by  former  Communists  and  former  ILWU 
leaders  that  the  ILWU  is  Communist-controlled. 

(c)  The  ILWU  supports  Communist  publications. 

(d)  The  ILWU  supports  Communist-front  organizations. 

(e)  The  ILWU  supports  Communist  "causes." 

(/)  There  is  machinery  for  the  ILWU  leadership  to  submit  disputes  be- 
tween itself  and  the  Communist  Party  finally  to  Communist  Party  head- 
quarters in  New  York. 

iff)  The  ILWU  was  expelled  from  the  CIO  as  a  Communist-dominated 
union  in  1950,  and  neither  its  leadership  nor  its  policies  have  changed  sub- 
stantially since  then. 

(h)  The  ILWU  has  never  taken  an  official  stand  critical  of  the  Soviet 
Union  or  condemnatory  of  its  policies. 

(i)  The  ILWU  is  the  principal  instrument  for  disseminating  Communist 
propaganda  in  Hawaii. 

(i)  This  Commission  knows  of  no  policy  or  action  of  the  ILWU  which  is 
contrary  to  the  Communist  Party  line. 

Propaganda 

The  ILWU  publicity  and  education  departments,  well  supplied  with  funds, 
consist  of  the  following  activities  : 

(a)  ILWU  research  department  (international) 

(b)  ILWU  Dispatcher  (international) 

(c)  ILWU  Washington  Report  (international) 

(d)  ILWU  education  service  (local  142,  Hawaii) 

(e)  ILWU  Reporter  (local  152,  Hawaii) 
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(/)   ILWU  public-relations  department  (local  142,  Hawaii) 

( 1 )  Japanese  lan^age  radio  broadcast 

(2 )  English  language  radio  broadcast 

( 3 )  Filipino  language  radio  broadcast 

According  to  ILWU  reports,  the  sum  of  $199,604.50  was  expended  to  maintain 
this  propaganda  apparatus  during  the  year  1953.  This  sum  was  itemized  as 
follows :

An  examination  of  public  records  concerning  individuals  identified  by  the 
ILWU  as  heads  of  these  activities  shows  : 

Lincoln  Fairley:  ILWU  research  department  (San  Francisco).  Instructor  at 
the  California  Labor  School,  which  is  designated  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
United  States  as  subversive. 

Morris  Watson:  Editor,  ILWU  Dispatcher  (San  Francisco).  Identified  as 
having  been  affiliated  with  at  least  27  Communist  fronts,  8  of  which  have  been 
designated  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  as  subversive. 

Jeff  Kibre:  ILWU  Washington  representative.  Identified  as  having  been  a 
member  of  the  Communist  Party.  Elected  to  the  county  executive  committee 
of  the  Communist  Party  of  Los  Angeles.  Editor  of  magazine  entitled  "Winner," 
published  by  the  Young  Communist  League.  (Designated  as  subversive  by  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  United  States. ) 

David  E.  Thompson:  Education  director  (Honolulu).  Identified  as  having 
been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party. 

Robert  W.  AIcElrath :  ILWU  public-relations  department  and  ILWU  Reporter 
(Honolulu).  Identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  One 
of  reluctant  39  in  Hawaii. 

One  of  the  major  propaganda  projects  carried  out  by  the  ILWU  in  the  past 
2  years  concerned  the  Smith  Act  trial  of  Jack  W^ayne  Hall,  regional  director 
of  the  ILWU,  and  6  other  defendants.  All  had  been  publicly  identified  as  having 
been  members  of  the  Communist  Party.  The  ILWU's  propaganda  effort  was 
intensified.  Morris  Watson,  of  the  ILWU  Dispatcher,  came  from  San  Francisco 
to  direct  operations.  The  Watson  and  McElrath  versions  of  the  daily  proceedings 
were  aired  over  the  three  ILWU  radio  programs — in  the  English,  Japanese, 
and  Filipino  languages,  and  repeated  in  the  columns  of  the  ILWU  Dispatcher 
and  the  ILWU  Reporter.  In  addition,  a  daily  running  story  and  a  weekly 
summary  report  on  the  trial  were,  according  to  an  ILAVU  Defense  Committee 
bulletin,  circulated  to  newspapers,  individuals,  and  organizations  locally  and  on 
the  mainland.  This  bulletin  stated  that  the  daily  running  story  was  issued  in 
two  separate  parts,  morning  and  afternoon,  and  that  copies  were  sent  to  all 
leading  Territorial  newspapers,  the  different  wire  services,  leading  newspapers 
in  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Portland,  and  Seattle,  and  also  to  all  mainland 
ILWU  locals  and  to  some  100  ILWU  units  and  individuals  in  the  islands.  The 
weekly  report  was  reported  to  have  been  mailed  to  some  3,000  addressees. 

In  addition  to  this  intensive  bombardment  of  propaganda,  the  defense  com- 
mittee arranged  defense  rallies  on  the  various  islands  at  which  Hall,  other 
defendants,  and  defense  attorneys  harangued  their  audiences  with  their  versit)n 
of  a  report  and  analysis  of  the  Smith  Act  trial  proceedings.  The  Hawaii 
ILWU  defense  committee  did  not,  however,  restrict  its  selection  of  speakers  to  the 
defendants  and  defense  attorneys.  Other  members  of  the  ILWU  and  prominent 
non-ILWU  persons  spoke  on  the  programs. 

The  amount  of  propaganda  issued  on  the  Smith  Act  trial  by  the  ILWU 
propaganda  apparatus  is  too  voluminous  to  review  in  detail  in  this  report.     In 
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general,  the  propaganda  bore  a  striking  resemblance  to  that  used  during  other 
Smith  Act  trials  on  the  mainland.  Such  mainland  propaganda  emanated  from 
the  Communist  Party  and  its  front  organizations.  Starting  with  the  line  that 
the  grand  jury  which  indicted  the  defendants  was  rigged  and  undemocratic,  and 
that  the  jury  list  was  composed  almost  exclusively  of  residents  of  a  silk  stocking 
district,  the  ILWU  propagandists  ran  the  gamut  of  party-line  propaganda. 

Radio  Moscow,  in  a  June  1953  broadcast  criticizing  the  conviction  of  Jack  Hall 
and  others  in  the  Smith  Act  trial  in  Honolulu,  repeated  propaganda  appearing 
in  the  ILWU  Dispatcher. 

The  international  union  accelerated  its  propaganda  program  when,  on  Feb- 
ruary 13, 1953,  it  was  announced  in  the  Dispatcher  that  the  ILWU  Book  Club  had 
been  founded. 

ILWU  Book  Club 

FOEMATION    OF   THE   ILWU   BOOK   CLUB 

In  its  issue  of  February  13,  1953,  the  Dispatcher,  oflScial  organ  of  the  Inter- 
national Longshoremen's  and  Warehousemen's  Union,  carried  a  full-page  spread 
which  announced  "ILWU  Book  Club  Founded."  A  caption,  under  a  photographic 
reproduction  of  four  book  covers,  stated  :  "As  a  new  service  to  its  members,  ILWU 
announces  the  formation  of  the  ILAVU  book  club."  The  first  four  selections, 
briefly  reviewed  on  the  same  page,  were  : 

The  Big  Strike,  by  Mike  Quin $0.  50 

John  L.  Lewis,  An  Unauthorized  Biography,  by  Saul  Alinsky 1.  00 

We  Can  Be  Friends,  by  Carl  Marzani .  75 

Jack  London,  American  Rebel,  edited  by  Philip  S.  Foner 1.  00 

An  order  blank  in  the  lower  right-hand  corner  was  addressed  to  ILWU  Book 
Club,  150  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  San  Francisco  2,  Calif.,  and  continued :  "Please 
send  me  (postage  paid)  the  books  I  have  checked  off  on  the  list  below.  I  enclose 
the  correct  sum  in  check  or  money  order  to  cover  my  purchase."  The  initial  four 
books,  with  their  prices,  were  then  listed. 

The  main  announcement,  in  a  box  at  the  left-hand  side  of  the  page,  w^as  signed 
by  Harry  Bridges,  and  reads : 

"The  formation  of  a  cooperative  book  club  for  ILWU  members  is  something 
the  international  officers  hope  will  be  a  real  success. 

"The  problem  of  bringing  good  books  within  the  reach  of  working  men  and 
women  is  not  an  easy  one  to  solve.  The  book  publishing  industry,  like  so  many 
others,  is  rapidly  becoming  a  monopoly,  apparently  more  interested  in  profits 
than  in  service  and  factual  information  to  readers. 

"Starting  with  the  four  titles  announced  on  this  page,  the  ILWU  Book  Club 
will  try  to  bring  its  members  books  written  in  the  spirit  and  practice  of  American 
democratic  and  union  ideals. 

^'But  it  must  he  understood  from  the  outset  that  many  books  recommended  and 
reviewed  do  not  necessarily — and  in  some  cases  do  not  at  all — reflect  the  views 
and  policies  of  the  ILWU. 

"The  opportunity  to  get  books  and  to  read  them  is  comparatively  new  to  working 
people  and  one  for  which  we  are  all  grateful,  for  it  is  a  simple  fact  that  the 
majority  of  the  world's  people  not  only  cannot  buy  books  but  cannot  even 
read  them. 

"ILWU  oflScers  believe  that  the  more  sources  of  information  that  are  available 
to  our  members  and  the  more  information  they  can  get  hold  of  the  better  and 
stronger  our  union  will  be. 

"The  ILWU  Book  Club  was  set  up  for  the  sole,  nonprofit  purpose  of  bringing 
to  its  readers  good  informative  books  by  writers  devoted  to  the  cause  of 
advancing  in  many  ways  the  welfare  of  working  men  and  women  every- 
where.— Harry  Bridges. 

The  fourth  paragraph,  in  italic  for  emphasis,  is  purely  exculpatory — a  dis- 
avowal of  responsibility  for  the  obviously  Communist-inspired  book  selections 
which  appear  in  this  and  successive  issues  of  the  ILWU  Dispatcher.  If  any  of 
the  books  reviewed  and  recommended  are  contrary  to  the  views  and  policies  of 
the  ILWU,  it  would  only  be  fair  of  the  Book  Club  to  warn  prospective  readers 
of  specific  books.  It  has  been  noted,  on  the  contrary,  that  all  selections  have 
been  given  favorable  mention — some  at  length — in  the  book  columns  of  The  Dis- 
patcher. Bridges,  the  Communist,  states  that  the  objective  of  the  IliWU  Book 
Club  is  "to  bring  its  members  books  written  in  the  spirit  and  practice  of  American 
democratic  action  and  union  ideals."    It  is  an  interesting  circumstance  that,  of 
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the  first  4  books  offered,  3  are  written  by  persons  identified  as  having  been  mem- 
bers of  the  Communist  Party.  Several  of  the  books  listed  in  later  issues  give 
the  widest  coverage  to  international  affairs.  Had  one,  only  one  of  these  shown 
an  element  of  anticommuuism  or  even  objectivity,  it  might  have  served  as  an 
antidote.  But  these  books  on  matters  of  world  interest,  without  exception,  parrot 
the  national  and  international  Communist  line,  with  all  of  its  vicious  and 
slanderous  attacks  on  the  United  States. 

The  ILWU  Book  Club  has  not  only  failed  to  provide  good,  informative  books, 
but  has  foisted  on  the  rank  and  file  a  reading  program  which  is  predominantly 
Communist  in  authorship  and  content. 

Testimony  before  a  Senate  subcommittee  on  September  27,  1954,  by  Maj.  Wil- 
liam R.  Shadish,  a  former  prisoner  of  war  of  the  Communists,  revealed  that 
certain  books  (including  some  of  those  listed  by  the  ILWU  Book  Club)  were 
used  in  the  forced  indoctrination  of  prisoners  : 

"There  were  a  large  number  of  books.  William  Z.  Foster,  of  the  United  States, 
had  a  number  of  books  in  camp.  *  *  *  There  were  a  large  number  of  books  by 
Howard  Fast.  *  *  *" 

As  will  be  seen  in  subsequent  pages  of  this  report  on  the  ILWU  Book  Club, 
the  works  of  Communist  Howard  Fast  are  represented  by  three  selections.  Free- 
dom Road,  The  American,  and  Spartacus. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  testimony  by  another  United  States  prisoner 
of  war  before  the  same  subcommittee  on  September  28,  1954 : 

"The  Chairman.  This  indoctrination  course  you  speak  of,  certain  magazines 
and  newspaper  publications,  what  books  or  novels  came  into  your  camp? 

"Captain  O'Connoe.  We  had  quite  a  few  books  and  novels  *  *  *."

"Captain  O'Connor.  *  *  *  We  also  had  Howard  Fast's  Citizen  Tom  Paine. 
We  had  to  read  this  during  our  course  of  indoctrination  *  *  *"

"Mr.  Carpenter.  Will  you  identify  more  of  those  books,  if  you  can.  Captain? 

"Captain  O'Connor.  Well,  Citizen  Tom  Paine.  China  Fights  Back.  This,  I 
believe,  is  another  of  Agnes  Smedley's  books.  The  Twilight  of  World  Capital- 
ism, by  Foster,  was  a  textbook.    The  American,  by  Howard  Fast,  we  had  *  *  *." 

Also  on  September  28,  1954,  a  United  States  Air  Force  officer,  who  like  the  2 
other  officers  cited  above  had  been  a  prisoner  of  war  for  almost  3  years,  stated 
that  The  American,  by  Howard  Fast,  had  been  used  in  his  "indoctrination"  by 
the  Communists.     To  continue  : 

"Captain  Berry.  *  *  *  And  there  was  a  book  that  I  am  sorry  I  can't  remem- 
ber the  title,  which  the  Communists  were  really  pushing  a  lot.  It  was  written 
by  Victor  Perlo.     He  wrote  that  book. 

"Mr.  Carpenter.  Was  it  American  Imperialism? 

"Captain  Berry.  That  is  it. 

"Mr.  Carpenter.  By  Victor  Perlo? 

"Captain  Berry.  Yes." 

As  noted  above,  Howard  Fast's  The  American  and  other  works  are  ILWU 
Book  Club  selections.  Victor  Perlo's  American  Imperialism  has  also  been  rec- 
ommended and  listed  in  the  ILWU  Dispatcher  with  the  rather  innocuous  descrip- 
tion :  "an  economist's  analysis  of  American  investments  throughout  the  world 
and  how  they  influence  the  lives  of  American  workers."  Its  true  character  as 
an  attack  on  the  United  States  and  its  support  of  the  Soviet  Union  will  be  seen 
in  subsequent  pages  of  this  report. 

It  has  been  observed  that  the  ILWU  Book  Club  is  known  to  New  York  Com- 
munist Party  headquarters — and  not  unfavorably.  According  to  the  Daily 
Worker  of  March  3,  1953  (p.  7),  Saul  Alinsky's  biography,  .John  L.  Lewis,  was 
offered  by  the  newly  organized  ILWU  Book  Club.  The  Daily  Worker  has  been 
described  vai-iouslyby  congressional  committees  as  "the  chief  journalistic  mouth- 
piece of  the  Communist  Party,"  and  the  "official  Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A., 
organ."

Individual  books  publicly  "  offered  for  sale  by  the  ILWU  Book  Club  will  be 
discussed  later  in  some  detail.    At  this  point,  it  is  considered  highly  informative 


"  The  ILWU  Book  Club,  Loral  142,  circulates  Communist  literature  other  than  that 
listed  in  the  Dispatcher  and  the  Reporter.  A  noteworthy  example  is  Born  of  the  People, 
a  particularly  vicious  and  anti-American  book  by  Luis  Taruc,  convicted  Hukbalahap  (Fili- 
pino Communist  guerrilla)  leader  now  serving  a  12-year  prison  term  in  the  Philippines.

Those  marked  with  one  asterisk  have  beeu  affiliated,  according  to  records  of 
congressional  committees,  with  one  or  more  Communist-front  organizations. 
Those  with  2  asterisks  have  been  affiliated,  accoi-ding  to  the  same  sources,  with 
10  or  more  Communist-front  organizations.

The  term  "unidentified"  means  that  the  individuals  named,  as  far  as  is  known 
by  the  commission,  have  not  been  publicly  identified  as  having  Communist  affili- 
ations. It  may  be  noted  here  that  one  unidentified  author,  Basil  Davidson,  is  a 
British  subject,  whose  book  Daybreak  in  China,  was  published  in  London,  Eng- 
land. Although  he  is  quick  to  state  in  the  foreward  that  he  is  not  a  Communist, 
his  book  is  a  long  and  blatant  ad^ilation  of  Red  China  and  Mao  Tse-tung. 

There  is  yet  another  category  of  literature  advertised  and  sold  by  the  ILWU 
Book  Club.  This  consists  of  books,  booklets,  or  pamphlets  which  are  attributed 
to  organizations  rather  than  to  individual  authors.  Five  organizations  have 
issued,  sponsored,  or  cosponsored  publications  of  this  nature: 

Labor  Research  Association 
California : 

Citizens  Committee  to  Preserve  American  Freedoms 

Californians  for  the  Bill  of  Rights 

Bill  of  Rights  Defense  Committee 
New  Republic  magazine 

The  Labor  Research  Association  has  been  described  by  Benjamin  Gitlow  in 
a  hearing  before  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  as  the  "re- 
search department  of  the  Communist  Party"  ;  and  has  been  cited  by  the  Attorney 
Gteneral  as  subversive  and  as  an  affiliate  of  the  Communist  Party. 

The  Citizens  Committee  to  Preserve  American  Freedoms  of  Los  Angeles,  Calif., 
was  listed  in  the  11th  repoi't  of  the  California  Senate  Investigating  Committee 
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on  Education  (1953)  as  a  "new  front"  among  Communist-dominated  and  Com- 
muuist-inspired  organizations  in  soutliern  California. 

The  New  Republic  magazine  is  described  as  follows  in  the  5th  report  of  the 
Senate  Factfinding  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  in  California  (1949)  : 

"The  Nation  and  the  New  Republic  have  long  records  as  liberal  publications. 
They  cannot  be  described  as  Commimist,  but  they  are  so  infiltrated  with  the 
Communist  Party  policy  that  they  serve  the  interests  of  the  Communists  and 
confuse  liberals  on  many  issues,  much  more  than  do  some  of  the  Communist 
publications." 

Californians  for  the  Bill  of  Rights,  of  435  Duboce  Avenue,  San  Francisco  17, 
Calif.,  was  listed  among  27  organizations  which  were  notified  by  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Brownell  on  December  30,  1954,  that  they  were  to  be  added  to  his  list  of 
subversive  organizations  on  the  grounds  that  they  are  Communist-dominated. 

Bill  of  Rights  Defense  Committee,  of  648  Robinson  Avenue,  San  Diego  3,  Calif. 
Cannot  be  identified. 

According  to  the  above  listings,  the  authors  break  down  into :  Communist 
Party  members,  7 ;  Communist-f rontei's,  7  ;  unidentified,  10.  By  organizations : 
Communist,  1;  Communist-front,  2;  others  (liberal  and  unidentified),  2.  Thus 
in  the  general  category  of  "authorship,"  including  organizations,  a  total  of  17 
shows  affiliation,  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree,  with  the  Communist  Party.  Those 
unidentified  number  12.  These  statistics  do  not  begin  to  measTire  the  firepower 
of  the  ILWU  Book  Club's  propaganda.  For  example,  Communist  Howard  Fast 
is  listed  as  one  author ;  but  the  ILWU  Book  Club  has  selected  and  recommended 
3  of  liis  books.  The  Communist-front  Citizens  Committee  to  Pi-eserve  American 
Freedoms,  listed  as  1  organization,  has  been  resjwnsible  for  2  pamphlets.  Propa- 
ganda methods,  and  content  of  various  books  constitute  further  variants.  To 
illustrate :  the  subversive  propaganda  dispensed  by  an  unidentified  author  may 
equal  or  exceed  that  of  an  identified  Communist  or  Communist-fronter.  For 
these  reasons,  it  has  been  considered  necessary  to  examine  carefully  and  report 
on  each  book,  insofar  as  it  is  availalile  for  study. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  authors,  let  us  revert  briefly  to  Harry  Bridges' 
announcement  of  the  formation  of  the  ILWU  Book  Club.  The  last  paragraph 
states : 

"The  ILWU  Book  Club  was  set  up  for  the  sole,  nonprofit  purpose  of  bringing 
to  its  readers  good  informative  books  by  writers  devoted  to  the  cause  of  advanc- 
ing in  many  ways  the  welfare  of  working  men  and  women  everywhere.'"  [Italic 
added.] 

Since  the  works  of  "devoted  writer,"  Howard  Fast,  have  been  singled  out  for 
recognition  three  times  by  the  ILWU  Book  Club  (Freedom  Road,  The  American, 
Spartacus),  it  is  pertinent  to  examine  Fast's  language  and  philosophy  as  applied 
to  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  These  are  stated  in  his  introduction 
to  an  item  entitled  "Ten  Simple  Facts"  in  the  Communist  Sunday  Worker  of 
January  31,  1954  (magazine  section,  p.  2). 

"The  most  savage  irony  of  today's  America  lies  in  the  fact  that  a  Government 
in  Washington,  and  the  venal  men  who  serve  it  should  be  able  to  turn  all  virtue 
and  morality  into  their  opposites.  Every  ethical  prop  upon  which  this  Nation 
was  built  is  being  oflScially  sheared  away ;  good  has  become  bad,  patriotism 
transmuted  into  treason,  loyalty  into  subversion — and  all  manner  of  evil  into 
virtue.  Thereby,  the  age  of  Truman  and  the  age  of  Eisenhower,  the  age  of 
Budenz,  and  the  age  of  Whittaker  Chambers,  the  age  of  the  liar,  the  pimp,  the 
informer,  the  betrayer — the  age  of  Walter  Winchell  and  Senator  McCarthy." 

DEVELOPMENT   AND   ACTIVITIES    OF   THE   ILWU   BOOK    CLUB 

The  following  extracts  from  an  article  in  The  Dispatcher  of  July  10,  1953, 
are  quoted  to  show  the  ILWU's  continuing  official  interest  in,  and  promotion  of 
the  book  club : 

"book  club  sales  are  booming  now 

"The  ILWU  Book  Club  has  been  going  for  about  4  months.  It  has  proved  to 
be  a  successful  venture.    Over  1,400  books  have  been  sold. 

"Jack  Londofi,  American  Rebel  has  been  consistently  the  best  seller,"  with  the 
biography  of  John  L.  Lexcis  running  a  close  second.  The  Big  Strike  and  We  Can 
Be  Friends  are  well  up  in  front.  *  *  * 


^  It  will  be  recalled  that  this  book  was  one  of  the  four  original  selections.     Its  author, 
Philip  S.  Fonor,  is  an  identified  member  of  the  Communist  Party. 


SCOPE    OF   SOVIET    ACTIVITY    IN   THE    UNITED    STATES      2823 

"The  essential  ingredient  of  a  successful  campaign  to  sell  the  books  is  a  local 
education  or  publicity  committee  which  takes  a  real  interest  in  the  book  club. 
An  active  committee  will  find  all  sorts  of  ways  and  means  to  advertise  the  books 
and  to  enlist  interest.  It  may  plug  the  books  in  the  local  bulletin  or  it  might 
even  set  up  a  lending  library.  Most  valuable  might  be  the  inauguration  of  dis- 
cussion groups  to  discuss  the  book  selection."  "    ( [Italics  added.] 

It  is  not  clear  just  when  Hawaii  local  142  became  oflQcially  involved  in  the 
ILWU  Book  Club  program.  Local  142's  publicity  did  not  begin  until  November 
18,  19.53,  when  the  ILWU  Reporter  carried  a  full-page  spread  similar  to  that  of 
the  Dispatcher  9  months  previously.  The  headline  was :  "Available  Now — Good 
Books  for  Unionists."    The  photographic  layout  showed  four  books  : 

Jack  London,  American  Rebel,  edited  by  Philip  S.  Foner $1.  00 

John  L.  Lewis,  an  Unauthorized  Biography,  by  Saul  Alinsky 1.  00 

American  Labor  Leaders,  by  Charles  A.  Madison 2.  75 

The  Big  Strike,  by  Mike  Quin .  10 

The  chief  differences  between  this  introductory  offer  and  the  first  one  in  the 
ILWU  Dispatcher  are : 

1.  American  Labor  Leaders,  by  Charles  A.  Madison  (a  Communist  fronter) 
has  been  substituted  for  We  Can  Be  Friends,  by  Carl  Marzani  (identified  as  a 
Communist  Party  member). 

2.  The  price  of  Mike  Quin's  The  Big  Strike  has  been  cut  from  50  cents  to  10 
cents. 

3.  Two  other  lists  of  books  available  appear  on  the  same  page.  One  is  the 
up-to-date  list  of  books  available  from  the  main  book  club  in  San  Francisco,  and 
contains  14  additional  titles  (including  We  Can  Be  Friends,  mentioned  above). 
The  other  is  a  list  of  additional  books  available  from  Local  142  Educational 
Service,  451  Atkinson  Drive,  Honolulu.  This  supplementary  list  contains  five 
titles. 

The  main  book  club  announcement  on  this  same  page  of  the  Reporter  is 
unsigned,  but  the  text,  in  the  main,  is  a  paraphrase  of  Bridges'  statement  of  9 
months  before.  The  second  paragraph,  however,  states,  in  part:  "Local  142 
through  its  education  department  has  for  several  years  performed  a  similar  book- 
buying  service  for  its  members."  (The  education  department  is  now  headed  by 
David  Evans  Thompson,  an  identified  Communist  Party  member.  In  1947  the 
ILWU  bought  10,000  copies  of  a  pamphlet  entitled  "The  Red  Baiting  Racket" 
through  the  Hawaii  Communist  Party's  literature  department.  Most  of  these 
pamphlets  were  delivered  to  the  ILWU  by  the  Hawaii  Party,  and  were  circulated 
by  the  union  to  its  membership.  A  portion  of  these  pamphlets  were,  however, 
retained  by  the  party  and  circulated  by  the  party  apparatus.) 

To  show  that  the  suggestion  (or  directive)  from  San  Francisco  regarding  estab- 
lishment of  union  libraries  was  not  disregarded,  an  item  in  the  April  2, 1954,  issue 
of  The  Dispatcher,  datelined  San  Francisco,  states  : 

"The  ILWU  Book  Club  was  informed  last  week  that  by  action  of  the  ILWU, 
Local  142  (Hawaii),  convention,  it  was  recommended  that  each  unit  of  the  big 
Territorial  local  set  up  a  library  for  its  membership. 

"Twenty  book  club  books  were  recommended  to  start  each  unit  library,  that 
will  cost  $24.10,  or  a  total  of  $335.  Members  of  the  union  will  be  able  to  borrow 
them  from  their  unit  libraries,  and  as  new  books  are  added  they  will  be  pur- 
chased by  each  unit.  *  *  *" 

Two  months  later  (June  8,  1954),  the  Communist  Honolulu  Record  carried  an 
item  under  the  heading  "Kauai  Notes"  which  stated : 

"The  Koloa  Union  Library  headed  by  Sat  Racelo  has  received  some  good  books 
recently.  Invitations  for  loan  of  the  books  are  being  extended  to  the  com- 
munity. *  *  *" 


"  "A  study  of  Communist  tactics  in  various  countries  during  the  past  several  decades 
shows  that  in  those  areas  where  the  Communist  Party  has  carried  on  underground  opera- 
tions, the  'development'  of  persons  for  recruitment  into  the  party  has  been  accomplished 
effectively  through  the  medium  of  the  study  group,  or  as  is  more  often  called  locally,  the 
discussion  group."      (See  this  commission's  report  of  March  1951.) 

Early  discussion  groups  in  the  Territory,  led  by  Dr.  John  E.  Reinecke,  used  pamphlets 
issued  by  International  Publishers.  It  is  significant  that  some  of  the  ILWU  Book  Club 
selections  emanate  from  the  same  Communist  firm.  The  local  Communist-front  Inter- 
professional Association  also  sponsored  Soviet-slanted  discussions  of  world  affairs,  interna- 
tional politics,  and  current  events  during  1937-41.  In  the  light  of  the  past,  any  ILWU 
Book  Club  group  which  enters  into  sympathetic  discussion  of,  for  example,  Man's  Worldly 
Goods,  American  Imperialism,  We  Can  Be  Friends,  and  other  such  book  club  selections, 
will  automatically  become  indoctrinated  with  Marxist  theory  and  the  Communist  Party 
line.

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The  item  listed  21  boolis,  at  least  14  of  which  have  been  advertised  by  the 
ILWU  Book  Club  in  issues  of  the  ILV^U  Reporter  and  the  Dispatcher.  Twelve 
of  the  books  have  been  examined  and  reviewed  by  this  commission,  and  are  listed 
with  descriptive  comment  in  subseqvient  pages  of  this  report. 

The  July  31, 1954,  edition  of  the  ILWU  Reporter  stated  : 

"Lending  Libraries  Established  by  16  Local  142  Units 

"Sixteen  units  of  local  142  have  established  lending  libraries,  as  recommended 
in  the  education  report  of  the  local  convention.  Designed  to  make  good  reading 
available  to  our  members,  the  libraries  are  stocked  with  books  on  labor  history, 
problems  and  personalities  in  the  labor  movement,  and  other  issues  of  importance 
to  ILWU  members.  In  addition  there  is  a  liberal  sprinkling  of  gripping  novels. 
The  libraries  now  boast  a  selection  of  24  titles,  including  most  of  those  listed  by 
the  ILWU  Book  Club. 

"Unit  librarians  have  been  selected  to  care  for  the  books  and  encourage  their 
circulation.  To  assist  them  in  their  job,  the  local  education  department  has 
supplied  them  with  complete  librarians'  supplies,  and  prepared  all  books  with 
file  cards. 

"Units  purchase  the  books  from  the  local.  New  titles  are  added  from  time 
to  time  by  the  education  department.  Latest  titles  to  be  added  to  the  libraries 
are  The  Southpaw,  by  Mark  Harris,  a  novel  about  big  league  baseball,  and  FDR 
by  Stefan  Lorant,  a  vivid  picture  history  of  the  great  President  and  what  the 
New  Deal  meant  to  America's  common  man." 

THE  BOOKS   AND   THEIR   AUTHORS 

The  following  is  a  list  of  books  and  pamphlets  which  have  been  reviewed  or 
recommended  by  ILWU  Book  Club  headquarters  in  San  Francisco  during  the 
period  February  13,  1953  to  September  17,  1954.  After  the  original  4-book  an- 
nouncement, additional  books  have  been  listed  on  an  average  of  1  per  month. 
Those  books  which  have  been  dropped  or  omitted  in  the  course  of  this  19-month 
period,  are  marked  with  an  asterisk.  There  is  probably  no  particular  signifi- 
cance to  these  omissions.  One  book,  the  Mooney  Case,  by  Ernest  Jerome 
Hopkins,  was  originally  announced  as  being  available  only  in  a  limited  supply — 
about  100  copies.

As  noted  previously,  Hawaii  local  142  began  publicity  for  its  own  book  club 
on  November  18,  1953.  Issues  of  the  ILAVU  Reporter  during  the  period  Novem- 
ber 18,  1953,  to  October  20,  1954,  have  carried,  in  addition  to  the  San  Francisco 
ILWU  Book  Club  list,  a  supplementary  list  of  books  available  at  local  142  head- 
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(luarters  on  Atkinson  Drive,  Honolulu.     These  have  been  consistently  5  in  num- 
ber, with  only  1  replacement  or  substitution.

A  brief  evaluation  of  each  available  book  and  its  author  is  submitted  here- 
with for  information.  In  general,  the  titles  are  in  the  order  of  their  appearance 
in  successive  issues  of  The  Dispatcher. 

ILWU  BOOK  CLUB  SELECTIONS 

1.  The  Big  Strike,  hy  Mike  Qiiin 

The  original  announcement  in  the  ILV7U  Reporter  stated :  "This  book's  title, 
of  course,  refers  to  the  1934  west  coast  longshore  strike  that  developed  into  a 
general  strike  and  shook  the  entire  Nation."  The  Dispatcher  of  July  24,  1953, 
in  reporting  a  price  reduction  for  Quin's  book,  "owing  to  special  arrangements," 
said,  in  part :  "The  Big  Strike  is  the  classic  book  on  the  great  struggle  out  of 
which  ILWU  was  born,  and  contains  much  of  the  early  history  of  the  union." 

Listed  under  "bargain  books"  in  Communist  Workers  Bookshop  holiday  season 
(1954)  mail-circular  advertisement. 

Mike  Quin,  also  known  as  Paul  William  Ryan,  M'ho  died  in  1947,  was  a  col- 
umnist for  the  west  coast  Communist  Daily  People's  World,  and  has  been  iden- 
tified with  several  Communist  fronts.  On  the  occasion  of  his  death,  the  Daily 
People's  World  of  August  18,  1947,  carried  messages  of  tribute  from  William  Z. 
Foster,  national  chairman,  and  Eugene  Dennis,  general  secretary  of  the  Com- 
munist Party,  United  States  of  America.  A  memorial  article  in  the  Daily 
People's  World  of  January  2,  1953,  speaks  of  him  as  a  writer  and  a  Communist. 

2.  John  L.  Lewis,  an  Unauthorised  Biography,  hy  Saul  Alinsky 

This  book  on  the  bushy-browed  and  non-Communist  president  of  the  United 
Mine  Workers  does  not  carry  the  Communist  Party  line  per  se.  However,  the 
author  generally  plays  down  or  ignores  the  subversive  aspects  of  communism, 
and  characterizes  Government  countermeasures  as  hysterical  fear  and  shameful 
violation  of  civil  liberties. 

In  following  the  career  of  John  L.  Lewis,  who  on  various  occasions  has 
defied  the  President,  Members  of  Congress,  and  the  courts  of  the  United  States, 
Alinsky  cites  only  two  major  points  on  which  he  was  in  disagreement  with  the 
chief  of  the  UMW — his  isolationist  stand  in  1941,  and  his  break  with  Franklin 
Delano  Roosevelt.  Coincidentally,  Lewis'  position  on  those  issues  was  in  oppo- 
sition to  Communist  Party  policy  of  the  time. 

Saul  Alinsky  is  listed  in  Who's  Who  in  America  for  1952-53  as  a  sociologist, 
born  1909  in  Chicago.  The  Communist  Daily  Workers  of  April  6,  1950,  named 
Saul  Alinsky  as  one  of  the  sponsors  of  a  dinner  for  Pearl  Hart,  notorious  Com- 
munist fronter,  arranged  by  the  Midwest  Committee  for  Protection  of  Foreign 
Born.  He  was  identified  in  this  source  as  chairman.  Public  Housing  Associa- 
tion, Chicago,  111.  The  American  Committee  for  Protection  of  Foreign  Born 
(with  which  the  Midwest  Committee  is  affiliated)  has  been  cited  as  subversive 
and  Communist  by  the  Attorney  General ;  also  cited  by  the  Special  Committee  on 
Un-American  Activities  as  one  of  the  oldest  auxiliaries  of  the  Communist  Party 
in  the  United  States. 

3.  We  Can  Be  Friends,  by  Carl  Marzani 

A  book  which  is  aimed  at  discrediting  the  United  States,  and  which  portrays 
the  Soviet  Union  as  honorable  and  peace  loving.  Depicts  outstanding  men  in 
the  United  States  Government  as  reactionaries,  plotting  a  preventive  war  against 
the  U.  S.  S.  R.  Places  all  blame  for  the  Korean  war  on  the  United  States,  call- 
ing it  a  murderous  conspiracy. 

Advertised  by  Liberty  Book  Club  in  Communist  Daily  People's  World,  October 
16,  1953 ;  in  Communist-line  National  Guardian,  March  30,  1953. 

Carl  Marzani,  alias  Aldo  Marzani  and  Tony  Wales,  ex-State  Department  em- 
ployee and  identified  member  of  the  Communist  Party,  recently  completed  a 
3-year  prison  term  for  perjury  in  regard  to  his  Communist  Party  affiliations. 
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As  of  June  1954,  Marzani  was  soliciting  funds,  as  treasurer,  for  the  National 
Committee  To  Win  Amnesty  for  Smith  Act  Victims.  The  "victims,"  of  course,  are 
Communist  Party  leaders  convicted  for  violation  of  the  Smith  Act. 

4.  Jach  London,  American  Rebel,  edited  by  Philip  S.  Foner 

Editor  Foner  has  carefully  selected  only  those  lesser  knovpn  vpritings  of  Jack 
London  which  depict  the  "class  struggle"  and  are  applicable  to  the  Communist 
Party  line.  The  editor's  lengthy  commentary  analyzes  Jack  London  from  a 
Marxist  standpoint.  Ascribes  London's  grasp  of  socialism  to  his  understanding 
of  the  Communist  manifesto. 

Advertised  by  the  Communist  Workers  Bookshop  in  the  December  7,  1952, 
issue  of  the  Worker  ( Sunday  edition  of  the  Daily  Worker) . 

Foner,  a  prolific  writer  of  Marxist  books,  and  a  teacher  at  the  JefEerson 
School  of  Social  Sciences  (cited  as  "subversive"  by  the  United  States  Attorney 
General),  is  an  identified  member  of  the  Communist  Party. 

An  item  in  the  Communist  Daily  People's  World  of  January  13,  1955,  regard- 
ing the  "winter  term"  of  the  California  Labor  School  features  a  photograph 
of  Foner,  and  states  : 

"Teachers  for  the  new  term  will  include  Dr.  Philip  Fouer,  leading  American 
historian,  in  a  lecture  discussion  series  centered  on  Jack  London,  Mark  Twain, 
and  Geue  Debs  *  *  *." 

The  California  Labor  School,  which  has  been  attended  at  various  times  by 
local  ILWU  leaders,  has  been  cited  by  the  United  States  Attorney  General  as 
"a  subversive  and  Communist  organization." 

5.  Man's  Worldly  Goods,  by  Leo  Huberman 

An  introduction  to  Marxist  theory.  Extensive  quotations  from  the  works  of 
Marx,  Engels,  and  Lenin.  Advocates  the  abolition  of  private  property,  and  by 
implication  the  forceful  overthrow  of  the  capitalistic  system.  Compares  United 
States  unfavorably  with  U.  S.  S.  R.  Reportedly  translated  into  several  Euro- 
pean and  Asiatic  languages.  Japanese  version  listed  for  sale  by  Hawaii  local 
142  contains  additional  anti-American  progagauda,  and  rejoices  over  the  Chinese 
Communist  "libertion"  of  1949. 

The  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  has  listed  Huberman  among 
49  persons  who  "have  been  affiliated  with  from  11  to  20  Communist-front 
organizations;"  and  among  another  group  of  49  persons  who  "have  given  their 
open  support  to  Communist  candidates  in  election  campaigns."  Huberman 
has  testified  that  he  is  not  a  Communist,  but  a  "Marxist  and  Socialist."  Admitted 
"working  together"  with  Communists,  but  refused  to  testify  as  to  such  occasions. 

6.  Murder,  Inc.,  by  Sid  Feder  and  Burton  Turkus 

When  this  book  was  added  to  the  list  on  March  13,  1953,  The  Dispatcher, 
published  a  fairly  comprehensive  review,  a  paragraph  of  which  is  quoted 
here : 

"Murder,  Inc.,  tells  about  more  murders  than  a  dozen  who-done-its.  And  none 
of  it  is  fiction.  The  book  describes  the  operation  of  the  countrywide  crime 
syndicate  that  united  gangsters  and  mobsters  all  over  the  United  States  *  *  *." 

The  story  is  a  collaboration  of  Burton  Turkus,  former  assistant  district 
attorney  in  Brooklyn,  and  Sid  Feder,  a  newspaper  man. 

7.  A  Funeral  for  Sabella,  by  Robert  Travers 

This  is  a  novel,  dealing  with  corruption  on  the  New  York  waterfront.  Con- 
tains no  positive  Communist  propaganda,  but  discredits  police  and  city  oflS- 
cials,  as  well  as  "crooked"  union  leadership.  (Altliough  fiction,  this  book  is  a 
thinly  veiled  and  bitter  attack  on  Harry  Bridges'  long-time  enemy  and  rival, 
Joe  Ryan  of  the  east  coast  ILA).  Glorifies  the  rank-and-file  longshoreman,  and 
was  favorably  reviewed  by  Harry  Bridges  himself  in  The  Dispatcher  of  March 
27,  1953. 

Advertised  by  the  "progressive"  Liberty  Book  Club  in  the  February  5,  1954, 
issue  of  the  Communist  Daily  People's  World,  and  the  February  22,  1954,  issue 
of  the  Communist-line  National  Guardian. 

8.  FDR,  A  Pictorial  Biography,  by  Stefan  Lorant 

Story  of  Roosevelt's  life  in  photographs,  with  captions  and  text.  Format 
somewhat  similar  to  that  of  Life  magazine.  Copious  source  notes  and  lengthy 
bibliography.  Captions  and  text  based  mainly  on  works  by  left-wing  New 
Dealers.  Whitewashes  Yalta  agi'eements,  and  shows  Soviet  Union  in  an  ex- 
clusively favorable  light. 
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Stefan  Lorant  is  a  European  refugee.  Political  backtiround  and  aflSliations 
unknown  to  this  Commission. 

9.  The  Real  FDR,  by  Clark  Kinnaird 

Listed  in  three  successive  issues  of  ILWU  Dispatcher,  beginning  May  15,  1953. 
Noted  as  "temporarily  out  of  stock"  in  issue  of  June  12,  1953. 
Author  unknown  to  this  Commission. 

10.  Freedom  Road,  by  Howard  Fast 

Fictionalized  race-  and  class-hatred  propaganda,  with  the  post-Civil  War 
reconstruction  period  as  background.  Negroes  are  idealized,  and  whites  bestial- 
ized.  Evaluation  by  this  Commission  as  Communist  propaganda  is  confirmed 
by  the  following  item  from  the  Communist  Daily  People's  World  of  November 
28,  1951 : 

"Freedom  Road  on  Moscow  Stage 

"Prague  (Telepress). — A  stage  version  of  Freedom  Road,  the  novel  by  Howard 
Fast,  is  now  playing  at  Moscow's  dramatic  theater.  Produced  by  people's  artist 
Nikolai  Okhlopkov,  it  is  one  of  the  many  new  plays  staged  at  Moscow's  theaters 
in  honor  of  the  34th  anniversary  of  the  great  October  Socialist  revolution." 

Freedom  Road  has  been  advertised  in  the  Communist-front  New  World  Review 
(formerly  Soviet  Russia  Today),  February  1954;  listed  in  the  Communist  Work- 
ers Bookshop  holiday  season  (1954)  mail-circular  advertisement;  and  advertised 
in  many  other  Communist  and  Communist-front  publications.  This  book  has 
been  translated  into  14  languages,  including  Uzbek  and  Yiddish. 

Author  Howard  Fast  is  an  identified  member  of  the  Communist  Party  ;  column- 
ist for,  and  part  owner  of  the  Daily  Worker ;  associated  with  innumerable 
"front  organizations ;  and  winner  of  the  1953  International  Stalin  Prize  for 
Strengthening  Peace. 

11.  The  American,  by  Hotvard  Fast 

Semifiction,  written  around  the  life  of  John  Peter  Altgeld,  Governor  of  Illi- 
nois in  the  lS90's,  who  pardoned  three  of  the  anarchists  involved  in  the  Chicago 
Haymarket  riot  and  bombing.  Discredits  the  American  form  of  government, 
slanders  American  courts ;  and,  in  accordance  with  the  current  Communist  Party 
line,  purports  to  show  that  the  United  States  is  embarked  on  a  career  of  imperial- 
ism and  world  conquest. 

Advertised  in  the  Communist-fron  New  World  Review  November  1952,  Febru- 
ary 1954;  listed  in  the  Communist  Workers  Bookshop  holiday  season  (1954) 
mail-circular  advertisement ;  and  in  many  other  Communist  and  Communist- 
front  publications. 

For  a  brief  summary  of  Howard  Fast's  Communist  Party  afiiliations,  see  No. 
10,  Freedom  Road. 

12.  Spartacvs,  by  Howard  Fast 

Not  presently  available  for  study  and  evaluation.  Described  by  the  ILWU 
Dispatcher  of  May  15,  1953,  as  "dealing  with  the  great  slave  revolts  during  the 
time  of  the  Caesars  in  Rome." 

Reviewed  in  the  Communist-line  newspaper  Freedom  of  June  1952,  which  said 
in  part:  "Forty  thousand  slaves  followed  this  man  [Spartacus]  and  destroyed 
powerful  Roman  armies  in  an  early  move  for  human  freedom  which  shook 
the  foundations  of  the  mighty  Roman  empire." 

Advertised  as  a  selection  of  the  "progressive"  Liberty  Book  Club  in  September 
12, 1952,  issue  of  Communist  Daily  People's  World  ;  advertised  in  the  Communist- 
front  New  World  Review,  February  1954 ;  listed  among  "recent  outstanding 
titles"  in  Communist  Workers  Bookshop  holiday  season  (1954)  mail-circular 
advertisement. 

For  a  brief  summary  of  Howard  Fast's  Communist  Party  affiliations,  see  No, 
10,  Freedom  Road. 

13.  The  Bending  Cross,  by  Ray  Ginger 

This  is  a  biography  of  the  late  Eugene  Victor  Debs  who  3  or  4  decades  ago 
was  head  of  the  Socialist  Party  in  the  United  States.  The  book  has  a  definite 
Marxist  slant,  glorifies  the  class  struggle,  is  atheistic  to  a  marked  degree,  and 
leans  heavily  on  Marxists,  identified  Communists  and  Communist  leaders  for  its 
source  information. 

Advertised  in  the  Communist-line  National  Guardian  of  May  3,  1954,  listed 
among  bargain  books  in  Communist  Workers  Bookshop  holiday  season  (1954) 
mail-circular  advertisement. 
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Author  Ray  Ginger  is  classified  as  a  Communist-fonter,  having  been  one  of  the 
sponsors  of  the  National  Nonpartisan  Committee  to  Defend  the  Rights  of  the  12 
Communist  Leaders,  as  shown  on  the  back  of  that  organization's  letterhead  dated 
September  9  1949.  A  statement  of  the  Committee  for  Peaceful  Alternatives  to 
the  Atlantic  Pact,  dated  December  14, 1949,  named  Ray  Ginger  as  having  signed  a 
Statement  Calling  for  International  Agreement  to  Ban  Use  of  Atomic  Weapons. 
(The  Committee  for  Peaceful  Alternatives  was  cited  by  the  House  Committee  on 
Un-American  Activities  as  having  been  organized  to  further  the  cause  of  Com- 
munists in  the  United  States,  doing  "their  part  in  the  Moscow  campaign.") 

IJf.  American  LaJ)Or  Leaders,  iy  Charles  A.  Madison 

A  rather  lengthy  history  of  labor  in  the  United  States  as  seen  through  the 
careers  of  varlous^labor  leaders — early,  recent,  and  current.  The  author's  bias 
can  be  seen  in  one  of  his  initial  sweeping  statements  (about  the  United  States)  : 
"In  no  other  country  in  the  world  have  employers  been  so  bitterly  antagonistic  to 
their  workers,  so  arbitrary  in  resisting  their  efforts  at  organization,  so  callous  to 
their  needs  and  aspirations." 

The  ILWU  Dispatcher  of  May  29,  1953,  says  with  enthusiasm,  "The  chapter  on 
Bridges  and  the  ILWU  is  excellent."  There  are  reasons  for  this  orchid.  Author 
Madison  has  nothing  but  good  to  say  for  Harry  and  his  union.  "Probably  no 
other  man  in  the  United  States  has  undergone  such  Implacable  and  prolonged 
persecution."  As  for  the  rank  and  file :  "The  longshoremen  place  their  trust  in 
Bridges  because  he  has  not  yet  failed  them  *  *  *  Nor  are  they  alarmed  by  the 
alleged  horrors  of  communism ;  ever  since  1934  they  have  found  the  communists 
sympathetic  and  helpful  *  *  *" 

American  Labor  Leaders  was  favorably  reviewed  in  the  Communist  Worker 
(Sunday  edition  of  the  Daily  AVorker)  of  June  25, 1950. 

Charles  A.  Madison  (who  was  born  in  Russia)  was  a  speaker  at  the  March 
1949,  "Cultural  and  Scientific  Conference  for  World  Peace,"  which  was  cited  by 
the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  as  a  Communist  front  that  was 
"actually  a  supermoblllzation  of  the  Inveterate  wheelhorses  and  supporters  of  the 
Communist  Party  and  its  auxiliary  organizations."  He  was  also  one  of  the 
members  of  the  editorial  group  which  prepared  the  report  on  the  conference, 
entitled  "Speaking  of  Peace."  Madison  is  on  record  as  having  signed  a  state- 
ment attacking  anti-Communist  legislation,  and  a  petition  on  behalf  of  convicted 
Communist  leaders. 

15.  Peace,  War,  and  You,  hy  Jerome  Davis 

First  listed  by  the  ILWU  Book  Club  on  May  15,  19-53,  and  described  as  "a 
Quaker's  view  of  how  world  peace  can  be  achieved."  The  Commission's  evalua- 
tion of  this  book  is  that  it  is  a  vicious,  hypocritical,  and  dishonest  work,  depicting 
the  Soviet  Union  as  a  paragon  of  peace-loving  nations :  and  the  United  States  as 
a  warlike,  barbarous  nation  bent  on  world  conquest.  Like  all  other  Communist 
books  which  touch  on  Asiatic  problems,  this  one  lays  the  blame  for  the  Korean 
action  squarely  at  the  door  of  the  United  States,  and  accuses  our  country  of 
bloodthirsty  atrocities.  For  recommended  reading  on  World  Affairs,  Davis  lists 
a  number  of  official  propaganda  publications  of  Iron  Curtain  countries. 

Peace,  War,  and  You  was  quoted  approvliagly  three  times  in  Communist  Carl 
Marzanl's  book  We  Can  Be  Friends,  and  was  advertised  in  the  Communist-front 
New  World  Review  of  March  1954. 

In  its  report  on  the  March  1949  Communist-front  Scientific  and  Cultural  Con- 
ference for  World  Peace,  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  lists 
Jerome  Davis  as  a  sponsor,  and  states  that  he  has  been  affiliated  with  from  41  to 
50  Communist-front  organizations.  In  testimony  before  the  House  committee  on 
July  7,  1953,  Mr.  Benjamin  Gltlow,  one-time  general  secretary  of  the  Communist 
Party,  de.scribed  Jerome  Davis  as  a  "Soviet  Government  propagandist  and 
agent."  " 

16.  American  Imperialism,  ty  Victor  Perlo 

International  Publishers,  which  issues  this  book,  has  been  cited  six  times  by 
United  States  Government  officials  and  Investigative  bodies,  both  Federal  and 
States.  Among  them.  Attorney  General  Francis  Blddle  cited  this  firm  in  the 
Congressional  Record  (September  24,  1942)  as  "The  (Communist)  Party's  pub- 
lishing house." 


'*  Davis  gave  several  lectures  in  Honolulu  in  December  1953. 
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The  book  extols  the  Soviet  Union  and  vilifies  the  United  States.  It  is  a  vicious 
work  which  holds  up  the  Soviet  Union  as  a  "nonaggressive  state,"  and  brands 
the  United  States  as  an  imperialist  nation  plotting  hydrogen  bomb  and  bacterial 
warfare  against  "the  people  of  the  world."  The  author,  throughout  the  book, 
compares  United  States  political,  military,  and  business  figures  to  Nazis  and 
"German  Fascists''  of  the  Hitler  regime. 

American  Imperialism  has  been  advertised  in  various  Communist  publications, 
including  a  full-page  ad  in  Political  Affairs,  theoretical  organ  of  the  Communist 
Party.  It  was  listed  among  recent  outstanding  titles  in  the  Communist  Workers 
Bookshop  holiday  season  (1954)  mail-circular  advertisement.  A  book  review  in 
the  Daily  People's  Vv'orld  of  May  18,  1951,  stated  in  part :  "It  is  an  important 
Marxist  addition  to  such  other  works  as  Anna  Rochester's  Rulers  of  America, 
Labor  Research  Association's  Monopoly  Today,  Harry  Haywood's  Negro  Libera- 
tion and,  above  all,  William  Z.  Foster's  outstanding  work,  Outline  Political  His- 
tory of  the  Americas."    [Italics  added.] 

Victor  Perlo  has  been  identified  as  a  member  of  an  espionage  ring  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  by  Elizabeth  Bentley.  He  refused  to  affirm  or  deny  Communist 
Party  membership  before  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  in 
1948.  The  January  17,  1954,  issue  of  the  Communist  Worker  lists  Perlo  as  a 
lecturer  on  Imperialism  at  the  Communist  Jefferson  School  of  Social  Science. 

17.  The  FBI,  hij  Max  Lowenthal 

Offered  at  the  price  of  $3.75  (reduced  from  $5),  this  book  is  the  most  expensive 
of  the  ILAVU  selections,  which  cost  on  the  average  about  $1.  In  its  more 
than  500  pages,  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  is  continually  held  up  to 
contempt,  ridicule,  and  hatred.  The  author  has  made  a  special  effort  to  discredit 
the  FBI's  countersubversioa  program. 

This  book  has  been  favorably  reviewed  in  the  following  Communist  Party  pub- 
lications:  Daily  Worker  (December  3,  7,  1950)  ;  Daily  People's  World  (December 
15,  1950)  ;  Masses  &  Mainstream  (January  1951)  ;  Political  Affairs  (January 
1951).  In  its  review,  the  Daily  People's  World  refers  to  FBI  agents  as  "gum- 
shoes, spies,  sneaks,  badge-flashing  bounders,  double-dealing  frameup  artists, 
all-around  rascals  and  foes  of  the  United  States  Constitution  and  Bill  of  Rights," 
and  quotes  from  Lowenthal  with  enthusiasm.  An  extract  from  the  Political 
Affairs  review  states :  "Long  before  the  late  Henrich  Himmler  set  up  the  Nazi 
Gestapo  in  Germany,  J.  Edgar  Hoover  had  devised  methods  of  torturing  'con- 
fessions' from  his  victims." 

The  ILWU  Dispatcher  of  July  24,  1953,  states  that  the  FBI  "is  required  read- 
ing for  all  Americans  who  believe  that  J.  Edgar  Hoover's  organization  is  beyond 
criticism.  *  *  *" 

Max  Lowenthal  has  been  identified  as  having  held  membership  in  the  well- 
known  Communist-front  National  Lawyers  Guild,  and  in  the  International  Jurid- 
ical Association,  which,  according  to  the  California  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities,  "as  specialized  in  the  defense  of  individual  Communists  or  the  Commu- 
nist Party  itself.     It  has  followed  the  Communist  Party  line  without  deviation." 

18.  Report  of  the  Kefauver  Crime  Committee  {pamphlet) 

First  listed  May  15,  1953,  in  The  Dispatcher,  which  stated  that  the  pamphlet 
was  a  summary  of  the  committee's  findings,  "including  the  New  York  water- 
front situation." 

19.  Courage  Is  Contagious  {pamphlet) 

First  listed  by  the  ILWU  Book  Club  May  15,  1953.  This  is  a  31-page  pamphlet 
of  mudslinging  at  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities.  It  defends 
publicly  identified  Communists  as  well  as  those  Soviet  agents  who  have  been 
convicted  for  conspiracy,  perjury,  and  contempt.  Besides  vilifying  the  House 
committee  and  its  friendly  witnesses  (whom  the  pamphlet  calls  stool  pigeons), 
it  urges  active  resistance  to  this  legal  and  duly  constituted  investigative  body 
of  the  United  States  Congress. 

The  issuing  organization  is  the  Citizens  Committee  to  Preserve  American 
Freedoms,  which  has  been  listed  at  various  addresses  in  the  Los  Angeles  area. 
The  California  Senate  Investigating  Committee  on  Edvication,  in  its  1953 
report,  stated  that  the  Citizens  Committee  to  Preserve  American  Freedoms  is  a 
"new  front"  among  Communist-dominated  and  Communist-inspired  organizations 
in  southern  California,  led  by  Allen  Aaron  Heist,  who  is  identified  as  a  former 
director  of  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union. 
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20.  McCarthy  report  pamphlet 

The  true  title,  as  it  appears  on  the  cover,  is  "The  Financial  Affairs  of  Mc- 
Carthy." This  purports  to  be  the  "official  Senate  report,"  with  "deletions  made 
for  reasons  of  space,"  on  Senator  McCarthy's  financial  dealings,  e.  g.,  the 
"Lustron  transaction,"  the  transfer  of  funds  to  his  brother,  William  P.  Mc- 
Carthy, his  bank  account,  etc. 

This  pamphlet  is  a  16-page  reprint  from  an  article  originally  published  in  the 
leftwing  New  Republic,  and  is  issued  by  the  same  magazine  at  the  rate  of 
10  cents  a  single  copy  down  to  bargain  rates  in  large  quantities  ($50  per 
thousand,  etc.). 

21.  Lahor  Fact  Book  XI,  by  Labor  Research  Association 

This  is  a  clothbound  book  of  160  pages,  permeated  and  saturated  with  the 
Communist  Party  line.  In  fact,  a  1-page  section  in  the  chapter  Political  Action 
is  devoted  to  the  Communist  Party  position.  The  fifth  paragraph  of  this  sec- 
tion begins :  "The  party  reasserted  its  firm  belief  that  only  the  Socialist  re- 
organization of  society  can  finally  insure  permanent  peace,  security,  and  pros- 
perity." (Comment:  The  "Socialist  reorganization  of  society"  is,  of  course,  a 
common  euphemism  for  "revolution  of  the  proletariate.") 

The  27-page  chapter  on  civil  rights  is  an  impassioned  defense  of  self-admitted 
members  of  the  Communist  Party,  as  well  as  those  "labor  leaders,"  foreign 
refugees,  and  members  of  the  teaching  profession  who  have  refused  to  testify 
under  oath  as  to  their  Communist  affiliations.  Five  paragraphs  are  given  to 
the  Hawaii  case.  Labor  Fact  Book  XI  says:  "Hall  (regional  director  of  the 
ILWU)  had  asked  that  his  case  be  separated  from  the  others  because  it  was 
designed  to  destroy  the  union  *  *  *"  Witnesses  for  the  prosecution  are  called 
informer  and  renegade. 

Approving  comment  and  considerable  space  is  given  to  "independent  unions" 
(those  Commvinist-dominated  unions  which  were  expelled  by  the  CIO),  and 
world  unions,  such  as  the  WFTU,  which  are  notorious  for  their  affiliation  with, 
and  subservience  to,  Soviet  Russia. 

This  book  is  listed  among  recent  outstanding  titles  in  the  Communist  Workers 
Bookshop  holiday  season  (1954)  mail-circular  advertisement.  It  is  also  listed 
in  a  recent  catalog  of  International  Publishers  which  states :  "The  latest  addi- 
tion to  the  well-known  biennial  series  which  the  National  Guardian  ^  has 
characterized  as  the  progressive's  supplement  to  the  World  Almanac. 

International  Publishers,  which  issues  Labor  Fact  Book  XI,  has  been  cited  as 
The  (Communist)  Party's  publishing  house.  (See  No.  16,  Ajnerican  Imperial- 
ism.) 

Labor  Research  Association,  which  compiled  this  book,  has  been  described  in 
sworn  testimony  as  the  "research  department  of  the  Communist  Party" ;  and 
has  been  cited  by  the  United  States  Attorney  General  as  subversive  and  as  an 
affiliate  of  the  Communist  Party. 

22.  The  Mooney  Case,  by  Ernest  Jerome  Hopkins 

First  listed  in  the  ILWU  Dispatcher  of  September  4,  1953,  which  said  in  part : 
"The  ILWU  Book  Club  has  been  fortunate  enough  to  come  upon  a  small  supply 

(about  100  copies)   of  this  classic  book  on  the  most  famous  labor  frameup  in 

American  history — the  Mooney  case. 

******* 

"ILWU  members,  familiar  with  the  19-year  history  of  the  attempts  to  frame 
Harry  Bridges  for  his  opinions  and  the  gains  his  leadership  has  brought  to  them, 
will  want  to  have  a  copy  of  this  book  in  their  libraries.     The  parallel  is  obvious." 

This  book  was  dropped  from  the  ILWU  Book  Club  list  in  the  Dispatcher  of 
March  5,  1954,  and  has  not  reappeared.  It  is  assumed  that  the  small  supply  was 
exhausted.     Not  available  to  this  commission  for  study  and  evaluation. 

2S.  Daybreak  in  China,  by  Basil  Davidson 

An  account  of  a  Briton's  trip  to  China  in  1952  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Chinese  People's  Institute  of  Foreign  Affairs.  Blatantly  pro-Soviet  and  pro- 
Chinese  Communist.  Slanders  the  United  States  with  germ-warfare  charges, 
and  approvingly  repeats  Chinese  industrial  propaganda  slogans  such  as :  "Every 
working  team  a  bullet  against  a  United  States  bomber."  Another  such  slogan 
which  took  the  British  author's  fancy  was  accompanied  by  a  picture  poster  of  an 
airplane  in  flames,  and  said :  "Let's  see  which  team  can  hit  that  bomber  first." 


J^  A  Communist  Party-line  publication. 
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Enthusiastically  reviewed  in  the  Communist-front  New  World  Review  (for- 
merly Soviet  Russia  Today).  Advertised  by  the  progressive  Liberty  Book  Club 
as  its  February  1954,  selection  in  the  Communist  Daily  People's  World  and  Com- 
muist-liue  National  Guardian. 

This  sickening  propaganda  work,  which  glorifies  Mao  Tse-tung  and  glosses  over 
or  denies  Communist  atrocities,  slave  labor,  and  aggression,  is  written  by  an 
Englishman,  and  published  in  London.  The  author,  Basil  Davidson,  makes  a 
point  of  denying  that  he  is  a  Communist. 

2}t.  The  Southpaiv,  hy  Mark  Harris 

This,  is,  on  the  face  of  it,  a  baseball  story  written  in  a  colloquial,  ungrammati- 
cal  style  reminiscent  of  the  late  Ring  Lardner.  Communist  propaganda  has  been 
cleverly  inserted,  however,  to  instill  disrespect  for  patriotic  values;  fear  and 
distaste  for  military  service;  opposition  to  our  role  in  the  Korean  war;  and 
general  contempt  for  the  "boss"  or  "capitalist"  class.  A  race-conflict  angle 
(.white-Negro)  is  also  noticeably  present. 

Few  books  have  had  such  wide  and  favorable  publicity  in  the  Communist  press. 
It  was  reviewed  and  recommended  in  the  Communist  Daily  Worker,  and  discussed 
at  length  in  Lester  Rodney's  sports  column  of  the  same  newspaper.  It  was 
advertised  by  the  progressive  Liberty  Book  Club  as  its  January  1954,  selection 
in  the  Communist  Daily  People's  World  and  the  Communist-line  National 
Guardian.  It  was  highly  recommended  in  the  Gadabout  column  of  the  Com- 
munist Honolulu  Record,  and  enthusiastically  reviewed  in  the  ILWU  Dispatcher 
by  identified  Communist  Louis  Boris  Goldblatt. 

Author  Mark  Harris  has  been  aflaiiated  with  the  revolutionary  Communist 
League  of  American  Writers,  and  the  Communist  magazine  Masses  and  Main- 
stream. 

25.  Wliat  To  Do  Until  the  Doctor  Comes,  by  William  Bolton,  M.  D. 

"Dr.  Bolton's  book  is  more  than  a  first-aid  handbook.  It  not  only  tells  what 
to  do  and  how  to  do  it  in  cases  of  accident  and  sudden  illness,  but  also  gives  a 
variety  of  useful  information  on  common  and  not-so-common  health  problems" 
(ILWU  Dispatcher,  May  14, 1954) . 

26.  Smear  and  Run  {pamphlet) 

A  32-page  booklet  cosponsored  by  three  California  organizations,  one  of  which, 
the  Citizens  Committee  To  Preserve  American  Freedoms,  has  already  been  cited 
as  a  Communist  front  by  the  California  Senate  Investigating  Committee  on 
Education.  (See  No.  19,  Courage  Is  Contagious.)  The  other  two  organizations 
are  obviously  "fronts."  One,  Californians  for  the  Bill  of  Rights,  has  since 
(December  30,  1954)  been  notified  by  the  Attorney  General  that  he  intends  to 
list  it  as  subversive  on  the  grounds  of  Communist  domination. 

This  pamphlet  is  another  bout  of  mudslinging  at  the  House  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities,  which  is  accused,  in  heavy,  black  type,  of  "trickery,  bigotry, 
and  union  busting."  It  encourages  prospective  witnesses  before  the  House  com- 
mittee to  use  resistance,  to  fight  back,  and  to  invoke  the  fifth  amendment  when 
ordered  to  testify  regarding  Communist  Party  affiliations. 

The  initial  announcement  in  the  ILWU  Dispatcher  of  July  9,  1954,  says  in 
part: 

"A  new  pamphlet  on  witch  hunting — congressional  style — is  offered  now  by 
the  ILWU  Book  Club  for  a  nickel.  Titled  'Smear  and  Run'  the  pamphlet  proves 
that  all  the  hue  and  cry  about  communism  and  subversion  is  directed  not  at 
subversives  or  Communists  but  at  the  labor  movement  itself." 

27.  Eyewitness  in  Indochina,  iy  Joseph  Starobin 

Not  presently  available  to  this  commission  for  study  and  evaluation. 

This  book  is  one  of  the  more  recent  selections  of  the  ILWU  Book  Club,  having 
been  listed  and  briefly  reviewed  in  the  Dispatcher  of  September  3,  1954: 

"Eyewitness  in  Indochina,  by  leftwing  writer  Joseph  Starobin,  is  an  exciting 
and  easily  read  firsthand  account  (an  ILWU  Book  Club  selection  at  $1,  paper 
cover,  and  autographed  by  the  author)  of  this  reporter's  recent  trip  through  the 
interior  of  Indochina  and  to  the  fighting  fronts. 

"Starobin  presents  a  friendly  and  sympathetic  account  of  the  Vietminh  and 
their  cause.  Whether  you  agree  or  disagree  with  his  point  of  view,  this  is  an 
important  book  to  be  read  and  studied  in  order  to  understand  what  is  admittedly 
one  of  the  great  forces  sweeping  our  world  today — the  drive  of  colonial  peoples 
to  liberate  themselves  and  to  run  their  lives  and  their  lands  in  a  manner  they 
think  best." 
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Characterization  of  Joseph  Starobin  as  a  "left-wing  writer"  is  a  gross  under- 
statement. He  has  a  long  record  of  affiliation  with  Communist  fronts,  has  edited 
the  Communist  magazine  New  Masses  (now  Masses  and  Mainstream),  and  is 
currently  foreign  editor  of  the  Communist  Daily  Worker.  The  California  Com- 
mittee on  Un-American  Activities  lists  him  as  a  Communist  (1948  report,  p.  343). 

Eyewitness  in  Indochina  has  had  wide  publicity  in  official  Communist  and 
Communist-line  publications.  As  one  example,  it  was  favorably  reviewed  in  the 
Communist-front  New  World  Review  (June  1954),  and  recommended  as  essential 
reading. 

28.  Parliamentary  Pi'ocedure  at  a  Qlance,  l)y  O.  Oarfield  Jones 

Not  available  to  this  commission.     No  information  on  the  author. 

29.  The  Labor  Story,  dy  Aleine  Austin 

A  rather  elementary  and  superficial  history  of  labor  in  the  United  States, 
covering  a  period  of  about  150  years.  Has  a  strong  antiemployer  bias,  but  is 
comparatively  free  from  Communist  propaganda.  However,  the  bibliography 
lists  a  number  of  Communist,  Marxist,  and  party-front  writers,  and  14  percent 
of  the  reference  works  cited  are  issued  by  International  Publishers,  New  York 
printing  firm  of  the  Communist  Party. 

The  Labor  Story  was  offered  as  a  premium  by  the  periodical  In  Fact,  as  shown 
in  issues  for  January  23  and  March  6,  1950.  In  Fact  has  been  cited  as  a  Com- 
munist front  by  the  Congressional  Special  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities. 

30.  Sagas  of  Struggle,  hy  Samuel  Colton 

Not  available  to  this  commission  for  study  and  evaluation.  No  information 
regarding  Author  Samuel  Colton. 

51.  Strike  Strategy,  ty  John  Steuben 

Replaced  Sagas  of  Struggle  on  list  published  in  July  31, 1954,  issue  of  the  ILWU 
Reporter. 

This  is  a  handbook  on  mass-strike  technique  which  applies  military  theory  to 
the  conduct  of  labor  disputes,  and  includes  instruction  on  the  formation  of 
picket  lines,  fiying  squads,  and  intelligence  and  courier  groups.  Strike  Strategy 
is  a  technical  manual  on  class  warfare,  and  not  a  propaganda  work  as  such, 
although  the  Communist  Party  line  is  definitely  present. 

John  Steuben  (born  Isaack  Rijock,  in  Vrailov,  Russia)  has  been  identified  as 
a  high-ranking  member  of  the  Communist  Party,  specializing  in  labor  agitation ; 
at  present  the  subject  of  denaturalization  and  deportation  proceedings  insti- 
tuted by  the  Department  of  Justice.  He  is  currently  listed  as  editor  of  the 
Communist-line  publication,  March  of  Labor.  His  book  is  published  by  Gaer 
Associates,  headed  by  Joseph  Gaer,  who  has  a  long  record  of  Communist-front 
affiliation. 

The  following  is  quoted  from  a  report  on  the  March  of  Labor  by  the  House 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  (December  22,  1954)  : 

"According  to  information  available  to  the  conunittee,  Steuben  returned  at 
least  once  to  Russia,  in  1928.  He  is  also  reported  to  have  attended  Lenin  Uni- 
versity in  Moscow.  His  book,  Strike  Strategy,  published  in  1950,  and  his  activ- 
ities in  various  strikes  over  the  years  display  positive  knowledge  of  the  methods 
and  techniques  acquired  by  many  American  Communists  at  the  Lenin  Univer- 
sity, and  other  Communist  schools.  Page  6  of  the  Daily  AVorker  of  March  14, 
1950,  described  his  book  Strike  Strategy  as  the  only  important  book  on  the 
subject  since  a  pamphlet  by  William  Z.  Foster,  chairman  of  the  Communist 
Party  of  the  United  States."

CONCLUSION 

The  combined  total  of  books  and  pamphlets  which  have  been  ofi'ered  by  the 
ILWU  Book  Club  (San  Francisco  and  Honolulu)  for  the  period  ended  Septem- 
ber 17,  19.54,  numbers  33. 

As  of  September  17,  1954,  the  ILWU  Book  Club  list  contained  22  current  titles. 
Of  these,  20  (17  books,  3  pamphlets)  have  been  available  and  have  been  re- 
viewed. Authors  of  six  of  these  books  have  been  identified  as  Communists. 
Seven  books  have  been  written  by  persons  who  have  been  affiliated  with  Com- 
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mnnist-front  organizations.  Two  of  the  three  pamphlets  have  been  issued  by 
a  Coinmuuist-front  organization.  One  book  was  writen  by  an  Englishman  who 
visited  China  as  an  approved  guest  of  the  Communist  government.  Advertise- 
ments or  favorable  reviews  of  13  books  have  been  found  in  official  Communist 
or  Communist-line  publications.  Nineteen  of  the  twenty  books  and  pamphlets 
contain  Covuiiunist  and  subversive  propaganda  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree. 

The  conunission  does  not  recommend,  or  even  suggest,  that  any  book  be  pro- 
scribed or  removed  from  public  circulation.  A  library  has  and  should  have  the 
widest  latitude  in  stocking  its  shelves.^" 

Fast  and  Foner  together  represent  four  ILWU  Book  Club  selections.  How- 
ever, a  book  circulating  system  which  limits  its  selections,  as  does  the  ILWU 
Book  Club,  to  works  by  Communists,  Communist  sympathizers  and  obscure 
writers  whose  only  common  denominator  is  the  class-conflict  theme,  is  not  truly 
a  library,  but  is  a  propaganda  agency  for  the  Communist  movement. 

The  most  damning  indictment  of  the  ILWU  Book  Club  is  that  it  has  offered 
its  readers  no  choice  worthy  of  mention — between  controversial  and  noncontro- 
versial  books ;  or  between  pro-Communist  and  anti-Communist  books.  The 
commission  bases  this  opinion  on  the  lists  published  in  the  ILWU  official 
organs,  the  Reporter  and  the  Dispatcher.  As  additional  information  on  litera- 
ture disseminated  by  the  ILWU  education  department,  the  commission  can 
cite  the  pamphlet  Hard  Facts  Versus  Soft  Soap,  put  out  by  the  Pacific  Pub- 
lishing Foundation,  the  printing  firm  of  the  Communi.st  Daily  People's  World ; 
and  the  book  Born  of  the  People,  by  the  Communist  guerrilla  leader,  Luis  Taruc, 
issued  by  the  Communist  firm,.  International  Publishers."  The  pamphlet  is, 
in  essence,  the  1954  draft  program  of  the  Communist  Party  in  miniature.  It 
deviates  in  no  way  from  the  Communist  Party  line.  The  book  is  an  extremely 
slanderous  and  subversive  work  which  accuses  the  United  States  of  imperialism 
and  barbaric  atrocities  against  the  Filipino  people.  A  foreword  by  Soviet 
propagandist,  Paul  Robeson,  is  a  bitter  diatribe  against  the  United  States,  a 
fulsome  eulogy  of  world  communism. 

In  order  that  its  subversion  may  be  disseminated  widely  in  the  Territory, 
Born  of  the  People  has  been  translated  into  the  Uocano  dialect  and  published 
in  installments  in  Ti  Mangyuna,  Filipino  biweekly  newspaper,  owned  and  oper- 
ated by  the  Communist  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co.,  of  811  Sheridan  Street, 
Honolulu. 

As  an  observation  on  the  ILWU  Book  Club,  the  commission  feels  that  it 
undoubtedly  constitutes  a  preconceived  plan  to  indoctrinate  the  rank  and  file 
in  Communist  ideology  and  to  encourage  subversive  attitudes.  The  club,  estab- 
lished under  the  name  of  Harry  Bridges,  is  a  cruel  deception.  Uninformed 
members  of  the  rank  and  file  who  see  Bridges  only  as  an  honest  union  leader, 
fighting  for  their  material  welfare,  are  only  too  likely  to  accept  his  assurance 
that  the  book  club  offers  what  he  calls  good  informative  books — "books  written 
in  the  spirit  and  practice  of  American  democratic  and  union  ideals." 


^«  With  regard  to  official  Government  agencies  using  certain  books  in  libraries  abroad, 
the  Senate  Permanent  Subcommittee  on  Investigations  said  in  a  report  on  State  Depart- 
ment Information  Centers  (dated  January  25,  1954)  : 

"Another  1.3  autliors.  wliose  works  were  used  by  the  old  Acheson  State  Department 
Information  Center  libraries,  could  be  classified  as  'hard  core'  or  notorious  Communists 
with  long  public  or  self-admitted  records  of  Communist  activity  *  *  *.  That  any  respon- 
sible Government  official  or  literate  and  loyal  librarian  in  these  USIS  centers  would  order 
with  funds  provided  by  the  American  taxpayers,  or  publicly  display  the  works  of  any  of 
the  following,  seems  difficult  to  explain  or  understand  :  Howard  Fast,  Philip  Foner  *  *  *" 
(plus  11  other  names,  including  Earl  Browder  and  William  Z.  Foster). 

"  The  following  sworn  testimony  by  Louis  Budenz,  formerly  a  high  official  in  the  Com- 
munist Party,  shows  the  extent  to  which  International  Publishers  is  controlled  by  the 
headquarters  of  world  communism  in  Soviet  Russia  : 

Q.   "*   *   *   Do  you  know  what  the  firm  of  International  Publishers  is? 

A.  "Very  decidedly.  The  firm  of  International  Publishers  is  one  of  the  two  large  publish- 
ing houses  of  the  Communist  Party  in  this  country.  It  is  directly  linked  up  to  Moscow 
through  Alexander  Trachtenberg,  who  publishes  all  the  translations  of  the  Marxist- 
Leninist  classics.  These  Marxist-Leninist  classics,  Incidentally,  have  to  be  approved  by 
Moscow  before  Trachtenberg  can  publish  them. 

Q.  "You  mean  there  was  a  direct  liaison  between  the  Communist  Party  of  the  United 
States  and  Moscow  regarding  the  content  of  these  books? 

A.  "That  is  correct,  between  Alexander  Trachtenberg,  head  of  the  International  Pub- 
lishers, and  the  Marx-Engels-Lenin  Institute  in  Moscow,  which  censors  or,  rather,  approves 
of  the  books  that  can  be  published,  and  the  translations  as  they  are  produced  in  each 
country." 

[U.  S.  Senate  hearings  dated  March  24,  25,  and  26,  1953.  State  Department  Informa- 
tion Program — Information  Centers,  pt.  1,  p.  45.] 
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It  has  been  seen,  to  the  contrary,  that  these  books  and  pamphlets  contain 
subversion,  sedition,  race  hatred,  class  conflict,  incitement  to  revolution,  in- 
structions in  actual  class  warfare,  contempt  of  American  courts,  ridicule  of 
religion,  disrespect  for  patriotic  values,  glorification  of  the  Soviet  Union  and 
Communist  China — in  short,  everything  contrary  to  the  ideals  and  national 
policies  of  the  United  States. 

For  reasons  of  lack  of  time  and  personnel,  the  Commission  ended  its  individual 
reviews  of  ILWU  Book  Club  selections  with  the  list  published  in  the  Dis- 
patcher of  September  17,  1954.  A  number  of  additional  books,  however,  have 
since  been  advertised  in  the  Dispatcher,  up  to  and  including  its  last  issue  in 
1954.  All  of  these  are  Communist-line  books  or  pamphlets  which  run  true 
to  type  with  those  publications  which  have  been  individually  treated  in  previous 
pages,  in  that  they  have  been  written  by  Communist  authors  or  issued  by  Com- 
munist printing  firms.  The  works  of  the  notorious  and  prolific  Communist 
writer,  Howard  Fast,  have  been  augmented  by  two  new  selections,  Conceived  in 
Liberty  and  The  Unvanquished.  A  new  author  and  playwright,  Barrie  Stavis, 
is  represented  by  The  Man  Who  Never  Died,  which  purports  to  be  the  true 
story  of  Joe  Hill,  IWW  organizer  and  convicted  murderer,  who  died  in  1915 
before  a  Utah  firing  .squad,  martyr  to  a  "frameup."  The  Communist  tinge  of 
this  book,  which  features  such  characters  as  "Old  Bolshevik"  Bill  Haywood, 
and  convicted  Communist  conspirator  Elizabeth  Gurley  Flynn,  is  heightened 
by  the  author's  thanks  for  the  "knowledge,  talent,  and  time"  of  such  people 
as  Philip  S.  Foner,  oft-cited  "historian"  of  the  Communist  Party,  and  Bernard 
D.  Fischman,  executive  board  member  of  the  Communist-front  National  Lawyers 
Guild. 

Another  recent  selection  of  the  ILWU  Book  Club  is  Mill  Town,  an  account, 
largely  pictorial,  of  the  Lawrence,  Mass.,  strike  of  1912.  Like  The  Man  Who 
Never  Died,  this  book  also  brings  in  the  Industrial  Workers  of  the  World,  or 
IW^W,  and  its  apostles  of  violence  and  sabotage,  Bill  Haywood  and  Elizabeth 
Gurley  Flynn.  Both  books  deal  with  events  of  40  years  ago  and  have  a  common 
class  warfare  theme  with  undertones  of  labor  martyrdom  and  "frameup." 

Mill  Town  was  written  by  Bill  Cahn,  who  is  unknown  to  this  Commission. 
The  publishers,  Cameron  &  Kahn,  however,  are  of  more  than  usual  interest. 
Angus  Cameron  has  been  identified  as  a  secret  member  of  the  Communist 
Party.  Albert  E.  Kahn  is  also  an  identified  party  member.  The  firm  of 
Cameron  &  Kahn  issues  printed  matter  carrying  the  stigmatic  trade  union  label 
or  "union  bug"  209,  found  on  books  and  pamphlets  of  the  official  Communist 
Party  publishing  house,  International  Publishers.  The  same  "bug"  appears,  for 
example,  on  sucli  a  basic  document  as  The  Communist  Manifesto,  by  Karl  Marx 
and  Friedrich  Engels. 

An  additional  ILWU  Book  Club  "choice,"  which  bears  both  the  label  of 
Cameron  &  Kahn  and  "union  bug"  209,  is  a  64-page  pamphlet  entitled  "Mc- 
Carthy on  Trial."  The  cover  has  17  small  full-face  pictures  of  Senator  Joseph 
R.  McCarthy,  arranged  to  form  a  swastika. 

The  "trial,"  according  to  the  booklet,  was  held  on  January  6,  1954,  at  St. 
Nicholas  Arena,  66th  and  Broadway,  New  York  City,  without  the  presence  ot 
defendant  McCarthy.  The  prosecuting  attorneys  were  Frank  Serri  and  Russ 
Nixon,  the  former,  president  of  tlie  New  York  City  chapter  of  the  Communist- 
front  National  Lawyers  Guild ;  the  latter,  an  identified  Communist,  and  legis- 
lative director  for  the  Communist-dominated  United  Electrical,  Radio  and 
Machine  Workers  of  America. 

The  "witnesses"  were : 

Charles  R.  Allen,  Jr.,  journalist  (former  assistant  editor  of  the  left-wing  maga- 
zine Nation). 

Dr.  Alphaeus  Hun  ton,  educator  (secretary  of  the  Council  on  African  Af- 
fairs, which  has  been  cited  by  the  Attorney  General  as  subversive  and  Com- 
munist). 

James  Aronson,  newspaperman  (executive  editor  of  the  National  Guardian, 
Communist-line  publication). 

Lou  Spindell,  teacher   (fifth-amendment  Communist). 

Abram  Flaxer,  trade  unionist  (identified  Communist  and  former  president 
of  the  Communist-dominated  United  Public  Workers  of  America). 

Reverend  William  Howard  Melish,  churchman  (notorious  Communist-front 
clergyman). 

Howard  Fast,  novelist  (Communist  writer  and  part  owner  of  the  Daily  Worker. 
Winner  of  1953  Stalin  peace  prize) . 
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Dr.  Melba  Phillips,  scientist  (may  be  identical  with  "Prof.  Melber  Phillips,"  a 
sponsor  of  the  Communist-front  Scientific  and  Cultural  Conference  for  World 
Peace). 

Mrs.  Eslanda  Robeson,  author  (wife  of  Soviet  propagandist  Paul  Robeson) . 

Julius  Emspak,  trade  unionist  (Communist,  general  secretary-treasurer  of  the 
Communist-dominated  United  Electrical,  Radio,  and  Machine  Workers  of 
America). 

Fi-ank  Coe,  economist  (former  secretary  of  the  International  Monetary  Fund). 

Ben  Gold,  trade  unionist  (president  of  the  Communist-dominated  International 
Fur  and  Leather  Workers  Union.  Convicted  for  perjury  in  1954  for  lying  about 
his  Communist  Party  affiliations). 

Page  IS  of  McCarthy  on  Trial  lists  the  12  members  of  the  "jury"  in  this  mock 
trial.  Time  does  not  permit  research  into  tlie  backgrounds  of  the  persons  named. 
All  but  two  are  stated  to  be  veterans  or  ex-servicemen.  One  of  these  is  Dr. 
Edward  Barsky,  described  as  "former  head  of  sanitation  service  of  the  Abraham 
Lincoln  Brigade  in  Spain ;  former  chairman.  Joint  Anti-Fascist  Refugee  Commit- 
tee." Both  of  the  organizations  mentioned  have  been  cited  by  the  Attorney 
General  as  "subversive  and  Communist."  The  other  is  William  Siler,  "member, 
United  Electrical,  Radio,  and  Machine  Workers  of  America."  The  UERMW, 
commonly  designated  as  UE,  is  a  Communist-dominated  union. 

The  Transcript  of  the  Proceedings  consists  of  wordy  mouthings  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  line  by  the  "witnesses"  named  and  identified  above.  These  dia- 
tribes have  little  or  nothing  to  do  with  the  Senator  from  Wisconsin.  The  real 
attack  is  aimed  against  all  persons  and  official  bodies  which  hamper  activities 
of  the  Communist  Party.  Take,  for  example,  the  "testimony"  of  Dr.  Alphaeus 
Hunton : 

"*  *  *  It  is  my  opinion  that  McCarthy,  Brownell,  the  Subversive  Activities 
Control  Board  headed  by  Thomas  .T.  Herbert,  are  all  members  of  the  same  con- 
spiracy. They  stand  or  fall  together  *  *  *  The  people — and  only  the  people — 
can  stop  fascism  from  coming  to  America." 

That  McCarthy  is  not  the  true  target  can  be  seen  from  the  following  "testimony" 
of  Communist  Julius  Emspak : 

"Prosecutor.  Would  you  say  these  witch-hunting  committees  are  the  greatest 
menace  to  our  democracy?  , 

"Mr.  Emspak.  No,  sir;  I  would  not. 

"Prosecutor.  You  wouldn't? 

"^Ir.  Emspak.  No,  sir. 

"Prosecutor.  Why  not? 

"Mr.  Emspak.  Because  these  witch-hunting  committees  are  only  the  servants 
of  the  big  corporations  whose  unbridled  financial  power  and  greed  are  the  real 
threat  to  our  democracy.  As  Roosevelt  used  to  call  them,  the  economic  royal- 
ists *  *  *  These  witch-hunting  committees  are  *  *  *  part  of  a  coldly  calculated 
conspiracy  by  big  business  to  destroy  the  democratic  organizations  of  the  Ameri- 
can people — and  in  the  first  place,  the  labor  movement  *  *  *." 

We  see,  then,  that  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  "big  business"— not 
the  Senator — were  "on  trial"  in  New  York  by  a  select  group  of  the  Communist 
Party.  The  essential  totalitarian  nature  of  the  "trial" — having  two  "prosecuting 
attorneys,"  but  no  defense  counsel  and  no  "defendant"  present — reveals  the  true 
character  of  the  si>onsors  and  participants. 

The  space  given  to  these  most  recent  examples  of  what  the  ILWU  leadership  rec- 
ommends to  the  literate  rank  and  file  is  perhaps  disproportionate  to  the  space 
devoted  to  the  ILWU  Book  Club  as  a  whole.  Yet,  McCarthy  on  Trial  is,  in  par- 
ticular, tjT)ical  of  the  Communist  effort  to  instill  disrespect  for  duly  constituted 
authority.  The  other  two  books,  as  mentioned  before,  stress  class  warfare  and 
"labor  frameups." 

The  ILWU  Book  Club,  launched  by  international  President  Harry  Bridges, 
and  propagated  by  both  the  Dispatcher  and  the  ILWU  Reporter,  official  organs 
of  the  ILWU,  has  been  in  existence  for  2  years.  With  the  backing  and  sup- 
port of  the  ILWU  leadership,  this  reading  program  can  have,  and  may  already 
have  commenced  to  have,  a  subverting  effect  upon  the  loyalty  of  the  ILWU  rank 
and  file  for  the  Government  and  institutions  of  the  United  States. 

ILWU  Film  Program 

The  ILWU  education  department  has  not  restricted  its  "educational"  efforts 
to  the  spoken  and  printed  word.  In  January  195.3  David  E.  Thompson  made 
arrangements  with  the  Library  of  Hawaii  to  service  a  film  program  for  the 
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ILWU.  Under  the  agreement,  the  ILWU  education  department  was  to  furnish 
$640  for  the  purchase  of  5  "educational"  films  for  the  Library  of  Hawaii.  They 
were : 

How  Green  Was  My  Valley 
Two  Years  Before  the  Mast 
Due  Process  of  Law  Denied 
Mutiny  On  the  Bounty 
Treasure  Island 
These  films  were  to  be  made  available  to  the  ILWU  for  its  exclusive  use  for 
a  period  of  1  year,  or  not  to  exceed  2  years,  without  charge.    Thereafter  ILWU 
requests  for  the  films  would  have  priority  over  other  requests,  and  such  use 
would  be  without  cost  to  the  union. 

Further,  the  library  agreed  to  service  a  1-year  film  program  for  the  union 
which  would  utilize  these  films  and  other  films  to  be  made  available  by  the 
union.  Short  subjects  not  to  exceed  10  in  1  month  were  to  be  made  available 
by  the  library,  without  charge. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  services  p-erformed  would  include  shipping  films  ac- 
cording to  schedules  furnished  by  the  union,  maintaining  a  record  of  films  used 
and  examining,  maintaining,  and  repairing  films  at  Honolulu.     The  films  were 
to  be  circulated  to  ILWU  division  directors. 
Certain  films  furnished  by  the  ILWU  in  accordance  with  the  agreement  were :

Sponsored  by  United  Labor  Committee  To  Defeat  the  Taft-Hartley  bill 

Union  Films  is  listed  as  the  source  of  these  five  films.  A  letterhead  of  Union 
Films  dated  March  11,  1948,  showed  the  address  to  be  508  North  Fillmore 
Street,  Arlington,  Va.  Carl  Marzani  was  listed  as  director.  Carl  Marzani, 
alias  Aldo  Marzani  and  Tony  Wales,  ex-State  Department  employee,  recently 
completed  a  3-year  prison  term  for  perjury  in  testifying  about  Communist 
Party  affiliations.  As  of  June  1054  Marzani  was  soliciting  funds,  as  treasurer, 
for  the  National  Committee  to  Win  Ajnnesty  for  Smith  Act  Victims.  The 
Dailv  Worker  of  January  3,  1950,  refers  to  Union  Films  as  "*  *  *  the  film  di- 
vision of  the  NCASP.  *  *  *"  (National  Council  of  Arts,  Sciences,  and  Pro- 
fessions— cited  by  a  congressional  committee  as  a  Communist  front.) 

The  sponsor  of  four  of  these  films,  the  United  Electrical,  Radio,  and  Machine 
Workers  of  America,  CIO,  was  expelled  from  the  CIO  in  1950,  because  of 
Communist  domination. 

One  of  these  films,  Deadline  for  Action,  was  publicized  in  1946  and  1947  as 
dangerous  propaganda  and  as  being  a  vehicle  for  spreading  the  Communist  Party 
line.     On  October  29,  1946,  the  New  York  World-Telegram  reported : 

"Under  the  guise  of  presenting  labor's  point  of  view,  the  third  largest  union 
in  the  CIO  is  doing  one  of  the  cleverest,  subtlest  jobs  of  spreadiug  the  Commu- 
nist Party  line  in  recent  years  through  a  four-reel,  40-minute  sound  movie, 
Deadline  for  Action.  Described  as  "a  weapon  for  political  action,"  the  film 
excoriates  American  business.  Congress,  the  Government  and  "atomic  diplomacy" 
in  sweeping  strokes  that  duplicate  similar  recent  attacks  by  Soviet  spokesmen 
and  by  the  Commnnist  Party's  own  Daily  Worker.  *  *  * 

"Deadline  for  Action  is  produced  and  distributed  throughout  the  country  by 
the  United  Electrical,  Radio,  and  Machine  Workers  of  America,  CIO.  *  *  * 
Bearing  the  UE-CIO  imprint,  it's  being  pushed  not  only  in  Red  circles  and  union 
halls,  but  also  before  political  rallies,  church  groups,  farmers — at  State  fairs 
and  grange  meetings — and  community  centers,  such  as  athletic  clubs,  settlement 
houses,  and  youth  clubs.  *  *  *  The  film  concentrates  on  three  persons.  They 
are  Albert  J.  Fitzgerald,  UE  president,  Julius  Emspnk,  secretary-treasurer,  and 
James  J.  Matles,  national  director  of  organization.  *  *  * 


SCOPE    OF   SOVIET    ACTIVITY    IN    THE    UNITED    STATES      2837 

"The  film  purports  to  tell  the  story  of  a  mythical  Bill  Turner,  a  lathe  operator 
disillusioned  bv  a  postwar  world.  It  pulls  out  all  the  stops  against  General 
Electric  Westinghouse,  General  Motors  and  against  the  J.  P.  Morgan,  Kuhn- 
Loeb,  Du  Pont,  and  Rockefeller  interests,  depicting  them  as  the  tentacles  of  a 
gigantic  Wall  Street  octopus  which  'controls  the  economy  of  the  United 
States '  *  *  *" 

On  Julv  27,  1947,  the  Washington  Times  Herald  (p.  2),  reported  in  an  article 
by  James  Walter  that  Carl  Aldo  Marzani,  former  State  Department  employee 
convicted  of  concealing  his  Communist  affiliations  from  the  United  States  Civil 
Service  Commission,  was  revealed  last  night  as  director  of  a  motion  picture 
widely  used  in  carrying  on  pro-Red  propaganda.     The  following  is  quoted  from 

"Governm'ent  investigators  also  said  that  20  State  Department  employees 
joined  Marzani  in  forming  the  company  handling  the  film,  and  Mrs.  Marzani 
took  care  of  the  rentals  at  $65  a  copy.  Her  husband  admitted  at  his  trial  that 
she  is  a  Communist  and  was  employed  last  summer  by  the  National  Committee 
on  Atomic  Information. 

"The  revelations  came  as  the  pro-Communist  civil  rights  congress  m  New 
York  called  upon  President  Truman  to  order  Marzani's  release  on  bail  pending 
appeal  of  his  1-  to  3-year  sentence.  District  Court  Justice  Keech,  before  whom 
Marzani  was  tried,  has  refused  to  order  bail. 

"The  film.  Deadline  for  Action,  was  formerly  called  Picket  Line  and  Ballot 
Box.  It  rents  for  $10.  Government  investigators  described  the  film  as  'one 
of  the  most  dangerous  pieces  of  propaganda'  they  have  found  and  place  Marzani 
squarely  behind  its  creation.  Marzani's  firm.  Presentation  Films,  Inc.,  produced 
the  film  for  United  Electrical,  Radio,  and  Machine  Workers  Union  (CIO)  at  a 
cost  of  $20,000.  It  is  distributed  by  Union  Films,  Inc.,  1908  I  Street  NW. 
(Washington,  D.  C),  where  both  firms  have  offices.  *  *  *" 

The  Great  Swindle 

The  following  is  quoted  from  a  mimeographed  circular,  using  the  letterhead 
of  Union  Films,  dated  March  11,  1948,  and  signed  by  Edith  Marzani,  distribution 
director : 

"The  Great  Swindle,  utilizing  the  same  exciting  technique  which  made  Dead- 
line for  Action  so  popular,  combines  live  action  with  animation.  It  tells  the 
story  of  Tom  Grey,  who  swallows  NAM  propaganda  about  the  glorious  future 
awaiting  him  if  OPA  dies.  You'll  chuckle  reminiscently  as  you  relive  the  war- 
time confusion  on  prices  and  scarcity  which  so  befuddles  Tom.  Peter,  a  union 
friend,  tries  to  set  Tom  straight,  and  in  the  process  the  film  takes  apart  all  the 
NAM  arguments.  With  great  accuracy,  it  proves  to  Tom — and  to  your  audience — 
how  big  business  promises  one  thing  and  delivers  another. 

"The  Great  Swindle  is  not  only  the  argument  for  a  wage  raise,  it  also  illumi- 
nates, as  no  other  medium  can  do,  the  general  understanding  of  wages,  prices, 
and  profits.  This  is  a  film  your  organization  will  want  to  own  and  show  many 
times  in  the  coming  months."

Brandon  Films,  Inc.,  has  been  at  various  times  the  official  agency  importing 
and  distributing  Soviet  and  Iron  Curtain  films  into  the  United  States. 

According  to  the  Daily  Worker  of  March  31,  1947,  Ring  Lardner,  Jr.,  was  a 
collaborator  in  the  writing  of  the  screen  version  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Man. 
This  film  was  based  on  the  pamphlet  The  Races  of  Mankind  coauthored  by  Ruth 
Benedict  and  Gene  Weltfish,  which  was  banned  by  the  War  Department.  In 
1948  Gene  Weltfish  headed  the  Congress  of  American  Women,  which  was  desig- 
nated by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States,  in  1948,  as  "subversive  and 
Communist."  One  of  the  agencies  which  handled  the  booking  of  this  film  was 
the  International  Workers  Order,  which  was  cited  by  the  Attorney  General  of 
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the  United  States  in  1942  as  "one  of  the  strongest  Communist  organizations"' 
and  as  a  "Communist  front"  by  the  Special  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities 
in  reports  on  January  3, 1940,  and  June  25, 1942.

Frontier  Films  was  designated  in  1944  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United 
States  as  a  "Communist  front,"  and  in  1948  by  the  California  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities  as  "a  Communist  front  vphich  has  faithfully  followed  the 
Communist  Party  line  in  its  productions"  and  whose  personnel  is  "closely  inter- 
locked" with  the  Film  and  Photo  League,  a  "Communist  front  for  revolutionary 
films." 

This  film  was  also  distributed  by  Garrison  Films  Distributors,  Inc.,  which  was 
described  by  the  California  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  in  1948  as 
follows : 

"This  Communist  front  acts  for  films  produced  in  the  Soviet  Union  as  well  as 
for  Communist  propaganda  films  produced  in  the  United  States.  It  has  fol- 
lowed the  Communist  Party  line  and  the  expediency  of  Soviet  foreign  policy  in 
the  type  of  films  distributed  during  a  given  period." 

The  Daily  Worker  on  April  6,  1947,  described  Frontier  Films  as  more  of  a 
commercial  enterprise  engaged  in  the  production  of  revolutionary  films  and 
closely  interlocked  in  its  personnel  with  the  Film  and  Photo  League.  (Another 
Frontier  Film  production.  Native  Land,  was  exhibited  in  Hawaii  by  the  Hawaii 
Civil  Liberties  Committee  during  April  1948.) 

The  attitude  of  the  Communist  Party  toward  the  production  and  use  of  16- 
millimeter  sound  film  by  the  "left  trade  unions  and  progressive  movement"  is 
reflected  in  an  article  by  Milton  Ost,  which  in  the  Daily  Worker  of  January  3, 
1950,  said : 

"The  recent  discussion  in  the  Daily  Worker  on  the  role  of  the  film  medium 
today  seems  to  me  to  demand  a  much  fuller  discussion  of  the  use  that  can 
be  made  by  the  labor  and  progressive  movement  of  the  independent  film  medium 
as  a  means  of  assisting  in  the  struggle  for  a  broad  antiwar  and  anti-Fascist 
coalition  *  *  *  The  last  few  years  have  seen  the  widening  use  of  the  16  millimter 
independently  made  sound  film  by  the  labor  and  progressive  movement  at  in- 
credibly low  costs  and  with  a  vast  amount  of  success. 

"Witness  for  example,  the  16  millimeter  on  police  brutality  used  in  the  recent 
Ben  Davis  election  campaign  in  Harlem  *  *  *  Even  a  better  index  ( of  the 
effectiveness  of  this  picture)  were  the  militant  demands  by  ordinary  citizens 
on  the  streets  that  the  film  be  shown,  thus  stopping  the  cops  from  barring  it. 

"This  is  only  one  instance  of  the  use  of  an  independently  made  film.  Pprha]is 
a  better  one  is  the  film  Deadline  for  Action,  produced  by  Carl  Marzani  of  Union 
Films  for  the  United  Electrical  Workers  (formerly  CIO).  Here  Marzani  bril- 
liantly used  the  broadest  cultural  mass  medium  in  existence  to  expose  tl;e 
u.n-American  profit-grabbing  role  of  General  Electric  and  other  corporations  to 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  union  members  and  progressives  who  ax"e  constantly 
bombarded  by  reactionary  ideology  through  the  press,  radio,  screen,  and  TV  *  *  * 

"These  are  only  two  of  a  growing  number  of  indei>endent  films  made  by 
professionals  for  the  labor  and  progressive  movement.  One  uniim,  UE,  has  been 
the  largest  producer  of  16-millimeter  documentaries  in  the  trade-union  field. 
Other  union  and  progressive  organizations,  such  as  the  Progressive  Party,  etc., 
have  occasionally  dipped  their  toes  in  the  stream.  I  had  the  opportunity  of 
writing  UE's  latest  documentary  on  social  security  and  learned  for  myself  what 
a  powerful  instrument  the  independent  documentary  can  be. 

"In  luiion  films,  the  film  division  of  the  NCASP,  and  the  several  other  film 
organizations,  there  is  a  host  of  know-how  and  talent  *  *  *  But  what  is  holding 
up  the  continued  development  of  the  rich  and  powerful  medium  is  the  failure 
of  the  left  trade  unions  and  progressive  movement  to  organize  the  production 
of  such  films  which  are  weapons  for  them  in  their  fight  against  monopoly  and 
reaction.  *  *  *"

We  are  prepared  to  furnish  a  copy  to  evei-y  member  of  the  senior  class  at 
your  school,  free  of  charge.  We  wish  to  do  this  as  a  public  service  in  the  interest 
of  well-rounded  economic  education. 

So  that  we  can  plan  our  printing,  we  would  like  to  have  orders  for  the  booklet 
not  later  than  January  31. 

If  we  receive  the  enclosed  order  form  filled  out  from  your  school  on  or  before 
January  31,  you  can  be  suie  of  leceiving  the  booklets.  They  will  be  sent  to  you 
in  Februai-y.

This  circular  obviously  constitutes  an  effort  to  introduce  material  into  the  class- 
rooms of  the  schools  of  Hawaii  in  an  extremely  irregular  manner,  and  intimates 
that  students  in  the  public  schools  do  not  receive  a  well-rounded  economic  edu- 
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cation.  Regardless  of  the  merits  of  the  material,  it  is  considered  that  the  selection 
of  books,  visual  aids,  and  other  curriculum  material,  is  exclusively  a  function 
of  the  department  of  public  instruction. 

A  news  article  appearing  in  the  Honolulu  Star-Bulletin  on  January  31,  1955, 
reads : 

"The  ILWU  has  been  using  a  Honolulu  Council  of  Churches  directory  to  mail 
clergymen  literature  and  Library  of  Hawaii  film  lists,  but  'it's  just  a  matter  of 
their' using  a  public  mailing  list,'  according  to  the  Reverend  Richard  D.  Isler, 
council  executive  secretary. 

"The  council  prepares  the  church  directory  and  sends  copies  all  over  the  com- 
umnity,  including  to  unions,  Mr.  Isier  said. 

"David  E.  Thompson,  ILWU  educational  director,  said  the  union  has  been 
sending  clergymen  ;)nd  teachers  the  literature  and  film  lists  'to  tell  our  side  and 
let  them  know  these  things  are  available.  We  want  them  to  hear  both  sides  of  a 
question.' 

"The  Library  of  Hawaii  films  include  a  nunibei-  of  old  cla.ssics  such  as  Mutiny 
on  the  Bounty  as  well  as  films  produced  by  unions,  including  one  by  and  about  the 
ILWU  in  Hawaii. 

"The  literature  sent  out  includes  copies  of  the  ILWU  Reporter,  a  booklet 
titled  'Your  Rights  Under  Labor  Laws'  and  the  union's  view  on  bills  before 
Congress." 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  the  ILWU  education  service  has 
undertaken  not  only  to  educate  the  rank  and  file  of  the  union,  but  also  clergymen, 
school  teachers,  and  students  in  the  schools  of  Hawaii. 

This  is  not  a  new  technique.  In  1949  the  United  Electrical.  Radio,  and  Machine 
Workers  of  America  engaged  in  a  similar  program.  UE,  aiming  mainly  at  high- 
school  teachers,  offered  a  free  kit  of  leaflets,  etc.,  on  labor  and  other  questions. 
Also  offered  free  to  teachers  by  UE  were  three  films  which  the  ILWU  is  cur- 
rently offering — Deadline  for  Action,  The  Great  Swindle,  and  Our  Union. 

Material  distributed  to  school  teachers  and  others,  described  by  the  ILWU  as 
representing  the  union's  point  of  view,  has  included  the  following  :

March  of  Labor 

The  ILWU  research  department  is  a  section  of  (he  international  union.  It  is 
located  in  San  Francisco,  Calif.  The  majority  of  the  material  which  has  come  to 
the  attention  of  the  commission  has  been  caustically  critical  of  anti-Communhst 
legislation  and  government  bodies  engaged  in  the  Investigation  of  im-American 
activities.  Quotes  from  the  Communist  press  service  Federated  Press,  UE  News, 
and  the  Communist-front  March  of  Labor  are  liberally  utilized.  The  Communist 
Control  Act  of  1954  is  referred  to  as  "The  Brownell-Butler  union  control  lavv-" 
and  as  a  law  "designated  to  wreck  unions."  The  Smith  Act  is  described  as  an 
"infamous  measure"  which  will  "inevitably  destroy  unions."  The  McCarran  Act 
is  a  "monstrous  perversion  of  our  basic  legal  rights  *  *  *"  which  subjects  per- 
sons "*  *  *  to  surveillance,  harrassment,  persecution,  and  even  deportation  by 
the  Attorney  General."  Its  author,  Senator  Patrick  McCarran.  "*  *  *  is  trying 
to  push  millions  of  people  into  concentration  camps."  The  Taft-Hartley  Act 
"*  *  *  ■vvas  designed  to  weaken  unions  and  to  restore  the  inequality  which  used 
to  exist"  [between  capital  and  labor].  iMost  of  the  bulletin  on  the  Velde  Com- 
mittee :  Danger  to  Labor  is  devoted  to  an  attempt  to  justify  the  invocation  of  the 
fifth  amendment.  The  House  committee  is  "antilabor"  and  is  conducting  a  drive 
against  the  union. 

The  ILWU  Washington  Report,  Hawaiian  edition,  is  edited  by  Jeff  Kibre, 
identified  as  having  been  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  His  reports  con- 
form to  the  usual  pattern.  Anti-Communist  legislation  is  "union  busting"  and 
"*  *  *  any  notion  that  Congress  is  not  hell-bent  on  union  busting  is  political  day 
dreaming."  The  convictions  of  union  officials  on  charges  of  falsely  swearing  thfy 
were  not  Communi.sts  are  "frame  ups"  designed  to  break  the  unions. 

The  Nation  is  described  in  the  1949  report  of  the  California  Fact-Finding 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  as  having  a  long  record  as  a  liberal  publi- 
cation, but  so  infiltrated  with  the  Communist  Party  policy  that  it  serves  the 
interests  of  the  Communists  and  confuses  liberals  on  many  issues,  much  more  than 
do  some  of  the  Communist  publications.  Freda  Kirchwey,  editor  and  publisher 
of  the  Nation,   and  its  editorial  director,  Carey  McWilliams,  have  records  of 
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Communist-front  affiliations.  McWilliams  has  been  affiliated  with  more  than  50 
fronts,  at  least  18  of  which  have  been  designated  by  the  Attorney  General  as 
subversive. 

Selected  issues  of  the  Nation,  and  reprints,  have  been  circulated  by  the  ILWU. 
In  this  category  are :  The  issue  of  June  28,  1952,  devoted  to  the  subject  "How 
Free  Is  Free,"  the  issue  of  October  2.  1954,  the  Great  Giveaway,  and  reprints  of 
an  article  entitled  "Does  Silence  Mean  Guilt?".  The  issue  on  How  Free  Is  Free 
was  discussed  in  the  July  21,  1952,  issue  of  Time  as  follows : 

"Last  week  the  battle  on  the  left  flared  up  afresh  over  a  special  60-page  issue  of 
the  Nation  called  How  Free  Is  Free?  The  issue  reported  on  civil  liberties  in  the 
United  States,  found  them  desperately  menaced  from  all  sides.  Harvard  Law 
Professor  Zachariah  Chaffee,  Jr.,  found  the  United  States  turning  'spies  into 
heroes';  Matthew  (The  Robber  Barons)  Josephson  discovered  'book  burning'  in 
schools  and  libraries.  Scientists,  charged  Harvard  pinko  Professor  (of  geology) 
Kirtley  F.  Mather,  have  been  hard  hit  because  they  are  peculiarly  vulnerable  to 
suspicion,  recrimination,  and  punishment.'  In  education,  entertainment,  pub- 
lishing advertising,  and  other  fields.  Nation  contributors  all  turned  in  similar 
gloomy  reports." 

Richard  H.  Rovere,  onetime  Nation  editor,  had  this  to  say  about  this  issue: 

"The  effect  of  the  Nation's  issue,"  said  he,  "is  to  encourage  the  world  to  accept 
radio  Moscow's  view  of  the  United  States,  the  view  of  this  society  as  a  disintegrat- 
ing democracy,  one  in  which  the  hooligen  element  not  only  strikes  for  power  as  it 
does  elsewhere,  but  has  already  achieved  it. 

"We  have  seen  some  shameful  things  in  this  country  in  the  past  4  or  5  years, 
and  no  one  should  want  to  see  them  glossed  over.  But  when  all  the  disagreeable 
facts  are  assembled  and  presented  as  a  description  of  the  state  of  American 
liberty,  then  a  fraud  has  been  perpetrated.  *  *  *  What  we  have  here  in  the 
Nation  is  no  more  than  a  half-truth,  perhaps  no  more  than  a  tenth  part  of  the 
truth.  From  the  Nation  one  gets  the  impression  that  individual  liberty  today 
must  rely  for  its  defense  on  a  heroic  and  beleaguered  little  band  marshaled  by 
[Nation  editors]  Freda  Kirchwey  and  Carey  McWilliams." 

I.  F.  Stone's  Weekly  is  a  new.sletter.  Stone  has  been  affiliated  with  at  least 
11  Communist-front  activities.  The  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities 
has  referred  to  him  in  an  official  report  as  a  "left-wing  columnist  who  has 
defended  the  Communist  Party  and  its  leaders  repeatedly." 

March  of  Labor  is  described  by  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activ- 
ities, in  a  report  on  this  publication  dated  December  22,  1954,  as  "a  publication 
which  today  is  carrying  out  the  dictates  of  Lenin  by  bringing  disguised  Com- 
munist propaganda  into  the  ranks  of  American  workers.  *  *  *"  Also  "That 
this  ostensible  'labor'  publication  is  nothing  less  than  an  instrument  of  the 
Communist  Party  is  most  vividly  illustrated  by  the  records  of  the  individuals 
who  manage  the  magazine  and  contribute  articles." 

This  report  points  out  that  the  editor  of  the  March  of  Labor,  John  Steuben, 
has  been  an  open  Communist  Party  functionary  specializing  in  trade-union 
infiltration  since  the  1930's.     Other  information  on  Steuben  follows : 

"Born  in  1906  in  Brailov,  Russia,  John  Steuben  entered  this  country  in  1923 
with  his  father  Zalik  Rijock,  and  other  members  of  his  family.  Among  the 
many  names  which  Steuben  has  subsequently  used  are  Itzak  Rijock,  Martin 
Rijak,  Ryshak,  John  Stevenson,  John  Stevens,  Harold  Schlusberg,  David  Brown, 
and  John  Steuben.  Many  of  these  aliases  were  obviously  employed  by  Steuben 
as  covers  during  his  various  illegal  activities  in  behalf  of  the  Communist  Party. 
He  has  used  the  name,  Steuben,  most  consistently  throughout  his  career, 
however. 

"According  to  information  available  to  the  committee,  Steuben  returned  at 
least  once  to  Russia,  in  1928.  He  is  also  reported  to  have  attended  Lenin  Uni- 
versity in  Moscow.  His  book.  Strike  Strategy,  published  in  1950,  and  his  activ- 
ities in  various  strikes  over  the  years  display  positive  knowledge  of  the  methods 
and  technique  acquired  by  many  American  Communists  at  the  Lenin  University, 
and  other  Communist  schools.  Page  6  of  the  Daily  Worker  of  March  14,  1950, 
described  his  book  Strike  Strategy  as  the  only  important  book  on  the  subject 
since  a  pamphlet  by  William  Z.  Foster,  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
the  United  States. 

"Since  Steuben's  record  in  its  entirety  is  too  voluminous  to  be  included  in 
this  report,  the  committee  will  present  merely  the  highlights,  which  will  show 
beyond  any  doulit  that  his  leadership  of  the  March  of  Labor  is  in  the  interests 
of  the  Communists — not  labor." 
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The  report  Mien  details  Steuben's  activities  in  the  Young  Communist  League, 
as  a  Communist  Party  functionary;  as  a  lecturer  at  Communist  Party  schools; 
and  his  writings. 

Steuben  is  at  present  the  subject  of  denaturalization  and  deportation  pro- 
ceedings instituted  by  the  Department  of  Justice. 

Walter  Barry,  associate  editor  of  March  of  Labor  from  1951  to  March  1954,  is 
described  as  "an  identified  member  of  the  Communist  Party,"  as  is  Leonard 
DeCaux,  March  of  Labor  managing  editor  in  1952-53,  and  Maurice  Forge,  one 
of  the  March  of  Labor  owners  in  the  1919-51  period. 

Furthermore,  39  other  identified  members  of  the  Communist  Party  are  named 
in  the  report  as  having  written  articles  appearing  in  March  of  Labor.  Among 
these  appear  the  names  Harry  Bridges,  Hugh  Bryson,  Howard  Fast,  Ben  Gold, 
Louis  Goldblatt,  Jeff  Kibre,  and  Victor  Perlo.  Ten  other  individuals  who  con- 
tributed articles  to  the  March  of  Labor  appeared  before  congressional  com- 
mittees and  refused  to  affirm  or  deny  Communist  Party  membership. 

Inasmuch  as  this  publication  has  received  the  all-out  support  of  ILWU  and 
UPW  leaders,  and  is  being  circulated  not  only  to  the  rank  and  file  of  those 
organizations  but  to  other  members  of  the  community,  it  is  believed  that  its 
Communist  propaganda  content  should  be  reported  at  some  length.  Accordingly, 
excerpts  of  the  section  of  the  committee's  report  dealing  with  the  propaganda 
content  of  the  publication  follow  : 

"Propaganda  Tactics  of  the  March  of  Labor 

"March  of  Labor  states  on  its  masthead  that  it  is  a  'national  monthly  maga- 
zine for  the  active  trade  unionist.' 

"In  this  pose  as  a  legitimate  labor  marazine,  March  of  Labor  carries  a  pre- 
ponderance of  articles  which  deal  with  the  activities  of  various  imions  and 
other  subjects  of  particialar  interest  to  American  workers.  For  example,  a 
reader  will  find  articles  describing  convention  proceedings  of  the  AFL  and 
CIO,  and  others  of  a  more  technical  nature  such  as  Know-How  Gets  Them  Out  to 
Meetings.  A  number  of  the  articles,  including  the  last  named,  are  free  of 
Communist  propaganda. 

"This  is  merely  bait  for  the  unwary  worker.  Communist  propaganda  is  in- 
serted into  various  paragraphs  of  other  outwardly  innocuous  stories.  Many 
articles  are  nothing  less  than  long  appeals  for  support  of  the  Communist 
program. 

"MOL  propaganda  in  behalf  of  the  Communist  Party  is  aimed  chiefly  at 
building  support  for  Communist  leaders  active  in  the  trade-union  field  and 
extending   the   influence   of   unions   under    Communist   control. 

"The  publication  has  devoted  a  great  deal  of  space  to  the  defense  of  Harry 
Bridges,  and  identified  Communist  who  is  the  subject  of  denaturalization  and  de- 
portation action  by  the  United  States  Government.  Bridges  is  head  of  the 
International  Longshoremen's  and  Warehousemen's  Union,  which  was  expelled 
from  the  CIO  in  1950  for  consistently  following  Communist  Party  policies.  An 
editorial  by  John  Steuben  in  March  of  Labor  dated  January  1953  hailed  Bridges 
as  an  'outstanding  labor  leader'  who  heads  'one  of  the  country's  most  demo- 
cratic unions.'  The  same  issue  of  MOL  can'ied  a  special  12-page  section  in 
behalf  of  Bridges  under  the  title,  'The  Story  of  the  18-Year  Plot  To  Frame 
Harry  Bridges.' 

"Another  article  defending  Bridges  appeared  in  the  March  of  Labor  of  August 
1950  under  the  headline,  'Target :  Bridges  ;  Objective :  Your  Union.'  This  illus- 
trates the  strategy  employed  by  MOL  to  obtain  support  for  Communists  from 
non-Communist  workers.  Any  action  against  Communist  subversion  in  the 
trade-union  movement  is  invariably  distorted  by  MOL  as  being  part  of  an  attempt 
to  destroy  all  imions. 

'•Ben  Gold,  who  has  been  convicted  of  perjury  in  connection  with  the  signing 
of  a  Taft-Hartley  non-Communist  affidavit,  has  also  been  vigorously  supported 
in  the  pages  of  March  of  Labor.  An  article  by  Steuben  in  the  MOL  issue  of 
October-November  1953  described  Gold  as  "a  shining  example  of  a  labor  leader 
who  is  incorruptible,  courageous,  and  among  the  ablest  tacticians  in  the  labor 
movement.'  Gold  until  recently  was  president  of  the  International  Fur  and 
Leather  Workers  Union,  also  expelled  from  the  CIO  in  1950  for  adhering  to  the 
Community  Party's  program. 

"March  of  Labor  has  backed  such  'unionists'  as :  Clinton  Jencks,  former 
president  of  Local  890,  Mine,  Mill  and  Smelter  Workers,  convicted  in  January 
1954  of  falsely  signing  a   Taft-Hartley  non-Communist  affidavit;   Maurice  E. 
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Travis,  iuternational  secretary-treasurer  of  Mine-Mill,  who  has  been  indicted 
on  the  same  charge ;  and  Huirh  Bryson,  head  of  the  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards 
Union,  also  indicted  for  false  signing  of  the  non-Communist  aflSdavit.  As  in- 
the  case  of  its  defense  of  Harry  Bridges,  March  of  Labor  aslis  non-Communist 
workers  to  support  these  identified  Communists  accused  or  already  convicted 
of  perjury  on  the  gTound  that  'the  bell  tolls  for  your  union'  (March  of  Labor, 
May  1954,  p.  19).  It  might  be  noted  that  both  the  Mine-Mill  and  Marine  Cooks 
unions  were  expelled  from  the  CIO  l)ecause  of  adherence  to  Communist  policies- 

"Jack  Hairs  position  as  a  regional  director  of  the  International  Longshore- 
men's and  Warehousemen's  Union  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  provided  March  of 
Labor  with  an  excuse  for  giving  him  vigorous  support  before  and  after  his  con- 
viction under  the  Smith  Act,  even  though  his  conviction  was  based  on  conspiracy 
to  advocate  the  forceful  overthrow  of  the  United  States  Government.  MOL 
propaganda  omitted  any  mention  of  Hairs  conspiratorial  activities  in  behalf  of 
the  Communist  Party,  and  insisted  instead  that  the  Smith  Act  was  merely  being 
used  'against  the  interest  of  the  workers'  (March  of  Labor,  April  1954,  pp.  20,  21). 

"In  1950,  March  of  Labor  campaigned  for  the  release  from  prison  of  Carl 
Marzani,  who  had  been  convicted  and  sentenced  for  concealing  Communist  affilia- 
tions while  a  Federal  employee.  ^lOL  attempted  to  persuade  its  readers  that 
>Marzani  was  'unjustly  kept  behind  prison  bars'  as  a  result  of  a  frameup  by 
big  business  after  IMarzani  produced  a  motion  picture  for  the  United  Electrical, 
Radio,  and  IMachine  Workers  Union.  Marzani  did  make  a  film  for  this  Com- 
munist-dominated union.  However,  he  went  to  jail  for  falsely  denying  Com- 
munist Party  membership  in  connection  with  employment  of  the  United  States 
Government.  Marzani  had  served  the  Government  in  the  Office  of  Strategic 
Services  and  the  State  Department.  After  Marzani's  release  from  prison,  he 
became  a  contributor  of  articles  to  the  pages  of  March  of  Labor. 

"March  of  Labor  carries  numerous  articles,  which  in  more  general  terms 
seek  to  discredit  all  legislation,  prosecution,  and  investigation  directed  against 
Communists.  In  these  instances,  also,  the  publication  professes  to  be  speaking 
in  labor's  behalf.  No  mention  is  made  of  the  fact  that  the  editors  and  writers 
are  speaking  for  the  Communist  Party." 

John  Williamson,  national  trade-union  director  of  the  Communist  Party  in  the 
United  States,  called  upon  Communist  trade  unionists  to  give  all-out  support  to 
this  very  important  magazine.  Williamson's  statements  were  contained  in  a 
report  to  the  15th  National  Convention  of  the  Communist  Party  held  in  New 
"I'ork  Citj',  December  28-31,  1950,  and  are  reproduced  more  fully  as  follovrs : 

"*  *  *  xhe  reappearance  of  the  trade-union  magazine,  March  of  Labor,  will  in 
no  small  way  contribute  toward  crystalizing  this  left-progressive  force  or  current 
in  the  trade-union  movement.  The  magazine  can  serve  as  the  ideological  center 
of  all  these  forces  in  the  trade  unions,  regardless  of  organizational  affiliations. 
Its  program,  as  outlined  in  the  magazine's  declaration  of  principles,  can  be  char- 
acterized as  a  consistently  progressive  and  militant  position  on  all  basic  questions 
facing  the  American  working  class. 

"In  view  of  the  sharp  turn  to  the  right  of  the  trade-union  bureaucracy,  the 
magazine  no  doubt  will  become  more  and  more  a  guide  to  action  among  progressive 
unionists,  especially  in  the  mass  production  indu.stries  *  *  *. 

"Because  it  fills  a  great  need,  March  of  Labor  has  already  met  with  a  warm 
response  in  those  cities  and  unions  where  it  is  being  actively  circulated.  The 
magazine  which  reappeared  in  August,  I  am  told,  already  has  reached  a  cir- 
culation of  close  to  18,000.  We  must  sharply  criticize  many  of  our  own  organiza- 
tions that  have  failed  so  far  to  mobilize  Communist  trade  unionists  for  all-out 
support  to  this  very  important  magazine  *  *  *."  " 

Conclusion  of  the  House  committee : 

"The  foregoing  report  has  sought  to  spotlight  the  Communist  Party  members 
and  Communist  purposes  behind  the  innocuous-sounding  publication,  the  March 
of  Labor.  Since  a  Communist  front  is  aimed  primarily  at  deceiving  loyal  Amei- 
icans  into  doing  the  party's  work,  such  a  project  cannot  long  exist  once  its  true 
]iurposes  are  known. 

"The  committee  is  confident  that  when  American  workers  become  aware  of  the 
real  aims  of  insidious  propaganda  .schemes  such  as  the  March  of  Labor  the  Com- 
munists will  lose  one  of  their  most  effective  weapons  in  their  conspiracy  against 
our  free  trade-union  movement." 


"  Earlier  in  liis  report  Williamson  defines  left  and  progressive  forces  as  those  "wlio 
believe  in  class-struggle  as  against  class-collaboration  unionism."  The  report  is  carried  in 
Political  AfTairs,  February  1951,  pp.  G4  and  63.

ILWU    DiSPATCIIEU 

The  Dispatcher,  which  describes  itself  as  the  "official  newspajier  of  the  Inter- 
national Longshoremen's  and  Warehousemen's  Union,"  is  published  biweekly 
at  150  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  Calif.  Its  editor  is  Morris  Watson, 
a  Communist  Party  liner.  The  most  prominent  contributor  is  Harry  Bridges  ; 
ILWU  president,  whose  column  On  the  Beam  appears  regularly  on  the  editorial 
page.  Space  is  frequently  given  to  the  political  cartoons  of  Fred  Wright  of  the 
Communist-controlled  Federated  Press. 

An  examination  of  issues  of  the  Dispatcher  for  the  year  1054  shows  conclu- 
sively that  this  official  union  organ  either  follows  the  Communist  Party  line, 
or  transmits  it.  United  States  foreign  ix)licy  has  l)een  viciously  attacked  ;  con- 
gressional investgating  committees  have  been  vigorously  and  consistently 
smeared  as  witch  hunters  and  union  busters :  anti-Communist  legislation  has 
been  fought  tooth  and  nail :  and  foreign  Communist  regimes  have  been  defended, 
or  treated  with  the  utmost  sympathy. 

The  most  revealing  statement  on  the  un-American  content  of  the  Dispatcher 
has  come  from  the  Communist  secretary-treasurer  of  the  ILWU,  Louis  Boris 
Goldblatt.  This  was  contained  in  an  item  in  the  Dispatcher  of  .June  25,  1954, 
headed  "ILWU  Warns  on  Bill  To  Strangle  Labor  Press."  To  quote,  beginning 
with  the  second  paragraph  : 

"This  is  the  St.  George  bill  (H.  R.  9317).  introduced  by  Representative 
Katharine  St.  George  (Republican  of  New  York),  and  would  withdraw  the 
second-class  mailing  privilege  from  any  'publications,  books,  other  printed 
matter,  and  films  containing  material  contrary  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
United  States.' 

"The  United  States  Postmaster  General  would  decide  what  constituted  ma- 
terial 'contrary  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Ignited  States." 

"In  a  letter  to  all  ILWU  local  secretaries,  ILWU  Secretary-Treasurer  Louis 
Goldblatt  wrote : 

"  '*  *  *  The  bill  is  a  hidden  broadside  against  all  labor,  progressive  and  liberal 
publications.  Seriously  affected  would  be  our  own  official  newspaper,  the  Dis- 
patcher *  *  *.'  " 

Among  other  significant  events  of  1954,  the  Communist  Party  issued  a  draft 
program  which  outlined  party  objectives,  both  immediate  and  long-range.  On 
April  2,  1954,  a  month  after  the  party  had  released  this  document  to  the  public 
press,  the  Dispatcher  carried  an  item  headed:  "North  and  South  ILWU  Council 
Ask  Fight  for  People's  Program."  The  policy  statement  on  the  1954  elections 
said,  in  part :

The  ILWU  statement  continues  with  demands  for :  increased  unemployment 
benefits,  and  a  Federal  public  works  program  ;  an  end  to  all  antilabor  legislation  ; 
and  a  substantial  reduction  of  taxes  on  wage  earners  and  lower  income  groups. 
Each  point  in  the  ILWU  program  can  be  found  in  the  1954  draft  program  of  the 
Communist  Party,  and  nowhere  in  the  ILWU  program  is  there  to  be  found  a 
deviation  from  the  Communist  Party  program. 

In  June  1954,  the  Communist-infiltrated  Government  of  Guatemala  was  over- 
thrown by  revolution.  Cries  of  anguish  were  heard  from  Communist  Parties 
and  governments  throughout  the  world.  The  ILWU  Dispatcher  joined  in.  To 
quote  a  sample  paragraph  from  a  full-page  article,  Guatemala's  1776,  in  the  issue 
of  July  23,  1954 : 

"On  June  18  these  Guatemalan  reactionary  exiles — aided,  according  to  the 
Guatamelan  Government,  by  mercenaries  from  Honduras,  Nicaragua,  Cuba,  the 
Dominican  Republic — and  instigated  by  the  United  States — invaded  Guatemala 
from  Honduras." 

In  this  connection,  it  is  interesting  to  compare  the  views  of  Harry  Bridges  as 
expressed  in  On  the  Beam  (June  25,  1954),  w^ith  the  considered  opinion  of  the 
Communist  writer,  A.  B.  Magil  (The  Rape  of  Guatemala)  in  the  party's  theo- 
retical organ  Political  Affairs  of  August  1954. 

Bridges  states : 

"We  now  have  another  situation  somewhat  similar  to  Korea — an  armed 
attack  fi'om  outside  Guatemala  borders  directed  against  the  officially  and  popu- 
larly elected  government  of  that  republic.  *  *  *  At  best  it's  an  internal  civil 
war  supported  and  egged  on  by  outside  foreign  interests — especially  the  powerful 
American  monopoly.  United  Fruit  Co.  *  *  * 

"Of  course  the  Government  was  condemned  as  Communist  infiltrated  and  Mos- 
cow controlled  by  the  United  States  Department  under  pressure  of  American 
corporations  such  as  United  Fruit  *  *  *." 

Magil  concurs : 

"AVith  a  cynicism  worthy  of  Hitler — and  behind  the  smokescreen  of  Hitler-like 
anticommunism — a  giant  trust,  the  United  Fruit  Co.,  and  the  government  of  the 
trusts,  the  Eisenhower-Dulles  administration,  combine  armed  aggression  from 
without  with  fifth-column  betrayal  from  within  to  accomplish  their  ends.  By 
this  act  of  international  gangsterism  the  dollar  imperialists  ousted  a  legally 
elected  government  and  replaced  it  with  a  Fascist-militarist  dictatorship  taking 
orders  from  the  United  States  Ambassador." 

Again,  in  the  case  of  Indochina  and  other  colonial  countries,  Harry  Bridges 
says  :  "*  *  *  The  foreign  policy  aims  of  the  present  administration  are  primarily 
to  keep  rotten  and  reactionary  regimes  in  power  in  every  country  possible  in  the 
world"  (January  8, 1954). 

In  contrast  to  the  rotten  and  reactionary  regimes  supported  by  the  United  States 
Government,  Bridges  sees  the  Communist  guerrilla  leader  Ho  Chi  Minh  as  a 
heroic  figure. 

"It  is  no  secret  that  Ho  Chi  Minh  is  a  Communist.  Many  of  his  associates  are, 
too.  But  the  people  of  Indochina,  and  all  of  Asia  see  them  as  the  leaders  of  a 
revolution  against  hated  despots,  in  about  the  same  manner  as  the  early  Amer- 
ican Colonists  saw  George  Washington  and  Tom  Paine,  during  our  own  American 
Revolution"  (February  19, 1954. 

Various  issues  of  the  Dispatcher  show  that  tlie  ILWU,  chiefly  through  I-ouis 
Boris  Goldblatt,  carries  on  a  worldwide  correspondence  on  behalf  of  Communist 
causes.    Items  in  the  issue  of  January  22, 1954,  state  : 

"ILWU  Secretary-Treasurer  Louis  Goldblatt  has  written  a  letter  extending 
solidarity  and  support  of  ILWU  members  to  striking  longshoremen  in  Cochin, 
Indochina.  *  *  *" 

"'ILWU  Hits  Greek  Terror  and  Jailings,'  (This  reports  another  Goldblatt 
letter,  to  the  U.  N.  Human  Rights  Commission  and  to  the  Greek  Government 
demanding  a  general  amnesty  of  all  political  [i.  e.,  Comnuniist]  jirisoners.") 

An  item  in  the  May  14,  1954,  issue  is  headed  "ILWU  Blasts  at  British  Oppres- 
sion," and  reports  a  Goldblatt  letter  to  the  British  Government,  protesting  "the 
oppression  of  sugar  workers  in  the  colony  of  British  Guiana."    It  w'ill  be  recalled 
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that  the  British  Government  was  obliged  to  send  warships  to  British  Guiana  and 
to  form  an  emergency  government,  in  order  to  forestall  a  Communist  coup  d'etat. 
(The  writer  of  the  letter  is  the  same  Goldblatt  who  was  summarily  removed  from 
Great  Britain  as  a  Communist  agent  in  1949.) 

On  the  receiving  end,  the  ILWU  executive  board  got  a  written  protest  from 
the  Iron  Curtain  Polish  Union  of  Transport  Workers  in  regard  to  Chiang  Kai- 
shek's  seizure  of  two  blockade-running  Polish  ships.  The  letter  said,  in  part, 
"We  are  convinced  *  *  *  that  by  joint  action  *  *  *  we  shall  defend  the  freedom 
of  the  seas  and  the  principle  of  peaceful  cooperation  of  nations."  (The  Dis- 
patcher, October  1,  1954).  [Note. — The  ILWU  made  no  comment  on  the  pro- 
priety of  "joint  action"  with  a  Soviet  satellite  "union,"  stating  simply  that  the 
protest  was  "received  and  noted."] 

The  Communist  draft  program  opposes  universal  military  training;  Bridges 
condemns  UMT.  The  Communist  Party  says  that  economic  royalists  are  after 
the  tungsten  of  Korea,  the  rubber  of  Indochina,  the  fruit  of  (xuatemala  and  the 
oil  of  Iran  and  Venezuela.  Bridges  tells  a  convention  in  Los  Angeles  "that 
tungsten  had  a  lot  to  do  with  our  forces  fighting  in  Korea,  that  rubber  and  teak 
were  behind  interference  in  Malaya,  and  that  oil  was  responsible  for  the  admin- 
istration's interest  in  Iran  and  Iraq." 

In  spite  of  the  ILWU's  intense  interest  in  world  affairs,  the  reader  of  the 
Dispatcher  will  find  no  report  of  protests  against  oppression  of  workers  in 
Soviet  and  satellite  slave-labor  camps;  no  resolutions  condemning  the  govern- 
ment of  Red  China  for  torture  and  imprisonment  of  American  fliers ;  no  expres- 
sions of  indignation  at  Communist  North  Korean  truce  violations ;  and  no 
demands  for  the  release  of  political  prisoners  in  Iron  Curtain  countries. 

On  the  national  scene,  as  mentioned  earlier,  the  Dispatcher  has  consistently 
smeared  congressional  investigative  committees,  and  fought  anti-Communist 
legislation.  At  the  same  time,  the  ILWU  has  lent  its  active  support  to  persons 
convicted  of  perjury  in  connection  with  Communist  activities.  The  Dispatcher 
of  April  30,  1954,  stated  that  Hawaii  Local  142  had  sent  a  "further  contribution' 
of  $05  to  the  .Tencks  defense  fund.  (Clinton  E.  Jencks,  an  official  of  the  Com- 
munist-dominated Mine,  Mill  and  Smelter  Workers  Union,  has  been  convicted 
of  falsifying  a  Taft-Hartley  "non-Communist  affidavit.")  The  same  news  item 
noted  that  local  142  had  also  contributed  $118  to  the  Washington  Committee  for 
the  Protection  of  the  Foreign  Born.  (The  American  Committee  for  Protection  of 
Foreign  Born  has  been  cited  by  the  Attorney  General  as  "subversive  and  Com- 
munist.") 

The  foregoing  pages  deal  only  with  the  typical  content  of  the  Dispatcher  which 
follows  the  Communist  Party  line.  All  things  considered,  the  Commission  be- 
lieves that  the  Dispatcher  is  acting  as  a  vehicle  for  Communist  propaganda. 

ILWU    Reporter 

The  ILWU  Reporter,  organ  of  the  ILWU  in  Hawaii,  is  published  monthly. 
Printing  is  done  by  the  Communist  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  811 
Sheridan  Street.  This  publication  bears  the  title  "Official  Newspaper  for  Hawaii 
Locals  of  the  International  Longshoremen's  and  W^arehousemen's  Union." 

An  official  statement,  dated  September  2?,,  1954,  ascribes  ownership  of  the 
ILWU  Reporter  to  "Hawaii  International  Longshoremen's  and  Warehousemen's 
Union,  451  Atkin.son  Drive,  Honolulu.  Hawaii."  The  editorial  board  is  listed  as : 
Newton  Miyagi,  Antonio  Rania,  and  Constantine  Samson.  Newton  Miyagi,  who 
signed  the  statement,  has  been  identified  as  a  Communist  Party  member. 

Although  the  Reporter  contains  many  items  of  apparently  legitimate  labor 
news,  it  has  continued  to  follow  and  disseminate  the  Communist  Party  line 
without  deviation.  A  survey  of  the  19.54  issues  of  the  Reporter  discloses  the 
following  evidence  of  the  party  line  in  this  publication  : 

(1)   Attempts  to  discredit  persons  who  claim  Communist  domination  of  the  ILWU 
Attaf'k  on  former  Gov.  Ingram  M.  Stainback  (ILWU  Reporter  of  .January  27. 

19.54). 

"Earlier  this  month  a  bitter,   disappointed,   mean   old  man   took  his  wrath 

out  on  the  people  of  Hawaii.     He  told  the  Committee  on  Internal  and  Insular 

Affairs  of  the  United  States  Senate  that  Hawaii  should  not  be  granted  statehood 

because  of  the  'Communist  domination'  of  the  labor  vote  of  the  islands  *  *  *." 
It  is  quite  clear  that  former  Governor  Stainback's  view  on  statehood  are  not 

the  real  ol)ject  of  the  ILWU's  diatribe,  which  concludes  on  page  3  of  the  same 

edition  with  the  statement: 
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"In  an  effort  to  lend  a  hand  in  the  Smith  Act  framenp  of  Jaclv  Hall,  the  former 
chief  executive  took  the  stand  as  a  counter  character  witness  for  the  prosecution." 

A  graphic  addition  to  the  attack  on  Stainback  is  a  front-page  cartoon,  portray- 
ing the  former  Governor  astride  a  leering  witch,  who  in  turn  is  mounted  on  a 
broomstick.  The  caption  is:  "Sir  Ingram's  Witch  Hunt."  An  explanatory  note 
states  that  "The  above  cartoon  was  first  circulated  in  Hawaii  in  1947  when 
Ingram  M.  Stainback,  then  Governor  of  the  Territory,  after  discovering  he  could 
not  dominate  the  labor  vote,  decided  the  only  way  he  could  possibly  hold  on 
to  his  soft  appointive  .iob  was  to  pin  the  Communist  label  on  his  opposition." 

(2)  Frequent  use  of  the  tvord  "fratneup"  as  applied  to  court  actions  against 

identified  Communists 
"Frameup"  is  defined  in  Webster's  Collegiate  Dictionary  as  :  "Slang.  A  plot  to 
incriminate  a  person  or  to  further  some  fraudulent  scheme."  As  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  conviction  of  Jack  W.  Hall  under  the  Smith  Act,  and  with  the 
civil  suit  against  Harry  Bridges  to  denaturalize  him,  the  term  "frameup"  is  in 
line  with  the  Communist  objective  of  discrediting  the  Federal  courts  and  the 
Department  of  Justice. 

(3)  Attacks  on  ufiti-Commtmist  legislation 

The  following  comments  by  Jeff  Kibre  on  legislation  establishing  the  Sub- 
versive Activities  Control  Board  appeared  in  the  Reporter  of  August  31,  1954  : 

"After  a  week  of  hysteria  unmatched  in  American  legislative  history  the  83d 
Congress  has  screeched  to  a  close  *  *  *. 

"Out  of  this  frenzy  came  a  monstrosity,  a  bill  to  license  unions,  to  license 
political  parties,  to  license  thought  and  behavior  *  *  *. 

"The  original  Butler-Brownell  bill  was  bad  enough.  Now  it  has  been  joined 
with  provisions  offered  by  Humphrey,  Dies,  McCarran,  which  outlaw  the  Com- 
munist Party  in  a  fashion  designed  to  blanket  and  suppress  all  protest,  all  non- 
conformity." 

(^)  Propaganda  to  the  effect  that  communism  is  a  false  issue 

The  ILWU  Reporter,  issue  of  January  27,  19.54,  contains  a  2-page  spread 
devoted  to  a  speech  by  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Fritchman  on  November  30,  1953,  at  the 
"San  Francisco  Fight  Back  Rally."  Reverend  Fritchman  has  been  described 
by  several  Government  agencies  as  a  Commuuist-fronter  and  Soviet  apologist. 
Excerpts  from  Fitchman's  speech  follow  : 

"This  is  the  day  of  the  big  lie.  Let  us  remember  that  Harry  Dexter  White 
was  never  indicted  by  a  grand  jury  for  being  a  spy  *  *  *.  I  mention  Mr.  White 
because  his  posthumous  case  is  but  the  latest  example  of  15  years  of  committee 
procedure — ruthless  accusation,  unsubstantiated  and  from  often  irresponsible 
gossii:) — but  certain  to  ruin  a  reputation  and  destroy  a  livelihood — and  frighten 
another  10,000  citizens  who  normally  would  use  their  voices  as  their  ancestors 
used  theirs  in  defense  of  liberty. 

"I  am  here  to  join  with  I'rofessor  [Hugh]  Wilson  in  saying:  'The  Communist 
menace  is  the  most  fantastic  hoax  of  our  generation.'  " 

The  1954  draft  program  of  the  Communist  Party  states : 

"At  the  same  time,  the  Communist  Party  emphasizes  that  the  issue  at  the 
present  time  is  not  communi.sm.  The  choice  before  our  people  today  is  peace, 
security,  democracy  versus  the  grip  which  the  monopolists  have  on  the  country 
and  their  plans  of  fascism  and  war." 

(5)  Promotion  of  Communist-line  puMications 

The  ILWU  Reporter  of  March  31,  1954,  carries  an  item  headed  "Labor  Maga- 
zine Features  Stories  by  ILWU  Writers."  The  "labor  magazine"  mentioned  is 
Mai-ch  of  Labor  which  has  been  described  by  the  House  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities  as  "nothing  less  than  an  instrument  of  the  Communist 
Party."  The  item  concludes  with  the  statement:  "A  subscription  to  March  of 
Labor  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  educational  department  of  ILWU 
Local  142,  451  Atkinson  Drive,  Honolulu." 

Other  promotion  of  Communist-line  publications  is  described  in  detail  else- 
where in  this  report  under  the  heading  "ILWU  Book  Club."  The  Reporter  has 
regularly  publicized  the  selections  of  the  ILWU  Book  Club. 

(6)  Local  cooperation  with  other  Communist-dominated  unions 

The  Reporter  regularly  carries  a  column  entitled  "News  for  Public  Workers," 
bearing  the  byline  and  photograph  of  identified  Communist  Henry  Epstein, 
Territorial  director  of  the  Communist-dominated  UPW.     In  the  issue  of  Aagust 
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31,  1954,  a  full  page  was  devoted  to  a  UPW  convention  celebrating  the  union's 
10th  anniversary.  The  same  page  bore  a  cartoon  by  Fred  Wright  of  the  Com- 
munist controlled  Federated  Press. 

(7)  Attacks  on  big  business 

"[Jack  Hall's  'framed  conviction  under  the  Smith  Act']  is  part  of  a  major 
move  in  a  desperate  drive  by  the  remnants  of  Hawaiian  feudalism  to  stop  the 
growth  of  economic  and  political  justice  in  the  Territory"  (Febi-uary  24,  19.54). 

"Business  will  get  tax  relief  all  down  the  line,  from  capital  invested  in  plants 
to  profits. 

"This  is  the  old  trickle  down  theory ;  what's  good  for  General  Motors  is  good 
for  the  country"  (Jeff  Kibre,  January  27,  1954). 

The  19.54  draft  program  of  the  Communist  Party  says  : 

"Not  what  is  good  for  our  country,  but  what  is  good  for  General  Motors  deter- 
mines the  loyalty  of  the  monopolists." 

(8)  Advocacy  of  trade  tvith  Red  China 

The  February  24,  1954,  issue  contains  a  regularly  featured  column  by  Wash- 
ington correspondent  Jeff  Kibre,  an  identified  Communist.  Under  the  title 
"Washington  Report"  Kibre  remarks  : 

"Senator  McCarthy  is  one  of  the  big  roadblocks  in  the  way  of  opening  trade 
with  China  *  *  *. 

"Certainly  the  British  aren't  waiting  on  McCarthy.  They're  moving  into  full 
speed  ahead  in  expanding  trade  with  the  eastern  half  of  the  world." 

Harry  Bridges,  identified  Communist  and  president  of  the  ILWU,  in  his 
column  On  the  Beam  (January  27,  1954)  also  plunks  for  trade  with  the  Chinese 
Red  regime : 

"The  countries  behind  the  so-called  Iron  Curtain  have  a  great  scarcity  of 
practically  all  things  which  will  soon  be  in  a  burdensome  surplus  in  the  United 
States  *  *  *. 

"It's  pretty  clear  that  trade  with  these  countries  would  help  meet  some  of  the 
most  serious  economic  problems  with  which  the  world  and  the  United  States  is 
now  faced." 

These  statements  are  in  complete  accord  with  the  1954  draft  program  of  the 
Communist  Party,  which  urges  : 

"The  widest  promotion  of  peaceful  world  trade.  Our  country,  in  its  own 
interests,  must  take  advantage  of  the  immense  markets  for  American  goods 
available  in  the  Soviet  Union,  China,  and  Eastern  Europe.  These  markets  can 
provide  millions  of  jobs  for  American  workmen  for  years  to  come  *  *  *." 

The  following  identified  Communists  are  feature  writers  and  regular  column- 
ists for  the  "ILWU  Reporter :" 

Jack  W.Hall  S.  (Saburo)  Fujisaki 

Harry  R.  Bridges  Henry  B.  Epstein 

Robert  W.  McElrath  David  E.  Thompson 

Jeff  Kibre  Louis  Goldblatt 

The  Commission  wishes  to  empliasize  that  the  above  concordance  between  the 
ILWU  Reporter  and  the  Communist  Party  has  been  only  partially  illustrated. 
The  Reporter,  in  addition,  shows  contempt  for  the  Congress  and  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States ;  prints  scurrilous  references  to  Government  investi- 
gative bodies :  and  contains  propaganda  to  exploit  differences  between  races  and 
classes.  No  instance  has  been  found  of  the  Reporter's  opposing  the  party  line 
or  criticizing  adversely  the  Soviet  Union  or  the  Communist  Party. 

ILWU  Radio  Broadcasts 

The  ILWU  English  language  broadcast,  heard  Monday  through  Friday  on  a 
four-station  network  at  6 :  45  p.  n>.,  is  delivered  by  Robert  \Y.  McElrath,  public- 
relations  director  for  the  ILWU,  whose  Communist  record  is  too  well  known  to 
warrant  repetition  hei-e.  During  the  period  1953-55,  he  continued  to  act  as  radio 
commentator  for  the  union,  occasionally  relinquishing  his  15  minutes  of  broad- 
cast time  to  a  guest  speaker. 

Some  of  ^NIcElrath's  stand-ins  are  legitimate  labor  personages  and  noncontro- 
versial  figures.  His  most  regular  pinch-hitter,  however,  has  been  the  Communist 
Henry  B.  Epstein,  Territorial  director  of  the  United  P"ublic  Workers.  Other 
persons  identified  with  Communist  activities  who  have  appeared  on  the  radio 
program,  either  together  with  McElrath  or  by  separate  recording,  include  John 
Ernest  Reinecke,  Jack  W.  Hall,  Max  Roffman,  Morris  Watson,  Eddie  Tangen,  and 
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Richard  Gladstein.  Reinecke  and  Hall  have  been  convicted  under  the  Smith  Act 
and  sentenced  to  5  years  imprisonment;  Roffman  is  an  organizer  for  the  Com- 
munist-dominated UPW;  Watson,  editor  of  the  ILWU  Dispatcher,  has  a  long 
record  of  Communist-front  affiliations ;  Tangen  is  secretary-treasurer  of  the 
Communist-dominated  National  Union  of  Marine  Cooks  and  Stewards;  and 
Gladstein,  a  perennial  partyliner,  was  one  of  the  defense  attorneys  for  the  12 
Communist  leaders  in  the  1949  Smith  Act  trial  in  New  York,  as  well  as  for  the 
"Hawaii  7"  in  1953. 

In  spite  of  McElrath's  hospitality  to  individuals  with  an  affinity  for  the  Com- 
munist cause,  he  himself  has  assumed  the  burden  of  disseminating  the  party  line 
over  the  air  waves.  His  presentations  are  skillful,  and  his  methods  devious. 
Rather  than  transmit  the  pure  Communist  line  direct  from  the  Daily  Worker, 
he  takes  a  filtered  version,  selected  from  left-wing  publications.  Often  he  pur- 
ports to  document  fragments  of  the  Communist  Party  line  by  quotations  from 
such  solid  capitalist  organs  as  the  Wall  Street  Journal,  Fortune,  or  Time.  Some 
of  these  quotations  are  out  of  context,  others  notably  outdated. 

Some  of  McElrath's  party-line  material  is  taken  from  resolutions  passed  at 
various  ILWU  conventions  and  executive  board  meetings.  Other  material  of 
this  kind  has  come  from  the  columns  of  The  Dispatcher  and  the  ILWU  Reporter. 

As  befits  a  spokesman  for  a  Commimist-dominated  union,  McElrath  has  made 
or  relayed  a  number  of  attacks  on  the  Smith  Act,  the  McCarran-Walter  Immigra- 
tion Act,  the  Magnuson  Act  (which  provides  for  Coast  Guard  screening  of  mari- 
time workers),  and  the  Taft-Hartley  Act.  In  his  broadcast  of  January  31,  1953, 
he  cited  a  resolution  passed  by  the  ILWU  territorial  convention  calling  for  the 
outright  repeal  of  such  antilabor  legislation.  All  of  the  acts  named  above  are 
actually  anti-Communist  legislation  in  whole  or  in  part.  The  1954  program  of 
the  Communist  Party  states : 

"*  *  *  The  attempts  to  outlaw  the  Communist  Party  and  to  deprive  Com- 
munists of  their  citizenship  rights  must  be  defeated.  The  Smith  Act,  McCarran 
Act,  and  the  McCarran-Walter  Act  should  be  repealed  *  *  *  and  all  antilabor 
legislation  such  as  the  infamous  Taft-Hartley  Act  must  be  repealed  and  de- 
feated. *  *  *" 

The  Smith  Act  trial  in  Honolulu,  in  which  regional  director  Jack  W.  Hall  and 
six  other  Communists  were  the  defendants,  was  covered  in  great  detail  by  the 
ILWU  evening  broadcasts.  Attorneys  for  the  prosecution  were  ridiculed,  the 
impartiality  of  the  presiding  judge  was  questioned,  and  Government  witnesses 
were  held  up  to  scorn.  McElrath  repeatedly  described  witness  John  Lautner  as 
a  professional  ex-Communist,  and  called  attention  to  his  "thick  Hungarian  ac- 
cent." Witness  Jack  Kawano  was  characterizerl  as  an  incompetent,  who  ap- 
peared on  the  stand  like  "an  oversized  image  of  Buddha."  Perhaps  the  most 
concise  expression  of  the  official  ILWU  attitude  toward  the  trial  was  read  by 
McElrath  into  his  broadcast  of  February  4,  1953.  It  came  from  a  resolution 
passed  at  the  annual  local  142  convention,  and  read  in  part : 

"It  is  not  a  trial.  It  is  modern-day  witchcraft,  brewed  from  hysteria,  lies, 
fantasy,  and  mumbo-jumbo  *  *  * 

"Only  the  blind  or  the  irreconcilably  prejudiced  would  fail  to  agi'ee  that 
American  justice  has  been  disgracefully  abused  in  this  case.  It  is  trial  by 
prejudice.     Trial  by  intimidation.     Trial  by  hysteria.     It  is  not  trial  by  justice. 

"Meanwhile  the  membership  is  put  to  enormous  expense  to  defend  its  union 
and  its  leaders.  Government  attorneys  dip  again  and  again  into  the  Treasury 
of  our  country  to  press  their  antiunion  frameup. 

"*  *  *  More  than  ever  we  recognize  it  as  unionbusting — courtroom 
style  *  *  *" 

McElrath's  program  during  1953-54  featured  attacks  on  congressional  investi- 
gative committees,  members  of  which  have  been  described  as  "carpetbaggers 
from  afar"  and  "witch  hunters,"  who  are  accused  of  "fantastic  hysteria,"  "union- 
busting,"  and  "inquisitorial  techniques."  Government  witnesses  are  called 
stool-pigeons,  rats,  and  informers. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  problem  of  communism,  with  its  subversive  aspects,  has 
consistently  been  di-smissed  as  a  false  issue,  created  for  the  disruption  of  unions, 
particularly  the  ILWU. 

The  foregoing  constitutes  only  a  brief  sampling  of  the  Communist  propaganda 
content  and  technique  of  tlie  McElrath  broadcasts.  The  yirogram,  which  pur- 
ports to  be  news  and  comment,  has  studiously  avoided  news  items  of  major  im- 
portance which  show  Communist  aggression  and  disregard  for  international 
law,  such  as  the  unprovoked  shooting  down  of  American  planes,  and  the  con- 
tinued illegal  imprisonment  by  the  Communist  Chinese  of  captured  American 
airmen. 
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"The  Filipino  Voice  of  Labor,  a  program  in  Ilocano  and  Tagalog,  is  heard  at 
various  times  over  the  same  four-station  network,  and  is  conducted  by  E.  C. 
Yadao,  a  director  and  stockholder  of  the  Communist  Honolulu  Record  Publish- 
ing Co.  The  subject  matter  of  the  broadcasts  is,  in  general,  similar  to  that  of 
McElrath's  programs  of  news  and  comment.  Yadao,  however,  appears  to  lean 
heavily  on  The  Dispatcher  for  his  source  material.  Most  frequently  cited  in 
translation  are  Harry  Bridges'  column  On  the  Beam,  and  J.  R.  Robertson's  On 
the  March.  Hence,  by  quoting  from  the  official  newspaper  of  the  ILWU,  Yadao 
has,  in  effect,  broadcast  the  Communist  Party  line  as  follows : 

(1)  A  call  for  trade  with  Red  China  and  Iron  Curtain  countries. 

(2)  Moral  support  to  Communist  aggression  in  Indochina. 

(3)  Condemnation  of  the  United  States  for  having  "openly   connived" 
at  the  overthrow  of  the  Government  of  Guatemala. 

(4)  Attacks  on  Attorney-General  Brownell,  the  Communist  Control  Act, 
and  the  Subversive  Activities  Control  Board. 

(5)  Characterization    of   countermeasures    against    communism    as    red- 
baiting, labor  frameup  and  union-busing. 

Unlike  the  English  and  Filipino  programs,  the  ILWU  Japanese  language  broad- 
cast by  Yoshio  Inabe  is  heard  only  once  a  week,  on  Sunday  at  8  :45  p.  m.  Due 
perhaps  to  its  comparative  infrequency,  its  content,  which  deals  more  with 
local  ILWU  activity  and  specific  problems,  is  not  so  obviously  loaded  with  the 
Communist  Party  line. 

UNITED  PUBLIC  WORKERS 

The  Commission  on  March  31,  1954,  submitted  a  report  on  the  United  Public 
Workers  to  the  Governor  of  Hawaii,  who  released  it  to  the  public  on  August 
11,  1954.  Copies  of  that  report  were  furnished  all  legislators  and  heads  of 
all  county  governments.  Newly  elected  legislators  are  being  furnished  copies 
of  that  report. 

In  amplification  of  that  report,  the  following  excerpts  from  testimony  by 
witnesses  appearing  before  the  Commission  are  quoted  : 

Robert  M.  Kemp  a 

"Q.  *  *  *  Would  you  state  to  the  Commission  when  you  first  became  asso- 
ciated in  any  way  with  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America? 

"A.  I  joined  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America,  as  I  recall,  it  was  in 
December  of  1947  or  in  January  of  1948,  and  I  remained  active  in  the  United 
Public  Workers  till  the  latter  part  of  1950. 

"Q.  You  joined  at  Honolulu? 

"A.  In  Honolulu,  yes. 

"Q.  And  at  the  time  of  joining  you  were  employed  at  the  board  of  water 
supply? 

"A.  Yes. 

"Q.  Did  you  hold  any  position  other  than  a  mere  member  ? 

"A.  I  was  acting  treasurer  for  a  time  in  1949.  I  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Territorial  Council  in  1949  and  1950. 

"Q.  Now,  as  acting  treasurer,  do  you  mean  of  the  territorywide  UPWA  or 
theOahu  section? 

"A.  Territorywide. 

******* 

"Q.  Would  you  tell  us  from  your  experience  in  the  UPW  what  its  connection, 
if  any,  was  with  the  Communist  Party? 

"A.  Broadly  speaking,  the  UPW  was  one  of  the — nationally  speaking,  I  should 
say,  was  one  of  the  left-wing  unions  which  was  fully  controlled  by  the  Communist 
Party.  Locally,  the  union  was  run  by — almost  in  its  entirety — by  members 
of  the  Communist  Party. 

******* 

"Q.  With  regard  to  Henry  Epstein,  based  upon  your  personal  acquaintance 
with  him,  do  you  have  any  reason  to  doubt  that  he,  at  least  at  the  time  you 
knew  him  in  the  Communist  Party,  was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"A.  Any  reason  to  doubt  that  he  was  a  member?  No.  I  knew  him  as  a 
member.  That  was  in  the  latter  part  of  1948  when  I  went  into  the  semiclosed 
group  and  as  long  as  I  remained  in  that  group  I  knew  him  as  an  active  party 
member. 
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"Q.  He  was  the  leader  of  the  group ;  was  he? 

"A.  No ;  I  believe  that  I  was  the  chairman,  although  at  one  time  it  was  either 
Epstein  or  myself. 
"Q.  At  the  time  you  were  chairman,  you  definitely  knew  him  to  be  a  member? 
"A.  Definitely. 

"By  Mr.  DeSilva  : 
"Q.  What  year  was  that  when  you  were  chairman? 
"A.  That  was  in  the  latter  part  of  1948  to  about  the  middle  of  1949. 

"By  Chairman  Stephenson  : 

"Q.  Do  you  know  SteiAen  Murin? 

"A.  I  do. 

"Q.  Did  he  have  any  connection  with  the  UPW? 

"A.  Yes ;  he  was  hired  by  the  UPW  as  a  part-time  organizer  in  1950,  I  believe, 
and  subsequently  became  an  oflicial  of  the  UPW  after  I  left. 

"Q.  Did  you  know  him  to  be  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party? 

•'A.  I  did. 

"Q.  Was  he  ever  a  member  of  any  group  of  the  party  that  you  were  a  member 
of? 

•'A.  No,  not  of  the  same  groiip,  but  I  did  have  organizational  contact  with  him 
in  the  Communist  Party. 
"By  Mr.  DeSh-va  : 

"Q.  What  kind  of  contact  was  that? 

"A.  Fall  of  1950  when  the  party  went  underground  he  was  chairman  of  one 
of  the  groups  for  which  I  was  contact  man  and  responsible  for.     He  was  my 
contact  in  one  of  the  party  underground  cells. 
"By  Mr.  DeSilva  : 

"Q.  That's  1950? 

"A.  1950, 1951,  1952— the  latter  part  of  1950. 
"By  Chairman  Stepiiexson  : 

"Q.  In  other  words,  during  the  period  of  the  so-called  underground  status 
of  the  party  since  the  Korean  war  started,  he  was  in  a  cell  and  you  were 
designated  to  contact  him  as  a  representative  of  that  cell? 

"A.  I  was.  Of  course,  I  also  knew  him  as  a  Communist  through  various  other 
sources  throughout  1948,  1949 — prior  to  the  time  I  had  organizational  contact 
with  him. 

"By  Mr.  DeSilva  : 

"Q.  From  whom  did  you  get  your  instructions  to  contact  him  with  reference  to 
directives  or  policies? 

"A.  From  James  Freeman,  at  the  time  the  underground  was  organized. 

*****  4:  * 

"Q.  Do  you  know  Ralph  Vernon  Vossbrink? 

"A.  I  do. 

"Q.  Did  you  know  him  as  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"A.  I  did. 

"Q.  And  what  was  the  basis  of  your  knowledge? 

"A.  I  first  came  in  contact  with  Ralph  Vossbrink  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  when  I  was  furnished  his  name  by  the  organizer  of  the  seamen's 
branch  of  the  waterfront  branch  of  the  Communist  Party  in  San  Francisco  who 
gave  me  his  name  as  a  contact  of  the  Hav/aiian  Communist  Party.  This  was 
prior  to  the  time  I  joined  the  Hawaiian  Communist  Party  or  was  transferred 
to  the  Hawaiian  Comnumist  Party,  I  should  say. 

"Q.  When  did  you  first  join  the  Communist  Party? 

"A.  In  the  early  part  of  1946  in  San  Francisco. 

*****  *  * 

"Q.  Do  you  know  Leroy  Linsley,  Jr.  ? 
"A.  I  do. 

"Q.  Pardon  me.  I'm  a  little  bit  ahead  of  myself.  Getting  back  to  Ralph 
Vossbrink,  did  he  have  any  connections  with  UPAV? 

"A.  Yes,  I  believe  it  was  in  the  latter  part  of  1949  he  became  its  executive 
secretary  or  at  least  so  in  name.  I'rior  to  the  time  he  was  with  the  marine 
cooks  and  stewards,  he  was  an  agent  for  the  National  Union  of  the  Marine  Cooks 
and  Stewards,  which  was  more  or  less  a  shoreside  division.  The  marine  cooks 
and  stewards  organized  shoreside — the  taxis,  culinary  workers,  and  so  on  and 
so  forth,  also  the  hospitals,  and  in  this  connection,  a  friendly  jurisdictional  dis- 
pute— I  say  friendly,  it  wasn't  the  basis  of  the — it  was  what  is  known  as  a  labor 
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jurisdictional  dispute,  arose  as  to  the  jurisdiction  of  hospital  workers.  And  it 
was  finally  ironed  out  lietween  HuLCh  Bryson  and  Al>ram  Flaxer  on  the  mainland 
and  the  hospitals  came — wei-e  assigned  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  Public 
Workers,  and  with  the  hospitals  came  Ralph  Vossbrink  and  the  rest  of  the  or- 
ganizations that  had  been  organized  under  the  marine  cooks  and  stewards  or  at 
the  time  that  the  local  UPW  took  over  these  various  organizations,  they  took 
Vossbrink  along  with  them  and  gave  liim  the  job,  or  created  the  position  of 
executive  secretary  in  order  to  keep  him  cm  the  payroll. 

"Q.  In  other  words,  that  shift  that  was  made  back  around  1949  which  involved 
perhaps  several  hundred  workers  here  in  the  taxis,  independent  taxi  drivers, 
hospital  workers  and  some  culinary  workers  was  made  on  the  basis  of  a  national 
decision? 

"A.  That's  right. 

*  *  i>:  *  *  *  * 

*'Q.  Now,  you  say  you  know  Leroy  Linsley,  Jr?  Do  you  know  him  to  be 
a  member  of  the  Communist  Party. 

"A.  No,  I  don't. 

"Q.  How  do  you  know  him? 

"A.  I  met  Leroy  Linsley  in  my  activities  and  his,  in  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights 
Congress — 19.50,  1951,  1952,  This,  I  might  point  out.  This  was  at  the  time  the 
Community  Party  was  going  underground  and  security  measures  within  the 
party  had  been  greatly  strengthened  and  reemphasized,  and  it  was  difficult  to 
say  who  was  or  who  wasn't  at  the  time.  I  had  heard  him  discussed  as  a  recruit 
to  the  party  at  one  time  during  this  period,  though.

"By  Chairman  Stephenson  : 

"Q.  Did  Linsley,  to  your  knowledge,  hold  any  office  in  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights 
Congress  ? 

"A.  I  believe  he  was  on  the  executive  board  at  one  time  in  1951,  1952. 

"Q.  Did  you  hold  any  office  in  that  organization? 

"A.  Yes,  in  1951,  I  was  the  treasurer  and  also  on  the  executive  board  in  1952. 

"Q.  Did  Leroy  Linsley,  Jr.,  have  any  connection  with  the  United  Public 
Workers  ? 

"A.  Yes.  He  was  subsequently  hired  as  an  organizer  for  the  public  workers. 
He  stepped  into  Murin's  shoes  on  a  part-time  basis  after  Murin  became  a  full- 
time  official,  and  I  understand  subsequently  he  became  a  full-time  organizer. 

"By  Mr.  DeSilva  : 

"Q.  Who  appointed  Murin  to  that  position? 
"A.  As  an  organizer  ? 

"By  Mr.  DeSilva  : 
"Q.  Yes. 

"A.  He  was  more  or  less  absorbed.  It  was  Epstein's  doing  entirely.  It  was 
one  of  the  mechanizations  that  was  very  often  employed  in  the  UPW. 

*  *  *  *  it:  it!  * 

"Q.  Now,  these  various  people  that  we've  been  talking  about  as  being  in  the 
United  Public  Workers ;  namely,  Epstein,  Murin,  Linsley,  Vossbrink,  and  that 
group,  were  they  elected  officials? 

"A.  Yes,  most  of  them  became  elected  officials  but  Epstein  was  appointed 
nationally.  Vossbrink  was  absorbed  with  the  amalgamation  with  the  hospital 
workers — culinary  workers.  Epstein  was  practically  personally  hired  by — I 
mean  Murin  was  practically  personally  hired  by  Epstein  as  an  organizer:  the 
same  with  Linsley,  although  subsequently  they  were  able  to  work  into  elected 
positions.

"By  Chairman  Stephenson  : 

"Q.  Now,  let's  take  the  president.  How  is  the  president  of  the  UPW  or 
how  was  the  president  in  your  time  chosen? 

"A.  Well,  he  was  chosen  by  a  territorywide  ballot,  was  generally  nominated 
at  one  of  the  Territorial  council  meetings  or  Territorial  conventions.  They 
had  a  nominating  committee. 

"Q.  Would  the  president  be  a  public  worker? 

"A.  Yes.  It  was  generally  an  active  public  worker — generally  an  active 
rank  and  filer  of  the  union. 
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"Q.  To  your  knowledge,  did  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party  ever  serve  in 
the   office   of  president? 

"A.  No,  not  that  I  know  of. 

"Q.  How  about  these  other  territorywide  officers  like  vice  president,  secretary, 
treasurer,  and  auditor?     Were  they  also  full-time  public  workers? 

"A.  They  were  full-time  public  workers.  They  were  rank  and  file  UPW 
members. 

"Q.  Did  you  ever  know  any  of  those  officers  to  be  members  of  the  Communist 
Party? 

"A.  I  was  acting  treasurer  while  in  the  Communist  Party ;  the  others,  no, 
they  were  generally  rank  and  file  UPW  members  and  public  workers. 

"Q.  Is  it  not  correct  that  in  general  the  Territorial  officers  of  the  union  de- 
voted little  time  to  the  union?  That  is,  they  were  not  full-time  officers  or 
workers  in  the  union? 

"A.  Well,  they  were  not  full-time  employees.  I  don't  think  any  of  them 
were  even  employed  on  a  part-time  basis,  although  I  might  be  wrong  there. 
They  were  generally  spread  out  throughout  the  islands  so  that  acting  as  an 
organized  body  or  an  organized  authority  at  any  time,  other  than,  say,  at  a 
convention  or  council  meeting,  it  was  physically  impossible. 

'•Q.  But  Henry  Epstein  and  people  employed  full  time  were  generally  not 
public  workers,  were  they  not? 

"A.  That  is  correct. 

"Q.  It  is  in  that  group  that  you  have  found  the  Commimist  Party  members? 

"A.  The  Communist  Party  members  and  the  actual  control  of  the  union. 

'•Q.  Now,  will  you  elaborate  on  that,  please?  The  actual  control  of  the  union 
as  being  in  the  group  under  Henry  Epstein  ? 

"A.  Well,  that  is  very  broad.  Epstein  has  been  the  center  of  the  union.  He 
was  at  a  lime  running  the  entire  union  single-handed  as  its  executive  secretary, 
business  agent,  and  so  forth.  In  between  meetings  of  the  Territorial  council  or 
conventions,  he  was  practically  the  only  authority  of  the  union  on  a  Territorial 
basis.  When  others  were  employed  by  the  union,  such  as,  Vossbrink  or  Murin, 
or  party  members  on  a  full-time  basis,  of  course  they  complemented  Epstein's 
position  in  being  in  a  position  to  actually  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  union.  Then 
during  conventions  or  Territorial  council  meetings,  when  the  various  officers  and 
delegates  were  assembled  together  to  carry  out  policy,  it  wasn't  too  difficult  for 
Epstein  and  myself,  or  Epstein  by  himself,  or  Epstein  with  the  others,  to  control 
these  meetings.  The  delegates  were  not  too  highly  developed  from  the  stand- 
point of  parliamentary  ])rocedure  or  knowledge  of  the  union,  and  so  on  and  so 
forth,  with  a  few  exceptions.  There  were  a  few  members  who  had  a  good  deal 
on  the  ball  and  occasionally  would  kick  up  their  heels  and  give  Epstein  and 
the  party  control  some  difficulty,  but  broadly  speaking,  these  obstacles  were 
surmounted  and  very  well  handled. 

"Q.  Now,  you  spoke  of  'party  control.'  Do  you  mean  that  in  the  broad  sense 
of  the  term  the  Communist  Party  did  control  or  dominate  this  union? 

"A.  Yes,  that's  correct.

"Q.  Mr.  Kempa,  you  state  that  for  a  time  that  you  were  treasurer  of  the 
UPWA? 

"A.  I  was  throughout  most  of  1949. 

"Q.  How  did  you  get  that  position? 

"A.  It  was — in  actuality,  it  was  appointive  through  Epstein,  although  it  was, 
I  understand,  it  was  later  confirmed  by  some  executive  board  meeting.  The 
regular  treasurer,  the  elected  treasurer,  dropped  his  office  and  I  was  appointed. 
******* 

"Q.  Who  determined  the  expenditure  of  funds  in  the  union 

"A.  Theoretically  there  was  at  one  time  an  auditor  and,  of  course,  the  financial 
reports  were  taken  up  at  Territorial  council  meetings  or  conventions.  However, 
mostly  in  entirety  they  were  in  Epstein's  hands.  He  engineered  putting  me  into 
the  treasurer's  job  as  cosigner.  The  constitution  calls  for,  I  believe,  calls  for 
cosigning  of  checks.  There  was  also  a  maneuver  undertaken  on  Hawaii  when 
I  went  there,  whereby  ranking  officer  on  Oahu  would  be  authorized  to  cosign 
checks,  but  even  when  I  was  cosigning  them,  very  often  they  were  blank  checks. 
The  finances  were  entirely  in  Epstein's  hands. 

"Q.  You  mean  that  you  would  fix  your  signature  in  advance  of  the  check  being 
made  out 

"A.  Very  often ;  yes.

"Q.  And  who  was  the  other  signatory  to  the  check? 
"A.  Henry  Epstein. 

"Q.  So  tliat  as  to  any  checks  you  cosigued  in  blank,  he  controlled  the  ultimate 
disposition  of  the  funds  that  were  used — drawn  by  those  checks? 
"A.  That's  right. 

"By  Mr.  DeSilva  : 
"Q.  Did  you  ever  question  signing  them — those  blank  checks? 
"A.  No ;  Epstein  was  also  a  Communist  Party  member.

"By  Chairman  Stephenson  : 
"Q.  Did  the  UPWA  use  a  nominating  committee? 
"A.  Yes,  at  the  Territorial  conventions. 

"Q.  Did  the  nominating  committee  meet  prior  to  the  convention? 
"A.  During  the  convention,  I  believe. 
"Q.  How  was  the  nominating  committee  selected? 
"A.  It  was  selected  from  amongst  the  convention  delegates. 
"Q.  By  a  vote  of  the  convention? 
"A.  By  vote  of  the  convention ;  yes. 

"By  Mr.  DeSilva  : 

"Q.  Or  was  there  a  motion  on  the  floor  that  a  nominating  committee  be 
appointed? 

"A.  I  can't  recall.  It  might  have  been  voted  on  the  floor ;  it  might  have  been 
part  of  the  constitution  and  bylaws.  In  addition  to  nominations  by  the  nomi- 
nation committee,  the  constitution  provided  for  open  nominations.  Any  name 
could  be  placed  on  the  ballot. 

"By  Mr.  DeSilva  : 

"Q.  Was  there  any  discussion  among  Communist  Party  members  in  the  UPWA 
as  to  nominations — who  should  be  nominated? 
"A.  Yes,  there  was  several  occasions,  I  believe. 

"By  Mr,  DeSilva  : 

"Q.  Just  members  of  the  Communist  Party  discussing  the  leadership  of  the 
UPWA? 

"A.  Yes,  in  particular  where  there  were  persons  who  were  opposed  to  the 
leadership  or  program  of  the  union,  particularly  the  party  program  or  threat- 
ened the  leadership.  There  would  often  be  ways  and  means  discussed  of  oppos- 
ing such  a  person  running  for  office,  or  defeating  him." 

Wilfred  M.  Oka 

Oka  was  active  in  the  original  organizational  work  of  the  United  Public  Work- 
ers of  America  in  Hawaii  during  the  year  1946  and  1947.  He  was  at  that  time 
a  member  of  the  Communist  Party.  He  has  a  long  record  of  Communist  Party 
activity,  and  in  1948  was  particularly  active  in  the  political  field.  In  this  con- 
nection he  was  a  member  of  a  political  commission  of  the  Communist  Party  of 
Hawaii,  vv'hich  was  set  up  by  the  executive  board  of  the  party. 

Oka  appeared  before  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  on 
April  13,  1950,  in  response  to  a  subpena,  and  refused  to  aflarm  or  deny  his  Com- 
munist associations  on  the  grounds  of  possible  self-incrimination. 

Oka  appeared  before  this  commission,  in  response  to  a  subpena,  on  January 
30,  1954.     He  refused  to  answer  23  questions,  including : 

"Have  you  ever  been  a  member  of  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America?" 

"Mr.  Oka,  have  you  ever  held  any  discussions  with  any  members  of  the  Com- 
munist Party  here  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  concerning  the  United  Public 
Workers  of  America?" 

"Do  you  know  a  man  by  the  name  of  Henry  Epstein?" 

"Have  you  ever  been  employed  by  the  Honolulu  Record,  Mr.  Oka?" 

"Weren't  you  at  one  time,  Mr.  Oka,  a  member  of  the  Moiliili  Groiip  of  the 
Communist  Party?" 

"Isn't  it  a  fact  that  you  carried  a  Communist  Party  card,  No.  74935?" 

"Mr.  Oka,  do  you  know  Shigeo  Takao?" 

"Mr.  Oka,  there  is  testimony  both  in  the  records  over  at  the  Federal  court  and 
before  this  commission  that  you  were  a  member  of  a  semiclosed  group  of  the 
Communist  Party.    Is  that  testimony  correct?" 

72723— 57— pt.  41a,  hi 6 
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All  of  these  questions  he  refused  to  answer,  claiming  his  privilege  under  the 
fifth  amendment. 

Henry  B.  Epstein  " 

Epstein  appeared  before  the  commission  on  January  30,  1954.  Excerpts  from 
liis  testimony  were  included  in  the  March  1954  report  on  the  United  Public 
Workers.  One  of  the  questions  which  was  answered  by  Epstein  is  quoted  as  a 
matter  of  interest : 

"Q.  Mr.  Epstein,  was  it  your  intention  when  you  came  to  this  hearing  this 
morning  to  refuse  to  answer  any  question  concerning  the  United  Public  Workers 
or  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America,  or  your  connection  with  either  of 
those  organizations  on  the  grouuds  that  the  answers  might  tend  to  incriminate 
you? 

"A.  In  answer  to  that  question,  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  came  here  in  good 
faith  with  my  attorney ;  I'm  relying  on  his  advice  whenever  there  is  a  question 
of  possible  self-incrimination.  And  I'm  standing  on  my  rights  and  privileges 
under  the  Constitution  on  these  other  grounds  wherever  there  is  a  danger  of 
possible  self-incrimination." 

Epstein  refused  to  answer  31  questions  concerning  the  United  Public  Workers, 
United  Public  Workers  of  America,  and  his  association  with  and  membership 
in  the  Communist  Party,  on  the  grounds  of  possible  self-incrimination. 

The  following  is  quoted  from  the  Honolulu  Star-Bulletin  of  January  31,  1955 : 

"Henry  Epstein  Says  He  Signed  Territory  of  Hawaii  Loyalty  Oath 

"Henry  B.  Epstein,  head  of  the  United  Public  Workers,  said  today  he  signed 
the  Territorial  oath  of  loyalty  in  Wailuku,  Maui,  on  January  22  in  the  oflice 
of  Wendell  F.  Crockett,  attorney  and  former  Republican  senator. 

"He  wouldn't  say  why  he  signed  the  loyalty  oath  but  said  it  definitely  wasn't 
for  'publicity  purposes.' 

"A  report  from  Maui  said  he  told  UPW  members  in  Wailuku  he  signed  the 
oath  to  prove  he  is  not  a  Communist  but  Epstein  denied  making  such  a 
statement. 

"Crockett  said  he  wasn't  in  his  ofiice  when  Epstein  came  in  to  have  the  oath 
notarized  by  Edward  H.  Miyajima,  who  said  today  Epstein  gave  no  reason  or 
statement  for  his  action. 

"The  oath  that  Epstein  took  is  prescribed  for  all  Territorial  employees  by 
Act  154  passed  by  the  legislature  in  1951.    It  reads  : 

"  'I,  (name),  do  solemnly  swear  and  declare,  on  oath,  that  I  will  support 
and  defend  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  of  America  against 
all  enemies,  foreign  and  domestic ;  that  I  will  bear  true  faith  and  allegiance 
to  the  same ;  that  I  do  not  hold  membership  in,  pay  assessments,  dues,  or  make 
contributions  to  any  organization  or  any  political  party  which  advocates  the 
overthrow  of  the  constitutional  form  of  government  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  except  as  provided  by  its  Constitution ;  that  I  take  this  obligation 
freely,  without  any  mental  reservation  or  purpose  of  evasion ;  so  help  me  God.'  " 

Section  600,  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii  1945,  requires  that  all  public  officers 
and  employees,  and  all  persons  elected  or  appointed  or  employed  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Territory  or  any  county,  or  in  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  or 
appointed  to  or  employed  in  any  ofiice  or  employment,  any  part  of  the  compen- 
sation of  which  is  paid  out  of  public  funds  shall,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices  or  employments,  take  and  subscribe  to  the  oath 
reproduced  in  the  Star-Bulletin  article,  which  Epstein  is  reported  to  have  exe- 
cuted before  a  notary  public. 

Epstein  is  not  a  public  officer  or  public  employee.  Therefore,  he  is  not 
required  by  law  to  execute  the  loyalty  oath  and  the  oath  which  Epstein  is 
reported  to  have  executed  is  of  no  legal  effect. 

The  following  is  quoted  from  the  commission's  report  on  the  United  Public 
Workers  dated  March  31,  1954: 

"In  public,  Epstein  denies  any  Communist  affiliation.  For  example,  an 
article  which  appears  in  the  December  29, 1953,  Honolulu  Star-Bulletin  is  quoted  : 

"  'Asked  if  he  has  ever  said  that  he  is  not  a  Communist  and  has  not  been  a 
Communist,  Epstein  replied,  "Yes,  I  have." 

"  'Epstein  also  said,  in  response  to  a  question,  that  he  and  all  other  officers 
of  the  union  will  sign  a  non-Communist  affidavit  if  one  is  required  of  persons 


"  Currently  representiug  the  United  Public  Workers  before  the  legislature. 
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appearing  before  the  civil  service  commissions  as  representative  of  groups.     Such 
a  bill  has  been  proposed.'  "

"The  commission  gave  Epstein  an  opportunity  to  discuss  the  public  statement 
attributed  to  Epstein,  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report,  to  the  effect  that  he 
would  sign  a  non-Communist  affidavit  if  it  were  required  of  him. 

"Counsel.  Mr.  Epstein,  it  is  a  fact,  is  it  not,  that  you  recently  told  a  reporter 
for  one  of  the  local  newspapers  that  if  you  were  asked  to  you  would  be  willing 
to  take  an  oath  that  you  were  not  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party? 

"Epstein.  I'm  going  to  refuse  to  answer  that  questions  for  the  grounds  as 
stated."

In  an  effort  to  clarify  this  situation  and  to  set  the  official  record  straight  on  the 
matter,  the  following  letter  was  forwarded  to  Epstein  on  February  18,  1955 : 

Mr.  Henry  B.  Epstein, 

United  Public  Workers, 

451  Atkinson  Drive,  Honolulu,  T.  H. 
Dear  Sir  :  On  .January  30,  1954,  you  appeared  before  this  commission  as  a 
witness  and,  with  resi>ect  to  questions  concerning  your  Communist  Party  activi- 
ties, you  refused  to  answer  on  the  ground  that  you  might  thereby  tend  to 
incriminate  yourself.  In  addition,  you  refused  to  testify  about  other  Communist 
Party  matters  and  personnel. 

However,  according  to  recent  press  reports,  you  have  executed  a  Territorial 
loyalty  oath. 

The  commission,  therefore,  assumes  that  you  have  had  a  change  of  heart  on 
the  question  of  assisting  the  Government  in  exposing  Communist  activities. 

In  order  to  set  the  record  straight  on  the  matter,  you  are  invited  to  appear 
and  testify  before  the  commission.  Because  your  last  appearance  made  public  by 
session  has  since  been  mentioned  in  a  report  of  this  commission  made  public  by 
the  Governor,  it  is  considered  only  fair  to  you  that  your  next  appearance  before 
the  commission  should  be  open  to  the  public,  if  you  so  request. 
Your  early  reply  is  requested.

The  foregoing  letter  was  sent  to  Epstein  by  registered  mail,  but  as  of  the 
opening  of  office  hours  on  February  28,  1955,  no  return  receipt  had  been  received, 
nor  had  Epstein  been  heard  from.  A  copy  of  the  letter  will  be  delivered  to 
Epstein  by  other  means. 

Max  Roffman 

Roffman  also  appeared  before  the  commission,  under  subpena,  on  January 
30,  1954.  Hoffman  claimed  his  privilege  under  the  fifth  amendment  on  21  ques- 
tions. Excerpts  from  Hoffman's  testimony  were  quoted  in  the  March  1954  report 
on  the  United  Public  Workers. 

On  February  25,  1954,  the  Honolulu  Star-Bulletin  carried  a  news  story  headed 
"UPW  Leader  Called  Red."  This  article  stated  that  official  files  in  Washing- 
ton had  revealed  that  Max  Roffman  had  been  associated  with  the  Communist 
Party  and  its  front  activities  as  far  back  as  1931,  and  listed  his  activities  as 
follows : 

Attended  Communist  Party  meetings  as  early  as  1931  and  repeatedly 
attended  secret  meetings  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Baltimore  in  1941. 

His  name  was  maintained  at  the  Free  State  Bookshop,  which  was  reliably 
reported  ot  have  been  the  center  of  Communist  Party  activities  in  Baltimore 
in  1941. 

Was  a  member  of  the  national  cabinet  of  the  American  Youth  Congress. 
[Cited  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  as  subversive  and 
Communist.] 

One  of  the  original  members  of  the  Yanks  Are  Not  Coming  Committee. 
[Cited  by  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  as  being  an 
organization  of  which  the  Communist  Party  was  the  principal  agent.] 

Member  of  the  Bookshop  Association  of  Baltimore,  Inc.,  which  was  re- 
ported to  have  been  initiated  by  members  of  the  Communist  Party  and  to 
have  had  Communist  Party  members  among  its  officers,  directors,  and 
members. 
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Roffman's  answer  to  these  allegations  was:  "The  Star-Bulletin  is  clearly 
warming  over  old  hash,  half-truths,  and  outright  lies,  and  trying  to  make  them 
sound  as  though  they  come  from  official  files." 

This  commission  is  not  cognizant  of  the  source  of  the  Star-Bulletin's  infor- 
mation. However,  since  August  1953,  roughly  2  months  after  Roffman  came 
to  Hawaii,  this  commission  has  had  information  of  a  similar  nature. 

Roffman's  reaction,  publicly,  to  the  story  was  that  it  was  a  "dirty"  story,  and 
that  he  would  "answer  to  the  membership." 

Roffman's  "answer  to  the  membership"  was  contained  in  a  statement  which 
was  dated  February  25,  1954,  and  addressed  to  "All  Units  and  Divisions  of  the 
United  Public  Workers  and  Its  Affiliates."  His  statement  and  the  circular  letter 
of  transmittal  are  quoted  below : 

United  Public  Workers, 
451  Atkinson  Place,  Honolulu  lit,  T.  H.,  February  25, 195 Jf. 
To  All  Units  and  Divisions  of  the  United  Public  WorJcres  and  Its  Afflliates: 

Dear  Brother  or  Sister  :  Today  the  Star-Bulletin  carried  a  scurrilous  attack 
against  our  union.  The  main  target  of  this  attack  was  Brother  Max  Roffman, 
Oahu  division  representative  of  UPW. 

We  all  know  why  the  attack  was  timed  at  this  point.  It  is  because  our  union 
is  growing  in  strength  and  we  are  getting  results  in  handling  problems  for  our 
members. 

At  the  same  time,  the  HGEA  is  having  great  difficulty  in  holding  on  to  its 
members  while  it  is  changing  over  its  medical  insurance.  We  are  not  surprised 
that  the  Star-Bulletin  has  come  to  the  rescue  of  HGEA,  just  as  it  has  always 
done  in  the  past. 

These  attacks  are  nothing  new.  They  have  happened  before,  and  they  always 
come  at  moments  of  greatest  organizing  activity.  We  have  already  learned 
that  if  we  don't  let  these  attacks  frighten  us  we  will  come  out  stronger  and  better 
than  ever  and  better  able  to  defend  our  members. 

I  strongly  urge  that  you  read  in  full  the  attached  statement  of  Brother  Max 
Roffman,  which  is  a  reply  to  the  shameful  newspaper  story.

"Statement  of  Oahu  Division  Representative,  Max  Roffman,  Regarding  the 
Antilabob  Article  in  the  Star-Bulletin 

"The  newspaper  game  as  it  is  played  in  Honolulu  is  a  dirty  business.  The 
so-called  news  story  that  appeared  in  the  Star-Bulletin  would  not  be  worth  a 
column  inch  in  a  real  newspaper.     What  the  story  boils  down  to  is  simply  this : 

"Late  in  1930's  and  up  to  the  time  I  went  into  the  Army,  I  was  secretary  of 
Baltimore  Industrial  Union  Council  of  the  CIO.  In  that  capacity,  I  was  often 
sent  as  the  official  or  unofficial  representative  to  various  organizations.  In  the 
war  years,  these  included  'win-the-war'  committees,  community  chest,  committees 
for  scrap  collection,  and  activities  to  get  blood  donors  for  our  Armed  Forces. 
In  the  prewar  years,  it  included  some  groups  which  advocated  keeping  America 
out  of  war. 

"All  of  my  activities  were  legitimate  trade-union  activities.  For  example,  the 
paper  says  that  in  1940,  I,  along  with  hundred  outstanding  officials  of  the  CIO, 
AFL,  and  railroad  brotherhood,  sent  a  wire  to  the  late  President  Roosevelt  asking 
for  freedom  for  four  imprisoned  brotherhood  officials  in  the  International  Fur 
and  Leather  Workers  Union.  At  this  date,  after  14  years  later,  I  don't  know 
what  wire  they  are  talking  about  or  who  the  four  union  brothers  were  to  be 
gotten  out  of  jail.  However,  it  is  quite  possible  that  I  signed  a  petition  asking 
for  the  freedom  of  union  members  14  years  ago.  However,  if  it  did  happen,  this 
was  certainly  straight  trade-union  activity. 

"The  rest  of  the  material  in  the  same  article  is  of  the  same  caliber.  The  Star- 
Bulletin  is  cleai-ly  warming  over  old  hash,  half-truths,  and  outright  lies,  and 
trying  to  make  them  sound  as  though  they  come  from  official  files.  The  reporter 
really  strained  himself  to  make  normal  union  activity  look  like  a  Communist 
plot. 
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"The  attack  against  me  personally  is  not  important.  I  am  not  concerned  about 
it  as  an  individual.  What  is  important  is  the  fact  that  this  is  intended  to  disrupt 
our  organizing  drive.  It  comes  at  a  time  when  our  union  is  engaged  in  crucial 
negotiations  at  St.  Francis  Hospital  where  our  members  turned  down  an  offer 
made  by  the  hospital.  It  comes  at  a  moment  when  Brother  Epstein  is  putting 
up  a  fight  to  save  jobs  for  workers  at  the  Central  Maui  Memorial  Hospital.  It 
appears  at  a  period  when  people  are  coming  into  the  union  ofBce  every  day  asking 
how  they  can  join  the  UPW. 

"It  is  especially  timed  to  save  the  HGBA  which  is  going  downhill  rapidly  and 
when  the  HGEA  is  having  difficulty  signing  up  its  own  members  on  the  new 
medical  plan.  It  is  the  next  step  after  Governor  King  abandoned  the  idea  of 
driving  out  the  UPW  through  an  election  between  our  union  and  HGBA. 

"I  know  that  none  of  our  members  will  be  fooled  by  the  vicious  newspaper 
propaganda.  You,  who  have  been  in  the  union,  have  seen  for  yourself  that  our 
union  is  clearly  run  by  the  members  and  nobody  else.  Our  statement  of  principle 
declares  that  no  oiitside  infiuence,  Communist  or  otherwise,  would  be  permitted 
to  dominate  the  UPW.  That  principle  governs  the  UPW  and  that  principle 
applies  to  my  own  personal  actions  as  well. 

"I  have  gone  into  some  details  concerning  this  attack  mainly  because  it  may 
be  necessary  for  our  members  to  answer  questions  that  arise  among  those 
who  are  not  yet  in  UPW,  and  who  sometimes  think  that  newspaper  headlines 
are  true.  I  think  the  best  answer  we  can  give  to  this  vicious  and  lying  attack 
against  the  union  is  to  move  ahead  with  our  organizing  program  and  a  program 
for  improvement  of  our  members'  pay  and  conditions  as  quickly  as  possible. 

"The  last  time  the  newspaper  attacked  us,  we  wound  up  stronger  than  ever 
before.  If  we  stick  to  our  proper  trade-union  activity  and  don't  let  the  scare 
headlines  scare  us,  we  can  finish  up  with  a  UPW  organization  that  is  stronger 
than  ever." 

Since  the  submission  of  the  1954  report  on  the  UPAV,  two  witnesses  have 
been  heard  by  the  commission  in  connection  with  its  investigation  of  the  Com- 
munist domination  of  that  organization. 

The  first.  Shigeo  Takao,  was  an  employee  of  the  city  and  county  of  Honolulu 
in  the  division  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal. 

The  records  of  the  commission  disclose  that  Takao  joined  the  United 
Public  Workers  of  America  during  the  year  1948  and  severed  his  connection  with 
that  organization  during  the  year  1949.  He  joined  the  United  Public  Workers 
on  September  2,  1953. 

Takao  has  been  identified  as  having  been  active  in  the  Hawaii  Civil  Liberties 
Committee  and  as  having  taken  a  part  in  functions  of  that  organization  in 
company  with  such  identified  Communists  Party  members  as  Celeste  Strack, 
Dwight  James  Freeman,  Koji  Ariyoshi,  Adele  Kensinger,  Charles  Fujimoto, 
Stephen  Murin,  John  Reinecke,  Evelyn  Murin,  and  Aiko  Reinecke. 

Testimony  in  the  files  of  the  commission  discloses  that  Takao  became  a 
member  of  the  Communist  Party  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1948 :  that 
he  was  recruited  into  the  party  by  Henry  B.  Epstein,  then  regional  director  of 
the  United  Public  Workers  of  America ;  and  that  he,  Takao,  was  assigned  to  a 
semiclosed  group  of  the  Communist  Party.  Other  members  of  this  group  were 
Henry  B.  Epstein,  Silvia  Epstein,  Robert  M.  Kempa,  Wilfred  Oka,  Robert 
Wenkam,  and  Bessie  Wenkam. 

Takao  was  interviewed  by  a  staff  investigator  on  Ocober  7,  1953.  When  asked 
about  his  past  affiliations  with  the  Hawaii  Civil  Rights  Congress  and  the  Com- 
munist Party.  Takao  stated  that  Henry  Epstein  had  advised  him,  in  case  he  was 
questioned  about  his  past  affiliations,  not  to  say  anything  without  legal  counsel. 
Further,  that  in  such  event,  he,  Takao,  should  get  in  touch  with  Epstein  who 
would  see  to  it  that  legal  counsel  was  provided. 

Takao  was  subpenaed  to  appear,  and  did  api)ear,  before  the  Commission  on 
April  10,  1954.  He  was  accompanied  by  counsel,  and  refused  to  answer  any 
questions  concerning  his  activities  on  the  grounds  of  possible  self-incrimination. 

Act  177,  session  laws  of  Hawaii  1951,  provides  that  if  any  employee  of  the 
government  of  the  Territory  or  any  county,  after  lawful  notice  or  process,  shall 
refuse  to  testify  under  any  of  the  circumstances  contemplated  in  the  act,  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  certify  the  fact  thereof  to  the  appoint- 
ing or  employing  authority  having  cognizance  of  the  person,  and  to  the  auditor  or 
other  disbursing  officer  who  issues  warrants  or  checks  to  pay  such  person.  The 
act  further  requires  that  upon  receiving  such  a  certificate  the  appointing  or  em- 
ploying authority  shall  remove  or  discharge  the  person  from  employment,  and 
the  auditor  or  other  disbursing  officer  shall  make  no  further  payments  of  public 
funds  to  the  person. 
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Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  act  177,  the  chairman  of  the  commission  executed 
a  certificate  outlining  the  facts  in  this  case  on  April  14,  1954,  and  copies  of  same 
were  delivered  to  the  chief  engineer,  controller,  and  auditor  of  the  city  and  county 
of  Honolulu  on  that  date.  According  to  articles  appearing  in  local  newspapers, 
Takao  was  dismissed  on  April  26.  1954,  "for  the  good  of  the  service."  The 
reason  for  this  action  was  stated  to  be  that  Takao  had  been  convicted  of  a  felony 
in  1949,  and,  inasmuch  as  his  civil  rights  had  not  been  restored,  under  the  Organic 
'  Act  and  a  Territorial  statute  he  was  not  legally  employed. 

Shigeo  Takao  is  the  only  government  employee  who  has  ever  appeared  before 
the  commission  and  refused  to  testify. 

The  next  witness  to  appear  before  the  commission  was  Mrs.  Helen  K.  Kanahele, 
secretary  treasurer  of  the  United  Public  Workers,  and  an  employee  of  the  city 
and  county  of  Honolulu.  Mrs.  Kanahele  appeared  in  response  to  a  subpena, 
and  was  accompanied  by  counsel. 

Unlike  witnesses  Takao,  Epstein,  Roffman,  and  Linsley,  Mrs.  Kanahele  testify 
freely  concerning  her  connection  with  the  United  Public  Workers. 

Mrs.  Kanahele  was  elected  secretary  treasurer  of  the  United  Public  Workers 
at  its  convention  on  Kauai  in  October  1953.  One  of  the  duties  of  the  secretary 
treasurer  is  to  countersign  checks  drawn  against  the  bank  account  of  the  organi- 
zation. There  is  evidence  that  Henry  Epstein  has  in  the  past  hand-picked  the 
person  for  this  position. 

It  was  not  clear  to  Mrs.  Kanahele  how  it  came  about  that  she  was  elected 
secretary  treasurer.  She  testified  that  her  election  came  as  a  complete  sur- 
prise— that  all  she  knew  was  that  she  was  nominated  from  the  floor. 

Like  other  rank-and-file  officials  of  the  UPW,  Mrs.  Kanahele  was  not  very 
well  informed  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  operation  of  the  organization.  With 
reference  to  the  financial  records,  she  stated  tliat  when  she  took  office  the  rec- 
ords were  turned  over  to  her  by  Epstein ;  she  did  not  know  if  anyone  had  audited 
the  records  at  any  time  before  she  received  them,  or  if  they  had  been  checked 
at  the  time  she  received  them.  Concerning  these  records,  Mrs.  Kanahele  stated : 
"I  just  sign  the  checks ;  that's  all  I  know ;  and  sign  the  vouchers  and  put  it  into 
my  book." 

Testimony  by  other  witnesses  has  revealed  that  financial  reports  submitted 
by  the  treasurer  at  conventions  were  prepared  by  Epstein,  and  were  very  general 
in  nature.  All  evidence  obtained  indicates  that  the  treasurer  has  been  a  mere 
figurehead. 

The  diversion  of  funds  of  any  organization  to  the  support  of  Communist  causes 
is  a  matter  of  concern  to  the  commission.  Therefore,  certain  records  of  the 
UPW  were  subpoenaed.  Mrs.  Kanahele,  as  secretary-treasurer,  produced  rec- 
ords which  she  stated  had  been  assembled  and  delivered  to  her  by  Henry 
Epstein.  She  stated  that  she  did  know  what  records  were  included  in  those  pro- 
duced; that  she  had  left  the  matter  of  assembling  the  records  to  Epstein.  It 
was  agreed  by  counsel  for  the  witness  and  counsel  for  the  commission  that  the 
records  would  be  made  available  for  examination  at  a  later  date  mutually 
agreeable. 

On  May  20,  1954,  the  commission's  counsel  and  a  member  of  the  staff  met 
with  Mrs.  Kanahele  at  the  law  offices  of  Bouslog  &  Symonds  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  the  records.  This  examination  revealed  that  records  covering  the 
period  from  February  1948,  to  March  1951,  wex-e  missing.  Mrs.  Kanahele  stated 
that  she  had  no  knowledge  of  the  whereabouts  of  the  missing  records.  On 
July  10,  1954,  Myer  C.  Symonds,  attorney  for  the  UPW,  advised  the  counsel 
of  the  commission  that  UPW  officials  had  informed  him  as  follows  : 

"I  am  informed  that  early  in  1952  the  union  moved  its  office  from  Nuuanu 
Avenue,  and  at  that  time  there  was  a  general  house-cleaning  and  a  lot  of  docu- 
ments and  records  were  thrown  out.  Although  the  union  oflScials  do  not  have 
any  specific  recollection  of  the  checks  and  vouchers  referred  to  by  you  having 
been  discarded  at  that  time,  they  assume  that  to  be  the  fact  as  a  search  at  my 
request  has  failed  to  locate  them." 

The  situation  appears  to  be,  therefore,  that  all  records  of  financial  transac- 
tions and  other  union  business  during  a  period  of  over  3  years  are  not  available, 
and  that  the  members  of  the  UPW  have  no  way  of  determining  how,  and  for 
what  purposes,  funds  of  the  imion  were  disbursed  during  that  period. 

During  the  hearings  and  after  the  release  of  the  report,  the  commission  was 
subjected  to  the  customary  vituperation  by  such  agitational  mediums  as  the 
Ilcmolulu  Record  and  the  ILWU  radio  programs  of  news  and  comment.  Elected 
officials  of  the  UPW  released  irresponsible  statements  which,  by  their  nature, 
reflected  the  influence  and  domination  of  their  Communist  leaders. 
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This  control  was  further  demonstrated  when  at  the  UPW  convention  which 
opened  on  Au.:j;nst  27,  1954,  Henry  Epstein  was  unanimously  reelected  as  Terri- 
torial Director,  and  Max  Roffman,  Stephen  Murin,  and  Jeanette  Rohrbough  were 
i-eemployed. 

Among  the  resolutions  prepared  by  the  resolutions  committee  of  the  convention 
were  the  following : 

"Resolution  on  the  Teeeitorial  Commission  on  Subversive  Activities 

"During  the  past  year,  our  union  and  its  officials  have  been  under  attack  by 
the  antilabor,  un-American  Territorial  Commission  on  Subversive  Activities,  ap- 
pointed by  Governor  King. 

"This  commission  is  composed  of  political  hacks  and  professional  snoopers. 

"It  has  sent  its  agents  to  spy  on  union  leaders.  It  has  tried  to  scare  our 
officers.  It  has  tried  to  encourage  union  people  to  be  stoolpigeons.  It  has 
tried  to  introduce  the  fake  issue  of  communism  into  the  ranks  of  our  union. 

"It  has  established  the  un-American  doctrine  of  guilt  by  accusation. 

"It  has  denied  the  accused  person  his  right  to  confront  his  accuser  and  to 
cross-examine  witnesses  against  him. 

"It  has  employed  the  McCarthy  smear  technique. 

"The  United  Public  Workers  is,  therefore,  resolved  to  work  for  the  abolition 
of  this  Commission  on  Subversive  Activities  which  is  a  disgrace  to  the  fair  name  of 
Hawaii. 

"Resolution  on  Civil  Liberties 

"  'The  right  to  speak  my  mind  out— that's  America  to  me.' 

"These  words  from  a  popular  song  express  well  a  main  tenet  of  American 
democracy. 

"But  today  in  America,  that  right  to  speak  your  mind  out  is  being  taken 
away.  The  Smith  Act,  the  McCarran  Act,  the  Taft-Hartley  law,  the  screening 
programs,  the  loyalty  oaths,  the  McCarthy  investigations,  the  subversive  activi- 
ties committees'  shenanigans  are  all  part  of  a  scheme  to  make  you,  and  you, 
keep  your  mouth  shut. 

"Under  the  excuse  of  fighting  communism,  the  Big  Business  men  and  their 
stooges  in  government  want  to  scare  you  into  keeping  quiet  while  they  decide 
the  policies  for  America. 

"Any  union  which  fights  hard  for  its  members  is  called  'Red'. 

"Labor  leaders  like  Jack  Hall,  Harry  Bridges,  and  others  who  have  defended 
working  people  are  framed. 

"People  who  speak  out  for  the  rights  of  the  common  people  are  dragged  into 
court  as  in  the  case  of  the  Hawaii  Seven. 

"If  you  favor  higher  wages,  the  employers  brand  you  as  a  'Red'. 

"If  you  defend  the  American  Constitution,  the  newspapers  and  the  Territorial 
Commission  on  Subversive  Activities  will  call  you  subversive. 

"If  you  speak  up  for  the  rights  of  the  foreign-born,  they  will  label  you  a 
Communist. 

"If  you  want  something  done  about  unemployment,  you  will  be  denounced 
by  politicians  as  having  a  foreign  ideology. 

"We,  in  the  United  Public  Workers,  consider  the  right  to  speak  our  mind 
out  as  a  sacred  American  right.  We  shall  continue,  as  in  the  past,  to  fight 
in  defense  of  that  right. 

"We  refuse  to  be  silenced  into  giving  up  our  economic  freedom,  our  civil 
liberties,  and  the  union  of  our  choice." 

The  language  used  in  these  resolutions  so  accurately  parrots  the  current 
Communist  Party  line,  that  it  is  considered  extremely  improbable  that  the 
resolutions  were  composed  by  any  rank-and-file  member  or  members  of  the 
UPW.  If,  however,  the  resolutions  truly  reflect  the  thinking  of  the  rank-and- 
file  of  this  organization  of  government  employees,  it  is  clear  that  the  influence 
and  domination  exerted  by  the  Commamist  leaders  of  the  UPW  has  been  ex- 
tremely effective. 

Support  of  Communists  and  Communist  Activities 

The  UPW  and  its  predecessor,  the  UPWA,  have  consistently  supported  Com- 
munists and  Communist  enterprises.  In  a  material  way  it  appears  that  when- 
ever possible  the  purchase  of  services  and  supplies  have  been  restricted  to 
those  firms  which  are  in  the  party  orbit.  Prior  to  the  birth  of  the  Honolulu 
Record,  UPWA  supplies  were  obtained  from  the  Hawaii  Star.    When  the  Hono- 
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lulu  Record  came  into  existence  in  1948,  the  literature  director  of  the  Communist 
Party  of  Hawaii,  a  UPWA  member,  solicited  support  for  the  Uecord  at  a  UPWA 
convention  in  Hilo,  T.  H.  Since  then  the  UPWA  and  UPW  have  consistently 
supported  the  Honolulu  Record  by  paid  advertising,  by  the  purchase  of  supplies 
and  services,  and  by  urging  members  to  subscribe  to  the  Record.  At  numerous 
conventions,  resolutions  and  motions  have  been  passed  avowing  continued 
support  of  the  Record.  The  most  recent  evidence  of  this  support  is  con- 
tained in  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  seventh  annual  convention  held  on  August 
27-29, 1954 : 

"Resolution  on  the  Labor  Press 

"Experience  through  the  years  shows  that  the  workers  in  Hawaii  cannot 
look  to  the  newspapers  for  the  truth  about  our  problems.  The  newspapers 
generally  speak  for  the  bosses,  and  the  Big  Five.  Any  attack  against  the  union 
or  its  officials  is  big  news  that  gets  big  headlines.  The  victories  of  the  union 
in  defense  of  our  members  are  either  buried  in  small  print  or  simply  not  reported 
at  all. 

"There  are  only  a  few  publications  which  always  speak  out  boldly  as  the 
fearless  champions  of  the  working  people.  We  need  these  publications  to  know 
the  full  truth  about  the  activities  of  labor. 

"The  publications  which  speak  out  and  support  labor  include  the  Honolulu 
Record,  Ti  Mangyuna,  and  the  March  of  Labor.  We  shall  continue  to  give  them 
our  full  support." 

The  March  of  Labor  is  discussed  at  length  in  the  section  of  this  report 
devoted  to  Communist  propaganda.  For  emphasis,  however,  the  conclusion  of 
the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  in  a  report  on  the  March  of 
Labor  published  in  December  1954.  is  repeated  : 

"The  foregoing  report  has  sought  to  spotlight  the  Communist  Party  members 
and  Communist  purposes  behind  the  innocuous-sounding  publication,  the  March 
of  Labor.  Since  a  Communist  'front'  is  aimed  primarily  at  deceiving  loyal 
Americans  into  doing  the  party's  work,  such  a  project  cannot  long  exist  once 
its  true  purposes  are  known. 

"The  committee  is  confident  that  when  American  workers  become  aware  of 
the  real  aims  of  insidious  propaganda  schemes  such  as  the  March  of  Labor 
the  Communists  will  lose  one  of  their  most  effective  weapons  in  their  con- 
spiracy against  our  free  trade-union  movement." 

Other  information  in  that  report  indicates  that,  in  December  1950,  John 
Williamson,  national  trade-union  director  of  the  Communist  Party  in  the 
United  States,  called  upon  "Communist  trade-unionists"  to  give  "all  out  sup- 
port" to  this  "very  important  magazine."  UPW  organizers  in  Hawaii  have 
urged  the  membership  of  the  UPW  to  subscribe  to  INIarch  of  Labor,  and  have 
acted  as  agents  for  this  Communist-front  puldication. 

Hundreds  of  dollars  were  contributed  by  the  UPW  to  the  Flaxer  Defense 
Fund  and  the  ILWU  Defense  Fund.  In  the  case  of  Flaxer,  an  identified  mem- 
ber of  the  Communist  Party,  a  special  executive  board  meeting  held  on  March 
15,  1953,  passed  a  resolution  to  continue  the  financial  support  of  Flaxer.  even 
though  the  Hawaii  local  was  no  longer  affiliated  with  the  national  organization. 

At  the  Territorial  convention  held  in  Lihue,  Kauai,  on  October  3-4,  1953,  a 
motion  was  carried  to  the  effect  that  the  convention  go  on  record  in  support  of 
Jack  Hall  and  codefendants  and  also  Hugh  Bryson.  The  convention  went  on 
record  to  support  the  top  Communist  Party  leaders  in  Hawaii,  including  the 
self-proclaimed  chairman  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawai.  Hugh  Bryson  has 
been  identified  as  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party,  and  has  been  indicted 
under  the  Taft-Hartley  Act  for  alleged  violation  of  the  non-Communist  affi- 
davit required  of  all  union  leaders. 

Conclusion 

The  loyalty  to  the  United  States  of  the  leaders  of  any  organization  of  govern- 
ment workers  should  be  beyond  question.  In  the  case  of  the  United  Public 
Workers,  its  members  are  employed  in  such  vital  departments  as  the  various 
county  fire  departments,  hospitals,  jails,  and  public  works.  These  government 
employees  have  complied  with  the  Territorial  laws  by  filing  loyalty  oaths  and 
sworn  personal  history  statements,  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  any  rank  and 
file  officer  of  the  UPW  is  now  or  has  ever  been  a  member  of  the  Communist 
Party. 
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The  paid  full-time  officials  are  Henry  B.  Epstein,  director;  Max  lioffman, 
organizer;  Stephen  Murin,  organizer;  and  Jeanette  Nakama  Ilohrbough,  office 
secretary.  Three  of  these — Henry  B.  Epstein,  Stephen  Murin  and  Jeanette 
Nakania  Kohrbough — have  been  publicly  identified  as  having  been  members  of 
the  Communist  Party.  Epstein  and  Roft'man  appeared  before  this  Commission 
and  refused  to  clarify  their  positions  with  reference  to  communism,  claiming 
privilege  under  the  fifth  amendment  when  questioned.  Murin  and  Mrs.  Rohr- 
bough  also  invoked  the  fifth  amendment  when  they  appeared  before  the  House 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  in  April  imo.  There  has  been  ample 
evidence  to  support  the  contention  that  the  UPW  is  controlled  by  these  four 
paid  officials. 

It  is  the  considered  opinion  of  the  commission  that  this  control  presents  a 
potentially  grave  security  problem  in  case  of  a  national  emergency,  and  that  this 
problem  has  been  intensified  by  the  coalition  of  the  Communist  leadership  of  the 
UPW  with  the  Communist  leadership  of  the  ILWU. 

It  is  suggested  therefore  that  the  legislature  consider  the  enactment  of  legis- 
lation to  accomplish  the  following: 

1.  That  the  officers  and  agents  of,  and  persons  speaking  for,  any  organi- 
zation or  association  of  public  employees  (as  referred  to  in  act  319,  Session 
Laws  of  Hawaii  1951)  be  required  to  execute  and  file  the  forms  of  loyalty 
oath  and  personal  history  statement  required  of  public  officers  and  public 
employees  by  chapter  13,  Revised  Laws  of  Hawaii  1945,  as  amended,  and  act 
256,  Session  Laws  of  Hawaii  1951. 

2.  That  no  person  shall  be  required  to  reexecute  and  refile  the  forms  of 
loyalty  oath  and  personal  history  statement  required  by  paragraph  1,  above, 
if  he  did  execute  and  file  such  oath  and  statement  in  accordance  with  chap- 
ter 13,  Revised  Laws  1951,  and  if  his  service  since  such  filing  has  been 
continuous. 

3.  That  no  public  officer  or  public  employee  shall  become  or  remain  a 
member  of  any  such  organization  or  association  unless  its  officers  and  agents 
and  the  persons  speaking  for  it  shall  have  complied  with  the  law  whose 
enactment  is  recommended  in  paragraph  1,  above ;  but,  that  no  action  be 
taken  against  any  such  officer  or  employee  until  a  reasonable  time  after  he 
shall  have  been  notified  in  writing  that  the  officers  of  the  organization  have 
not  complied  with  the  law. 

4.  That  no  public  disbursing  officer  shall  deduct  from  the  salary  of  any 
public  officer  or  public  employee  any  dues  or  other  moneys  for  payment  to 
or  the  benefit  of,  nor  pay  any  such  dues  or  other  moneys  to,  any  such  organ- 
ization or  association  unless  its  officers  and  agents  and  the  persons  speaking 
for  it  shall  have  complied  with  the  law  whose  enactment  is  recommended  in 
paragraph  1,  above. 

THE   HONOLULU   RECORD 

In  a  report  issued  October  1950,  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activi- 
ties made  a  detailed  study  of  the  Honolulu  Record,  and  drew  "the  inevitable 
conclusion  that  the  Honolulu  Record  is  a  front  for  the  Communist  Party,  despite 
the  fact  that  the  paper  does  not  make  this  admission." 

In  botli  its  1951  and  1953  reports,  this  commission  carried  lengthy  sections 
about  the  Honolulu  Record.  In  the  latter,  this  commission  expressed  the  con- 
clusion that  the  "Plonolulu  Record  is  the  principal  journalistic  mouthpiece  of 
the  Communist  Party  in  the  Territory  of  Hawaii."  Nothing  has  come  to  the 
attention  of  this  commission  since  1953  which  would  cause  it  to  change  this 
statement.  On  the  contrary,  the  information  received  since  the  publication  of 
the  1953  report  only  serves  to  reinforce  and  confirm  the  above  conclusion.  This 
section,  therefore,  will  not  review  previous  information,  but  add  what  has  been 
learned  since  1953. 

The  editor  of  the  Record  is  still  Koji  Ariyoshi,  who  was  convicted  of  violating 
the  Smith  Act.  Some  of  his  fellow  employees  were  also  fellow  defendants  at  the 
Smith  Act  trial  in  Honolulu.  All  were  convicted.  Of  the  other  defendants. 
Jack  Denichi  Kimoto  is  still  employed  by  the  paper,  while  John  E.  Reinecke  and 
Charles  K.  Fujimoto  are  reported  to  have  been  selling  advertising  for  the 
Record.  Fujimoto  publicly  described  him.self  as  chairman  of  the  Communist 
Party  of  Hawaii  in  194S,  and  all  four  are  known  to  have  been  on  the  executive 
board  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii.  Another  convicted  Smith  Act  de- 
fendant, Eileen  T.  Fujimoto,  is  a  Record  stockholder. 

Other  identified  Communists  who  were  full-  or  part-time  employees  of  the 
Record  in  1953  were  Rachel  Saiki,  Aiko  Reinecke,  and  Jeanette  Nakama  Rohr- 
bough. 
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Another  employee  of  the  Honolulu  Record  is  Emilio  C.  Yadao,  who  is  Ariyoshi's 
editorial  assistant  in  the  publication  of  Ti  Mangyuna,  the  Ilocano  counterpart 
of  the  Record.  This  is  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  editor  of  the  Filipino  News- 
letter and  as  a  publc-relations  employee  of  the  ILWU. 

The  Record's  two  regular  bylined  contributors  are  identified  Communists.  One 
is  Frank  Marshall  Davis,  who  publishes  a  weekly  column  of  comment  on  political 
and  social  questions.  The  other  is  Wilfred  M.  Oka,  who  writes  a  column  of 
sport  news. 

The  principal  reporter  of  the  Honolulu  Record  is  Edward  Rohrhough,  whose 
history  was  detailed  in  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  report 
on  the  Record  as  follows  : 

"Ed\^ard  Rohrbough,  who  has  also  contributed  articles  to  such  outright  Com- 
munist publications  on  the  mainland  as  the  Daily  People's  world  and  the  New 
Masses.  The  Daily  People's  World  is  cited  as  the  official  organ  of  the  Communist 
Party  on  the  west  coast  by  the  Special  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities ; 
the  committee  cited  New  Masses  as  the  nationally  circulated  weekly  journal  of 
of  the  Communist  Party.  Former  Attorney  General  Francis  Biddle  alsd  cited 
New  Masses  as  a  Communist  periodical. 

"Mr.  Rohrbough  was  a  speaker  at  the  California  Labor  School,  cited  as  sub- 
versive and  Communist  by  Attorney  General  Tom  Clark.  Mr.  Rohrbough  in 
1948  and  1949  was  listed  as  a  consultant  to  the  Committee  for  a  Democratic  Far 
Eastern  Policy,  cited  as  Communist  by  Attorney  General  Tom  Clark. 

'•During  the  war  Mr.  Rohrbough  served  in  China  as  a  press  correspondent  and 
employee  of  the  Office  of  War  Information.  His  writings  in  the  New  Masses 
and  the  Daily  People's  World  reveal  that  he  is  in  complete  sympathy  with  the 
Chinese  Communists  who,  in  Rohrbough's  eyes,  are  liberating  China  and  bringing 
democracy  to  that  land. 

"Mr.  Rohrbough's  wife,  Jeanette  Nakama  Rohrbough,  has  been  identified  as 
an  active  Communist  Party  member  by  five  former  Communists  who  testified 
before  a  subcommittee  of  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  in  April  1950." 

The  officers  of  the  Honolulu  Record  Publishing  Co.,  Ltd.,  as  of  August  31,  1954, 
were: 

Koji  Ariyoshi,  president 

R.  J.  Baker,  vice  president 

Edward  Rohrbough,  secretary-treasurer 

Yugo  Okubo,  director 

Emilio  C.  Yadao,  director 

ShizAiko  Wakida,^  director 

Rohrbough  is  the  principal  stockholder,  having  in  his  name  7,361  of  the  8,356 
issued  shares,  with  a  par  value  of  $36,805.     Of  this,  he  has  paid  in  $3,010. 

During  the  year  ending  August  31,  1954,  the  corixiration  showed  a  profit  after 
taxes  of  $1,795.90,  which  reduced  the  deficit  of  the  corporation  to  $4,360.08. 

The  corporation's  income,  as  shown  in  its  statement,  was  derived  as  follows :

Although  the  1954  income  was  only  about  $300  less  than  the  1953  income,  the 
above  figures  show  that  subscription  income  increased  in  1954,  whereas  job- 
printing  income  dropped  sharply,  and  advertising  was  off  slightly.  However,  in 
1954,  some  62  candidates  for  public  office  advertised  in  the  Record,  as  against  a 
total  of  only  38  candidates  so  advertising  in  1952. 

The  circulation  of  the  Honolulu  Record  is  estimated  to  be  about  3,500  per  issue, 
while  that  of  Ti  Mangyuna  is  about  1,500  per  issue. 

Although  the  story  of  how  the  Communists  founded  the  Honolulu  Record  was 
discussed  in  this  commission's  1953  report,  new  information  on  this  subject  has 
lieen  received.  A  former  official  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  has  given  the 
following  information  under  oath  : 


'"  Shizuko  Wakida  is  Jack  Denichi  Kimoto's  sister.

"The  194S  Territorial  Convention  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  called 
for  the  furtherance  and  establishment  of  a  bilingual  or  English  newspaper  by  the 
party.  Shortly  thereafter  a  press  commission  was  appointed  by  the  executive 
board,  which  included,  and  was  controlled  by,  the  executive  board  members.  Jack 
Kimoto  was  its  first  chairman.  Difficulty  was  met  in  attempting  to  place  the 
Hawaii  Star  under  complete  party  control,  as  there  was  a  large  group  of  non- 
party stockholders  who  resisted  party  efforts  to  turn  the  Hawaii  Star  into  a 
prirnarily  English  publication.  Further  opposition  was  foreseen  in  regard  to 
party  line  or  issues,  and  the  establishment  of  a  completely  party-controlled  paper 
in  English  was  decided  upon. 

"All  party  groups  were  assigned  blocks  of  stock  for  the  Honolulu  Record  at  the 
minimum  of  10  shares  at  $50  per  member.  At  a  later  date,  blank  voting  proxies 
were  issued  by  the  press  commission  for  signatures  of  respective  party  stock- 
holders. At  still  a  later  date,  blank  certificates  signing  over  stock  shares  were 
issued  to  party  members  owning  stock  in  the  Honolulu  Record  for  signature. 
Additional  stock  shares  were  solicited  outside  party  ranks  from  liberals  and 
leftists,  with  care  that  complete  control  remained  in  party  hands.  Again  the 
basic  tactic  of  a  mass  base  was  applied,  with  the  restriction  of  retention  of  control 
in  party  hands,  however. 

"Subscription  quotas  were  assigned  to  all  party  groups  at  frequent  intervals. 
Subscription  drives  were  coordinated  by  the  press  commission  of  the  Communist 
Party.     Emphasis  was  placed  on  housing  areas  and  working-class  districts. 

"In  addition  to  the  work  of  the  regular  staff  of  the  Honolulu  Record,  work- 
ing assignments  were  often  made  to  party  members,  particularly  members  of 
the  press  commission  and  group  press  agents,  for  work  on  the  actual  publica- 
tion, and  also  for  the  ILWU  Reporter.  Weekly  party  work  groups  were  in  force 
when  each  edition  went  to  press. 

"The  primary  source  of  working  capital,  in  addition  to  initial  capital,  sub- 
scription fund,  and  advertising  funds,  which  alone  could  not  maintain  the 
Record's  operational  costs,  came  from  job  printing  done  in  the  Record's  plant. 
The  ILWU  Reporter  and  various  other  ILWU  printing  jobs  formed  the  bulk  of 
the  job  printing  and  supplied  the  main  source  of  additional  operating  capital 
for  the  Record. 

"Ti  Mangyuna,  a  party  Ilocano  publication,  was  organized  by  the  party  as 
a  Filipino  supplement  to  the  Honolulu  Record.  Party  assignments  on  sub- 
scription drives  were  often  given." 

The  same  former  Communist  Party  official  also  has  shed  some  light  on  the 
continued  Communist  control  of  the  Record's  editorial  policy  : 

"During  April  of  1951,  a  national  convention  of  the  ILWU  was  held  in  Hono- 
lulu. This  convention  was  attended,  amongst  others,  by  Al  Richmond,  editor  of 
the  Daily  People's  World  and  chairman  of  the  press  commission  of  district  13, 
Communist  Party,  U.  S.  A.  He  reported  attending  this  convention  as  a  cor- 
respondent for  the  Daily  People's  World.  It  has  been  stated  by  several  of  the 
leaders  of  the  local  Communist  Party,  including  a  member  of  the  executive 
board,  that,  while  in  Hawaii,  Richmond  attended  meetings  of  the  executive 
board  where  policy  of  the  Honolulu  Record,  as  an  agitational  outlet  of  the 
policy  of  the  Communist  Party,  was  discussed.  Policy  lines  were  set  down 
by  the  executive  board  at  this  time  in  regard  to  Record  policy.  The  editorial 
policy  of  the  Record  editor,  Koji  Ariyoshi.  came  under  fire  by  Richmond  in  that 
he  (Richmond)  criticized  Ariyoshi's  policies  as  being  deviationist.  In  par- 
ticular, Ariyoshi  was  criticized  for  not  giving  the  biggest  issue  of  the  current 
Communist  line,  the  so-called  peace  line,  proper  emphasis  in  the  Record. 

"It  is  interesting  to  note  that  up  until  this  time  the  issue  of  peace  was  only 
pushed  by  Frank  Davis  in  his  regular  Record  column.  Increased  emphasis  was 
given  the  peace  line  by  the  Record  generally,  since." 

Strong  ties  between  the  Honolulu  Record  and  Communist  China  have  become 
increasingly  apparent.  Editor  Koji  Ariyoshi  and  his  chief  assistant.  Edward 
Rohrbough,  served  with  the  United  States  Army  in  China  during  World  AVar  II 
and  were  separated  from  the  .service  there  at  their  own  request.  In  their  work 
in  China,  they  came  to  know  and  admire  the  Cliinese  Counnunists  ( especially 
the  Chinese  Communist  army)  and  have  continued  to  praise  the  Chinese  lied 
regime.  Consequently,  the  editorial  policy  of  the  Record  regarding  the  United 
States  position  in  the  Orient  has  been  simply  a  paraphrasing  of  the  Moscow  an<l 
Peiping  views  on  the  .subject. 

The  Honolulu  Riecord  has  acted  as  one  of  the  few  overseas  distributors  of 
the  China  Monthly  Review,  Comnuvnist-line  magazine  published  in  Sliaugliai 
until  the  summer  of  1953.     In  1954,  John  William  Powell,  last  editor  of  the 
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Review,  pleaded  possible  self-incrimination  when  asked  by  a  United  States  Sen- 
ate subcommittee  regarding  his  affiliiition  with  the  Communist  Parties  of  China 
and  of  the  United  States.  The  Record  has  written  in  praise  of  Powell.  In  its 
December  30,  1954,  issue  the  Re<?ord  reported  on  Powell's  appearance  before  the 
Senate  subcommittee,  but  failed  to  mention  that  Powell  had  invoked  the  fifth 
amendment  in  refusing  to  answer  questions. 

Another  link  between  the  Record  and  Red  China  is  found  in  the  fact  that 
one  of  the  original  stockholders  of  the  Record  was  Gerald  Tannibaum,  of  1202 
Ling  Sen  Lu,  Shanghai.  Recent  testimony  before  a  United  States  Senate 
subcommittee  identifies  Gerald  Tannebaum,  of  Shanghai,  as  secretary  to  Madame 
Sun  Yat  Sen  (Soong  Ching  Ling),  vice  chairman  of  the  Central  People's  (Com- 
munist) Government  of  China.  Tannebaum  is  further  identified  as  being  an 
intimate  friend  of  Editor  Powell. 

Ariyoshi  and  Rohrbough  were  in  Cliina  at  the  same  time  as  Powell  and 
Tannebaum,  1945-46,  and  all  appear  to  have  a  common  interest  in  publishing 
and  disseminating  Communist  propaganda  favoring  Red  China. 

In  conclusion,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  Honolulu  Record  has  continued 
to  function  as  a  part  of  the  worldwide  Communist  propaganda  apparatus.  At 
the  same  time,  its  revenues  from  subscriptions  increased  more  than  50  percent  in 
1  year,  and  in  1954  a  total  of  62  candidates  for  public  office  in  Hawaii  had  adver- 
tisements in  this  Communist  weekly. 

It  is  regrettable  that,  despite  authoritative  exposures  of  the  Record  as  a 
Communist  newspaper  by  a  congressional  committee,  by  this  Commission  and  in 
the  Smith  Act  trial  in  Honolulu,  the  Communist  weekly  should  increase  in  favor 
with  readers  and  candidates  for  public  office.  Based  on  the  evidence  adduced  in 
the  Smith  Act  trial  and  on  other  evidence  available  to  this  Commission,  it  ap- 
pears clear  that  Koji  Ariyoshi,  editor  of  the  Record,  was  justly  convicted  of  a 
felony  identifying  him  with  adlierents  of  a  potential  enemy  of  the  United  States. 
The  Commission,  therefore,  is  deeply  concerned  that  persons  in  Hawaii  not  only 
support  the  Record  with  paid  advertising,  but  have  increased  that  support  since 
Editor  Ariyoshi  and  others  connected  with  the  Record  were  convicted  of  con- 
spiracy to  teach  and  advocate  the  overthrow  of  the  United  States  Government 
by  force  and  violence. 

POLITICAL  ACTIVITY  OF  THE  COMMUNISTS 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  Commission,  on  which  sit  representaives  of  both  major 
political  parties,  that  its  findings  should  in  no  manner  be  influenced  by  partisan 
politics.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  reiterate  this  fact  when  reporting 
on  subversive  influences  on  the  political  life  of  the  Territory. 

Communism,  as  practiced  in  the  world  today,  is  primarily  a  political  con- 
spiracy, and  only  secondarily  an  economic  philosophy.  The  Communist  economy 
as  practiced  in  the  U.  S.  S.  R.  today  is  a  far  cry  from  the  economic  system 
envisaged  by  the  Marxist-Leninist  classics.  It  is  in  the  field  of  political  action 
that  the  basic  precepts  of  Marxist-Leninism  are  still  observed.  Thus  the  political 
activity  of  Communists  is  of  the  utmost  importance. 

The  political  influence  of  the  Communists  in  Hawaii  is  powered  by  the  Com- 
munist leadership  of  the  ILWU  and  the  UPW  because  of  the  political  leverage 
which  can  be  exerted  by  the  voting  strength  and  influence  of  their  respective 
memberships. 

The  membership  of  the  ILWU  is  estimated  to  be  about  23,000;  that  of  the 
UPW  about  2,000.  Some  of  these  members  are  aliens,  ineligible  to  vote,  but 
nevertheless  this  is  a  substantial  bloc  of  voters  in  a  Territory  where  there  was  a 
total  voter  registration  of  160,940  in  the  1954  elections. 

Communist  leaders  of  the  ILWU  and  the  UPW  have  devoted  much  energy 
in  the  political  field,  and  have  exerted  every  effort  to  influence  their  members  to 
vote  in  bloc.  These  leaders  subject  the  rank  and  file  to  a  continuous  barrage  of 
political  indoctrination  through  various  propaganda  media  discussed  elsewhere 
in  this  report,  as  well  as  by  personal  contact.  Insofar  as  the  Communist  leader- 
ship can  persuade  the  rank  and  file  to  vote  in  bloc,  it  can  be  said  that  the  Com- 
munists control  this  vote,  even  though  the  unions'  memberships  are  almost 
totally  non-Communist. 

The  political  influence  of  the  ILWU  and  the  UPW  spreads  beyond  the  actual 
luiion  membership  in  widening  circles  of  decreasing  intensity.  It  covers  families 
and  friends  of  union  members,  those  whose  sympathy  for  organized  labor  is 
great  enough  to  cause  them  to  discredit  the  overwhelming  evidence  that  the 
ILAVU  and  UPW  are  Communist  dominated,  small  merchants  dependent  upon 
the  trade  of  union  members,  and  others  similarly  motivated. 
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The  Communist  leadership  of  the  ILWU  and  UPW  is  aware  of  this  political 
power,  although  the  latter  leadership,  controlling  a  much  smaller  membership, 
is  able  to  make  this  influence  felt  only  by  political  coalition  with  fellow  comrades 
in  the  ILWU. 

Although  the  Communist  Party  at  one  time  seriously  attempted  to  entrench 
its  members  in  offices  within  the  Democratic  Party  in  Hawaii  (see  1953  report 
of  this  commission,  pp.  116-127),  vigorous  counteraction  by  the  Democrats  neu- 
tralized the  Communist  efforts.  As  far  as  is  known,  the  only  person  still  holding 
an  office  in  the  Democratic  Party  who  has  been  publicly  identified  as  a  member 
of  the  Communist  Party  and  has  not  renounced  that  affiliation  is  Toshikazu 
Morimoto,  chairman  of  the  Kauai  County  committee.  Morimoto  also  has  held 
several  ILWU  offices. 

Following  the  exposure  of  their  attempted  infiltration  of  a  major  political 
party,  the  Communist  leaders  of  the  ILWU  changed  their  tactics  in  the  field  of 
political  action.  The  Territorial  ILWU  convention  of  October  1953  adopted  a 
re.solution  attacking  President  Truman,  President  Eisenhower,  and  Governor 
King,  and  concluding : 

"We  have  the  duty  to  ourselves,  our  families,  and  our  neighbors  in  the  com- 
munity to  set  up  vigorous  political  action  machinery  in  our  union  at  all  levels  to 
elect  Territorial  and  county  governments  in  1954  which  will  really  represent  and 
v>'Ork  for  the  people.  We  can  be  most  effective  in  doing  this  if  we  follow  our 
traditional  policy  of  independent  political  action  as  set  forth  in  our  statement  of 
policy  on  independent  political  action  at  the  January  1953  convention. 

Policy  of  Independent  Political  Action 

"1.  The  union  maintains  an  independent  political  role  in  regard  to  party 
politics.    Any  member  may  belong  to  any  political  party  he  desires. 

"2.  No  individual  in  the  union  will  be  allowed  to  make  commitments  or  press 
releases  in  the  name  of  the  union  without  authorization  from  the  local  and 
division  machinery. 

"3.  All  locals  and  divisions  shall  set  up  machinery  in  regard  to  political  action 
on  the  same  basis  as  the  union  machinery  as  determined  by  the  local  execu- 
tive board. 

"4.  The  legislative  committee  shall  be  responsible  in  keeping  accurate  records 
of  the  legislators  and  vvork  toward  progressive  legislation.  The  committee  shall 
inform  the  local  executive  officers  on  antilabor  legislation  that  is  proposed  in 
order  that  proper  mechanics  can  be  worked  out  to  prevent  such  antilabor  legis- 
lation from  being  passed. 

"5.  We  shall  not  allow  any  political  issues  or  candidates  of  any  party  to  split 
our  union. 

"6.  We  use  our  strength  under  the  closed  primaries  to  either  elect  or  defeat 
any  candidate. 

"7.  We  form  coalitions  with  other  workers  and  organizations  to  help  workers 
politically." 

This  stand  was  reiterated  in  March  1954  when  Jack  W.  Hall  was  quoted  in 
the  newspaper  as  saying : 

"We're  convinced  we  made  a  mistake  in  urging  our  members  to  join  the  Dem- 
ocratic Party.  *  *  *  We're  not  interested  in  the  internal  struggle  of  the  Demo- 
cratic Party  now,  any  more  than  we  are  those  in  the  Republican  Party.  We're 
interested  in  a  legislative  program." 

Hall  again  emphasized  political  action  in  a  speech  made  at  a  Labor  Day  rally 
on  September  6,  1954,  at  Hilo.  At  this  rally  he  is  reported  as  making  a  plea  for 
labor  "to  hold  the  vote  together  and  put  people  in  who  will  vote  for  what  we 
want.  The  union  has  got  to  use  its  vote  as  it  used  its  economic  strength,  with 
no  deflection,  to  put  into  office  men  and  women  who  are  committed  to  easing  the 
economic  situation  in  the  Territory." 

A  similar  call  was  made  in  a  Labor  Day  speech  on  Maui.  Thomas  Yagi,  Maui 
division  director  of  the  ILWU,  and  an  identified  Communist,  urged  his  audience 
to  dedicate  Labor  Day  1954  to  "political  action  and  jobs  for  all  laborers  working 
under  the  banner  of  the  ILWU  and  UPW." 

The  political  action  policy  of  the  ILWU's  comrade  union,  the  UPW,  was  laid 
down  at  a  meeting  of  the  Territorial  executive  board  held  January  16-17,  19.54. 
Jack  W.  Hall  was  the  guest  speaker  at  this  meeting.  Among  other  subjects 
mentioned.  Hall  called  for  united  political  action  by  the  UPW  with  the  ILWU. 
The  UPW  responded  by  calling  for  a  Territorial  political  action  organization, 
with  all  divisions  of  the  UPW  following  one  general  legislative  program.    The 
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Territorial  director"  was  to  map  out  this  Territorial  program.  (Such  a  pro- 
gram was  approved  at  the  August  1954  convention  of  the  UPW.)  On  the  county 
level,  each  division  of  the  UPW  was  to  arrange  a  joint  setup  with  the  ILWU. 

In  the  1954  elections  in  Hawaii,  a  chief  technique  of  the  joint  ILWU-UPW 
political-action  program  was  to  endorse  certain  candidates  running  for  public 
office,  and  to  withhold  endorsement  from  others.  In  addition,  free  ILWU  radio 
time  was  given  over  to  one  candidate  in  the  special  election.  The  same  radio 
program  was  used  in  the  primary  election  against  one  candidate,  who  had  been 
particularly  outspoken  in  his  attaclis  on  Communist  leaders  in  the  ILWU. 

After  the  1954  elections,  .Jaclj  W.  Hall,  ILWU  leader  convicted  of  violating  the 
Smith  Act,  was  quoted  in  the  Honolulu  Advertiser  as  saying :  "I  have  never  had 
any  doubt  of  the  ILWU's  ability  to  hold  its  vote  together  on  the  vital  issues, 
contrary  to  the  reports  in  the  newspapers." 

NEO-FASCIST  AND  HATE  GROUPS 

The  present  report  is  chiefly  confined  to  a  study  of  personalities  and  activities 
of  the  Communist  Party.  This  results  from  the  fact  that  the  commission  has  no 
information  indicating  the  existence  in  Hawaii  for  neo-Fascist  or  hate  groups. 
The  commission  has,  however,  been  aware  of  the  existence  of  such  groups  in 
other  sections  of  the  United  States,  and  has  been  alert  to  the  possibility  of  their 
activities  being  expanded  to  include  Hawaii. 

Excerpts  from  a  preliminary  report  made  by  the  House  Committee  on  Un- 
American  Activities  on  December  17,  1954,  concerning  two  such  groups,  follow : 

"Communism's  present  threat  to  the  very  survival  of  the  United  States  and  the 
rest  of  the  free  world  has  placed  heavy  burdens  on  the  defenders  of  human  free- 
dom and  dignity.  The  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  is  concerned  to 
observe  that  this  burden  is  being  aggravated  by  certain  individuals  and  organi- 
zations unscrupulously  exploiting  the  menace  of  communism  to  promote  other 
activities  equally  subversive  and  equally  un-American.  Such  activities  would 
destroy  the  very  foundation  worli  of  the  American  Republic,  if  permitted  to 
operate  unnoticed  or  unchallenged. 

"Committee  investigations'  disclose  that  this  organized  activity  falls  into  two 
patterns : 

"(1)  The  neo-Fascist^  organization  which  openly  espouses  a  Fascist  regime 
for  the  United  States ;  and 

"(2)  The  organized  hate  group,  which  masquerades  as  a  defender  of  our 
republican  form  of  government  yet  conducts  hate  campaigns  against  racial 
and  religious  minorities  in  the  infamous  tradition  of  the  Fascist  dictatorships." 

"Neofascism  in  the  United  States 

"national  renaissance  party 

"The  reappearance  of  the  avowedly  Fascist  organization  on  the  American 
scene  was  marlied  by  the  formation  in  January  1949  of  the  National  Renaissance 
Party,  headed  by  a  young  fanatic,  James  H.  Madole,  of  Beacon,  N.  Y. 

"The  party's  official  organ,  the  four-page  monthly  National  Renaissance  Bul- 
letin, is  frankly  billed  as  'the  only  Fascist  publication  in  America.' 

"  'What  Hitler  accomplished  in  Europe,  the  National  Renaissance  Party  shall 
yet  accompli.sh  in  America,'  is  Madole's  fatuous  boast  in  the  issue  of  his  Bulletin 
dated  May  1953. 

"National  Renaissance  Party  activities  center  on  the  dissemination  of  Fascist 
propaganda  through  the  Biilletin,  other  printed  literature,  and  through  street- 
corner  oratory.  The  Bulletin  has  been  published  in  Beacon,  N.  Y.,  where  Madole's 
home,  at  224  East  Main  Street,  has  served  as  national  headquarters  of  the 


^  The  Territorial  director  of  the  UPW  is  Henry  Epstein,  an  identified  Communist. 
Details  concerning  Epstein  and  the  Communist  control  of  the  UPW  may  be  found  in  the 
report  of  this  commission  dated  March  31,  1054.  This  commission  found  that  the  Com- 
munist control  and  taint  of  the  UPW  rested  with  the  Territorial  director  and  other  paid 
employees,  not  with  tlie  relatively  powerless  elected  officials,  or  rank-and-file  membership. 

2=  The  committee  uses  the  word  "fascism"  to  describe  the  philosophy  and  movement  as  a 
whole  and  not  in  the  narrower  sense  which  refers  to  the  actual  operation  of  Fascist  regimes 
such  as  Nazi  Germany  or  Fascist  Italy.  The  adjective  "Fascist"  can  be  applied  to  any 
oiganization  or  individual  espousing  the  Fascist  philosophy.  However,  the  committee 
will  also  use  the  term  "neo-Fascist"  as  a  convenient  method  of  designating  organizations 
and  individuals  whose  espousal  of  fascism  is  recent  in  nature — i.  e.,  occurring  after  the 
military  defeat  of  the  Axis  aggressors  in  World  War  II. 
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organization  until  the  spring  of  1954.  At  that  time,  Madole  toolj  up  residence 
at  10  AVest  90th  Street,  New  Yoik  City,  and  announced  the  new  national  head- 
quarters address  as  box  238,  208  East  S(jth  Street,  New  York  City.  Street 
meetings  have  long  been  held  at  the  corner  of  88th  Street  and  York  Avenue 
in  the  Yorkville  section  of  Manhattan.  There,  in  seasonable  weather,  Madole 
may  he  seen  haranguing  some  two  dozen  followers  with  a  mixture  of  praises 
for' Hitler  and  Mussolini  and  vituperation  against  minority  groups.  Hecklers 
at  times  swell  the  audience  to  almost  100  persons,  and  the  meeting  occasionally 
ends  in  a  stone-throwing  bout. 

"^A  serio-comic  yet  repugnant  feature  of  this  neo-Fascist  organization  is  its 
attempt  to  maintain  a  uniformed  'elite  guard'  in  the  Nazi  style.  Madole  is  at 
times  accompanied  by  a  handful  of  young  fanatics  wearing  dark  caps  and 
trousers  and  brassards  on  which  a  lightning  bolt  replaces  the  swastika.  The 
elite  guard  takes  an  oath  of  unconditional  obedience  to  the  National  Renais- 
sance Party  leaders,  whom  it  allegedly  serves  as  honor  guard  as  well  as  protector. 
The  guard  admittedly  held  secret  meetings  in  New  York  City  on  Thursday 
evenings  during  1953  under  the  joint  command  of  Matt  Koehl,  Jr.,  and  Hans 
Schmidt." 

"The  Hate  Group 

"  'common  sense' 

"Growth  of  the  hate  group  in  recent  years  is  exemplified  by  the  publishing 
endeavors  of  Conde  J.  McGiuley  and  his  son,  C.  J.  McGinley,  in  Union,  N.  J. 
The  McGinleys,  senior  and  junior,  operate  as  the  Christian  Educational  Associ- 
ation, for  the  purpose  of  publishing  a  semimonthly  paper.  Common  Sense,  as 
well  as  a  mass  of  individual  printed  matter. 

"Common  Sense  represents  itself  as  'the  Nation's  anti-Communist  paper.' 
Subscriptions  are  sought  from  'loyal  and  patriotic  Americans'  in  order  to  'help 
save  our  Republic' 

"Such  patriotic  claims  provide  poor  disguise,  however,  for  some  of  the  most 
vitriolic  hate  propaganda  ever  to  come  to  the  attention  of  the  committee. 
Common  Sense  defines  communism  as  'Judaism'  and  devotes  its  pages  almost 
exclusively  to  attacks  on  the  Jewish  and  to  a  lesser  extent  the  Negro  minorities 
in  our  Nation.  Sympathy  for  the  former  Nazi  regime  in  Germany  also  is  in- 
jected into  this  propaganda,  which  is  hardly  distinguishable  from  that  of  the 
National  Renaissance  Party  except  for  the  latter's  open  appeal  for  a  Fascist 
government  in  the  United  States. 

"Despite  its  patriotic  claims.  Common  Sense  has  in  fact  employed  and/or 
carried  the  writings  of  a  number  of  individuals  associated  with  the  National 
Renaissance  Party.  Through  the  columns  of  Common  Sense  and  innumerable 
booklets  printed  and  offered  for  sale,  the  McGinleys  appear  to  serve  as  a  clear- 
inghouse for  hate  propagandists  throughout  the  country.  Among  these  are 
many  of  the  native  Fascists  and  hate  racketeers  who  were  active  in  the  1930's. 

"In  contrast  to  the  limited  appeal  of  the  openly  Fascist  National  Renais- 
sance Party,  the  McGinley  enterprise  appears  to  be  a  shrewd  and  going 
business. 

"conclusion 

"In  this  preliminary  report,  the  committee  has  concentrated  on  a  few  exam- 
ples of  subversive  propaganda  activity  currently  to  be  found  in  the  United 
States.  The  committee  is  well  aware  that  this  report  conveys  only  a  small  part 
of  the  total  picture  of  such  activities  in  this  country  today. 

"The  committee  believes,  however,  that  this  preliminary  report  will  provide 
useful  information  to  the  Congress.  Both  the  National  Renaissance  Party  and 
Common  Sense  have  made  unsolicited  distributions  of  their  un-American  prop- 
aganda to  Members  of  the  Congress,  and  the  Members  have  consequently  made 
frequent  inquiry  of  the  committee  regarding  the  nature  of  these  organizations. 

"The  committee  further  hopes  that  this  report  will  alert  both  the  Congress 
and  the  American  public  to  dangers  which  must  not  be  ignored.  The  National 
Renaissance  Party  and  the  operators  of  Common  Sense  illustrate  two  types  of 
subversion  from  the  extreme  right.  The  committee  condemns  any  such  resur- 
gence of  pro-Fascist  and  hate  activity. 

"The  committee  is  continuing  its  investigation  and  exposure  of  Communist 
conspirators  wherever  they  may  be  found.  The  committee  is  convinced,  how- 
ever, that  there  is  a  concurrent  need  for  continuous  investigation,  exposure, 
and,  where  necessary,  prosecution,  to  the  end  that  no  activity  of  a  pro-Fascist 
nature  will  ever  be  permitted  to  gain  substantial  stature  or  influence  in  the 
United  States." 
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SUMMARY 

During  the  2-year  period  covered  by  this  report,  the  only  group  in  Hawaii 
engaged  in  subversive  activities  has  been  the  Communist  Party.  Communists 
still  maintain  a  primary  allegiance  to  the  Soviet  Union,  and  function  as  an  arm 
of  its  foreign  policy.  There  is  no  evidence  that  the  Communist  Party  has 
abandoned  its  primary  long-range  objective— the  seizure  of  power  in  the  United 
States  on  behalf  of  international  communism — or  that  it  has  abandoned  its  will- 
ingness to  use  violence  or  any  other  means  to  achieve  this  objective.  It  continues 
to  adhere  to  the  political  precepts  of  Marxism-Leninism  as  found  in  the  basic 
writings  of  Marx,  Lenin,  and  Stalin.  It  is  still  an  international  conspiracy,  not 
a  political  party  in  the  accepted  American  sense. 

On  the  national  scene,  the  Communist  Party,  United  States  of  America,  has 
suffered  certain  setbacks,  including : 

( a )   The  Smith  Act  trials  and  convictions ; 

(ft)  The  finding  of  the  Subversive  Activities  Control  Board  that  the  Com- 
munist Party  is  a  Communist-action  organization,  and  its  order  to  the  party 
to  register  as  such  ; 

(c)    Security  legislation  passed  by  the  83d  Congress  ; 

{d)  Exposure  of  Communist  activities  by  various  congressional  com- 
mittees. 

By  the  party's  own  admission,  its  membership  has  decreased,  and  recruiting 
has  all  but  ceased. 

In  spite  of  this  the  basic  organization  of  the  Communist  Party,  United  States 
of  America,  remains  intact,  and  it  still  retains  a  dangerous  capacity  for  espionage, 
sabotage,  and  political  and  economic  disruption. 

In  Hawaii,  about  150  persons  still  in  the  Territory  have  been  identified  by  testi- 
mony under  oath  as  having  been  associated  with  the  Communist  Party.  This 
figure  does  not  include  persons  who  have  publicly  admitted  and  renounced  past 
association  with  Communist  activities.  As  in  the  past,  the  party  has  remained 
completely  underground  except  for  its  self-described  chairman,  Charles  K. 
Fujimoto. 

Local  Communists  have  been  largely,  but  by  no  means  completely,  on  the 
defensive.  The  Smith  Act  trial  and  conviction  of  seven  of  the  most  important 
Communists  in  Hawaii  created  a  party  crisis.  This  crisis  was  met  by  having 
the  trade-union  Communists  assume  more  and  more  of  the  party  functions, 
while  the  non-trade-union  group  of  the  party  apparatus  became  more  quiescent. 

The  trade-union  section  of  the  Communist  Party  in  Hawaii  is  the  Communist 
leadership  of  the  ILWU  and  its  satellite  union,  the  UPW.  In  its  1954  report, 
this  Commission  demonstrated  that  the  Communists  controlled  the  UPW  through 
a  few  paid  employees  of  that  union.  The  study  of  the  ILWU  leadership  included 
herein  shows  that  Communists  or  Communist-trained  labor  leaders  hold  key 
positions  both  in  the  union  and  on  its  paid  staff. 

Activity  in  the  non-trade-union  section  of  the  party  now  centers  around  the 
Honolulu  Record. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  7  convicted  defendants,  who  are  still  at  large  on  bail 
pending  appeal,  4  are  employed  by  the  Honolulu  Record  and  2  are  employed  by 
ILWU. 

The  Honolulu  Record  (and  its  Ilocano  counterpart,  Ti  Mangyuna)  continues 
to  function  as  a  part  of  the  Communists'  international  apparatus.  A  chief  source 
of  its  financial  support  has  been  the  ILWU  and  the  satellite  UPW,  but  it  is  note- 
worthy that  advertising  by  local  merchants,  and  by  candidates  for  public  oflice, 
increased  in  1954  in  spite  of  the  well  publicized  nature  of  the  publication. 

Aside  from  the  Honolulu  Record,  however,  the  ILWU  is  the  major  instrument 
of  Communist  propaganda  in  Hawaii.  Reliable  information  indicates  that  the 
ILWU  spent  almost  $200,000  for  all  types  of  propaganda  in  1953.  It  sponsors  a 
4-station  radio  broadcast,  5  nights  a  week,  which  often  is  saturated  with  Com- 
munist propaganda.  It  also  sponsors  a  broadcast  in  Ilocano,  which  closely 
follows  the  content  of  the  English  language  broadcast. 

The  ILWU  publications,  the  Dispatcher  and  the  Reporter  both  transmit  the 
Communist  Party  line. 

Since  February  1953,  the  ILWU  has  sponsored  a  Book  Club.  Among  authors 
of  the  books  disseminated  by  this  club,  7  are  Communists  and  7  others  are 
extremely  active  in  Communist  organizations  and  4  Communist-front  organi- 
zations. The  majority  of  the  books  disseminated  were  determined  to  have  a 
Communist  propaganda  content,  ranging  from  subtle  to  saturated.     None  were

anti-Communist.  In  short,  the  ILWU  has  foisted  on  its  membership  a  reading 
program  which  is  predominantly  Communist  in  authorship  and  content. 

The  ILWU  arranged  with  the  Library  of  Hawaii  to  service  a  film  program. 
While  some  of  the  films  distributed  by  this  means  were  standard  movies  several 
years  old,  many  other  films  have  a  demonstrable  left-wing  or  Communist 
parentage. 

A  determined  effort  was  made  by  the  ILWU  educational  director,  an  identified 
Communist,  to  infiuence  schoolteachers  with  ILWU  propaganda  material,  much 
of  it  Communist  inspired. 

Nor  has  Hawaii  been  overlooked  by  Communists  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 
Comnumist  propaganda  material  has  been  received  in  Hawaii  not  only  from  the 
mainland,  but  from  North  Korea,  Communist  China,  Japan,  and  from  various 
Communist  satellite  countries  in  Europe. 

It  is  apparent  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  volume  and  penetration 
of  Communist  propaganda  in  Hawaii  since  19.52. 

In  addition  to  its  propaganda  activity,  the  ILWU  Communist  leadership,  acting 
in  concert  with  the  Communist  leadership  of  the  UPW,  has  engaged  in  political 
activity.  A  political  action  program  was  set  up  and  implemented  in  1953-54. 
Determined  efforts  were  made  by  the  two  union  leaderships  to  hold  the  rank- 
and-file  vote  en  bloc,  by  use  of  propaganda  media  and  personal  contact.  Endorse- 
ments of  candidates  were  made,  and  the  propaganda  media  available  to  the  two 
unions  was  used  for  and  against  selected  candidates  in  certain  situations. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  informtion  concerning  the  Communist 
attitude  toward  Hawaii  was  received.  The  Communists  regard  the  people  of 
Hawaii  as  having  a  tendency  toward  apathy  and  indifference.  While  this  indif- 
ference makes  the  party's  agitational  work  more  difficult,  the  same  attitude 
toward  anticommunism  is  a  great  help  to  the  party.  The  Communists  believe 
that  the  principal  barrier  to  their  creating  a  revolutionary  situation  in  the 
islands  and  seizing  power  is  the  presence  here  of  large  military  forces. 

CONCLUSIONS 

The  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  remains  underground,  and  is  still  active  and 
energetic.  It  is  still  a  part  of  an  international  conspiracy  whose  primary  al- 
legiance is  to  the  Soviet  Union. 

While  conviction  of  seven  of  the  Communist  leaders  in  Hawaii  created  a  crisis 
for  the  party,  this  has  been  surmounted. 

The  trade-union  section  of  the  party,  centered  in  the  leadership  of  the  ILWU 
and  the  UPW,  has  taken  over  many  functions  formerly  pex-formed  by  the  non- 
trade-union  element  of  the  party  apparatus.  Except  for  activity  centered  around 
tlie  Honolulu  Record,  the  non-trade-union  section  of  the  party  has  been  relatively 
dormant. 

During  the  past  2  years,  the  ILWU  has  been  the  principal  instrument  in  the 
dissemination  of  Communist  propaganda  in  Hawaii.  By  means  of  its  publica- 
tions and  radio  broadcasts,  its  distribution  of  books  and  films,  and  its  adoption 
and  ciiX'ulation  of  official  resolutions  transmitting  the  international  and  national 
party  line  for  local  consumption,  the  ILWU  has  contributed  greatly  to  the  party's 
subversive  program. 

In  its  implementation  of  the  ILWU  Book  Club  program  in  the  islands,  the 
ILWU  has,  in  effect,  established  the  counterpart  of  what  would  have  been,  under 
conditions  more  favorable  to  the  party,  a  chain  of  Communist  book  stores. 

Under  the  guise  of  placing  in  their  hands  materials  stating  the  viewpoint  of 
legitimate  labor,  the  ILWU  has  made  a  sijecial  effort  to  indoctrinate  Hawaii's 
schoolteachers  with  Communist  propaganda.  In  any  such  effort,  the  obvious 
ultimate  targets  of  such  propaganda  are  not  the  teachers,  but  their  students. 

The  strength  of  communism  in  Hawaii  lies  in  the  control  which  a  few  Commu- 
nist leaders  maintain  over  25,000  members  of  the  ILWU  and  the  UPW.  The 
ILWU  leaders,  in  particular,  have  achieved  such  noticeable  material  gains  for 
their  members  that  the  latter  uncritically  permit  those  leaders  to  use  the  union 
for  Communist,  nontrade  union  purposes. 

Communist  ILWU  and  UPW  leaders  have  convinced  their  members  that 
communism  is  a  false  issue,  have  sold  the  idea  that  all  anti-Communist  measures 
affecting  the  leaders  are  "union  busting,"  and  therefore  have  been  able  to  use 
union  funds  and  facilities  for  Communist  purposes  by  simply  ascribing  a  legiti- 
mate trade  union  reason  for  such  use.  While  professing  complete  freedom  of 
expression  for  their  members,  these  leaders  have  refused  to  tolerate  anti-Commu- 
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aist  activity.  Character  assassination  has  been  particularly  vitriolic  and  effec- 
tive against  former  ILWU  Comnmnist  leaders  who  have  turned  against  the  party. 

The  Communist  leaders  of  the  two  unions  have  attempted  to  use  the  voting 
power  of  the  combined  memberships  to  attempt  to  influence  elections  in  Hawaii. 

The  immediate  and  continuing  aims  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Hawaii  are: 

(1)  To  maintain  control  of  the  decisive  sections  of  organized  labor. 

(2)  To  create  a  social  and  political  climate  favorable  to  the  Communists 
in  their  ultimate  aim  of  controlling  the  Government. 

(3)  In  furtherance  of  point  (2),  above,  to  create  and  increase  social 
tensions  by  exploiting  and  intensifying  racial  frictions,  undermining  respect 
for  the  authority  of  established  Government  institutions,  and  agitating  class 
struggle. 

Tactically,  the  party  at  all  times  opposes  public  and  private  investigations  and 
exposures  of  its  subversive  aims,  methods,  membership,  and  cooperators.  Tliere- 
fore,  the  Commission  on  Subversive  Activities  is  itself  a  primary  target  to  be 
destroved.  The  campaign  to  discredit  and  abolish  this  Commission  has  been 
led  by  Communists  in  the  ILWU  and  the  UPW. 

The  Conmiunists  in  Hawaii  have  been  aided  by  apathy  and  laclv  of  apprecia- 
tion of  th?  problem  by  the  general  public.  The  essence  of  the  situation  is  that 
the  strength  of  the  party  lies  not  in  its  number  of  members,  but  in  the  enormous 
energy  and  activity  a  relatively  few  Communist  exert  from  strategic  positions. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

On  the  basis  of  the  matters  reported  herein,  and  in  the  19.j1,  19.53,  and  1954 
reports  of  the  Commission  on  Subversive  Activities,  it  is  recommended  tliat : 

(1)  I'ersons  representing  organizations  of  public  employees  before  the  legis- 
lative and  executive  departments  of  the  Territorial  and  county  governments  be 
required  to  comply  with  the  loyalty  oath  and  sworn  personal  history  statement 
requirements  of  statutes  relating  to  public  officers  and  public  employees.  (See 
more  detailed  recommendations  at  pp.  219-221. ) 

(2)  Laws,  if  any,  adopted  to  require  the  registration  of  "lobbyists"  include 
a  requirement  that  every  registrant  disclose  his  present  or  past  aftiliatious,  if 
any,  with  the  Communist  Party  and  other  subversive  organizations. 

(3)  Tax-exempt  status  be  denied  to  organizations  found  to  be  using  any  of 
tlieir  revenues  for  support  of  Communist  or  other  subversive  causes. 

(4)  Taxpayers  engaged  in  business  be  denied  the  right  to  deduct  from  gross 
income  any  contributions  to  subversive  groups  or  causes.  For  example,  moneys 
paid  to  the  Communist  Honolulu  Record  for  advertising  should  not  be  deductible. 

(5)  The  legislature  undertake  to  reprint  all  reports  of  this  Commission,  in 
order  to  provide  greater  circulation  thereof  and  particularly  to  supply  requests 
at  hand. 
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
